When  the  year  1949  ran  its  course  December  31,  it 
marked  the  completion  of  the  second  year  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Police  Department  has  functioned  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Chief  Michael  Mitchell.  Chief  Mitchell,  and

city's  Chief  of  Police — Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinson,  Police 
Commissioners  H.  C.  Maginn,  Washington  I.  Kohnke 
and  J.  Warnock  Walsh — certainly  merit  a  big  hand  for 
the  sort  of  law  enforcement  that  has  been  given  by  the 
"City  That  Knows  How"  during  these  last  two  years.  It 
is  law  enforcement  well  in  keeping  with  the  splendid 
record  of  the  SFPD  for  the  first  half  of  'he  present 
century. 

True,  during  the  past  biennium,  there  has  been  an  in- 
crease in  crime  within  the  municipal  limits,  but  it  is  not 
in  keeping  with  ^he  increase  in  population,  and  is  well 
below  the  national  average  for  other  large  cities. 


But  if  one  will  take  the  pains  to  look  at  the  records  of 
the  SFPD  he  will  find  that  the  members  have  achieved  a 
high  place  in  the  nation,  in  meeting  such  increases  in  crime 
that  have  occurred,  by  bringing  in  those  who  have  com- 
mitted unlawful  acts.  The  record  of  cleared  crimes  is 
surely  an  imposing  one. 

Organized  crime  has  been  kept  from  San  Francisco ; 
rackets  and  racketeers  have  been  noticeably  absent  as  they 
have  for  many  years;  vice  of  all  sorts  have  been  reduced 
to  a  minimum  that  makes  those  who  seek  such  means  of 
livelihood  to  be  ever  on  the  run.  You  have  to  be  a  wise 
guy  to  find  where  you  can  make  a  bet  on  a  horse  race;

Their  respective  departments  are  well  recognized  for  the  smoothness  of 
their  operations   and  for  the   results   reflected  by  the  men  working   under  them. 


where  you  can  get  a  girl  for  a  brief  period  of  entertain- 
ment; or  where  you  can  flirt  with  the  goddess  of  fortunes, 
with  the  dice  or  cards. 

During  the  past  two  years  conditions  for  the  members 
of  the  PI)  have  been  further  improved,  with  increase  of 
pay,  shortening  the  work  week  to  40  hours,  and  bettering 
pensions  for  the  personnel  and  their  families.  All  these 
had  the  sincere  support  of  Mayor  Robinson  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Police  Commission. 

Hut  the  bright  spot  in  the  record  has  been  traffic. 
The  past  year  will  be  a  period  that  the  SFPD  may 
well  look  hack,  with  pride,  on  its  notable  record  of  reduc- 
tion of  fatal  traffic  accidents.  Not  since  1914  has  the  city 
had  a  smaller  toll  of  deaths  on  its  streets,  caused  by 
automobiles. 

The  past  year  the  number  of  traffic  fatalities  was  53  as 
against  84  for  1948,  and  27  in  1914,  the  low  point  in 
traffic  history  of  the  city. 

The  reduction  of  1949  over  1948  amounts  to  31.  As 
compared  with  1914  the  figures  come  far  from  revealing 
the  true  difference. 

In  1914,  when  traffic  was  handled  by  a  relatively  small 
squad,  under  the  direction  of  the  late  Captain  Duncan 
Matheson,  then  a  Lieutenant,  and  assisted  by  the  late 
Captain  Charles  Goff,  then  a  Corporal,  there  were  only 
12,000  cars  registered  to  San  Francisco  owners.  The 
number  of  autos  coming  into  San  Francisco  was  also  very 
small,  as  there  were  no  high  speed,  four  or  six  lane  high- 
ways leading  into  the  town.  The  fact  is  that  the  first 
state  highway  around  the  bay  area  was  put  down  in  1912, 
and  ran  from  the  city  limits  on  the  south  along  El  Camino 
Real.  It  was  a  two  lane  highway,  and  was  among  the 
first  of  the  state  highways  laid  in  California.  In  1914 
there  were  no  Bay  Bridge  or  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  these 


two  structures  bring  in  many  thousands  of  cars  to  San 
Francisco.  The  Bayshore  Highway,  El  Camino  Real,  and 
the  Skyline  Boulevard  carry  uncounted  thousands  more 
each  year. 

Today  the  city  has  over  250,000  automobiles  registered 
to  local  owners.  The  trucks  and  delivery  vehicles  add 
more  thousands  to  that  number.  San  Francisco  has  spread 
out,  and  nearly  every  available  piece  of  land  has  been  built 
up  providing  homes  and  business  centers  for  the  ever 
increasing  population. 

In  1914  there  were  250,000  people  living  in  the  city 
as  compared  with  the  estimated  population  of  875,000 
today. 

Yet  with  the  number  of  automobiles  increasing  twenty 
times  the  1914  figures  and  the  population  increasing  nearly 
four  fold,  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  hung 
up  a  record  for  1949  which  was  less  than  two  times  the 
record  for  1914. 

While  due  credit  for  this  splendid  bright  spot  in  traffic 
rightfully  belong  to  Police  Commissioners  Maginn, 
Kohnke  and  Walsh,  and  Chief  Michael  Mitchell  for 
selecting  Edward  R.  Pootel  as  Director  of  Traffic  and 
Ralph  Olstad  as  Captain  of  Traffic  to  take  over  the  per- 
plexing problem,  it  is  to  these  two  last  named  members 
of  the  SFPD  who  deserve  a  lot  of  credit. 

Director  Pootel  and  Captain  Olstad  are  men  well  ex- 
perienced in  traffic  matters,  as  we  have  previously  noted 
in  The  Journal.  They  both  have  a  deep  interest  in  this 
important  work,  they  have  so  successfully  administered, 
during  the  past  two  years  of  the  administration  of  Mayor 
Robinson.  They  know  the  fundamentals  of  traffic  and 
they  have  by  their  experience  provided  themselves  with  a 
vast  amount  of  knowledge  on  how  to  go  about  handling 
traffic.    They  are  men  who  know  how  to  work  with  the

Sergeant  Butler  has  done  a  marvelous  job  in  handling  the  complex 
details  of  the  Police  Commission;  Captain  Walsh  has  won  high  praise  for  looking  after  the  Police  Districts  of  the  city  and  Captain 
Fitzpatrick,  though  getting  no  headlines  handles  the  details  of  his  office  with  understanding  and  takes  a  lot  of  work  off  the 
shoulders  of  the  Chief. 


over  300  men  assigned  to  traffic  duties.  You  find  no 
dissatisfaction  among  the  personnel  of  the  Traffic  Bureau, 
and  each  and  everyone  has,  as  stated  by  Director  Pootel, 
given  their  utmost  in  carrying  out  the  program  laid  out 
for  reducing  traffic  accidents,  keeping  the  streets  open  to 
the  free  flow  of  automobiles  and  seeing  the  traffic  laws 
were  continuously  and  vigorously  enforced. 

During  1948,  the  first  year  Lieutenant  Pootel  was  in 
charge  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  there  was  a  reduction  of 
traffic  deaths  over  the  previous  year,  and  a  telling  reduc- 
tion when  compared  with  the  all  time  high  of  160  in  1926. 

And  the  last  year  he  even  greatly  reduced  the  194S 
number. 

Why  was  it  possible  to  do  this?  Well,  Director  Pootel 
says  first  it  was  the  wholehearted  cooperation  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Police  Department,  and  especially  those 
under  his  charge,  then  with  all  the  space  given  in  the 
newspapers,  time  on  the  radio  stations  stressing  traffic 
safety,  especially  pedestrians,  and  pointing  out  the  penal- 
ties of  the  law  for  motorists  violating  that  section  relative 
to  the  right-of-way  for  those  who  walk  at  crossings :  strong 
law  enforcement,  and  the  backing  of  the  municipal  court 
judges,  freeing  main  arteries  of  parked  automobiles  during 
rush  morning  and  afternoon  hours. 

That  the  enforcement  of  the  traffic  law  has  played  an 
important  part  in  reduction  of  traffic  accidents  can  not  be 
successfully  disputed.  The  men  on  the  motorcycles,  the 
three-wheelers,  the  crossing  officers  and  the  Accident 
Prevention  Bureau  have  all  combined  to  bring  the  of- 
fenders to  justice. 

For  the  year  1949  there  were  559,014  citations  issued 
for  parking  and  non-moving  violations  and  94,484  tickets 
for  speeders,  reckless  drivers,  driving  while  drunk  and 
other  such  offenses.  These  citations  and  arrests  brought 
a  lot  of  money  into  the  city  treasury,  over  a  million  and 


a  half  dollars. 

For  two  years  now  the  heads  of  the  Traffic  Bureau 
have  conducted  a  program  of  road  blocks  for  the  past 
two  weeks  of  the  holiday  season.  How  well  these  blocks, 
which  stopped  all  cars,  all  given  a  quick  test  for  sobriety 
of  the  drivers  and  any  defects  in  the  mechanical  equip- 
men  of  the  cars,  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  from  De- 
cember 20  to  January  3  this  year  there  was  not  a  traffic 
death  in  San  Francisco.  During  the  Christmas  days  and 
the  New  Year  date  a  lot  of  drivers  were  cited  for  faulty 
lights  or  brakes  and  many  others  brought  in  for  being 
under  the  influence  of  intoxicants.  They  were  stopped 
before  they  got  far  from  the  down  town  start  of  their 
revelry,  and  thereby  kept  from  dealing  death  and  sorrow 
to  several  families.  It's  a  safe  surmise  to  say  that  there 
were  many  others  who  knew  about  the  road  blocks,  post- 
poned their  drinking  until  they  got  home. 

The  failure  to  yield  the  right  of  way  to  pedestrians 
called  for  a  lot  of  attention  by  the  Traffic  Bureau,  and 
those  cited  for  violation  of  this  law  caused  a  reduction 
of  over  half  the  number  of  pedestrian  fatalities  over  1948. 

The  addition  of  more  motorcycles  and  three-wheelers 
helped,  by  getting  more  offenders.  There  are  now  80  solos 
in  the  Bureau  and  40  three-wheelers. 

The  Bureau  now  has  331  men,  and  other  units  have 
the  following  men:  Accident  Prevention  Bureau,  75; 
Crossing  officers,  55;  warrant  serving,  nine;  school  traffic 
and  junior  traffic  patrol,  four,  the  rest  being  detailed  to 
other  duties  and  for  relief  duties. 

As  of  December  the  National  Safety  Council's  bulletin 
on  traffic  accident  records  for  the  nation  placed  San 
Francisco  of  the  over  500,000  population  in  second  place, 
a  tie  with  Buffalo,  for  the  small  number  of  fatalities  reg- 
istered for  the  first  11  months.  Minneapolis  led  in  this 
respect.

Warnock  Walsh  was  the  president  during  1948  and 
Washington  I.  Kohnke  served  during  l°-49. 

The  two  former  board  chairmen  have  done  a  magnifi-

the  people  of  San  Francisco  the  best  in  law  enforcement. 
Another  story  reviews  the  two  years  record  of  the  present 
administration  as  it  affects  the  Police  Department. 

In  assuming  his  new  duties  President  Maginn,  who  is 
a  vice  president  of  Calaveras  Cement  Company  stated 
emphatically  that  Chief  Michael  Mitchell  will  serve  out 
the  remainder  of  Mayor  Robinson's  term,  which  has  two 
years  more  to  go.  That  dispels  rumors  that  Chief  Mitchell 
would  step  out  of  the  job  he  has  served  so  well  the  past 
two  years.  The  rumors  had  it  that  Chief  Mitchell  will 
reach  the  age  of  compulsory  retirement  in  December, 
when  he  becomes  65  years  old.  However,  the  Chief  of 
Police  Job  is  not  a  civil  service  one,  and  it  has  been 
pointed  out  that  such  office  holders  can  remain  until  they 
are  70  years  of  age. 

President  Maginn  as  strongly  stated  he  would  oppose 
any  attempt  to  do  away  with  the  tow-a-way  system. 

Too,  he  said,  every  member  of  the  Police  Department 
must  yield  to  strong  discipline  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
with  the  40-hour  week  voted  the  members,  they  must 
give  a  full  eight  hours  of  work  each  day  they  are  on  duty. 
He  also  said  the  rules  against  drinking  while  on  duty  will 
be  rigidly  enforced. 

When  Junior  Past  President  Kohnke  turned  over  the 
gavel  to  the  incoming  President,  Commissioner  Maginn, 
before  a  meeting  room  full  of  spectators  and  a  full  at- 
tendance of  district  captains,  heads  of  various  depart- 
ments and  bureaus,  the  latter  standing  at  attention  during 
the  ceremony,  gave  a  run  down  of  the  above  points,  and 
he  concluded  by  saying:

Chief   Mitchell's   Letter   on    1949 
Traffic    Record 

The  following  letter  was  a  special  order  directed 
to  all  members  of  the  SFPD  on  January  10: 

"During  1949,  there  were  but  53  persons  killed 
in  traffic  accidents  in  this  City.  The  entire  San 
Francisco  Police  Department  may  take  justifiable 
pride  in  the  motor  vehicle  death  rate  of  last  year. 
This  is  the  lowest  since  1914  and  by  comparative 
standards,  the  best  record  ever.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered that  in  1914,  there  were  but  12,000  vehicles 
registered  in  this  City  as  compared  with  over 
250,000  today.  Population,  too,  has  approximately 
doubled  since  that  time;  and  when  the  1949  record 
is  compared  with  the  worst  year  (158  in  1927), 
it  represents  a  saving  of  over  100  lives. 

"San  Francisco  has  received  national  acclaim  as 
being  the  only  major  City  in  the  United  States  to 
emerge  from  the  three-day  celebrations  of  both 
Christmas  and  New  Year's  without  a  traffic  fatality. 
This  is  certainly  a  vast  improvement  from  the  year 
in  which  14  persons  died  in  a  single  Christmas  week. 

"While  no  single  effort  may  be  designated  as 
having  the  major  responsibility  for  this  splendid 
record,  important  contributions  certainly  were  made 
by  the  press  and  radio,  the  medical  profession,  the 
engineer  and  the  educator.  The  role  of  the  police 
in  the  prevention  of  accidents,  figured  prominently 
in  the  reduction  of  this  terrible  accident  toll.  Con- 
sistent and  excellent  enforcement  by  this  department, 
coupled  with  the  Holiday  Traffic  Safety  Checks  and 
the  spirit  in  which  they  were  conducted,  aided  mate- 
rially in  establishing  this  record,  as  did  the  contri- 
putions  in  the  fields  of  Education  and  Engineering. 

"The  knowledge  of  accomplishment  and  the 
awareness  that  the  cost  in  human  life  and  suffering 
has  been  alleviated  must  be  the  final  reward  for  this 
splendid  achievement.  Everyone  who  contributed  in 
this  effort  is  to  be  commended  for  a  job  well  done. 
I  urge  the  continuance  of  this  fine  work  to  the  end 
that  the  death  and  destruction  on  our  streets  and 
highways  may  be  brought  to  an  irreducible  mini- 
mum. May  I  add  my  thanks  and  congratulations 
for  making  our  City  of  San  Francisco  a  safer  place 
in  which  to  live  and  work. 


"Dear  Chief  Mitchell: 

"I  am  forwarding  herewith  a  communication  received 
from  Mr.  Henry  E.  North,  in  which  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  is  commended  for  its  cooperation  in  a 
campaign  to  reduce  holiday  traffic  tragedies.  I  suggest

"Please  convey  to  your  entire  Police  Department  my 
thanks  and  the  thanks  of  many  others  in  this  City  who 
now  believe  that  accident  prevention  is  not  just  accidental. 
It  comes  about  by  careful  planning,  enforcement,  and 
education.

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Sacramento  P.  D.  Grows  Under  Chief  Hicks 


The  Sacramento  Police  Department  last  year  went  on 
a  44-  instead  of  a  48-hour  week,  got  a  lot  of  new  equip- 
ment, pay  raix-s,  a  better  training  program,  more  men 
and  many  other  things  it  needed. 

The  man  most  responsible  for  the  sizeable  strides  the

department  made  toward  higher  efficiency,  better  working 
conditions  and  more  protection  for  the  public  is  Chief 
James  V.  Hicks. 

And  Chief  Hicks,  a  former  army  colonel  and  traffic 
officer  who  has  been  head  man  since  March,  1947,  is 
looking  forward  this  year  to  bigger  and  better  things. 

"We  believe  the  Sacramento  Police  Department  com- 
pares favorably  with  any  in  California,  or  for  that  matter, 
in  the  West,"  he  says.  One  thing  which  has  increased 
the  efficiency  of  the  department  as  much  as  anything  else, 
is  the  fact  we  now  have  the  best  of  modern  equipment 
in  every  division. 

"We  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  this  to  City  Manager 
Bartley  W.  Cavanaugh  and  the  City  Council.  They 
realize  a  policeman  cannot  operate  effectively  without 
proper  tools  and  they  have  given  us  the  best  to  work  with. 

"For  example,  we  now  are  installing  a  microfilm  sys- 
tem of  keeping  our  records.  This  will  save  no  end  of 
time  and  space  and  will  be  another  step  in  increasing  the 
general  efficiency  of  the  force." 

Chief  Hicks  now  has  227  persons — 195  policemen  and 
32  civilians — working  for  him.  This,  among  other 
things,  shows  the  terriffic  growth  of  the  city  during  recent 
years,  for  not  too  long  ago  the  force  numbered  only 
125  men. 

The  44-hour  week  was  voted  recently  by  the  City 
Council  in  recognition  of  the  long  standing  claim  by 
policemen  that  they  should  not  be  required  to  work  48 


hours  when  other  city  employees  put  in  only  40.  In  fact, 
spokesmen  tor  the  department  asked  for  a  40-hour  week 
and  were  given  the  44  hours  as  a  compromise.  Hut  even 
though  they  did  not  get  all  they  asked  for  the  members 
of  the  force  are  satisfied  that  they  took  a  step  in  the  right 
direction  after  a  good  many  years  of  trying. 

Chief  Hicks  keeps  closely  in  touch  with  all  of  his 
divisions  and  is  justly  proud  of  the  work  they  have  been 
doing. 

"1  think  crime  is  being  kept  pretty  close  to  the  mini- 
mum in  Sacramento,"  he  said.  "We  have  no  organized 
gangsterism,  no  big  racketeers  or  rackets  here. 

"Thanks  to  the  good  work  of  the  uniformed  divisions 
and  the  detective  bureau  these  elements  are  kept  on  the 
run.  Crimes  of  violence,  gambling  and  vice  also  are 
being  held  down." 

Hicks  has  stressed  the  closest  cooperation  with  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  the  State  Bureau  of 
Identification  and  Investigation  and  other  such  agencies.

ning  a  series  of  courses  and  practical  training  lessons  for 
newcomers  and  veterans  alike  designed  to  be  a  great  help 
to  every  policeman  in  just  about  every  predicament. 

For  example,  every  new  man  in  the  department  goes 
to  school  eight  hours  a  day  for  two  weeks  before  he  ever 
dons  a  uniform  officially.  At  the  Police  Academy,  on 
Nineteenth  near  L  Street,  experts  from  the  city,  state 
and  federal  government,  tell  the  rookies  the  do's  and 
don'ts  of  police  work. 

Every  subject  is  covered  from  public  relations  to  the 
latest  developments  in  scientific  crime  detection.  Here 
are  some  of  the  subjects:  Red  Cross  first  aid,  the  penal 
code,  how  to  gather  evidence,  how  to  present  it  in  court, 
interviews,  fingerprints,  a  patrolman's  problems,  the 
mechanics  of  arrest,  the  scientific  crime  laboratory,  report 
writing,  the  investigation  of  major  crimes,  narcotics, 
police  communications,  and  firearms. 

Members  of  the  Police  Department,  agents  of  the  Fed- 
eral Bureau  of  Investigation,  representatives  of  the  State 
Bureau  of  Criminal  Identification  and  Investigation  and 
persons  not  directly  connected  with  police  work  take  part. 

And  Kaminsky,  a  recognized  expert  in  the  field  of  police 
training,  also  insists  on  the  continuing  training  of  members 
of  the  force,  who  are  not  new,  to  police  work.  A  rugged 
policeman  of  the  old  school  with  progressive,  modern 
ideas,  he  knows  a  policeman  cannot  know  too  much  about 
the  work  he  has  to  do.  And  his  courses  are  not  visionary 
or  starry  eyed — he  insists  on  practical  lessons,  and  often 


which  has  taken  him  to  every  branch  of  the  torce. 

These  he  cites  to  the  other  members  of  the  department, 
always  stressing  the  fact  that  even  veterans  can  make  mis- 
takes and  can  learn  through  the  mistakes  of  others.

and  exciting  year  for  the  plainclothes  men.  But  it  also 
was  a  year  in  which  Detective  Chief  Joseph  E.  Rooney 
proved  he  has  an  able,  smooth  working  team  of  men  who 
know  their  job  and  work  at  it. 

One  of  the  biggest  jobs  the  detectives  did — and  Rooney 
always  is  insistent  on  giving  the  uniform  divisions  equal 
credit  for  the  part  their  men  played — was  in  rounding  up 
the  new  Herrera  Gang  just  before  the  year  ended. 

The  Herrera  outfit  originally  was  led  by  Pete  Herrera, 
a  young  tough  who  was  sent  to  San  Quentin  Prison  on 
a  dope  charge  in  1948.  The  gang,  which  dealt  in  hop, 
staged  burglaries  and  holdups  and  did  just  about  anything 
else  to  come  by  a  dishonest  dollar,  was  smashed. 

Then  a  few  months  ago  the  police  heard  rumbles  that 
the  gang  was  forming  again  under  Pete's  brother,  Robert, 
an  ex-convict.  The  detectives  and  uniformed  men  checked 
and  bided  their  time.  Finally  came  the  big  break  and 
they  moved  in.  This  time  they  did  an  even  more  thorough 
job  than  the  first  time. 

Herrera  and  more  than  half  a  dozen  of  his  henchmen 
were  jailed. 

Pretty  soon  the  thugs,  faced  with  enough  evidence  to 
convince  them  they  were  sure  to  be  convicted,  began  to 
talk.  This  time,  it  turned  out,  they  had  been  specializing 
in  holdups,  not  hop  peddling,  which  was  Pete's  specialty. 

Of  course,  they  were  not  above  staging  a  few  burglaries 
and  other  assorted  crimes  to  make  pin  money.  All  told 
more  than  20  crimes  were  solved.  Herrera  and  most  of 
the  others  went  to  prison.

Traffic  Chief  Bennett,  S.  P.  D.,  Has  Great  Plans  For  1950 


Patrick  J.  Bennett,  Chief  of  the  Traffic  Division  of 
the  Sacramento  Police  Department,  is  looking  forward  in 
1950  to  a  program  of  selective  enforcement  of  traffic 
laws  designed  to  keep  deaths  and  injuries  at  a  minimum 
in  a  city  that  presents  one  of  the  worst  traffic  problems 
in  the  West. 

And   we  believe   the   program  will   help  a  great   deal

toward  making  the  streets  of  Sacramento  safer  for  pedes- 
trians and  motorists  alike. 

"A  study  of  the  facts  and  figures  shows  that  jaywalking 
causes  roughly  50  per  cent  of  the  traffic  deaths  in  Sacra- 
mento," he  says.  "And  most  of  the  others  are  caused  by 
motorists   violating   the    right-of-way   of   pedestrians. 

"For  example,  we  find  that  20  out  of  the  25  persons 
killed  in  Sacramento  during  1949  were  pedestrians.  Three 
victims  were  riding  scooters  or  motorcycles,  one  was  hit 
by  a  train  and  one  was  killed  in  a  collision  of  two  cars. 

"The  fact  that  four-fifths  of  our  fatalities  were  pedes- 
trians, calls  for  a  rigid  program  of  selective  enforcement. 
First,  we  have  to  demand  that  motorists  take  every  pre- 
caution to  guard  pedestrians,  particularly  during  the 
dark  hours  and  when  it  is  raining.  Then  we  have  to 
teach  the  pedestrians  that  this  is  a  two-way  proposition — 
they  have  to  watch  out  for  themselves  and  look  before 
they  walk  out  into  the  streets." 

Another  significant  point  is  that  50  per  cent  of  the 
pedestrian  deaths  occurred  in  the  west  end  of  the  city 
where  the  transient  labor  population  is  centered. 

So  Bennett  has  inaugurated  a  three-point  program 
calling  for: 

1 — Tickets  and  stiff  penalties  for  motorists  who  do 
not  grant  the  right-of-way  to  walkers. 

2 — The  same  treatment  for  pedestrians  that  jaywalk. 

3 — A    lighting    program,    designed    to    illuminate    the 


western  end  of  the  city  to  make  the  intersections  Safer 
for  everyone. 

And  for  this  year  Bennett  has  the  biggest  force  and  the 
most  modern  equipment  in  the  history  of  the  traffic  divi- 
sion, to  work  with,  and  he  expects  to  make  some  head- 
way. He  now  has  50  men  working  for  him.  Considering 
the  fact  that  a  decade  ago  the  entire  department  did  not 
number  a  great  deal  more  men  than  that,  he  believes  he 
can  get  something  done.  And  the  city  administration  is 
keenly  conscious  of  the  traffic  problem  here,  and  has 
given  Bennett  the  most  modern  cars  and  other  equip- 
ment to  work  with. 

And  1  raffic  Chief  Bennett's  current  program  has  the 
backing  of  precedent  to  indicate  it  will  work.  His  supe- 
riors and  the  people  of  Sacramento  generally  applaud  the 
work  he  and  his  men  have  done  during  the  last  few  years. 
It  is  well  known  that  Sacramento  has  the  highest  per 
capita  number  of  automobiles  in  the  world,  and  a  street 
system  not  at  all  adequate  to  handle  the  job  it  has  to  do. 

'I  here  are,  incidentally,  70,000  motor  vehicles  regis- 
tered from  Sacramento,  out  of  a  population  of  about 
130,000.  If  that  doesn't  spell  headaches  for  a  traffic  chief 
nothing  does.  And  many  thousand  cars  pass  through 
the  town  each  month. 

Last  year's  total  of  25  traffic  deaths  is  one  more  than 
the  1948  total.  This  may  not  seem  like  too  good  a  record. 
But  couple  the  one  additional  death  with  the  fact  that 
there  was  a  6,000  increase  in  the  number  of  registered 
motor  vehicles,  and  you  begin  to  wonder  how  such  a  splen- 
did record  could  be  set  by  any  city's  traffic  division. 

And  another  thing  that  makes  things  look  brighter  for

They  are  in  charge  of  a  uniformed  platoon  made  up 
of  a  group  of  alert  young  officers  and  some  old  timers  who 
know  the  ropes.  Between  the  two  groups,  and  with  wise 
direction  from  the  Captain  and  Sergeant,  a  good  many 
of  the  biggest  criminal  case  of  recent  years  in  the  state 
Capital  have  been  solved. 

Their  parallel  careers  in  the  police  business  started 
exactly  a  month  apart  in  1930 — Strazzo  joined  the  force 
November  1st  and  Kunz  went  to  work  December  1st. 

Strazzo  was  a  patrolman  for  five  years,  working  on 
the  beats,  in  the  squad  cars  and  a  bit  later  in  the  Detective 
Bureau.  In  1935  he  passed  high  on  the  civil  service  list 
and  became  a  Sergeant.  Six  years  later  he  was  made  a 
Captain. 

Kunz  also  went  through  an  apprenticeship  in  uniform, 
handling  every  type  of  work  that  falls  the  lot  of  a  patrol- 
man. Not  much  more  than  a  year  after  he  joined  the 
force  he  was  shifted  to  the  Detective  Bureau,  where  he 
remained  for  13  years,  handling  some  of  the  biggest  major 
crimes  the  department  had  to  work  on. 

In  1943  he  enlisted  in  the  army  and  served  in  the  in- 
telligence corps,  handling  secret  investigations.  He  was 
discharged  in  1946  and  not  long  afterward  was  promoted 
to  a  Sergeancy. 

Strazzo  is  married  and  has  three  children,  Robin,  10; 
Mickey,  19,  and  Jacqueline,  24.  Kunz  is  married  and 
has  no  children.

in  capturing  three  Negroes  who  were  wanted  for  the 
holdup-murder  of  an  Oakland  liquor  store  proprietor. 
Once  Kunz  and  his  partner  in  the  Detective  Bureau  at 
the  time — Ray  Peart — put  15  safe  crackers  in  jail  over- 
night and  recovered  more  than  $50,000  in  stolen  prop- 
erty. Strazzo  once  solved  a  sensational  murder,  when  on 
a  hunch,  he  walked  up  to  a  fellow  who  was  entering  the 
police  station — he  didn't  even  know  the  man — and  asking 
why  he  shot  his  friend.  His  hunch  was  right  and  the 
man  confessed.

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Captain  Belon,  Martinez,  Veteran  of  C.  H.  P. 


The  history  of  the  California  Highway  Patrol  in 
Contra  Costa  Count)  is  the  story  of  the  career  of  Captain 
George  A.  Belon,  53,  of  Martinez,  a  law  enforcement 
officer  for  2(>  years  and  a  traffic  man  since  long  before 
there  was  a  state  patrol.  -: 


Captain  George  A.  Belon 

Prison  riots,  strikes  and  floods — Belon  has  been  through 
them  all. 

A  onetime  Sacramento  garageman  and  a  former  South- 
ern Pacific  Company  fireman,  Belon  received  his  ground- 
work in  law  enforcement  in  the  roaring  20's  chasing  boot- 
leggers in  the  rugged  lumbering  community  of  Westwood 
in  Plumas  County. 

This  year  marks  the  captain's  29th  as  an  officer,  27  of 
those  years  spent  in  traffic. 

First  coming  to  Contra  Costa  County  in  1919  with  the 
intention  of  starting  a  garage  business  in  Walnut  Creek, 
Belon  the  following  year  was  called  to  Plumas  County 
by  the  district  attorney  as  a  private  investigator  to  track 
down  Volstead  Act  violators. 

The  job  lasted  eight  months,  and  Belon  returned  to 
Contra  Costa  to  become  a  traffic  officer  under  an  appoint- 
ment of  Archibald  B.  Tinning  of  Martinez,  prominent 
Contra  Costa  attorney,  who  was  then  district  attorney. 

In  those  early  days,  when  the  automobile  was  just  com- 
ing into  its  own,  the  district  attorney's  office  had  charge  of 
all  traffic. 

Belon  was  appointed  chief  of  the  county's  traffic  depart- 
ment in  March  of  1922,  heading  a  department  of  six  men, 
and,  in  addition,  carried  on  all  the  criminal  investigation 
work  for  the  district  attorney's  office. 

It  was  in   1922  tha  ttraffic  officers,  who  were  then  con- 


sidered something  of  an  off-breed,  were  taken  out  of  civil- 
ian clothes  and  given  uniforms. 

Belon  was  a  natural  in  traffic  and  in  July  of  1925,  when 
this  function  came  under  the  dual  control  of  both  the  state 
and  the  count) — the  county  employing  the  officers  and  the 
state  paying  their  salaries,  he  received  his  rank  of  Captain. 

The  year  was  a  fateful  one  for  the  Captain.  Heading 
the  county's  entire  traffic  squad  he  was  one  of  the  first 
outside  officers  on  the  scene  of  the  bloody  Thanksgiving 
Dav  Folsom  Prison  riot  in  which  1  1  prisoners  and  three 
guards  were  killed. 

Belon  and  his  squad  spent  48  hours  of  straight  duty  at 
the  prison  before  they  and  other  officers  were  relieved  by 
the  California  National  Guard. 

Near  the  end  of  the  same  year  and  shortly  after  his 
return  to  the  county  he  became  the  victim  of  a  serious 
accident  in  Richmond  when  a  motorist  ran  him  down 
while  on  his  motorcycle. 

The  Captain  spent  a  year  in  the  hospital,  slowly  recov- 
ering from  a  fractured  skull,  eight  fractures  of  his  left  leg 
and  numerous  rib  fractures. 

While  Belon  will  be  eligible  for  age  retirement  on  Feb- 
ruary 1,  1951,  he  has  been  eligible  for  disability  retire- 
ment since  that  accident  of  1925. 

Once  more  back  on  duty  a  second  highlight  occurred 
in  his  career  when  he  and  four  officers  were  sent  to  aid  in 
the  Santa  Paula,  Ventura  County,  flood  of  1927  when 
378  persons  were  drowned  in  the  break  of  the  California- 
Edison  Dam. 

The  Captain  was  to  make  a  return  trip  to  Folsom 
Prison  in  1932  to  aid  in  quelling  an  abortive  break  which 
ended  in  a  murder.  During  the  depression  years  he  was  an 
active  participant  in  the  violent  Crockett  sugar  refinery 
strike. 

Complete  control  of  the  highway  patrol  was  taken  over 
by  the  state  in  1930  and  the  captaincy  of  the  Contra 
Costa  unit  remained  with  Belon.  In  contrast  to  the  origi- 
nal group  of  six  traffic  officers  who  worked  for  the  county, 
Captain  Belon  now  heads  31  men  and  a  staff  of  four  sec- 
retaries. 

Belon  was  born  in  Patterson,  N.  J.,  on  January  25, 
1896,  and  came  to  California  and  Corning,  Tehama 
County,  in  1904  with  his  family.  The  Belon  family  moved 
to  Redding,  Shasta  County,  in  1906,  where  the  Captain 
received  his  early  education,  and  to  Sacramento  in  1910 
where  he  attended  Christian  Brothers  College. 

Sacramento  was  the  scene  of  his  marriage  in  1915,  to 
the  former  Miss  Ruth  Parsons,  member  of  a  pioneer 
Amador  City  family,  and  the  couple  are  the  parents  of  five 
grown  children. 

They  are  William  Belon,  33,  of  Martinez,  an  electri- 
cian for  the  General  Chemical  Company;  Robert  Belon, 
29,  and  employee  of  the  Shell  Oil  Company  in  Martinez ; 
Howard  Belon,  28,  senior  evaluator  under  the  auto  finan-

Among  other  things  he  got  a  curfew 
law  passed ;  knocked  over  one  of  the  biggest  gambling 
operations  to  start  up  here  in  a  long  time;  gained  more 
men  and  better  equipment  for  his  department ;  had  the 
county  constables  put  under  his  jurisdiction,  and  saw  his 
men  solve  some  of  the  toughest  murder  cases  in  history 
here. 

Some  people  frown  on  a  curfew  for  youngsters  as 
being  too  restrictive  and  Sheriff  Cox  lets  everybody  know 
his  men  do  not  bother  young  people  who  are  about  legiti- 
mate business.  But  his  office  has  had  a  barrel  of  grief 
from  young  hoodlums  who  leave  social  functions  at  mid- 
night or  so,  and  commit  burglaries  and  other  crimes.  The 
curfew  at  10  P.M.  gives  his  men  the  right  to  pick  up 
any  young  person  who  is  prowling  around  for  no  good 
purpose.  It  is  working  out  fine,  too,  and  a  good  main 
crimes  have  been  solved  because  of  it,  and  a  lot  more 
prevented. 

The  gambling  situation  revolved  around  a  small  group 
of  men  in  the  town  of  Isleton,  which  is  48  miles  south 
of  Sacramento.  Certain  people  there  thought  it  would 
be  nice  to  make  the  town  sort  of  a  little  Reno.  But  Sheriff 
Cox,  the  Isleton  police  and  District  Attorney  J.  Francis 
O'Shea  moved  in,  arrested  four  of  the  leaders  and  seized 
a  couple  of  truckloads  of  gambling  equipment. 


new    equipment.     He   now  has   63   employees   under   him 
including  53  deputies. 

He  did  not  succeed  in  getting  the  board  to  go  along 
on  his  long  time  plan  of  establishing  substations  in  the 
north   and    the   south   ends  of  the  count).

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CHICO,  A  PROSPEROUS  CITY 


Chico,  the  largest  city  in  California  north  of  Sacra- 
mento, went  through  the  year  1949  with  a  record  for 
crime  reduction.  Few  cities,  large  or  small,  can  excel  the 
mark  set  for  reducing  so-called  major  offenses. 

During  the  past  year  there  were  no  murders  whatso- 
ever within  the  city  limits  of  Chico.  There  were  hut  two 
armed  robberies,  and  the  gents  who  pulled  them  have 
been  tucked  away  in  Warden  Clinton  Duffy's  gunny  sack 
factory  at  San  Quentin.  Only  10  burglaries  were  reported 
for  the  12  months  of  1949,  and  six  of  them  were  cleared 


Minor  offenses  have  shown  a  comparative  decline  for 
the  jiast  year. 

All  this  might  aptly  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Chico 
Police  Department.  For  Chief  James  K.  Evans,  who 
has  headed  the  Police  Department  for  three  years  coming 
next  July,  has  developed  a  force  of  16  men  into  a  body 
of  officers  who  give  the  utmost  in  law  enforcement  for 
the  over  12,000  people  living  within  the  municipal  limits. 
With  a  trading  area  surrounding  the  town,  swelling  the 
number  of  people  who  use  Chico  as  their  trading  area  by

by  arrests  and  convictions.  We  would  say  the  percentage 
of  arrests  for  crimes  committed  is  indeed  an  imposing  one. 

Strange  as  it  may  seem  bad  check  passers  and  forgeries 
have  decreased  during  the  past  annum.  Traffic  fatalities 
were  lessened  by  one  over  the  1948  figure. 

The  only  increase  noted  from  the  police  records  is  that 
of  stolen  property,  but  this  is  offset  by  the  record  of 
property  recovered,  which  was  a  sizeable  increase  over 
the  previous  year. 


more  than  35,000,  the  achievements  of  the  CPD  are 
indeed  even  more  commendable. 

The  arsenal  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of 
two    Thompson  Machine  guns. 

One  additional  radio  equipped  patrol  car  has  been 
added  to  the  number  used  by  the  Police  Department. 

There  have  been  no  turnover  in  the  Department's  per-

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North  Sacramento's  Chief  Bill  Wilson 


Before  the  war  North  Sacramento  was  a  much  smaller 
place,  and  its  Police  Department,  in  personnel,  equipment 
and  facilities  generally,  was  hardly  the  most  modern  to 
be  had. 

Early  in  1947  the  city  fathers  needed  a  new  Police 
Chief  to  direct  a  department  they  knew  had  to  expand 
and  modernize  in  a  hurry  to  keep  pace  with  the  com- 
munity's growth.  They  chose  W.  F.  (Bill)  Wilson,  a 
patrolman  of  progressive  bent  who  had — and  still  has — 
a  lot  of  ideas  for  improving  police  work  in  the  city  just 
north  of  the  Strre  Caoitol. 

Since  then  Wilson  has  directed  the  department  with  a 
zeal  for  giving  the  taxpayers  the  best  protection  possible, 


in  the  county  jail  in  Sacramento)  hut  he  wants  an  in- 
firmary erected  for  juveniles  so  they  can  be  separated 
from  the  older  men. 

The  Chief  now  has  nine  officers  and  an  office  staff  (3 
help  him  police  North  Sacramento — which  is  about  twice 
the  force  that  was  on  hand  when  he  took  over.  His 
Assistant  Chief  is  Percy  Gassaway,  who  is  also  a  veteran 
North  Sacramento  officer. 

One  of  the  finest  bits  of  police  work — and  one  example 
among  many — done  by  Wilson  and  his  men  last  year  was 
the  capture  of  a  Negro  service  station  bandit  who  really 
had  the  police  in  the  Sacramento  area  worried.  He  was 
particularly   vicious,  and  seldom  left  the  scene  of  one  of

and  he  has  done  a  fine  job. 

He  believes  last  year  was  a  banner  event  for  the  force. 
For  one  thing,  he  fought  for  and  succeeded  in  getting,  not 
two-way,  but  three-way  radios  for  himself  and  his  men. 
Now  they  can  talk  not  only  from  car  to  station,  but  from 
car  to  car.  A  good  many  would-be  bandits  are  in  San 
Quentin  today  because  of  this  and  other  modern  innova- 
tions Wilson  has  succeeded  in  getting  for  his  department. 

Wilson's  chief  project  for  1950  is  a  new  police  depart- 
ment building  next  to  the  jail  in  North  Sacramento,  and 
expanded  jail  facilities. 

Like  most  other  Police  Chiefs,  he  has  run  into  money 
troubles  in  dealing  with  a  city  administration  not  too 
fully  equipped  with  dollars.  But  he  has  received  tentative 
approval  of  his  plans  and  hopes  to  see  them  succeed 
this  year. 

Wilson  believes  the  present  city  jail  is  big  enough  for 
the  men  taken  into  custody  (women  prisons  are  booked 


his  robberies  without  severely  pistol  whipping  his  victim, 
who  usually  went  to  a  hospital  as  a  result.  On  his  second 
trip  to  North  Sacramento  he  was  nabbed  and  now  is 
safely  behind  prison  bars,  where  he  will  be  for  some 
time  to  come. 

When  not  busy  with  the  multiple  problems  of  running 
a  Police  Department,  Wilson  relaxes  by  flying  his  own 
airplane.  He  has  held  a  private  pilot's  license  for  the  last 
four  years.  He  has  a  keen  interest  in  aviation,  and  was 
one  of  the  men  who  worked  hardest  to  get  North  Sacra- 
mento to  open  a  municipal  airport,  a  project  which  suc- 
ceeded in  1947.

Petaluma,  with  its  well  earned  reputation  of  being  the 
largest  egg  production  center  on  the  West  Coast  came 
through  the  late  war  and  the  post  war  years  with  a  more 
than  normal  increase  in  population,  and  the  economy  of 
the  prosperous  Sonoma  county  city  has  continued  to  rise. 
This  economy  is  produced  not  only  by  the  poultry  in- 
dustry, but  from  orchards,  truck  farms  and  dairying  that 
flourish  about  the  little  municipality. 

Though  there  were  no  defense  plants  in  Petaluma 
during  the  last  worldwide  conflict,  the  region  did  its 
share  in  providing  for  all  concerned  in  winning  that  war. 
Through  all  the  conflict,  and  for  many  years  previously, 
Petaluma   has  had   a   forthright   Police   Department,   and 


Chief  Peters,  who  is  66  years  old,  joined  the  Petaluma 
Police  Department  in  l'L'7,  when  it  was  then  under  Chief 
Mike  Flohr,  later  Sheriff,  who  died  in  the  latter  office. 

When  Chief  Flohr  took  over  as  Sheriff  ol  Sonoma 
county  in  1931,  Officer  Peters  had  established  such  a  Hue 
record  as  a  peace  officer  that  he  was  appointed  to  rill  the 
vacancy  occasioned  by  the  elevation  of  Chief  Flohr  to  a 
top  county  job.  As  the  office  of  Chief  in  Petaluma  was 
an  elective  one,  Chief  Peters  entered  the  race  for  the 
position  at  the  election  in  June  of  1931,  and  was  elected 
by  a  handsome  majority.  He  has  held  the  office  continu- 
ously ever  since.  This  year  it  is  said  he  will  take  his 
retirement  pension,  the  people  voting  last  year  to  give  all

Police  Department  were  formally  opened  on  December 
1(1,  with  an  all  afternoon  open  house.  Hundreds  ot  resi- 
dents oi  the  booming  northern  San  Mateo  county  city, 
peace  officers   from   nearby   towns,  and  city  officials   from

neighboring  municipalities  streamed  through  the  beautiful 
edifice  of  7,000  square  feet  or  area,  located  at  the  corner 
of  Maple  and  Miller  streets.  The  building,  costing 
$150,000,  including  furnishings,  is  an  imposing  one  and 
is  located  back  of  the  old  city  hall. 

Present  to  see  that  all  visitors  were  given  a  warm  wel- 
come and  taken  through  the  various  departments,  were 
City  Manager  Mark  Larwood,  Mayor  Leo  Ferko,  Coun- 
cilmen  Charles  Elder,  Emilio  Cortesi,  Adolph  Sani 
(Police  Commissioner),  and  Victor  Boido ;  Chief  Louis 
Belloni,  Captain  A.  Ferragno,  and  all  members  of  the 
Police  Department. 

You  won't  find  a  more  attractive  police  headquarters, 
designed   by  Architect  William   H.   Rowe,  one  including 


every  convenience,  planned  to  give  those  having  business 
there  an  impression  far  from  those  given  by  the  accus- 
tomed arrangements  of  many  police  stations  throughout 
this  state. 

It  is  well-lighted,  air-conditioned  throughout,  with  a 
wide  lobby  at  the  main  entrance,  with  a  general  reception 
office,  in  which  is  located  the  communications  room,  and 
on  the  south  wall  a  panel  for  flashing  signals  from  the 
prison  cells.  Of  these  there  are  for  men  adults,  six  double 
cells,  and  one  for  more  men  ;  four  cells  for  women  and 
two  for  juveniles.  1  here  is  also  one  padded  cell,  and 
next  to  it  a  place  for  storage  of  blankets  and  other  neces- 
sities for  the  prisoner's  quarters.  The  cells  are  the  latest 
models,  and  are  break  proof. 

To  the  rear  of  the  reception  room  is  a  room  for  booking 
prisoners,  one  for  questioning  prisoners  and  witnesses,  one 
for  visitors  and  a  dark  room  for  the  police  photographer. 

Across  the  hall  there  is  a  room  for  the  matron.  The 
heating  system  is  located  off  the  hall. 

Chief  Belloni  has  been  provided  with  a  commodious 
and  well  furnished  quarters,  and  next  to  that  is  a  room 
for  the  secretary,  and  adjoining  the  latter  one  for  Captain 
Terragno.  There  is  also  a  place  for  a  representative  of 
District  Attorney  Louis  DeMatteis.  Across  the  hall  there 
is  a  nice  courtroom  for  City  Judge  S.  K.  Robbins,  and 
accommodations  for  a  member  of  the  county  health  de- 
partment. There  is  a  big  squad  room,  and  one  for  the 
traffic  members.  Plenty  of  lockers  are  provided  for  all 
members  of  the  SSFPD. 

A  new  radio  tower  has  been  erected,  rising  to  85  feet 
from  the  ground  level,  and  new  three-way  radio  equip- 
ment has  been  installed,  servicing  the  motorcycles  and 
automobiles  of  the  Police  Department,  the  fire  depart- 
ment and  the  San  Bruno  Police  Department. 

All  furnishings  are  new  and  of  the  latest  design.  All 
steel  gray  office  equipment. 

South  San  Francisco  can  be  proud  of  all  its  municipal 
facilities,  for  they  are  tops  in  every  respect,  and  that  of

the  Police  Department  ranks  high  in  the  list  of  its  gov- 
ernment agencies.  Architect  Rowe  did  not  plan  a  police 
building  to  meet  the  immediate  demands  of  the  Depart- 
ment, but  he  exercised  vision  and  the  present  one  will  be 
up-to-date  for  man)'  years  to  come,  which  will  see  even 
more  people  coming  to  South  San  Francisco,  with  its  well 
established  reputation  as  a  large  industrial  center. 

The  City  Manager  and  City  Council  headed  by  Mayor 
Ferko,  a  Stanford  graduate,  who  started  as  a  football 
player  on  the  Cardinal  team  of  yesteryear,  and  who  has 
been  on  the  council  for  four  years,  certainly  went  all  out 
to  see  that  the  money  voted  by  the  people  of  the  busy  city 
was  expended  with  the  idea  of  getting  the  best  in  Police 
Headquarters.  Chief  Belloni  with  the  City  Manager  and

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THREE  NEW   CAPTAINS  IN   S.F.P.D. 

The  last  three  Captains  to  be  appointed  by  the  Police 
Commissioners  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department 
are  the  following  three  men  who  have  served  well  in  their 
various  assigned  duties  and  found  time  to  study  and 
progress  through  the  ranks  by  making  the  eligible  list 
by  promotional  examinations  from  patrolman,  to  Ser- 
geant, and  Lieutenants. 

They  are  the  men  whose  services  have  contributed  much 
to  the  success  of  the  Police  Department,  and  they  have 
gathered  a  lot  of  experience  that  eminently  fits  them  for 
their  top  ranking  positions. 

On  April  4,  1949,  Lieutenant  August  G.  Steffen  was 
elevated  to  the  rank  of  Captain. 

Captain  Steffen  was  born  in  Chicago  on  April  18,  1896. 
He  came  to  California  while  a  young  man,  and  liking  the 
city  stayed  here.  He  became  a  member  of  the  Police  De- 
partment on  October  22,  1928,  less  than  seven  years  later 
he  was  made  a  Corporal  and  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
Sergeant  on  Mav  1.  1927,  and  on  September  1,  1944,  was 
elevated  to  a  Lieutenancy. 

Since  becoming  a  Police  Officer,  he  has  served  well  in 
every  police  district  in  San  Francisco. 

On  January  12,  1933,  he  won  a  meritorious  service 
citation  for  his  capture  of  two  men  for  robbing  a  Gallen- 


kamp  shoe  stoic.    He  is  at  present  detailed  to  the  Juvenile 
Bureau. 

Captain  Jeremiah  U.  Coughlin  reached  the  top  rank 
in  July  last  year.  He  was  born  in  San  Francisco  in  1890 
and  getting  an  education  joined  the  Fire  Department. 
After  serving  five  years  with  that  important  unit  of  the 
city's  government  he  decided  he  would  like  to  be  a  police- 
man. So  getting  on  the  list  of  prospective  officers  he  was 
appointed  in  January,  1919. 

The  Southern  Station,  which  has  been  the  trial  ground 
of  main  a  successful  police  officer  was  his  first  assignment, 
and  as  a  patrolman  he  boosted  many  offenders  into  the 
rear  ends  of  patrol  wagons.  He  also  served  as  efficiently 
in  the  Harbor  district,  and  as  a  Lieutenant  in  Mission 
station.  But  for  main  years,  with  the  latter  rank,  he 
made  a  fine  name  for  himself  in  the  ever  turbulent 
Northern  district.  He  is  at  present  setting  in  as  Super- 
vising Captain  during  the  convalescence  of  Captain  Joseph 
M.  Walsh. 

He  placed  h'eji  on  the  lists  for  Corporals,  Sergeants, 
Lieutenants  and  Captains. 

In  July,  also,  Lieutenant  Cornelius  B.  Murphy  was 
promoted  to  a  Captaincy. 

Captain  Murphy  was  born  in  Cork,  Ireland,  on  June 
1,  1899.  Migrating  to  this  country  while  young,  he  fol- 
lowed the  trade  of  a  pipe  flitter,  and  on  October  15, 
1928  became  a  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  De- 
partment. Less  than  four  years  later  he  was  appointed  a 
Corporal  and  was  made  a  Sergeant  on  May  1,  1935  when 
the  rank  of  Corporal  was  abolished  in  the  Police  De- 
partment. 

He  was  made  a  Lieutenant  on  June  16,  1945. 

He  has  worked  in  many  stations,  but  his  longest  hitch 
was  with  the  Traffic  Bureau  with  whom  he  served  from 
January  1,  1937  to  June  16,  1945,  and  a  short  spell  dur- 
ing 1949.    He  is  now  assigned  to  headquarters.

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Chief  Williams,  Albany,  Sets  Fine  Record 


Chief  Stanley  C.  Williams,  who  on  May  1  will  have 
marked  up  2b  years  as  a  member  of  the  Albany  Police 
Department,  can  look  back  on  his  career  as  a  law  enforce- 
ment  officer   with   a   great   deal   of  satisfaction.     Particu-

larlv  for  the  seven  years,  coming  November  this  year, 
that  he  has  headed  Albany's  PD. 

He  has  seen  the  force  of  officers  grow  from  11,  when 
he  assumed  charge  of  the  Department,  to  18,  including 
a  woman  police  officer,  which  he  got  during  the  year. 
He  has  won  for  his  personnel  a  forty-hour  week  and  a 
good  retirement  pension;  he  has  provided  a  fine  head- 
quarters for  the  members  to  work ;  he  has  by  personal 
contributions  and  work  of  those  who  labor  with  him  to 
preserve  law  and  order  in  Albany,  a  good  police  radio 
station  which  services  the  PD  six  patrol  cars  and  a  motor- 
cycle as  well  as  the  mobile  equipment  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment ;  the  establishment  of  the  rank  of  sergeant  for  three 
of  his  men  and  also  the  rank  of  inspector. 

The  Policewoman,  the  first  in  the  history  of  the  fast 
growing  city  of  18,000  people,  is  Mrs.  Sigrid  Oakley, 
who  was  appointed  last  June. 

Mrs.  Oakley  from  1941  to  the  time  of  her  appointment 
to  her  new  position,  was  secretary  for  the  Chief.  Her 
new  duties  in  addition  to  looking  after  cases  and  com- 
plaints with  a  feminine  angle,  will  include  keeping  track 
of  matter  affecting  personnel. 

The  three  men  who  are  now  serving  as  Sergeants,  are 
Vein  Freeman,  Arthur  Smith  and  Frank  Davni,  all 
experienced  officers. 


Robert  Turley,  who  has  figured  in  a  majority  of  the 
crimes  committed  in  Albany  since  he  has  been  a  member 
of  the  PD,  is  the  man  selected  to  fill  the  newly  created 
position  of  Inspector.

have  responded  to  the  changes  the  people  of  Albany  have 
made  possible  for  the  Department,  is  reflected  by  the 
record  those  officers  have  established,  specifically  during 
the  year  1949. 

For  the  12  months  ending  December  31,  there  were 
but  nine  robberies  reported  and  five  of  these  were  cleared 
by  arrest,  and  convictions.  One  of  them  resulted  in  the 
only  murder  of  the  year,  and  that  was  solved,  when  tour 
hours  after  the  crime  was  committed,  the  perpetrators 
were  apprehended  in  San  Jose,  on  teletype  information 
furnished  by  Chief  Williams.  It  was  a  $2,200  holdup 
of  a  tavern,  and  represented  some  fast  and  efficient  work 
on  the  part  of  Albany's  Chief  and  his  men. 

There  were  but  55  burglaries  committed  during  the 
year  and  arrests  cleared  38  of  them,  a  mighty  good  per- 
centage of  success  in  any  town  or  city. 

Regarding  traffic,  and  brother  some  traffic  Hows  through 
the  two  main  highways  that  traverse  Albany — the  Hay- 
shore  that  passes  the  Golden  Gate  Race  Track,  and  San 
Pablo  Avenue.  These  thoroughfares  carry  uncounted 
thousands  daily,  yet  for  the  year  there  were  no  traffic 
deaths.  In  1948  there  were  two  and  the  year  previous 
there  were  seven  people  killed  by  automobile  accidents. 
In  charge  of  traffic  is  Officer  Oscar  McLeod.  The  estab- 
lishment of  traffic  signals,  and  two  more  are  provided 
for  in  the  near  future,  at  important  crossings,  is  given  as 
reasons  for  reducing  traffic  accidents,  by  Chief  Williams. 

Like  all  cities  there  is  some  juvenile  delinquency  in 
Albany,  and  to  handle  this  perplexing  problem  the  Chief 
has  detailed  Sergeant  Freeman  to  take  care  of  keeping 
the  young  folks  out  of  trouble,  and  he  is  doing  a  good  job. 

Coming  April  at  the  municipal  election,  the  people 
will  vote  for  their  Chief  of  Police,  Albany  being  one  of 
the  few  bay  area  communities  who  elect  their  top  police 
official.  Chief  Williams,  who  succeeded  Chief  L.  G. 
Jester  when  the  latter  went  off  to  war,  has  been  successful 
at  the  polls  at  every  election,  and  his  friends  are  predicting 
his  relection  at  the  coming  spring  voting. 

Chief  Williams  is  an  active  member  of  the  State  and 
the  Bay  Counties  Peace  Officers'  Associations,  and  the 
Bay  Area  Identification  Officers.  He  seldom  misses  a 
meeting  of  any  of  these  organizations.

In  conclusion,"  Mr.  Maki  stated  that  he  felt  that  the 
agencies  who  were  going  to  file  their  applications  in  the 
original  group  should  do  so  as  soon  as  possible  and  should 
include  as  a  part  of  the  application:  a  standard  form 
giving  the  State  Division  of  Communications  a  power  of 
attorney  in  regards  to  the  frequencies  only.  These  forms, 
it  was  pointed  out,  would  be  supplied  by  the  State  after 
being  drafted  and  approved  by  the  Attorney  General's 
Office. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  12:45  P.M.  for  lunch.

G.  Ls  BETTER   HEED  THIS  ADVICE 

With  the  sending  out  of  National  Service  Life  Insur- 
ance Dividends  to  veterans,  began  recently,  gyp  artists 
are  plotting  ways  and  means  to  separate  G.I.'s  from  their 
money,  the  Better  Business  Bureau  revealed. 

"It  is  not  the  business  of  the  Better  Business  Bureau 
to  tell  veterans  how  they  should  spend  this  money,"  said 
Muriel  Tsvetkoft,  Bureau  Manager.  "It  is  our  duty  to 
tell  them  that  a  business-like  attitude  should  be  taken 
towards  the  handling  of  these  funds.  Intelligent  action 
NOW  will  avoid  disappointments  later.  Reports  from 
some  communities  indicate  that  veterans  are  being  urged 
to  sign  contracts  for  the  purchase  of  merchandise  now, 
in  anticipation  of  clearing  the  obligation  and  lessening  the 
installment  finance  charges  by  payment  in  full  when  the 
dividend  is  received.  If  purchasers  plan  purchases  on 
installment  contracts  they  should  be  sure  that  the  contract 
grants  them  prepayment  privileges  and  specifies  the  terms. 
Reliable  companies  are  willing  to  inform  customers  of 
the  precise  terms  of  all  contracts  and  will  urge  their 
customers  to  read  contracts  before  signing  them." 

Many  schemes  are  offered  as  an  opportunity  for  the 
veteran  to  go  into  business  for  himself.  Such  offers  should 
be  investigated  thoroughly,  the  Bureau  warned.  Fact 
reports  compiled  by  the  Bureau  are  available  without 
charge,  Mrs.  Tsverkoff  pointed  out.

Paso  Robles,  the  halt  way  point  between  San  Fran- 
cisco ami  Los  Angeles  is  one  of  the  real  pioneer  towns 
of  California.  It  was  on  the  trail  of  the  Franciscan 
Fathers  who  established  a  system  of  Missions  from  San 
Diego   to   Sonoma   county    in   the    17th   Century.     It   was

in  1779  that  there  hardy  and  intrepid  Franciscans  reached 
Paso  Robles  on  their  hazardous  mission  of  spreading  the 
gospel  to  the  Indians  of  that  day.  Their  travels  were 
over  rugged  terrain,  no  chartered  course  was  laid  out 
for  them,  and  they  were  beset  by  many  dangers,  arriving 
at  Paso  Robles  they  were  shown  by  Indians  with  whom 
they  had  made  friends  the  hot  mineral  springs  that  for 
over  a  century  have  been  used  for  healing  mankind  of 
many  ailments. 

It  is  a  far  cry  from  those  early  days  of  over  a  hundred 
and  seventy  years  ago  to  the  present  time.  Through  Paso 
Robles  pass  route  101,  which  carries  thousands  upon 
thousands  of  automobiles.  From  the  town  also  are  high 
speed  highways  taking  a  motorist  to  Bakersfield  and 
Fresno,  in  two  hours  and  a  half,  and  makes  accessible 
other  points  of  the  interior  valleys. 

Enjoying  ideal  climate,  free  from  fog,  with  warm  days 
and  cool  nights  it  is  a  favorite  city  for  those  seeking  recre- 
ation. But  also  Paso  Robles  is  noted  for  its  place  as  a 
farming  community,  for  near  its  municipal  limits  there 
are  big  cattle,  pig  and  sheep  ranches,  vegetable,  fruit  and 


nut  farms,  and   a  lot  of  grain  is  produced  in  that  sector. 

With  more  than  100,000  head  of  cattle  raised  annually, 
this  district  is  rated  28th  in  this  activity  for  the  whole  of 
the  United  States. 

From  the  farms  there  is  some  $15,000,000  worth  of 
vegetables,  fruits,  nuts,  hay  and  grain  produced.  The 
principal  of  these  is  almonds,  for  the  area  is  famed  for 
its  large  almond  orchards,  being  the  largest  in  the  country 
for  these  nuts. 

The  people  of  Paso  Robles  are  a  hospitable  people,  and 
they  have  provided  many  things  for  the  visitor  who  stops 
in  their  coastal  town.  Each  year  in  October  they  hold  an 
annual  pioneer  day,  honoring  the  pioneering  men  and 
women  who  were  responsible  for  its  prosperous  existence, 
and  on  these  occasions  everything  is  free  from  a  huge 
parade,  outstanding  rodeo  and  barbecue  feed  to  the  street 
dancing. 

Paso  Robles  is  a  law  abiding  town  and  has  been  for 
many  years,  and  through  the  late  war  it  demonstrated 
this  desired  reputation  by  the  fine  manner  in  which  the 
Police  Department  operated,  when  thousands  of  men 
from  Camp  Roberts,  an  important  training  center  during 
the  war,  visited  the  town  on  their  days  off.  The  Police 
Department  went  all  out  as  did  the  6500  residents  to 
make  these  visits  ones  to  be  enjoyed.

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headed  by  Chief  Jardine  Millard,  who  is  winding  up  his 
sixth  year  in  that  important  post.  Chief  .Millard  must 
have  received  main  commendations  for  the  able  manner 
he  treated  the  soldiers  in  the  making. 

He  is  an  able  chief,  and  he  is  most  determined  in  his 
efforts  to  see  that  crooks  do  not  operate  in  Paso  Robles 
and  that  those  who  would  ply  illegal  efforts  get  no  foot- 
hold there.  This  has  been  eminently  illustrated  by  his 
acts  in  1 048  when  he  brought  to  light  the  designs  of  slot 
machine  operators  to  get  set  down  in  his  district. 

Chief  Millard  was  born  in  San  Jose.  He  began  school 
at  the  tender  age  of  five  in  kindergarten  and  kept  advanc- 
ing until  his  graduation  from  high  school,  when  he  entered 
the  surveying  field  with  a  private  civial  engineering  con- 
cern. After  spending  several  years  in  this  field  he  decided 
to  become  a  law  enforcement  official  and  began  as  a  deputy 
sheriff  under  George  W.  Lyle,  who  was  sheriff  at  the 
time.  Chief  Millard  was  on  the  outside  for  one  year  and 
due  to  his  excellent  performance  of  duties  he  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  upper  office  in  charge  of  the  desk  where  he 
spent  eight  years.  After  Sheriff  Lyle  retired  he  joined  the 
foot  service  as  a  civilian  guard  at  Camp  Roberts,  12  miles 
north  of  Paso  Robles. 

Chief  Millard  came  to  Paso  Robles  in  1943  at  a  Night 
Captain,  spending  one  year  there  and  was  made  Chief 
January  1st,  1944. 

Chief  Millard  is  married  to  the  former  Edith  Shinley 
from  Nebraska,  who  came  to  San  Jose  in  1922.  They 
have  one  child  whom  they  call  just  plain  Jack,  who  is 
employed  by  the  Snow  White  Laundry  in  San  Diego, 
and  by  the  way  the  Chief  is  anticipating  being  a  grandpa 
in  the  near  future. 

Chief  Millard  went  to  the  F.B.I.  Police  Academy  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  at  its  32nd  session,  and  he  strongly 
suggests  that  each  city  and  town  send  one  or  more  men 
to  this  famous  and  efficient  school  in  order  to  get  the 
maximum  of  efficiency  in  each  department. 

Chief  Millard  is  president  of  the  Bi-Counties  Peace 
Officers  Association  which  consists  of  the  northern  half 
of  Santa  Barbara  county  and  all  of  San  Luis  Obispo 
county.  The  Chief  has  been  asked  to  join  the  Governor's 
Disaster  Committee  on  the  Law-Enforcement  Advisory 
Board. 

Chief  Millard  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  fine  work 
he  has  done  relative  to  juvenile  delinquency.  His  plan 
has  proven  very  successful  and  he  has  only  had  two  cases 
in  the  last  two  years.  He  has  worked  out  a  plan  with 
the  clergy  whereby  the  pastors  of  each  denomination  in 
the  community  are  members  of  his  deliquency  committee 
and  the  juvenile  must  face  this  entire  committee  and 
they  solve  the  child's  problem  right  there. 

Chief  Millard  is  to  be  commended  on  the  fine  way  he 
has  solved  each  and  every  problem  facing  his  Department.

San  Luis  Obispo,  at  the  foot  of  the  Santa  Lucia  Moun- 
tains arid  with  a  present  population  approximating  16,000, 
was,  until  the  arrival  of  Father  Sena,  an  important  Indian 
village  of  the  Central  California  Coast.  Perhaps  the  hos- 
pitality of  Indian  Chief    Buchon  caused

Portola  to  stop  here  and  rest  and  noted  the  Indian  settle- 
ment as  a  likely  spot  for  the  founding  of  the  fifth  in  the 
chain  of  twenty-one  missions  of  California.  Mission  San 
Luis  Obispo  de  Tolosa  was  founded  September  1,  1772. 
The  original  sanctuary  is  still  used  as  the  only  Catholic 
Church  in  the  city. 

The  Mission  grounds  are  today  the  center  of  activity 
at  the  time  of  the  Fiesta  de  las  Flores.  This  spring  festival 
was  instituted  in  1925  by  Father  Daniel  Keenan,  pastor 
of  the  Mission.  The  Fiesta  has  expanded  to  a  prominent 
place  in  the  events  of  Central  California.  Parades, 
pageants  and  outdoor  barbecues  at  the  Mission  are  among 
the  features. 

Practically  all  civic  and  fraternal  organizations  take 
advantage  of  the  warm  spring  and  summer  days  or  nights 
for  their  annual  barbecues,  an  old  Spanish  custom.  There 
are  other  opportunities  for  outdoor  entertainment. 
Hunters  can  find  reasonable  numbers  of  waterfowl,  small 
game  and  in  the  mountains  near  the  coast  there  are  deer. 
Off  the  shores  of  San  Luis  Obispo  County  the  deep  sea 
fishing  is  the  sportsman's  delight. 

Commercial  fishermen  use  San  Luis  Obispo  Bay  and 
Mono  Bay  as  a  permanent  anchorage  or  as  a  stopover. 
The  location  of  the  Bay  provides  excellent  oil  shipping 
centers.  The  tonnage  shipped,  places  these  ports  third 
in  the  nation.  There  are  no  industrial  plants;  however, 
there  is  frozen  food  processing  along  with  other  agricul- 
tural enterprises.  The  basic  economy  of  this  county  is 
agriculture.  Further  income  is  derived  from  the  Southern 
Pacific    Division    headquarters,    trucking    companies    and 


the  Greyhound   Bus  Company. 

San  Luis  Obispo  is  favored  by  having  California  State 
Polytechnic  College  which  encompasses  industry  and  agri- 
culture in  its  curriculum.  The  college  has  been  acclaimed 
by  educators  as  being  the  most  outstanding  boys'  school 
in  its  field. 

The  city  schools  provide  a  complete  course  of  study 
from  kindergarten  through  Junior  College.  There  are 
nearly  500  students  attending  the  well-equipped  Senior 
High  School  where  the  curriculum  is  guided  by  the  en- 
trance requirements  to  the  University  of  California.  In 
addition  to  the  Junior  High,  Senior  High  and  Junior 
College,  there  are  three  elementary  schools,  one  kinder- 
garten and  one  parochial  school,  elementary  through  high 
school. 

The  history  and  growth  of  San  Luis  indicates  a  con- 
tinual increase  in  population  ;  consequentlv,  there  has  been 
a  demand  for  housing  since  the  incorporation  of  the  city 
in   1856. 

1  he  population  today  is  over  16,000  very  contented 
and  prosperous  people.  There  is  a  trading  area  of  main' 
thousands  more  who  make  San  Luis  Obispo  their  point 
of  operations,  and  who  make  a  rich  living  from  farming, 
dairying,  commercial  fishing  and  from  oil. 

San  Luis  Obispo  is  noted  for  being  a  city  where  law 
and  order  is  found  at  the  highest  level.  Major  crimes  are 
most  infrequent  occurences,  and  when  some  misguided 
oaf  tried  his  hand  at  jimmying  a  window,  sticking  up  some 
citizen  or  a  place  of  business  or  gets  too  careless  with  a 
gun  and  shoots  some  resident,  the  town  has  a  Police  De- 
partment well  able  to  take  care  of  the  situation.  The 
offender  winds  up  in  the  city  bastille  and  a  short  time  after 
is  on  his  way  to  one  of  the  state's  penal  institutions. 

The  Police  Department  is  made  up  of  22  members  and 
a  six-man  school  crossing  guard,  who  have  kept  the  school 
children  free  from  any  automobile  accidents  during  its 
long  service. 

Chief  Ralph  Files  heads  the  department.  He  was  born 
in  Shenandoah  Valley,  Virginia.  After  getting  his  educa- 
tion in  the  elemental)'  schools  of  his  native  city  he  finished 
high  school  in  Martinsburg,  West  Virginia,  and  spent  his

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freshman  year  in  college  at  the  West  Virginia  University 
finishing  up  at  Emory  and  Henry  College. 

Chief  Files  came  to  California  in  1940,  and  from  that 
year  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  San  Luis  Obispo 
Police  Department. 

He  worked  through  the  ranks,  and  served  his  adopted 
place  of  abode  so  well  that  when  there  was  a  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  Chief  of  Police  he  was  selected  for  the  honor 
by  the  city  council. 

He  has  a  well-trained  police  force,  and  each  and  every 
member  is  bent  on  giving  the  residents  of  the  city  the 
maximum  in  law  enforcement.  He  has  a  well-equipped 
police  headquarters,  embodying  all  modern  methods  of 
police  activity.  Chief  Files  and  his  men  render  great  ser- 
vice to  many  police  departments  throughout  the  state  by 
picking  up  wanted  men  who  are  dashing  through  the  city 
from  the  north  or  the  south,  in  their  efforts  to  escape. 

Rudolph  "Rudy"  Heidorn  is  Assistant  Chief  and  takes 
a  lot  of  work  off  the  shoulders  of  the  Chief. 

Captain  of  Detectives  James  N.  S.  Courtney  has 
charge  of  the  investigation  of  crimes,  and  does  a  splen- 
did job. 

Captain  J.  B.  Vaught  has  charge  of  the  uniform  patrol. 
Under  him  the  following  gives  the  city  competent  patroll- 
ing in  four  three-way  radio  cars:

Redding  lies  at  the  head  of  the  great  California  Central 
Valley,  and  is  the  scat  of  government  for  Shasta  county. 
Redding  is  an  old  city,  and  was  incorporated  in  1887. 

It  has  long  been  noted  for  being  the  renter  of  lumber- 
ing and  mining  activities.  The  former  gives  annual  em- 
ployment to  some  .},()()()  people,  and  the  latter  in  1947 
produced  minerals  valued  at  $2,271,226.  While  these 
two  arc  important  to  the  people,  cattle  raising,  dairying 
and  diversified  farming  arc  of  equal  importance. 

The  people  of  Redding,  some  12,000  of  them,  arc  in- 
deed fortunate  in  having  their  city  located  in  the  famed 
Shasta-Cascade  Wonderland,  to  which  thousands  of  peo- 
ple travel  yearly  to  hunt,  fish  and  visit  many  historical 
points  of  interest  in  the  vast  and  beautiful  area  of  the 
state.  Too,  the  newly  created  Shasta  Dam  that  has  been 
created  by  the  government  to  store  water  and  send  it, 
when  needed,  to  the  great  valleys  of  interior  California, 
attracts  many  people  and  Redding  is  the  gateway  to  this 
great  public  project. 

The  Sacramento  River  runs  through  Redding  and  in 
its  water  salmon  and  trout  fishing  is  the  best  to  be  found 
in  this  state. 

Snow  sports  within  an  hour's  driving  from  Redding 
can  he  had  during  the  winter  months. 

The  area  of  the  city  4.4  square  miles,  and  within  the 
city  limits  will  be  found  all  the  facilities  that  go  with 
a  well  organized  and  well  managed  municipality.  There 
are  many  churches,  well  conducted  schools,  a  dozen  good 
hotels,  a  lot  of  clubs  and  fraternal  organizations,  well 
equipped  hospitals  and  three  airports. 

The  city  is  policed  by  a  force  of  19  officers,  who  have 
good  headquarters.  The  Department  has  three-way  radio 
patrol  cars  and  motorcycles.

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DON'TS  FOR  BUSY  BUSINESS  MEN 


DON'T  have  a:  "No  Checks  Cashed"  sign  on  dis- 
play unless  you  mean  it  to  apply  to  everyone;  Po- 
lice Departments  know  by  experience  that  good 
check  thieves  actually  like  to  notice  that  sign. 

DON'T  leave  any  blank  space  between  the  $-mark 
and  the  figures  you  write  on  your  check;  nor  any 
blank  space  between  the  words  of  the  "amount" 
and  the  printed  word  "Dollars." 

DON'T  use  Small  writing;  it  is  easiest  to  add  to,  to 
erase  and  to  change. 

DON'T  write  your  "two"  so  that  the  forger  can 
readily  alter  it  to  "twenty"  ;  nor  your  four  so  that 
it  may  easily  be  made  into  a  "forty." 

DON'T  fail  to  insert  a  period  after  the  figures  used 
to  indicate  the  dollars;  and  to  run  Your  cents  fig- 
ures closely  after  that  period. 

DON'T  leave  any  "uneven"  spacings  between  Your 
figures  or  Your  words.  Remember  that  a  single 
figure  "0"  added,  or  a  mere  "ty,"  may  materially 
change  the  real  value  of  a  check  whereon  suffi- 
cient blank  space  has  been  left  to  make  such  slight 
additions. 

DON'T  write  Your  "hundred"  so  that  it  might 
readily  be  changed  into  a  thousand  ;  remembering 
that  the  mere  prefixing  of  a  "t,"  with  a  slight 
chemical  application,  can  render  the  word  "hun- 
dred"— if  carelessly  written — readily  into  "thou- 
sand." 

DON'T  use  an  "X"  nor  an  "and"  sign  (&)  be- 
tween Your  words  for  "dollars"  and  the  words 
for  "cents."  Either  of  these  small  marks  is  easily 
erased  when  the  forger  wishes  to  raise  the  check 
by  "hundreds"  or  by  "thousands." 

DON'T  use  abbreviations  on  checks;  and  don't  use 
initials.  The  more  writing  on  a  check  the  less  lia- 
bility to  forgery. 

DON'T  think  that  a  freak"  signature  is  any  pro- 
tection against  forgery;  the  most  difficult  signa- 
ture to  imitate  (simulate)  is  a  plain,  bold,  dash- 
off  one. 

DON'T  hesitate  to  underline  Your  signature  with 
red  ink ;  its  use  may,  by  some,  be  called  old-fash- 
ioned ;  but  it  does  add  to  the  difficulties  of  the 
would-be  forger. 

DON'T  form  the  habit  of  using  "just  any  old  pen" 
or  "any  old  ink"  for  important  checks.  Always 
aim  to  write  Your  checks,  or  to  sign  them,  with 
the  same  sort  of  a  pen ;  with  the  same  sort  of  ink ; 
and  to  hold  Your  pen  and  paper  in  approximately 
the  same  position — preferably  at  the  same  table  or 
desk. 

DON'T  write  checks  with  pencils  or  stylographic 
pens — a  coarse  stub  pen  is  best. 

DON'T  "retouch,"  "overwrite"  or  "mend"  Your 


signatures  on  any  checks;  if  Vou  make  a  mistake, 
destroy  the  blank  and  fill  out  a  new  one. 

DON'T  leave  Your  blank  checks  where  they  are 
accessible  to  others  except  relatives  or  employees  of 
extraordinary  integrity  and  responsibility,  or  leave 
Your  "cancelled"  checks  within  the  reach  of  po- 
tential forgers.  Many  a  good  employee  has  been 
tempted  to  forgery  through  having  had  handy  a 
blank  check  book  and  "cancelled"  checks. 

DON'T  fail  to  use  considerable  ink,  with  consider- 
able pressure  on  Your  pen.  Heavy  pressure  and 
abundant  ink  cause  a  "sinking-in"  which  makes 
acids  less  effective  in  attempted  alterations. 

DON'T  imagine  that  "safety-paper"  prevents  Your 
check  being  forged  or  altered  ;  all  forgers  are  fa- 
miliar with  the  easy  use  of  "water-colors"  for 
"restoring'  all  tints  "washed-off"  by  acids. 

DON'T  lull  Yourself  with  the  thought  that  Your 
check  is  "safe"  just  because  You  use  "acid-proof" 
inks  by  mechanical  means,  and  then  "resize"  or 
"re-finish"  the  surface  of  the  paper  before  writ- 
ing in  changes  in  the  same  kind  and  color  of 
"acid-proof"  ink. 

DON'T  believe  that  "check-protecting"  machines 
actually  prevent  any  possible  alteration  of  checks; 
while  their  use  makes  "altering"  somewhat  more 
difficult  for  the  forger  still  it  only  adds  to  the 
forger's  success  in  passing  the  altered  check  that 
the  check  bears  the  stamp  of  the  "check-protector." 

DON'T  yield  to  the  belief  that  any  single  one  of 
Your  checks  is  absolutely  "forgery-proof" — even 
with  plain  writing,  done  on  "safety-paper"  with 
acid-proof"  ink,  and  with  the  figures  actually  cut 
out  by  the  "protecting"  machine.  Such  checks  are 
frequently  forged  and  passed.  ( Checks  are  a  nec- 
essary evil.)

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TRAFFIC  OFFICER  MILDAHN 
TAKES  PENSION 

Officer  George  Mildahn  turned  in  his  star,  put  his 
police  uniform  away,  anil  hung  up  his  gun  and  handcuffs 
on  January  2.  Thus  does  the  dean  of  the  S.  F.  Traffic- 
Bureau  wind  up  30  years  as  a  police  officer,  28  of  which 
have  been  with  the  Traffic  Bureau,  the  longest  of  any 
member  in  this  bureau  for  continuous  service. 

When  he  was  transferred  to  traffic,  the  Bureau  was 
under  the  late  Captain  Henry  Gleeson.  It  was  a  small 
unit,  with  a  squad  of  crossing  officers  on  important  street 
intersections.  Officer  Mildahn  has  seen  some  ten  traffic 
chiefs  come  and  go.  He  has  seen  the  Bureau  grow  to  its 
present  number  of  some  300  officers.  He  has  seen  the 
Bureau  put  under  a  Director  of  Traffic  and  a  1  raffic 
Captain.  Edward  R.  Pootel  has  held  the  first  position 
during  the  past  year,  and  Captain  Ralph  Olstad  the  latter. 

He  has  seen  the  activities  assigned  to  the  Traffic  Bureau 
increased  in  many  ways.  There  has  been  installed  an 
Accident  Prevention  Bureau,  a  statistical  department,  the 
establishment  of  the  tow  away  plan,  and  a  great  increase 
of  motorcycle  officers,  and  the  adoption  of  parking  meters 
which  are  rapidly  mounting  in  numbers,  during  his  long 
service. 

It  was  while  directing  traffic  at  Market  and  Stockton 
streets  12  years  ago  when  his  most  spectacular  experience 
took  place.  Ramon  Hughes,  wildeyed,  lurched  up  to  him 
at  the  height  of  the  rush  hour  and  confessed  the  brutal 
mutilation  killing  of  Genevieve  Montgomery,  28-year-old 
divorcee.  Officer  Mildahn  handcuffed  the  man  and  took 
him  to  the  Hall  of  Justice.  It  was  a  front  page  story 
of  the  day. 

For  the  past  few  years  he  has  been  chief  clerk  in  the 
Accident  Prevention  Bureau. 

He  was  born  in  Rochester,  N.  V.  and  came  to  San 
Francisco  when  a  youth,  getting  his  first  job  with  the 
Municipal  railway,  being  the  first  civil  service  conductor 
on  that  line. 

He  and  his  wife,  Mary,  whom  he  met  during  his  con- 
ductor days,  live  at  923  Central  avenue. 

The  smiling  countenance  of  Officer  Mildahn  will  be 
missed  around  Traffic  headquarters,  but  his  many  friends 
in  and  out  of  the  Police  Department  will  wish  he  enjoys 
many  vears  of  well-earned  retirement. 


there  he  was  transferred  to  the  Auto  Detail,  where  he  has 
served  well  ever  since,  being  one  oi  the  oldest  men  in  that 
unit  of  the  Inspectors  Bureau  at  the  time  of  his  retirement. 
Inspector  William  Gilmore  who  this  month  completed  30 
years  on  the  Auto  Letail,  and  for  man]  years  the  head  of 
it,  exceeded  Sunseri's  record  for  continuous  service. 

Inspector  Sunseri  has  served  under  five  Chiefs  of  Po- 
lice, and  under  the  same  number  of  Captain  of  Inspectors. 
He  has  a  clear  record,  and  has  never  even  been  called  for 
reprimand  bv  his  superiors.  Inspector  Sunseri  was  always 
a  quiet  worker,  but  most  effective,  and  he  figured  in  the 
arrest  of  many  a  gang  of  car  thieves,  robbers  and  burglars 
who  used  autos  in  their  unlawful  pursuits,  and  his  record 
for  bringing  in  men  and  boys  for  stealing  cars  is  an  impos- 
ing one.  He  was  always  dependable  to  be  on  the  job  and 
with  a  trained  eye  for  license  numbers  on  automobiles  he 
halted  many  a  man  with  a  stolen  car. 

Jim  as  he  was  always  known  to  his  many  friends  mar- 
ried a  San  Francisco  girl,  Alice  Coussieu  in  1921  and  Un- 
couple have  two  children,  both  married — a  son,  James, 
Junior,  and  a  daughter,  now  Mrs.  Yolette  Kafee. 

The  retired  Inspector  is  not  determined  what  he  i^ 
going  to  do  with  his  time,  but  aims  to  enjoy  a  spell  free 
from  morning  roll  calls  and  watching  out  for  a  stolen 
car.

22.  If  a  change  of  venue  is  legally  granted  the  case  must 
be  transferred  to  another  justice  or  judge  of  the 
same  county. 

23.  Second  degree  burglary  may  be  committed  in  the 
night  time. 

24.  The  stealing  of  a  mule  valued  at  $150.00  is  petit 
larceny. 

25.  The  crime  of  forgery  has  shown  an  increase  during 
the  past  five  years. 

26.  If  a  police  judge  is  satisfied  that  a  public  offense 
triable  before  him  has  been  committed  he  must  issue 
a  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the  accused.

30.  Every  person  who  enters  a  house  with  the  malicious 
intention  of  resisting  an  officer  is  guilty  of  burglary. 

31.  Sex  is  the  principal  reason  for  the  disappearance  of 
minors  from  their  homes.

Superintendent  Leslie  Cox 

depended  on  the  fabulous  memory  of  the  man  who  then 
was  superintendent,  the  late  Max  P.  Fisher. 

Fisher  was  known  and  feared  by  crooks  from  one  end 
of  the  state  to  the  other  for  never  forgetting  a  face  or  a 
criminal  record.  Cox,  as  a  young  man  just  out  of  the 
army  after  a  World  War  I  hitch,  learned  what  made  the 
bureau  tick  from  Fisher. 

And  since  then  he  has  applied  the  lessons  he  learned, 
and  added  a  barrel  of  scientific  know-how,  to  make  the 
Sacramento  Police  Department's  Identification  Bureau 
one  of  the  most  modern  and  competent  in  the  state. 

Seldom  it  is  a  week  goes  by  but  that  the  authorities  in 
some  other  locality  or  state  do  not  locate  a  fugitive  they 
have  been  looking  for  because  of  the  conscientious,  keen- 
sighted  work  done  by  Les  Cox  and  his  aides. 

After  joining  the  Bureau,  Les  did  two  years  of  routine 
work  as  a  clerk  before  he  was  promoted  to  the  position 
of  Assistant  Superintendent  in  1924.  This  job  he  held 
until  1932.  when  Fisher  died  and  he  took  over  the  top 
job  in  the  department. 

As  a  young  man  he  was  one  of  the  best  cross  country 
and  relay  runners  in  northern  California,  and  the  reputa- 
tion he  earned  then  still  merits  him  a  hearty  handshake 
from  old  timers  he  meets  on  the  street  now  and  again  who 
remember  back  that  far. 

He  was  a  star  track  man  for  the  Sacramento  High 
School,  and  participated  in  the  annual  cross  city  relay 
races  and  the  1913  relay  run  to  San  Francisco,  much  to 
the  school's  credit.  In  1917  and  1918  he  ran  for  the 
YMCA,  also  with  distinction.

Last  month  the  board  of  supervisors  appointed  him  pub- 
lic defender  of  Sacramento  County.  The  job  is  a  big  one 
and  Kistle  has  especial  reason  to  be  proud  because  he  was 
chosen  from  a  field  of  applicants  who  had  many  more  years 
of  experience  than  he  has  had.  But  his  name  was  the  top 
one  on  the  list  recommended  to  the  supervisors  by  the  Sac- 
ramento County  Bar  Association.

During  the  war  Kistle  enlisted  as  a  private  and  served 
for  three  years,  particularly  with  the  88th  and  34th  In- 
fantry Divisions.  He  saw  service  in  Italy  and  Africa  as 
a  warrant  officer  and  won  the  bronze  star  for  battle  serv- 
ice. At  present  he  is  a  captain  in  the  officers'  reserve  corps. 

Kistle  succeeded  Elvin  F.  Sheehy  as  public  defender. 
Sheehy  resigned  to  become  chief  deputy  to  District  Attor- 
ney J.  Francis  O'Shea.

course  at  Hastings  Law  College.  In  1939  he  was  ap- 
pointed a  city  prosecutor  and  served  in  his  first  political 
office  with  such  a  display  of  legal  ability  and  personal 
integrity  that  in  1940,  when  a  vacancy  occurred  in  the 
police  court  for  a  judge,  he  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
office.  Here  he  continued  to  show  to  the  people  of  Sacra- 
mento capabilities  that  resulted  in  his  election  to  the 
office  of  municipal  judge — a  change  in  name  that  had 
been  made  during  his  two  years  incumbency  as  a  police 
judge.  He  had  no  opposition,  nor  did  he  have  any  in  the 
election  of  1946,  or  subsequent  city  election,  the  last 
in  1949. 

His  friends  will  also  tell  you  that  Judge  McDonnell 
has  had  opportunities  to  appointment  on  the  superior 
court  bench,  but  he  is  well  satisfied  with  the  judicial  posi- 
tion he  has  served  so  well  during  the  past  decade.  He 
likes  to  deal  with  the  troubles  of  those  who  find  them- 
selves in  the  lesser  courts,  and  no  one  knows  better  how 
to  handle  the  many  problems  presented  to  the  sessions  of 
these  units  of  municipal  government. 

There  he  has  plenty  of  opportunity  to  exercise  his 
knowledge  of  the  law  and  deal  fairly  with  both  the  people 
of  the  state  and  the  defendants  who  appear  before  him 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  he  handles  15,000  cases  a 
year  in  his  department  of  the  municipal  courts.  I  wo 
thousand  of  these  cases  are  for  serious  and  misdemeanor 
crimes.  Over  1000  a  month  vagrancy  cases  come  before 
this   municipal   judge,   a  tribute  to  the  alertness  of   the 


Sacramento  Police  Department.  In  addition  to  all  these 
cases  there  are  89,000  traffic  complaints  and  citations 
processed  annually.  Judge  McDonnell  gives  praise  to 
A.  J.  Scalora,  the  deputy  city  attorney  assigned  to  his 
court,  for  the  excellent  manner  he  serves  in  this  office. 

He  is  active  and  has  held  offices  in  the  American,  state 
and  county  Bar  Associations,  and  has  held  office  in  them 
all.  From  the  former  he  was  awarded  first  place  for  194K 
and  1°<49  for  advancement  and  progress  in  municipal 
courts  procedure.  Too  he  has  won  two  top  citations  for 
his  handling  of  traffic,  awarded  by  the  National  Safety 
Council. 

Judge  McDonnell  is  often  called  upon  to  act  as  a  Judge 
in  the  Superior  court  of  Yolo  county. 

His  father,  Dr.  C.  H.  McDonnell,  served  for  the  past 
quarter  of  a  century  as  autopsy  surgeon  for  the  county, 
taking    his     retirement     leave    the     first    of     this    year. 

In  1941  Judge  McDonnell  married  Mary  Johnston,  a 
Sacramento  girl,  and  the  couple  has  three  children,  Man 
Ellen,  James  M.,  Jr..  and   Thomas  J.

I  he  chiefs  and  other  officials  may  come  and  go  in  the 
Sacramento  Police  Department,  but  Pressey  stays  on,  and 
no  matter  who  winds  up  as  head  man,  it  is  known  in 
advance  who  his  secretary  will  be. 

For  Pressey  is  not  the  usual  kind  of  secretary  who 
just  takes  orders  and  stops  there.  His  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury on  the  force,  his  intimate  knowledge  of  its  workings 
and  the  people  who  make  it  tick,  make  him  an  invaluable 
assistant  to  any  Police  Chief. 

His  quiet,  efficient  handling  of  ticklish  problems,  and 
sympathetic  help  to  the  younger  members  of  the  depart- 
ment are  known  and  appreciated  by  everyone  concerned. 

Pressey  joined  the  department  as  property  clerk  in 
May,  1924,  after  a  career  with  Wells  Fargo  and  other 
firms.

Sacramento  law  enforcement  officers  have  had  plenty 
of  reason  the  past  year  to  get  better  acquainted  with  and 
to  appreciate  John  M  isterlj . 

Misterly  is  a  former  San  Franciscan  who  is  supervising 

inspector  of   the   Sacramento   office   of  the  state   narcotics

division.  City,  county  and  federal  officers  have  found 
him  to  be  a  working  fool,  a  guy  they  can  get  along  well 
with  and  have  found  out  why  his  office  has  the  highest 
number  of  arrests  per  man  of  any  narcotics  division  office 
in  the  state. 

But  being  at  the  top  of  the  heap  is  nothing  new  to 
Big  Jack  Misterly — he  has,  among  other  things,  the  best 
record  in  the  entire  history  of  civil  service  in  the  State 
of  California. 

In  1^39  he  hung  up  what  state  personnel  officers  pub- 
lich  called  an  unapproached  distinction  by  placing  in 
the  upper  one-half  of  one  per  cent  in  three  civil  service 
tests  he  took  in  one  day.  And  he  had  some  12,000  com- 
petitors, too. 

First  he  took  the  highway  patrol  exam  and  placed 
number  one  on  the  list  among  4,225  men  who  took  it. 
Then  he  took  the  test  for  state  narcotics  inspector  and 
was  eighth  among  2,146  applicants.  Third,  he  tried  the 
state  liquor  control  officers'  examination  and  was  fifteenth 
among  5,287  men  who  tried. 

Not  bad  for  an  ex-biscuit  salesman,  who  got  into  police 
work  by  accident. 

And  it  was  strictly  by  inadvertance  that  Jack  got  in- 
terested in  law  enforcement.  He  comes  from  Massachu- 
setts and  was  sent  to  San  Francisco  by  the  National 
Biscuit  Company  as  a  salesman  in  1933.  He  was  trans- 
ferred to  Santa  Rosa,  and  got  married  to  a  girl  who  is  a 
cousin  of  Tom  Mooney,  the  Sonoma  County  undersheriff. 
While  hanging  around  the  sheriff's  office  in  his  spare  time 
he  developed  a  keen  interest  in  law  enforcement. 


He  went  to  work  as  a  state  policeman  and  in  1939 
earned  himself  a  meritorious  service  commendation  from 
the  California  Commission  for  the  Golden  Gate  Exposi- 
tion and  a  letter  of  thanks  from  Mrs.  Eleanor  Roosevelt. 
Mrs.  Roosevelt  was  speaking  before  4,700  persons  in 
the  Treasure  Island  auditorium  when  a  fire  broke  out. 

A  pile  of  burlap  caught  fire  from  the  heat  of  the  foot- 
lights. Before  very  many  persons  could  see  it — a  panic 
might  have  developed  in  minutes — Misterly  grabbed  the 
burlap  in  his  bare  hands  and  left  the  building.  His  hands 
were  painfully  burned  but  he  averted  what  might  have 
a  terrible  tragedy. 

Later  Jack  worked  as  a  highway  patrolman  and  sub- 
sequently transferred  to  the  narcotics  division  in  San 
Francisco.  There  be  piled  up  an  enviable  record.  He 
worked  on  the  biggest  dope  cases  which  developed  in  the 
mid  1940's,  including  the  roundup  of  the  notorious 
Stardust  Gang. 

Then  his  wizardry  with  examinations  came  to  the 
trout  again  and  he  breezed  through  a  statewide  test  for 
supervising  narcotics  inspectors  and  came  up  number  one 
on  the  list. 

In  1947  he  was  promoted  and  sent  to  Sacramento  to 
take  charge  of  the  local  narcotics  division  office. 

During  1949  Misterly  and  his  aides  dealt  the  hardest 
belt  the  narcotics  traffic  ever  felt  in  the  Sacramento  area. 
They  arrested  more  addicts  and  peddlers  by  far  than 
ever  before  were  jugged  locally  and  earned  themselves  a 
splendid  record  with  the  state  narcotics  division.  Misterly 
is  assisted  by  John  L.  Heinzer,  a  pharmacist-inspector, 
and  Inspectors  Joseph  H.  House  and  Jerome  V.  Murphy. 

They  handle  narcotics  enforcement  in  27  counties  north 
of  Fresno — the  biggest  district  in  land  area  of  any  nar- 
cotics office  in  the  state.

Healdsburg,  is  a  thriving  little  citj  of  some  3500  per- 
manent residents,  noted  for  the  varied  crops  of  deciduous 
fruits  and  vegetables  in  the  area  surrounding  its  municipal 
limits,  shares  in  prominence  with  other  portions  of  So- 
noma County  for  its  attraction  tor  vacationists.

During  the  harvesting  seasons  there  are  5000  more 
transient  workers  who  swell  the  normal  population  of 
others  come  to  enjoy  the  delights  of  the  community,  with 
its  live  stream  that  courses  along  the  outskirts  of  the  city. 
The  people  of  Healdsburg  provide  main  activities  aimed 
at  making  the  visits  of  those  seeking  their  annual  outings 
within  its  confines,  outings  to  be  remembered,  with  kind 
recollections  of  the  efforts  made  to  make  their  stays  enjoy- 
able. 

Healdsburg  has  been  the  starting  point  of  two  of  So- 
noma County  chief  law  enforcement  officers.  Hack  in  the 
late  '3()'s  Melvin  Flohr,  now  Chief  of  Police  of  Santa 
Rosa  headed  the  Healdsburg  Police  Department.  He  was 
succeeded  by  Harry  Patterson,  now  Sheriff  of  Sonoma 
County. 

At  the  present  time  the  city  has  as  its  police  chief,  Al 
Giorgi  who  is  now  well  on  his  second  year  as  boss  of  the 
police  force.  He  entered  the  service  of  the  police  depart- 
ment in  1942,  when  Sheriff  Patterson  was  then  Chief  of 
Police.  He  was  appointed  to  his  present  position  in  April, 
1948,  succeeding  Gino  Stefani,  who  retired. 

Chief  Giorgi,  who  was  born  in  Healdsburg  on  May  _'S, 
1910,  has  had  a  lot  to  do  with  making  his  native  town  one 
noted  for  its  law-abiding  reputation.  Crime,  that  is  of  the 
sort  that  gets  headlines  in  the  newspapers  is  scarce  up  in 
that  prosperous  little  municipality.  True  they  have  their 
troubles  with  those  who  specialize  in  misdemeanors,  most- 
ly of  a  trivial  sort. 

Since  Chief  Giorgi  assumed  charge  of  the  police  depart- 


ment there  have  hern  no  robberies,  burglaries  have  been 
held  to  a  minimum  and  the  only  thing  that  marred  his 
record  for  crimes  of  violence  was  the  knifing  of  a  -Mexican 
farm  worker.  There  are  a  lot  of  these  workers  up  around 
Healdsburg  during  the  period  from  June  to  October,  but 
they  are  kept  well  under  control  when  they  come  into  the 
town  after  their  day's  work.  Chief  Giorgi  and  his  force 
of  six  men  see  that  they  are  kept  in  good  order  and  cause 
no  trouble  to  the  other  people  of  the  town  and  the  mi- 
grants for  the  most  part  are  law-abiding  workers. 

The  department  has  its  patrol  cars  equipped  with  two- 
way  radio  and  a  motorcycle  furnishes  service  in  keeping 
the  motorists  in  line.  I  here  have  been  no  traffic  fatalities 
in  Healdsburg  for  a  long  time,  and  a  lot  of  cars  go 
through  there  during  the  year  to  and  from  the  mam  sum- 
mer resorts  up  along  the  Redwood  Highway.

Traffic  Chief  Bennett  and  his  division  this  year  is  the  fact 
that  the  Police  Department  now  is  on  a  44-hour  instead 
of  a  48-hour  week  and  the  policemen  are  making  more 
money  now. 

This,  to  Bennett,  is  one  of  the  most  important  things 
that  has  happened  to  his  bureau  in  years.  The  reason  is 
obvious:  For  years  he  has  been  plagued  with  the  loss  of 
his  most  experienced  men,  who  went  over  to  the  highway 
patrol  because  of  better  working  conditions.  Because  of 
better  hours  and  more  pay  his  best  men  now  are  staying. 

Last  month  was  the  first  time  in  more  than  two  years 
that  his  motorcycle  complement  was  made  up  only  of 
experienced  men. 

So  the  Traffic  Division  of  the  SPD  is  set  for  a  big 
year,  and  all  signs  point  to  new  laurels  for  Bennett  and 
his  men.

He  is  convinced  that  many  a  court  case  is  lost  to  the 
prosecution  because  the  officers  acting  as  witnesses  do  not 
properly  present  their  evidence.  For  this  he  does  not 
blame  the  witnesses,  but  believes  they  should  receive  in- 
struction in  proper  court  conduct  so  their  testimony  will 
be  clear  and  admissible  as  evidence. 

In  line  with  this  thinking  he  has  assigned  observers  to 
the  various  courts.  When  they  find  an  officer  making 
mistakes  the  policeman  is  called  in,  and  in  a  friendly, 
constructive  way,  he  is  told  what  to  do  and  is  given  the 
benefit  of  the  Assistant  Chief's  many  years  of  court  work. 
The  offending  officers  are  not  criticised,  but  a  sincere 
effort  is  made  to  help  them  improve  their  work. 

And  Assistant  Chief  Kaminsky  does  not  rely  solely  on 
his  own  knowledge,  either.  He  has  enlisted  the  help  of 
Sacramento's  new  district  attorney,  J.  Francis  O'Shea, 
in  the  work.

Johnson. 

As  an  ex  traffic  officer,  Chief  Hicks  is  keenly  interested 
in  the  traffic  situation  here,  which  always  is  a  running 
battle  because  of  the  huge  per  capita  number  of  automo- 
biles and,  in  spots,  some  pretty  unfortunate  road  con- 
ditions. 

Despite  the  multiple  tasks  and  tough  job  he  has  to  do, 
the  Chief  still  finds  time  somehow  to  handle  just  about 
the  biggest  job  the  army  reserve  has  in  these  parts.  He 
is  a  colonel  in  the  army  reserve,  in  command  of  the  22nd 
Air  Service  Command  (Sp. )  at  the  McClellan  Air  Force 
Base. 

He  organized  and  is  training  the  group,  which  now 
number  195  men.  Hicks'  position  in  the  reserve  is  the 
same  as  that  held  in  the  regular  army  by  the  general  in 
command  of  the  McClellan  Base. 

But  army  life  is  old  stuff  to  the  Chief.  He  joined  the 
National  Guard  as  a  youth,  entered  the  army  as  a  lieu- 
tenant early  in  1941  and  was  discharged  a  colonel  in 
1945.

ruckus  he  was  turned  down,  but  the  supervisors  gave  him 
three  more  men  and  put  a  charter  amendment  on  the 
ballot — it  carried  handily — to  put  his  seven  county  Con- 
stables under  his  win;;.  They  formerly  worked  for  the 
supervisors  directly.  Now  he  is  getting  at  least  part  time 
service  from  the  Constables  and  is  seeing  to  it  that  they 
are  picked  from  civil  service  lists,  and  no  political  ap- 
pointments are  made. 

Among  the  most  outstanding  work  Sheriff  Cox's  office 
did  during   1°4°<  was  in  solving  three  torso  murders. 

In  1946  Victoriano  Demas  Corrales,  a  47-year-old 
laborer,  brought  a  woman  named  Alberta  Gomez  from 
.Mexico  to  the  little  town  of  Brighton,  just  north  of  Sac- 
ramento. In  June,  1948,  she  threatened  to  leave  him  and 
he  bashed  her  head  in  with  a  hammer.  He  cut  up  her 
body— he  said  it  was  too  heavy  to  carry — and  threw  the 
parts  into  the  American  River.  He  returned  to  Mexico, 
and  got  another  girl  friend,  Maria  Pulido. 

Six  months  after  the  first  murder  he  killed  Maria, 
chopped  up  her  body  and  tossed  the  parts  into  the  river, 
just  as  he  had  in  the  first  case.  Months  and  months  of 
painstaking  investigation  went  on.  It  was  hearbreaking 
work,  for  it  was  impossible  even  to  identify  the  victims. 
But  eventually  Cox's  deputies  caught  up  with  Corrales. 
After  days  of  stubborn  denials,  he  admitted  first  one  and 
then  the  other  murder.    He  now  is  awaiting  execution. 

The  beheading  murder  of  Arthur  Paulson,  a  jungle 
resident,  was  almost  as  tough.  Edward  Albert  Huizenga, 
who  took  over  Paulson's  shack  when  he  died,  was  ar- 
rested. Through  weeks  of  work  the  deputies  got  together 
enough  evidence  to  prosecute  despite  Huizenga's  denials. 
It  was  one  of  the  rare  cases  in  local  court  history  in 
which  a  person  was  tried  for  murder  on  circumstantial 
evidence  only.  The  first  trial  ended  in  a  jury  disagree- 
ment. The  deputies  refused  to  be  licked  and  went  out 
and  located  the  missing  money  which  they  believed  was 
the  motive  of  the  murder.  At  the  second  trial  the  jury 
quickly  returned  a  conviction  and  Huizenga  also  is  in 
San  Quentin's  death  row. 

Sheriff  Cox  is  justly  proud  of  the  improvement  in  his 
identification  bureau.  J.  E.  McVeigh  heads  the  division 
and  is  assisted  by  Robert  Thomas  and  Dave  Mason. 

This  is  election  year  for  the  sheriff.  There  are  strong 
rumors  of  tough  opposition,  but  Cox  will  face  the  voters 
in  June  with  confidence  that  they  will  return  him  to 
office  just  as  they  have  regularly  since  he  first  took  over 
in  1932.  He  has  served  Sacramento  county  well.  He 
has  met  the  challenge  of  increase  in  crime  with  the  phe- 
nomenal increase  of  California's  population,  which  has 
been  met  by  the  Sacramento  Valley  area,  by  excellent 
service  in  law  enforcement,  and  well  deserves  further  fa- 
vorable consideration  by  the  voters  of  his  birth. 

Sheriff  Cox  will  be  elected  president  of  the  State  Peace 
Officers  two  years  hence,  being  the  third  vice  president 
of  that  organization  at  the  present  time.

Dehner  and  Lyons — with  the  help  of  Patrolman  Arthur 
Stanley — also  rounded  up  three  Negroes  who  were 
wanted  for  the  murder  of  a  liquor  store  proprietor  in 
Oakland.  The  Stickup  men  rohhed  and  beat  up  the  pro- 
prietor of  a  Sacramento  liquor  store  and  pretty  soon  found 
themselves  on  the  way  hack  to  Oakland  to  face  murder 
charges. 

Greenlaw,  who  handles  the  Pawnshop  Detail,  earned 
deserved  praise  when  he  engineered  the  arrest  of  three 
Negroes  who  were  wanted  for  the  robbery  and  rape  of 
a  63-year-old  white  woman  in  Stockton.  The  Negroes 
stole  the  woman's  watch  and  pawned  it  in  Sacramento. 
Greenlaw  spotted  it,  located  the  trio  and  sent  them  back 
to  Stockton  where  they  all  were  convicted. 

Rooney  also  had  good  results  last  year  with  his  theory 
of  cutting  down  crime  by  keeping  the  bad  actors  on  the 
move.  His  night  crews  spend  uncounted  hours  checking 
on  known  safe  crackers  and  other  criminals  and  when 
they  show  up  in  Sacramento  they  are  told  how  unhealthy 
the  place  will  be  for  them  to  work  if  they  try  anything. 

Detective  Chief  Rooney  knows  how  to  tell  his  men 
to  work  on  any  sort  of  a  criminal  case,  for  during  his 
long  service  with  the  SPD  he  has  successfully  handled 
many  and  many  a  crime  "kick,"  running  from  petty  theft 
and  simple  assault  to  big  burglaries  or  robberies,  and 
murder.  He  has  some  fixed  ideas  on  juveniles  but  is  unable 
to  carry  out  his  ideas  because  of  the  tendency  of  those 
with  a  reputation  as  experts  on  juvenile  delinquency  to 
handle  the  problem  in  an  opposite  manner. 

Night  football  games  between  high  schools  is  something 
that  Chief  Rooney  does  not  think  very  much  of.  These 
games  do  have  an  inclination  to  offer  the  young  ones  a 
chance  to  wander  from  the  rightful  path,  and  often  a  car 
theft  to  accommodate  some  young  punk  was  transporta- 
tion for  his  young  lady  fair,  is  the  first  step  to  more 
serious  crimes.

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Veteran  Police  Sergeant  Warren  Retires 


Sacramento's  last  mounted  police  officer,  Sergeant  Lewis 
E.  Warren,  retired  this  year. 

Warren  (he  and  his  horse,  Barney,  once  were  virtual 
landmarks  at  Tenth  and  K  Streets)  left  the  force  and 
took  his  pension  in  August  after  3fa  years  of  service.  Inci- 
dentally, he  hung  up  his  spurs  21  years  ago.

Sergeant  Lewis  E.  Warren 

Eight  years  ago  at  the  age  of  63  Warren  was  tin- 
Police  Department's  jujitsu  and  self  defense  instructor. 

7  he  veteran  officer's  kindly  manner  and  alert  mind 
contradict  the  fact  that  for  36  years  he  dealt  with  the 
city's  most  ruthless  criminals.  He  joined  the  force  April 
3,  1913,  after  serving  as  a  city  fireman  for  several  months. 
After  nine  years  of  patrol  and  detective  work,  he  became 
one  of  the  city's  two  mounted  patrolmen  who  were  as- 
signed to  the  downtown  area. 

In  1922  he  also  became  a  Corporal  and  in  1933  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant. 

During  his  years  as  a  mounted  policeman  Warren  be- 
came devoted  to  his  horse  Barney  and  they  were  just  about 
inseparable.  In  addition  to  teaching  Barney  how  to  handle 
himself  in  traffic  and  in  emergencies,  Warren  trained  the 
animal  to  wait  anywhere  he  might  leave  him,  to  come 
when  he  whistled — even  if  they  were  several  blocks  apart 
— and  to  prance  majestically. 

The  horse  never  failed  to  attract  a  crowd  of  children 
and  adults,  both  local  people  and  tourists,  wherever  he 
and  Warren  patrolled. 

Warren  would  rather  talk  about  his  days  as  a  mounted 
policeman  than  anything  else,  but  two  other  incidents 
stand  out  in  his  memory. 

Once,  in  October  of  1913,  a  robber  climaxed  a  gun 
duel  with  Warren  in  an  alley  by  firing  a  revolver  point 
blank  in  the  kneeling  officer's  face.  Somehow,  the  gun 
misfired  and  Warren  escaped  unhurt. 

On  January  1,  1914,  eight  months  after  he  joined  the 
force,  he  came  even  closer  to  death.    Forcing  his  way  into 


a  room  in  a  downtown  hotel  where  a  man  who  had  mur- 
dered his  wife  was  terrorizing  his  mother-in-law  and  his 
two  children,  Warren  was  greeted  by  a  shot  from  the 
man's  gun. 

I  he  bullet  passed  through  Warren's  hand  gripping  a 
gun,  and  lodged  in  the  weapon's  butt.  If  the  shell  had 
missed  the  butt  it  would  have  entered  his  body  near  the 
waist. 

But  any  discussion  with  the  veteran  policeman  somehow 
gets  back  to  Barney.  Now  he  spends  a  good  share  of  his 
time  showing  his  eight  year  old  grandson  a  picture  of  him- 
self and  Barney  and  recalling  incidents  they  shared.

Vehicles;  Clyde  Belon,  2b,  an  auto  accident  investigator 
in  Chico,  and  Mrs.  Eugenia  Pedersen,  31,  of  Martinez. 

All  of  Belon's  sons  saw  service  during  the  war. 

The  Captain's  parents  were  Marc  A.  Belon  and  the 
former  Eugenia  Marie  DuPlay,  natives  of  France.  Belon 
himself  lived  in  France  for  three  years,  from  1900  to  1903. 

His  father,  superintendent  of  a  large  eastern  silk  mill, 
was  the  inventor  of  a  method  of  dyeing  silk  in  skeins,  a 
revolutionary  process  from  the  former  method  of  dyeing 
silk  cloth  after  it  was  woven. 

Captain  Belon,  who  started  Contra  Costa's  first  police 
school  in  1939-40  and  taught  in  it  for  two  years  before 
it  was  discontinued  because  of  the  war,  has  a  better  than 
average  knowledge  of  law,  having  studied  the  subject  for 
three  years  through  a  correspondence  course. 

He  holds  a  state  teachers  certificate  on  police  science  and 
has  attended  many  schools  in  law  enforcement  work  and 
police  administration  given  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of  In- 
vestigation and  the  University  of  San  Francisco. 

He  was  elected  a  director  of  the  California  Association 
of  Highway  Patrolmen  in  1946,  was  elevated  to  the  presi- 
dency in  1947  and  is  still  a  director. 

Of  the  original  six  men  on  the  county's  first  traffic 
patrol  with  Belon,  only  one  is  still  living.  He  is  Ray 
Cheek  of  El  Cerrito,  retired  Chief  of  Police  of  that  city.

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No.  California's  3rd  Police  Training  School  Opens  Feb.  13th 


John  P.  Pepper,  supervisor  of  Peace  Officers'  training, 
announces  the  Opening  of  the  third  class  in  basic  police 
training  at  the  Northern  California  Peace  Officers'  train- 
ing center  at  Sheriff  H.  P.  (Jack)  Gleason's  Santa  Rita 
prison  farm  near  Pleasanton.  The  third  class  started 
on  February  13  and  will  run  to  and  including  March  11. 
Supervisor  Peper  is  assisted  by  Division  Chief  John  J. 
Greening,  of  the  Alameda  County  Sheriff's  office  who  is 
the  coordinator  for  the  Training  Center  for  Northern 
California. 

All  new  enforcement  officers,  selected  by  department 
heads,  are  expressly  invited  to  attend,  though  all  with  less 
than  three  years  police  service  are  welcome.  However,  if 
officers  with  more  than  three  years  service  desire,  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  ideas  to  use  in  their  respective  depart- 
ment training  plans  are  also  invited,  here  are  accommo- 
dation for  80  men  at  the  prison  farm,  but  if  those  resid- 
ing within  30  miles  of  the  place  can  stay  home  between 
school  sessions,  twice  that  number  can  be  cared  for. 

There  is  a  registration  fee  of  $5.00  and  the  cost  for 
meals  and  room  is  $3.00,  a  bargain  we  would  say. 

Officers  enrolling  should  bring  their  own  towels  and 
toilet  articles  and  appropriate  clothing  for  use  on  the 
pistol  range  and  self-defense  classes. 

Objectives  of  Basic  Peace  Officers' 
Training  School 

1.  To    teach    the    new    officers    the    fundamentals    of 
police  work  and  understanding  of  equipment  used. 

2.  To  arouse  interest  in  establishing  an  esprit  de  corps. 

3.  To  develop  competency  as  early  as  possible  in  the 
simple  police  functions  of  most  frequent  occurrence. 

4.  To  eliminate  hazards  to  the  officer  and  others. 

5.  To  increase  efficiency. 

6.  To    develop    uniformity    in    police    practices    and 
procedures. 

7.  To  develop  cooperation  between  law   enforcement 
agencies. 

The  course  of  instruction  consists  of  24  subjects  run- 
ning from  two  to  12  each.  They  cover,  collection,  identi- 
cation  and  examination  of  evidence,  rules  of  evidence,  law 
of  arrest,  penal  code  and  related  laws,  report  writing, 
conduct  at  court  appearances,  "Moot"  court,  class  room 
note  taking,  field  note  taking,  beat  patrol,  police  proce- 
dure, mechanics  of  arrest,  interrogation  of  suspects  and 
witnesses,  juvenile  procedure,  firearms  and  gasses,  self- 
defense,  transporting  of  prisoners  and  insane  persons,  pub- 
lic and  race  relation,  power  of  sheriff  and  other  law  enforce- 
ment agency  heads,  traffic  accident  investigation,  vehicle 
code  and  civil  process  and  procedure. 


Supervisor  Peper,  who  is  highly  regarded  as  a  teacher 
of  the  fundamentals  of  law  enforcement,  will  have  on 
hand  experts  to  give,  in  addition  to  his  valuable  knowl- 
edge, information  that  will  serve  the  peace  officer,  and 
when  an  officer  finishes  the  four  weeks  course  he  will  get 
an  idea  of  what  his  calling  is  to  be,  many  times  shorter 
than  going  out  and  learning  the  hard  way. 

After  the  course  is  completed  a  graduation  dinner  will 
be  served  on  the  last  day  and  this  is  always  a  big  event.

as  their  life's  ambition  are  well  satisfied  with  their  jobs, 
and  they  keep  on  learning  more  of  their  hazardous  work 
under  the  direction  of  Chief  Evans. 

Chief  Evans  and  his  officers  are  looking  forward  to  the 
middle  of  February  when  it  has  been  promised  the  new 
police  headquarters  will  have  been  finished  and  ready 
for  occupancy. 

In  the  northern  wing  of  the  City  Hall  extensive  changes 
have  been  made  tor  the  Police  Department  to  work  in. 

There  will  be  an  enlarged  Bureau  of  Identification, 
with  modern  equipment  as  is  used  by  the  FBI,  and  here 
will  also  be  the  photographic  work  shop.  Chief  Evans 
B.  of  1.  now  ha.s  10,000  fingerprints  in  his  files,  which 
are  now  kept  until  the  owner  of  a  print  is  marked  as  dead. 
It  is  necessary  to  have  adequate  quarters  for  this  activity 
of  the  Department,  and  nothing  has  been  overlooked  to 
make  it  a  deserving  one,  and  when  completed  will  be  the 
latest  in  design  and  arrangement.  It  will  conform  to  the 
system  of  the  FBI  and  the  State  B.  of  I.  and  I. 

The  filing  equipment  and  breakdown  system  has  been 
planned  for  a  city  twice  the  size  of  Chico. 

There  will  be  a  squad  room,  furnished  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  members  of  the  PD,  a  reception  room, 
a  teletype  and  radio  quarters,  offices  for  the  Chief  and  for 
the  ranking  officers  of  the  force.

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Firearms  and  Rules  of  Safety 

By  Rangemaster  Emil  J.  Dutil,  S.  F.  P.  D. 


The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  is  extremely 
proud  of  its  pistol  range,  and  its  record  of  accomplish- 
ments. Although  originally  planned  to  instruct  police  per- 
sonnel in  every  phase  of  firearm  usage  and  to  keep  the  de- 
partment up  to  the  minute  as  new  arms  and  methods  de-

velop,  its  functions  have  expanded  to  an  extent  that  today 
it  plays  an  important  part  in  the  civic  life  of  the  commu- 
nity. The  Monthly  and  Pacific  States  Pistol  Champion- 
ship Tournaments,  brings  to  the  department  incalculable 
goodwill,  not  only  from  citizens  of  our  city,  but  also  shoot- 
ers from  every  part  of  the  nation.  For  many  years  these 
tournaments  have  been  regarded  as  tops  by  every  police 
and  civilian  authority  in  the  country. 

National  experts  have  declared  ours  to  be  the  safest  and 
most  efficient  range  in  the  world  and  have  praised  without 
stint  the  record  of  the  highly  trained  and  efficient  person- 
nel for  their  ability  in  firearm  instruction,  training  and 
tournament  management. 

Our  organization,  through  its  pistol  tournaments  and 
training  programs  has  been  instrumental  in  developing 
some  of  the  outstanding  pistol  shots  of  the  world.

Police  Marksmanship 

What  does  target  shooting  mean  to  the  police  officer  and 
the  American  people? 

Target  shooting  is  the  ideal  group  activity  in  times  such 
as  these,  it  combines,  as  does  no  other  sport,  the  elements 
of  practical  national  defense  with  a  form  of  recreation 
that  may  be  continued  with  pleasure  and  profit  in  the 
"tranquil  times  of  peace."  Today  it  should  be  the  duty  of 
every  American  to  acquire  a  working  knowledge  of  the 
proper  handling  of  firearms.  Tomorrow  that  same  knowl- 
edge can  be  used  to  provide  hours  of  healthy  recreation 
and  goodfellowship. 

Rifle  and  pistol  shooting  is  truly  the  typical  American 
sport.  It  recognizes  no  social  caste;  it  affords  a  fair  chance 
to  all  competitors;  it  gives  the  entire  family  a  chance  to 
work  and  play  together  as  a  team ;  it  develops  and  demands 
those  qualities  of  self-reliance,  clean  living,  and  good 
sportsmanship  which  are  essential  to  the  preservation  of 
the  American  way  of  living. 

Target  shooting  is  most  essential  to  the  police  officer  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties;  it  teaches  him  the  most  effect- 
ive method  for  handling  his  weapon;  how  to  attain  the 
greatest  accuracy  and  to  shoot  under  unusual  tension  or 
strain  created  by  match  or  qualification  conditions.  Know- 
ing how  to  shoot  and  how  to  safely  handle  firearms  is  a 
very  important  part  of  any  police  officer's  accomplish- 
ments, but  it  is  equally  important  that  he  have  confidence 
in  his  ability  to  hit  what  he  aims  at  when  the  occasion 
arises.  Target  shooting  is  a  "must"  for  protection  and 
efficiency. 

A  policeman's  quickness  and  accuracy  in  the  defense  of 
his  life  or  that  of  law-abiding  citizens,  may  at  any  time 
stand  between  himself  and  death.  Nothing  is  more  im- 
portant than  proficiency  with  his  only  means  of  defense — 
against  the  gangster,  the  holdup  or  burglar.  Nothing  is 
more  important  to  himself,  his  family,  to  the  public  that 
these  criminals  prey  upon.  Nothing  is  more  important 
than  the  necessity  of  devoting  the  necessary  time  to  de- 
velop expert  marksmanship.  It  is  far  better  to  practice 
constantly  in  order  to  maintain  a  high  degree  of  proficiency 
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in  marksmanship  as  well  as  the  proper  handling  <>t  fire- 
arms, than  to  have  a  lifetime  of  regret  as  a  result  oi  in- 
competence in  time  of  emergency. 

There  is  hut  one  reason  to  instruct  officers  in  the  com- 
bat use  of  firearms.  That  is  to  teach  them  to  handle  their 
guns  so  efficiently  that  they  can  reasonably  hope  to  liqui- 
date the  armed  thugs  of  their  community  before  they  them 
selves  are  killed.  They  are  not  trained  for  fun;  they  are 
not  trained  for  sport.  They  are  trained  to  kill  in  order 
to  avoid  being  killed. 

Common  Sense  Is  the  "Byword"  in  Safe  Gun 
Handling. 

Safety  in  the  handling  of  firearms  cannot  be  over-em- 
phasized— because  most  so-called  "accidents"  occur  with  a 
gun  that  "wasn't  loaded."  A  gun  like  an  automobile,  is  a 
dangerous  weapon  if  improperly  handled.  The  ratio  of 
automobiles  to  guns  in  American  is  about  3  to  1.  The 
ratio  of  deaths  caused  by  automobiles  to  those  caused  by 
guns  is  about  16  to  1.  Falls  account  for  about  10  times  as 
many  accidental  deaths  as  firearms.  So  the  gun  is  not  the 
peacetime  killer  that  many  people  would  have  us  believe. 
Nevertheless  there  is  no  excuse  for  ANY  firearm  accident. 
Always  remember  this — gun  accidents  do  not  "happen," 
they  are  "CAUSED."  Accidents  with  firearms  are  caused 
either  through  carelessness,  ignorance  or  neglect. 

While  the  number  of  fatalities  resulting  from  firearms 
seem  small  as  compared  to  those  of  other  types  of  acci- 
dents, the  potentialities  are  always  great — because  almost 
everyone  has  some  kind  of  gun  around  his  home  or  place 
of  business,  whether  it  be  used  for  hunting  or  just  "in  case 
a  prowler  comes  around."  Even  in  the  hands  of  experts, 
guns  discharged  accidentally.  Almost  every  police  station 
and  many  homes  bear  telltale  evidence — a  hole  in  the  ceil- 
ing or  in  the  wall — a  ripping  identification  alongside  a 
desk  or  table — of  what  happens  when  some  member  be- 
comes careless  when  "dry  firing" — "cleaning" — or  "just 
fooling  around  with  a  gun."  However,  there  are  never 
any  deaths  of  injuries  in  the  stations,  homes  or  their  places 
where  experts  handle  guns. — simply  because  they  have  ac- 
quired through  long  years  of  experience  the  habit  of  safe 
gun  handling.  It  is,  the  habit  of  always  pointing  the  muz- 
zle in  such  a  direction  that  should  a  discharge  occur,  no 
one  would  be  accidentally  hit.  Still,  if  guns  are  sometimes 
discharged  even  by  the  safest  handlers,  it  is  obvious  that 
the  danger  increases  manifold  where  inexperienced  persons 
are  involved. 

No  matter  how  much  is  said  and  written  on  the  subject 
of  "safety"  in  connection  with  firearms,  there  are  many 
who  will  not  profit.  "Advice  is  something  the  wise  don't 
need  and  fools  won't  heed."  You  can  lead  some  people  to 
knowledge,  but  you  can't  make  them  think.  To  say  "I 
didn't  know  it  was  loaded"  or  "I'm  sorry,"  will  not  rem- 
edy the  damage.  The  danger  is  always  the  "unloaded" 
gun.  Everybody,  unless  trained  in  habits  of  safe  gun  han- 
dling, believes  that  the  gun  is  unloaded.  Then,  when 
fooling  around,  the  gun  goes  off.  More  than  likely  the 
discharge  causes  injury  or  death  to  someone.  The  all- 
important  thing  to  remember  is  to  keep  the  gun  muzzle 
pointed  in  such  a  direction  that  the  accidental  discharge 


will  be  harmless. 

Last  year  improper  handling  of  firearms  killed  and  in- 
jured thousands  of  persons  in  homes,  places  of  business 
and  in  the  hunting  field.  The  reasons  were  simple  ignor- 
ance, carelessness  and  plain  stupidity.  How  often  docs  one 
pick  up  a  newspaper  and  read  of  headlines  such  as  this — 
"Ten-year-old  boy  laughed  as  he  pointed  30-30  caliber 
rifle  at  sister."  Finding  the  gun  had  been  easy.  We'd  seen 
his  father  put  it  away  in  the  bedroom  closet  many  times. 
And  his  parent's  continual  warning,  "Don't  ever  touch 
that  gun"  only  helped  increase  his  desire  to  cradle  it  in  his 
arms  or  to  explore  the  workings  of  the  action.  The  young- 
ster pulled  the  trigger.  After  all,  his  sister  was  the  "rob- 
ber." The  next  moment  she  was  on  the  floor,  dead.  In 
this,  as  in  other  similar  cases,  the  blame  rested  entirely  on 
the  father's  shoulders.  "I  knew  that  the  gun  was  loaded" 
he  sobbed,  "but  I  honestly  didn't  know  how  to  unload  it 
when  I  returned  from  my  last  hunting  trip,  etc.,  etc.". 
This  man  because  he  wasn't  properly  trained  himself,  was 
unable  to  teach  his  son  the  fundamentals  of  gun  construc- 
tion and  operation — much  less,  take  the  boy  out  in  the 
field,  have  him  shoot,  handle  and  feel  the  recoil  and  power 
of  the  gun's  discharge,  and  observe  the  damaging  result 
of  it's  bullet. 

A  father  must  take  the  responsibility  for  the  existing 
dangers  surrounding  his  gun.  First,  he  hides  it  from  his 
children,  or  so  he  believes,  failing  to  note  at  the  same  time 
that  the  weapon  is  loaded.  Then  he  stupidly  tells  his  off- 
spring, "you  stay  away  from  that  gun"!!  The  upshot  is 
that  he  creates  an  urge  in  the  children  to  experiment  with 
it.  If,  instead,  the  father  took  his  kids  into  his  confidence 
and  explained  the  mechanical  and  operating  features  of 
the  gun,  let  them  handle  it,  get  the  "feel"  and  then  take 
them  out  for  a  little  target  shooting,  he'd  practically  elimi- 
nate the  danger.  But  first,  "the  old  man"  must  know  how 
to  handle  the  gun  himself. 

A  few  months  ago  a  14-year-old  walked  into  his  school- 
room one  morning,  looking  forlorn  and  sad.  He  told  his 
teacher  about  the  new  shotgun  his  father  had  given  him 
for  his  birthday.  Since  the  countryside  abounded  with 
wildlife,  he  was  anxious  to  use  his  gun.  But  he  didn't 
know  how,  nor  did  his  father,  or  teacher.  No  one  sought 
to  find  a  suitable  instructor  who  could  teach  the  boy  to 
safely  handle  and  use  the  gun.  So  what  happened  ?  A 
heartbreaking  tragedy  that  could,  with  a  little  common 
sense  have  been  avoided. 

Dry  firing,  cleaning  or  just  plain  horsing  around  with 
a  gun  accounts  for  a  large  number  of  deaths  and  injuries, 
and  always  from  accidental  discharges.  Recently  a  Wis- 
consin salesman  was  fooling  around  with  his  .38  caliber 
revolver  in  the  living  room  of  his  home.  He  opened  the 
cylinder  and  removed  the  cartridges,  or  so  he  thought. 
Closing  the  cylinder,  he  pointed  at  the  wall  and  com- 
menced pulling  the  trigger.  Click,  click — five  clicks.  On 
the  sixth'  the  gun  discharged  and  the  bullet  pierced  the 
wall.  The  cry  of  the  salesman's  wife  in  the  adjoining 
room  brought  him  running.  There,  he  found  her  on  the 
floor,  an  ugly  wound  spouting  blood  from  •*«  abdomen.

Every  man  needs  to  play  sometimes,  even  a  policeman. 
That's  why  -Michael  E.  Mitchell,  Chief  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Police  Department,  decided  to  emphasize  a  depart- 
mental athletic  program. 

The  normal  routine  of  police  work  draws  men  more 
closely  together,  but  the  job  occasionally  becomes  dull  and

boring.  Something  else  was  needed  for  more  enthusiastic 
fellowship. 

With  that  thought  in  mind,  Chief  Mitchell  asked  Lieu- 
tenant Leslie  Dolan  to  take  over  the  department's  athletic 
program,  and  try  to  make  something  of  it.  Dolan  went 
to  work  on  the  job  in  March,  1948,  and  results  of  his 
extra-curricular  endeavors  are  now  apparent. 

Under  Lieutenant  Dolan's  leadership  the  San  Francisco 
police  have  come  to  the  front  in  several  fields  of  sports. 
Outstanding  showings  in  baseball,  golf,  basketball,  bowl- 
ing, and  handball  have  been  made. 

Best  feature  of  the  program  lies  in  the  fact  that  police 
teams  enter  competition  for  the  sport  of  it.  Winning  is 
not  an  all  consuming  desire — if  they  win,  fine  and  dandy. 
If  a  lot  of  people  enjoy  watching  a  good  game,  and  partici- 
pants have  fun  playing  it,  then  the  only  thing  lost  is  the 
score. 

Golf  has  proven  the  most  popular  of  the  participant- 
type  sports  inaugurated  by  Chief  Mitchell. 

The  team's  success  during  the  past  year's  competition 
was  unprecedented  in  police  athletics.  Four  members  of 
the  team  were  placed  in  the  National  Public  Links  Tour- 
nament in  Los  Angeles.  They  were:  William  Betger,  of 
the  Crime  Prevention  Detail  or  "Flying  Squad"  ;  James 
Molinari,  Northern  Station,  team  captain ;  John  Maug- 
han,  Central  Station,  and  William  McCool,  Central 
Station.  Molinari  is  an  ex-city  champion,  and  McCool 
and  Maughan  were  former  runners-up  to  that  title. 


In  reaching  the  finals  of  the  Los  Angeles  play,  Betger 
made  golfing  news.  Southpaw  golfers  have  a  lot  of  fun 
on  a  golf  course,  but  seldom  get  anywhere  against  right- 
handers .  .  .  that's  part  of  the  game.  Portsider  Betger, 
however,  made  things  hot  for  the  starboard  swingers,  and 
became  the  first  lefthanded  golfer  to  reach  the  finals  in  the 
tournament's  history.  Betger  ended  up  as  runner-up  to  the 
champion,  losing  out  during  the  last  day  of  play. 

Other  members  of  the  team  included:  Ernie  Carli, 
Northern  Station,  another  ex-city  champ;  John  Thomas, 
Central  Station,  team  secretary-treasurer;  Vincent  Ken- 
nedy, Bureau  of  Identification  ;  Inspector  Joe  Engler,  head 
of  the  Pawnshop  Detail ;  and  John  Zwicker,  Taraval 
Station. 

The  San  Francisco  police  team  beat  Los  Angeles  Police 
Department  golfers  in  a  tournament  at  the  Lake  Merced 
Golf  and  Country  Club  one  day  last  fall.  The  same  eve- 
ning the  Los  Angeles  officers  were  honored  as  guests  at 
the  first  annual  banquet  for  the  team.  The  evening's 
master  of  ceremonies  was  John  Engler,  director  of  the 
police  department  personnel  bureau. 

Berths  on  the  golf  team  will  be  harder  to  hold  during 
the  coming  season,  Chief  Mitchell  predicts.  Many  mem- 
bers of  the  department  who  never  had  a  golf  club  in  their 
hands  before,  have  become  quite  adept  at  the  game.  Others 
who  were  nearly  good  enough  to  make  the  team  before, 
will  give  present  players  close  competition,  perhaps  win, 
in  inter-department  tournaments  planned. 

The  department's  golfing  experts  agree  on  one  new 
member  of  the  team.  All  concede  that  Ken  Townes  will 
make  it.  Townes  is  present  national  public  links  cham- 
pion, and  recently  applied  for  entrance  into  the  SFPD. 

Still  on  the  subject  of  golf,  "the  fellows  literally  ate  up 
the  courses,"  Chief  Mitchell  said.  The  ten-man  team 
played  many  local  teams  and  groups  from  nearby  colleges 
in  the  past  season.  They  were  beaten  once — by  San  Jose 
State  College.   This  year's  schedule  is  full  of  games. 

The  monthly  department  "Sweepstakes"  tournaments, 
held  during  the  summer  on  several  courses  furnished 
through  courtesy  of  their  management,  were  particularly 
popular,  Mitchell  said.  The  average  attendance  for  the 
matches  was  80  persons. 

The  department's  golfing  climax  came  with  the  staging 
of  a  tournament  and  barbecue  at  the  Sonoma  Golf  Course, 
near  Boyes  Springs.  More  than  500  policemen  and  their 
wives  played,  watched,  and  ate. 

Coming  of  the  baseball  season  means  numerous  games, 
but  to  the  Chief  it  has  a  particular  meaning — another 
chance  to  tangle  with  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department 
team.  The  police  on  several  occasions  have  ended  up  on 
the  bottom  of  the  pile  with  Fire  Chief  Edward  P.  Walsh's 
smoke  eaters.  Last  year,  however,  much  capital,  was 
made  of  the  police  victory.

He  is  well  qualified  foi  the  responsibility 
advanced  unbelievably  in  the  last  ten  years.  Today,  the 
department   is  established    in   a   new   Hall  of  Justice  that

is  one  of  the  most  modern  and  beautiful  in  the  country. 
Every  dreamed  of  facility  is  available  to  officers  who  are 
striving  to  make  their  department  one  of  the  most  out- 
standing in  the  United  States. 

The  City  of  Richmond  could  not  be  considered  unique 
in  that  war  caused  its  almost  instantaneous  conversion 
from  a  small,  quiet,  "Sunday  afternoon"  type  of  city  to  a 
holocaust  of  defense,  and  ultimately  offense,  activity. 
Many  other  small  cities  throughout  the  United  States  also 
felt  sudden  growing  pains. 

Richmond's  natural  harbors  were  made  to  order  for  the 
launching  of  Liberty  ships  and  shipyards  miraculously 
appeared,  thus  transforming  the  city  into  the  largest  war- 
time shipbuilding  center  in  the  world.  Old-time  residents 
still  recall  their  amazement  at  the  rapid  expansion  of  their 
little  city. 

Immediately  preceding  the  war,  the  Police  Department 
consisted  of  thirty-six  officers,  including  the  Chief.  Rank- 
ing officers  were  two  captains,  three  inspectors  and  five 
sergeants.  One  sergeant  and  two  patrolmen  were  as- 
signed to  traffic  duty.  Of  those  thirty-six  men,  only  eigh- 
teen, or  exactly  one-half,  are  with  the  department  today. 

The  headquarters  occupied  by  the  Police  Department 
were  established  in  1909  in  Point  Richmond,  where  the 
city  was  pioneered.  The  jail  section  was  built  to  accommo- 
date nine  persons  and  was  most  adequate  for  the  small  city 
where  the  commission  of  crime  was  at  a  minimum.  Mem- 
bers of  the  department  knew  almost  every  person  in  town 
and  the  maintaining  of  law  and  order  was  not  a  strenuous 
task. 


Virtually  overnight  the  picture  was  changed.  In  only 
a  few  months'  time,  Richmond  grew  from  a  city  of  23,000 
inhabitants  to  one  housing  more  than  110,000  persons. 
I  here  was  a  corresponding  increase  on  the  police  blotter 
and  it  became  apparent  that  immediate  additions  to  the 
police  personnel  were  an  absolute  necessity. 

In  recalling  the  procedure  followed  in  strengthening 
the  force  and  in  obtaining  facilities  and  equipment  to  make 
the  functioning  of  the  department  more  efficient,  one  is 
prompted  to  think  of  it  as  a  fiction  story,  rather  than  as 
one  that  actually  happened. 

A  little  back  room  which  had  been  formerly  used  as  the 
photography  room  by  the  Bureau  of  Identification  was 
converted  into  an  Inspectors'  Bureau.  It  was  the  office  of 
one  captain  and  nine  inspectors  who,  although  they  were 
old-timers  on  the  department,  had  been  recently  promoted 
to  that  rank  from  sergeant  and  patrolmen.  They  handled 
felony  investigations  which  were  suddenly  plentiful. 
Whenever  the  captain  or  one  of  the  inspectors  was  ques- 
tioning a  suspect,  the  rest  of  the  inspectors  were  forced  to 
remain  outside  until  the  interview  was  completed. 

The  jail  cells  which,  as  previously  indicated,  were  made 
to  accommodate  only  a  few,  were  overloaded.  It  was  not 
unusual  during  the  peak  war  years  for  over  one  hundred 
persons  to  be  in  custody  on  a  Monday  morning.  Court  was 
held  in  another  little  back  room  which  also  was  used  as  the 
officers'  assembly  room.

Accident  rates  increased.  In  1940,  283  accidents  were 
investigated  in  Richmond.  By  the  end  of  1941,  the  total 
had  jumped  to  432,  with  10  fatalities.  The  year  of  lc'42 
produced  649  accidents,  with  26  fatalities.

members  of  the  department  with  knowledge  they  had  ac- 
quired. 

In  1941,  a  two-way  radio  system  was  put  into  use.  This 


were  813  accidents  and  35  fatalities.  Accidents  mounted  Link  system  was  the  first  two-way  frequency  modulated 
to  844  in  1944,  with  31  fatalities.  At  that  time,  no  writ-  system  installed  west  of  the  Mississippi  River.  No  other 
ten  reports  were  made  on  minor  property  damage  accidents       department  had  installed  such  a  system.    During  the  war, 


but  in  1945,  officers  started  making  reports  on  all  acci- 
dents. That  year  produced  a  total  of  1,918  accidents  in- 
vestigated— 34  deaths. 

If  members  of  the  department  had  stopped  and  surveyed 
the  task  which  was  before  them,  some  would  surely  have 
said  it  couldn't  be  done.  They  were,  however,  much  too 
busy  to  look  about  them  and,  as  a  result,  they  advanced. 

A  Juvenile  Bureau,  or  Crime  Prevention  Bureau,  was 
formed  and  an  additional  building  was  leased  to  accommo- 
date its  staff  which  consisted  of  a  lieutenant,  two  officers 
and  two  policewomen.  This  bureau  was  ultimately  afford- 
ed other  accommodations  and  their  original  quarters  were 
converted  into  offices  for  personnel  of  the  Police  Court. 
A  courtroom  was  hurriedly  erected  and  for  the  first  time 
there  was  some  measure  of  the  required  dignity  of  a  Court 
of  Law. 

With  time,  members  of  the  Inspectors'  Bureau  acquired 
four  rooms  for  the  conducting  of  their  investigations.  I  he 
jail  section  was  enlarged  so  that  it  could  more  readily  ac- 
commodate persons  in  custody. 

By  some  miracle,  the  police  department  managed  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  growth  of  the  city  and  never  failed  in 
performing  its  duties  of  protecting  life  and  property  and, 
in  spite  of  almost  overwhelming  odds,  order  was  main- 
tained. The  force  expanded  to  137  members,  the  majority 
of  whom  were  trained  in  "in-service"  schools.  I  hey  were 
given  instructions  in  laws  of  arrest,  public  relations,  pro- 
cedures in  handling  juveniles,  court  and  inquest  proced- 
ures, report  writing,  handling  of  firearms,  disaster  pre- 
paredness and  traffic  enforcement. 

A  total  of  five  members  were  sent  to  FBI  National 
Academy  in  Washington,  D.  C,  one  of  which  was  Chief 
Phipps.  Their  attendance,  of  course,  covered  a  period  of 
several  years,  each  attending  a  different  session.  One  mem- 
ber completed  a  four  and  one-half  month  course  at  the 
Northwestern  Traffic  Institute  and  two  attended  the  De- 
linquency Control  Institute,  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, in  Los  Angeles.    LTpon  their  return,  they  acted  as 


it  was  proved  to  be  outstanding  and  the  War  Department 
adopted  similar  systems  for  use  in  the  Army  and  Navy. 
Since  that  time,  practically  every  city  and  county  in  the 
nation  have  changed  over  to  the  new  frequency  modulated 
system. 

The  City  of  Richmond  was  the  pioneer  of  this  radio 
system  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  Many  of  the  radios  installed 
in  1941  are  still  in  operation  at  the  present  time  and  they 
have  been  re-installed  in  over  eight  different  automobiles. 
Each  of  the  cars  in  which  the  units  were  installed,  trav- 
eled  over  200,000  miles  before  they  were  replaced.  This 
would  mean  that  each  individual  unit  has  traveled  well 
over  1,000,000  miles.  The  replacement  parts  were  phe- 
nominally  low  for  such  hard  and  terrific  service. 

In  1941,  the  desk  sergeant,  in  addition  to  handling  the 
radio  and  the  telephone  switchboard,  was  also  required  to 
accept  bail  money,  take  complaints  and  act  as  jailer.  These 
duties  were  ultimately  taken  from  him  and  the  radio  room 
was  removed  to  an  upstairs  location  where  much  needed 
privacy  was  finally  realized.  The  teletype  system  was  in- 
stalled; also,  monitoring  of  every  large  city  and  county  in 
the  Bay  Area.  Two-way  contact  by  radio  was  established 
with  these  cities  and  counties.  A  stolen  car  file  was  estab- 
lished where  before  there  had  been  none.  A  missing  per- 
sons file  which  is  now  second  to  no  other  city  in  California, 
was  also  begun. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  Richmond  was  short  handed,  there 
were  times  when  accident  investigation  cars  and  other 
police  cars  assigned  to  details  could  not  be  contacted.  A 
selective  calling  feature,  a  modification  of  the  telephone 
dialing  system,  was  originated.  Its  function  was  to  blow 
the  horn  of  each  individual  car.  The  cars  could  be  selected 
by  the  radio  desk  sergeant  and  the  horn  in  the  car  could 
be  blown  at  his  will  and  for  as  long  a  time  as  he  desired. 
This  enabled  officers  who  were  away  from  their  car  on  an 
assignment  of  investigating  an  accident,  etc.,  to  go  to  the 
car  and  answer  the  radio.  In  this  way,  one  man  could

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Sheriff  Sousafs  San  Joaquin  Honor  Farm

Sheriff  Carlos  A.  Sousa  is  winding  up  his  first  four-year 
term  as  chief  law  enforcement  officer  of  San  Joaquin  Coun- 
ty, in  keeping  with  the  predictions  of  his  many  friends,  made 
when  he  was  put  forward  as  a  candidate  for  the  office,  fol- 
lowing the  death  of  former  Sheriff  Martin  Ansboro.   A  pre-

diction  that  he  would  give  the  prosperous  farming  1800 
square  miles,  with  1600  miles  of  roads  and  highways,  and 
housing  around  150,000  people  in  unincorporated  area, 
the  best  in  law  enforcement. 

Today  Sheriff  Sousa  is  as  enthusiastic  and  as  energetic  as 
he  was  when  he  took  over  on  January  1,  1947.  He  is  still 
doing  many  things  to  improve  his  organization.  While- 
crime  has  increased  within  the  confines  of  the  county,  but 
not  in  keeping  with  the  increase  in  population,  his  men  have 
picked  up  a  great  majority  of  offenders  and  brought  them 
into  the  county  courts. 

Last  year  throughout  San  Joaquin  County  there  were  1 1 
homicides  and  those  in  the  Sheriff's  jurisdiction  were  solved 
by  arrests. 

He  has  taken  effective  action  in  the  matter  of  narcotic 
traffic,  a  traffic  that  is  mounting  in  an  alarming  manner 
throughout  the  North  American  continent. 

He  has  renovated  his  headquarters  in  the  old  court  house 
in  Stockton  and  installed  new  equipment  to  permit  his  force 
of  81  deputy  and  four  civilian  clerks  to  function  in  a  most 
efficient  manner. 

All  members  of  Sheriff  Sousa's  force  are  now  under  civil 
service,  something  not  very  common  in  California  for  this 
class  of  peace  officers.  Sheriff  Sousa  besides  demanding  effi- 
ciency and  loyalty  from  those  serving  under  him,  also  insists 
the  personnel  exercise  courtesy  to  all. 

The  writer  while  waiting  for  the  Sheriff  to  complete  an 
appearance  in  the  Superior  Court  had  a  good  opportunity 
of  seeing  how  this  courtesy  feature  in  the  Sheriff's  office 


works.  During  the  wait  a  dozen  or  more  people  came  into 
the  reception  office.  There  were  men  clad  in  workingmen's 
clothes;  there  were  some  well  dressed  and  there  were  two 
lawyers.  There  were  also  four  women,  whose  appearance 
indicated  they  were  from  the  working  class  families,  and 
they  were  confused,  evidently  their  first  contact  with  a  law 
enforcement  agency.  Each  one  had  something  the  officers 
could  help  out  with.  Some  of  the  things  were  trivial,  some 
of  more  importance.  Yet  each  and  everyone  was  greeted 
with  the  greatest  of  courtesy,  given  the  closest  attention  of 
their  plaint,  and  furnished  fully  the  information  or  advice 
sought.  If  the  officer  or  the  clerk  or  stenographer  were  un- 
able to  furnish  the  matter  required  they  had  no  hesitancy  in 
appealing  to  some  other  member  for  assistance. 

One  case  was  that  where  the  visitor  asked  when  a  certain 
deputy  would  be  in.  That  officer  was  out  on  a  "kick,"  so  the 
deputy  on  the  reception  desk  sent  in  word  to  the  operator  of 
the  three-way  radio  system  to  find  out  when  the  sought  for

officer  would  be  back  at  the  court  house — in  no  time  at  all 
the  word  was  flashed  back  that  he  would  return  in  about 
two  hours.  So  instead  of  having  to  sit  around  and  sweat 
out  the  arrival  of  the  man  he  sought,  the  inquirer  could  go 
out  and  attend  to  some  other  business  until  the  two  hours 
were  up. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  appraise  how  this  makes  one  feel  who 
has  business  with  public  agency,  especially  one  dealing  with 
law  enforcement.  The  visitor  is  more  often  making  his  first 
call  on  such  an  agency,  and  is  somewhat  confused  about  the 
procedure  which  brings  him  there.  A  kindly  word,  a  ready 
answer  is  a  big  factor  in  building  up  good  public  relations. 
Sheriff  Sousa's  office  has  that  factor  in  good  measure. 

His  duties  as  the  county's  chief  law  enforcement  officer 
are  many  and  complex,  and  in  addition  he  has  more  work 
placed  in  his  hands  as  coroner  of  San  Joaquin  County.  Dur-

ing  1949  his  Coroner's  office  handled  674  death  cases  which 
occurred  within  its  confines.  Of  these,  382  were  from  natu- 
ral causes;  84  traffic  fatalities;  50  suicides;  11  homicides; 
142  from  miscellaneous  accidents,  and  5  from  unknown 
causes. 

This  list  of  deaths  called  for  24  inquests,  and  there  were 
61  which  called  for  investigations  by  the  Sheriff's  deputies. 

Sheriff  Sousa  and  his  Undersheriff  Michael  U.  Canlis  are 
both  graduates  from  the  FBI  National  Police  Academy,  and 
they  have  brought  into  play  many  of  the  things  they  learned 
during  their  respective  attendance  at  the  Academy. 

However,  in  spite  of  the  multifold  duties  imposed  by  his 
dual  office  Sheriff  Sousa  has  one  project,  very  dear  to  his 
heart,  and  which  he  started  soon  after  assuming  his  present 
post.  That  is  the  honor  farm.  In  approaching  this  project, 
he  did  as  he  did  prior  to  his  installation  as  Sheriff  over  three 
years  ago.  He  visited  other  Sheriffs  throughout  the  state,  and 
he  took  note  of  many  processes  discovered,  and  he  has  ap- 
plied the  worthwhile  ideas  he  gathered,  combined  them  with 
some  mighty  progressive  ideas  of  his  own  to  a  program  to 
rehabilitate  those  men  assigned  to  him  by  court  order.  He 
realizes,  as  do  all  experts  on  penology,  there  is  not  much 
chance  of  helping  a  man  sentenced  to  a  jail  term  to  come 
out  a  better  man,  if  he  has  to  serve  his  sentence  cooped  up 


in  a  county  jail.  He  saw  what  some  other  Sheriffs  of  the 
state  had  accomplished  along  this  line,  and  he  went  to  work 
to  get  a  prison  farm.  The  supervisors  allotted  him  a  few 
acres  of  land  at  French  Camp,  a  former  war  field.  There 
were  a  number  of  barracks,  some  of  which  he  converted  into 
sleeping  quarters;  a  laundry,  store  room,  and  a  kitchen  and 
dining  place.  He  got  some  farming  equipment,  some  dairy 
cattle,  a  few  hogs,  and  some  farm  machinery.  When  he  was 
all  set  he  picked  out  jail  sentenced  prisoners,  whom  he  de- 
termined were  worth  a  chance  for  rehabilitation  and  had 
them  transferred  to  the  newly  acquired  property.  He  gave 
this  place  the  name  '"Honor  Farm." 

There  are  no  sentinel  posts  occupied  by  submachine  gun 
armed  deputies.  There  are  no  fences  around  the  farm,  and 
nothing  to  keep  a  prisoner  from  wandering  away,  except  his 
word  of  honor.  The  number  of  men  who  have  taken  it  on 
the  lam,  since  its  establishment,  is  so  small,  Sheriff  Sousa 
gives  it  but  small  concern. 

He  started  his  charges  to  planting  potatoes,  tomatoes,  cab- 
bage, onions,  celery,  carrots  and  other  vegetables.  He  select- 
ed those  with  appitude  to  tend  the  hogs  and  others  for  the 
dairy  cattle.  A  civilian  was  placed  in  charge  of  each  of  these 
different  activties.

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CHIEF  McHUGH,  STOCKTON  POLICE  DEPT.

When  the  city  manager  and  city  council  of  Stockton 
selected  Lieutenant  Richard  McHugh  to  become  Chief 
of  Police  to  succeed  Chief  Rex  Parker,  they  got  a  man 
who  during  his  28  years  service  with  the  Police  Depart- 
ment had  worked  in  every  detail  and  rank  of  the  SPD.

He  worked  three  years  as  head  of  the  Juvenile  Bureau, 
and  during  Chief  Harold  Vogelsang's  administration  was 
assigned  to  the  Burglary  Detail  of  the  Detective  Bureau. 
Here  he  manifested  his  ability  as  a  detective  and  yanked 
many  a  burglar  out  of  circulation. 

Later  working  with  the  Homicide  Detail  he  won 
honors  for  solving  a  brutal  murder.  On  September  11, 
1946,  the  body  of  a  crippled  5>^  year  old  boy  was  dis- 
covered buried  in  an  asparagus  field  below  Stockton.  There 
wasn't  much  for  the  officers  to  work  on,  but  Detective 
Sergeant  McHugh  went  to  work  on  the  case  with  a  de- 
termination of  getting  the  person  responsible  for  the 
cruel  homicide.  By  some  long  hours,  following  many  leads, 
he  finally  settled  on  the  guilty  person,  it  being  a  young 
woman  named  Jeanette  Paz.  But  Jeanette  had  disap- 
peared some  time  before  he  arrived  at  this  decision.  More 
long  hours  were  used  up  in  locating  her  at  her  new 
address,  which  proved  to  be  in  Hollywood.  She  was 
taken  into  custody,  charged  with  murder,  tried  and  con- 
victed and  is  at  the  Tehachepi  Women's  prison. 

Since  he  assumed  charge  of  the  Police  Department 
Chief  McHugh  has  made  numerous  changes  and  has  some 
new  men  at  the  head  of  his  four  divisions. 

Last  September  following  the  sudden  death  of  Captain 
Jack  McNabb,  he  selected  Captain  M.  J.  Garibotto  to 
become  Captain  of  Detectives.  Captain  Parker  has  charge 
of  the  Record  Division.  Captain  Samuel  K.  King,  who  has 
been  in  charge  of  the  Traffic  Division  still  holds  that  post. 

Captain  C.  A.  Monk  is  in  charge  of  Patrol,  Training 


and  Training  Division,  also  looks  after  public  relations  and 
complaints.  The  handling  of  Police  Records  was  formerly 
included  in  his  duties  but  a  new  Record  Division  with  Cap- 
tain Parker  in  charge  has  been  created  by  Chief  .McHugh. 

All  these  Division  heads  have  been  given  sufficient  men 
to  staff  their  departments,  and  all  that  the  Chief  is  inter- 
ested in  is  to  get  results.  That  he  has  gotten  results  is 
evidenced  by  the  facts  as  revealed  by  the  police  records, 
that  crime  has  really  decreased  in  Stockton,  and  those 
arrested  for  criminal  offenses  brings  the  rate  of  clearances 
to  a  high  percentage. 

Stockton  is  no  open  town.  Sure  there  may  be  a  game 
being  sneaked  here  and  there  but  the  gents  who  run  them 
don't  sign  up  any  long  time  leases  for  their  illegal  opera- 
tions. A  lovelorn  person  seeking  some  female  companion- 
ship for  a  monetary  consideration  would  find  his  efforts 
almost  completely  fruitless,  because  the  damsels  of  the 
nights  are  scarce  indeed. 

You  find  a  spirit  of  good  fellowship  prevailing  among 
the  personnel  of  the  S.P.D.,  which  through  the  years  has 
been  a  big  factor  in  making  efficient  the  efforts  of  the 
men  who  look  after  enforcing  of  the  laws.  Anyone  having 
business  with  the  Police  Department  finds  their  visit  one 
in  which  courtesy  is  ever  present,  no  matter  whether  the 
visitor  is  a  working  man  or  one  of  affluence. 

Chief  McHugh,  during  his  28  years  as  a  police  officer 
has  learned  a  lot  about  his  profession,  and  is  now  in  a 
position  to  put  into  effect  the  better  things  he  has  learned 
throughout  his  career,  and  it  results  in  law  enforcement 
at  a  high  level  so  far  as  the  city  of  Stockton  is  concerned. 

Stockton's  Chief  of  Police  was  born  in  Oakdale,  on 
September  11,  1898.  In  1910,  with  his  parents,  he  moved 
to  Stockton,  where  after  going  through  the  public  schools 
he  went  to  work  for  the  Standard  Oil  Company  and  later 
with  the  Western  States  Gas  &  Electric  Company,  which 
has  been  absorbed  by  the  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Company. 

On  February  1,  1922,  he  joined  the  S.P.D.  At  that 
time  there  were  some  35  members.  Today  there  are  98. 

He  passed  through  the  ranks  in  the  following  order: 

Corporal,  Jan.  16,  1937;  Sergeant,  April  1,  1938;  De- 
tective Sergeant  (now  rated  Lieutenant),  December  16, 
1944,  and  Chief  April  1,  1949. 

His  mobile  equipment  consists  of  20  automobiles  and 
12  motorcycles.  They  are  all  fitted  out  with  3-way  radio 
furnished  by  the  FM  station  KMA  865  of  the  Stockton 
Police  Dept.,  which  is  supervised  by  Technician  Albert 
Gilbeau.  Four  more  cars  will  be  added  this  year.

It  is  a  well  established  that  the  Detective  Bureau  is  the 
heart  and  clearing  house  and  the  most  important  unit  of  a 
metropolitan  police  department.  To  successfully  maintain 
this  important  status  a  detective  bureau  must  have  a  compe- 
tent man,  one  who  uses  good  judgment  in  selecting  those  to 
serve  under  him,  one  who  is  experienced  in  all  phases  of 
law  enforcement  work,  one  who  knows  how  to  classify  a

crime  and  direct  his  men  to  solve  that  crime.  He  must  be  a 
walking  encyclopedia  in  matters  relative  to  crime  detection, 
such  as  modus  operandi,  fingerprints,  mugs,  and  records  of 
men  with  police  experience.  He  must  also  have  a  wide 
knowledge  of  the  laws,  federal,  state,  county  and  local,  and 
be  more  than  well  informed  on  the  laws  of  arrest,  and  the 
presentment  of  evidence  in  the  criminal  courts.  He  must  be 
able  to  quickly  appraise  any  evidence  gathered  at  a  crime, 
and  know  where  to  go  if  the  evidence  calls  for  scientific 
scrutiny,  to  have  its  worth  evaluated. 

It  does  not  lessen  his  success  if  he  knows  the  ways  of 
known  criminals  who  may  be  floating  around  the  country 
between  prison  trms. 

He  must  be  able  to  make  friends  among  the  law-abiding 
citizens  of  his  city,  and  be  well  versed  in  the  problems  of 
the  community,  particularly  law  enforcement.  He  must  have 
a  program  for  crime  prevention. 

Well,  Stockton  has  a  man  who  measures  high  in  these 
above  mentioned  requirements,  now  the  Captain  of  Detec- 
tives.  He  is  Mervin  J.  Garibotto,  Stockton  born  and  reared. 

Captain  Garibotto  was  born  on  October  8,  1908,  and  he 
has  not  only  the  qualifications  of  the  second  top  office  of  the 
SPD  in  the  matter  of  experience,  but  he  has  a  college  edu- 
cation, having  graduated  from  Stanford  University  with  an 
A.B.  degree,  and  two  years  study  in  Stanford's  law  college. 
At  Stanford  he  played  on  the  basketball  team  along  with 
Ernest  Nevers  of  all-time  All-American  football  fame. 


He  graduated  in  1930.  Two  years  later,  on  February  15, 
1932,  he  joined  the  Stockton  Police  Department  and  his  edu- 
cational background  made  itself  felt  from  the  first  day  he 
pinned  a  star  to  his  uniform  coat.  He  grasped  the  multiple 
problems  of  his  new  calling  with  alacrity  and  seeing  a  future 
in  the  way  of  promotions  from  patrolman  to  the  upper  ranks 
he  studied,  here  his  six  years  at  Stanford  stood  him  in  good 
stead.  He  headed  every  promotional  list  from  Sergeant  to 
Captain  in  which  he  sought  a  higher  rating. 

He  was  made  a  Sergeant  on  February  5,  1942,  Detective 
Sergeant  January  1,  1947  and  Captain  of  Detectives  on 
September  1,  1949. 

Captain  Garibotto  has  23  men  assigned  to  his  Bureau  and 
they  are  all  men  who  have  displayed  ability  to  work  on  any 
felony  case  assigned  them.  He  is  a  great  stickler  for  experi- 
ence, and  holds  that  only  through  experience  can  a  man  be 
able  to  utilize  such  scientific  deals  offered  those  seeking  to 
solve  a  crime. 

During  his  first  year  as  head  of  the  Detective  Bureau  there 
has  been  but  one  murder,  which  was  quickly  solved.  There- 
were  no  important  holdups  reported,  and  other  major  crimes 
are  shown  by  the  records  to  have  declined  over  the  previous 
years,  and  these  crimes  as  those  of  a  less  serious  nature  have 
a  clearance  of  arrests  higher  than  the  national  average  for 
large  cities  such  as  Stockton.  The  records  certainly  show  the 
Police  Department  is  functioning  at  a  high  level. 

During  his  18  years  as  a  police  officer  Captain  Garibotto 
has  figured  in  the  solution  of  numerous  crimes.  He  got  the 
first  conviction  of  an  abortion  charge  in  the  history  of  Stock- 
ton, that  was  in  1942.

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Capt.  Monk,  Stockton  P.D.  Progress  Was  Fast 


In  Captain  C.  A.  Monk,  the  Stockton  Police  Department 
has  a  40-year-old  man  who  has  progressed  from  a  patrolman 
to  the  highest  ranking  office  in  the  organization  in  12  years, 
a  record  not  often  equalled  in  any  other  Police  Department. 

Captain  Monk  is  the  head  of  the  patrol,  public  relations, 
personnel,  complaint  and  training  division  of  the  SPD.

He  is  another  Oakdale  boy  who  has  made  good  in  the 
big  city,  like  Chief  McHugh.  He  was  born  in  Oakdale, 
May  30,  1910,  went  through  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
city,  moved  to  Riverbank  and  came  to  Stockton  in  1933 
where  he  worked  as  a  refrigerating  engineer  for  the  Santa 
Fe  Railroad  Company. 

He  joined  the  Police  Department  on  February  15,  1939, 
advanced  to  a  Sergeancy  on  August  1,  1942,  made  a  Detec- 
tive Sergeant  January  1,  1946  and  a  Captain  on  January  1, 
1948.  In  his  promotional  examinations  he  always  ran  sec- 
ond to  Captain  M.  J.  Garibotto. 

His  first  assignment  as  a  Captain  was  made  by  former 
Chief  Rex  Barker,  when  he  formed  and  was  placed  in  charge 
of  the  Record  Division. 

Captain  Monk  is  a  well-built,  serious  and  studious  type  of 
man,  and  has  displayed  his  ability  to  assimilate  anything  of 
value  in  his  work  as  a  peace  officer.  He  has  served  well  as 
a  beat  man,  as  a  member  of  the  prowler  car  crews  and  as  a 
desk  sergeant.  He  by  practical  experience  and  study  has 
amassed  a  great  fund  of  knowledge  which  he  aptly  applies 
to  his  chosen  field  of  work,  and  he  is  a  most  valuable  man 
to  have  around. 

He  presented  the  idea  of  a  sliding  hour  where  seven  men 
are  detailed  to  serve  from  5  p.  m.  to  1  a.  m.,  in  addition  to 
the  regular  men  assigned  on  the  4  p.  m.  to  12  midnight 
watches.  This  force  of  seven  cover  any  section  of  the  city 
where  there  is  an  increase  of  crime  in  the  early  night  hours. 
It  has  proven  very  effective. 

He  has  under  him  65  officers,  and  they  all  know  what 


their  duties  are  for  they  have  been  thoroughly  trained  as  to 
just  what  to  do  under  all  circumstances,  for  all  new  men  are 
given  a  course  of  police  training  covering  every  phase  of  law 
enforcement.  Experts,  from  outside  the  city  are  brought  in 
to  instruct  the  new  officers  in  the  use  of  firearms,  judo,  first 
aid,  investigation,  law  of  arrests,  evidence,  writing  of  re- 
ports, court  appearances,  public  relations,  and  all  about  nar- 
cotics. The  training  does  not  stop  with  the  newcomers,  but 
for  five  years  the  men  must  take  inservice  training  and  these 
repeater  courses  are  as  thorough  as  the  initial  instructions. 

In  April,  1948,  the  then  Chief  Parker,  assigned  him  to  set 
up  a  record  bureau,  and  when  he  was  given  his  present  as- 
signment he  had  perfected  as  fine  a  record  bureau  that  could 
be  found  in  any  Police  Department  of  the  West.  He  has  fol- 
lowed the  ideas  as  promoted  by  the  FBI  and  he  assembled 
a  mass  of  records  and  indexed  them  for  ready  and  fast  pro- 
duction. This  division  has  since  been  transferred  to  Captain 
Parker,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  he  will  maintain  this  important 
unit  with  as  much  care  and  progress  as  had  Captain  Monk. 

In  public  relations  work  Captain  Monk  has  done  more 
than  his  share  in  bringing  favorable  appreciation  of  the 
work  of  the  Police  Department.  Through  the  schools,  col- 
leges, civic  organizations,  Parents-Teachers  Associations, 
fraternal  orders,  churches,  boys  clubs  he  has  built  up,  with 
his  speeches  and  demonstrations,  a  good  will  that  has  won 
from  the  law-abiding  citizens  of  Stockton  the  utmost  in  co- 
operation.

It  is  quite  evident  that  the  well  planned  program  of  Cap- 
tain Samuel  K.  King,  for  six  years  head  of  Stockton's  Police 
Traffic  Division  to  control  traffic  and  reduce  fatal  accidents 
are  paying  off.  Last  year  with  less  deaths  than  previous 
years,  for  131  days  running  there  wasn't  a  single  accident 
that  called  for  action  of  the  Coroner's  office.   This  year  to

February  21,  there  was  but  one  death.  At  the  same  period 
in  1949  two  had  been  killed.  There  were  no  fatalities  dur- 
ing the  Christmas  and  New  Year's  holidays. 

A  member  of  the  Police  Department  since  July  1,  1922, 
which  he  joined  two  years  after  coming  from  Provo,  Utah, 
where  he  joined  the  83rd  Field  Artillery  during  World 
War  I,  he  went  through  the  ranks  until  he  was  made  a  Cap- 
tain in  1944,  during  which  year  he  was  assigned  to  the  Traf- 
fic, by  former  Chief  Howard  Vogelsang.  He  was  a  scholar- 
ship which  enabled  him  to  take  a  22  weeks  course  in  the 
Northwestern  University  Traffic  Institute. 

When  he  returned  he  applied  the  knowledge  he  gained 
in  this  educational  experience  to  the  task  of  trying  to  make 
the  streets  of  Stockton  safer  for  motorists  and  pedestrians 
alike. 

He  found  enforcement  was  one  of  the  best  methods  of 
accomplishing  this  end.  He  depended  and  still  depends  on 
education  to  the  above,  and  he  has  a  well  trained  force  of  21 
officers  assigned  his  unit. 

He  has  six  cars  used  by  the  AIB  and  school  patrol.  Twelve 
motorcycles  are  used  in  his  enforcing  program.  He  will  get 
two  more  automobiles  this  year. 

The  Junior  School  Patrol  numbers  over  600  young  stu- 
dents and  they  have  the  past  year  maintained  the  splendid 
record  of  no  deaths  at  school  crossings,  from  automobile

accidents. 

Captain  King  has  introduced  many  innovations  in  his 
division,  and  among  them  is  his  system  of  record  having  to 
do  with  violators.  Once  a  man  or  woman  gets  a  ticket  for 
any  traffic  violations,  no  matter  how  small  the  offense  may 
be,  he  has  his  name  forever  on  the  rolls  of  the  Stockton 
Police  Department.  It  is  a  simple  matter  to  find  if  one  of 
them  gets  yanked  in  again  to  determine  if  he  had  been  ar- 
rested or  given  a  tag  previously.  It  makes  a  lot  of  difference 
in  the  treatment  in  the  way  of  punishment  if  a  person  is  a 
repeater,  and  the  seriousness  of  the  punishment  is  increased 
if  he  is  a  persistent  violator  of  traffic  laws. 

It  is  a  common  reply  to  the  query  of  a  man  arrested  for 
speeding,  reckless  driving,  drunken  driving  or  hit  run,  if  he- 
has  ever  been  taken  in  for  breaking  a  traffic  lay  to  say  "No." 
And  as  but  few  police  departments  keep  records  of  arrests 
or  tags  for  any  period  of  time  the  prisoner  usually  gets  away 
with  his  negative  answer.  But  not  the  Stockton  Police  De- 
partment. Captain  King  can  go  back  as  long  as  he  has  been 
in  charge  of  the  Traffic  Division  and  quickly  bring  forth  rec- 
ords that  show  the  accused  was  up  before  on  a  traffic  charge. 

He  has  over  3000  parking  meters  which  helps  handle  the 
traffic  that  flows  into  Stockton  in  such  a  great  stream  of 
automobiles.  Captain  King  has  demonstrated  through  his 
six  years  as  head  of  the  Traffic  Division  that  the  complex 
problems  of  traffic  are  in  good  hands.

Chief  of  Stockton  for  some  five  years,  he  decided  to  sepa-      sonora 
rate  from  the  Patrol  and  Training  Division  of  the  Bureau  of      


Records.  Under  Captain  C.  A.  Monk  this  unit  to  the  depart- 
ment had  grown  to  one  of  the  most  important  and  well 
maintained  branches  of  the  Police  Department. 

It  occupies  more  space  than  any  other  part  of  the  police 
organization.  It  is  furnished  with  files,  cabinets,  and  other 
equipment  designed  to  give  the  fullest  accessibility  to  the 
many  records  piled  up  in  a  going  and  successful  police  de- 
partment. One  does  not  have  to  stand  or  sit  around  a  long 
time  to  get  any  information  that  has  been  funnelled  into  the 
Record  Division.  It  is  patterned  along  the  lines  so  success- 
fully utilized  by  Director  John  Edgar  Hoover  and  his  great 
FBI,  and  which  the  Director  has  made  available  to  any  law 
enforcement  agency  desiring  to  use  it,  even  furnishing  com- 
petent men  to  help  install  the  system. 

Of  course,  Captain  Monk,  through  his  knowledge  of  po- 
lice work  made  some  additions  that  proved  beneficial  to  the 
Division,  and  Captain  Parker,  through  his  long  tenure  as 
a  member  of  the  Stockton  Police  Department,  which  in- 
cluded several  years  as  its  Chief  has  introduced  some  addi- 
tions that  are  very  helpful.

many  details,  large  and  small,  that  are  ever  present,  about 
compiling  and  maintaining  up-to-the-minute  records  of 
events  that  pop  up  day  after  day,  about  seeing  the  Chief  of  a 
Department  is  relieved  of  a  lot  of  routine  work,  and  who 


can  meet  people,  keep  the  respect  of  the  police  personnel  and 
have  an  encyclopedic  mind  and  who  does  not  get  much  news- 
paper publicity.  The  job  is  usually  designated  as  the  secre- 
tary to  the  Chief  or  the  secretary  of  the  department. 

The  Stockton  Police  Department  has  a  man  serving  as  de- 
partment secretary,  in  the  person  of  Lieutenant  V.  J.  Voit. 
Lieutenant  Voit  meets  all  the  stipulations  enumerated  in  the 
above  paragraph. 

Having  been  born  in  Valley  Springs,  a  small  community 
26  miles  from  Stockton,  he  landed  in  the  latter  city  and  after 
serving  in  World  War  I  from  September  9,  1917  to  April 
25,  1919  he  joined  the  Police  Department  less  than  two 
months  afterwards,  to  wit,  June  6,  1919. 

He  qualified  as  Sergeant  on  May  1,  1922  and  on  January 
1,  1946  became  a  Detective  Sergeant  and  Lieutenant.  He- 
was  appointed  Department  Secretary  in  1942,  and  has  served 
under  three  Chiefs  of  Police — Howard  Vogelsang,  Rex 
Parker  and  Richard  McHugh.

Earl  Dierking,  former  Vallejo  chief  of  police  and  for 
more  than  20  years  a  prominent  law  enforcement  officer 
in  Solano  County,  has  announced  his  candidacy  for  the 
office  of  sheriff'  of  Solano  County  at  the  June  6  primary 
election.    Dierking  made  his  announcement  recently,  a  few

days  after  Sheriff  Jack  Thornton  had  announced  that  he 
would  not  be  a  candidate  to  succeed  himself. 

In  making  his  announcement,  Dierking  said: 

"With  a  background  of  23  years  of  law  enforcement 
experience,  both  practical  and  administrative,  1  feel  that  1 
am  qualified  to  handle  this  important  position.  Before 
making  the  decision  to  become  a  candidate,  I  have  con- 
sulted main  leaders  throughout  Solano  County  and  they 
have  assured  me  of  their  belief  in  my  ability  to  administer 
the  affairs  of  the  office  of  sheriff  in  a  creditable  manner.  It 
would  be  my  purpose  to  conduct  this  office  in  an  impartial 
and  efficient  manner  for  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of 
Solano  County  and  to  continue  the  high  standards  set  by 
Sheriff  Jack  Thornton  during  his  many  years  in  office.  I 
realize  it  will  be  difficult  to  live  up  to  the  wonderful  rec- 
ord he  has  established,  but  his  high  standards  and  policies 
will  be  adhered  to.  The  law  will  be  enforced  without 
fear  or  favor." 

Dierking  is  a  native  of  Biggs  in  Butter  County.  He 
attended  and  graduated  from  Tranquility  High  School  in 
Fresno  County  and  later  attended  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia. He  came  to  Vallejo  in  1920.  He  was  married  in 
1925  to  Claudia  Lee  Laman,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mis. 
L.  R.  Laman,  845  Louisiana  Street. 

In  August,  1927,  Dierking  was  appointed  a  patrolman 
in  the  Vallejo  Police  Department.  He  received  his  basic 
training  under  Chief  of  Police  W.  T.  Stanford,  one  of 
the  outstanding  law  enforcement  officials  in  the  country. 

After  attaining  the  rank  of  sergeant,  he  was  appointed 
in  1935  to  the  position  of  Criminal  and  Civil  Deputy 
Sheriff   by    Sheriff   Jack  Thornton.     In    this   capacity,   he 


made  his  home  in  Suisun  and  remained  there  until  July, 
1940,  when  he  was  appointed  Chief  of   Police  of  Vallejo. 

He  held  this  office  during  the  trying  war  years  and  re- 
ceived numerous  recommendations,  both  w  ritten  and  ver- 
bal, from  Naval  officers.  Federal  and  State  officials,  law 
enforcement  officers,  and  citizens  for  administering  the 
police  problems  in  an  able  and  efficient  manner.  He 
streamlined  the  functions  of  the  department  and  estab- 
lished Bureaus  of  Inspection,  Identification,  Juvenile, 
Traffic  and  Communications.  During  his  administration, 
the  department  expanded  from  20  officers  to  a  personnel 
of  58  people. 

As  Chief  of  Police,  he  was  particularly  interested  in  the 
juvenile  problem  and  was  instrumental  in  having  the  late 
Howard  Vatsie,  then  Chief  of  Police  of  Fairfield,  ap- 
pointed as  juvenile  officer.  He  improved  the  radio  system, 
equipped  all  cars  with  two-way  radio.  He  insisted  on 
police  training  for  officers  and  held  numerous  training 
programs  for  the  department  and  cooperated  with  train- 
ing programs  conducted  by  the  San  Francisco  Police  De- 
partment, the  University  of  California,  Stanford  Univer- 
sity and  the  FBI. 

Dierking  left  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police  on  June  16, 
1948,  and  on  October  15  of  that  year  was  appointed  Con- 
stable of  Vallejo  Township  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
He  now  holds  that  position. 

He  now  is  past  president  of  the  Bay  Counties'  Peace 
Officers'  Association  and  is  a  past  president  of  the  Solano 
County  Peace  Officers  Association.  He  is  a  past  president 
of  the  Fairfield  Lions  Club  and  has  served  on  many  com- 
mittees for  the  California  State  Peace  Officers'  Associa- 
tion. He  is  a  member  of  the  Elks,  the  Masons,  Eagles, 
Ixnights  of  Pythias,  Redmen  and  the  Vallejo  Lions  Club. 

The  Dierkings  have  three  children:  John  Dierking,  23, 
now  attending  San  Francisco  City  College  studying  jour- 
nalism ;  Richard,  21,  now  is  a  student  at  California  State 
Polytechnic  College.  Both  also  saw  extensive  service  in 
the  Army  during  World  War  II. 

A  daughter,  Nuella,  13,  now  is  attending  Vallejo  High 
School.  She  has  made  an  enviable  record  in  swimming 
under  the  direction  of  Charles  Sava,  noted  San  Francisco 
swimming  coach.

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WHAT  IS  A  POLICE  DEPARTMENT? 

By    ROBERT    F.    Malberg,    Chief    of   Police    of   Las   Vegas,  Nevada 


Historic  Background 

The  American  police  system  had  its  beginning  in 
England.  The  good  King  Albeit  in  the  last  quarter  of 
the  ninth  century  made  every  free  man  the  pledge  ( Bail 
or  Sponsor)  for  the  good  behavior  of  his  neighbor  in  the 
same  group  in  his  community.  Freemen  who  held  no 
land  were  required  to  group  themselves  into  "tythings" 


Chief  Robert  F.  M.u.berc; 

(ten  families  to  a  tything)  under  a  chief  tythingman 
elected  from  their  own  group  in  order  to  be  worth  security 
for  their  pledge.  The  chief  tythingman  was  held  respon- 
sible for  raising  an  alarm  called  the  "hue  and  cry"  when 
a  felon  or  escaped  suspect  was  known  to  be  at  large.  A 
group  of  ten  tythings  with  a  responsible  head  was  called 
a  "hundred."  A  "shire"  (county)  was  a  group  of  hun- 
dreds under  a  "shire-reeve,"  the  forerunner  of  the  modern 
sheriff.  The  shire-reeve  at  this  time  was  the  supreme 
judicial  authority  in  the  county  and  was  in  control  of  the 
militia.  All  men  went  armed ;  hence  the  militia  was  vir- 
tually the  posse  comitatus,  or  able-bodied  men  of  the 
country. 

Although  this  early  police  structure  was  sound  in  many 
respects,  it  was  an  emergency  organization,  and  not  suit- 
able to  maintaining  continuous  order  in  an  urban  environ- 
ment. It  was  extensive  rather  than  intensive  in  its 
approach  to  its  problems,  yet  it  did  place  definite  respon- 
sibilities on  small  manageable  groups,  each  with  a  leader 
accountable  to  a  head  who  controlled  several  such  units. 
In  this  way  definite  men  were  charged  with  and  held 
responsible  for,  certain  clearly  defined  public  duties  in  the 
interest  of  a  more  orderly  society. 

The  Normans  in  England,  1066-1154,  made  important 
use  of  the  institutions  set  up  by  the  Saxon  kings.   William 


the  Conqueror  centralized  authority  in  the  throne  by  mili- 
tarizing the  civil  feudal  arrangements  of  the  Saxons. 
Local  courts  of  the  hundreds  and  shires  were  placed  under 
control  of  the  King's  Court  through  the  appointment  of 
"Vicecomes,"  traveling  or  circuit  judges  who  held  "Courts 
of  Tourn"  at  prescribed  times  and  places.  Jury  trial  first 
began  with  the  assize  of  Clarendon  of  Henry  II,  in  1166. 
I  he  "jury  of  presentment"  originating  at  about  this  time 
gave  rise  to  our  modern  grand  jury. 

First    Police    Patrol 

"Petty  constables"  are  mentioned  by  Henry  II  in  a  writ 
in  1252  concerning  an  established  London  police  force 
known  as  the  "Watch  and  Ward."  This  is  the  first  record 
of  a  systematic  routine  police  patrol.  The  watch  and 
ward  was  a  group  of  householders  appointed  in  rotation 
from  a  roster  and  service  was  compulsory.  Paid  deputies 
were  allowed  to  be  substituted,  however,  but  these  were 
carelessly  chosen  and  often  themselves  criminals. 

This  system  was  replaced  in  1263  by  the  appointment 
of  a  "standing  watch"  or  permanent  police  force  and  paid 
for  by  the  city  of  London.  In  a  few  years  definite  duties 
were  laid  upon  the  watch.  The  watchmen,  or  bellmen, 
carried  a  lantern  and  staff.  Their  superior  officer,  the 
constable,  carried  a  staff.  The  watchmen  reported  to 
their  constable  for  inspection  when  going  off  duty.  Ruf- 
fians harassed  these  unfortunate  officials  and  plagued  their 
existence  in  the  large  cities.  The  protection  afforded  by 
them  was  so  poor  that  only  the  most  courageous  citizens 
ventured  upon  the  streets  after  dark  on  moonless  nights, 
until  in  1736  London  levied  a  general  tax  for  glass  street 
lamps.  It  was  1807  before  gas  lamps  were  used  to  light 
London's  streets.  Few  fundamental  changes  were  made 
in  this  inefficient  and  ineffective  system  of  watch  and  ward 
until  Peel's  police  reform  in  1829. 

The  American  colonists  brought  with  them  the  watch 
and  ward  in  vogue  in  the  England  of  their  time.  Parish 
constables  were  responsible  for  a  civilian  night  watch,  and 
this  was  supplemented  by  a  military  guard.  In  New 
York  under  an  official  who  watched  for  violations  of  laws 
and  ordinances,  and  a  rattle  watch,  so  called  because 
watchmen  carried  rattles.  These  were  replaced  by  the 
constables'  watch  under  the  English. 

The  inadequacies  of  the  night  watch  became  apparent 
as  the  nineteenth  century  advanced,  and  the  organization, 
which  was  by  wards  and  districts,  showed  its  obvious 
weaknesses.  Selection  of  personnel  was  by  political  pre- 
ferment, a  further  contributing  factor  to  the  ineffective- 
ness of  the  system. 

Boston    Originates    Shifts 

A  day  police  force  was  first  adopted  in  Boston  in  1838, 
when  six  men  were  placed  on  separate  day  duty  without 
any  connection  with  the  night  watch.    This  arrangement

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MODERNIZATION  PROGRAM  FOR 
STATE  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  TELETYPE  SYSTEM

Convention  in  Sacramento,  last  October. 


1  am  going  to  talk  briefly  about  the  state  teletypewriter 
system.  All  of  you  people  are  familiar  with  this  system, 
you  use  it  every  day  in  your  law  enforcement  activities,  so 
I  know  it  needs  no  introduction.  I  am  hopeful,  as  a  result 
of  what  I  say  here,  that  you  will  have  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  plans  developed  jointly  by  the  Department 
of  Justice,  the  Division  of  Communications,  and  the  Tele- 
phone Company  to  bring  about  a  major  expansion  of  the 
present  system  and  its  complete  modernization. 

When  1  talked  on  this  subject  at  Yosemite  Valley  in 
May  at  the  Sheriff's  convention,  the  program  I  am  going 
to  talk  about  today  was  merely  in  its  planning  stages.  I 
am  happy  to  report  we  now  have  a  firm  order  to  under- 
take expansion  and  modernization,  the  equipment  has  been 
ordered,  and  is  under  manufacture,  and  if  all  goes  well, 
this  whole  program  will  be  a  realization  early  in  1950. 

Probably  to  set  the  stage  for  a  better  mutual  under- 
standing of  what  has  been  proposed  and  why  it  may  be 
well  to  briefly  review  the  historical  background  of  the  sys- 
tem. As  many  of  you  know,  the  system  was  established  in 
1932,  by  legislative  action  to  handle  law  enforcement  traf- 
fic only.  In  19.55,  the  law  was  amended  to  permit  State 
administrative  agencies  to  make  joint  use  of  the  system. 
This  obviously  introduced  substantially  greater  volumes 
of  traffic  into  the  system. 

We  have  come  a  long  way  since  1932,  at  which  time 
there  were  22  stations,  exchanging  about  200  messages 
daily.  Today  stations  have  grown  to  89  and  the  messages 
to  2000.  It  has  not  been  a  significant  growth  but  a  steady 
growth,  and  this  growth  has  presented  main'  problems  to 
the  Telephone  Company  and  to  the  Department  of  Jus- 
tice, and  probably  a  lot  of  irritation  to  you  people  when 
you  were  delayed  in  transmitting  messages  from  your  sta- 
tion. Present  legislative  action  has  authorized  adding  19 
additional  stations  increasing  the  total  from  89  to  108 
stations.  You  people  can  feel  justly  proud  of  this  progress. 
The  108  station  system  in  California  compares  favorably 
in  size  to  similar  systems  in  some  of  the  larger  eastern 
states,  for  example,  New  York  with  116  stations,  New- 
Jersey  with  119,  and  Pennsylvania  with  132. 

The  first  point  I  am  going  to  talk  about  is  the  conver- 
sion of  the  present  teletypewriter  system  from  manual  to 
semi-automatic  opertaion.  Three  relay  centers  are  cur- 
rently in  operation :  One  in  Los  Angeles,  one  in  Sacra- 
mento, and  one  in  San  Francisco  serving  89  teletypewriter 
stations;  84  located  in  California,  2  in  Las  Vegas,  and  1 
in  Yuma,  Arizona.  Much  of  the  relay  center  equipment 
now  in  operation  has  become  obsolete  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  it  was  installed  before  the  war  and  further  it  was  not 
designed  to  handle  the  heavy  increase  in  the  number  of 
stations  and  the  proportionately  heavier  increase  in  the 
volume  of  teletypewriter  traffic.    Under  the  proposal,  the 


obsolete  equipment  will  be  eliminated  and  new  equipment 
of  modern  design,  including  many  automatic  features,  will 
be  installed.  1  he  proposal  also  contemplates  relocation  of 
the  present  centers  to  larger  quarters  in  Los  Angeles  and 
in  Sacramento  and  the  elimination  of  San  Francisco  as  a 
major  control  point.  Elimination  of  San  Francisco  is  done 
in  the  interest  of  speed  of  transmission  ;  the  less  number  of 
relay  centers  the  faster  messages  flow  to  their  destination. 
I  realize  that  what  happens  in  the  relay  centers  is  not  of 
too  much  concern  to  you  people,  but  if  you  understand 
that  we  are  expanding  and  modernizing  these  centers  you 
can  more  readily  visualize  that  we  are  doing  something 
about  making  this  a  better  system  for  you.  What  you  are 
primarily  interested  in  is  the  change  in  method  of  opera- 
tion at  your  outlying  teletypewriter  station.  How  does 
this  modernization  program  affect  me? 

I  think  I  can  best  illustrate  this  point  by  citing  an  ex- 
ample of  what  happens  on  an  outgoing  call  and  on  an  in- 
coming call.  At  present  to  originate  a  message  from  your 
station  you  turn  on  the  motor,  dial  seven  digits,  and  wait 
for  the  center  to  acknowledge  by  typing  "GA"  for  go 
ahead.  At  the  conclusion  you  also  wait  for  an  acknowledg- 
ment of  its  receipt  by  the  center.  This  is  a  slow  cumber- 
some operation.  Under  the  proposal,  you  dial  one  digit, 
which  automatically  turns  on  your  machine,  automatically 
connects  you  with  the  center,  you  transmit  your  message 
and  at  its  conclusion  you  obtain  an  automatic  acknowledg- 
ment of  its  receipt  back  from  the  center.  There  is  no  delay 
or  waiting.  Similarly  on  an  incoming  call,  the  center  now 
waits  for  an  acknowledgment  at  the  start  of  messages  and 
at  the  conclusion  of  messages.  Lender  the  proposal,  the 
center  dials  one  digit,  which  automatically  brings  your  sta- 
tion on  the  line,  excludes  all  other  stations  on  the  same 
circuit,  automatically  transmits  the  messages  to  you  and, 
at  the  conclusion,  obtains  an  automatic  acknowledgment 
of  its  receipt  and  turns  off  your  machine. 

Installation  of  this  new  and  modern  equipment  in  the 
relay  centers  together  with  the  installation  of  these  several 
automatic  features  and  obviously  re-enforcement  and  re- 
arrangement of  many  heavily  loaded  circuits  should  sub- 
stantially increase  the  capacity  of  the  present  system. 

Someone  may  ask  why  didn't  the  Telephone  Company 
propose  a  fully  automatic  and  that  is  a  perfectly  fair 
question.  There  are  two  very  realistic  reasons  why  we 
didn't:  One  was  the  exactness  of  operation  a  fully  auto- 
matic operation  imposes  upon  you  at  your  station  and  the 
other  is  cost. 

In  the  first  instance,  we  found  in  a  survey  of  the  89 
stations  associated  with  the  system  that  in  general  stations 
in  the  daytime  were  operated  by  competently  trained  at- 
tendants but  in  the  evening  deputies  operated  the  machines

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Death  of  Chief  O'Brien 

By  the  Editor 
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When  on  the  morning  of  January  31,  the  word  was 
flashed  that  Chief  Robert  E.  O'Brien  of  San  Mateo  had 
suddenly  died  of  a  heart  attack,  the  shock  of  the  sudden 
passing  of  one  of  the  outstanding  peace  officers  and  Police 
Chiefs  on  the  West  Coast  was  not  confined  to  his  home  city, 
where  be  was  born  and  reared.   It  was  equally  appalling  to

all  cities  of  the  bay  area  and  of  the  State  of  California. 
For  no  man,  given  to  law  enforcement,  had  achieved  the 
high  place  Chief  O'Brien  had  reached  in  his  42  years  of 
life  on  this  earth.  No  man  was  better  equipped  with  the 
character,  the  ability,  the  loyalty,  the  integrity  and  the 
honesty  of  San  Mateo's  late  Chief. 

Born  in  San  Mateo  on  September  7,  1907,  his  parents, 
who  passed  away  during  the  past  two  years,  were  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  John  B.  O'Brien. 

He  attended  public  schools  in  his  native  city,  graduating 
in  1926  from  the  San  Mateo  High  School,  after  which  he 
became  a  clerk  with  the  Smith  Lumber  Company  in  San 
Francisco.  He  was  an  outstanding  football  player  at  high 
school,  and  was  a  member  of  the  team  which  brought  the 
first  championship  to  the  SMHS. 

After  working  with  the  Smith  Lumber  Company  for 
four  years  he  joined  the  San  Mateo  Police  Department  in 
1930,  and  attended  the  San  Francisco  Law  School,  taking 
night  courses,  in  which  he  specialized  in  criminal  law.  In 
1935  he  attended  the  San  Jose  State  College's  school  for 
peace  officers.  In  1936  he  was  married,  and  he  is  survived 
by  his  widow  Claire,  a  son  Jack,  12,  and  a  daughter, 
Margo,  6. 

In  March,  1944,  following  the  death  of  former  Chief 
Thomas  Burke,  Robert  O'Brien,  who  had  risen  to  the 
rank  of  Inspector,  was  because  of  the  thorough  manner 
he  carried  on  the  duties  of  this  the  then  second  highest 


post  of  the  SMPD,  selected  to  fill  the  position  of  Chief  of 
Police. 

From  the  outset  he  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  the 
choice.  He  aimed  to  get  adequate  headquarters  for  his 
department,  and  he  saw  his  dream  fulfilled  less  than  two 
years  ago  when  the  old  city  hall  was  virtually  turned  over 
to  him  and  his  force.  It  has  been  turned  into  a  modern 
police  stattion,  where  every  modern  method  used  for  law 
enforcement  will  be  found.  He  has  worked  successfully 
for  better  wages  for  the  men  who  work  under  him  and  no 
police  department  members  have  better  working  condi- 
tions. He  has  established  a  record  for  enforcing  the  laws 
of  the  land  which  any  man  might  well  be  highly  pleased, 
and  he  has  kept  abreast  of  every  advancement  to  make  a 
city  safe  for  all  law  abiding  citizens. 

He  was  a  firm  believer  that  the  best  way  to  prevent 
crime  was  to  stop  it  among  the  growing  youths,  and  in 
this  he  had  won  for  himself  a  most  laudable  reputation. 
His  work  among  the  boys  of  San  Mateo  has  become  a 
beacon  which  all  others  interested  in  this  activity  strive  to 
emulate.  He  felt  that  it  was  a  lot  better  to  have  boys 
meeting  on  friendly  terms  with  the  police  officers  than  to 
have  them  brought  in  for  some  breach  of  the  laws.  He 
formed  the  Boys'  Club  in  his  home  town  and  got  the  city 
council  and  the  city  manager  to  allot  the  basement  of  the 
new  headquarters  to  the  use  of  the  boys.  Various  forms 
of  recreation  were  provided,  instructors  in  boxing,  wrest- 
ling, use  of  firearms,  and  other  things  boys  love  so  well, 
were  provided  by  Chief  O'Brien.  He  had  to  have  help  in 
this  worthwhile  project,  and  he  had  no  trouble  in  getting 
it  from  public  spirited  citizens  and  organizations  who 
knew  how  solid  was  the  man  asking  for  their  assistance. 

When  it  is  known  that  visitations  of  over  35,000  annu- 
ally is  made  by  the  boys,  irrespective  of  race,  color  or 
creed,  it  is  easy  to  understand  why  there  is  no  juvenile 
delinquency  problem  in  San  Mateo.  The  boys  come  to  the 
police  station  and  they  are  treated  in  a  manner  that  soon 
has  them  calling  police  officers  by  their  first  names,  and 
Chief  O'Brien  was  no  exception,  for  nearly  all  the  boys 
who  took  advantage  of  the  splendid  opportunity  he  had 
offered  them  to  use  their  spare  time  in  healthful  and  con- 
structive activities,  called  him  "Bob."  No  higher  tribute 
could  any  man  want. 

So  successful  was  his  work  in  his  Boys'  Club  that  for 
some  time  he  has  served  on  the  San  Mateo  County  Proba- 
tion Commission. 

He  solved  some  of  the  biggest  headline  crimes  of  the 
county  during  his  services  as  a  police  officer.  Two  of  these 
crimes  were  the  Thora  Chamberlain  kidnaping  and  mur- 
der, and  it  was  through  Chief  O'Brien's  extraordinary 
ability  that  Thomas  H.  McMonigle  was  arrested  and  con- 
victed. He  also  was  responsible  for  the  arrest  and  con- 
viction of  Florencio  Alcalde  for  a  murder  in  1942  in  Santa

On  February  4.  two  days  following  the  funeral  of  Chief 
Robert  O'Brien,  City  Manager  Arthur  B.  Sullivan  of  the 
city  of  San  .Mateo  announced  the  appointment  of  Deputy 
Chief  Martin  C.  McDonnell  to  fill  the  vacancy  of  Chief 
of  Police  created  by  the  death  of  Chief  O'Brien,

The  City  Manager  stated  in  making  the  announcement 
of  the  appointment  that  the  five  members  of  the  City 
Council  concurred  with  the  selection.  The  new  Chief  was 
sworn  in  by  Municipal  Judge  Francis  N.  Murphy  on  the 
evening  of  February  6. 

No  better  man  could  have  been  found  to  take  charge  of 
the  Police  Department  of  San  Mateo.  Martin  McDon- 
nell in  accepting  the  appointment  displayed  his  fine  char- 
acter in  his  letter  of  acceptance  to  City  Manager  Sullivan, 
in  which  he  said : 

"I  acknowledge  and  thank  you  for  your  letter  offering 
me  the  appointment  to  the  position  of  Chief  of  Police  of 
this  city. 

"I  am  particularly  grateful  for  the  fine  sentiments 
which  you  express  in  your  letter  concerning  me,  and  I  ac- 
cept your  offer  of  appointment  as  Chief. 

"I  do  so  with  a  feeling  of  humility  and  with  the  firm 
resolution  to  give  the  people  of  San  Mateo  the  same  type 
of  law  enforcement  which  we  were  so  fortunate  to  receive 
from  our  late  beloved  Chief  Robert  Emmett  O'Brien. 

"His  contributions  to  the  welfare  of  this  city  and  to  its 
people  is  beyond  measurement,  and  because  of  my  long 
association  with  him,  and  my  own  personal  knowledge  of 
the  worth  of  his  service,  I  have  a  keen  realization  of  the 
task  that  lies  before  me." 

Chief  McDonnell  was  born  in  San  Francisco  41  years 
ago,  and  moved  to  San  Mateo  in  1919.  There  he  attended 
grammar  school  and  graduated  from  the  San  Mateo  High 
School. 

He  became  a  member  of  the  SMPD  on  July  30,  1930, 


and  from  then  on,  through  his  able  law  enforcement  work, 
he  rapidly  climbed  to  the  highest  rank  in  the  Department. 
He  became  a  Captain  on  May  1,  1942,  and  on  January  1, 
1948  he  was  appointed  to  the  newly  created  position  of 
Deputy  Chief,  which  rank  he  held  at  the  time  of  the  pass- 
ing of  Chief  O'Brien. 

On  July  16,  1943,  he  joined  the  navy  serving  as  a  petty 
officer  with  the  navy  shore  patrol  through  the  rest  of  the 
last  world  war.  He  was  honorably  discharged  on  January 
16,  1946,  when  he  returned  to  his  place  in  the  police  de- 
partment. 

He  has  a  long  background  of  training  in  police  work,  in- 
cluding three  months  at  the  San  Jose  State  College  Police 
Academy  in  1937,  with  Chief  O'Brien;  a  vocational  train- 
ing course  for  the  teaching  of  police  subjects  given  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  and  upon  completion  of  which 
he  was  certified  by  the  state  for  teacher  training;  two 
courses  in  advanced  police  methods  at  the  University  of 
California  under  the  auspices  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation  and  the  State  Board  of  Education  (1941). 
He  also  was  in  charge  of  the  local  civilian  defense  pro- 
gram from  its  start  in  1941  until  his  entry  into  the  Navy 
in  1943. 

The  salary  of  the  Chief  will  be  $495  per  month. 
A  civil  service  examination  will  be  held  to  fill  the  post 
of  Deputy  Chief,  in  which  Captains,  Lieutenants  and  In- 
spectors will  be  eligible  to  take. 

He  and  his  wife  Ellen  and  two  children  Gerald  Grif- 
fin, 2\ />,  and  Mary  Ellen,  1 '  _;,  reside  at  215  North  Elles- 
worth  Avenue,  San  Mateo. 

This  writer  has  known  Chief  McDonnell  for  many 
years,  has  watched  his  progress  in  the  profession  of  law 
enforcement  and  we  predict  he  will  measure  up  to  the 
record  of  the  two  preceding  chiefs  of  San  Mateo,  Thomas 
Burke  and  Robert  E.  O'Brien,  have  set.  He  is  a  man 
whose  honesty,  integrity,  ability  and  human  understanding 
are  well  established,  and  when  it  comes  to  doing  police 
work  he  has  the  courage,  the  strength  and  the  will  to 
earn-  out  the  many  demands  of  law  enforcement. 

He  will  cary  on  the  great  work  Chief  O'Brien  had 
done  for  the  young  people  of  his  city,  and  the  Boys'  Club 
in  the  basement  of  Police  Headquarters  will  continue  to 
give  haven  to  the  youths,  where  they  learn  to  love  and 
respect  police  officers  instead  of  fearing  and  hating  them. 
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THE  CANDID   FRIEND

"No  man  should  be  sworn  in  as  a  police  officer  unless 
he  is  a  graduate  of  a  recognized  police  school." 

This  expression  from  a  well  known  police  executive 
called  for  an  explanation — and,  there  and  then,  I  listened 
to  a  lengthy  list  of  the  pitfalls  strewn  wide  open  for  the 
rookie  police  officer  without  training. 

Being  more  or  less  an  avowed  advocate  of  the  old-time 
system,  in  any  line  of  business,  of  "learning  the  hard  way," 
by  expensive  experience,  I  casually  said:  "Some  forty 
years  ago  there  were  no  police  schools,  but  you  have  to 
admit  you  were  very-  successful." 

My  friend  grinned  and  said :  "Just  luck  in  my  case ; 
and  the  diamond-in-the-rough  slogans  of  the  oldtimers  in 
uniforms  made  the  old  time  police  department,  have  had 
the  miraculous  success  they  enjoyed." 

Admitting  that  all  through  our  great  country  men  have 
climbed  to  immense  heights  through  the  use  of  common 
sense  and  experience,  I  abruptly  asked  my  friend  as  to 
what  good,  if  any,  he  derived  from  the  few  rough  dia- 
monds of  advice  he  had  received  from  the  old  timers  in 
his  first  week  in  the  department,  some  forty  years  ago. 

In  a  happy,  reminiscent  mood  my  friend  replied:  "You 
knew  old  Sergeant  X.  I  always  have  a  most  kindly  feeling 
for  him,  After  learning  my  name  and  the  fact  that  I  was 


assigned  to  his  watch,  he  called  me  aside.  After  a  few 
minutes  looking  me  over  he  said  there  was  no  use  in  giv- 
ing advice  to  anyone  over  twenty-one.  Gruff,  old  Sergeant 
X  paused  again  and  said  :  'After  tonight  you  are  on  your 
own.  Always  keep  your  eyes  and  ears  busy,  but  give  plenty 
of  rest  to  your  tongue.'  Then  he  told  me  to  line  up  for 
roll  call," 

We  both  agreed  that  the  old  sergeant  had  fired  quite  a 
salvo  of  truth  at  his  young  rookie  about  being  observant 
and  a  good  listener.  My  friend,  who  is  well  known  for  his 
reticence,  said  he  soon  learned  that  the  average  person 
whether  he  be  a  complaining  citizen  or  a  hardened  crimi- 
nal,  prefers  to  do   the  talking  rather  than   the  listening. 

He  then  recounted  outstanding  instances  in  which  his 
following  of  the  old  Sergeant's  advice  actually  resulted 
in  either  the  arrest  or  conviction  of  clever  criminals. 

From  experience  I  knew  that  a  very  large  number  of 
people  talk  themselvves  into  Folsom  or  San  Quentin  ;  but, 
from  my  friend's  admission  of  making  himself  the  trained 
listener  that  he  is,  it  suddenlv  dawned  on  me  that  his 
uniform  practice  of  letting  the  other  fellow  have  his  say 
is  a  major  factor  of  the  popularity  he  enjoys. 


S.   F.   OFFICER  LOGAN  A   HERO 

When  it  comes  to  facing  every  danger  in  the  perfor- 
mance of  their  duty,  San  Francisco  policemen  have  proved 
time  and  time  again,  that  they  are  second  to  none  in  this 
country.  It  may  be  a  mad  man  running  amok;  it  may  be  a 
gunman  trying  to  shoot  his  way  out  of  capture;  it  may  be 
a  man,  woman  or  child  falling  into  the  bay  or  out  in  the 
ocean;  it  may  be  some  one  is  endangered  by  a  driverless 
car  that  has  broken  loose,  or  it  may  be  someone  is  in  a 
building  that  is  afire,  and  cut  off  from  escape. 

Well,  on  September  1 1  there  was  a  fire  in  a  cottage 
at  3367  Twenty-second  street.  Here  was  the  fearlessness 
of  a  San  Francisco  police  officer  given  public  notice.

Then  he 
was  apprised  of  the  fact  that  Miss  Mary  Munnes  mother, 
Mrs  Pilor  Munnes,  was  still  in  the  house.  Officer  Logan 
dashed  back,  through  the  inferno,  located  the  woman  who 
was  near  unconsciousness  and  brought  her  out. 

The  history  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department 
is  studded  by  instances  of  this  kind,  and  those  who  have 
contributed  to  this  record  have  been  well  recognized,  as 
we  know  Officer  Logan  will  be  recognized.

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Associated  Public 
Communication  Officers  was  held  in  Martinez  on  Feb- 
ruary 9,  1950.  Our  host  being  George  Burton  of  the 
Contra  Costa  Sheriff's  Office. 

The  business  session  was  called  to  order  by  the  presi- 
dent, Walter  Keller,  with  30  members  and  guests  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  January  meeting  were  read  and 
approved. 

President  Keller  next  called  for  a  treasurer's  report. 
The  Treasurer,  Charles  Simpson,  stated  he  took  over  the 
Treasurer's  office  with  $400.  $32.50  in  back  dues  and 
$47.00  for  1950  dues  has  been  collected  to  date.  The 
Ladies  Night  cost  $150.  The  balance  on  hand  at  this 
time  is  $329.55. 

President  Keller  next  called  for  the  Frequency  and 
Engineering  Committee  report.  Chairman  McMurphy 
presented  requests  from  the  following: 

The  Town  of  Emeryville — 1  channel  in  the  152-  162 
mc  band.   Granted  158.85  mcs. 

The  City  of  Woodland  to  operate  a  Land  station  on 
155.85  mc,  their  present  mobile  frequency. 

The  above  requests  were  approved. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  address  letters  to  the 
Chiefs  of  Police  of  Redding,  North  Sacramento,  and 
Stockton  advising  them  of  their  need  to  request  a  change 
in  their  present  frequency  to  a  Non-Maritime  Mobile 
frequency. 

Jim  Lewis  stated  that  the  City  of  San  Anselmo  was 
cleared  39.74  and  39.82  Mcs  at  the  June,  1949,  meeting, 
but  was  overlooked  and  a  formal  request  was  never  made. 
On  a  motion  by  Lewis,  2nd  by  Mason,  the  City  of  San 
Anselmo  was  granted  clearance  on  39.74  and  39.82  Mcs. 

The  City  of  Eureka  was  also  granted  clearance  on  a 
frequency  of  156.09  mcs  pending  a  formal  request. 

President  Keller  asked  for  a  report  from  the  Incorpora- 
tion Committee.  Chairman  Simpson  stated  that  the  matter 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Attorney  and  that  a  design  for 
a  seal  will  be  needed. 

The  Education  Committee  next  gave  a  report.  Chair- 
man McMurphy  reported  on  the  progress  made  at  the 
meeting  held  at  Santa  Rita  on  the  2nd  of  February.  They 
hoped  to  have  the  program  outline  completed  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  group. 

F.  V.  Sloan  of  the  FCC  was  called  upon  to  report  upon 
requests  from  the  FCC  for  Public  Safety  Emergency 
Communication  plans.  He  stated  that  the  Regional  Office 
had  instructed  him  to  request  these  plans  from  all  the 
large  Public  Safety  Agencies. 

President  Keller  called  next  on  George  Maki  for  a 
report  on  the  Point-to-Point  System.  Mr.  Maki  stated 
he  was   going  to  Washington   in  a  week  and  only  had 


5  of  the  estimated  25  CP's.  As  many  of  these  as  possible 
should  be  submitted  to  him  prior  to  his  departure.  A 
survey  of  the  members  showed  he  would  have  about  20 
CP  before  he  departs. 

He  stated  also  that  if  the  powers  of  attorneys  were 
holding  them  up,  then  to  omit  them  and  not  to  designate 
a  frequency,  but  to  write  in:  "Frequency  to  be  selected 
by  FCC." 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  12:30  P.M.  for  lunch, 
and  called  to  order  again  at  1 :50  P.M. 

Ray  Myers,  as  Bulletin  Correspondent,  stated  he  would 
be  glad  to  receive  any  stories  for  APCO  Bulletin. 

Under  Technical  Discussion,  George  Burton  reported 
on  "Myers  Bath"  which  appeared  in  the  Bulletin.  He 
stated  the  results  were  very  gratifying.  Jim  Lewis  re- 
ported on  Television  Antennas  and  a  general  discussion 
followed.  Adjacent  channel  operation  was  also  discussed 
by  Jim  Lewis,  Herb  Watson,  and  Captain  McMurphy. 

Captain  McMurphy  stated  he  and  George  Burton 
wanted  to  experiment  with  adjacent  channel  operation. 
They  desire  to  use  the  frequencies  of  155.07  and  155.19 
which  are  adjacent  to  their  systems.  They  plan  to  test 
both  new  and  old  type  equipment.  He  requested  the 
Association  clear  these  frequencies  for  experimental  op- 
eration. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Associated  Public 
Communication  Officers  was  held  in  Redwood  City  on 
January  12th,  1950.  Our  host  being  Walt  Harrington  of 
the  San  Mateo  County  Sheriff's  Office.

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Sonora  an  Old  Gold  Rush  Days  City 


Following  the  discovers  of  gold  in  .1  creek  near  James- 
town, Tuolumne  County,  h\  James  Wood  on  August  H, 
1848,  this  area  of  ruggedness  and  beauty  quickly  passed 
from  the  quiet  life  it  had  enjoyed  for  many,  many  years, 
inhabited  mostly  by  the  tube  of  Me-Wuk  Indians.  Hordes 
began  streaming  into  Jamestown  and  surrounding  terrain. 
They  were  made  up  of  every  nationality  from  many  coun- 
tries of  the  world.  They  deserted  ships  in  San  Francisco 
Bay  and  Monterey  Bay.  They  came  to  get  their  share  of 
the  yellow  metal  and  they  dug  the  mountains  and  washed 
the  sands  of  the  streams,  and  worked  the  crevices  of  the 
hills  seeking  their  fortunes.  Many  got  those  fortunes, 
many  did  not.  These  men  were  a  rough  and  ready  lot  and 
everything  wrong  occurred  in  the  various  gold  rush  towns 
that  sprang  up  magically  throughout  the  region.  Murder, 
shootings,  banditry,  lynchings  were  as  common,  on  a 
comparative  basis  of  population  as  automobile  thefts  are 
today.  There  were  a  lot  of  good  law-abiding  men  who 
finally  established  law  and  order. 

These  gold  seekers  worked  and  lived  as  though  there 
would  never  be  an  end  to  the  supply  of  gold.  They  guessed 
wrong.  The  supply  did  dwindle,  so  much  that  many  of 
them  had  to  leave  the  newly  discovered  dream  land.  But 
they  left  a  heritage  that  today  is  preserved  by  state  parks, 
monuments  depicting  many  historic  events,  a  hundred 
years  ago,  and  land  that  is  noted  for  its  agriculture,  lum- 
bering and  recreational  attractions,  unsurpassed  by  no 
other  county  in  these  United  States. 

Tuolumne  was  one  of  the  original  27  counties  that 
formed  the  State  of  California.  At  that  time  the  county 
extended  from  Mono  County  line  to  the  east  to  Alameda 
County  to  the  west. 

Today  the  county  embraces  2200  square  miles,  and  it  is 
a  law-abiding  county  and  offers  much  to  those  seeking 
prosperity,  health  and  recreation  with  its  confines  from  the 
high  peaks  of  Mt.  Lytell  extending  heavenward  to  13,090 
feet  to  the  sun-kissed  San  Joaquin  Valley.  Within  the 
county  are  two  great  national  parks — Yosemite  with  435,- 
000  acres  and  Stanislaus  National  Forest  with  555,000. 

There  are  many  streams  and  lakes  well  stocked  with 
game  fish  within  its  confines,  and  hunting  and  snow  sports 
draw  many  thousands  of  people  during  the  year.  Many 
thousands  come  to  the  county  during  the  summer  months, 
as  high  as  30,000  being  noted  the  past  summer,  in  well 
located  and  managed  resorts,  and  more  thousands  come  for 
winter  sports  of  bob-sleding  and  skiing,  where  no  other 
region  can  boast  better  natural  snow-covered  hills  and 
facilities  for  this  great  outdoors  pastime.  There  are,  of 
course,  exclusive  of  the  hundreds  of  thousands  who  visit 
Yosemite  annually,  and  some  200,000  who  visit  many  of 
the  noted  buildings,  towns  and  landmarks  of  a  hundred 
years  ago. 

There  are  many  towns  formed  during  the  gold  rush 
years  who  have  kept  the  names  assigned  them  by  the  eager 
prospectors  of  that  era.    Today  these  places  are  given  to 


raising   cattle,   turkeys,    apples   and    pears,    and    producing 
lumber  and  limes  and  other  minerals. 

Close  to  200,0(10,1100  feet  of  lumber  arc  cut  in  Tuol- 
umne County  each  year.  More  than  100,000  tons  of  lime 
are  mined  annually.  Around  a  $1,000,000  worth  of  tur- 
keys are  raised,  over  100,000  boxes  of  apples  are  harvested, 
and  cattle  brings  in  more  than  a  million  dollars  each  year. 

Sonora  is  the  county  seat  of  Tuolume  and  it  is  a  pictur- 
esque little  city  of  some  3000  population.  It  was  incor- 
porated in  April  of  1850.  During  its  early  days  law  was 
something  that  was  just  what  the  temporary  residents 
wanted  it  to  be  and  for  the  most  part  it  wasn't  what  law- 
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abiding  citizens  desired.  But  today  you  will  rind  no  com- 
munity better  policed. 

Chief  A.  H.  Muncon  heads  a  six-man  force.  Chief 
Munson  has  been  with  the  Sonora  Police  Department  for 
1  1  years  coming  next  September  3.  He  succeeded  Charles 
Hale,  who  served  four  \ears  as  head  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. 

Chief  Munson  doesn't  have  much  of  a  crime  problem 
for  he  and  his  men  are  well  trained  in  law  enforcement 
work.  Petty  thefts  and  other  petty  crimes  are  the  most 
numerous  of  criminal  offenses,  and  it's  been  a  long  time 
since  a  murder  was  committed  in  the  city,  and  equally 
long  since  a  robbery  or  a  burglary  of  any  magnitude  has 
occurred  within  the  city  limits. 

The  department  has  one  patrol  car  fully  equipped  with 
all  necessary  implements  necessary  for  law  enforcement. 
There  is  a  three-wheeler  for  taking  care  of  the  parking 
meters.  The  police  department  is  connected  with  the 
sheriff's  teletype  system.

was  soon  found  unworkable,  and  the  force  was  consoli- 
dated about  1850.  No  regular  uniforms  came  into  general 
use  until  about  1855  ;  their  use  was  resisted  as  un-Ameri- 
can and  undemocratic.  Discipline  was  well-night  impos- 
sible in  the  police  forces  because  of  the  politics  with  which 
they  were  saturated.  The  police  heads  were  elected  in 
several  cities,  a  practice  which  retarded  the  sound  devel- 
opment of  police  organizations. 

Control  by  police  boards  began  in  the  1850's,  and  spread 
rapidly  in  the  larger  cities.  Unsatisfactory  exercise  of  the 
police  power  by  the  cities  led  to  the  experiment  of  state 
control  in  New  York  City,  1857;  Baltimore,  1860;  St. 
Louis,  Kansas  City,  and  Chicago,  1861;  Detroit,  1865; 
Cleveland,  1866;  New  Orleans,  1868;  Cincinnati,  1877; 
Indianapolis,  1883;  Boston,  1885;  Omaha,  1887;  and 
Charleston,  1896.  Boston,  Baltimore,  and  St.  Louis  are 
ieven  now  under  state  control,  though  elsewhere  the  hand 
of  the  state  has  been  withdrawn. 

Changes    in    Twentieth    Century 

A  complete  change  has  been  made  in  the  nature  of 
police  administration  during  the  present  century.  A  prin- 
cipal aspect  of  this  change  appears  in  the  adaptation  and 
application  of  scientific  methods  and  apparatus  to  the  de- 
tection of  crime  and  to  judicial  proof,  in  improved  trans- 
portation  facilities,  in  faster  and  more  effective  communi- 
cation devices,  in  the  improvement  of  police  records,  and

When  Chief  Floyd  Gilbert  was  forced  to  retire  last 
April  from  the  El  Cerrito  Police  Department  because  of 
illness,  the  City  Council  had  just  the  man  to  step  into  the 
important  office.  He  was  Lieutenant  H.  A.  Thulin.  So  on 
April  5,  1949  Captain  Thulin  was  made  Chief  of  Police. 

Since  then  the  police  headquarters  have  been  completed, 
the  enlargement  having  been  instigated  under  Chief  Gil- 
bert last  month.  The  headquarters  are  inclusive  of  those 
things  that  make  for  a  well  operated  police  department.

Chief  Thulin  has  created  a  Juvenile  Bureau  and  placed 
the  work  of  that  new  addition  in  charge  of  Lieutenant 
Robert  Bowers,  and  already  it  has  showed  its  effectiveness 
by  reducing  juvenile  delinquency. 

He  has  put  all  crime  investigation  in  the  hands  of  Lieu- 
tenant Homer  Johnson.  And  while  crime  has  leveled  off 
in  El  Cerrito  there  is  enough  to  keep  Lieutenant  Johnson 
and  those  assigned  to  work  with  him  busy.  They  bring  in 
all  they  go  after,  and  put  them  away  where  they  have 
plenty  of  time  to  ponder  their  misdeeds. 

Traffic  deaths  for  1949  was  less  for  1948.  Last  year 
there  were  two  fatalities  from  traffic  accidents,  which  is 
a  splendid  record  when  it  is  realized  the  heavy  flow  of 
automobiles  that  go  through  the  town's  San  Pablo  Avenue 
and  the  Bayshore  Boulevard. 

El  Cerrito  is  a  city  of  22,000  population.  It  is  strictly 
a  residential  community,  there  being  no  industries  within 
its  city  limits.  There  is  every  class  of  store  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  people  in  everything  needed  in  the  way  of 
necessities  and  luxuries.  The  business  area  is  always  a 
teeming  place. 

There  are  no  slums  in  the  city  and  the  many  housing 
propects  put  up  during  the  last  war  are  rapidly  being  torn 
down  and  more  substantial  place  sof  residence  are  being 
erected  on  the  sites. 

Chief  Thulin  was  born  in  Chester,  Utah,  in  1903.  He 
arrived  in  California  in  1920  and  landed  in  El  Cerrito  in 
1922.  After  following  his  trade  as  sheet  metal  worker  for 
a  number  of  years  he  joined  the  El  Cerrito  Police  Depart- 
ment on  June  1,  1928.  Ray  R.  Cheek  was  then  Chief  of 
Police.  The  department  consisted  of  four  men  at  that 
time  and  the  population  was  around  4000  people. 

He  passed  through  the  ranks,  being  made  a  sergeant  in 
September,  1943,  a  lieutenant  April,  1944,  and  a  captain 
March  7,  1949. 

His  progress  in  police  work  was  helped  along  by  his  at- 
tendance of  various  FBI  police  training  courses  and  train- 
ing for  supervising  officers  conducted  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  working  with  the  State  Peace  Officers'  Asso- 
ciation. 

He  has  done  a  good  job  in  reorganizing  the  department. 

The  ECPD  has  its  own  radio  station,  KAMM,  and 


services  the  five  police  cars  and  three  for  the  fire  depart- 
ment. 

In  the  business  area  there  are  150  parking  meters  and 
to  look  after  these  Chief  Thulin  has  a  three  wheeler.

34.  All  rules  of  evidence  in  civil  actions  apply  to 
criminal  actions. 

35.  The  testimony  of  one  reliable  witness  is  sufficient 
for    the    proof    of    the    commission    of    a    misdemeanor. 

36.  In  the  course  of  a  criminal  trial  many  things  are 
taken  as  true  without  proof. 

37.  The  law  does  not  permit  conclusive  evidence  to 
he  contradicted. 

38.  A  witness  who  is  an  accessory  is  not  presumed 
to  speak  the  truth. 

39.  Perjury  can  be  proved  only  by  the  direct  testimony 
of  two  or  more  witnesses. 

40.  Unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  by  statute, 
every  citizen  has  a  right  to  take  a  copy  of  any  public 
writing. 

41.  No  woman  can  be  required  to  testify  against  her 
husband  in  a  trial  for  a  crime  he  has  committed  against  her. 

42.  A  presumption  is  a  deduction  which  the  law  ex- 
pressly directs  to  be  made  from  particular  facts. 

43.  An  inference  is  merely  an  opinion  of  the  jury. 

44.  A  person  present  in  court  cannot  be  compelled  to 
testify  unless  he  has  been  subpoenaed. 

45.  The  law  presumes  that  official  duty  has  been  regu- 
larly performed. 

46.  An  affidavit  is  of  no  effect  unless  made  with  notice 
to  the  adverse  party. 

47.  On  a  direct  examination  leading  questions  are 
never  permitted. 

48.  A  witness  is  allowed  to  refresh  his  memory  respect- 
ing a  fact,  by  anything  written  by  himself,  or  under  his 
direction,  at  the  time  when  the  fact  occurred,  or  immedi- 
ately thereafter,  or  at  any  other  time  when  the  fact  was 
fresh  in  his  memory,  and  he  knew  that  the  same  was  cor- 
rectly stated  in  the  writing. 

49.  The  opposite  may  cross-examine  the  witness  as  to 
any  facts  stated  in  his  direct  examination  or  connected 
therewith. 

50.  Evidence  of  the  good  character  of  a  party  is  not 
admissible  in  a  civil  action,  nor  of  a  witness  in  any  action, 
until  the  character  of  such  party  or  witness  has  been 
impeached,  or  unless  the  issue  involves  his  character.

Officer  Michael  J.  Reilly  is  number  two  for  holding 
down  continuously  one  detail  in  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the 
San  Francisco  Police  Department.  Officer  Reilly  has 
held  down  the  crossings  of  Market,  Kearny  and  Geary 
Streets  for  22  years,  having  been  assigned  that  post  on 
January  7,  1925. 

It  has  long  been  the  opinion  of  traffic  experts  that  the 
spot  Officer  Reilly  has  so  competently  covered  during  his 


Officer  Michael  J.  Reii.i.y 

more  than  a  generation  of  service,  is  one  that  no  other 
city  exceeds  for  the  heavy  traffic  that  passes  over  those 
streets. 

With  Market  street  cars  and  buses,  the  buses  that  travel 
Third  and  Kearny  Streets  and  the  cars  that  traverse 
Geary  Street  combined  with  the  vast  volume  of  privately 
driven  automobiles  to  the  intersections  of  the  above-men- 
tioned thoroughfares,  presents  an  example  of  mass  trans- 
portation, day  after  day,  that  is  unmatched  by  any  other 
municipality. 

Yet  during  the  long  tenure  of  Officer  Reilly  there  has 
[never  been  any  serious  vehicular  accident,  no  one  has  ever 
been  killed  during  those  22  years  at  that  point,  and  no  one 
(injured.  Traffic  has  never  been  snarled  and  has  been  kept 
'  rolling  as  onlv  an  experienced  traffic  officer  knows  how 
| to  keep  it  running. 

Since   "Mike"   Reilly  took  over  this  fixed  traffic  post 

a  new  generation  has  grown  up  in  San  Francisco  and  tod- 

idlers  when  he  took  his  new  position  are  today  grown  men 

land  women.    Yet  Officer  Reilly  doesn't  seem  to  grow  old. 

He  has  made  a  serious  study  of  the  habits  of  autoists, 

the  pedestrians  who  cross  the  streets  in  the  sector  he  guards 

and  of  the  street  car  motormen  and  the  bus  drivers.    He 

instantly  knows  what  to  do  when  there  is  a  silght  mixup 

and  the  things  he  does  are  not  always  the  same,  for  he  has 

learned  that  each  man  or  woman  is  different  from  other 

men  and  women,  and  his  ability  to  reach  a  quick  appraisal 


of  the  ones  involved  in  a  stoppage  of  traffic  permits  him  to 
quickly  soke  the  trouble  and  is  something  that  has  earned 
for  him  many  complimentary  citations  from  his  superiors. 

Officer  Reilly  who  joined  the  S.F.P.D.  on  July  25, 
1923,  served  but  five  months  before  he  was  sent  to  the 
Traffic  Bureau,  then  under  the  command  of  the  late  Cap- 
tain Henry  Gleason.  Before  that  time  he  was  assigned  to 
office  duty  in  Headquarters  at  the  Hall  of  Justice.  Fie  has 
been  at  his  present  assignment,  where  Captain  Gleeson 
sent  him  in  January  of  1925  ever  since,  and  he  shares  with 
Officer  Bart  Sullivan  for  continuous  service  at  one  fixed 
post.  Sullivan  went  to  Market,  Post  and  Montgomery- 
Streets  crossing  on  May  9,  1923. 

Officer  Reilly  has  seen  the  street  car  tracks  removed 
from  Kearny  Street,  and  buses  substituted  to  carry  the 
ever  increasing  heavy  traffic  that  Hows  over  Third  Street 
and  Kearny  Street,  on  what  is  the  main  north  and  south 
traffic  artery  in  the  downtown  section.  He  has  seen  the 
building  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  the  S.  F.-Oakland 
Bay  Bridge,  and  over  the  streets  he  looks  after  a  lot  of  cars 
moving  throughout  the  day  to  and  from  these  two  great 
water  bridging  miracles. 

He  has  seen  the  first  three  blocks  of  Kearny  Street  from 
Market  become  the  main  center  for  men's  clothing 
stores,  and  these  bring  a  lot  of  people,  who  use  the  routes 
leading  through  Market,  Kearny  and  Geary  Streets  to 
reach  them  as  well  as  the  big  department  stores  on  Grant 
Avenue. 

He  has  seen  the  Police  Department  grow  and  the  Traf- 
fic Bureau  increased  to  its  present  large  number  of  men 
working  to  make  the  streets  safe  for  all  the  people,  and 
keeping  the  How  of  traffic  one  of  non-interruption.  He 
has  served  under  five  Chiefs  of  Police,  and  half  a  dozen 
Captains  of  Traffic,  and  with  all  these  he  was  highly 
favored  for  the  manner  he  handled  the  job  he  had  been 
given  by  the  late  Chief  Daniel  J.  O'Brien  and  the  late 
Captain  Gleeson,  back  in  1925,  when  he  had  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Police  Department  less  than  six  months. 

There  are  only  three  men  who  started,  in  those  days  as 
crossing  officers,  who  are  in  service  now,  two  still  watch- 
ing  the   cross   streets,    Officers   Sullivan    and   Reilly,    and

Officer  Reilly  is  a  past  president  of  the  S.  F.  Police 
Widows'  and  Orphans'  Aid  Association,  and  has  always 
been  identified  with  any  and  all  activities  aimed  at  making 
the  lot  of  members  of  the  force  a  better  one.  We  don't 
know  when  he  will  be  eligible  for  his  pension,  but  we  do 
know  that  when  he  takes  his  pension,  San  Francisco  will 
lose  a  mighty  capable  traffic  officer,  one  who  knows  more 
people  and  whom  more  people  know  and  like,  than  most 
any  policeman  of  the  city.  Mike  Reilly  has  justly  earned 
and  richly  deserves  the  fine  reputation  he  has  acquired  by 
nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  as  a  traffic  officer,  by  his  firm 
and  courteous  manner  of  dealing  with  gasomaniacs  and 
pedestrians  as  one  of  San  Francisco's  busiest  traffic  cross- 
ings.

Chief  Millard  L.  Fore  has  completed  three  years  as  head 
of  the  Lodi  Police  Department.  He  was  appointed  to  that 
high  city  office  on  January  1,  1947,  after  serving  13  years  as 
Constable  of  Lodi  township.  During  the  three  years  he  has 
been  Chief  of  Police  he  has  seen  his  city  advance  in  popula- 
tion, there  are  close  to   20,000  people  residing  within   its 


Chief  Millard  L.  Fore 

limits,  and  another  10,000  from  surrounding  territory  make 
Lodi  its  principal  trading  and  recreation  center. 

He  has  seen  the  city  grow  in  industrial  endeavors,  and  has 
seen  it  getting  fame  from  its  Grape  Bowl,  a  stadium  that 
presents  some  mighty  big  athletic  events,  particularly  foot- 
ball. Last  month  the  first  February  football  game  ever  to  be 
held  in  this  state,  one  team  formed  by  Quarterback  Eddie 
LeBarron  of  Pacific  College  in  Stockton,  and  one  by  Univer- 
sity of  California  Quarterback  Robert  Celeri  brought  a 
flood  of  fans  that  taxed  the  28,000  capacity  of  the  Bowl. 

For  this  event  and  in  all  other  contests  Chief  Fore  and 
his  force  of  18  officers  saw  that  everyone  got  to  where  they 
were  going,  that  traffic  moved  freely  and  that  anyone  with 
some  criminal  instincts  got  nowhere  except  to  a  city  hall  cell 
if  they  tried  their  luck  on  some  unlawful  capers. 

There  were  no  serious  automobile  accidents,  not  a  single 
fatality  from  these  accidents,  and  there  were  no  other  mat- 
ters that  called  for  police  attention.  No  burglaries  or  rob- 
beries or  pocket  picking  were  reported  and  many  were  the 
compliments  given  Chief  Fore  and  his  officers  for  their  ex- 
cellent service. 

Since  assuming  the  office  of  Chief  he  has  procured  larger 
quarters  for  his  Police  Department,  and  in  the  basement  of 
the  city  hall  he  has  a  well-arranged  place  his  men  can  work 
He  has  all  the  modern  equipment  necessary  for  good  law 
enforcement,  and  his  men  are  well  trained  to  carry  out  their 
duties.   All  have  taken  courses  at  the  FBI  training  school  in 


Stockton  and  Sacramento,  and  frequent  refresher  courses 
are  required  of  all  members. 

Chief  Fore  who  was  born  in  Lodi  in  1889,  likes  his  native 
city  and  likes  the  people  who  make  up  its  population,  and 
as  a  result  he  has  a  fixed  idea  of  what  the  citizens  want — 
good  enforcing  of  the  laws,  and  he  gives  it  to  them,  as  dem- 
onstrated by  his  long  service  as  a  peace  officer,  both  as  Con- 
stable and  Police  Chief.

Manteca,  on  the  southeastern  end  of  San  Joaquin  County, 
is  a  center  of  a  big  dairy  industry  and  the  crops  from  the 
extensive  vineyards  bring  in  thousands  of  dollars  to  the 
growers. 


MANTECA'S  POLICE  DEPARTMENT

Located  on  Highway  99,  and  the  highway  leading  to 
Yosemite  and  other  important  parks  and  recreation  centers 
of  the  Sierra,  over  1500  automobiles  per  hour  pass  through 
the  main  intersection  of  the  town  of  5000  people. 


There  has  not  been  a  murder  in  15  years,  and  until  two 
years  ago  no  burglary  of  any  magnitude  has  been  committed 
during  the  past  18  years.  Robberies  are  indeed  another 
scarce  crime.  The  usual  misdemeanors  and  some  traffic  vio- 
lations give  the  Police  Department  the  most  concern.  In 
spite  of  the  heavy  motor  vehicular  traffic  in  the  past  two 
years  there  has  been  but  three  traffic  fatalities. 

The  head  of  the  Police  Department  is  Chief  T.  W.  Brock- 
man. A  native  of  Manteca,  he  became  a  policeman  18  years 
ago  the  coming  October,  and  the  day  he  entered  law  en- 
forcement work  was  made  Chief  and  has  served  in  that 
office  ever  since. 

He  has  served  well,  and  with  a  small  force  of  three  other 
officers,  he  can  have  a  lot  of  pride  in  the  manner  he  has 
served  such  a  large  number  of  people  as  live  in  Manteca's 
four  square  mile  area. 

He  and  his  three  officers  have  all  taken  courses  in  police 
training  as  given  by  the  FBI. 

Until  last  year  he  carried  on  successfully  with  but  two 
assistants.  During  1949  an  additional  man  was  provided, 
and  Chief  Brockman  selected  Harry  Hubbart  for  the  new 
job. 

The  other  members  of  the  Police  Department  are  Officers 
W.  W.  MacArary  and  Lloyd  Stokes. 

Last  year,  too,  he  had  his  police  cars  fitted  with  three- 
way  radio,  having  a  hookup  with  Sheriff  Carlos  Sousa's 
radio  system.

as  .i  sideline  duty.  Obviously,  it  would  be  somewhat  un- 
realistic to  think  those  people  who  operate  these  machines 
as  a  sideline  duty  could  gain  sufficient  operating  experience 
to  become  an  expert  and  that's  what  it  takes  to  operate  a 
fully  automatic  system.  There  can  be  no  error,  and  with 
any  amount  of  inaccuracy,  this  system  bogs  down.  In  the 
second  instance,  cost  weighed  heavily  in  our  determination. 
We  proposed  a  system  which  would,  for  the  time  being 
at  least,  handle  your  traffic  adequately  and  at  an  annual 
cost  of  many  thousands  of  dollars  less  to  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia. This  does  not  mean  that  ultimately  a  fully  auto- 
matic system  may  not  have  some  application  in  handling 
State  traffic,  particularly  between  points  where  there  are 
heavy  concentrations,  such  as  between  Los  Angeles  and 
Sacramento.  When  this  occurs,  we  in  the  Telephone  Com- 
pany will  be  the  first  to  recommend  its  adoption. 

The  second  point  I  want  to  talk  about  is  the  joint  use 
of  the  system.  I  mentioned  earlier  this  system  is  used 
jointly  by  you  people  and  the  administrative  agencies  of 
the  State  of  California.  I  know  it  is  a  slight  inconvenience 
to  you,  but  nevertheless  we  recommend  the  continuance  of 
that  plan  for  two  reasons: 

One  is  that  these  administrative  agencies  utilize  the  sys- 
tem between  All  Points  Bulletin  broadcasts  and  without 
their  using  it  many  circuits  would  be  idle.  These  agencies 
would  be  forced  to  use  other  means  of  communication  at 
additional  cost.  Another  factor  is  that  these  agencies  con- 
tribute to  the  financial  support  of  the  system,  and  with  the 
pooled  funds,  it  is  possible  for  the  State  to  furnish  a  larger 
system,  a  consolidated  system,  a  system  with  more  circuits, 
a  system  that  will  give  all  of  you  better  service.  We  feel 
that  your  traffic,  plus  business  administration  traffic  can 
be  handled  over  a  unified  system  and  handled  to  your  sat- 
isfaction. Of  course,  we  are  not  saying  someday  that 
possibly  a  dual  system  might  not  be  installed.  It  is  always 
a  possibility.  (To  Be  Continued)

Moaning  Cave,  located  at  Vallecito,  Calaveras  County, 
was  discovered  by  some  miners  in  1851,  and  was  quickly 
abandoned  by  said  miners  when  they  discovered  after  the 
first  fifty  feet  of  their  rescent,  when  burning  rags  were 
tossed  in  after  them  that  there  lay  underneath  what  they 
said  was  a  bottomless  void.

force,  has  had  a  lot  to  do  with  the  successful  law  enforce- 
ment that  prevails  in  Oakdale. 

The  Oakdale  Police  Department  now  has  five  members 
with  the  chief.  The  fifth  member,  Samuel  Riley  joined 
duriag  1949. 

All  officers  are  veterans  of  World  War  II  and  with 
their  war  experience  and  the  course  of  training  Chief 
Dorroh  insists  all  take  the  various  FBI  training  schools 
available  in  his  zone,  they  are  well  schooled  in  all  phases 
of  enforcing  the  laws  and  preventing  crime. 

Oakdale  is  a  city  of  some  4000  contented  people,  and 
covers  an  area  of  some  ten  miles  within  its  circular  limits. 
There  are  many  thousands  more,  who  come  from  sur- 
rounding regions.  The  great  landino  fields,  the  big  sheep 
an  1  cattle  ranches,  the  fruit  and  nut  orchards  and  farms 
where  vegetables  of  all  kinds  and  where  poultry  raising 
brings  a  lot  of  money  into  the  merchants  of  the  city. 

More  thousands  pass  into  Oakdale  during  the  summer 
months  on  their  way  or  from  their  annual  vacations  which 
takes  them  into  the  Yosemite  over  the  Big  Oak  Flat  road 
and  to  the  many  resorts  of  the  motherlode  country.  They, 
like  the  permanent  residents  and  those  from  the  surround- 
ing area,  are  given  courteous  treatment,  not  only  by  the 
people  of  the  town  but  by  the  members  of  the  police  de- 
partment. 

Seldom  does  any  crime  occur  to  mar  the  peace  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Oakdale.  Those  that  do  occur  are  quickly 
solved  by  arrests  and  convictions. 

The  Oakdale  Police  Department  has  two-way  radio 
patrol  cars,  equipped  with  riot  and  gas  guns  and  first-aid 
paraphernalia.

Later  she  died.   How  often  do  we  read  of  incidents  such  as 
this?    There  is  no  excuse  for  anyone  causing  such  trage- 
dies. 

Hunters,  too,  come  in  for  their  share  of  guilt.  Rank 
carelessness  and  sheer  stupidity  were  the  cause  of  most  of 
the  hunting  accidents  on  record  in  California  for  1949. 
They  resulted  in  many  deaths  and  injuries.  Fathers  shot 
sons,  sons  shot  fathers,  brothers  shot  brothers,  nephews 
shot  nephews  and  friends  shot  friends,  and  some  strangers 
— a  terrible  record  for  the  community  and  state.  Hunters 
did  everything  wrong  in  the  book.  They  mistook  each 
other  for  deer,  they  took  blind  shots  in  the  brush,  they 
carried  loaded  guns  in  automobiles  and  they  thought  the 
guns  were  unloaded  as  they  cleaned  them.  In  one  instance 
a  man  asleep  in  his  bag  was  shot  through  the  shoulder  by 
another  hunter,  in  another  a  boy  accidentally  shot  his 
brother  while  rabbit-hunting,  and  then  in  remorse  turned 
the  gun  on  himself,  in  still  another  a  man  was  rowing 
toward  shore,  returning  from  a  duck  hunt.  As  he  docked 
the  boat,  he  reached  over  to  pick  up  the  double  barrel  shot- 
gun leeaning  against  the  forward  seat.  Foolishly  he  placed 
his  hand  over  the  muzzle  and  jerked  the  gun  forward. 
The  hammer  caught  on  the  seat,  and  as  he  released  the 
gun  his  arm  was  blown  off.  We  cite  these  few  incidents 
to  demonstrate  how  tragically  stupid  some  people  can  be. 

Hunters  walk  through  brush  and  wood  with  the  gun 
muzzle  pointing  at  companions;  they  use  loaded  guns  to 
pry  apart  barbed  wire  while  climbing  through  fences,  they 
rest  loaded  guns  against  trees,  fenceposts,  etc.  In  main 
such  instances  they  cause  accidental  discharges  resulting 
in  injury  or  death. 

Safety  in  the  handling  of  firearms  is  a  simple  matter  of

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common  scum-  plus  the  development  of  sate  habits  which 
result  from  proper  firing  line  discipline. 

Here  are  a  few  common  sense  safety  rules  which 

every   man,    woman    and   child    handling   firearms   should 
heed. 

1.  Treat  every  <jun  as  a  loaded  gun.  Train  your- 
self to  always  handle  a  gun  the  way  you  would  a  loaded 
gun.  Thus  you  will  develop  safe  habits  that  may  save  you 
a  lifetime  of  regret. 

If  you  treat  every  gun  as  though  it  was  loaded,  you  will 
ne\  er  permit  any  person  to  do  silly  things  with  a  gun  while 
in  your  presence.  The  man  who  indulges  in  horseplay  with 
a  gun  belongs  in  the  same  cell  with  the  smart  boy  who 
rocks  the  canoe.  Eighty  per  cent  of  all  gun  accidents 
would  not  have  occurred  if  the  arm  had  been  treated  as 
loaded. 

2.  Always  keep  the  muzzle  pointed  in  a  safe  di- 
rection. That  rule  is  so  obviously  sensible  that  it  is  hard 
to  believe  anyone  would -require  reminding.  But  98% 
of  all  firearms  accidents  could  not  possibly  have  occurred 
had  this  simple  rule  been  obeyed.  Everytime  you  hear  of 
someone  accidentally  shot,  or  accidentally  shooting  him- 
self, just  say  to  yourself,  "That  could  not  have  happened 
if  the  muzzle  had  been  kept  pointed  in  a  SAFE  direction. 

3.  Personally  examine  every  gun  you  receive  to 
make  sure  it  is  not  loaded.  Never  pick  up  a  gun  with- 
out opening  the  cylinder  or  action  to  make  sure  that  there 
are  no  shells  in  the  chamber,  cylinder  or  magazine.  Take 
no  one's  word,  that  the  gun  is  not  loaded.  You  may  have 
put  the  gun  down  empty  just  a  few  minutes  before,  but

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that  is  no  assurance  it  will  STILL  be  unloaded  when  you 
pick  it  up  again!  No  man  should  be  permitted  to  escape 
the  consequences  of  his  carelessness  or  negligence  on  the 
strength  of  the  threadbare  and  utterly  inexcusable  plaint 
"I  didn't  know  it  was  loaded."  Play  Safe!  Open  the 
cylinder  or  action  of  every  gun  you  pick  up  EVERY- 
11  ME  you  pick  it  up. 

4.  Always  unload  a  gun  before  handing  it  to  an- 
other person.  The  same  applies  before  entering  a  boat 
or  car,  climbing  or  going  under  a  fence  or  entering  a  house. 
If  you  are  on  active  duty  under  such  circumstances  as  to 
render  it  inadvisable  to  EMPTY  the  gun,  open  the  action 
of  your  rifle  or  shotgun.  With  the  action  open,  the  gun 
cannot  be  accidentally  fired  but  it  can  be  instantly  made 
ready  to  fire  by  closing  the  action  as  it  is  brought  to  the 
shoulder.  Always  keep  the  action  or  cylinder  open  on  the 
target  range  until  ready  to  fire. 

5.  Always  inspect  the  barrel,  chamber  and  action 
of  your  rifle  and  shotgun  before  loading.  This  is  to 
make  sure  that  there  are  no  obstructions  or  any  debris 
which  might  be  carried  FROM  THE  ACTION  INTO 
THE  CHAMBER  to  cause  an  accident.  Never  try  to 
shoot  heavy  grease  or  an  obstruction  out  of  the  bore. 

6.  Always  move  the  safety  latch  to  the  "safe" 
position  as  the  action  of  your  rifle,  shotgun  or  pis- 
tol is  closed.  Do  this  so  consistently  that  putting  on  the 
safety  becomes  one  act  with  closing  the  action. 

7.  Keep  your  fingers  off  the  trigger  and  safety 
latch  until  ready  to  fire.  People  who  "fiddle"  with  the 
safety  and  trigger  are  a  menace  to  themselves  and  to  all 
within  range. 

8.  If  a  revolver  or  pistol  is  handed  to  you  (or 
you  pick  one  up)  examine  to  see  if  it  is  loaded.  If 
an  automatic  pistol,  remove  magazine  and  draw  slide  back 
and  lock  it.    If  a  revolver,  swing  out  the  cylinder. 

9.  Never  handle,  point,  or  look  over  the  sights 
of  any  firearm  handed  to  you  without  first  opening 
it  to  be  sure  it  is  not  loaded. 

10.  A  firearm  is  always  "presumed"  to  be  loaded,

trary. Never  take  anyone's  word  that  "it's  not 
loaded." 

11.  Treat  every  firearm  with  the  respect  due  a 
"loaded  gun."  Never  point  a  firearm — loaded  or 
unloaded — at  anyone,  unless  you  intend  to  shoot 
him. 

12.  Never  lower  a  gun  so  that  the  muzzle  may 
point  at  anyone. 

13.  Never  shoot  at  the  surface  of  water  or  at  a 
flat,  hard  surface,  whether  horizontal  or  at  an 
angle.    The  bullet  may  ricochet. 

14.  Remember — There  is  no  such  thing  as  an 
"unloaded  gun."  Treat  all  weapons  as  loaded  until  you 
have  looked.  Then  LOOK  AGAIN  to  be  sure  you  have 
not  made  a  mistake. 

The  National  Rifle  Association  of  America  has,  through 
its  thousands  of  Affiliated  Pistol  and  Rifle  Clubs,  accom- 
plished a  splendid  job  in  promulgating  safe  gun  handling 
throughout  the  land.  However,  there  are  thousands  of 
people  in  possession  of  firearms  not  directly  connected  with 
shooting  clubs,  who  are  in  dire  need  of  this  knowledge. 
We  sincerely  hope  that  the  foregoing  will  prove  informa- 
tive and  that  you  will  practice  and  pass  on  to  others  the 
simple  rules  of  safety  as  outlined.

From  the  first  the  Farm  was  a  great  success.  Now  it  has 
grown  to  350  acres  of  fertile  land.  The  supervisors  last  year 
gave  to  the  Sheriff  all  the  land  around  the  county  hospital, 
some  six  miles  below  Stockton  on  Highway  50,  with  the 
exception  of  that  used  for  buildings  housing  the  hospital 
attaches. 

On  this  350-acre  farm  there  were  during  1949,  10  acres 
devoted  to  cabbage,  onions,  celery  and  other  such  vegetables. 
12,000  sacks  of  onions  were  produced  last  year.  Ten  acres 
were  planted  to  tomatoes  and  a  like  acreage  to  potatoes. 
Some  land  was  used  for  muskmelons  and  this  fruit  was  en- 
joyed by  the  honor  farm  inmates  for  their  breakfasts,  five 
days  a  week  during  the  melon  season. 

There  are  100  acres  planted  to  clover,  which  furnishes 
food  for  200  head  of  cattle  and  dairy  cattle.  Of  the  latter 
there  are  100  dairy  cows,  which  produce  400  gallons  of  milk 
a  day.  This  furnishes  milk  and  butter  for  the  county  hos- 
pital, and  all  the  milk  needed  for  the  farm,  the  county  jail, 
the  juvenile  home  and  other  county  institutions. 

There  is  a  well  kept  dairy  farm  with  modern  milking 
machines,  and  all  the  feed  necessary  for  the  stock  is  raised 

on  the  farm. 

There  are  today  100  blooded  hogs,  and  they  furnish  fresh 
pork,  ham  and  bacon  for  the  county  institutions.  The  farm 
has  its  own  smoke  house,  and  an  expert  is  in  charge  of  this 
industry. 

Over  100  acres  of  the  farm  is  now  planted  to  barley,  and 
after  harvest  the  land  will  be  used  for  increasing  the  above 
mentioned  crops  and  others  will  be  added.  Under  the  super- 
vision of  a  civilian  overseer  the  prisoners  have  installed  an 
irrigation  system,  with  all  concrete  weirs,  diverting  ditches 
and  gates,  which  will  enable  the  irrigation  of  the  entire  350 
acres.  The  land  has  ben  levelled  and  more  food  will  be  pro- 
duced from  the  acreage. 

All  the  work  in  the  various  activities  is  done  by  those  un- 
der sentence,  and  it  is  indeed  heartening  to  note  how  whole- 
hearted these  unfortunates  enter  into  their  chores.  They  take

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their  tasks  very  seriously,  and  they  are  men  of  many  talents 
in  farming,  machinery,  carpentry,  cement  work  and  other 
endeavors.  There  is  out  on  the  farm  at  this  time  a  young 
man  who  is  an  expert  on  tractors.  He  has  taken  charge  of 
the  biggest  one  there,  and  the  way  he  looks  after  it  one 
would  think  he  owned  it,  and  any  other  prisoner  who  seeks 
to  handle  it  is  inviting  himself  to  a  poke  on  the  nose. 

Last  year  a  tire  destroyed  much  of  the  plant,  but  some  ot 
the  old  army  barracks  were  left  and  they  are  now  used  for 
dormitories,  store  places  for  old  lumber  salvaged  from 
wrecking  other  army  installations,  office  and  housing  for  the 
Sheriff's  detail  and  11  deputies  serving  under  Lieutenant 
Louis  Sala.   Also  a  machine  shop. 

The  dormitories  while  barnlike  with  a  lot  to  be  desired, 
are  nevertheless  clean  and  furnished  with  bunks,  upper  and 
lower,  with  good  matresses  and  clean  bedding. 

A  new  dining  room  and  kitchen  have  been  completed. 
The  dining  room  is  capable  of  handling  400  men  at  a  time. 
This  is  something  that  Sheriff  Sousa  takes  pride  in.  The 
tables  and  benches,  all  expertly  designed  and  finished,  were 
made  by  the  inmates  of  the  farm.  Fosters  restaurants  have 
no  more  attractive  setup.  The  mammoth  dining  room  is 
finished  in  a  nile  green  color  which  extends  to  the  tables  and 
benches.  The  tables  are  finished  with  a  white  processed  tile 
with  metal  trim. 

The  kitchen  compares  with  those  of  a  first  class  hotel  in 
cleanliness  and  equipment.  It  is  large,  airy  and  contains 
everything  necessary  for  preparing  the  large  number  ot 
meals,  three  times  a  day.  Outside  of  the  large  range,  every- 
thing is  government  surplus.  Large  kettle,  slicing  machines, 
mixers  and  other  equipment  were  purchased  at  great  saving 
through  the  trading  instincts  of  the  Sheriff.  A  big  refriger- 
ating plant,  purchased  from  the  navy  furnishes  space  to  keep 
cool  thousands  of  pounds  of  vegetables,  fruit,  milk,  grocer- 
ies, fresh  meat  and  cured  pork. 

In  addition  to  insisting  that  those  sent  out  to  the  farm 
are  treated  with  kindness  and  consideration,  Sheriff  Sousa 
persists  in  giving  his  charges  the  best  in  food.    There  are 
no  low  grade  or  discarded  materials  handled  at  the  farm.

Where  there  is  a  surplus  of  farm  crops  lit-  bargains  with 
wholesalers  to  get  canned  goods  and  other  staples  in  ex- 
t  hange  for  vegetables. 

At  the  present  there  are  160  prisoners  at  the  farm.  It  has 
averaged,  during  the  past  year,  225  a  day,  and  last  June,  July 
and  August  the  daily  roll  was  318.  Ten  per  cent  of  the  men 
sent  to  the  farm  are  city  prisoners  from  Stockton. 

The  machine  shop  is  one  comparable  to  a  small  manufac- 
turing concern.  It  has  many  power  tools,  welding  equip- 
ment, and  many  other  tools  for  making  things  necessary  for 
the  farm.  These,  too,  were  bought  from  government  sur- 
plus, and  represent  a  great  saving. 

There  is  an  average  of  404  prisoners  per  day  in  the 
county  jail  and  on  the  farm.  The  cost  of  maintaining  these 
is  76  cents  per  day,  per  prisoner.   A  very  low  sum. 

The  budget  for  the  county  jail  is  $50,024.55,  for  the  farm 
$43,920.43,  and  the  total  for  these,  with  the  Coroner  de- 
partment, including  salaries  of  all  the  Sheriff's  personnel  is 
$355,907.07.  This  is  less  than  the  cost  of  any  other  counties 
of  the  same  size  and  population  as  San  Joaquin  County. 
Sheriff  Sousa  cuts  costs,  but  he  gives  the  taxpayers  high  class 
service  and  takes  good  care  of  those  he  has  to  look  after. 

An  innovation  on  the  farm  is  a  trailer  to  hook  onto  an 
automobile.  In  this  enclosed  trailer  is  a  boat,  and  it  is  called 
on  frequently  to  recover  bodies  from  the  San  Joaquin  River. 
It  was  completely  built  in  the  farm  machine  shop  by  the 
farm  prisoners. 

Progress  is  continuing  on  the  farm.  There  is  now  going 
on  a  construction  program,  which  calls  for  new  dormitories, 
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a  well  planned  administration  building,  and  a  shooting 
range. 

At  the  present  time  a  U-shaped  dormitory,  which  will 
accommodate  120  prisoners  is  in  the  foundation  stage,  and 
will  be  finished  early  the  coming  summer.  The  dormitory 
is  40  x  100  fet.  The  three  divisions  will  each  have  two  tier 
cots,  its  own  baths  and  toilet  facilities,  and  the  rear  one  will 
have  a  recreation  center.  Each  year  for  the  next  four  years 
one  of  these  dormitory  units  will  be  completed,  so  when  the 
project  is  finished  there  will  be  accommodations  for  over 
400  men. 

The  courts  between  the  side  prongs  will  be  planted  to 
lawns  and  otherwise  landscaped  with  flowers  and  shrubs. 
Chief  Sousa  has  at  the  present  time  thousands  of  rose  cut- 
tings being  rooted  for  planting  in  these  areas,  and  about 
other  buildings. 

All  buildings  are  and  will  be  of  concrete  blocks  and  will 
be  as  fireproof  as  it  is  possible  to  make  them. 

The  shooting  range  is  in  a  good  stage  of  advancement. 
The  prisoners  have  thrown  up  a  bulkhead  to  back  up  the 
targets,  and  when  completed  it  will  consist  of  14  targets  at 
25  yards  and  three  of  90  yards,  all  PP  courses.  It  will  be 
enclosed  and  will  contain  all  paraphernalia  for  conducting 
pistol  matches  and  for  practice  for  peace  officers. 

We  can't  end  this  story  about  the  honor  farm  without  re- 
counting our  experience  while  in  Stockton.  On  the  evening 
of  February  21  we  visited  Stockton  lodge  of  Elks,  after  the 
session  we  took  a  trip  through  the  city  to  see  if  Stockton 
had  become  an  open  city.  We  will  say  there  is  no  open  town 
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in  Stockton.  Alter  browsing  around  we  dropped  into  a 
tavern  near  the  hotel  where  we  were  billeted.  As  I  ordered 
a  libation  a  fellow  lodge  member  saluted  me.  We  exchanged 
names  and  I  started  telling  about  my  trip  that  afternoon  to 
the  honor  farm  with  Sheriff  Sousa.  I  told  him  of  the  won- 
derful things  the  Sheriff  was  doing  toward  rehabilitating  un- 
fortunates; what  he  was  doing  for  their  care,  and  how  sin- 
cerely  sympathetic  md  interested  he  was  for  those  tempor- 
arily housed  on  the  farm.  I  concluded  by  saying  Sheriff 
Sousa  was  sure  doing  one  good  job. 

On  the  other  side  of  me  was  a  man  in  his  middle  thirties. 
I  noted  he  had  been  listening  to  my  story.  He  could  hold 
back  no  longer. 

"Mister,''  he  blurted  out,  "you've  said  a  mouthful.  I 
know  for  I  was  out  there  for  nearly  90  days  last  year,  started 
in  before  the  fire  wrecked  the  joint.  I  got  a  jolt  for  some 
petty  offense,  and  probably  because  they  found  I  had  been  in 
some  times  before — though  never  more  than  30  days,  I 
draws  90  this  time. 

"Was  taken  to  the  county  jail  right  here  in  this  city.  I 
was  a  mess,  full  of  booze,  skinny  from  lack  of  regular  eating 
and  lower  than  an  angle  worm's  belly.  It  took  maybe  1 1  or 
12  days  before  I  began  to  perk  up  and  then  I  was  sent  out 
to  the  farm.  I  didn't  think  much  of  the  idea  at  first,  but 
figured  it  could  not  be  any  worse  than  sitting  around  that 
county  jail.  The  first  few  days  I  was  asked  what  I  could  no 
or  would  like  to  try.  I  told  them  when  I  was  a  young  sprout 
I  had  done  some  farming,  and  that  was  what  they  sent  to. 
I  worked  in  the  onions  and  potatoes.  I  wasn't  much  good  at 
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first,  yet  there  was  no  guy  with  a  blacksnake  ordering  me  to 
work  the  hoe  a  little  livelier  or  to  stick  the  shovel  deeper  in 
the  soil.  No,  they  just  let  me  come  around,  and  would  you 
believe  me,  the  last  six  weeks  of  my  jolt  you  would  think  I 
was  getting  a  dollar  and  a  half  an  hour  for  my  time.  No 
one  ever  said  an  unkind  word  to  me,  especially  the  guy  who 
was  looking  after  us  guys.  The  Sheriff  came  out  most  every 
day,  and  if  a  guy  had  a  beef  he  got  a  ready  and  listening  ear 
from  the  big  boss. 

"There  are  maybe  a  dozen  guards  working  there.  They 
are  mainly  kept  busy  watching  that  some  outsider  doesn't 
slip  some  hop  or  a  bottle  of  grog  to  some  prisoners,  of  chill- 
ing a  beef  that  is  bound  to  break  out  when  a  coupla  hundred 
guys  are  held  in  one  place,  and  to  look  out  for  fires.  They 
don't  have  to  be  awatching  for  some  guy  who  wants  to  take 
a  powder.  Sure  there  are  some  guys  who  are  beyond  help 
who  do  now  and  then  leak  out  of  the  scenery.  But  I  found 
mixing  with  other  fellows  in  the  same  fix  I  was  in  that  they 
needed  no  watching  to  keep  them  from  leaving  the  wrong 
way.  They  had  given  their  word  and  a  guy  has  to  be  pretty 
low  to  lose  his  word,  especially  when  he  gets  the  chance  to 
help  himself  and  the  good  treatment  and  the  good  grub  all 
furnished  by  the  Big  Boss. 

"I  served  my  time  and  I  got  a  job  around  Manteca,  run- 
ning some  farm  machinery.  I  haven't  missed  a  day,  except 
coming  up  here  on  holidays.  I  ain't  making  the  dough  I  did 
in  war  plants  during  the  war  years,  but  I  get  good  pay,  a 
good  place  to  sleep  and  the  feed  is  fine.  I  take  a  drink  now 
and  then  but  no  runs  anymore,  ain't  been  tead  up  since  I

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got  out,  and  I  ain't  going  to  get  tcad  again. 

"They  call  it  rehabilitating,  well  you  can  play  it  on  the 
nose,  it  worked  on  me  and  I  know  some  of  the  gents  who 
were  there  when  I  was  there  have  changed  their  ideas  and 
are  keeping  out  of  trouble.  Some  won't,  there  ain't  nothing 
you  can  do  for  the  likes  ot  them." 

Asked  to  have  a  drink,  he  replied  he  had  used  up  his 
quota  for  the  day  and  would  be  heading  back  to  his  Manteca 
ranch  job  the  following  afternoon. 

Well  we  submit  that  no  better  testimonial  is  needed  for 
the  good  Sheriff  Sousa  and  his  honor  farm  is  accomplishing. 

There  is  no  serious  opposition  against  the  present  Sheriff 
for  the  next  election  next  June,  and  four  years  more  will 
find  the  350  acres  of  which  the  farm  is  made  up,  a  garden 
spot,  a  place  of  confinement,  governed  by  the  earnest  desire 
to  render  all  assistance  to  bringing  back  those  who  have  run 
afoul  of  the  law.  Its  fertile  soil  will  be  bringing  in  vast 
crops  of  vegetables  and  produce,  and  the  cattle  herd  and  the 
hogs  will  be  increased  many  fold,  and  a  lot  of  losers  will 
be  made  better  men.

Chief  Mc Hugh  is  a  brother-in-law  of  the  late  dapper 
and  eapable  Inspector  John  J.  Cannon  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco P.  D.,  who  passed  on  last  year,  he  having  married 
Miss  Lillian  Cannon,  sister  of  the  highly  respected  S.  F. 
Inspector  in  1925.  The  Stockton  Chief  has  a  framed 
picture  of  the  ivory,  gold  inlaid  pistol  given  Inspector 
Cannon  by  a  visiting  potentate  from  across  the  sea,  whom 
Cannon  was  detailed  during  the  potentate's  visit  to  San 
Francisco  as  a  body  guard. 

There  are  two  sons  in  the  AIcHugh  family.  Jack,  18 
years  of  age  and  Patrick,  13. 

Seeing  the  success  of  Sheriff  H.  P.  Gleason's  police 
training  school  at  the  Santa  Rita  Prison  farm,  conducted 
bv  John  Pepper  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  he  hav- 
ing sent  members  of  his  department  to  take  the  courses, 
he  is  ready  to  start  a  similar  training  course  for  the  mem- 
bers of  his  department.

Two  other  outstanding  cases  were  murders.  One  was  that 
of  a  woman  who  was  found  badly  beaten  up  and  uncon- 
scious. She  died  later  in  the  count)-  hospital.  There  was 
nothing  for  the  homicide  squad  to  work  on.  However,  the 
then  Sergeant  Garibotto  kept  on  the  case.  One  day  a  watch 
showed  up,  on  one  of  two  young  men  arrested  on  another 
charge.  The  Sergeant  became  greatly  interesetd  in  that  time 
i  piece  and  finally  discovered  it  had  belonged  to  the  dead 
woman.  The  youths  were  charged  and  convicted  of  murder 
and  are  living  out  their  time  in  San  Quentin. 

Six  months  later  another  watch  figured  in  the  solution  of 
l  a  man  in  a  suburb  of  Stockton.    Two  boys  were  arrested  in 
Dallas,  Texas,  one  of  the  boys  had  a  wrist  watch  belonging 
to  the  dead  man.   When  word  of  this  watch  was  sent  along 
with  the  news  of  the  arrest  Sergeant  Garibotto  was  highly 
,  pleased.    He  wired   for  numbers  and  the  numbers  tallied 
with  a  watch  that  the  murder  victim  had  purchased  some 
'years  earlier.    The  two  suspects  were  returned  to  Stockton, 
i  tried  and  convicted  and  given  life  terms  in  the  state  prison. 
Narcotics  are  receiving  a  lot  of  attention  of  Captain  Gari- 
!  botto  and  his  narcotic  squad.    In  the  past  six  months  there- 
have  been  68  arrests  and  convictions  for  dealers  and  users  of 
narcotics.    Thousands  of  dollars  of  illicit  drugs  were  con- 
fiscated.   As  Captain  Garibotto  so  aptly  states  in  past  years 
drug  using  was  generally  resorted  to  after  a  man  took  up  a 
life  of  crime.  Nowadays  it  is  used  as  bracers  to  start  a  crimi- 
nal career  and  offers  a  field  for  criminal  traffic  in  these 
deadly  drugs.    The  continued  flooding  of  the  country  with 
opium,  heroin  and  other  lethal  opiates  has  indeed  posed  a 
problem  for  every  law  enforcement  officer,  national,  state 
and  local. 

Captain  Garibotto  knows  what's  going  on  in  criminal 
matters  and  he  knows  how  to  handle  any  kick  that  is  turned 
over  to  his  bureau  for  action.  His  record  for  clearance  of 
felony  complaints  submitted  to  his  division  is  way  ahead  the 
national  level  tell  the  story  of  his  success. 

In  charge  of  the  Juvenile  Bureau  Captain  Garibotto  has 
Lieutenant  Howard  Voglesang,  who  served  for  over  10 
years  as  Police  Chief  for  Stockton,  and  he  is  and  has  been 
doing  a  mighty  good  job  in  this  problem  that  is  becoming 
such  a  national  headache.

Peace  Officers'  Association.  Only  the  Thursday  before 
his  untimely  death  he  was  elected  vice  president,  which 
would  have  elevated  him  to  the  presidency  next  year,  of 
the  Bay  Counties'  Peace  Officers'  Association.  He  was  a 
past  president  of  the  Peninsula  Police  Officers'  Associa- 
tion and  like  the  former  organization,  has  always  been 
active  in  all  their  meetings  and  programs. 

He  was  also  a  member  of  the  San  Mateo  Lodge  of 
Elks,  the  Eagles,  Rotary  and  St.  Matthews  Church 
Fathers'  Club. 

He  has  a  brother,  Jack  O'Brien,  who  is  a  member  of 
Sheriff  James  J.  McGrath's  force  of  deputies. 

Just  how  strong  he  was  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  of 
San  Mateo,  as  well  as  the  Bay  Area,  was  demonstrated  on 
his  funeral  day.  Never  in  the  history  of  the  city  was  there 
such  a  large  turnout  that  converged  on  the  undertaking 
parlors  of  Sneigder  cV  Sullivan ;  St.  Matthews  Church 
and  at  the  graveside  in  St.  John's  Cemetery. 

It  is  estimated  that  some  3000  people  gathered  to  pay 
their  last  respects. 

The  crowds  began  gathering  long  before  the  hour  of 
the  funeral,  and  when  the  procession  reached  the  church 
that  place  of  worship  had  long  been  filled  to  capacity.

operate  more  efficiently  and  do  more  work  than  had  been 
previously  possible. 

The  latest  improvement  to  Richmond's  radio  system  is 
the  three-way  system  which  permits  officers  in  cars  to 
speak  to  one  another.  This  is  also  under  the  control  of  the 
desk  sergeant  who  can  create  three-way  contact  by  flipping 
a  switch. 

In  1945,  the  citizens  of  Richmond  voted  on  a  bond  issue 
that  would  finance  the  construction  of  a  new  civic  center 
as  a  memorial  to  Richmond's  war  dead.  Included  in  the 
civic  center  was  the  three-story  Hall  of  Justice  and  its  cost 
was  estimated  at  $650,000.  It  was  planned  to  house  indi- 
vidual offices  for  the  chief,  captains,  lieutenants,  inspectors, 
juvenile  officers,  vice  investigators,  police  court  judges, 
court  attaches  and  others  too  numerous  to  mention. 

On  December  13th,  1949,  the  police  department  moved 
from  their  outmoded  and  antiquated  quarters  to  the  newly 
completed  Hall  of  Justice.  The  department  is  divided 
into  six  divisions  and  the  head  of  each  division  is  answer- 
able to  the  chief  for  the  activities  of  personnel  under  his 
command. 

The  uniform  patrol  division  is  commanded  by  Captain 
Charles  E.  Broun  who  was  appointed  a  member  of  the 
department  on  December  14,  1942.  In  1946,  he  was  pro- 
moted   to    Sergeant,    after    attending    the    FBI    National

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Academy.  In  1947,  he  was  promoted  to  lieutenant.  His 
present  rank  of  captain  was  acquired  in  1949. 

Captain  Brown's  experience  as  a  police  officer  is  varied. 
For  several  years,  after  originally  being  a  regular  beat 
patrolman,  he  was  assigned  to  the  Identification  Bureau 
and  is  well  qualified  to  express  authoritative  knowledge  on 
fingerprinting,  identification  and  photography.  After  his 
service  in  that  bureau,  he  acted  as  coordinator  of  the  rec- 
ords and  service  division  where  he  remained  until  his  re- 
cent transfer  to  the  patrol  division. 

In  addition  to  attending  the  thirty-first  session  of  the 
National  Academy  in  1946,  he  completed  a  course  in  Mu- 
nicipal Police  Administration  conducted  at  the  University 
of  California.  He  also  attended  the  Teacher  Training  and 
Conference  Leadership  Course,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
California  State  Department  of  Education. 

Captain  Willard  T.  Smith  who  is  in  charge  of  the  In- 
spectors' Bureau  received  his  first  police  experience  in  1934 
when  he  filled  in  as  a  special  officer  during  vacation  pe- 
riods. He  was  officially  appointed  a  member  of  the  depart- 
ment on  September  1st,  1935. 

Shortly  after  his  appointment,  he  began  training  as  a 
fingerprint  and  identification  technician  and  graduated  in 
1938.  His  first  promotion  was  in  1942,  at  which  time  he 
was  made  sergeant.  In  1944,  he  became  an  inspector.  The 
year  of  1949  brought  him  two  promotions — lieutenant  and 
then  captain. 

For  several  years,  Captain  Smith  was  in  charge  of  the 
Bureau  of  Identification.  In  1949,  he  was  assigned  to  his 
present  command.  Besides  being  a  graduate  of  the  Delin- 
quency Control  Institute,  Captain  Smith  also  attended 
the  course  in  Municipal  Police  Administration  and  several 
other  supervisory  training  schools. 

The  traffic  division  is  under  the  command  of  Captain 
Earl  L.  Fitch  who  first  became  a  member  of  the  depart- 
ment in  March  of  1942.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the 
traffic  division  since  1944  when  he  was  promoted  to  ser- 
geant in  charge  of  accident  investigations.  Incidentally, 
he  was  one  of  the  first  officers,  too,  to  work  on  the  parking 
meter  detail  and  he  was  instrumental  in  putting  into  use 
the  cart  system  which  is  now  used  in  collecting  money 
from  meters. 

Captain  Fitch  now  has  a  total  of  twenty  men  under  his 
command.    He  has  acquired  a  vast  amount  of  knowledge 
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THE  DINER 
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bf  traffic  problems  and  their  solutions.  He  completed  an 
intensive  five  months'  course  at  the  Northwestern  Traffic 
Institute   in   Evanston,   Illinois,  in   addition  to  attending 

f several  other  schools. 
Through  his  supervision,  the  Traffic  Bureau  now  has  an 
p-to-date  record  of  all  accidents  occurring  in  Richmond, 
aps  are  kept  of  accident  locations  and  spot  enforcement 
as  been  instituted  in  an  effort  to  decrease  the  accident 
ate.  Additional  motorcycles  have  been  purchased  for  en- 
forcement purposes.  That  his  division  is  doing  a  good  job 
is  evidenced  h\  the  fact  that  Richmond  received  an  award 
last  year  for  the  reduction  of  traffic  fatalities  to  eight  in 
1948.  The  year  of  1948  brought  about  still  less  fatalities, 
with  the  small  total  of  seven  fatalities.  For  a  city  of  over 
100.000  persons,  this  is  indeed  outstanding. 

Captain  Perkins  of  the  Records  and  Service  Division 
tecame  a  Richmond  police  officer  in  1935.  During  his 
rears  with  the  department,  he  has  had  experience  as  desk 
sergeant,  as  court  clerk,  as  a  member  of  the  Inspectors' 
Bureau  and  as  a  member  of  the  vice  detail.  He,  too,  is  a 
Graduate  of  the  FBI  National  Academy. 

Under  his  immediate  supervision  at  the  present  time  are 
the  members  of  the  Records  and  Statistical  Office,  the  Bu- 
reau of  Identification,  the  Communications  Center  and  the 
Sail.  Four  Assistant  policewomen  were  recently  hired  and 
their  duties  are  to  transcribe  and  file  all  reports  telephoned 
in  by  officers  and  recorded  on  a  recording  system  which 
was  recently  installed.  There  are  also  two  stenographers 
in  his  office  who  assist  in  compiling  statistical  data  and 
!who  render  aid  to  citizens  who  wish  information.  It  is 
planned  to  combine  all  index  files  of  the  Records  Office 
with  those  of  the  Bureau  of  Identification  into  one  master 
file,  his  will  be  a  tremendous  job  and  one  that  offers  a 
challenge  but  it  will  be  done.  Cross  files  for  type  and  lo- 
cation of  offenses  are  being  established  so  that  reports  may 
be  located  promptly,  even  though  the  names  of  persons  in- 
volved are  not  known. 

Because  other  divisions  within  the  department  are  de- 
pendent upon  the  Records  and  Service  Division,  its  per- 
sonnel must  be  constantly  on  the  alert.  Much  is  yet  to  be 
done  before  the  peak  of  efficiency  is  reached  but  under  the 
direction  of  Captain  Perkins,  its  members  are  well  on  their 
way. 

Inspector  Jones  is  in  charge  of  the  special  services,  or 
vice  detail.  He  became  a  member  of  the  department  in 
1938  and  was  promoted  to  sergeant  in  1944.  His  present 
xank  of  inspector  was  bestowed  upon  him  in  1945.  He  has 
bad  experience  as  a  beat  officer,  as  a  radio  dispatcher  and 
switchboard  operator  and  as  jailer  and  court  baliff. 

After  being  promoted  to  sergeant,  he  worked  for  a  year 
out  of  the  Inspectors'  Bureau  on  the  robbery  and  homicide 
details.  From  there,  he  was  assigned  to  a  special  detail, 
out  of  the  chief's  office  and  investigated  matters  which  fell 
under  the  heading  of  vice.  For  a  few  months  he  was  in 
charge  of  the  Bureau  of  Identification  and  then  was  placed 
in  his  present  roll  as  inspector  in  charge  of  the  vice  detail. 

Inspector  Jones  is  also  a  graduate  of  the  FBI  National 
Academy.  He  has  acted  as  inspector  in  "in-service"  train- 
ing schools  and  has  also  completed  courses  in  Police  Ad-

While  tin-  special  service  detail  is  comparativelj  n<-\\ 
and  consists  ot  only  three  men,  it  is  recognized  as  a  vital 
feature  in  police  work.  Plans  arc  being  made  to  school  its 
members  in  proper  procedure.  All  are  young  men  who  are 
sincerel)  interested  in,  and  verj  enthusiastic  about,  their 
work.  There  is  no  organized  vice  in  Richmond,  with  the 
possible  exception  ot  statewide  lotteries  and  a  little  hook- 
making. 

'The  Juvenile  Bureau,  or  Crime  Prevention  Bureau,  is 
under  the  supervision  of  Sergeant  Priest.  He  became  a 
member  ot  the  department  in  1943  and  has  had  experience 
as  a  beat  patrolman  and  radio  dispatcher.  He  was  assigned 
to  the  Juvenile  Bureau  when  that  division  was  first  cre- 
ated. He  was  promoted  to  his  present  rank  in  1048  and 
was  placed  in  charge  ot  the  bureau  in  1040. 

The  members  of  the  Juvenile  Bureau  are  all  young 
people  who  arc  deeply  interested  in  their  work.  They 
work  closely  with  the  schools,  churches  and  Probation  De- 
partment in  an  effort  to  assist  children  in  gaining  new  per- 
spectives and  they  attempt  to  create  within  them  a  desire 
to  become  respectable  and  law-abiding  citizens. 

Sergeant  Priest  is  a  graduate  of  the  Delinquency  Con- 
trol Institute  at  Los  Angeles  and  is  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Northern  California  Juvenile  Officers' 
under  his  command  are  striving  to  make  ours  one  of  the 
best  juvenile  bureaus  in  the  state. 

The  personnel  of  the  police  department  today  consists  ot 
one  hundred  forty-six  persons,  including  four  civilian  em- 
ployees. Officers  now  enjoy  the  privileges  of  a  large  assem- 
bly room,  a  locker  room,  a  well-equipped  gymnasium  and 
an  indoor  firing  range  which  is  modern  in  all  respects. 
They  are  also  privileged  in  that  they  have  a  court  that 
spells  dignity  and  which  is  well  equipped  to  give  them  the 
fullest  cooperation. 

A  keenly  anticipated  goal  has  been  reached  but  the  chief 
and  his  division  heads  have  no  intention  of  resting  on  the 
laurels  of  past  achievements.  It  is  their  desire  that  the 
Richmond   police  department  continue  to  be  progressive.

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Frank  Coakley,  District  Attorney  of  Alameda  County 


District  Attorney  Frank  Coakley  of  Alameda  County 
is  a  public  official  who  has  risen  from  the  ranks  to  where 
he  is  considered  one  of  the  leading  law  enforcement  of- 
ficers of  the  State. 

First  appointed  a  Deputy,  Coakley  was  later  promoted 
to  Assistant,  Chief  Assistant,  and  in    1 047  was  appointed 


Frank  Coakley 

by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  the  post  of  District  Attor- 
ney succeeding  Ralph  E.  Hoyt  when  the  latter  was  ele- 
vated to  the  Superior  Court  Bench  of  Alameda  County. 

Born  and  reared  in  Oakland,  Alameda  County,  and 
the  son  of  James  Coakley,  pioneer  merchant,  Frank  Coak- 
ley attended  the  Oakland  schools  and  later  the  University 
of  California,  being  graduated  from  the  University  of 
California  School  of  Law  in  Berkeley. 

During  his  early  service  in  the  District  Attorney's 
Office,  Coakley  served  as  a  professor  of  law  at  St.  Mary's 
College  Law  School ;  and  is  currently  a  lecturer  in  crim- 
inology at  the  School  of  Criminology  at  the  University 
of  California. 

Coakley  has  always  taken  a  great  interest  in  police 
training    and    improving    the    quality    of    the    work    and 


standards  of  law  enforcement  officers,  having  served  as 
instructor  in  in-service  police  training  and  as  instructor 
in  police  training  schools  conducted  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education. 

Under  his  administration,  deputies  and  assistants  in 
the  office  have  contributed  their  time  and  knowledge  in 
the  police  training  programs  of  the  police  department  in 
Alameda  County  and  the  State  Police  Training  Programs 
at  Santa  Rita. 

Recognized  as  an  able  lawyer,  Coakley  has  carried  the 
ball  in  support  of  good  legislation  and  in  opposition  to  bad 
legislation  in  Sacramento. 

As  evidence  of  his  recognition  as  a  leader  in  the  field 
of  law  enforcement  Coakley  is  Chairman  of  the  Law 
and  Legislative  Committees  of  the  District  Attorneys' 
Association,  the  Sheriffs'  Association  and  the  Peace  Of- 
ficers' Association  of  California,  respectively,  Vice-Chair- 
man  of  the  Legal  Advisory  Committee  of  the  County 
Supervisors  Association  of  California,  and  a  member  of 
the  Law  Enforcement  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Disaster  Council.  He  has  been  active  in 
Governor  Warren's  programs  concerning  Mental  Hy- 
giene, Youth  Welfare  and  Criminal  Law  and  Procedure. 

Recognizing  chronic  alcoholism  as  one  of  the  important 
problems  of  law  enforcement,  Coakley,  shortly  after  being 
appointed  District  Attorney  attacked  this  problem  on  two 
fronts — rehabilitation  and  legislation. 

He  initiated  an  exhaustive  study  of  chronic  alcoholism 
in  Alameda  County,  in  the  course  of  which  the  Yale 
University  Plan  was  considered  and  representatives  of 
Alcoholics  Anonymous,  of  the  National  Society  for  Edu- 
cation on  Alcoholism,  of  Governor  Warren's  Special 
Crime  Study  Commission,  of  the  ten  police  departments 
in  Alameda  County,  the  County  Medical  Director,  physi- 
cians and  psychiatrists  were  consulted. 

This  study  was  carried  forward  for  approximately  a 
year  by  the  District  Attorney's  office,  after  which  Coaklex 
called  together  the  County  Medical  Director  and  members 
of  his  staff,  representatives  of  the  County  Probation  Office 
and  the  Sheriff  and  submitted  for  their  approval  the  plan 
which  was  subsequently  adopted  and  put  into  operation. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  appropriated  the  necessary 
funds  with  which  to  start  and  operate  the  Alcoholic  Clinic 
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and  Rehabilitation  Center  at  the  Santa  Rita  Branch  of 
the  Alameda  Count)  Jail. 

Coaklej  then  attacked  the  chronic  alcoholic  problem  on 
the  legislative  front  In  seeking  and  obtaining  from  the 
State  Legislature  in  Sacramento  new  legislation  which 
provided  for  voluntarj  commitment  of  chronic  alcoholics. 
As  District  Attornej  oi  one  of  the  most  populous  coun- 
ties in  California,  Frank  Coakley  has  the  responsibilities 
ol  man}  official  duties.  Among  these  are  the  prosecution  of 
all  criminal  offenses  committed  in  the  ten  cities  and  unin- 
corporated area  of  Alameda  County,  handling  all  legal 
work  connected  with  the  administration  of  the  various 
departments  of  county  government,  of  forty-four  school 
districts,  ot  the  various  special  districts  and  of  the  Public 
Administrator's  Office. 

Coaklej  has  handled,  during  his  years  of  service  in 
the  District  Attorney's  office  many  of  the  most  celebrated 
cases,  both  civil  and  criminal,  in  the  history  of  Alameda 
County. 

During  World  War  II  Coakley  was  on  leave  from  the 
office  and  served  as  Commander  in  the  United  States 
Navy.  He  was  cited  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  the 
late  James  Forestall,  for  distinguished  service  during 
the  war. 

Since  the  war  he  has  been  active  in  organizing  the 
Naval  Reserve  Program  in  the  Twelfth  Naval  District 
and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Policy 
Board.  For  the  past  three  years  Coakley  has  been  Com- 
manding Officer  of  a  Naval  Reserve  Unit  at  Treasure 
Island. 

Coakley  has  also  taken  a  leading  part  in  civic  affairs. 
For  a  number  of  years  he  has  been  active  in  the  Boy 
Scout  movement  serving  as  a  Troop  Committeeman  and 
Chairman  of  a  Troop  Committee  as  well  as  being  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America  for  the  Oakland  Area  Council. 

He  also  is  a  member  of  the  Boards  of  Directors  of 
Oakland  Chapter,  American  Red  Cross,  the  Crippled 
Children's  Society  of  Alameda  County  and  the  East  Bay 
Chapter,  National  Safety  Council. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Alameda  County  Bar  Association,  of  the  American  Bar 
Association,  of  the  American  Society  of  International 
Law,  and  of  the  American  Academy  of  Forensic  Sciences. 
In  addition  to  his  activity  in  youth  welfare  and  mental 
hygiene  programs  on  the  local  and  state  levels,  Coakley  is 
a  member  of  various  patriotic  and  fraternal  organizations 
serving  at  the  present  time  as  Chairman  of  the  American- 
ism Committee  of  the  Elks. 

He  resides  with  his  wife,  Kathleen,  and  their  three 
children  at  755  Calmar  Avenue,  Oakland.

"A   Wonder  Organization." — By  Philip  E.  Geauque,  Secretary,  Grand  Chapter. 


The  title  reads,  "A  Wonder  Organization,"  and  I 
think  it  is  because  the  organizers  and  the  earliest  members 
hail  no  idea  it  would  amount  to  much  because  it  was  start- 
ed in  fun,  and  they  still  wonder  at  the  rapid  growth  of 
such  an  organization,  since  that  evening  in  Fresno,  Cali- 
fornia, May  11,  1929. 

Starting  with  about  ten  members,  today  we  have 
twenty-three  acitve  chapters  wtih  an  approximate  mem- 
bership of  9,000.  The  chapters  are  confined  to  the  West- 
ern States,  Cheyenne,  Denver  and  Pueblo  being  the  farth- 
est East.  The  organizers  were  San  Francisco,  Fresno, 
Sacramento  and  East  Bay  men,  and  main  of  them,  with 
two  or  three  exceptions,  have  passed  away. 

I  believe  the  words,  "Wonder  Organization,"  applies 
in  our  case  because  of  rapid  growth  both  in  chapters  and 
members.  To  tell  the  complete  history  of  this  organization 
would   require  more  space  than  is  permitted  in  this  issue. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  men  from  the  Bay  District  were 
the  principal  organizers  and  subsequently  had  a  great  deal 
to  do  with  forming  the  Grand  and  Local  Chapters. 
Chapter  No.  1  might  be  used  as  a  good  example  of  prog- 
ress. 

At  the  present  time  Chief  of  Police  Michael  E.  Mitchell 
is  President  of  Chapter  No.  1  in  San  Francisco.  He  is 
also  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  and  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  having 
taken  the  place  of  W.  E.  Schoppe,  one  of  the  organizers, 
deceased. 

Chief  Mitchell  has  done  a  great  deal,  in  fact  more  I 
believe  than  was  anticipated,  to  build  up  Chapter  No.  1, 
which  has  had  a  hectic  history.  The  idea  of  cooperation 
between  law  enforcement  officers  and  business  and  pro- 
fessional men  appealed  to  Chief  Mitchell  has  brought  into 
the  organization  a  great  many  San  Francisco  Police  Offi- 
cers, and  business  men  who  admire  and  respect  the  Chief. 
He  is  also  responsible  for  bringing  into  the  organization 
members  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Commission,  with 
one  exception,  W.  I.  Kohnke,  who  was  one  of  the  very 
early 'Footprinters  in  San  Francisco. 

Other  Chiefs  of  Police,  who  have  seen  fit  to  become 
members  of  the  organization,  in  the  Bay  District  and 
down  the  peninsula  are  Bodie  A.  Wallman  and  James 
Drew,  both  former  Chiefs  of  Police  of  Oakland  ;  Bodie 
Wallman  is  Past  President  of  the  Grand  Chapter;  also 
Robert  Tracy,  who  at  the  present  time  is  retired  Oakland 
Chief  of  Police,  is  President  of  Oakland  Chapter  No.  7. 
Bill  Maher,  the  Chief  at  San  Bruno;  Jack  Harper,  de- 
ceased, Burlingame;  Tom  Burke,  deceased,  San  Mateo; 
Micky  Collins,  Redwood  City;  Ed  Wheeler,  San  Carlos 
and  Al  Huntsman,  Santa  Cruz. 

One  of  the  early  members  and  who  is  still  active  is 
Governor  Earl  Warren.  Other  California  Governors 
were  James  Rolph  and  Frank  Merriam.  In  Colorado, 
Governor'  Lee  Knous ;   in   Utah,    Bracken    Lee.    Another 


oldtime  member,  now  deceased,  was  Governor  Fred  Bal- 
zar  of  Nevada;  and  in  the  north  Governor  Earl  Snell,  of 
Oregon,  deceased. 

Among  the  Sheriffs  are  main  oldtime  members  such  as 
Gene  Biscailuz,  Los  Angeles;  Don  Cox,  Sacramento,  is 
Past  President  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  Dan  Murphy, 
Sheriff  of  San  Francisco  County  and  Bill  Hollingberry. 
Undersheriff,  both  are  Past  Presidents  of  Chapter  No.  1. 

Duncan  Matheson,  deceased,  former  Chief  of  Detectives 
in  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  later  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  one  of 
the  early  members,  wrote  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  of 
this  organization  before  it  was  split  up  into  Chapters.  Also 
a  member  at  that  time  and  at  present,  is  former  Chief  of 
Police  Charles  W.  Dullea,  now  with  the  California  State 
Youth  Authority.  We  could  go  on  almost  indefinitely 
naming  men  high  in  law  enforcement  positions. 

I  believe  that  an  organization  like  ours,  the  only  one  in 
existence  as  far  as  I  know,  which  invites  business  and  pro- 
fessional men  to  join  and  get  acquainted  with  law  en- 
forcement officers,  must  be  a  good  organization. 

I  might  also  state  that  many  Federal,  Superior  Court, 
Municipal  Court,  and  Police  Judges  became  members  and 
still  are. 

One  of  the  first  and  very  enthusiastic  members  was 
Thomas  B.  Foster,  Agent  in  Charge  of  the  United  States 
Secret  Service  in  San  Francisco,  he  is  Past  President  of 
Chapter  No.  1.  Although  retired  after  forty-four  years 
in  the  Secret  Service,  the  Captain  is  still  a  member  of  the 
organization.  It  was  Captain  Foster  who  in  1935  sug- 
gested to  the  writer  that  the  Footprint  Association  would 
do  well  to  publish  a  directory  of  law  enforcement  officers 
of  the  eleven  western  states,  which  he  did.  The  writer 
compiled  the  first  three  editions,  which  subsequently  be- 
cause of  the  war  was  discontinued.  We  have  not  revived 
the  directory  because  other  directories  covering  the  entire 
United  States  are  being  published.  It  was  a  very  valuable 
book,  and  even  today,  since  our  last  publication  in  1942, 
we  are  still  receiving  requests  for  copies  of  our  latest 
edition. 

The  Secretary  of  San  Francisco  Chapter  No.  1  is  Ralph 
E.  Keys,  Engineer  with  the  Hartford  Fire  Insurance 
Company.  He  has  been  untiring  in  his  work  in  building 
up  Chapter  No.   1. 

The  California  Highway  Patrol  has  also  been  well  rep- 
resented in  the  Bay  District  and  in  the  Grand  Chapter. 
Two  members  of  that  organization  achieved  high  office  in 
the  Grand  Chapter.  They  were  E.  Raymond  Cato,  Chief 
of  the  Highway  Patrol  and  Elmer  A.  Steinmeyer,  In- 
spector of  the  Highway  Patrol  in  Oakland,  California. 
Both  are  Past  Presidents  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Oakland   Police   Department  is  probably  the  best 
represented  in  any  chapter.   At  the  present  time,  Clarence

Chief  Lester  J.  Divine 

has  come  Chief  Divine,  young  in  years  but  old  in  police 
service. 

On  May  1,  1949,  he  was  named  Chief  by  City  Manager 
John  F.  Hassler,  with  unanimous  approval  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council.  Said  Hassler  in  making  the  appoint- 
ment : 

"He  is  the  best  possible  choice,  a  tried  police  executive, 
with  wide  experience  and  a  mighty  understanding  of  the 
real  job  of  administrating  an  ever  growing  police  depart- 
ment in  a  rapidly  expanding  metropolitan  city." 

Let's  review  the  initial  steps  of  this  youthful  Police 
Chief  who  came  up  the  "hard  way."  He  brought  into 
the  top  level  administration  three  factors  necessary  for 
efficient  administration. 

The  Three  Factors  Involved 

In  order  of  importance  the  three  vibrant  factors 
brought  into  action  by  Chief  Divine  were  these: 

( 1 )  A  complete  understanding  of  the  problems  facing 
a  growing  police  department  in  a  growing  community. 

(2)  A  knowledge  of  acceptable  solutions  to  the  prob- 
lems of  the  department. 

(3)  A  forceful  personality  so  necessary  to  accomplish 
these  changes. 


I  ypical  of  Divine's  approach  to  the  problems  of  the 
Oakland  Police  Department  was  his  first  major  move, 
made  shortly  after  he  assumed  the  office  of  Chief.  For 
years  and  years  the  boundaries  of  the  three  patrol  divisions 
had  remained  unchanged  despite  the  fluctuations  in  the 
number  of  criminal  incidents  in  this  city.  Utilizing  the 
selective  enforcement  that  he  had  found  so  effective  in 
traffic  control,  Chief  Divine  initiated  a  study  of  the  prob- 
lem of  patrol  distribution.  It  was  apparent  almost  im- 
mediately that  the  Central  Division  was  carrying  more 
than  its  fair  share  of  the  load.  When  all  the  facts  had 
been  accumulated,  Chief  Divine  ordered  a  change  in  the 
boundary  lines  of  the  three  divisions,  thus  giving  to  the 
Lastern  and  Northern  Divisions  a  greater  share  of  the 
Police  activity  of  the  City.  The  redistribution  of  the 
area  had  a  number  of  immediate  effects,  the  greatest  of 
which  was  the  more  efficient  operation  of  the  department. 

Juvenile,    Crime   Prevention 

1  he  next  major  step  undertaken  by  Chief  Divine  was 
the  creation  of  a  Juvenile  and  Crime  Prevention  Division. 
For  many  years  this  function  had  operated  as  a  sort  of 
"step-child"  in  the  department.  It  had  been  operating 
without  an  objective  and  with  a  minimum  amount  of 
supervision. 

In  order  to  most  effectively  utilize  this  new  division 
an  outstanding  young  man  from  the  department,  Lieu- 
tenant Thomas  J.  Rogers,  was  sent  to  the  Juvenile  Con- 
trol Institute  at  the  University  of  Southern  California. 

For  twelve  weeks  Lieutenant  Rogers  studied  the  most 
progressive  and  effective  methods  of  dealing  with  juvenile 
offenders  and,  more  important,  what  the  Police  Depart- 
ment could  do  to  prevent  law  violations  by  youngsters. 
With  this  background  Lieutenant  Rogers  was  given  a 
free  hand  in  setting  up  the  objectives  of  the  new  Division 
and  its  standards  of  operation.  At  present  in  thk  new 
Division  these  is  a  second  person  who  has  received  such 
training  in  the  care  of  juveniles.  Officer  Herbert  McCor- 
mick,  and  a  third  officer,  Sergeant  Andrew  Genovesino,  is 
currently  receiving  such  training.  The  training  of  these 
men  and  the  establishment  of  this  division  will  have  a 
most  positive  effect  on  community  life  in  the  East  Bay. 

Chief  Divine  and  all  of  the  members  of  the  Juvenile 
and  Crime  Prevention  Bureau  know  that  the  first  obliga- 
tion of  the  community  and  the  Police  Department  is  the 
care  of  our  children. 

The  third  major  change  since  the  beginning  of  Divine's 
administration  has  been  the  creation  of  a  Central  Records 
Bureau.  Soon  after  his  ascendancy  to  the  Chief's  job, 
Divine  selected  Lieutenant  Herbert  Kline  for  the  job  of 
integrating  all  of  the  records  of  the  Police  Department. 
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Capt.  Anthony  Boi.ber

These  records  were  scattered  throughout  the  department 
in  main  different  forms  and  riling  systems.  Original!) 
it  was  planned  that  this  new  Bureau  would  become  ef- 
fective with  the  completion  of  the  new  Hall  of  Justice, 
but  with  characteristic  drive  the  Chief  pushed  the  idea 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  Bureau  was  created  on  January 
1,  1^50.  In  the  meantime,  Captain  Jesse  Jackson  had 
retired  and  Kline  was  promoted  to  the  vacant  captaincy. 
Captain  Kline  was  placed  in  charge,  not  only  of  the 
Record  Bureau  but  all  of  the  functions  of  the  Personnel 
&  Training  Division,  which  includes  the  screening  of  new 
recruits  and  the  training  of  all  member  of  the  department. 
Today  the  picture  has  changed  for  Captain  Kline  has 
recently  taken  oxer  the  service  division,  presided  over  prior 
by  Captain  A.  W.  Anderson  who  has  now  retired. 

Personnel  and  Training 

Then  again  Chief  Divine  acting  quickly  and  with  un- 
derstanding has  placed  Captain  Anthony  Bolger  in  charge 
of  the  personnel  and  training  division.  Captain  Bolger 
steps  out  of  the  traffic  division  to  take  over  this  new  and 
important  function  as  Chief  Divine  says: 

"Training  is  a  field  of  police  activity  which  will  never 
end.  There  are  always  recruits  to  train,  in-service  per- 
sonnel to  retrain,  specialists  to  develop,  and  an  increasing 
number  of  supervisory  and  executive  officers  with  whom 
we  expect  to  hold  many  conferences.  Our  training  pro- 
gram will  include  everything  from  "How  to  Make  a 
Police  Report"  to  "How  to  Make  a  Budget  Estimate." 
We  either  now  have  or  are  planning  to  send  men  to  attend 
such  nationally  famous  schools  as  the  FBI  National  Police 
Academy  in  Washington,  D.  C,  the  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity Traffic  Institute  in  Evanston,  Illinois,  or  the  USC 
Juvenile  Control  Institute  in  Los  Angeles.  These  schools 
represent  the  distillation  of  hundreds  of  years  of  police 
experience  in  specific  fields  and  the  men  thus  trained  are  of 
inestimable  value  to  the  Department." 

Captain  Bolger  has  this  job  and  will  do  it  in  a  big  way! 

Other  Drastic  Changes 

These  methods  are  characteristic  of  the  energy  and 
dispatch  of  Chief  Divine.  All  are  perhaps  several  years 
ahead  of  the  time  when  they  were  originally  scheduled 
to  take  place,  but  the  Chief  has  not  stopped  here. 

With  an  eye  to  the  future  he  is  preparing  for  new  and 
perhaps  more  detailed  changes  in  the  departmental 
structure. 

The  Chief  believes  that  the  first  of  these  changes  should 
be  a  expansion  of  the  department.    Presently  the  Charter 


of  the  City  of  Oakland  provides  that  "there  shall  be 
patrolmen — in  such  numbers  as  not  to  exceed  one  patrol- 
man for  every  BOO  inhabitants  in  the  City." 

When  interviewed  Chief  Divine  said  : 

"This  statutory  limitation  established  many  years  ago 
makes   it   virtually   impossible   to   provide  more   than   the

minimum  police  coverage,  even  during  off-peak  hours. 
Oakland  is  no  longer  a  residential,  suburban  community 
with  relatively  minor  police  problems.  We  must  all 
recognize  that  Oakland  is  a  city  of  nearly  one-half  million 
population,  the  center  of  a  metropolitan  trade  area  ex- 
tending 20  miles  inland  in  all  directions.  The  standards 
of  40  years  ago,  yes  those  of  10  years  ago,  are  entirely 
inadequate  to  meet  our  needs  today.  This  ratio  of  patrol- 
men to  the  population  must  be  changed  if  we  are  to  insure 
ourselves  of  adequate  police  protection."

Judge  Flor  has  a  splendid  background  for  the  office  he 
seeks,  one  that  includes  graduating  from  Hastings  College 
of  Law  in  1927,  after  attending  the  University  of  South- 
ern California  in  1921  for  pre-legal  training.  He  was  born 
in  Telluride,  Colorado,  48  years  ago. 

He  moved  to  Marin  County  in  1938  and  has  been  en- 
gaged in  the  practice  of  law  there  and  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. For  the  past  11  years  he  has  been  city  judge  of 
Larkspur,  where  his  present  home  is  located.  As  a  jurist 
he  has  well  earned  the  title  "The  Circuit  Judge  of  Marin 
County,"  for  he  has  sat  in  as  presiding  judge  of  every  lesser 
court,  city,  municipal  and  justice  of  the  peace.  He  has 
served  well  in  all  these  judicial  citadels  of  justice,  in  both 
civil  and  criminal  matters.  He  has  won  the  respect  of  all 
who  have  had  business  in  the  many  and  various  courts, 
whether  they  were  defendants  of  plaintiffs,  for  Judge  Flor 
knows  no  way  of  conducting  business  whether  legal  or 
otherwise,  than  by  deciding  all  matters  presented  to  him  in 
a  fair,  impartial  and  understanding  manner. 

At  the  present  time  he  is  sitting  in  for  City  Judge  Fred 
Crisp,  who  is  away  from  his  duties  owing  to  illness  in  his 
family. 

When  Justice  of  the  Peace  Paul  Helmore  passed  on 
some  time  ago,  the  State  Judicial  Council  just  naturally 
selected  Judge  Flor  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  Super- 
visors could  name  a  permanent  successor. 

He  has  through  the  years  sat  in  many  of  the  lesser 


courts,  and  there  was  no  compensation  coming  to  the  ener- 
getic judge — no  compensation  but  the  sincere  appreciation 
of  people  in  the  various  jurisdictions  he  lent  his  proven 
ability. 

The  legal  profession  is  not  the  only  thing  that  has  at- 
tracted his  constructive  services. 

He  took  a  prominent  part  in  organizing  the  Marin 
County  Peace  Officers'  Association,  one  of  the  outstanding 
of  its  kind  in  California,  and  for  the  past  ten  years  has  been 
the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Association,  and  is  respon- 
sible, more  than  any  other  man,  for  its  great  success. 

He  has  been  an  active  worker  in  recreational  and  edu- 
cational endeavors.  He  played  an  important  part  in  or- 
ganizing the  well-known  Tiburoners  Club,  the  Nights  in 
Venice  Corporation,  and  is  now  active  in  the  Southern 
.Mann  Recreation  Center  in  their  program  to  provide  play- 
grounds for  the  children  of  that  area. 

During  the  late  war  he  was  government  appeal  agent 
for  the  Selective  Service  Board  50,  Mill  Valley. 

He  is  a  member  of  San  Rafael  Lodge  of  Elks,  United 
Ancient  Order  of  Druids,  Marin  County  Peace  Officers' 
Association,  Bay  Counties  Peace  Officers'  Association,  the 
California  State  Bar  Association,  San  Francisco  Lawyers 
Club,  Delta  Theta  Phi  Legal  Fraternity,  and  Mental 
Hygiene  Society.  For  the  past  decade  he  has  been  chair- 
man of  the  March  of  Dimes  Drive  in  Larkspur. 

In  his  announcement  of  his  candidacy  Judge  Flohr  states 
among  other  things  his  ideas  of  the  important  office  he 
seeks,  as  follows: 

"I  am  one  hundred  percent  in  favor  of  Governor  War- 
ren's Crime  Commission.  I  do  not  equivocate  on  this  and 
those  elements  of  our  community  who  are  against  Gov- 
ernor Warren"s  Crime  Commission  should  not  vote  for 
me  because  if  I  am  elected,  they  will  receive  no  solace 
from  me  in  my  administration  of  the  office  of  District 
Attorney. 

"I  will  tolerate  no  "deals"  with  the  underworld  or  the 
underworld  fringe. 

"I  will  do  all  in  my  power  to  enforce  strictly  the  ex- 
tremely comprehensive  and  severe  statutes  which  we  now 
have  against  sex  crimes.  The  Assembly  Judiciary  Subcom- 
mittee has  concluded  ten  weeks  of  hearings  on  sex  crime, 
and  has  found  that  the  present  laws  are  sufficient  to  con- 
trol sex  crimes  if  they  are  enforced.  This  I  propose  to  do. 
"I  believe  that  the  pressing  question  of  juvenile  de- 
linquency is  one  to  which  any  District  Attorney  should 
devote  considerable  time  and  attention,  and  that  he  should 
cooperate  with  all  other  agencies  and  parent-teacher 
groups  in  seeking  a  solution  to  this  community  problem. 

"I  will  recommend  the  installation  of  a  traffic  school 
similar  to  the  San  Francisco  plan  in  order  to  eliminate, 
insofar  as  possible,  death  and  bloodshed  on  our  streets 
and  highways. 

"The   office  of   the   District  Attorney  belongs   to  the 
people  of  the  community  and  the  doors  will  always  be

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Sheriff  Gleason  Up  For  Re-election 
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The  voters  of  Alameda  County  will  have  the  opportu- 
nity on  June  6  to  re-elect  a  Sheriff,  who  for  the  past  ten 
years  has  clone  more  than  his  share  for  law  enforcement, 
not  only  in  the  county  he  has  so  well  served,  but  for  all  of 
California. 

He  is  Sheriff  H.  P.  (Jack)  Gleason,  who  in  1936  was 
appointed  a  deputy  by  the  late  Sheriff  M.  B.  Driver,  and 


the  Oakland  Tribune  and  later  circulation  manager  for 
that  newspaper  and  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle. 

During  his  decade  as  chief  enforcement  officer  of  Ala- 
meda County  he  has  seen  his  department,  which  is  the  sec- 
ond largest  in  the  state,  grow  from  a  personnel  of  97  to 
its  present  number  of  200. 

Among  his  deputies  most  of  them  are  college  graduates, 
and  everyone  is  trained  in  every  phase  necessary  to  being 
a  good  peace  officer. 

Sheriff  Gleason  has  done  many  things  to  bring  his  de- 
partment to  a  high  point  of  efficiency.  He  is  responsible 
for  the  enforcement  of  the  law  in  the  unincorporated 
area  of  740  square  miles  of  the  843  square  miles  that  make 
up  Alameda  County.  He  has  kept  out  organized  vice  of 
every  sort.  He  has  kept  crime  to  a  minimum,  and  even 
through  the  war  years  when  hundreds  of  thousands  people 
came  to  the  county  to  work  in  war  plants  he  built  up  an

Sheriff  H.  P.   (Jack)   Gleason 

who  through  his  energetic  application  to  mastering  all  the 
details  of  the  important  office,  worked  in  every  bureau  of 
the  Sheriff's  Department,  he  became  a  court  baliff.  While 
discharging  the  exacting  duties  of  this  office,  Sheriff 
Driver,  unexpectedly,  named  him  Undersheriff.  The  then 
Sheriff  was  a  sick  man,  and  Undersheriff  Gleason  had  to 
take  over  a  dual  job.  In  December,  1940,  when  Sheriff 
Driver  saw  that  he  was  no  longer  able  to  carry  on,  he  sub- 
mitted his  resignation,  but  with  a  proviso  that  Under- 
sheriff  Gleason  be  appointed  as  his  successor.  The  board 
of  supervisors  complied  with  this  provision,  and  there  then 
started  a  career  that  has  placed  the  former  newspaper  man 
at  the  top  of  those  who  are  charged  with  enforcing  the 
laws  of  the  land. 

At  the  election  of  1942  he  was  given  four  years  more  by 
the  voters  of  the  county;  in  1946  he  was  re-elected  and  his 
many,  many  friends  predict  he  will  win  his  third  term  on 
June  6. 

Sheriff  Gleason  was  born  in  Johnston,  N.  Y.,  in  1893; 
moved  to  Oakland  in  1909  and  has  lived  there  ever  since, 
except  for  the  years  1917  to  1920  when  he  was  in  the 
U.  S.  Navy  during  World  War  I,  and  when  he  was  play- 
ing with  Pittsburgh  of  the  National  Baseball  League 
and  the  Washington  and  St.  Louis  Browns  of  the  Ameri- 
can League  from  1920  to  1923. 

Following  his  baseball  career  he  became  a  reporter  for

Hayward,  the  great  agricultural  center  of  southern 
Alameda  county,  lying  15  miles  from  Oakland,  is  one 
ot  the  trul\  pioneer  communities  of  the  hay  area.  It  was 
in  1838  that  Guillermo  Castro  built  the  first  ranch  house, 
cattle  and  horse  corrals  and  barns  and  other  necessary 
installations  for  conducting  the  largest  cattle  raising  busi- 
ness in  northern  California  up  to  1846. 

The  first  home  in  this  area  for  Don  Castro  was  located 
on  the  present  site  of  the  Hayward  city  hall.  In  1851 
William  Hayward  bought  a  parcel  of  land  from  Castro 
and  established  the  first  general  merchandise  store  and 
later  opened  the  first  hotel  and  restaurant. 

The  city  of  Hayward  was  incorporated  on  March  11, 
187b,  and  after  the  first  railroad  reached  Hayward  in 
1865  the  town  began  to  increase  in  population,  for  every 
inducement  was  made  to  get  settlers  from  the  hordes 
who  had  come  west  during  the  gold  rush.  The  town 
had  the  climate,  the  soil  and  the  scenic  attractions  that 
appealed  to  many  people.  It  has  the  same  today,  and  be- 
cause of  this  Hayward  is  now  a  city  of  some  15,000 
people.  And  they  are  a  prosperous  and  contented  people. 
Why?  Well,  because  Hayward  is  the  center  of  an  area 
of  more  than  75,000  population.  From  this  area  there 
is  poured  into  the  economy  of  Hayward,  annually  $33,- 
640,400  from  diversified  farming.  Fruit  orchards  and 
vineyards  contributed  $2,579,000  during  1948.  Grain 
crops  totalled  $2,262,000;  truck  gardens  brought  in 
$7,565,300.  Greenhouses  and  nurseries  contributed  $7,- 
797,000.  These  products  find  ready  markets,  mostly 
within  the  Bay  area. 

Poultry  products  amounted  to  $6,682,000;  cattle  and 
dairying,  lambs  and  hogs  brought  in  another  $6,375,000, 
and  rabbits  and  pigeons  added  $127,700  more  to  the  bank 
accounts  of  Hayward  area  farmers. 

Then  there  are  the  industrial  firms  doing  a  vast  busi- 
ness and  with  big  payrolls  that  clear  through  Hayward. 
To  mention  a  few  the  Hunt  Food  Company  with  an 
annual  payroll  of  $4,250,000;  Jones  Electric  Co.,  payroll 
per  year  of  $150,000;  Leslie  Salt  Co.,  Morton  Salt  Co., 
and  American  Salt  Company  with  plants  at  Hewark  and 
Mt.  Eden  have  a  yearly  payroll  of  $1,000,000.  Other 
concerns  give  employment  to  more  than  30,000  men  and 
women,  and  most  of  them  have  their  own  homes  in  and 
around  Hayward  and  Castro  Valley  and  spend  their 
money  in  these  places. 

It  is  claimed  and  very  evident,  that  the  Hayward  area 
is  the  fastest  growing  community  in  the  state,  and  new 
homes  have  been  completed  or  are  in  the  course  of  con- 
struction on  every  available  piece  of  land.  Many  orchards 
are  being  uprooted  to  meet  the  housing  needs.  In  1949 
there  were  4180  homes  erected  representing  the  expendi- 
ture of  $21,580,000.  A  new  tract  in  the  south  and  south- 
western section  is  now  being  prepared  for  1000  new 
homes. 

Castro   Valley   has   and    is   sharing   the   prosperity   of 


Hayward,  and  has  matched  its  pace  on  home  developments 
and  population.  This  attractive  district  has  indeed  pro- 
gressed in  the  past  ten  years.  It  is  now  recognized  as 
one  of  the  busiest  shopping  centers  in  southern  Alameda 
county. 

With  the  remarkable  growth  of  Hayward,  with  a  lot 
of  people  coming  into  the  city,  a  lot  to  just  shop,  with 
everyone  busy  and  showing  signs  of  prosperity,  one  would 
think  crime  would  sneak  in,  and  the  stick-ups,  or  the 
house  breakers,  or  the  auto  thieves  would  get  busy  and 
create  a  police  problem. 

Well,  why  one  might  wonder  thusly,  the  fact  that 
there  is  scarcely  any  crime  at  all  in  the  city.  There  hasn't 
been  a  murder  there  in  sixteen  years.  During  the  past 
nine  years  there  were  two  armed  robberies,  the  last  one 
occurring  some  six  months  ago,  when  a  stickup  man 
robbed  Mercantile  Company.  The  holdup  man  was 
captured  within  a  block  of  the  place  robbed  within  less 
than  fifteen  minutes.  Burglaries  are  something  that  are 
equally  scarce,  and  those  that  have  occurred  were  of  a 
trivial  nature.  It  might  be  added  that  last  year  the  traffic 
death  toll  was  two,  one  less  than  for  1948.  It  might  also 
well  be  added  that  there  are  a  lot  of  automobiles  passing 
over  the  city  streets,  for  Hayward  is  on  the  route  from 
the  coast  section  that  comes  over  Highway  101  and  are 
their  way  to  or  from  the  San  Joaquin  and  Sacramento 
valley  points  and  handles  much  of  the  San  Mateo  bridge 
traffic.  A  count  of  cars  recently  at  Castro  and  Cedar 
streets,  a  main  intersection,  showed  that  19,000  cars 
passed  that  point  in  a  12  hour  period. 

One  might  also  wonder  why  this  desirable  condition 
prevails.  This  writer  would  say  that  it  is  due  to  the 
Police  Department,  and  the  splendid  good  relations  exist- 
ing between  its  members  and  the  residents  of  Hayward. 

The  Hayward  Police  Department  is  made  up  of  20 
members  with  Chief  George  C.  Forth  in  charge. 

Chief  Forth,  born  and  reared  in  the  city  he  so  well 
serves— birth  year  1908— went  through  the  public  schools. 
He  starred  in  baseball,  football,  basket  ball  and  track 
during  his  high  school  years,  and  after  following  various 
employments  joined  the  Police  Department  in  May, 
1941.  He  served  well  and  when  a  vacancy  occurred  in 
1944  he  was  promoted  to  the  job,  at  that  time  holding  the 
only  rank  of  the  department  that  of  sergeant. 

When   he   joined   the   Police   Department   there   were 
only  some  6000  people  living  in  Hayward  and  the  Police

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San  Francisco's  District  Attornej  Edmund  G.  (Pat) 
Brown  has  an  excellent  chance  to  become  the  next  Attor- 
ney General  <>l  California,  in  the  opinion  of  political  ob- 
servers. Since  that  is  so,  members  oi  the  Association  will 
be  interested  to  learn  more  about  Par  Brown's  career  and 
background. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  most  of  the  members  oi  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department  know  Pat  Brown  personally. 


District  Attorney  Edmund  G.  Brown 

He  is  an  affable  person,  makes  friends  easily,  and — what 
is  more  important — has  the  faculty  of  keeping  them. 

The  initial  election  of  Pat  Brown  as  District  Attorney 
in  1943  was  followed  by  his  re-election  to  that  office  in 
1947. 

The  District  Attorney's  office  has  become  a  potent 
force  in  the  community,  and  concerned  itself  with  numer- 
ous social  problems  rather  than  the  single  problem  of 
criminal  prosecution.  Slum  clearance,  traffic  safety,  race 
relations,  juvenile  delinquency,  matters  concerning  labor 
and  management,  and  similar  community  issues  became 
the  concern  of  the  District  Attorney's  office. 

This  program  was  based  on  Brown's  belief  that  crime 
is  a  community  problem,  growing  out  of  slum  areas,  lack 
of  proper  housing,  broken  homes,  ignorance  of  the  law, 
lack  of  adequate  law  enforcement  machinery,  and  other 
conditioning  factors. 

A  homicide  bureau  was  created  in  the  office  by  District 
Attorney  Brown.  Composed  of  two  assistant  District  At- 
torneys and  two  shorthand  reporters,  the  squad  was  placed 
on  24  hour  call  to  work  with  police  whenever  a  homicide 
was  reported.  Under  this  new  system  statements  were 
taken  by  them  from  witnesses  or  participants  in  the  crime, 
thus  providing  the  prosecution  with  first-hand  information 
invaluable  in  homicide  cases.  As  a  result  of  careful  case 
preparation,  ninety-two  per  cent  of  all  persons  charged  and 
held    to   answer   for    trial   either   pleaded   guilty   or   were 


found  guilty. 

Despite  a  high  record  of  convictions,  Brown  has  never 
been  an  advocate  of  grim,  implacable  justice,  and  at  no 
time  has  his  office  ever  followed  a  pattern  of  vindictive 
punishment. 

It  has  become  a  "place  to  turn  to"  for  alcoholics  seeking 
care  and  treatment,  for  first  offenders  needing  guidance 
rather  than  punishment,  for  families  requiring  counseling 
on  domestic  strife,  and  for  all  people  in  need  of  help. 

Specifically,  a  Crime  Prevention  Department  was  or- 
ganized by  Brown  on  the  time-tested  basis  that  an  ounce 
of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure  when  dealing  with 
either  juvenile  or  adult  crimes.  This  Bureau  practically 
placed  Brown  in  the  publishing  business  when  his  office 
issued  a  pamphlet  for  boys  and  girls.  First  printed  in 
1^45,  the  pamphlet  was  titled  "Youth,  Don't  Be  a 
Chump,"  and  contained  a  digest  of  laws  applicable  to 
juveniles.  Praise  from  child  welfare  workers  from  every 
state  in  the  union  and  from  foreign  countries  poured  into 
the  D.A.'s  office,  accompanied  by  requests  for  additional 
copies.  Although  the  pamphlet  has  gone  through  seven 
editions  totaling  nearly  300,000  copies,  the  requests  con- 
tinue to  come  in.  This  guide  for  youth,  which  focused  na- 
tional attention  on  the  District  Attorney's  office,  was  paid 
for  and  distributed  by  Brown  and  members  of  his  staff 
without  one  cent  of  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 

AYhile  special  attention  was  given  to  juvenile  delin- 
quency and  crime  prevention  bureaus,  still  other  bureaus 
were  set  up.  A  special  bureau  was  created  to  deal  with 
crimes  involving  war  veterans,  under  the  direction  of  three 
World  War  II  veterans  on  Brown's  staff. 

An  alcoholic  clinic  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the 
forgotten  man  on  skid  row  was  established  by  Brown 
who  recognized  the  alcoholic  as  a  sick  man  in  need  of 
treatment,  rather  than  a  criminal. 

While   in    private  practice  he  represented   the  Painters 
Union,   the  Carpenters  Union,   and  the  AFL  Municipal 
Streetcarmen's  Union.    In  support  of  the  labor-sponsored

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Report  of  Committee  on  Juvenile  Delinquency

(Continued  from  previous  issue ) 
The  three  associations  are  now  developing  plans  tor  the 
formation  of  a  state-wide  association.  Through  the  state 
association  it  is  hoped  that  the  accomplishments  of  the  in- 
dividual associations  will  be  felt  state-wide,  and  the  han- 
dling of  juvenile  problems  by  law  enforcement  agencies 
will  take  on  a  semblance  of  uniformity  throughout  the 
state.    The  associations  are  also  encouraging  training  for

juvenile  officers  and  it  is  their  hope  that  specialized  train- 
ing on  juvenile  control  will  be  available  locally  throughout 
the  state  in  the  near  future  for  all  police  and  sheriffs'  de- 
partments. 

Your  committee  feels  that  the  work  of  the  Juvenile  Offi- 
cers' association  is  very  important  and  should  be  backed 
whole-heartedly  by  the  Chiefs  and  Sheriffs. 

The  Delinquency  Control  Institute  at  the  University 
of  Southern  California  has  provided  the  major  part  of  spe- 
cialized training  for  juvenile  officers.  To  date  ninety-six 
officers  have  graduated  from  the  school.  Of  that  number 
eighty-nine  have  been  from  agencies  in  California,  mostly 
representing  police  or  sheriffs'  departments.  Many  of  these 
graduates  are  now  being  used  in  the  local  departments 
from  which  they  came  for  training  other  officers  and  have 
put  into  effect  within  their  divisions  many  of  the  things 
they  learned.  A  recent  progress  report  published  by  the 
Delinquency  Control  Institute  showing  its  accomplish- 
ments for  the  last  three  years  show  that  police  chiefs  and 
sheriffs  have  found  the  training  very  valuable  for  the  offi- 
cers which  they  have  seen  fit  to  send  to  the  school.  The 
Delinquency  Control  Institute  has  also  carried  on  very 
successful  research  projects.  They  have  published  an  ex- 
cellent report  on  "The   LTse  of  Voluntary  Police  Super- 


vision by  Law  Enforcement  Agencies  in  California."  This 
report  is  in  the  hands  of  the  juvenile  divisions  of  the  state. 
Other  reports  are  being  distributed. 

Plans  are  being  made  by  the  Youth  Authority  and  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  for  making  available 
where  desired,  short  specialized  schools  on  juvenile  con- 
trol. Such  schools  will  bring  to  local  communities  for  law 
enforcement  officers,  probation  officers  and  other  people 
handling  our  juvenile  delinquents,  qualified  instructors  to 
discuss  subjects  which  will  be  applicable  to  each  local 
community.  1  he  community  needs  and  desires  will  be 
determined  by  personal  contacts  made  by  the  field  staffs 
of  the  Youth  Authority  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Inves- 
tigation to  determine  the  material  to  be  offered  at  tile 
school. 

A  recent  experiment  in  Ventura  County  with  a  school 
on  juvenile  control  prepared  by  the  Chief  Probation  Offi- 
cer for  the  law  enforcement  officers  in  the  county  w.-.s  most 
successful.  The  probation  officer  cooperated  with  the  law 
enforcement  officers  in  bringing  outstanding  people  wink- 
ing in  the  field  of  juvenile  control  and  handling  juvenile 
delinquents  to  speak. 

In  the  field  of  youth  welfare  and  juvenile  control  law 
enforcement  officers  are  more  and  more  participating  in 
planning  and  developing  community  programs  for  youth. 
It  has  been  noted  by  your  committee  that  participation  in 
local  youth  welfare  conferences,  community  councils  and 
other  local  meetings  on  youth  have  placed  law  enforce- 
ment officers  in  good  stead  in  their  communities.  The 
Peace  Officers'  Association  and  other  law  enforcement 
groups  have  been  ably  represented  in  various  area  and  state 
meetings  have  to  do  with  juvenile  control  and  youth  wel- 
fare. Reference  is  made  to  the  June  issue  of  the  Peace 
Officers'  News  Letter  in  which  a  report  on  the  Asilomar 
Planning  Conference  appeared.  At  this  conference  which 
was  a  state-wide  planning  conference  for  youth  welfare, 
your  association  was  ably  represented  as  was  the  Juvenile 
Officers'  Association. 

You  were  represented  at  the  State  Recreation  Confer- 
ence sponsored  by  the  State  Recreation  Commission  held 
in  Santa  Barbara  in  February.  At  this  conference  a  special 
section  meeting  was  held  on  the  role  of  law  enforcement 
agencies  in  community  recreation.  Representatives  of  your 
association  and  the  Juvenile  Officers'  Associations  were 
present  and  by  cooperating  with  the  recreation  people  who 
were  there,  were  able  to  come  to  some  conclusion  as  to  die 
role  of  law  enforcement  officers  participating  in  local  com- 
munity recreation.  You  are  referred  to  a  recent  publica- 
tion by  the  State  Recreation  Commission,  Recreation  in 
California  for  the  complete  report  including  the  recom- 
mendations which  came  out  of  the  conference. 

Your  committee  feels  strongly  the  need  for  better  undef-

over  a  quarter  of  a  century,  announced  he  would  not 
seek  the  office  again,  Constable  Dierking,  has  been  waging 
a  thorough  campaign  as  Sheriff  Thornton's  successor. 

With  nearly  30  years  of  law  enforcement  work  to  his 
credit,  18  years  of  which  he  was  a  member  of  the  Vallejo 
Police  Department  serving  as  Chief  of  Police  eight  years ; 
five  years  as  Criminal  and  Civil  Deputy  Sheriff  of  Solano 
County,  and  going  on  two  years,  Constable  of  Vallejo 
Township,  he  found  he  has  made  a  lot  of  friends  who 
have  rallied  to  his  support. 

These  friends  have  been  impressed  by  the  exceptional 
service  Constable  Dierking  has  given  the  people  of  the 
area  he  has  served.  Throughout  his  long  career  he  has 
demonstrated  his  ability  as  a  peace  officer,  especially 
during  the  turbulent  war  period,  when  Vallejo  became 
one  of  the  most  active  and  most  overcrowded  sectors  on 
the  West  Coast.

When  he  left  the  Chief  of  Police  job  he  was  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  constable  of  Vallejo.  This 
appointment  was  made  on  October  18,  1948. 

Few  police  executives  are  better  known  throughout 
California  than  Constable  Earl  Dierking.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  State  Peace  Officers  Association,  and  has  taken 
an  active  and  constructive  part  in  the  programs  of  that 
organization.  He  is  a  past  president  of  the  Solano  Peace 
Officers  Association  as  well  as  the  Bay  County  Peace 
Officers  Association.

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WHAT  IS  A  POLICE  DEPARTMENT?

Motorization.  Auto  patrol  has  enabled  fewei  men  to 
patrol  more  territory  where  it  lends  itself  to  extensive 
rathei  than  intensive  methods.  Furthermore  the  automo- 
bile or  motorcycle  gives  the  policeman  a  more  even  chance 
to  cope  with  the  motorized  criminal.  Mobilization  of  men 
and  equipment  is  speeded  up  greatly  by  these  additions. 

Communications.  Modem  police  communications 
such  as  the  radio  and  teletype  have  supplemented  but  not

displaced  the  patrol  box  and  recall  system.  Response  to 
telephoned  complaints  is  now  accomplished  in  mere 
minutes  by  combining  the  radio  with  motorized  trans- 
portation. Intercity  communication  is  speeded  by  police 
radio  systems.  Uniform  police  records  systems  have  been 
developed  and  installed,  such  as  in  the  Las  Vegas  Police 
Department.  Crime  and  arrest  statistics  are  now  collected 
on  a  nationwide  basis.  Fingerprinting  is  more  and  more 
generally  practiced,  and  identification  records  are  made 
available  through  state  and  national  clearing  agencies. 

The  Police  Profession 
Selection.  Tremendous  strides  have  been  made  in 
selection  procedures.  Since  the  quality  of  police  service 
depends  to  a  large  extent  on  the  ability  and  personality 
of  police  officers,  this  is  an  important  advance.  Minimum 
qualifications  have  been  promulgated  which  automatically 
eliminate  the  ignorant,  the  physically  unfit,  the  tempera- 
mentally unsuited,  and  the  emotionably  unstable. 

Training.  Improved  police  training  procedures  have 
been  adopted  throughout  America  for  the  betterment  of 
her  police.  At  the  present  time  the  Las  Vegas  Police 
Department  has  one  officer  attending  the  University  of 


California,  at  Berkeley,  California,  as  an  example  of  what 
we  are  trying  to  do  to  improve  our  knowledge  along  the 
modern  trend. 

Planning  is  involved  in  the  construction  and  layout  of 
police  headquarters  and  in  the  purchase  or  construction 
of  police  equipment.  In  a  very  real  sense  planning  is  also 
involved  in  the  recruitment  and  training  of  police  officers. 
1  he  personnel  problem  is  large  in  any  organization,  but 
in  a  police  department,  whose  chief  object  is  to  provide 
personal  services,  it  is  particularly  important.  The  police 
administrator  must  have  unusual  ability  to  appreciate  the 
qualities  necessary  for  the  various  positions  in  his  depart- 
men  and  to  appraise  the  capacities  of  his  men  for  different 
types  of  work.  In  a  small  department  such  as  Las  Vegas, 
the  chief  administrator  is  the  personnel  officer,  and  must 
still  be  the  final  authority  in  personnel  matters  such  as  the 
selection  and  supervising  of  his  highest  ranking  subordi- 
nates. 

Budgeting  is  a  distinct  phase  of  planning,  for  basically 
it  involves  the  peculiar  ability  to  translate  plans  and  pro- 
grams, men  and  materials,  into  terms  of  dollars  and  cents. 
Furthermore,  it  is  characterized  by  the  concept  of  balance, 
to  the  ability  to  adjust  plans  and  to  distribute  personnel 
and  purchases  so  as  to  get  the  maximum  result.  Each  of 
the  several  units  of  the  police  department  naturally  con- 
ceives itself  to  be  the  most  important  and  presses  forward 
with  plans  for  expansion  or  for  improvement.  This  is  a 
natural  and  healthy  attitude,  but  someone  in  the  depart- 
ment must  decide  which  division  is  in  greatest  need  of 
additional  funds,  which  new  program  represents  the  most 
valuable  service  to  the  public  at  the  present  time,  or  how 
an  additional  expenditure  may  be  made  to  satisfy  the 
needs  of  two  or  more  subordinate  units. 

Direction 

Important  phases  of  the  function  of  direction  are  com- 
mand, coordination  and  control.  Upon  the  discharge  of 
this  function  depends  the  morale  of  the  department — 
an  essential  in  any  police  organization.  "To  command 
is  to  issue  the  orders  necessary  for  the  execution  of  plans, 
policies  and  assignments.  Command  in  a  police  depart- 
ment differs  from  that  in  most  other  city  departments,  for 
a  police  organization  is  semi-military  in  character.  Dis- 
cipline and  prompt  response  to  commands  are  essential, 
particularly  in  emergency  situations.  This  requires  not 
only  a  force  which  has  respect  for  superior  authority,  but 
also  a  superior  authority  capable  of  commanding.  The 
police  administration  must  know  not  only  what  is  to  be 
done  but  also  how  much  can  be  expected  of  his  men,  for 
commands  that  cannot  be  carried  out  thwart  the  admin- 
istration and  destroy  the  morale  of  subordinates.  In  spite 
of  the  necessity  for  military  discipline  it  must  be  realized, 
however,  that  the  police  officer  differs  from  the  soldier  in 
that  the  former  must  be  allowed  a  considerable  degree 
of  discretion.

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MODERNIZATION  PROGRAM  FOR 
STATE  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  TELETYPE  SYSTEM

The  All  Points  Bulletin  and  the  third  point  1  want  to 
talk  about  also  continues  to  be  somewhat  of  a  problem  to 
us.  Most  of  the  information,  as  1  understand  it,  that  goes 
out  on  the  All  Points  Bulletins  is  of  no  consequence  to 
many  of  the  stations  that  receive  it.  We  made  some  prog- 
ress in  the  reduction  of  the  content  in  the  bulletins,  on  the 
basis  of  the  modus  operandi  plan,  but  I  feel  there  is  still 
substantial  room  for  improvement.  There  are  several  ap- 
proaches:  One  would  be  localize  a  bulletin  in  Southern 
California  of  interest  to  law  enforcement  agencies  in 
Southern  California  only;  a  similar  localized  bulletin  for 
Northern  California;  and  then  one  consolidated  bulletin 
of  statewide  interest.  That  would  accomplish  two  things: 
First,  it  would  eliminate  the  necessity  for  many  law 
enforcement  agencies  spending  hours  scanning  through 
these  long  bulletins  to  find  out  if  there  are  items  that  con- 
cern their  jurisdiction  and  secondly,  it  would  reduce  the 
hourly  tie-up  of  the  system  between  9:00  a.  m.  and  10:00 
a.  ni.,  12:00  noon  and  1:00  p.  m.,  and  3:00  p.  in.  ami 
4:00  p.  m.  During  the  transmission  of  All  Points  Bulle- 
tins, it  is  impossible  for  any  agency  to  use  the  system  foi 
any  other  purpose  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  amount  of  tie-up 
can  be  reduced.  It  may  be  that  some  day  in  the  future,  il 
we  cannot  get  this  problem  into  proper  balance,  it  may  be 
desirable  to  establish  a  system  for  the  exclusive  dissemina- 
tion of  All  Points  Bulletins,  leaving  the  present  system 
free  to  carrv  on  normal  business  and  administrative  traffic. 
This  is  a  real  problem  to  all  of  us  and  it  requires  further 
study,  further  probing,  and  further  analysis.  Your  cooper- 
ation in  the  matter  is  solicited.  Mr.  Houston  of  the  De- 
partment of  Justice,  Sacramento,  who  administers  this 
system  will  be  glad  to  have  your  comments  on  this  subject. 
The  fourth  and  last  point  I  want  to  talk  about  is  the 
immediate  and  long  range  planning  that  is  currently  in 
the  picture  to  make  the  State  teletype  system  a  better  sys- 
tem for  you.  You  can  readily  appreciate  if  legislation  con- 
tinues to  be  enacted  to  add  stations  at  random  the  system 
will  eventually  bog  down  of  its  own  weight,  so  here  is  a 
policy  hit  upon  by  the  Department  of  Justice  and  a  work- 
able policv  that  seems  to  have  real  merit.  The  plan  con- 
templates retention  of  the  State  teletypewriter  system  as  a 
backbone  system  limiting  the  number  of  teletypewriter  sta- 
tions in  each  county  to  two;  one  for  the  principal  law  en- 
forcement agency,  and  one  for  the  principal  State  admini- 
strative agency.  Let  me  cite  Fresno  to  illustrate  the  point. 
We  found  in  Fresno  that  the  Chief  of  Police  transmits 
more  traffic  for  State  administrative  agencies  than  he  does 
for  law  enforcement  work;  52  per  cent  to  be  exact.  A  new 
station  has  been  proposed  in  Fresno  in  the  offices  of  the 
Motor  Vehicle  Department  to  relieve  the  Chief  of  Police 


of  this  burden.  1  know  that  this  situation  is  prevalent  in 
other  counties.  It  has  been  a  considerable  source  of  irrita- 
tion to  main  of  you  having  to  function  as  a  relay  point  for 
this  type  of  traffic.  1  think  the  proposal  in  Fresno  together 
with  projecting  this  plan  to  other  counties  will  result  in 
better  service  to  law  enforcement  agencies  and  in  better 
service  to  State  administrative  agencies. 

Step  two  in  this  plan  contemplates  that  each  county  in 
the  State  of  California,  as  the  need  develops,  install  its 
own  local  county  law  enforcement  teletype  net  to  aug- 
ment the  State  system.  We  have  such  networks  in  opera- 
tion today.  Los  Angeles  is  the  top  extreme  with  63  sta- 
tions in  the  county,  linking  the  Chiefs  of  Police  together 
in  all  principal  cities  and  towns  in  the  county  for  trans- 
action of  local  business,  and  for  receipt  of  the  All  Points 
Bulletins.  This  arrangement  serves  a  dual  function  ;  it  is 
a  faster  and  better  way  to  handle  matters  of  local  county 
interest  and  secondly  it  leaves  the  State  system  free  to 
transact  business  of  statewide  interest.  The  other  extreme 
is  Alameda  County,  with  four  stations.  Their  method  of 
operation  is  identical  to  Los  Angeles  County.  A  network 
of  intermediate  size,  seven  stations,  is  in  operation  is  San 
Mateo  County.  Other  counties  considering  these  nets  are 
Imperial,  San  Diego,  Orange,  and  Santa  Clara. 

Another  point  that  seems  to  have  great  merit  is  the  inte- 
grating of  the  California  system  with  neighboring  states, 
particularly  along  the  Pacific  Coast.  It  is  hoped  some  day 
we  will  be  able  to  link  this  system  into  Oregon  and  Wash- 
ington, giving  Pacific  Coast  coverage  which  would  be 
comparable  to  the  Atlantic  Coast  where  state  by  state 
from  Maine  to  Florida  networks  are  integrated  for  pur- 
poses of  law  enforcement. 

Another  consideration  is  twenty-four  hour  service  on 
the  system.  As  you  know,  the  system  now  operates  from 
8:00  a.  m.  to  12:00  midnight  daily.  If  you  are  interested 
in  twenty-four  hour  service,  I  again  ask  you  to  communi- 
cate with  Mr.  Houston,  Department  of  Justice,  Sacra- 
mento.   He  will  welcome  your  thoughts  on  the  matter. 

One  other  point  is  changing  your  manually  operated 
teletypewriter  to  a  fully  automatic  machine  whereby  you 
can  pre-punch  tapes  in  advance  and  transmit  messages 
automatically.  Those  of  you  who  have  heavy  volumes  of 
originating  traffic  may  wish  to  investigate  this  possibility. 

I  am  hopeful  that  I  have  given  you  some  knowledge  of 
the  expansion  and  modernization  program,  the  fact  it 
should  be  in  operation  early  in  1950,  the  mutual  advan- 
tages of  jointly  utilizing  the  system  among  yourselves  and 
State  administrative  agencies,  the  several  approaches 
whereby  we  may  make  improvement  in  the  dissemination 
of  the  All  Points  Bulletin  and  also  some  of  the  funda-

He  is  a  well  set  up  man  with  a  perpetual  smile  on  his 
handsome  face,  and  his  greatest  joy  is  to  make  friends, 
whether  they  are  from  the  silk  socks  class  or  from  the 
other  side  of  the  railroad  tracks. 

1  et,  with  this  genuine  friendliness,  he  has  proven  since 
he  entered  law  enforcement,  that  he  possesses  the  funda- 
mentals so  necessary  for  a  law  enforcement  office.  Though 
he  was  a  bus  driver  for  the  Greyhound  Lines  when  he  took 
a  job  during  the  war  years  to  guard  installations  at  a  mili- 
tary post  near  Kings  City,  he  attracted  favorable  atten- 
tion from  his  superiors  in  the  service  and  from  the  people 
of  the  rich  farming  and  cattle  metropolis  on  the  southern 
end  of  the  famed  Salinas  Valley.  So  when  they  needed  a

Chief  Corby  was  born  in  San  Francisco,  and  has  a 
brother  Frank  Corby,  who  is  a  long  time  member  of  the 
San  Francisco  Police  Department. 

He  belongs  to  the  Elks,  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and 
the  International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police. 

He  and  his  wife  and  two  teen  age  sons  are  a  popular 
family  in  Kings  City,  and  the  people  will  miss  him,  for 
every  hour  of  the  24-hour  day  he  was  on  duty  and  no  call, 
no  matter  what  the  hour,  failed  to  get  him  in  action,  and 
with  the  young  folks  he  was  highly  admired,  which  ac- 
counts for  the  lack  of  juvenile  delinquency  in  the  City  of 
the  Kings.

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Officer  "Dick"  Niebolt  An  I  B  M  Expert 


By  the  Editor 


Officer  Niebolt  died  suddenly  in  .Mission  Lodge  of 
Masons,  2640  Mission  Street,  the  night  of  May  16.  This 
edition  of  the  Police  Journal  was  on  the  press.  We  run 
the  article  on  this  efficient  policeman  as  it  was  written  be- 
fore his  death.  We  know  of  no  better  tribute  for  such  a 
deserving  fellowman,  than  the  following  account  of  his 
worthwhile  service  with  the  S.  F.  P.  D. — The  Editor. 

Policing  in  a  metropolitan  city  is  really  big  business. 
Now,  in  our  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  with  its 
headquarters  at  the  Hall  of  Justice,  we  find  all  the  units 
natural  to  any  large  enterprise.  I  hus,  we  have  the  Chief's 
office,  and  the  Board  of  Commissioner's  office,  also  the 
personnel  office,  the  business  office,  the  general  office  and 
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Officer  Rich\rd  Niebolt 
so  on.  Also  we  find  the  Bureau  of  Identification  and  other 
offices  for  the  various  units  of  the  Bureau  of  Inspectors. 

Among  the  units  of  the  Chief's  office  we  find  the  Com- 
munications Bureau  and  the  Statistical  Bureau. 

A  statistical  bureau,  in  any  line  of  endeavor,  is,  to  the 
average  person,  absolutely  devoid  of  glamor,  and  a  mo- 
notonous place  at  best.  But,  to  a  police  department,  as  to 
any  business  enterprise,  statistics  are  a  vital  necessity,  the 
bookkeeping  end  of  the  business — showing  business  dollars 
gained  or  lost;  and  classification  of  crimes,  criminals,  ar- 
rests,  convictions,  etc.,   in  police  department  functioning. 

This  is  a  proper  place  to  state  that  since  our  police  de- 
partment streamlined  its  records'  department  a  decade 
ago  and  installed  International  Business  Machine  equip- 
ment, the  Statistical  Bureau  turns  out  reports,  both  frac- 
tional and  annual,  that  are  tops  in  the  nation. 

In  Room  110,  in  the  Hall  of  Justice,  the  daily  flood  of 
paper  reports  is  turned  into  figures  on  the  throbbing  ma- 
chines and  the  information  properly  segregated,  to  be  pro- 
duced in  an  instant  when  later  required  bv  the  Chief,  the 


Commissioners,  the  Bureau  of  Inspectors,  or  an  outside 
agency  such  as  the  FBI,  and  State  Bureau  of  Identification 
and  Investigation. 

On  such  occasions  the  request  comes  first  to  the  major 
domo  of  Room  110,  Richard  Niebolt — the  man  of  all 
work  in  the  Statistical  Bureau  since  the  IBM  people 
brought  their  magic  equipment  to  the  Hall  of  Justice. 

To  the  local  IBM  representatives  and  police  statisticians 
throughout  the  state  "Dick"  Niebolt  is  a  wizard  in  getting 
the  most  out  of  the  battery  of  "clickers"  in  Room  110. 

Dick  has  a  pleasant  way  about  him,  likes  to  meet  peo- 
ple, and  is  never  so  much  at  home  as  when  demonstrating 
to  some  interested  visitor  in  Room  110  the  speed  and  ac- 
curacy of  the  "punching"  and  "sorter"  machines.  I  was 
amazed  when  he  showed  how,  on  a  card  about  the  size  of 
an  ordinary  bank  check,  he  could  punch  about  three  score 
items  of  information  momentarily. 

Some  people  "think"  their  work — and  many  hours  of 
plotting  and  planning  a  problem  seem  a  pleasure  to  them. 
Richard  Niebolt  is  one  of  this  rare  class. 

Some  years  ago  a  traffic  accident  report  blank,  covering 
every  possible  angle  of  such  a  one-sheet  report,  was  in  the 
making — the  idea  being  to  have  the  full  information  on 
the  report  feasible  for  the  IBM  equipment.  "Dick"  put 
in  many  hours  trying  to  set  up,  on  a  sheet  of  paper,  8  x 
11  J/2  inches,  the  mass  of  information  necessary;  and  his 
final  effort  was  gladly  accepted  by  both  police  and  Sacra- 
mento Traffic  Department  statisticians. 

Like  a  great  many  of  our  most  important  San  Francis- 
cans, Richard  Niebolt  claims  "South  of  the  Slot"  as  his 
birthplace.  On  April  23rd,  1896,  he  was  born  on  Morris 
Street  near  Sixth  and  Brannan  Streets,  and  shortly  there- 
after the  family  moved  to  Noe  Valley  where  he  still  lives. 
In  1929  he  married  Miss  Erna  Nolte.  They  have  two 
children,  Henry,  20  years,  and   Miss  Erna,   14  years  old. 

In  World  War  I  he  joined  the  U.  S.  Navy  and  served 
through  1917  and  1918,  after  which  he  became  a  member 
of  the  crew  of  that  famous,  speedy  and  very  popular 
steamer  Yale,  sailing  out  of  San  Francisco. 

When  he  became  a  member  of  the  department  in  1930, 
the  two-man  cars  were  in  use  in  the  department  and  thus 
he  saw  temporary  service  in  the  various  San  Francisco 
Police  Stations.  His  fine  record  and  his  excellent  handling 
of  reports  on  his  various  assignments  led  to  his  promo- 
tion to  the  Communications'  Bureau;  and  in  1940  to  the 
Statistical  Bureau,  where  he  has  found  his  life  work. 

Being  a  man  of  boundless  energy  and  genial  disposi- 
tion, "Dick"  Niebolt  is  naturally  popular  in  the  organiza- 
tions to  which  he  belongs — as  we  find  men  of  his  kindly 
ways  and  willingness  to  work  always  are.  Thus  we  find 
him  a  past  master  of  Golden  West  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M. ; 
past  commander  of  Police  Post,  American  Legion,  and 
secretary-treasurer  of  the  Masonic  Square  Club  of  the 
San  Francisco  Police  Department.

The  Bureau  urged  vacationers  to  keep  their  eyes  open 
for; 

THE  RESERVATIONS  GYP.  Some  sharp  operators 
of  tourist  rooms,  cabins  and  other  sleeping  accommoda- 
tions charge  higher  rates  as  the  hour  gets  later.  Late  arriv- 
als may  be  told  that  only  "deluxe"  facilities  at  top  prices 
are  available.  Write  or  wire  ahead  for  reservations  if  you 
wish  to  avoid  this  difficulty,  the  Bureau  suggests.  If  this 
is  not  possible,  plan  your  day  so  that  you  arrive  at  a  des- 
tination an  hour  or  more  before  dark  so  that  you  may 
"shop  around"  for  accommodations  or  drive  on  to  the 
next  town.  There  are  reputable  touring  services  who  will 
help  you  plan  your  trip,  with  stopovers  at  reliable  spots. 
UNOFFICIAL  "GUIDES."  Be  on  guard  against  pho- 
ney "runners"  and  "hotel  guides"  who  accost  you  on  the 
outskirts  of  resort  towns. 


HITCH-HIKERS.  You  may  want  to  help  a  deserving 
college  student  or  give  a  stranger  a  lift,  but  you  may  also 
be  leaving  yourself  open  to  anything  from  a  confidence 
game  to  robbery  or  murder  if  you  pick  up  hitch-hikers.

If  your  car  gets  stalled,  come  to  an 
agreement  on  towing  charges  in  advance  or  you  may  get 
fleeced  out  of  a  large  chunk  of  your  vacation  savings. 

PHONEY  ROADSIDE  SHOWS.  The  kidd.es  may 
find  roadside  zoos  amusing,  but  while  Junior  watches  the 
bears.  Papa  may  get  "shilled"  by  wolves  of  another  sort 
into  trying  the  old  shell  game,  a  few  passes  with  the  dice 
or  a  couple  of  turns  of  the  wheel.  Such  shows  avoid  com- 
munities where  Police  may  keep  an  eye  on  them  and  con- 
centrate on  locating  outside  of  police  jurisdiction. 

HIDDEN  SPEED  TRAPS.  Watch  out  for  carefully 
concealed  traffic  signals,  10-mile-an-hour  speed  limit  signs 
in  small  print.  Your  out-of-state  license  may  be  the  tip- 
off  for  John  Law  to  get  busy,  as  it  is  said  that  some  small 
towns  still  depend  upon  the  motorist  to  fill  the  municipal 
coffers  for  the  slim  winter  months. 

THE   LUGGAGE  THIEF.   Be   sure   to  protect  your 
luggage.  Leaving  it  in  your  parked  car  may  be  an  open 
invitation  to  the  luggage  thief  to  get  busy. 

C.O.D.  RACKETS.  When  you  leave,  let  your  neigh- 
bors know.  Don't  let  them  get  taken  for  the  old  C.O.D. 
racket,  where  the  lady  next  door  advances  money  to  some 
crook  who  "delivers  a  package"  (perhaps  it's  a  brick  or  a 
bunch  of  newspapers,  nicely  wrapped)  to  your  home.

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On  March  2°-  Chief  Michael  E.  Mitchell  announced 
a  re-assignment  oi  Captains  in  the  S.  F.  I'.  I).  These 
changes  were  in  line  with  a  policy  adopted  by  the  Police 
Commission  and  the  Chief,  that  of  rotating  the  heals  of 
police  districts  periodically.

served.  Chief  Frank  Kelly,  San  Rafael,  introduced  the 
host,  Sheriff  H.  P.  (Jack)  Gleason,  who  in  turn  intro- 
duced members  of  his  official  family  and  different  Peace 
Officers  from  Alameda  County  who  were  present.  Chief 
Kelley  then  introduced  other  prominent  members  and 
guests  who  attended  this  meeting.  After  the  luncheon 
the  meeting  recessed  and  all  went  to  the  Auditorium. 

President  Kelly  then  called  upon  District  Attorney 
Frank  Coakley  to  introduce  Captain  John  G.  Crommelin 
of  the  U.  S.  Navy,  the  speaker  of  the  day,  stating  that 
he  would  talk  about  some  phases  of  National  Security, 
that  have  not  been  presented  in  the  periodicals  and  the 
press. 

Captain  Crommelin  started  his  address  by  first  reading 
his  orders  which  placed  him  on  furlough. 
After  that  he  read  his  oath  of  office. 
He  then  set  out  a  series  of  incidents  which  started 
about  February  11th,  1949,  and  led  up  to  the  date  of 
April  23,  1949,  when  the  contract  for  the  construction 
of  the  new  Aircraft  Carrier  "United  States"  was  can- 
celled. The  new  carrier  was  the  latest  thing  in  aircraft 
carrier  construction,  instrument  landings  could  be  made 
on  it  as  it  had  no  island  on  it,  making  all  landings  a  great

deal  easier.  It  gave  the  operation  a  great  deal  more  of 
tactical  latitude,  helping  the  aviators  spirit  in  the  air  and 
giving  them  more  confidence.  It  as  also  set  to  handle  jet 
propulsion  takeoffs,  as  it  would  have  had  numerous  cata- 
pults on  it  for  these  takeoffs.  This  type  of  catapult 
weren't  practical  on  the  island  type  of  carrier,  and  the 
fighter  airplanes  in  the  present  day  are  nearly  all  jet  pro- 
pelled. The  late  Mr.  Forestall  thought  we  would  get 
into  atomic  propulsion  and  he  thought  we  could  operate 
aii craft  carriers  with  atomic  power.  An  aircraft  could 
not  be  operated  with  atomic  power  hut  a  carrier  could. 
1  he  new  aircraft  carrier  would  have  had  many  other 
advantages  over  the  island  type,  one  of  them  to  land 
airplanes  during  a  storm,  which  naturally  would  give 
the  Myers  more  confidence. 

Captain  Crommelin  believes  in  long  range  heavy  bomb- 
ing and  we  should  have  the  strongest  air  force  in  the 
world.  He  also  believes  that  we  should  have  a  strong 
navy  air  force.  There  is  no  controversy  between  the 
Army  and  the  Navy.

When  you  have  a  large  organization,  somebody  in  the 
organization  is  always  able  to  handle  anything  that  might 
come  up.  The  men  should  be  allowed  to  express  their 
differences  of  opinion.  If  the  superior  officers  of  the  outfit 
are  kept  informed,  there  would  be  few  mistakes.  He  felt 
that  it  was  the  duty  of  all  superiors  in  a  great  democracy 
like  ours  to  know  about  the  problems  which  we  are  faced 
with,  in  order  to  form  a  personal  opinion  and  defend  that 
opinion.  You  should  keep  your  representatives  in  the 
government  informed  of  your  opinions.  Setting  up  one 
type  of  thinking  in  the  military  forces  and  another  for 
civilians  doesn't  make  sense  he  said.  In  time  of  war  we 
expand  from  a  small  armed  force  into  a  great  citizen 
Army  and  Navy.  This  nation  started  off  poor  and  we 
became  rich.  Wealth  didn't  start  us  and  although  we 
are  less  than  b'/c  of  the  world's  population,  we  control 
50';   of  the  wealth. 

In  1941  the  Japanese  had  a  better  air  force  than  we 
did.  The  Zero  was  a  superior  fighter  to  any  plane  we 
had.  I  he  Japanese  fighting  planes  were  shooting  down 
three  to  one  of  our  planes.  Even  after  Midway  we 
couldn't  take  the  offensive,  because  the  Zero  was  a  better 
plane.  We  had  to  find  some  way  so  that  we  would  be 
able  to  combat  this  Zero.  Two  enlisted  men  in  the  Navy 
came  up  with  an  idea  on  how  to  beat  the  Zero.  It  was 
tried  out  and  then  sent  out  to  combat  and  it  beat  the 
Zero.

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WHAT  IS  A  POLICE   DEPARTMENT? 

(Continued  from  page  16) 
It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  administrator  of  the  Las 
Vegas  Police  Department  during  the  re-organization  that 
has  taken  place  in  the  past  year  to  coordinate  the  various 
functional  activities  and  bureaus,  in  order  to  operate  it  as  a 
smooth  and  well  balanced  machine.  Its  several  units  must 
be  coordinating  so  they  support  and  assist  each  other  rather 
than  oppose  or  overlap.  In  this  respect  coordination  in- 
volves the  appraisal  of  organizations  and  personnel  to 
determine  what  alterations  or  adjustments  may  be  neces- 
sary to  adapt  the  one  to  the  other. 

In  line  with  the  budgets  mentioned  in  a  previous  para- 
graph and  in  keeping  with  the  budget  allowed  the  Police 
Department  in  particular  the  year  1948  witnessed  the 
inauguration  of  new  bureaus  and  divisions  within  the  Las 
Vegas  Police  Department.  Along  with  the  new  bureaus 
and  divisions,  much  detail  work  was  accomplished,  all  of 
which  was  necessary  to  make  the  new  divisions  and  bureaus 
a  workable  organization. 

At  the  present  time  the  police  department  has  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  as  modern  a  police  department  as  any 
in  the  United  States. 

1.  A  complete  jail  and  correctional  division  has  been 
set  up  for  the  care  and  rehabilitation  of  offenders. 

2.  An  Identification  Bureau  with  much  new  modern 
physical  equipment  for  the  identification  and  appre- 
hension of  law  violators.  In  the  Identification  Bu- 
reau is  also  set  up  a  complete  photography  room, 
plus  a  small  laboratory  for  cursory  examination  and

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BOOK  PEACE  OFFICERS  SHOULD  HAVE 

There  have  been  through  the  years  many  books  pub- 
lished dealing  with  law  enforcement,  the  administration 
of  justice  and  instructions  on  many  phases  of  police  work. 
Some  of  them  are  good,  others  meet  certain  aspects  of  en- 
forcement problems,  and  some  lack  the  punch  that  makes 
them  a  must  in  any  peace  officers'  organization. 

But  there  has  recently  been  a  booklet  titled  "Sources  for 
the  Administration  of  Criminal  Justice,"  put  out  by  the 
California  State  Printer,  which  was  prepared  and  written 
by  Dorothy  Campbell  Tomkins,  Bureau  of  Public  Admin- 
istration, University  of  California,  which  is  something 
every  peace  officer  should  have  in  his  office. 

This  book,  which  was  compiled  for  the  special  Crime 
Study  Commission  of  the  California  State  Board  of  Cor- 
rections, is  of  unusual  significance  to  workers  in  the  cor- 
rectional field,  and  it  presents  a  comprehensive  listing  of 
primary  sources  relating  to  all  phases  of  criminal  justice. 
It  is  a  great  deal  more  than  a  bibliography,  since  the  items 
included  have  been  carefully  selected,  not  only  for  their 
current  value,  but  because  they  are  the  leading  materials 
for  this  particular  subject. 

The  booklet,  which  contains  some  300  pages,  is  up-to- 
date  and  may  be  purchased  from  the  Document  Section, 
State  Printer,  11th  and  O  Streets,  Sacramento.  The  price 
is  $1.28  per  copy.

A  year  ago  at  the  Santa  Monica  convention,  the 
Women  Peace  Officers'  Association  of  California  elected 
as  president,  Mis.  Edna  Webb,  a  matron  in  the  San  Diego 
Police  Department.  So  well  did  she  serve  her  first  term, 
so  energetic,  tireless  and  effectual  were  her  efforts  in  be- 
half   nt    the   association,   that   when   tin-  annual    meet    was

held  in  October,  at  Sacramento,  the  members  of  the 
women's  organization  re-elected  her  to  a  second  term.  It 
was  a  well-merited  gesture,  for  no  former  presiding  official 
of  the  association  ever  gave  more  intelligent  and  unselfish 
service,  and  under  her  administration  it  has  grown  in 
membership,  in  the  scope  of  their  program  to  make  better 
women  law  enforcement  officers  and  to  get  them  the  same 
privileges  as  the  men  folks. 

Following  is  a  letter  which  she  has  issued  to  the  mem- 
bership of  the  association,  thanking  them  for  selecting  her 
for  a  second  term,  and  calling  attention  to  the  growth  of 
the  body,  and  what  their  aims  are: 

First  I  would  like  to  express  again  my  sincere  apprecia- 
tion for  the  honor  you  have  given  in  re-electing  me  as 
President  of  the  Women  Peace  Officers'  Association  of 
California.  It  means  a  great  deal  to  me  to  know  that  you 
have  placed  your  faith  and  trust  in  my  leadership  for  an- 
other term.  As  I  have  said  many  times  before,  an  organi- 
zation is  not  strengthened  by  officers  only,  but  it  is  with 
the  full  cooperation,  working  of  the  committees,  close  offi- 
cial relationship,  and  personal  understanding  of  the  entire 
membership  that  makes  for  its  success.  All  these  essentials 
and  many  more  have  been  at  my  service  and  command 
during  the  entire  past  year. 

Our  increase  in  membership  is  really  something  of 
which  to  be  proud.  I  mentioned  in  the  yearly  report  that 
we  had  obtained  36  new  members  but  we  accepted  12  or 
14  more  at  the  convention  which  brings  it  up  to  nearly 
50  for  the  year.  This  is  a  fine  increase,  but  here  are  a  itw 


statistics  I've  gathered,  and  quite  serious  food  for  thought. 
I  believe  there  are  58  counties  in  California.  Of  these  58 
counties,  we  have  paid-up  members  from  only  nine  in  our 
association.  All  of  the  counties  have  county  jails,  and  all 
of  these  jails  must  have  matrons  who  are  eligible  to  be- 
long to  our  association.  Cities?  About  35  or  40  cities  are 
represented  in  our  membership  in  good  standing.  So  you 
can  readily  see  what  a  vast  field  we  have  to  cover  and 
what  really  can  be  done  if  every  one  of  us  pledge  ourselves 
to  do  something  about  it. 

Our  training  committees  which  were  appointed  at  the 
convention  have  some  long,  hard  work  ahead  of  them. 
Lieut.  John  Peper  is  working  with  us  for  a  program  to 
meet  our  individual  and  local  needs.  Let's  get  a  definite 
training  program  started  this  coming  year!  It  will  be  the 
first  police  training  program  for  women  peace  officers  in 
the  United  States. 

How  often  would  you  like  to  receive  news  of  the  activi- 
ties and  members?  We  officers  would  like  to  get  some- 
thing to  you  at  least  once  every  two  months,  even  though 
it  may  be  brief.  Its  purpose,  of  course,  would  be  realized 
greatly  by  bringing  to  us  all  a  better  understanding  of  one 
another's  problems.  I  am  making  this  appeal  to  each  of 
you  for  contributions  for  this  news  bulletin  including  any 
article  of  interest  in  our  work.  Any  of  you  who  have  a 
problem  or  situation  which  puzzles,  annoys,  or  even 
amazes  you,  please  send  it  to  us  and  let  it  become  a  prob- 
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lem  of  the  entire  association.  Who  knows,  some  one  of 
the  members  might  have  just  the  solution  needed. 

Please  feel  free  to  send  the  officers  any  criticism  or  sug- 
gestions. For  those  of  you  who  attended  the  convention, 
what  did  you  enjoy  most?  What  of  it  do  you  think  could 
he  helped  or  improved  ?  Let  us  have  your  likes  and  dis- 
likes so  that  we  may  try  to  improve  on  them  next  year.  I 
know  there  were  parts  of  it  everyone  enjoyed  and  received 
benefit  from,  so  let  us  have  a  note  from  you  about  it. 

With  full  cooperation  from  all  our  members  we  can 
make  the  Women  Peace  Officers'  Association  of  Califor- 
nia one  to  be  proud  of;  one  to  which  our  superior  officers 
will  be  glad  to  have  us  belong;  a  group  of  women  in  police 
work  seeking  higher  goals  and  bettering  our  work  in 
human  welfare;  an  organization  of  one  for  all  and  all  for 
one.

standing  of  the  responsibilities  and  functions  of  probation 
departments  and  juvenile  courts  In  law  enforcement  offi- 
cers.  We  know  that  service  provided  youth  by  probation 
departments  and  juvenile  courts  varies  considerably  from 
county  to  county;  therefore,  the  role  oi  law  enfbrcemenl 
officers  in  handling  youthful  offenders  must  necessarily 
vary  from  jurisdiction  to  jurisdiction.  It  is  inevitable  then 
that  the  old  question  arises:  "Should  law  enforcement  offi 
cers  be  in  the  treatment  field?"  Your  committee  answers 
that  we  are,  we  must  be  and  will  continue  to  be  in  the 
treatment  field  in  handling  juveniles.  We,  however,  feel 
Strongly  that  an  understanding  between  ourselves  and  pro- 
bation officers  and  juvenile  court  judges  in  each  commu- 
nity should  be  forthcoming  and  lines  of  responsibility  and 
functional  areas  defined.  We  urge  you  to  meet  with  pro- 
bation officers  and  juvenile  court  judges  in  order  to  come 
to  some  understanding  of  your  local  needs  to  the  end  that 
youth  in  your  community  will  receive  maximum  service 
and  duplication  of  effort  will  be  avoided.  If  probation 
services  are  inadequate  in  your  community,  perhaps  you 
can  do  much  toward  bettering  that  service  by  encouraging 
increased  and  better  probation  staff.  We  refer  you  to  a 
recent  study,  "Probation  Services  in  California — 1948- 
1049,"  made  for  the  Special  Crime  Commission  on  Adult 
Corrections  and  Release  Procedures  and  Juvenile  Justice,

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which  shows  the  status  of  probation  services  in  your  com- 
munity compared  with  other  communities. 

Out  of  the  participation  of  law  enforcement  officers  in 
local  youth  welfare  conferences,  community  meetings,  and 
through  the  work  of  the  juvenile  officers'  association, 
gradually,  a  flexible  line  of  demarcation  between  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  functions  of  law  enforcement  agencies 
and  other  agencies,  particularly  probation  departments  for 
handling  juvenile  delinquents  is  being  developed.  It  goes 
without  saying  that  we  in  the  law  enforcement  field  are 
always  concerned  with  the  old  problem  "where  do  we 
leave  off  and  where  do  other  agencies  begin?"  A  recent 
youth  Authority  survey  of  San  Francisco  Juvenile  Divi- 
sion and  its  relationship  to  juvenile  probation  departments 
aided  in  defining  that  flexible  line  of  demarcation  and 
through  joint  staff  meetings  of  Juvenile  Probation  De- 
partment and  the  Juvenile  Division  of  the  police  depart- 
ment, the  line  is  being  drawn  in  San  Francisco  more 
clearly. 

Detention  of  juveniles  is  a  problem  in  nearly  every 
community  in  California.  In  few  counties,  are  the  juven- 
ile halls  adequate  to  detain  all  types  of  youths  arrested. 
Of  necessity,  many  youths  must  be  detained  either  in  the 
local  or  county  jails.  "Sheriffs  and  jailers  are  unanimous 
in  stating  that  one  or  two  juveniles  in  a  county  jail  create 
more  problems  than  a  jail  full  of  adults.  As  a  result  county 
jails  generally  appear  anxious  to  avoid  holding  juveniles 
whenever  possible."   The  latter  two  sentences  are  a  quota-

bj  the  State  Hoard  of  Corrections  and  the  Commission  for 
the  Studj  ot  Adult  Corrections  and  Release  Procedures, 
and  ably  summarizes  the  juvenile  detention  problem. 

A  few  jurisdictions  have  taken  steps  to  alleviate  the 
problem  of  juveniles  in  jails.  Sheriff  John  Eoustalot  in 
Kern  County  has  worked  out  an  arrangement  with  the 
Kern  County  Probation  Department  whereby  a  boys' 
group  supervisor  from  the  Juvenile  Hall  is  assigned  eight 
hours  each  da)  to  supervise  and  to  plan  programs  for  boys 
detained  in  the  county  jail.  Since  initiation  of  this  pro- 
gram, Sheriff  Eoustalot  will  testify  his  youth  problems 
within  the  jail  have  decreased  immeasurably.  Your  com- 
mittee feels,  however,  that  detention  of  juveniles  in  city 
or  county  jails  should  be  avoided.  We  urge  that  all  law 
enforcement  officers  throughout  the  state  encourage  provi- 
sion of  adequate  facilities  in  juvenile  halls  for  all  youths 
who  must  be  detained  and  that  the  juvenile  halls  provide 
necessary  security  and  program  to  cope  with  the  most  seri- 
ous of  youthful  offenders. 

Your  committee  highly  commends  the  work  of  the  Gov- 
ernor's Special  Crime  Study  Commission  on  Juvenile  Jus- 
tice. In  their  final  report  published  June  30,  1949,  we  find 
a  "blueprint"  for  the  functioning  of  law  enforcement  agen- 
cies in  handling  juveniles,  as  well  as  specific  recommenda- 
tions which  vitally  affect  our  operation  in  handling  specific 
youthful  offenders.  The  recommendations  requesting  leg- 
islation to  the  effect  that  police  officers  may  be  appointed 
Juvenile  Court  Referees  to  handle  juvenile  traffic  offend- 
ers is  particularly  foresighted  and  if  accepted  will  lay  the 
basis  for  some  real  forward  steps  in  the  field  of  traffic 
safety  education.  Another  law  of  particular  significance 
to  law  enforcement  officers  sponsored  by  the  Commission 
and  the  California  Probation  and  Parole  Association  and 
adopted  by  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  legalizes  the 
taking  of  minors  into  temporary  custody  to  safeguard  then- 
welfare.  Lender  existing  laws  when  the  officer  acts  to  pro- 
tect a  child  involved,  he  does  so  at  the  risk  of  being  prose- 
cuted for  false  arrest  or  imprisonment.

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some  of  the  underlying  philosophies  of  juvenile  work  by 
law  enforcement  agencies  and  to  briefly  review  the  work 
California  law  enforcement  agencies  are  doing  in  the 
fields  of  juvenile  control  and  delinquency  prevention.  The 
following  recommendations  are  made,  with  the  thought 
that  if  carried  out  by  the  Association  and  all  law  enforce- 
ment officers  in  California  a  practical  step  forward  will  be 
made  toward  coping  with  the  problem — juvenile  delin- 
quency in  California: 

1.  That  the  Association  encourage  adequate  training  in 
the  handling  of  juveniles  and  their  problems  for  all  law 
enforcement  officers  in  the  State,  and  that  specialized 
training  be  offered  officers  doing  specialized  juvenile  work. 
Your  committee  strongly  urges  full  support  for  the  Delin- 
quency Control  Institutes  at  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia and  attendance  at  the  Institute,  where  feasible,  of 
one  of  more  officers  from  each  department. 

2.  That  law  enforcement  officers  in  California  actively 
participate  in  the  planning  for  youth  welfare,  delinquency 
prevention  and  juvenile  control  at  a  local  level,  and  that 
the  Association  be  more  consistently  represented  at  area 
and  State  meetings  concerned  with  the  problems  of  youth. 

3.  That  the  committee  watch  closely  for  any  alarming 
increase  in  juvenile  delinquency  within  the  state,  and  de- 
velop plans  for  consideration  by  the  association,  designed 
to  cope  with  increasing  problems. 

4.  That  the  association  endorse  the  fine  work  of  the 
Juvenile  Officers'  Association  and  support  their  activities 
in  furthering  the  cause  of  law  enforcement  in  the  field  of 
juvenile  control  and  youth  welfare. 

5.  That  law  enforcement  officers  meet  with  probation 
officers  and  juvenile  court  judges  to  promote  a  better  un- 
derstanding of  the  work  of  their  respective  agencies  and 
to  develop  lines  of  demarcation  as  to  responsibility  and 
functional  areas. 

6.  That  all  law  enforcement  officers  throughout  the 
State  encourage  the  provision  of  adequate  facilities  in 
juvenile  hall  for  all  youths  who  must  be  detained  and 
that  the  juvenile  hall  provide  the  necessary  security  pro- 
gram to  cope  with  the  most  serious  of  the  youthful  offen- 
ers.

mental  policies  ni  immediate  and  long  range  thinking  and 
planning. 

I  want  to  sa\  in  proposing  this  system  to  the  State  oi 
California,  we  in  the  Telephone  Companj  take  justifiable 
pride  in  our  recommendation.  Behind  this  system  goes 
weeks  and  weeks  of  research  and  development  and  the 
pooled  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  Hell  System.  I  he 
engineering  principles  embodied  in  tins  system  were  not 
conceived  overnight.  In  the  earl)  stages,  we  brought  engi- 
neers out  to  San  Francisco  from  the  American  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company,  New  York.  We  had  to  be  sure 
we  were  right,  gentlemen,  in  what  we  proposed  first  he- 
cause  of  the  heavy  equipment  investment,  secondly  because 
of  the  heavy  costs  of  maintaining  the  system  to  the  State 
of  California,  and  third  because  of  the  important  role  this 
system  plays  in  law  enforcement  work.  Our  proposal  had 
to  be  absolutely  free  of  individual  opinion  or  bias  of  what 
the  State  should  have  and  also  it  not  only  had  to  be  de- 
signed to  meet  requirements  today,  but  it  had  to  be  de- 
signed so  it  could  he  readily  augmented  and  expanded  to 
meet  anticipated  growth  for  sometime  in  the  future.  '1  hree 
fundamentals  weighed  heavily  in  our  final  determinations. 
One  was  "simplicity  of  operation."  We  had  to  take  a 
realistic  view  of  the  outlying  station  situation  where  the 
machines  are  operated  by  deputies  as  a  sideline  duty  after 
regular  hours.  With  such  limited  experience,  we  could 
not  hope  to  have  those  people  acquire  the  skill  so  essential 
in  the  operation  of  a  fully  automatic  system.  Second  was 
"reasonable  cost."  We  have  proposed  a  system,  which,  we 
feel  for  the  time  being  at  least,  meets  communication  re- 
quirements of  the  State  of  California  and  at  costs  substan- 
tially below  the  cost  of  a  fully  automatic  system.  Third, 
was  "dependability  and  reliability"  of  service.  We  have 
proposed  a  system  which  we  feel  is  as  free  as  possible  of 
mechanical  difficulties  and  service  interruptions,  because 
we  know  you  people  in  law  enforcement  work  can  only 
operate  successfully  if  the  teletype  system  is  in  operation 
all  the  time. 

An  interesting  sidelight  in  this  connection  is  the  fact 
that  we  are  retraining  some  150  teletypewriter  mainte- 
nance men  in  the  operating  principles  of  the  new  system. 
As  you  know,  the  State  system  is  very  widespread  and  far- 
flung  and  it  is  our  plan  to  spread  our  maintenance  men 
strategically  in  these  areas  so  that  we  can  keep  service  in- 
terruptions to  an  absolute  minimum.  We  also  have  in- 
structresses in  training  who  will  approach  your  people  in 
the  immediate  future  to  retrain  your  personnel  in  the  new 
methods  of  operation.  We  solicit  your  cooperation  in  that 
connection.

HERO  AWARDS 

Annually  for  the  past  20  years,  during  the  month  of 
September  the  Ninety-first  Association  of  World  War  1 
veterans,  award  an  honor  medal  to  a  member  of  the 
S.  F.  F.  D.  and  the  S.  F.  P.  D.,  and  they  follow  up  this 
award  with  a  reception  for  the  honored  fireman  and  po- 
liceman, held  in  February. 

Their  job  of  making  the  selection  is  a  tough  one  for 
the  ^lst  boys,  for  there  are  always  a  number  of  each  de- 
partment who  each  year  have  deported  themselves  heroic- 
ally in  the  performance  of  their  respective  duties. 

So  last  September  the  selections  were  Fireman  Herbert 
L.  Lohmiller  and   Policeman  William  Betger. 

Fireman  Lohmiller  won  his  award  for  giving  service 
beyond  the  call  of  duty,  when  with  no  thought  for  his  own 
safety  he  rescued  a  woman  trapped  in  a  burning  apartment 
house. 

Officer  Betger  who  unhesitatingly  and  fully  clothed 
plunged  into  Islais  Creek  and  rescued  an  old  man  from 
drowning. 

Twenty  years  ago  the  91st  Association  conferred  their 
first  honor  award  to  Inspector  Frank  McCann,  who  as  a 
rookie  cop  shot  and  killed  one  of  a  band  of  bandits,  cap- 
turing the  ones  he  did  not  hit.  It  was  a  street  battle  and 
Inspector  McCann  displayed  such  courage  he  was  brought 
in  from  a  beat  job  to  the  Inspectors'  Bureau  where  he  has 
served  with  distinction  ever  since.  He  is  now  on  the  Pick- 
pocket and  Bunco  Detail. 

Fireman  John  F.  Kearny  was  the  first  honor  medal 
winner  for  the  Fire  Department.  He  already  had  four 
medals  for  bravery  before  1930. 

Among  those  at  the  reception  to  the  latest  medal  win- 
ners were  Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinson  and  Supervisor  John 
J.  Sullivan.  Al  Sehaliagne  was  chairman  of  the  Medal 
Awards  Committee  for  the  91st  Association.

enviable  record  for  law  enforcement  that  brought  him 
man)'  commendations  from  citizens  of  every  walk  of  life 
and  all  branches  of  our  armed  services. 

But  one  of  his  most  ambitious,  and  we  might  say  suc- 
cessful, projects  was  the  formation  of  the  Santa  Rita  Re- 
habilitation Center.  This  is  located  on  2100  acres  acquired 
from  the  U.  S.  Government  for  $1  per  year.  It  was  for- 
merly part  of  Camp  Shoemaker,  used  by  the  navy  for  car- 
ing for  maximum  security  prisoners.  There  were  many 
buildings  and  facilities  which  Sheriff  Gleason  has  used  for 
housing  offenders  committed  by  county  magistrates  for 
misdemeanor  offenses.  Today  there  are  700  men  and 
women  being  cared  for  there.  They  have  used  the  rich 
soil,  good  climate  and  plenty  of  water  to  produce  great 
crops  of  various  vegetables  that  do  so  well  in  that  sector. 
Many  a  man  and  women  who  have  served  time  there  have 
come  out  with  a  different  viewpoint  of  life  and  the  large 
percentage  who  have  benefitted  by  the  humane  and  intelli- 
gent approach  to  their  problems,  singularly  mark  the  un- 
dertaking worthwhile. 

This  Santa  Rita  Farm  is  one  the  Sheriff  takes  justifiable 
pride  in  and  it  has  become  one  to  serve  as  a  model  for  other 
county  sheriffs  of  the  state. 

Here  at  the  Farm  alcoholics  are  given  particular  atten- 
tion, and  through  the  application  of  every  modern  method 
of  treatment,  many  of  the  unfortunates  sent  there  have 
turned  away  from  strong  drink. 

At  the  Farm  there  has  been  set  up  a  Peace  Officers' 
Training  Course,  and  a  lot  of  new  officers  have  gotten 
basic  training  that  has  proved  invaluable  to  the  police 
departments  that  sent  them. 

With  all  the  duties  incumbent  on  a  man  operating  such 
a  law  enforcement  agency,  Sheriff  Gleason  has  found  time 
to  participate  in  many  activities  of  peace  officers.  He  is  an 
active  member  of  the  Sheriffs'  Association,  The  Peace  Offi- 
cers' Association  of  California  and  the  Bay  Counties' 
Peace  Officers'  Association,  and  he  has  given  a  large 
measure  of  constructive  assistance  to  each  of  them,  and 
has  been  rewarded  by  being  elected  president  of  each  of 
them. 

Because  of  his  record  for  organization,  his  ability  as  an 
executive,  and  his  successful  career  as  a  law  enforcement 
officer,  Governor  Earl  Warren  selected  Alameda  County's 
Sheriff  to  be  chairman  of  the  Governor's  Law  Enforce- 
ment Advisory  Committee  of  California.  He  is  also  chair- 
man of  the  Mutual  Aid  Committee  for  nine  bay  area 
counties. 

Ever  since  he  has  headed  the  Sheriff's  Office,  Jack  Glea- 
son is  to  be  found  at  legislature  sessions  when  any  bill 
vitally  affecting  law  enforcement  in  the  state  comes  up  for 
a  hearing,  to  see  that  the  various  committees  get  the  right 
picture  on  any  and  all  acts  to  be  submitted  to  assembly  or 
senate.  He  carries  a  lot  of  power  in  these  appearances,  for 
the  state  solons  recognize  him  as  an  able,  honest  and  sin- 
cere officer  of  the  law.

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An  explanation  of   Brown's  humane  understanding  of 

people's  problems  may  easily  be  found  in  his  background. 
He  is  a  second  generation  California!!,  born  in  San  Fran- 
cisco April  21,  1905.  His  maternal  grandfather  drove  a 
stage  between  Hangtown  and  Sacramento  during  the  '49er 
era.  His  mother  was  born  in  Venado,  Colusa  County,  and 
his  father  in  San  Francisco.  Brown  sold  newspapers  as  a 
youngster  and  held  many  part-time  jobs  to  help  pay  his 
way  through  school.  He  was  graduated  from  Lowell  High 
School,  and  earned  his  college  education  the  hard  way  by 
working  during  the  day  and  attending  the  University  of 
California  Extension  Division  at  night.  He  received  his 
L.L.B.  degree  from  the  San  Francisco  Law  School,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1927. 

As  a  young  attorney,  he  joined  in  practice  with  his  at- 
torney brothers,  Frank  and  Harold  Brown.  In  19.50  he 
married  Bernice  Layne,  daughter  of  the  late  Police  Cap- 
tain Arthur  D.  Layne,  then  in  command  of  Central  Police 
Station.  His  early  practice  indicated  his  concern  for  the 
rights  of  the  average  working  man,  and  one  of  his  major 
cases  as  a  young  lawyer  established  the  City  Employees 
Health  Service  System,  which  withstood  the  test  of  a  Su- 
preme Court  fight. 

Brown  has  served  as  a  director  of  the  Golden  Gate 
Bridge  and  Highway  District,  and  as  a  member  of  the 
California  Code  Commission,  which  was  charged  with 
codification  of  state  laws.  As  a  recognized  leader  in  Demo- 
cratic affairs,  he  was  elected  to  the  Democratic  National 
Conventions  in  1940,  1944,  and  1948.  Following  his  elec- 
tion as  District  Attorney,  he  was  elected  President  of  the 
District  Attorney's  Association  of  California. 

Throughout  his  career,  Brown  has  been  known  as  a  fair, 
objective,  and  impartial  fighter  for  the  rights  of  the  peo- 
ple he  represented,  and  as  a  man  willing  to  meet  all  issues 
squarely.  On  taking  the  oath  as  District  Attorney,  Brown 
said:  "I  could  minimize  my  own  problems  by  conducting 
this  office  along  the  lines  of  least  resistance,  but  that  is 
exactly  what  I  do  not  intend  to  do. 

The  voters  of  California  cast  more  than  a  million  bal- 
lots for  Brown  four  years  ago  when  he  ran  for  Attorney 
General. 

Brown  has  advanced  a  five-point  program  on  which  he 
is  basing  his  campaign.   The  program: 

1.  To  cooperate  with  all  law  enforcement  agencies  and 
officers  in  smashing  organized  criminal  activities. 

2.  To  restore  harmonious  cooperation  between  the  At- 
torney General's  office  and  the  various  State  offices,  in- 
cluding that  of  Governor. 

3.  To  cooperate  with  the  Federal  Government  in  all 
cases  where  such  cooperation  will  benefit  the  people  of 
California  without  sacrificing  their  independence  and  pre- 
rogatives. 

4.  To  defend  the  State's  legal  position  with  vigor  in 
matter  effecting  the  welfare  of  the  people  and  the  preser- 
vation of  their  resources. 

5.  To  eliminate  prejudice  and  partisan  shadings  from 
legal  opinions  and  intepretations  handed  down  by  the  At- 
torney General  to  officers  of  the  State  and  its  subdivisions.

Vmi  never  can  tell  just  what  is  apt  to  come  out  of 
snagging  a  motorist  for  going  too  fast  or  for  reckless  driv- 
ing. Last  March  II  Motorcycle  Officer  Robert  Mueller, 
S.  I''.  1*.  D.,  gave  chase  to  a  car  in  which  three  men  were 
riding.  He  forced  the  speeding  auto  to  the  curb,  got  off 
his  cycle  and  whipping  out  his  hook  began  to  ask  the 
usual  questions. 

Suddenly  his  radio  gave  out  with  a  broadcast,  announc- 
ing a  robbery  «>t  an  Octavia  street  grocer)  store.  The 
broadcast  gave  a  description  of  three  men  who  held  up 
the  grocer,  and  as  the  detail  came  over  the  air  Officer 
Mueller  checked  the  three  men  sitting  in  the  car,  was 
struck  by  the  similarity  of  each  to  the  description  the 
radio  gave  forth.  He  made  his  suspicion  known  and  the 
three  men  decided  to  make  something  of  it,  but  despite  the 
tact  that  he  was  outnumbered  three  to  one,  Officer 
Mueller  subdued  the  trio,  and  radioed  for  someone  to 
come  and  lug  the  prisoners  to  the  municipal  bastile.  His

Sheriff  Sellmer,  who  is  a  licensed  airplane  pilot,  has 
developed  the  office  he  has  held  with  great  credit,  from 
a  force  of  three  members  to  22  as  of  this  date.  Marin 
county  has  grown  since  he  assumed  office,  following  his 
long  service  with  the  State  Fish  and  Game  Commission, 
being  a  Captain  of  the  Game  Wardens  when  he  was 
elected   sheriff.     He  has  kept   his  department  abreast  of 
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the  increased  population,  and  he  has  nunc  than  done  his 
share  to  keep  Marin  count]  ;i  law  abiding  place. 

He  has  five  substations  scattered  throughout  the  county, 
Mud  with  a  highlj  developed  radio  communications  system, 
crooks  have  small  chance  ol  getting  awaj  with  any  crim- 
inal plans. 

He  ha-,  been  a  good  Sheriff,  and  his  legion  of  friends 
predict  he  will  win  at  the  primary  election  June  6. 


SHERIFF  McGRATH,   SAN  MATEO  CO., 
SEEKS   RE-ELECTION 

Sheriff  James  J.  McGrath  of  San  Mateo  County  is 
OUt  for  his  sixth  elective  term  as  chief  law  enforcement 
officer  ot  the  county  he  has  served  so  well  for  23  years, 
coming  next  July  19.  He  was  appointed  in  1927  to  fill 
the  vacancj  created  h\  the  tragic  death  of  Sheriff  Mc- 
Govern.  lie  has  been  re  elected  every  four  years  ever  since. 


Sheriff  James  J.  McGrath 

He  has  seen  San  Mateo  County  grow  to  a  population 
of  over  250,000,  a  big  jump  from  the  less  than  75,000 
of  1927. 

His  record  of  consecutive  success  at  each  four-year 
election  is  up  among  the  list  of  top  winners  in  California. 

Sheriff  McGrath  in  filing  his  nominating  papers  and 
submitting  a  list  of  sponsors  expressed  appreciation  of  the 
support  assured  him  by  these  sponsors.    He  declared: 

"  1  here  can  be  no  substitute  for  experience  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  important  public  office.  That  is  particu- 
larly true  with  respect  to  properly  conducting  the  affairs 
of  an  important  law  enforcement  agency  such  as  the 
sheriff's  office.

and  a  member  of  the  San   Mateo  County  committee  as- 


signed  to  the   work  of  creating   a   rehabilitation  program 
for    the    unfortunate    human    beings    who    are    victims   of    j 
alcoholism. 

"It  is  with  great  pride  that  1  point  out  that  three  ot 
my  deputies  are  graduates  of  the  FBI  National  Police 
Academy  at  Washington,  I).  C,  and  that  nearly  a  score 
more  have  completed  FBI  training  courses  locally  under 
supervision  of  FBI  special  agents." 

Sheriff  McGrath  has  four  opponents  facing  him  at 
the  June  u  primary  elections.  They  are  Fail  B.  Whitmore 
and  Robert  V.  Spillers  of  Redwood  City  and  Jacob  Harris 
ot  San  Mateo  and  P.  P.  Jones  of  Woodside. 


RADIOACTIVE  POLICE  NIGHT  SIGHTS

As  the  radioactive  com- 
pound in  the  front  sight  is  inserted  into  a  Baughman 
Quick  Draw  type  front  sight  there  is  no  chance  of  the 
gun  hanging  up  in  the  holster  of  an  officer,  and  when  the 
gun  is  held  in  firing  position  the  sights  are  visible  only 
to  the  shooter. 

The  most  outstanding  feature  of  the  new  development 
is  that  the  radioactive  compound  does  not  blur  nor  does 
it  waiver  as  did  earlier  phosphorescent  compounds.  This 
steady  illumination  of  the  sights,  together  with  the  self- 
activating  features  makes  the  King  Super  Police  Rado- 
active  Night  Sight  a  real  milestone  in  scientifically  de- 
signed law  enforcement  equipment. 

These  new  radioactive  sights  will  be  available  to  all 
shooters  desiring  them,  but  special  emphasis  and  consid- 
eration is  being  given  the  peace  officers  in  the  matter  of 
price,  and  Mr.  Williams,  the  Corporation  President,  is 
arranging  special  facilities  for  Police  installation.

He  was  placed 
at  15th  on  the  list  of  eligibles.    However  he  claimed  he 


Captain  Peter  Conroy 

was  not  given  proper  credits  for  meritorious  service,  and 
he  took  the  matter  to  the  courts.  In  February  the  Su- 
preme Court  handed  down  a  decision  substantiating 
Lieutenant  Conroy's  point,  and  ordered  the  civil  service 
commission  to  raise  him  to  the  eighth  place  he  argued 
he  was  entitled  to.  There  had  been  six  captains  appointed 
since  the  suit  was  started,  all  of  whom  have  passed  their 
probationary  term. 

There  are  three  Conroy  brothers  in  the  SFPD,  all  up 
to  May  1  Lieutenants,  they  being  Hugh  and  John  H  ; 
Sergeant  Patrick  Conroy  is  a  fourth  brother  and  John 
W.,  is  of  a  later  generation. 

Captain  Conroy  was  born  in  County  Galway,  Ireland, 
and  as  a  small  boy  came  to  this  country  with  his  parents 
who  settled  in  San  Francisco. 

After  getting  his  schooling  he  became  a  cabinet  maker, 
a  vocation  he  followed  until  March  16,  1926,  when  he 
became  a  police  officer.  He  went  through  all  ranks  of  the 
Department,  placing  high  on  the  list  of  successful  candi- 
dates, and  was  appointed  a  Lieutenant  on  September 
14,  1945. 

During  World  War  1  he  went  over  seas  with  our 
fighting  forces,  and  was  one  of  the  youngest  men  in 
the  service. 

Captain  Conroy  has  served  in  various  police  districts, 
and  did  a  stint  in  the  Bureau  of  Inspectors,  back  in  1945 
and  '46,  in  charge  of  one  of  the  night  shifts.  In  every 
assignment  he  has  demonstrated  how  well  he  has  mastered 


the  duties  of  a  policeman.  He  is  a  good  leader,  and  a  man 
not  easily  aroused,  possessing  a  kindly  disposition,  giving 
the  most  courteous  attention  to  any  matters  brought  to 
his  attention,  whether  they  are  from  those  of  affluence  or 
of  the  ordinary  strata  of  society.  He  has  demonstrated 
his  courage  on  occasions,  and  was,  as  noted  above,  the 
recipient  of  meritorious  awards  from  the  Police  Com- 
mission.

April  I  marked  the  passing  from  active  dutj  Inspector 
Byron  J .  Getchell,  who  since  August  11 ,  1917,  has  been  a 
member  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department.  Mm 
teen  <>!  the  more  than  32  years  he  lias  worn  a  policeman's 
uniform  he  lias  been  in  charge  of  the  Junior  I  raffic  Patrol, 
and  during  that  period  not  a  single  school  child  has  been

killed  or  injured  in  a  traffic  accident  near  schools  of  the 
city. 

As  is  well  known  this  traffic  activity  of  police  work  was 
first  started  in  San  Francisco,  and  today  Junior  Traffic- 
Patrols,  handled  by  trained  school  children  has  extended 
over  the  land.  Inspector  Getchell,  who  was  the  first  di- 
rector of  this  successful  method  of  traffic  control,  has  had 
a  mighty  lot  to  do  with  the  success  and  popularity  of  the 
widespread  movement. 

One  of  the  tallest  men  in  the  police  department,  and  a 
well  set  up  man,  he,  soon  after  joining  the  force  was  as- 
signed to  the  Traffic  Bureau.  For  many  years  he  was  an 
imposing  crossing  officer  at  Third  and  Market  Streets. 
Blessed  with  a  sunny  disposition  and  a  ready  smile  he  be- 
came a  very  popular  and  efficient  officer,  and  no  mixup 
happened  at  this  very  busy  intersection  of  the  city. 

He  understood  and  liked  kids  and  they  understood  and 
liked  him,  and  it  was  effort  on  his  part  to  get  them  inter- 
ested in  the  program  he  was  to  so  long  devote  his  years  to. 
At  first,  singlehanded  he  went  to  the  schools,  public  and 
parochial,  where  through  the  co-operation  of  the  principals 
and  teachers  he  started  an  educational  program,  and  then, 
took  to  training  selected  boys  and  some  girls  the  duties  of 
seeing  that  pupils  of  the  schools  got  across  streets  to  their 
various  schools  with  safety  from  automobiles. 

Later  on  he  was  given  assistance  and  through  the  past 
13  years  he  has  done  more  to  instill  into  the  younger  gen- 
eration admiration  and  respect  for  the  officers  of  the  law. 


His  personnel  file  at  headquarters  is  filled  with  com- 
mendations from  P.-T.  A.  groups,  civic  organizations, 
SafetJ    .Associations,  parents,  teachers  and  school  children. 

Director  of  1  raffic  Edward  K.  Pootel  paid  this  tribute 
to  Inspector  Getchell:  "Since  the  junior  patrol  was  cre- 
ated,  there  has  not  been  a  single  schoolchild  injured  be- 
cause ot  an  automobile  accident  at  a  controlled  intersection 
where  the  youngsters  were  on  duty.  Inspector  Getchell  is  j 
responsible  for  this  highly  desirable  perfect  record." 

In  addition  Director  Pootel  who  worked  with  Inspector 
Getchell  as  a  traffic  officer  from  1917  to  1921  declared  him 
as  one  of  the  most  popular  men  of  the  department.  He  can 
say  that  again. 

Officer  Thomas  (Barney)  Tracy,  former  motorcycle 
officer,  and  who  has  worked  with  Getchell  for  many  years 
has  been  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  school  patrol.  He, 
too,  is  mighty  popular  with  the  teachers  and  kiddies  as  well 
as  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

The  following  editorial  from  the  Call-Bulletin  sums 
up  the  high  place  Byron  Getchell  occupies  in  the  minds 
and  hearts  of  San  Francisco: 

Police  Inspector  Byron  Getchell,  who  at  6S  has  retired 
from  the  force,  is  an  officer  who  has  earned  the  apprecia- 
tion of  the  entire  community  and  especially  the  gratitude 
of  the  city's  school  children  and  their  parents.  Getchell 
took  over  direction  of  the  junior  traffic  patrol  program  in 
1937,  and  since  then  there  has  not  been  a  single  child  in- 
jured by  an  auto  accident  at  any  controlled  intersection. 
Inspector  Getchell  can  leave  his  post  with  the  satisfaction 
of  knowing  that  he  has  served  his  community  faithfully 
and  effectively.

Department  was  made  up  of  seven  men. 

Nor  only  has  the  population  grown  since  he  took  over 
but  the  city  limits  have  expanded  to  six  square  miles. 

Chief  Forth  has  a  well  organized  and  well  trained 
Department.    He  has  three  two-waj   radio  cars  covering 

the  city,  serviced  bj  the  radio  station  ot  County  Sheriff 
II.  I'.  Gleason.  He  is  a  part  of  the  hookup  that  includes 
all  the  county's  incorporated  areas,  in  addition  to  the 
Sheriff's  jurisdiction  and  the  Highway  Patrol. 

In  addition  to  the  twenty  regular  members  of  his  force, 
Chiel  Forth  has  five  part-time  officers  handling  school 
traffic. 

His  department  is  on  a  40-hour  week,  and  last  month 
the  people  voted  bj  two  and  a  hall  to  one  to  grant  the 
members  a  pension. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  one  rank  in  the  department, 
that  ot  sergeant,  hut  the  powers  that  control  such  things 
has  yielded  to  the  requirements  of  an  additional  sergeant 
and  the  department's  first  commissioned  officer,  that  of  a 
lieutenant.  Civil  service  examination  will  be  held  this 
summer  to  select  the  men  to  fill  these  posts.  At  the 
present  time  Sergeant  R.  T.  Meyers  holds  the  only  rank- 
ing office. 

Chief  Forth  is  married,  having  wed  Miss  Elsie 
Farmer,  a  native  of  Oregon,  in  1932.  The  couple  has  a 
son,  George  and  a  daughter,  Marilyn. 

As  we  said  above  Hayward  is  a  peaceful  little  city, 
no  gambling  or  other  vices  and  its  crime  occurrences  are 
at  a  very  low  ebb,  one  remarkable  for  a  community  that 
has  grown  as  rapidly  as  has  this  garden  spot  of  Ala- 
meda county.

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Our  Daily  Don'ts  For  Police  Officers

Don't  be  too  deferential.  A  police  officer  does  not  have 
to  feel  awkward  in  the  presence  of  judges,  juries  or  citi- 
zens generally. 

Don't  point  darts  of  criticism  at  any  candidate  for 
office.  Your  correct  attitude  as  an  office  holder  should  he: 
"May  the  best  campaigner  win." 

Don't  make  threats.  Often  times  things  said  in  haste 
are  repented  at  leisure. 

Don't  forget  that  you  are  a  member  of  a  semi-military 
organization  and  are  really  on  parade  while  on  duty; 
and  civilians  notice  the  slightest  relaxation  or  slouchy 
method  of  standing  or  marching  on  the  part  of  the  indi- 
vidual units  on  parade. 

Don't  ever  forget  that  your  profession  of  peace  officer 
is  an  hinorable  one;  act  accordingly. 

Don't  bemoan  the  good,  old  days  in  police  business, 
when  written  reports  had  rarely  to  be  made.  A  good 
police  officer  can  always  lean  on  the  stout  staff  of  his 
personally  written  reports. 

Don't  overlook  a  kindly  smile  for  the  children.  Try  to 
get  them  to  approach  you  rather  than  run  from  you. 

Don't  criticize  another  city  department.  I  he  police 
department  is  not  generally  looked  upon  by  other  units  of 
the  civic  family  as  the  banner  department. 

Don't  try  to  appear  clever.  When  people  find  out  you 
are  not  at  all  as  backward  as  they  thought  you  would  be 
they  will  appreciate  your  ability  all  the  more. 

Don't  be  the  first  to  divulge  even  a  good  story.  Gen- 
erally there  is  some  trouble  and  very  little  honor  in  being 
quoted  as  the  author  in  such  cases. 

Don't  discuss  police  affairs  at  home.  I  o  do  so  means 
two  watches  each  twenty-four  hours. 

Don't  be  a  John  Law  in  your  neighborhood.  Even 
pretend  you  have  not  read  of  a  case  in  the  papers  rather 
than  discuss  it  with  gossips. 

Don't  criticize  anyone  holding  a  public  office.  Possibly 
your  hearers  do  not  consider  you  as  a  hundred  percenter. 

Don't  evince  anger  when  one  of  the  large  crop  of 
wisecracks  about  police  is  made  in  your  presence.  A 
kindly  grim  or  even  a  hearty  laugh  on  your  part  will  be 
infinitely  better  generally. 

Don't — when  citizens  who  are  not  intoxicated  speak 
of  the  ignorance  of  police  officers  generally — argue  or 
explain;  gently  to  place  the  blame  on  the  agency  that  let 
them  get  on  the  eligible  list. 

Don't  be  harsh  with  the  noisy  young  roisterers  who 
threaten  you  with  all  kinds  of  consequences.  Remember, 
a  few  cups  make  important  personages  out  of  the  mild- 
est of  us. 

Don't  show  your  excitement.  You  get  best  results 
when  you  hold  yourself  under  control  in  emergencies. 

Don't  forget  that  many  well  informed  people  still  be- 
lieve that  a  police  officer  is  just  a  healthy  human  specimen. 
1  his  thought  will  smother  your  justifiable  anger  and  save 


you  lurking  trouble  in  main   instances. 

Don't  be  known  as  a  good  talker.  Strange,  but  citizens 
generally  seem  to  favor  police  of  the  silent,  mysterious 
varietj . 

Don't  be  a  minute  man.  Leave  for  work  or  for  detail  in 
such  time  as  to  give  you  a  chance  to  arrive  in  time  even 
if  the  trolley  lines  are  tied  up  or  your  jalopy  breaks  down. 

Don't  consider  you  are  perfectly  welcome  to  the  busi- 
ness man  on  your  beat.  They  are  busy  people  to  whom 
every  moment  is  precious,  so  be  brief  with  your  daily 
salutations. 

Don't,  while  on  duty,  have  tune  to  chat  with  either 
real  or  would-be  sweethearts.  Strange,  but  this  practice 
is  a  virulent  cause  of  annoyance  to  the  entire  citizenship 
— any  time,  any  place. 

Don't  forget  that  you  are  an  important  factor  in  your 
city's  machinery  ;  therefore,  keep  posted  on  what  is  going 
on  in  your  city — especially  in  matters  concerning  law 
and   order. 

Don't  forget  your  tour  of  duty  consists  of  one  eight- 
hour  period.  To  act  as  if  you  had  time-out  or  recess  pe- 
riods stamps  you  as  belonging  to  the  inefficient  class. 

Don't  tell  of  your  home  troubles.  Ninety-nine  people 
out  of  a  hundred  are  swamped  with  bigger  and  better  ones 
and  are  bored  when  you  attempt  to  drag  yours  into  view. 

Don't  seek  to  circumvent  your  fellow  workers  in  the 
matter  of  assignments,  details  or  small  favors.  Handle 
your  present  detail  as  a  good  man  should  and  you  will 
arrive  much  sooner  than  you  could  ever  imagine. 

Don't  be  vindictive.  Remember:  Two  wrongs  never 
did  make  one  right.

We  demand 
of  them  a  superior  education,  superior  morals,  superior 
health,  superior  courage.  We  demand  of  them  hours 
and  dangers  beyond  conception.  As  a  trial  lawyer,  as  a 
judge,  and  as  a  citizen,  I  know  this  by  actual  experience. 
We  must  therefore  back  them  to  the  limit.  In  doing  so, 
we,  as  citizens,  back  ourselves  against  ever-present  social, 
moral,  and  political  dangers."

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Frank  Jordan  Up  For  Re-election  As  Secretary  of  State 


Frank  M.  Jordan  has  announced  his  candidacy  for  re- 
election this  year  for  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State. 

Jordan,  who  continued  the  "open  door"  policy  estab- 
lished by  his  father,  the  late  Frank  C.  Jordan,  Secretary 
of  State  from  1911  until  his  death  in  1940,  adheres  to  the 
belief  the  office  should  be  conducted  for  the  benefit  of  the 
general  public  "and  without  any  political  significance." 

The  Secretary  of  State  said  he  is  seeking  re-election  on 
a  purely  non-partisan  basis  and  tiled  on  both  the  Republi- 
can and  Democratic  tickets. 

"The  importance  of  the  office  in  the  conduction  of 
elections  makes  it  mandatory  that  it  be  run  on  a  non-parti- 
san basis,"  Jordan  declared. 

Jordan  was  responsible  for  abolishment  of  the  separate 
Presidential  primary  election  as  he  advocated  legislation 
consolidating  it  with  the  August  primary  thus  saving  in 
excess  of  two  million  dollars  by  eliminating  statewide  ex- 
pense of  the  extra  election. 

1  hrough  Jordan's  fostering  the  last  legislature  made  it 
possible  for  counties  to  adopt  mechanical  methods  of  bal- 
loting which  would  speed  up  the  manual  counting  by  the 
substitution  of  machines.  In  addition  to  a  faster  election 
count,  the  method,  where  used,  will  save  one-half  the  cost 
of  elections  and  eliminate  the  possibility  of  human  error. 

The  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  is  the  only  constitu- 
tional office  which  is  self-sustaining,  and  as  a  matter  of 
fact  turns  over  considerable  revenue  to  the  general  fund. 

Jordan,  who  assumed  office  in  1943,  was  the  first  man 
in  the  history  of  California  elected  to  succeed  his  father  in 
a  constitutional  office. 

Frank  Morrill  Jordan,  was  born  August  6,  1888,  at 
Alameda,  California. 

A  veteran  of  the  U.  S.  Expeditionary  Forces  in  World 
War  I,  he  first  joined  the  staff  of  the  Secretary  of  State's 
office  a  quarter  century  ago. 

He  attended  grade  and  high  school  at  Oakland. 

Moving  to  Auburn  with  his  family  in  1006,  young  Jor- 
dan also  attended  high  school  there.  He  later  worked  with 
a  survey  gang  relocating  the  Southern  Pacific  between 
Colfax  and  Rocklin.  Later  he  went  to  Shasta  County  and 
to  Arizona  to  engage  in  mining  work. 

From  1911  to  1917  he  was  with  the  engineering  de- 
partment of  the  Automobile  Club  of  Southern  California. 

When  the  United  States  entered  the  first  World  War, 
Jordan  joined  the  144th  Field  Artillery  at  San  Francisco, 
the  only  volunteer  outfit  in  the  United  States.  Entering 
as  a  buck  private,  he  was  mustered  out  as  a  Lieutenant — 
advancing  without  officers'  training. 

Marrying  Alice  Crossan,  a  Red  Cross  nurse  whom  he 
met  overseas,  Jordan  later  engaged  in  operating  his  own 
general  insurance  business  in  California,  Oregon  and 
Washington.  He  later  again  joined  the  office  staff  of  his 
father  as  deputy  Secretary  of  State. 

Jordan  has  one  daughter.  Mary  Jane  Law,  who  resides 
at  San  Mateo  with  her  husband,  Robert  Eaw  and  daugh- 
ter, Nancy  Jordan  Law. 


Both  doors  to  his  private  office  remain  open  to  the  pub- 
lic during  office  hours. 

Jordan  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Order,  Shrine.  Elks. 
Native  Sons  of  the  Golden  West,  Pasadena  Athletic  Club. 
Jonathan  Club,  Balboa  Bay  Club,  Grandfathers  Club, 
American  Legion,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  144th  Field 
Artillery  Association,  Loyal  Order  of  Moose  and  the 
Masquers.  He  is  immediate  past  president  of  the  National 
Association  of  Secretaries  of  State.

Director  Hoovei  stated  that  the  graduates  of  the  43rd 
Session  of  the  Academy  heard  addresses  by  the  Honorable 
John  J.  Koonr\  |  Chairman  from  New  York,  and  I  >i .  Nor 
man    Vincent    Peale,    Pastor   of    the    Marble   Collegiate 
Church,  New  York,  New  York. 

The  class  was  composed  of  (>1  selected  officers  from  all 
over  the  United  States,  Puerto  Rico  and  Guam. 

The  FBI  National  Academj  was  established  in  1935 
and  has,  since  that  time,  trained  more  than  2, (Hill  local 
law  enforcement  officers  from  all  over  the  I  nited  States 
and  main  foreign  countries.  The  course  covers  a  twelve- 
week  period  with  emphasis  placet!  on  such  subjects  as  Po- 
lice Organization  and  Administration,  Traffic  Control, 
Scientific  Crime  Detection,  Fingerprint  Identification,  In- 
vestigative Techniques  and  Firearms  Training. 

The  facultj  of  the  Academy  is  composed  of  Special 
Agents  of  the  FBI,  Technicians  from  the  FBI  Laboratory 
and  FBI  Identification  Division  and  other  individuals  who 
are  specialists  in  various  fields. 

Harry  M.  Kimball,  Special  Agent  in  Charge  of  the  San 
Francisco  Division  of  the  FBI,  stated  that  Inspector  Ahern 
was  nominated  for  attendance  at  the  Academy  by  Chief  of 
Police  Michael  F.  Mitchell.  Inspector  Ahern  is  a  native 
of  San  Francisco,  having  attended  Polytechnic  High 
School  in  San  Francisco.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department  since  1929.  In  1932  he  was 
assigned  to  the  Inspector's  Bureau  and  is  now  head  of  the 
Homicide  Detail. 

Mr.  Kimball  also  stated  that  Chief  Clark  was  nomi- 
nated for  attendance  at  the  Academy  by  Mayor  Joseph  C. 
Thomas.  Chief  Clark  is  a  native  of  Leeseville,  California. 
He  attended  high  school  in  Areata,  Mill  Valley  and  San 
Francisco  and  attended  the  Heald's  Engineering  College 
in  San  Francisco.  In  1941  he  joined  the  Police  Depart- 
ment at  Larkspur  as  a  Patrolman  and  became  Chief  of 
the  Department  in  1948. 

Mr.  Kimball  stated  that  Chief  Kelsay  was  born  in  Twin 
Falls,  Idaho.  He  attended  high  school  at  Oakdale,  Cali- 
fornia, and  was  the  Chief  of  Police  at  Oakdale  from  1942 
to  1945,  at  which  time  he  became  Chief  at  Patterson. 

Mr.  Kimball  advised  that  Chief  Pickering  was  born  in 
Hoxie,  Kansas,  but  moved  to  California  when  very  young, 
and  has  resided  near  Modesto,  California,  during  most  of 
his  life.  He  played  baseball  for  the  Oakland  Baseball  Club 
before  1926  and  since  that  time  for  Springfield,  Illinois; 
Birmingham,  Alabama  ;  the  Boston  Red  Sox  ;  and  the  New 
York  Giants.  Since  1934  he  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Modesto  Police  Department.  He  has  progressed  through 
the  rank  of  Patrolman,  Sergeant,  Captain,  and  in  1945 
was  appointed  Chief.  In  1948  he  was  President  of  the 
Stanislaus  County  Peace  Officers'  Association. 

Harry  M.  Kimball,  Special  Agent  in  Charge  of  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  Office  at  San  Francisco, 
announced  today  that  four  outstanding  law  enforcement 
officers  from  the  Bay  Area  have  been  invited  to  attend  the 
Forty-fourth    Session    of    the    FBI     National    Academy.

SHATTUCK  IN  RACE  FOR 
ATTORNEY  GENERAL 

Edward  S.  Shattuck,  Republican  State  Chairman  for 
the  past  two  years,  recently  entered  the  race  for  Attorney 
General.

"The  office  of  Attorney  General  of  this  State,"  said 
Shattuck,  "must  be  restored  to  a  position  of  integrity  and 
respect.

Shattuck  is  a  native  Calif ornian.  He  was  educated  in 
the  Los  Angeles  public  schools  and  holds  degrees  from 
both  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley  and  the 
University  of  Southern  California. 

Shattuck  is  a  veteran  of  both  world  wars.  He  served 
in  France  as  a  buck  private  in  World  War  I. 

In  World  War  II,  Shattuck  rose  to  the  rank  of  colonel. 
He  wears  four  battle  stars  and  was  decorated  with  the 
Legion  of  Merit  ond  Bronze  Star  for  service  in  the  Pacific 
theater.  He  served  on  the  staff  of  General  Douglas 
MacArthur. 

Shattuck  also  served  as  general  counsel  for  the  U.  S. 
Selective  Service  System,  associate  general  counsel  for  the 
U.  S.  War  Manpower  Commission  and  Enemy  Property 
Custodian  for  the  \J.  S.  Army  in  the  Philippines. 

Shattuck  has  been  a  deputy  city  attorney  of  Los  Angeles 
during  his  practice  of  law. 

He  was  State  Commander  of  the  Amvets  and  belongs 
to  the  American  Legion,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  and 
the  Reserve  Officers  Association. 

Shattuck  also  has  served  as  State  president  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  State  president  of 
the  California  Republican  Assembly  organization,  and  in- 
ternational president  of  the  Association  of  20-30  Clubs. 

He  is  48  years  of  age,  is  married  and  has  two  daughters 
and  a  granddaughter. 
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Along  about  February  each  year  we  hear  and  read  a  lot 

about  America's  two  great  presidents;  about  Washington's 
courage  and  fortitude  and  Lincoln's  homely  honesty  and 
his  sterling  love  and  respect  for  his  fellow  men. 

Of  these  two  immortals  in  the  history  of  our  country 
Lincoln  more  nearly  typifies  the  teeming  masses  of  Ameri- 
cans who  work  hard  for  their  daily  bread.  That  is  why 
his  history  and  his  homely  sayings  are  so  well  known 
throughout  this  broad  land.  One  of  the  common  stock, 
he  started  from  scratch  and  bv  industry  and  dogged  hon- 
esty he  became  immortal. 

Very  main  stories  and  sayings  are  attributed  to  Lincoln 
by  historians  who  either  Mattered  or  criticised  him,  but  a 
grand,  old  friend  of  mine  made  his  life  run  according  to 
one  of  these  supposed  Lincoln  sayings:  "Let  them  rave." 

Today  this  friend  is  quite  an  old  man — as  years  go — 
but  is  still  enjoying  life  to  the  full  as  I  have  known  him 
for  many  years  while  he  was  a  member  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Police  Department.  He  always  reminded  me  of  Lin- 
coln, not  for  his  appearance  or  his  actions  but  on  account 
of  his  homely  philosophy  of  life. 

Years  ago,  in  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department, 
tenure  of  office,  the  tempers  of  those  of  higher  rank — and 
of  the  ordinary  citizenry  too,  for  that  matter — were  far 
from  staple.  But  my  friend  weathered  all  the  gales  to 
retire  after  decades  of  honorable  service,  well  thought  of 
by  everyone. 

It  is  quite  a  number  of  years  since  I  first  saw  him  as 
bland  and  self  possessed,  as  a  successful  political  candi- 
date out  at  the  City  Hall  on  election  night  was  thanking 
the  voters  for  his  amazing  majority.  My  friend  was  await- 
ing the  arrival  of  the  patrol  wagon,  surrounded  by  an 
angry  group  each  of  whom  called  him  anything  but  a  gen- 
tleman for  the  simple  reason  that  he  had  under  arrest  for 
inebriation,  assault,  battery  and  malicious  mischief,  one  of 
their  estwhile  fellow  revelers. 

His  commanding  stance  and  bearing  on  that  occasion 
reminded  me  of  the  poet's  description  of  The  Village 
Blacksmith — "He  looks  the  whole  world  in  the  face  for 
he  fears  not  any  man." 

Yes,  the  man  himself  and  his  every  move  bespoke  calm, 
unaffected,  self  possession  and  honesty. 

Patient  to  the  core,  he  had  no  "moods,"  for  the  simple 
reason  that  he  looked  on  all  men  as  humans  with  everyone 
trying  to  get  the  most  out  of  life,  according  to  their  lights. 

I  can  think  of  no  group  of  men  who,  in  the  performance 
of  their  life  work,  have,  of  necessity,  to  practice  forbear- 
ance to  as  great  an  extent  as  policemen.  They  are  the  butt 
of  stinging  criticism  on  occasions  even  by  the  citizens  they 
are  valiantly  trying  to  serve.  It  seems  against  nature  to 
hold  back,  but  they  are  enjoined  to  remain  passive  when 
villified  and  abused  by  criminals  devoid  of  the  semblance 
of  character  or  good  citizenship.    But  my  good  friend  had 


a  sure  cure  for  this  standard  thorn  in  a  policeman's  lite; 
and  1  am  humble  enought  to  admit  that  1  have  tried,  with 
a  good  modicum  of  success  too,  down  through  the  years. 

His  rule  was  simple.  It  was  merely  following  the  ad- 
vice his  father  had  given  him  and  his  brothers  one  thou 
sand  times,  about  never  arguing,  never  giving  a  hurtful 
reply  and  listening  to  criticism  without  a  show  of  anger  or 
disbelief.  "Let  them  rave"  his  father  loved  to  repeat  on 
such  occasions.  He  would  also  tell  his  sons  that  nobod\ 
ever  won  an  argument,  not  even  from  his  own  wife;  "take 
me  for  example"  he  would  then  say  to  them  with  a  slj 
wink.

The  virtue  of  tolerance  and  the  ability  to  respect  dif- 
ferent opinions,  beliefs  and  ideas,  have  enriched  the  life 
of  America.

In  the 
glow  of  tolerance  the  talents  of  all  American — Protestant, 
Catholic  and  Jew,  alien  and  citizen,  flow  harmoniously 
together  in  a  common  endeavor  to  erect,  stone  by  stone, 
the  magnificent  temple  of  free  government.  Tolerance 
has  given  this  Nation  a  vast  reservoir  of  untapped  strength 
to  survive  the  perils  of  the  present  and  to  create  the  new 
world  of  tomorrow.  The  very  virtues  which  intolerance 
and  prejudice  have  repressed  in  many  areas  of  the  world 
have  become  fountains  of  strength,  inspiration  and 
achievement  in  America. 

Many  individuals  and  groups,  however,  both  within 
and  without  the  Nation,  hate  tolerance — they  consistently 
abuse  and  defile  it.  In  fact,  these  elements,  the  criminal 
and  the  subversive,  are  utilizing  America's  tolerance  as 
a  cloak  to  plan  and  to  perpetrate  crimes  which,  when 
successful,  destroy  the  very  tolerance  which  enabled  them 
to  gain  their  victories.  Tolerance  for  the  lawless  is  a 
springboard  for  infamy,  deceit  and  intolerance. 

These  elements,  which  would  destroy  American  liberty, 
are  today  at  work  in  America.  They  desire,  through  im- 
pugning the  rights  of  others,  to  establish  the  triumph 
of  their  own  evil  causes.  The  greatest  crime  in  our  Nation 
today  is  our  toleration  of  crime.  America's  tolerance  is 
predicated  upon  the  premise  of  equality  and  justice  for  all, 
a  tolerance  which  must  be  merited,  cherished,  and  con- 
stantly practiced.  When  a  minority  group,  by  abusing  tol- 
erance, attempts  to  destroy  the  fabric  of  democracy,  it 
forfeits  its  right  to  a  Nation's  tolerance.  Tolerance  toward 
tyranny  is  absurd.  We,  the  beneficiaries  of  a  heritage  of 
tolerance,  have  a  duty  to  defeat  the  criminal  and  the  sub- 
versive and  thereby  preserve  for  the  future  the  constitu- 
tional liberties  which  have  made  this  Nation  strong, 
respected,  and  a  refuge  for  the  oppressed. 
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The  times  demand  candid  and  forthright  words.  Com 
munists  have  been  and  are  todaj  at  work  within  the  very 
gates  ni  America.  There  are  I «-\\  walks  in  American  life 
which  thej  do  not  traverse,  rheii  allegience  is  to  Moscow  ; 
their  hopes  are  spurred  bj  the  writings  of  Marx  and 
Lenin,  not  Jefferson,  Madison  and  Lincoln;  then  en- 
thusiasm  is  whetted  l>\  expediencj  and  deceit;  not  tolei 

ance  and  brother! d.  Atheistic  materialism  is  their  idol; 

the  destruction  of  the  <  iod  of  our  fathers  their  goal. 
Whereverthej  maj  be,  thej  have  in  common  one  diabolical 
.-iinliitiiin :  to  weaken  and  to  eventuallj  destroj  American 
democracj  In  stealth  and  cunning.  Theirs  is  an  organiza- 
tion built  and  supported  In  dishonor,  deceit  and  tyranny 
and  a  deliberate  policj  of  falsehood.  Thej  know  that  as 
long  as  the  ideals  of  common  endeavor,  mutual  respect 
and  tolerance  remain  alive  they  can  never  bring  to  frui- 
tion the  Communist  world  revolution.  That  is  win 
Communists  consider  America  their  Number  ( )ne  Enemy. 
A  strong  America,  material!)  and  spiritually,  is  a  constant 
beacon  of  light,  buoying  the  hopes  and  aspirations  of  mil- 
lions of  men.  women  and  children  crushed  under  the  yoke 
of  Communist  tyranny  which  today  controls  the  destinies 
of  one-third  of  the  peoples  of  the  world. 

The  symbolic  tools  of  all  .Masons,  the  square,  the  level 
and  the  plumb,  are  hated  and  detested  by  the  adherents 
of  the  Hammer  and  the  Sickle.  The  Communists  possess 
a  well-knit,  closely  disciplined,  destructive  force  of  ap- 
proximately 55,001)  members  in  the  United  States.  In 
actual  numbers,  their  membership  may  not  be  large,  nor 
have  the  Communists  polled  at  any  time  a  large  number 
of  votes  in  an  election.  This  has  been  cited  by  the  ignorant 
and  the  apologists  and  appeasers  of  Communism  in  our 
country  as  minimizing  the  danger  of  these  subversives  in 
our  midst.  The  actual  strength  of  the  Communist  move- 
ment in  the  United  States  is  not  something  that  can  be 
accurately  stated  in  just  so  many  figures.  It  has  to  be 
measured  largely  by  the  general  mass  influence  of  the 
Partv  and  its  program.  We  no  longer  measure  the  im- 
portance of  revolutionary  organizations  by  size.  In  some 
places  where  there  are  only  one  or  two  men,  more  results 
are  obtained   than  where  they  have  larger  organizations. 

But,  behind  this  force  of  traitorous  Communists,  con- 
stantly gnawing  away  like  termites  at  the  very  founda- 
tions of  American  society,  stand  a  half  million  fellow 
travelers  and  sympathizers  ready  to  do  the  Communist 
bidding.  These  individuals,  though  not  identified  as  Com- 
munists, are  extremely  dangerous  to  the  internal  security 
of  this  Nation,  because  as  hypocrites  and  moral  swindlers 
they  seek  the  protection  of  the  freedom  which  they  con- 
stantly seek  to  destroy.  They  represent,  for  the  Com- 
munist movement,  a  source  of  wealth:  financial  resources; 
the  creation  of  valuable  contacts;  levers  of  social,  economic 
and  political  pressure;  recruiting  grounds  for  espionage 
information  and  agents.  Moreover;  they  do  their  work 
anonymously,  in  "front"  organizations,  and  wherever 
they  can  exert  the  greatest  influence,  each  doing  his  share 
to  the  best  of  his  ability.  These  individuals  are  difficult 
to  detect.  They  are  disdainful  of  the  very  tolerance  which 
enables  them  to  betray  their  country.  They  practice  their 


double  dealing,  double  -minded,  double-tongued  and 
double  faced  tactics  on  all  fronts  of  our  American  life, 
whether  it  be  in  politics,  in  labor,  in  the  press,  in  radio, 
in  motion  pictures,  in  the  schools  or  e\  en  in  some  of  our 
i  hun  lies. 

The  Communists  have  then  membership  concentrated 
in  certain  ke\  areas  of  the  United  States — primarily  in 
Strategic  industrial  and  population  centers.  This  member- 
ship is  coordinated  through  a  national  leadership  and  a 
dedication  to  an  alien  hate  which  looks  abroad  for  its 
direction.  If  additional  personnel,  perhaps  for  a  political 
pressure  campaign,  for  infiltration  into  a  labor  union,  or 
for  a  militant  education  program,  is  needed,  National 
Headquarters  of  the  Communist  Party  will  peremptorily 
transfer  members,  temporarily  or  permanently,  into  the 
Strategic  area.  Communist  members,  body  and  soul,  are 
the  property  of  the  Party.  They  scorn  the  standards  of 
American  democracy.  They  function  like  puppets  on  a 
string,  ready  at  a  moment's  bidding  to  execute  the  will 
oi  the  directing  master — the  Red  "Hitler"  at  Moscow. 
The  Party,  thereby,  through  mobility,  central  direction, 
and  the  disciplined  fanaticism  of  its  converts  can,  at  any 
given  moment,  achieve  power  and  strength  in  a  limited 
sector.  At  times,  this  pressure  is  so  well-organized  and 
expei  tl\  supervised  that  the  Communists  achieve  gains  out 
of  all  proportion  to  their  numerical  strength.  That  is  the 
secret  of  Communist  success;  the  tragedy  of  democratic 
resistance. 

The  thought  of  a  Soviet  United  States  is  at  once  re- 
volting to  every  right  thinking  American.  We  have 
seen  the  Communists  at  work  and  have  observed  the  ap- 
plication of  their  principles  sufficiently  to  know  what 
would  happen  here  if  they  succeeded  in  the  attainment  of 
their  objectives.  If  every  American  faced  the  reality  of 
what  the  fulfillment  of  the  Communist  objective  would 
mean  to  him — he  would  be  inspired  to  work  harder  to 
protect  and  preserve  the  individual  liberty  and  freedom 
which  is  part  and  parcel  of  our  American  way  of  life. 

But  the  strength  of  Communism  is  also  its  weakness 
and  worst  enemy.  The  Communists,  by  fanatically  follow- 
ing the  Marxist-Leninist  philosophy,  have  reversed  life — 
they  are  attempting  to  create  through  destruction,  to  gain 
victories  by  glorifying  defeat.  To  build  a  "bright  new 
world,"  they  are  degrading  man,  taking  from  him,  idea 
by  idea,  thought  by  thought,  attitude  by  attitude,  the 
values  of  independent  reasoning  and  truth  seeking.  The 
very  ingredients  of  eventual  success,  intelligence,  judgment 
and  moral  reserve,  are  being  systematically  and  ruthlessly 
denied  him.  In  return,  they  infuse  into  him,  idea  by  idea, 
thought  by  thought,  attitude  by  attitude,  the  dialectics 
of  materialism  and  secularism.  The  end  result  of  this  alien 
"reblooding"  of  thousands  of  men  and  women,  is  to  create 
a  "Communist  man" — a  creature  intellectually  sterile, 
spiritually  void  and  oblivious  to  the  realities  of  life.  This 
creation,  "Communist  man,"  on  whom  the  Communists 
depend  to  conquer  their  future  new  world,  is  democracy's 
chief  hope.  This  robot — thoughtless,  lifeless  and  senseless, 
eventually  will  be  the  shoal  on  which  Communism  will 
flounder  and  die.

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SANTA  CRUZ

Every  year,  an  estimated  3,000,000  visitors  pour  into 
Santa  Cruz  to  relax  and  play  at  the  beaches  and  recrea- 
tion areas  of  this  beautiful  resort  city  on   .Monterey  bay. 

They  come  by  special  trains,  and  by  bus  and  plane,  but 
most  of  them  come  by  car.  On  a  peak  week-end,  such  as 
Memorial  Day,  the  Fourth  of  July,  or  Labor  Day,  up 
to  150,000  persons  stream  into  town.  As  many  as  45,000 
out-of-town  cars  have  been  logged  on  such  days.

Small  wonder  then,  that  Santa  Cruz  can  boast  a  police 
department  which  is  second  to  none  both  in  professional 
efficiency  and  in  courtesy.  With  1*550  promising  to  be- 
come the  greatest  tourist  season  in  Santa  Cruz,  Chief  Al 
Huntsman  and  his  regular  force  of  31  are  better  than  ever 
before  trained  and  equipped  to  keep  traffic  moving 
smoothly,  to  maintain  order,  to  assist  visitors,  and  to 
safeguard  the  excellent  record  of  the  city:  No  fatalities 
up  to  June  1. 

Both  training  and  equipment  have  always  been  highly 
stressed  by  Chief  Huntsman.  This  year,  he  can  show 
a  force  that  has  attended  several  F.B.I,  training  courses 
during  the  past  few  months.  He  can  display  several  new 
patrol  cars  equipped  with  the  latest  FM  radio  communi- 
cations. He  can  proudly  present  a  group  of  officers  who 
— through  competitive  examinations — have  acquired  ex- 
ceptional knowledge  of  the  many  facets  which  make  up 
the  mental  and  physical  equipment  of  a  good  policeman. 

It  is  no  accident  that  the  Santa  Cruz  police  depart- 
ment enjoys  an  enviable  excellent  reputation  among  the 
23,000  permanent  residents  of  the  city.  The  same  cour- 
teous "public  relations"  job  which  the  police  department 
assumes  as  natural  attitude  toward  casual  visitors,  is  also 
maintained  the  year  around  toward  the  residents  of  the 
city.  With  crime  incidents  kept  as  low  as  possible,  and 


incidents  as  will  happen  quickly  and  energetically  cleared 
up,  the  police  are  well  known  and  respected  for  their 
professional    skill,    and    their    service   to    the    community. 

Second-in-command  to  Chief  Huntsman  is  Assistant 
Chief  Donald  F.  Lynn,  who  has  received  state-wide 
recognition  for  his  work  in  opening  up  a  case  against  men 
who  allegedly  tried  to  organize  a  shakedown  racket. 

Lynn  is  in  direct  charge  of  uniformed  police,  the  'I  raffle 
Bureau,  and  public  relations. 

Captain  Ben  Krupp,  a  department  veteran,  is  in  charge 
of  the  Detective  Bureau,  the  juvenile  bureau,  as  well  as 
police  training  and  equipment.  Records,  identification, 
and  administrative  matters  are  handled  by  Captain  Elmer 
Geyer. 

Santa  Cruzans  are  proud  that  four  of  their  police  of- 
ficers are  graduates  of  the  National  Police  Academy.  They 
are  Chief  Lynn,  Captains  Krupp  and  Geyer,  and  De- 
tective Sergeant  John  Gleason. 

A  comparatively  new  department  is  the  Juvenile 
Bureau  which  was  established  by  Officer  Charles  R. 
Derby  and  has  been  very  successful  in  handling  youthful 
law  breakers,  and  particularly  in  active  crime  preven- 
tion. Derby  organized  the  junior  traffic  patrol,  started 
and  directed  a  rifle  club,  and  has  had  a  hand  in  anti- 
hazing  measures  at  local  schools.  At  the  present  time,  he 
is  attending  a  seminar  at  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia. In  his  absence,  the  Juvenile  Bureau  is  headed  by 
Officer  Bill  Boone,  a  popular  football  player. 

Traffic  problems  are  somewhat  changed  this  year  since 
a  $3,000,000  freeway  was  opened  between  Rob  Roy  on 
the  Watsonville  highway  and  Morrissey  boulevard  in 
Santa  Cruz.  Since  the  freeway  ends  rather  abruptly  within 
city  limits,  highspeed  traffic  is  channeled  into  city  streets, 
contributing  to  a  bottleneck  which  the  state  intends  to 
eliminate  soon. 

The  traffic  squad  under  Sergeant  Tony  Valine  works 
overtime  on  peak  weekends.  Armed  with  the  experience 
of  many  a  season,  the  officers  patrol  all  critical  intersec- 
tions, operate  siggnals  manually  during  peak  hours,  and 
see  to  it  that  traffic  is  kept  moving  without  hardship  on 
car  fenders  or  drivers'  nerves. 

While  Santa  Cruz  police  are  on  eight-hour  shifts  six 
days  per  week,  the  city  council  has  already  passed  an 
ordinance  extending  a  40-hour  work  week  to  civil  service 
employees,  including  policemen.  Chief  Al  Huntsman  has 
requested  six  additional  men  for  his  force  to  make  up  the 
difference  in  working  time,  and  city  councilmen  have 
already  expressed  themselves  agreeable  to  granting  this 
rquest  in  their  budget  deliberations. 

Perhaps  it  is  characteristic  for  the  Santa  Cruz  depart- 
ment to  notice  the  wording  of  the  advertisement  seeking 
applicants  for  the  expected  vacancies:  "Only  men  with 
above-average  intelligence  need  apply."

'  This  article  was  written  tor  the  Police  and  Peace 
Officers1  Journal  bj  B.  C.  Bridges,  internationally-recog- 
nized authority  in  police  science.  Retired  from  active  duty, 
after  twentj  five  years'  service  as  police  executive  and 
universitj  instructor,  Mr.  Bridges  devotes  his  time  to  writ- 
ing in  the  law  enforcement  field,  and  is  the  author  of

numerous  works,  including  the  world's  leading  textbook 
on  personal  identification,  "Practical  Fingerprinting",  pub- 
lished by  Funk  &  Wagnalls  Company. — Editor. 

It  is  an  encouraging  fact  that  recent  years  have  seen 
some  marked  improvements  in  the  field  of  American 
police  service,  but  few  of  the  contributors  can  compare 
in  importance  with  August  Vollmer's  latest  book,  "The 
Criminal",  published  by  the  Foundation  Press,  268  Flat- 
bush  Avenue,  Brooklyn  1,  N.  Y.  As  the  recognized 
founder  of  modern  police  methods,  August  Vollmer's 
name  needs  no  heralding,  especially  for  those  of  us  who 
are  in  law-enforcement  work.  This  circumstance  is  ably 
stated  in  the  book's  foreword  by  Rollin  N.  Perkins,  who 
writes:  "If  the  following  chapters  were  to  be  read  only 
by  experienced  peace  officers,  there  would  be  no  need  for 
any  reference  to  the  author.  They  would  know  him  very 
well  by  reputation,  if  not  by  personal  acquaintance. 
Prospective  readers,  however,  include  also  those  who  are 
preparing  themselves  for  such  work  in  the  future.  For 
these  a  word  about  August  Vollmer  will  not  be  out  of 
place. 

"Countless  college  students  know  him  as  'professor', 
because  of  his  years  of  service  on  the  faculties  of  the 
University  of  California  and  the  University  of  Chicago. 
Western  police  officers,  however,  still  refer  to  him  as 
'The  Chief  because  of  his  twenty-seven  year  term  as  chief 
of  police  at  Berkeley,  California,  plus  the  fact  that  he  was 


called  upon  to  organize  the  police  departments  of  San 
Diego  and  Los  Angeles,  and  has  served  as  police  consult- 
ant for  Detroit,  Kansas  City,  Minneapolis  and  Havana, 
Cuba,  He  has  long  been  recognized  as  the  'dean'  of 
the  Chiefs  of  Police  in  this  country.  No  other  Chief  of 
Police,  let  it  be  emphasized,  ever  approached  his  work 
with  greater  curiosity  about  the  problems  involved  and 
the  proper  answers  to  such  problems ;  with  greater  eager- 
ness for  the  discovery  of  the  most  effective  procedures, 
methods  and  techniques  for  the  development  of  his  de- 
partment and  its  work  ;  with  keener  interest  for  the  indi- 
vidual members  of  his  force  and  their  own  personal  ad- 
vancement ;  or  with  a  broader  appreciation  for  law  en- 
forcement as  the  basic  device  for  social  discipline.  It  is  not 
surprising  that  many  of  the  foremost  men  in  this  field, 
from  one  side  of  the  country  to  the  other,  are  proteges 
of  this  great  leader." 

August  Vollmer's  name  on  any  text  insures  its  signifi- 
cance; however,  in  "The  Criminal"  he  has  surpassed  even 
himself,  as  his  readers  will  agree.  In  fact,  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  no  other  book  as  yet  published  can  approximate 
what  this  text  accomplishes,  because  it  explains  in  lucid 
language  exactly  why  criminals  commit  crimes! 

The  precise  reasons  for  law  breaking  were  a  contro- 
versial issue  with  the  beginning  of  recorded  history,  and 
since  then  there  has  been  written  on  the  subject  a  vast 
deal  of  discussion  that  seldom  has  risen  above  the  level 
of  conjecture.  Despite  the  high  attainments  of  psychology, 
psychiatry  and  kindred  sciences,  the  circumstance  is  under- 
standable. The  human  animal  is  "fearfully  and  wonder- 
fully made",  and  any  comprehensive  explanation  of  his 
behavior-causes  demands  exceptional  knowledge  and 
ability  in  a  wide  variety  of  specialized  fields — in  short, 
qualifications  seldom  centralized  in  any  one  individual. 
All  too  often,  those  who  engage  in  a  professional  or 
technical  enterprise,  become  so  engrossed  with  that  which 
lies  within  their  own  intimate  domain  that  they  are  obliv- 
ious to  all  else  apart  from  their  acknowledged  vocation. 
Unfortunately,  this  has  been  especially  true  of  many  law- 
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enforcement  administrators  and  penologists  who  still  con- 
tend, in  contradiction  of  reason,  that  all  social  ills  stem 
from  single  origins,  and  are  easily  curable  by  simple 
remedies. 

The  fact  that  basic  crime  causes  have  hitherto  defied 
definitive  efforts  is  well  attested  by  the  total  absence  of 
effective  cures  for  crime,  which  should  have  resulted 
from  any  accurate  diagnosis.  Furthermore,  although  crime 
conditions  in  America  are  becoming  increasingly  acute, 
the  lay  public  remains  indifferent,  unless  some  especial  in- 
fraction happens  to  strike  too  close  to  home.  This,  how- 
ever, does  not  justify  excessive  criticism  against  the  lay 
individual  who,  with  no  specialized  training  in  crimi- 
nology, could  hardly  be  expected  to  provide  a  ready 
solution  for  problems  that  defy  the  elite.  Meanwhile, 
crime  is  an  epidemic  malady,  serious  and  deep-seated,  and 
no  mild  medicine  will  cure  it.  The  National  Uniform 
Crime  Reports  are  both  informative  and  authentic,  and 
in  such  a  recent  survey  conducted  by  the  Federal  Bureau 
of  Investigation,  it  was  shown  that  major  felonies  now 
occur  in  the  United  States  at  the  rate  of  one  every  twenty 
seconds,  and  that  somewhere  in  America  some  person 
is  the  victim  of  criminal  homicide,  rape,  or  assault  to 
murder,  every  five  and  seven-tenths  minutes  of  the  day 
and  night,  which  means  that  by  this  time  tomorrow  two 
hundred  and  fifty-three  persons  will  have  been  the  vic- 
tims of  these  crimes.  It  also  means  that  well  over  seven 
million  persons  in  America,  now  alive  and  unsuspecting, 
are  doomed  by  criminal  violence;  and  more  important 
any  one  of  us  may  be  a  member  of  that  grim  fraternity. 
Plainly,  crime  in  America  has  reached  an  all-time  high, 
and  its  relentless  tide  is  still  rising. 

Even  in  the  face  of  this  serious  dilemma,  little  far- 
reaching  success  in  crime  control  could  be  expected  in  the 
absence  of  at  least  one  vital  necessity ;  namely,  some  ef- 
fective "yardstick"  with  which  to  measure  and  classify 
human  behavior  and  its  causes.  Such  a  utility  now  exists 
in  August  Vollmer's  book,  "The  Criminal".  In  the  pre- 
face, Mr.  Vollmer  writes:  "There  is  no  single  cause  for 
crime;  the  reasons  for  delinquency  are  complex;  punish- 
ment is  not  the  solution ;  there  is  no  simple  remedy ;  treat- 
ment must  be  based  upon  study  of  the  individual  offender 
.  .  .".  This  latter  conclusion  is  a  fact  usually  overlooked. 
The  common  attitude  is  to  regard  all  crimes  and  crimi- 
nals as  stereotyped,  which  is  one  of  our  greatest  mistakes. 
Despite  the  arbitrary  segregation  of  criminals  and  their 
offenses,  each  law  breaker  represents  an  unique  case,  and 
should  be  treated  accordingly. 

August  Vollmer's  text  makes  it  clear  that  one  of  the 
basic  factors  affecting  all  crime  determinants  is  that  of 
intricate  variability.  Consideration  of  biological  processes 
and  their  results,  reveals  the  stupendous  reality  that  no 
two  creatures,  spawned,  hatched  or  born,  ever  were,  ever 
are  or  ever  will  be  precisely  alike.  No  fact  known  to 
modern  science  is  more  amazing,  and  it  may  be  that  this 
heritage  of  singularity  is  the  most  significant  law  of  life. 
It  is  true  that  there  are  generic  and  fraternal  resemb- 
lances in  class  characteristics  which  make  certain  things 
seem    similar    under   superficial    inspection ;    nevertheless, 


closer  study  will  reveal  each  unit's  individuality.  Further- 
more, this  variety  can  also  be  demonstrated  by  simple 
logic.  It  is  well  known  that  all  tangible  things  are  com- 
posed particles  of  elemental  matter,  interrelated  and  inter- 
dependent which  are  never  static,  but  are  in  constant 
motion,  changing  and  ever  changing  continuously  in  time 
and   space,   as  well   as  within   themselves.     Any  natural 
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phenomenon,  therefore,  occurring  at  any  specific  time 
and  place  must  necessarily  be  unique,  since  it  occurs  under 
unique  circumstances.  In  other  words,  the  physical  and 
temporal  principles  which  resulted  in  the  creation  and 
development  of  any  person's  body  and  mind  could  never 
find  an  exact  counterpart  in  the  past,  present  or  future. 

Everything  is  in  a  state  of  perennial  impermanence. 
Since  I  started  typing  this  short  article,  the  earth  has 
moved  a  great  distance  in  space ;  there  have  been  many 
atmospheric  and  other  changes  in  my  surroundings,  to  say 
nothing  of  innumerable  changes  within  my  own  body; 
and  never  at  any  future  instant  will  all  the  elements  be 
exactly  as  they  were  when  I  sat  down  to  my  typewriter. 
All  nature  is  affected  by  this  immortal  cosmic  mutation, 
since  life  is  a  process  of  eternal  change,  and  all  existing 
things  are  the  result  of  combinations  of  circumstances 
which  have  no  duplication  in  time  or  space. 

As  the  highest  known  form  of  organic  structure,  man 
is  also  the  most  complex ;  he  is  an  assemblage  of  infinitely 
various  components,  many  of  which  are  in  the  abstract 
realm  of  intangibles,  and  all  of  which  are  constantly 
altering.  When  this  truth  is  considered,  it  is  easy  to  under- 
stand the  reasons  for  man's  variability  in  his  behavior, 
as  a  natural  reflection  of  the  ever-changing  conditions 
within  and  about  him.  Hence,  any  attempt  to  diagnose 
correctly  and  repair  any  defective  mental  mechanism  pre- 
sents singular  problems.  For  example,  let  us  imagine  some 
person  who  has  never  seen  or  heard  of  an  automobile.

chine  hasn't  been  recovered,  and  chances  are  that  its 
owner  should  start  shopping  for  a  new  one. 

Hanging  his  head  in  embarrassment,  Inspector  Ralph 
S.  Lintner,  boss  of  the  detail,  admits  the  1949  record 
isn't  clean.  Out  of  some  3600  reported  auto  thefts,  one 
complaint  hasn't  been  closed.  "That  automobile"  is  deep 
in  the  heart  of  Mexico,  and  deeper  in  the  amount  of  red 
tape  blocking  its  return. 

Ralph  Lintner  has  been  a  member  of  the  Auto  Detail 
for  nearly  four  years,  but  he  has  been  in  charge  of  it  only 
since  May  1.  On  that  date  Inspector-Sergeant  William 
C.  Gilmore  retired  from  police  duty.  As  head  of  that 
detail  for  many  years  Gilmore  became  one  of  the  city's 
most  fabulous  and  well  known  personalities. 

Much  history  has  been  made  in  San  Francisco  and 
its  police  department  during  the  39  years  since  1911, 
the  year  Gilmore  was  appointed  to  the  force.  Thousands 
of  words  of  it  have  been  recorded,  and  more  is  waiting 
to  be  written — Inspector  Gilmore  can  serve  admirably  as 
a  source.  The  finish  to  his  police  career  marks  the  end 
of  an  era  that  actually  goes  back  to  the  time  -when  police 
work  in  the  United  States  was  in  its  infancy. 

Gilmore,  at  sixty-two  years,  was  the  "Dean"  of  the 
Bureau  of  Inspectors  at  the  time  of  his  retirement.  He 
was  moved  into  the  Bureau  on  January  11,  1917,  before 
the  time  of  any  officer  now  assigned  there. 


He  was  a  23-year-old  bookkeeper  when  lie  became 
a  policeman  on  August  24,  1911.  His  climb  up  the  pro- 
motion ladder  began  immediately,  his  Hist  promotion 
coming  thirteen  years  later — in  those  days,  old  timers  re- 
call, the  "breaks  came  harder  and  slower".  He  became  a 
Corporal  November  17,  1924.  Then  more  years  passed 
and  Gilmore  was  appointed  a  sergeant  April  31,  1934. 
Then  became  assistant  inspector  on  April  30,  1937,  and 
inspector  on  April  5,  1939. 

No  man  is  indispensable — they  say  be  may  be  forgotten. 
The  work  of  the  Auto  Detail  will  go  ahead  as  efficiently 
as  before,  but  Gilmore  will  not  be  forgotten.  He  will  be 
remembered,  instead,  as  a  good-natured  fellow  who  made 
the  job  a  little  more  pleasant  for  his  fellow  officers. 

Chief  of  Inspectors  James  L.  English  placed  the  job 
of  running  the  Auto  Detail  in  the  capable  hands  of 
Inspector  Ralph  S.  Lintner  when  Inspector  Gilmore  re- 
tired. A  veteran  of  30  years'  duty  in  the  police  department, 
Lintner  has  eight  similarly  experienced  officers  under  him. 

It  is  a  detail  of  native  sons — all  San  Francisco  born  with 
one  exception.  The  "outlander"  is  Inspector  Sidney  G. 
Waugh,  who  was  born  in  San  Rafael. 

Inspector  Walter  W.  Gloistein — second  in  command 
of  the  detail.  The  quiet,  efficient  Gloistein  is  one  of  the 
old  timers  in  the  detail,  and  was  appointed  to  the  S.  F. 
P.  D.  on  July  15,  1929. 

Inspector  John  J.  Scanlon — appointed  to  the  depart- 
ment February  19,  1923,  this  congenial  officer  has  more 
time  in  service  than  any  other  man  in  the  detail. 

Inspector  Walter  W.  Brown — appointed  August  10, 
1925:  another  man  who  goes  about  his  work  quietly  .  .  . 
gets  it  done  in  a  hurry.  Brown  has  a  brother — Patrolman 
Harold  Brown — who  is  assigned  to  the  Northern  Police 
Station. 

Inspector  Sidney  G.  Waugh — served  in  the  detail  under 
Lieutenant  Michael  E.  Mitchell.  Recently  transferred 
from  the  Bureau  of  Missing  Persons,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  force  on  July  19,  1926.  He  is  the  afore-mentioned 
foreigner  in  the  detail. 

Inspector  David  J.  Dillon — appointed  to  the  depart- 
ment on  December  12,  1927.  Dave  thinks  he  has  a  record 
of  some  kind — he  recently  booked  a  15-year-old  youth 
auto  theft  suspect  who  towered  to  the  amazing  height 
of  6  feet,  8  inches. 

Inspector  Theodore  "Ted"  Portello — appointed  on 
January  14,  1929.  'Fed,  outwardly  as  rough  as  rawhide, 
is  a  kindly,  obligingly  considerate  officer. 

Inspector  Joseph  W.  "Chick"  Norton — a  member  of 
the  department  since  May  10,  1930.  Chick,  who  has 
worked  on  many  special  details  for  uncovering  rackets, 
knows  the  City  of  San  Francisco  as  do  few  other  officers. 

Patrolman  Eugene  H.  Messerschmidt — appointed  to 
the  force  on  Janury  6,  1947.  This  young  officer  is  re- 
membered for  his  hero's  role  in  the  capture  of  two  rob-

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Ike  Tuckler,  80  Years,  A  Real  Old  Timer  of  S  F  P  D 


(Ike  Tuckler,  a  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  De- 
partment, in  the  late  '90's,  is  a  man  we  got  acquainted  with 
shortly  after  coming  to  San  Francisco  in  1912.  Today  he 
is  on  his  eightieth  birthday,  which  fell  on  July  1. 
Through  the  years  we  have  met  up  with  Ike  Tuckler  in 
the   various   undertakings  he   was  engaged,   and   we  have

seen  him  grow  old  in  years  but  younger  in  appearance  and 
activity.  Following  is  a  writeup  that  we  asked  Ike  to  pre- 
pare for  the  Jourxal.  He  is  one  of  the  real  oldtimers  of 
the  department,  and  he  worked  during  the  times  when 
there  was  no  40-hour  week,  and  none  of  the  things  the 
modern  police  departments  have  to  carry  on  their  ever- 
growing work  of  bringing  law  and  order  to  a  community. 
— The  Editor.) 

I  quit  the  printing  business  to  become  a  special  police 
officer  at  the  old  Baldwin  Theater.  I  was  detailed  there 
for  three  weeks  during  which  Henry  Irving  and  Ellen 
Terry,  noted  thespians  of  the  day,  were  appearing  in  the 
opera  house.  I  left  the  theater  job  and  joined  the  police 
department  as  a  regular  officer  on  December  16,  1895.  I 
was  sworn  in  by  Chief  Patrick  Crowley  who  had  served 
as  Chief  of  Police  longer  than  any  man  ever  has  in  San 
Francisco.  The  city  hall  where  the  police  headquarters 
was  located  was  at  Larkin  and  McAllister  Streets. 

In  those  days  our  uniform  was  topped  off  with  a  knee 
length  top  coat,  around  our  midriff  was  a  wire  and  heavy 
belt  and  our  head  was  adorned  with  a  heavy  helmet. 

The  hours  of  duty  was  six  hours  on,  six  hours  off  and 
six  hours  on  again  and  then  12  hours  off. 

My  toughest  battle  was  while  I  was  doing  office  duty 


at  the  old  California  Street  station,  when  a  riot  call  came 
in  from  Pine  and  Dupont  Streets.  Lieutenant  Fred  Esola, 
in  charge  of  the  station,  detailed  Detective  Jere  Dinan  and 
about  six  officers  to  the  spot.  Well,  we  had  to  pitch  in  and 
clean  up  the  riot,  and  there  was  plenty  of  fist  swinging  and 
club  waving.  Jere  Dinan  could  tell  you  the  rest,  as  he  is 
still  alive  and   lives  in  the  city. 

Also,  I  was  on  duty  the  morning  of  the  old  Baldwin 
Hotel  fire  on  November  22,  1898,  at  3:30  o'clock.  There 
was  plenty  of  excitement  there  that  morning,  and  I  was 
detailed  at  the  hotel  for  the  next  two  weeks.  Sergeant 
John  Martin  was  in  charge  of  the  fire  detail.  He,  like 
Jere  Dinan,  later  became  Chief  of  Police. 

On  May  1,  1900,  I  left  the  police  department  to  go  into 
business  with  a  partner.  My  mistake,  but  that  is  water 
over  the  wheel.  I  was  in  business  at  the  time  of  the  fire 
in  1906.  Was  burned  out  the  second  day.  I  again  was 
sworn  in  as  a  special  officer  on  the  second  morning  of  the 
earthquake  and  was  detailed  with  the  late  Will  Armstrong 
to  get  a  load  of  gasoline.  We  had  to  take  the  horse  drawn 
patrol  wagon,  with  Detective  Armstrong  driving.  It  was 
a  ghastly  sight  driving  through  the  devastated  south  of 
Market  district,  to  get  to  the  oil  warehouse. 

After  that  I  was  on  general  detail  for  some  time.  1  was 
mighty  glad  to  be  able  to  do  my  part  in  helping  the  police 
department  in  this  great  crisis.  Jere  Dinan  was  then  Chief 
of  Police. 

Later  on  I  went  back  into  business  until  June  10,  1913, 
when  I  accepted  a  position  at  the  Hof  Brau,  offered  me  by 
General  Manager  Henry  Hirsch.  I  was  told  to  make  the 
people  happy  and  as  a  sort  of  greeter  I  helped  build  up  this 
oldtime  family  restaurant  so  that  its  1200  seating  capacity 
was  taxed  every  day  of  the  year.  I  worked  at  this  cele- 
brated cafe  for  17  years,  leaving  on  August  1,  1930. 

Since  then  I  have  been  engaged  in  doing  promotion  and 
public  relations  work. 

During  the  last  war  I  was  hired  as  a  special  officer  at  the 
Marinship  Yards,  by  the  yards  Superintendent  of  Police, 
Henry  Spoemer,  and  I  served  under  Chief  of  Police  Al 
Kincaid  until  the  end  of  the  war. 

On  July  1.  1950,  I  will  celebrate  my  80th  birthday,  and 
I  am  very  happy  to  be  able  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  main 
wonderful  people  I  have  met  in  this  great  city  of  ours. 

I  still  am  a  member  of  the  S.  F.  P.  Widows'  and  Or- 
phans' Aid  Association,  a  member  of  the  S.  F.  Veteran 
Police  Officers'  Association,  and  am  active  in  the  Square 
Club,  which  is  composed  principally  of  peace  officers. 

I  have  a  daughter,  Alma  Grace,  who  is  married  to  Earl 
W.  Beeman,  and  I  have  a  granddaughter  and  two  great 
grandchildren,  whom  I  am  going  to  see  for  many  years  to 
come.

Modernization  has  been  the  word  since  Chief  ol  Police 
Steve  Neilson  took  charge  of  the  Martinez  Police  Depart- 
ment Id  years  ago. 

When  Steve  walked  into  the  office  in   1939  lie  had  a

staff  of  rive  officers  and  equipment  consisting  of  one  patrol 
car  and  a  motorcycle. 

Today  he  has  nine  officers  and  a  much-needed  secretary, 
two  patrol  cars  equipped  with  two-way  radio,  three  motor- 
cycles equipped  with  one-way  radio  and  his  own  radio- 
equipped  car. 


In  almost  any  league  even  these  advances  would  be 
labeled  "small  peanuts,"  but  figures  are  tricky  and  the 
8,000  plus  population  of  Martinez  does  not  reflect  by  100 
per  cent  the  job  that  is  being  accomplished  daily  by  its 
police  department. 

Mai  tine/.,  aside  from  being  the  seat  of  Contra  Costa 
county  government,  is  an  industrial  city  of  no  small  im- 
portance. Its  population  has  been  limited  by  its  own  cor- 
porate limits,  but  its  suburbs  are  equally  important,  con- 
taining an  equivalent  population. 

In  actuality,  therefore,  Steve's  department  has  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  more  than  16,000  persons  in  tow. 

So-called  "small  town"  police  departments  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  secure  funds  with  which  to  operate,  a  problem 
Steve  has  faced  and  licked. 

He  has  not  only  increased  personnel  and  equipment  by 
100  per  cent,  but  accomplished  this  end  with  the  whole- 
hearted cooperation  of  the  Martinez  city  council. 

When  Nielsen  entered  the  department  he  had  a  staff 
consisting  of  Captain  Robert  Reder,  who  died  in  1946; 
Roy  Nickola,  George  Maze,  William  Johnston  and 
Urbano  Costa. 

Nickola,  now  acting  captain  and  a  thorough  investigator 
is  still  with  the  department,  along  with  Maze  and  Costa. 

Maze  is  now  a  Sergeant,  while  Costa  is  a  Corporal. 

Other  department  members  are  Patrolmen  C.  G. 
"Buzz"  Arendtson,  James  Brady,  Lloyd  Dye,  Arlis  B.

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Some  170  men  of  one  of  San  Francisco's  busiest  police 
districts  will  move  into  a  new  station  sometime  during 
the  latter  part  of  August  or  the  early  part  of  September, 
according  to  Chief  of  Police  Michael  E.  Mitchell. 

A  radical  change  will  be  in  store  for  the  men  under  the 
command  of  Captain  Daniel  McKlem  of  Mission  Station 
when  they  start  working  from  the  new  station.  They 
won't  feel  the  walls  of  this  building  shake  when  heavy 
trucks  rumble  by — such  is  the  case  at  the  weary  old  Seven- 
teenth Street  Station. 

The  new  station,  styled  according  to  the  architectural 
lines  of  nearby  public  buildings,  is  being  constructed  on 
the  north  side  of  Valencia  Street  between  Twenty-fourth 
and  Twenty-fifth  streets.  The  cost,  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $165,000,  will  cover  construction  of  a  spacious  one- 
story  building.  The  new  station  will  be  modern  in  every 
detail,  according  to  Chief  Mitchell.  Radio  cars  and  men 
will  operate  from  the  rear  (San  Jose  Avenue)  entrance. 
The  public,  which  will  be  unable  to  observe  proceedings 
within  the  station,  will  use  the  front  Valencia  Street 
entrance. 

There  will  be  something  along  the  line  of  sadness  in 
the  heart  of  many  veteran  police  officers  who  have  served

from  the  old  station.  Some  of  the  roughest,  most  trying 
cases  San  Francisco  police  have  handled  passed  through 
its  doors  and  detention  cells. 

It  has  been  a  good  station,  these  old  timers  say — has 
done  enough.  How  it  ever  lasted  through  the  debacle  of 
the  1906  fire  and  earthquake,  they  never  knew.  Several 
of  its  men  nearly  died  in  it  then  when  the  earth's  con- 
vulsions toppled  the  old  tower.  Some  say  that  it  came 
so  close  to  Patrolman  Joe  Connell  as  to  scrape  the  buttons 
from  his  hip  pockets. 

There  will,  of  course,  be  a  proper  dedicatory  ceremony 
for  the  new  station.  We'll  warrant,  however,  that  the 
most  touching  portions  of  it  will  be  the  tributes  to  the 
old  Seventeenth  Street  Station.  Some  special  sort  of  re- 
lationship prevails  among  the  police  officers  and  public  of 
the  Mission  District.  The  people  there  love  their  police- 
men .  .  .  are  closer  to  them  than  in  any  other  district 
in  the  city. 

Police  work  in  the  Mission  is  effective — the  area  is  no 
more  a  problem  to  the  department  than  other  sections  of 
the  city.  Fewer  misdemeanors  come  into  the  courts  from 
the  Mission  .  .  .  the  officers  and  citizens  save  the  courts 
considerable  work. 
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Salinas  Rodeo  for  1950  the  Biggest  Ever 


For  over  tlum  years  Salinas  has  annually  been  the  site 
of  the  greatest  rodeo  in  the  United  States,  sharing  in  im- 
portance and  interest  the  city's  record  of  being  the  center 
of  the  greatest  lettuce  production  area  in  the  world,  as 
well  as  a  high  place  for  other  vegetables,  sugar,  fruits, 
lienies,  eattle,  poultry,  and  other  products  necessary  to 
the  life  of  a  nation. 

This  year's  rodeo,  held  tor  three  days  starting  on  June 
22,  was  the  biggest  in  attendance,  in  the  number  of  con-

testants,  the  prizes  paid  winners  of  the  various  events, 
and  for  the  small  number  of  crimes  occurring  during  the 
big  celebration. 

Over  15,000  people  attended  each  afternoon's  show, 
and  the  big  night  parade  on  Saturday,  June  24,  was  one 
of  the  most  elaborate  ever  staged  previously.  It  was  hard 
to  get  even  standing  room  along  the  streets  over  which 
the  parade  moved,  and  its  one  mile  length  presented  an 
ever  changing  picture  as  each  entrant  passed  by. 

Yet  with  thousands  upon  thousands  of  people  coming 
to  Salinas  to  enjoy  the  celebration  there  was  no  increase 
in  crime.  No  pickpockets  were  able  to  ply  their  nefarious 
trade,  no  houses  were  burglarized,  and  there  were  no 
holdups  or  other  robberies.  The  members  of  the  SPD 
were  kept  a  little  more  busier  than  usual  by  bringing 
in  the  boys  who  got  a  little  too  much  "of  be  joyful."  Yet 
the  number  of  these  offenders  was  less  than  in  previous 
years. 

It  used  to  be  the  custom  of  having  some  specialists  of 
pickpockets  and  bunco  men  sent  down  from  San  Francisco 


during  the  annual  rodeo.  That  was  stopped  by  Chief 
George  Weight  when  he  took  over  the  Police  Department 
seven  years  ago.  He  has  his  men  well  trained  to  handle 
all  sorts  of  crimes,  including  pickpockets  and  bunco  corns 
plaints.  The  members  have  shown  year  after  year  that 
they  are  well  able  to  keep  all  sorts  of  criminals  who 
barge  in  on  big  celebrations  to  pick  up  a  few  dishonest 
dollars.   They  don't  get  anywhere  in  Salinas. 

For  this  year's  rodeo  he  had  in  addition  to  his  regular 
tones  of  over  30,  35  additional  California  Highway 
Patrolmen  and  some  one  hundred  reserve  special  officers, 
to  see  that  everything  was  conducted  in  an  orderly  man- 
ner, and  it  was  conducted  in  an  orderly  manner  as  the 
records  of  the  Police  Department  well  shows. 

Chief  Weight  expects  to  have  10  more  men  added  to 
his  force  this  year,  and  he  can  use  them  for  the  city 
known  as  the  "Salad  Bowl  of  the  Nation"  is  growing,  not 
only  in  population  but  in  the  many  activities  that  bring 
into  the  economic  well  of  the  city  some  $100,000,000 
annually. 

Lettuce  is  still  the  leading  money  maker  and  is  a 
$40,000,000  a  year  income  producer,  and  carrots  bring 
in  more  than  $10,000,000  annually,  and  of  course  they 
make  a  lot  of  beet  sugar  down  near  Salinas,  and  you  find 
a  lot  of  beans,  broccoli,  artichokes,  strawberries,  fruits,

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Monterey,  where  over  100  years  ago  was  the  scene  of 
the  founding  of  the  State  of  California,  is  today  not  only 
a  municipality  rich  in  historical  lore,  hut  a  busy  little 
city,  the  center  of  triple  endeavors  that  has  caused  it  to 
grow  in  number  of  people  who  live  there,  and  in  area 
as  well. 

First,  it  offers  to  the  visitors,  of  whom  tens  of  thousands

come  annually,  to  partake  of  the  wonders  of  its  bay,  its 
scenic  setting,  its  many  ancient  buildings  that  were  erected 
more  than  a  century  ago,  and  housed  many  notable  men 
and  women  who  had  a  major  part  in  forming  this  great 
state  with  its  entrance  into  the  Union. 

Then  there  is  the  great  fishing  industry,  of  which  the 
netting,  canning  or  reduction  of  the  sardine  is  the  prin- 
ciple activity.  Upward  of  500,000  tons  of  this  specie  of 
fish  have  in  the  past  been  brought  into  the  port  of  Mon- 
terey and  processed  by  the  many  canneries  and  reduction 
plants.  This  industry  furnishes  labor  to  many  people  and 
brings  into  the  city  many  thousands  of  dollars.  'I  his  year, 
following  a  spell  when  there  was  a  scarcity  of  sardines, 
the  tide  has  turned  and  the  fishing  boats  have  been  busier 
than  they  have  been  for  some  years  past. 

Then  comes  the  naval  training  station.  Though  a  little 
slow  in  getting  the  money  necessary  for  its  operation  this 
year,  nevertheless  there  are  a  lot  of  young  men  attracted 
there,  and  a  lot  of  them  have  families  coming  with  them, 
thus  contributing  to  the  population  and  the  economy  of 
the  town.  Near  by  Fort  Ord  also  contributed  much  of 
both  of  these  factors. 


Pacific  Grove  and  Carmel,  sister  cities  have  then  part 
in  bringing  main  people  to  the  Monterej  peninsula,  and  of 
course  thej  all  have  to  pass  through  the  city  of  Monterey. 
It  is  estimated  that  some  56,000  people  live  in  this  trium- 
virate ot  incorporated  and  unincorporated  areas,  with 
Monterey  leading  with  an  estimated   18,000  people. 

I  he  three  cities  mentioned  above  have  long  worked  to- 
gether, but  this  year  they  have  joined  up  in  a  project 
respecting  law  enforcement  that  gives  it  the  ultimate  along 
these  lines.  Under  the  guidance  of  Chief  Fred  Moore  of 
Monterey  the  trio  of  cities  have  been  brought  into  a 
radio  hookup  that  originates  in  Monterey.  The  hookup, 
under  the  direction  of  Sergeant  Charles  Simpson  serves 
2°.  cars.  These  include  Monterey's  six  police  cars,  Red 
Cross  ambulance,  and  fire  department.  Thus  the  peninsula 
cities  have  a  coverage  of  patrol  cars  that  can  bring  into 
instant  use  a  lot  of  experienced  men,  capable  of  coping 
with  any  emergency. 

Chief  Moore,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  MPI) 
since  1929  and  its  Chief  since  1932,  has  created  a  De- 
partment that  not  only  has  solved  most  all  crimes  occurring 
in  the  city,  kept  crime  at  a  lower  rate  than  the  national 
average,  but  with  his  Boys  Club  has  done  a  great  job  in 
crime  prevention. 

His  force  of  highly  trained  officers  number  2b,  w'th  a 
Captain,  two  Lieutenants  and  three  Sergeants.  The  .ire

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Annual  Review  S.  F.  School  Safety  Patrols 


San  Francisco  School  Safetj  Patrols,  4,^)0  youngsters 
supervised  by  the  city's  Police  Department,  held  their 
annual  parade  and  review  IVIaj  24  in  Kezar  Stadium, 
Golden  Gate  Park,  before  an  admiring  throng. 

The  colorful  review  was  arranged  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  Parent-Teacher  Association  groups,  and  the 
California  State  Automobile  Association  which  join  the 
Police  Department  in  pedestrian  protection. 

Leading  the  line  ol  march  ol  the  12  battalions  of  the 
"youngei  generation  ol  traffic  patrolmen"  were  Police 
Inspector  Thomas  I!.  Tracy,  newlj  appointed  in  charge 
of  patrols,  and  liis  assistants.  Sergeant  Matthew  Duffy 
and  Officers  Robert  Gremminger  and  James  Hanley. 

As  the  uniformed  squads  passed  the  reviewing  stand, 
they  saluted  Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinson  and  Chief  Michael 
Mitchell,  Colonel  of  the  Patrol  Regiment.  In  return,  thej 
received  enthusiastic  and  well-deserved  applause  from  pub- 
lic officials,  civic  leaders,  high-ranking  officers  of  Bay 
Area  police  departments  and  the  California  Highway 
Patrol,  and  a  host  of  parents,  teachers  and  friends. 

Since  this  "youth  for  safety"  program  was  started  in 
1923,  no  school  child  has  been  killed  in  a  traffic  acci- 
dent at  a  Patrol-guarded  crossing,  of  which  there  are  now 
more  than  600  in  San  Francisco.  The  boys — and  many 
girls — came  from  the  130  public  and  private  schools  of 
the  city. 

Joseph  R.  Knowland  presided  at  the  review  in  his  ca- 
pacity as  chairman  of  the  Public  Safety  Committee  of  the 
California  State  Automobile  Association  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 

Mayor  Robinson  was  the  principal  speaker  of  the  day. 

Tribute  was  paid  by  Mr.  Knowland  to  the  Safety 
Patrols,  both  for  their  accident  prevention  record  and 
for  their  high  standard   of  citizenship,  as  exemplified   by 


the  unselfish  service  rendered  to  their  schoolmates.  Mr. 
Know  land  said  : 

"It  is  an  amazing  record.  Not  a  single  traffic  fatality 
involving  a  school  child  has  occurred  at  a  crossing  pro- 
tected by  the  Safety  Patrol  for  twenty-seven  years.  This 
is  an  accomplishment  in  which  the  public,  the  motorist  and 
Patrol  members  take  pride.  It  is  a  record  that  has  caused 
the  School  Safety  Patrol  to  be  recognized  as  one  of  the 
outstanding  safety  programs  of  our  time." 

Mayor  Robinson  voiced  the  gratitude  of  the  citizens 
of  San  Francisco  for  the  service  rendered  by  the  Safety 
Patrols  to  the  cause  of  traffic  safety.  He  said  : 

""V  mi  have  done  excellent  work  during  the  past  year 
and  I  want  you  to  know  that  your  schools,  your  parents 
and  your  city  are  proud  of  what  you  have  done.  You  are 
a  credit  to  your  schools,  a  credit  to  your  parents  and  a 
credit  to  your  city. 

"Each  one  of  you — each  boy  and  girl  in  this  great  gath- 
ering— is  doing  great  work  in  contributing  to  the  cause 
of  safety." 

A  highlight  of  the  review  this  year  was  the  formal 
transfer  of  responsibility  for  the  Safety  Patrols  in  the 
presence  of  the  thousands  of  boys  and  girls. 

Byron  J.  Getchell,  who  had  been  identified  with  the 
movement  since  its  inception  in  1923,  introduced  his 
successor,  Inspector  Tracy,  and  expressed  to  the  Patrols 
his  gratitude  for  their  loyalty  and  devotion  to  duty 
throughout  the  years.  Mr.  Getchell  said: 

"In  introducing  my  successor,  Inspector  Tracy,  I  want 
to  ask  you  to  give  him  the  same  loyal  support  that  you 
have  always  given  me.  I  am  sure  that  with  that  support, 
the  Patrol  will  continue  to  grow  in  strength  and  effective- 
ness in  its  life-saving  activities  in  the  years  to  come." 

Inspector    Tracy,  in  response  to  the  introduction,  said:

Chief  J.  R.  Michelis  was  born  in  San  Francisco.  At 
one  year  of  age  his  family  moved  to  Livermore  and  he 
has  made  Livermore  his  habitat  continuously  from  that 
time.  While  not  of  a  superstitious  nature  it  would  ap- 
pear that  he  could  have  some  cause  if  he  were  so  inclined. 

The  numeral  "one"  has  proven  to  be  a  momentous 
occasion  all  through  his  long  police  career.  Appointed 
to  Livermore's  Police  Force  on  April  1,  1931,  he  became 
the  one  and  only  motorcycle  traffic  officer  ever  employed 
by  the  city.  On  September  1,  1039,  he  became  the  first 
Sergeant  ever  appointed  to  the  Force.  On  December  1, 
1941,  he  was  promoted  the  role  of  Chief  of  Police  to 
become  effective  on  January  1,  1942. 

At  the  time  of  his  appointment  he  was  one  of  the 
youngest    Police   Chiefs    in    the   entire   state   if    not   the 


youngest. 

Chief  Michelis  has  always  kept  a  positive  approach  to 
his  duties.  Availing  himself  of  the  opportunity  to  attend 
police  training  schools  whenever  possible,  he  has  kept  the 
department  in  line  with  modern  ideas  and  equipment. 

Livermore  with  its  approximately  4500  population  is 
enjoying  the  distinction  of  being  chosen  by  the  Atomic 
Energy  Commission  for  a  $7,000,000  Atomic  Research 
Plant  with  a  possible  $30,000,000  expansion,  which  will 
no  doubt  increase  the  population  by  many  thousands  and 
naturally  change  the  personnel  of  the  six  man  force  to 
many  dozens  more. 

At  the  present  time  Livermore  is  a  farming  center. 
Also  many  wineries  here  are  producing  the  finest  wines

We  all 
ate  psychiatrists  to  a  very  slight  degree — for,  once  in  a 
while,  we  do  sonic  casual  thinking  as  to  why  in  thunder 
our  boss,  it  matters  not  whether  it  is  the  one  outside  or  the 
dear  little  one  at  home,  puts  such  aggravating  stumbling 
blocks  in  our  wa\ . 

Observing  the  demeanor  of  grown  people  has  always 
been  a  pet  hobby  of  mine.  Those  of  non-voting  age  act 
spontaneously  and  thus  are  devoid  of  that  mysterious 
something  to  which  we  give  the  name  personality. 

In  my  occasional  leisure  moments  in  the  Hall  of  Justice 
I  always  enjoyed  being  an  innocent  bystander  in  the  Traf- 
fic Court  or  down  in  the  Police  Traffic  Bureau.  Here  1 
could  both  see  and  hear,  at  close  range,  thousands  of  peo- 
ple, putting  on  their  act. 

The  immortal  poet  said  the  world  is  all  a  stage  ;  and 
people  who  do  any  thinking  realize  how  correct  his  state- 
ment wras ;  that  we  are  all  actors — though,  in  the  main, 
very  sorry  ones. 

To  my  mind  the  world's  biggest  dramatic  production 
is  being  performed  for  the  past  quarter  of  a  century  on 
the  highways  and  byways  of  this  broad  land — a  continuous 
performance  crammed  with  tragic  thrills. 

The  stage — tens  of  thousands  of  miles  of  it — is  pro- 
vided by  the  taxpayers.  The  actors  perform  freely  and 
actually  provide  their  own  stage  equipment  in  this  im- 
mense drama;  but  they  are  officially  brought  to  task  for 
even  slight  mistakes  in  their  acting  of  either  the  omission 
or  commission  variety. 

Hero  or  villain,  a  clever  actor  doing  his  part  always 
proved  intensely  interesting  to  me.  Thus,  I  am  happy  as 
an  innocent  spectator  in  the  Traffic  Court  or  down  in  the 
Police  Traffic  Bureau. 

Numerically,  the  crowd  is  always  the  same  and  the 
charges  against  speeding,  reckless  driving,  crossing  safety 
zones,  parking  too  long,  or  parking  too  near  fire  hydrants, 
and  so  on,  are  the  same;  but  the  faces  are  different.  And, 
from  amongst  the  run-of-the-mill  or  non-plausible  excuses 
— many  of  them  really  good  laugh  producers — on  almost 
any  forenoon  some  naive  citizen  is  liable  to  come  forward 
with  some  outlandish  story  that  causes  boisterous  merri- 
ment in  court. 

Consider  this  case.  A  teamster  had  to  make  a  delivery 
and  found  five  cars,  thinly  spaced,  in  front  of  the  store 
which  had  a  very  small  frontage.  Taking  a  position  in 
front  of  number  one  car  be  backed  into  it  so  briskly  that 
it  tied  into  number  two.  He  pulled  up  a  little  and  with 
his  next  attempt  had  three  cars  clung  together.  His  third 
attempt  had  a  sixth  car  debited  to  him.  He  was  a  fast 
worker,  but  someone  had   telephoned  the  Police  Depart- 


ment.   Like  all  the  others  that  doughty  man  of  action  had 
his  solid  excuse. 

That  reckless  autoist  said:  "Judge,  1  was  gassed  in 
World  War  1.  Now,  sometimes — just  for  a  couple  of 
seconds  only — I  think  I  am  hack  on  my  switch  engine 
making  up  a  freight  train.  I  was  OK  when  this  police 
officer  arrested  me." 

Oh  yes — a  morning  session  with  the  traffic  violators,  to 
a  relaxed  spectator,  is  a  dandy  lesson  in  human  behavior- 
ism. 

The  assembled  violators  are  one  group  because  they 
were  catering  to  their  particular  wishes.  Now  they  are 
mere  juveniles  in  their  weird  excuses — amusing  in  their 
efforts  to  avoid  or  evade  the  consequences  of  neglecting 
their  definite  responsibility. 

Some  of  my  readers  may  be  amateur  psychiatrists  and 
perhaps  may  be  able  to  solve  the  reason  for  the  traffic  tag 
phobia  as  appearing  in  the  brief  instances  set  forth  here- 
with.   We  will  therefore,  as  reminders,  ask  them: 
HAVE  YOU  SEEN  THE  MAN 

Who  looks  at  a  40-minute  tag,  at  the  police  officer,  and 
then  at  his  watch. 

Who  "did  not  seen  the  hydrant"  near  the  theater  until 
he  came  out  and  found  the  tag. 

Who  "thought  the  tag  was  a  joke" — but  could  not  find 
the  joker. 

Who  says::  "What  law  does  this  tag  cover — Federal  or 
State?" 

Who  moved  the  safety  zone  sign  "only  a  couple  of  feet." 

Who  says:  "It  seems  I  am  charged  with  parking,  but  I 
didn't  park  anywhere." 

Who  drives  over  a  safety  zone  "because  it  was  after  5 
o'clock." 

Who  parks  in  front  of  other  people's  garages  "because 
it  looked  as  if  the  people  were  not  at  home." 

Who  says:  "Officer,  I  didn't  see  any  'No  Parking' 
sign. 

Who  parks  double  on  Grant  Avenue  "to  see  a  fellow 
who  has  just  opened  a  place  on  Kearny  Street." 

Who  passes  on  the  left  side  of  a  standing  Market 
streetcar  "so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  passengers  get- 
ting on." 

Who — being  from  Los  Angeles — "thought  it  was  al- 
right up  here"  to  park  between  signs  for  two  hours. 

Who  made  a  U-turn  on  Mission  Street  with  a  taxicab 
and  said  to  the  motorcycle  officer:  "I  thought  it  was  al- 
right to  make  a  U-turn  out  here  in  the  country." 

Who  knocked  down  the  safety  zone  sign  trying  to  get 
ahead  of  other  drivers,  and  said  :  "The  other  fellow  crowd- 
ed me  over." 

Who  says:  "I  couldn't  see  the  safety  zone  lines." 

Who  borrows  his  friend's  car,  tears  up  the  tag,  and  tells 
nobody. 

Who  parked  in  front  of  a  hydrant  "to  keep  a  date."  (A 
lady  this  time.) 
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Who  said:  "The  officer  would  not  speak  to  me."  (An- 
other lady. ) 

Who  parked  four  hours  on  Geary  Street  and  "never 
heard  of  any  such  parking  law  as  is  here  charged  against 
me."    (Lady,  of  course. ) 

Who  said:  "Speeding,  sure — I  am  a  medical  man  going 
to  a  heart  (  ?)  case." 

Who  said  "Jay  walking?  Those  white  lines  were  wet 
paint  so  I  crossed  a  few  yards  away  from  them."  (An- 
other lady.) 

Who  parked  diagonally  at  Fifth  and  Market  Streets 
"hecause  they  do  it  in  Modesto." 

Who  says:  "What's  the  matter"  when  his  lights  are 
out.  Who,   when   tagged   for  being  in   front  of  a  hy- 

drant, said  "I  am  a  fireman  and  went  to  the  theater  here." 

Who  says:  "They  must  have  gone  out"  and  has  no 
bulbs  in  the  headlights. 

Who  says  to  the  mother  of  the  child  he  has  injured:  "I 
wouldn't  drive  my  car  a  block  if  I  knew  the  brakes  were 
out  of  order." 

Who  shows  his  own  bent  fender  to  the  man  whose  car 
he  has  wrecked. 

Who  says  to  the  motorcycle  officer:  "I  didn't  know  I 
was  doing  forty  ;  I  never  speed." 

Who  parks  double  on  Kearny  Street  "to  go  to  a  bank." 

Who  waits  for  the  whistle  at  Third  and  Market 
Streets  and  says  "Honest,  Mr.  Officer,  I  thought  this  was 
one  of  them  whistle  stops." 

Who  tells  the  operating  doctor  at  the  emergency  hos- 
pital :  "I  had  the  right  of  way." 

Who,  when  tagged  for  35  per  hour  on  Market  Street, 
says:  "This  is  only  a  minor  violation,  officer?  You  know 
me — I  am  not  a  reckless  driver." 

Who,  in  a  fast  car,  is  cutting  in  and  out,  points  to  his 
lady  companion,  and  says  to  the  motorcycle  officer:  "We 
are  a  little  late  and  hate  to  miss  any  of  the  party  which  is 
tops,  if  I  do  say  so." 

Who  tells  the  pedestrian  he  has  knocked  down  of  the 
big  shots  in  town  he  knows;  and  how  he  will  be  a  "good 
friend"  to  him,  "if  ever,"  et  cetera. 

Who  tells  the  officer  who  tags  him  for  fifty  :  "You  ought 
to  get  the  reckless  drivers,  them  butchers'  and  grocers' 
Fords." 

Who  gets  a  tag  for  48  miles,  is  a  friend  of  the  judge, 
"but  I  don't  want  him  to  know  about  this  case." 

Who  telephones:  "I  am  too  busy  to  come  to  the  Hall  of 
Justice  about  this  tag." 

Who  loudly  announces  to  the  officer  writing  the  tag: 
"I  know  the  Chief,  the  Captain  of  Inspectors  and  dozens 
of  high  ranking  officers,  and  this  won't  do  you  any  good." 

Who  speeds  to  see  his  new  born — and  asks  the  officer 
to  come  and  see  for  himself. 

Interesting  people  these  traffic  violators,  pleading  their 
own  cases — imaginative  souls — dreamers  of  dreams  to  be 
told  to  the  traffic  court  judge  and  the  traffic  officers.  It  is 
a  cruel  world.  The  traffic  court  judge,  also  the  police 
officers  concerned  take  the  stories  at  their  face  value — 
dreams.

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THE  CANDID   FRIEND

"I  was  the  one  who  selected  my  life  job.  I  selected  it 
because  I  liked  it,  so  why  should  I  quit  it."  That  was  the 
reply  given  me  today  by  a  good  friend  who  went  through 
all  ranks  in  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department.  His 
answer  was  given  in  reply  to  my  friendly  question  as  to  his 
reason  for  turning  down  an  excellent  commercial  offer 
easily  outstripping  any  local  police  position  from  every 
angle.  He  enjoys  life.  Men  of  his  disposition,  who  be- 
lieve that  acting  one's  chosen  part  in  the  best  possible 
fashion,  are  nature's  noblemen,  and  enjoy  being  alive.  It 
is  a  well-known  fact  that  top  ranking  people,  in  any  line 
of  human  endeavor,  prize  their  skill  and  their  reputation 
as  specialists  vastly  more  than  the  accruing  emoluments. 

Policing,  as  I  have  observed  it  over  the  years,  is  defi- 
nitely a  trying  occupation  calling  for  the  greatest  forti- 
tude, that  rare  soul  strength  that  enables  its  possessors  to 
smile  when  everything  goes  dead  wrong.  Remember,  criti- 
cism is  the  lot  of  every  man  who  does  police  duty  no  matter 
what  his  rank  may  be.  For  his  acts,  in  the  main,  he  is 
criticized  by  the  public,  and  for  his  omissions  he  is  criti- 
cized— and  perhaps  punished — by  his  superiors.  I  have 
known  men  to  quit  the  police  department.  The  number  is 
strikingly  small ;  and  they  left  the  department  after  a  short 
stay.    It  is  a  good  guess  they  wisely  recoiled  from  what 


thej  saw  ahead.  Who  will  have  the  hardihood  to  blame 
1  hem  '.  If  a  man  feels  he  has  not  what  it  takes  to  handle  a 
tough  assignment  it  is  really  honorable  on  his  part  to  make 
room  for  someone  else.  To  the  large  group  of  present 
police  rookies  I  would  give  this  one  piece  of  advice:  If  you 
are  sensitive,  or,  if  you  are  timid  or  cowardly  in  the  slight- 
est degree,  the  police  department  is  no  place  for  you.  On 
the  sensitive  side  you  will  be  tortured  by  curt  orders  or 
caustic  remarks  of  your  superior  officers,  or  by  seeing 
apparent  favors  shown  to  your  fellow  officers;  but  the 
greatest  displeasure  coming  from  being  thin  skinned  is 
only  a  zephyr  compared  with  the  knowing  demon  of  fear 
— the  ever  present  fear  of  physical  injury  that  saps  the 
very  soul  01  the  cowardly  man  who  is  paid  to  be  brave. 
The  dream  of  the  ambitious  young  police  officer  is  to 
some  day  reach  the  very  top  and  answer  to  the  name  of 
"chief."  That  is  a  laudable  goal  and  an  indication  that  the 
young  officer's  heart  is  in  the  right  place  in  the  matter  of 
having  his  heart  in  the  job.  But  Chiefs  of  Police,  like  the 
youngest  rookie  officer,  need  lots  of  that  good,  old  forti- 
tude to  keep  them  from  indignantly  turning  in  their  resig- 
nation. Under  flurries  of  civic  or  newspaper  criticism  we 
have  seen  all  too  many  such  resignations  in  the  case  of 
Chiefs  whose  fortitude  had  its  limitations.  Hut,  a  careful 
check  of  the  police  situation  shows  that  policing  is  a  voca- 
tion followed  by  men  who  like  the  work  and  perform  it 
regardless  of  criticism  from  any  quarter.  Looking  over 
the  histories  of  our  Bay  Counties  we  find  such  men  as 
Jim  Drew  of  Oakland,  Tom  Burke  of  San  Mateo,  Dan 
O'Brien  of  San  Francisco,  John  Black  of  San  Jose,  John 
Harper  of  Burlingame,  and  that  dean  of  Chiefs  of  Police, 
Bill  Stanford  of  Vallejo,  now  alive  and  living  in  Los  An- 
geles, weathering  all  the  gales  and  steadfastly  carrying  out 
their  life  work  to  the  very  end.  These  fine  men  were 
typical  peace  officers.  They  had  their  start  in  their  work. 
They  kept  their  heads  up  and  looked  straight  ahead, 
calmly  ignoring  senseless  displeasure,  expressed  against 
them  or  their  departments,  regardless  of  its  source.

Captain  Moore  suggested  that  we  offer  to  reimburse 
the  Southern  Group  for  our  share  of  joint  meeting.  This 
was  made  into  a  motion  by  George  Burton  and  seconded 
by  Ralph  Moore.   Carried. 

The  Directory  Revision  was  then  brought  up  for  dis- 
cussion.   It  is  progressing  nicely. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  12  noon  for  lunch. 

The  meeting  was  again  called  to  order  during  lunch 
and  the  following  guests  were  introduced:  Walter  Dahl, 
Mayor  of  Piedmont;  Chief  William  Pflaum,  Piedmont; 
Chief  Lester  J.  Divine,  Oakland  ;  John  J.  Gudici,  Ad- 
ministrative Aide  to  Chief  Divine;  and  G.  R.  McLeod, 
Engineer-in-charge  of  the  FCC  Monitoring  Station  at 
Livermore.

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On  The  Subject  of  "Loyalty  Oaths11 


So  much  has  been  printed  and  said  on  the  subject  of 
"loyalty  oaths"  recently,  and  especially  the  "right"  of 
branches  of  government,  whether  federal,  state  or  county, 
to  require  them  of  their  employees,  that  we  believe  the  en- 
suing digest  of  an  Appellate  Court  decision  will  be  of  in- 
terest. The  case  in  point  revolves  around  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  Los  Angeles  County  on  August 
26,  1947,  to  require  each  officer  and  employee  under  its 
jurisdiction  to  execute  an  oath  and  affidavit,  which  would 
in  effect  be  an  oath  of  allegiance;  an  affidavit  of  member- 
ship (or  non-membership)  in  certain  organizations  that 
advocate  the  violent  overthrow  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  the  State  of  California,  or  County  of  Los 
Angeles;  and  an  affidavit  in  reference  to  any  aliases  that 
may  have  been  used;  and  finally  a  list  of  142  named  Or- 
ganizations were  mentioned  and  the  employees  were  to 
indicate  any  membership  therein.  While  this  decision  has 
not  been  fully  decided  the  involved  legal  questions,  the 
matter  still  being  in  the  courts,  it  points  to  the  right  of 
government  to  take  steps  to  keep  its  house  in  order  and 
prevent  termites  from  gnawing  at  the  foundation.  Much 
has  been  heard  of  late  of  the  question  of  "loyalty  oaths" 
for  employees  of  our  State  universities  and  the  old  hue 
and  cry  of  violation  of  the  constitutional  rights  and  the 
destruction  of  "academic  freedom"  by  those  elements  that 
have  opposed  them.  It  would  seem  that  the  old  saying  in 
regard  to  universal  fingerprinting  might  apply,  i.e.,  "there 
is   nothing  about   it   that   an   honest  man   need   fear"!!!

(la-lc)  Boards  of  supervisors — powers. — A  board  of  super- 
visors may  require  the  officers  and  employes  under  its  jurisdiction 
to  take  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  federal  and  state  Constitu- 
tions and  the  law  of  California  as  against  all  enemies  of  the 
United  States  and  the  state,  and  to  require  such  officers  and 
employes  to  answer  on  their  oath  whether  they  advocate  over- 
throw of  the  government  by  force  or  have  since  a  certain  date 
been  members  of  organizations  that  advocate  such  overthrow, 
and  to  sign  an  affidavit  neither  to  advocate  nor  to  become  mem- 
bers of  an  organization  which  advocates  such  overthrow.  Such 
a  rule  or  affidavit  does  not  affect  the  officers'  or  employes'  rights 
of  political  or  religious  belief,  and  the  restrictions  imposed  by 
the  board  are  not  unconstitutional. 

(2)  The  State  of  California  —  Sovereignty  and  General 
Powers. — The  people  of  the  state  not  only  have  the  right  to 
protect  themselves  and  their  chosen  form  of  government  against 
attack  from  all  sources,  but  it  is  their  duty  to  do  so,  since  they 
have  guaranteed  to  the  people  of  the  United  States,  a  "republican 
form  of  government"  in  this  state  .  .  . 

(3)  Public  employees — Rights  and  Duties. — Since  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  has  the  right  to  force  an  individual 
citizen  to  surrender  his  life  in  defense  of  his  country,  any  state 
has  the  right  and  duty  to  exact  from  its  citizens  adherence  to 
all  lesser  measures  which  have  for  their  purposes  the  preserva- 
tion of  our  form  of  government,  and  the  repression  of  its  enemies, 
and  hence  a  person  entering  the  employ  of  the  state  impliedly 
surrenders  certain  natural  rights  which  would  remain  if  he  were 
a  private  citizen. 

(4)  Counties — Officers  and  Employees — Powers  and  duties. 
— County  officers  and  employes,  as  public  servants,  have  the 
implied  duty  to  support  the  form  of  government  lawfully  chosen 


by  the  people  whom  they  are  employed  to  represent,  and  by 
accepting  public  employment  they  forego  any  privilege  they  may 
have  had  as  private  citizens  to  advocate  the  overthrow  of  the 
government  by  force  and   violence. 

(5)  Boards  of  Supervisors — Powers. — A  county  Board  of 
Supervisors  exercises  the  powers  of  the  county,  except  as  it  is 
otherwise  specifically  limited  in  the  Constitution,  state  laws  or 
county  charter. 

(6)  Boards  of  Supervisors — Removal  of  County  Officers  and 
Employees. — Where  a  board  of  supervisors  has  no  authority 
under  a  charter  to  discharge  a  civil  service  employe  for  a  cause 
that  the  civil  service  commission  find-  insufficient  the  discharge 
of  a  civil  service  employe  on  the  ground  that  he  is  "subversive" 
is  of  no  effect  if,  on  hearing,  the  commission  holds  otherwise." 

(7)  Boards  of  Supervisors — Removal  of  County  Officers  and 
Employees. — Under  a  county  charter,  containing  no  restrictions 
on  the  power  of  the  board  of  supervisors  in  appointing  or  dis- 
charging civil  service  employes  except  that  they  may  not  be 
appointed,  removed  or  discriminated  against  because  of  their 
political  or  religious  opinions  or  affiliations,  the  board  may  in- 
vestigate the  character,  the  antecedents,  the  viewpoints  and  af- 
filiations of  its  employes  so  long  as  the  investigation  does  not 
impinge  on  these  restrictions,  and  hence  the  board  may  demand 
of  an  employe  an  oath,  if  it  chooses,  and  a  response  to  a  ques- 
tionnaire as  a  basis  for  his  discharge. 

(8)  Constitutional  Laws — Fundamental  Rights — The  federal 
and  state  constitutional  provisions  which  guarantee  freedom  of 
speech,  and  of  opinion,  freedom  of  press  and  assembly,  are  no 
licenses  to  do  completely  as  one  chooses,  without  regard  to  the 
other  fellow,  who  possesses  the  same  liberties. 

(9)  Appeal — Orders  Appealable — Orders  on  Demurrer. — 
An  order  sustaining  a  demurrer  is  not  appealable,  but  is  re- 
viewable on  an  appeal  from  the  judgment. 

APPEALS  from  judgments  of  the  superior  court  of  Los  An- 
geles county  and  from  orders  sustaining  demurrers  to  amended 
complaints.  Clarence  M.  Hanson,  Judge.  Judgment  affirmed; 
appeals  from  orders  dismissed. 

Actions  for  injunctive  relief.  Judgments  of  dismissal  on  mis- 
taining  demurrers  to  amended  complaints  without  leave  to 
amend   .  .  .  Affirmed. 

McComb,  J. — by  stipulation  of  the  parties  of  the  above  entitled 
cases  involving  the  same  points  are  submitted  for  decision  on  a 
single  set  of  briefs  and  since  the  identical  point  is  involved  in 
each  case  they  will  be  treated  as  the  same  case  for  the  purpose 
of  this  opinion. 

Conceded  Facts 

On   August  26,   1947,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Los  Angeles 
County   adopted   a   resolution   requiring  each  officer  and  employe 
under  its  jurisdiction  to  execute  an  oath  and  affidavit  as  follows: 
"Oath  and  Affidavit 

"A.     I,  ,  do  solemnly  swear   (or  affirm)   that 

I  will  support  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Constitution  and  law  of  the  State  of  California,  against 
all  enemies,  foreign  and  domestic;  that  I  will  bear  true  faith 
and  allegiance  to  the  same;  that  I  take  this  obligation  freely, 
without  any  mental  reservations  of  purpose  of  evasion ;  and 
that  I  will  well  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office 
or  employment  on  which  I  am  about  to  enter  or  am  now  engaged. 
SO  HELP  ME  GOD. 

"B.    Affidavit  re  Subversive  Activity 

"I  do  further  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  do  not  advocate,  nor 
am  I  now  a  member,  nor  have  I  been  since  December  7,  1941, 
a  member  of  any  political  party  or  organization  that  advocated 
the  overthrow  of  the  U.  S.  Government  or  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia,  or  the   County  of  Los   Angeles,  by  violence,  except  those 

specified    as    follows:   and   that   during 

such  time  as  I  am  an  officer  or  employe  of  the  County  of  Los 
Angeles,  I  will  not  advocate  nor  become  a  member  of  any 
political  party  or  organization  that  advocates  the  overthrow  of 
the  above  named  governments,  by  force  or  violence. 

"C.     Affidavit  re  Aliases 
"I   do   further   swear    (or    affirm)    that   I    have  never   used   or 
been    known   by   any   names   other  than   those   listed   as   follow-: 
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Also  included  in  the  document  is  paragraph  "D"  requiring 
such  office:  and  employei  to  indicate  whether  they  have  been  u 
member  of  or  supported  ;mi  "I  some  142  named  organizations. 

September  3,  1947,  plaintiffs,  who  an-  employes  oi  the  county 
of  Los  Angeles,  filed  complaints  seeking  an  injunction  to  preveni 
the  defendants  from  requiring  them  to  execute  an  affidavit  as 
set  forth  above.

(la)  May  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Iais  Angeles  County 
proceed   with   a   fact-finding  program   under   which  the  officers 

and  employes  within  its  jurisdiction  are  asked:  (1)  to  take  an 
oath  of  allegiance  to  the  federal  and  stale  constitutions  and 
the  laws  of  California  as  against  all  enemies  of  the  United 
States,  the  State  of  California  and  the  County  of  Los  Angeles, 
and  (2)  as  such  officers  and  employes  to  answer  upon  their  oath 
or  affirmation,  (a)  whether  or  not  they  advocate  the  overthrow 
of  the  government  by  force  or  violence,  and  whether  or  not 
since  December  7,  1941,  they  have  been  members  of  any  organ- 
izations or  political  parties,  that  advocate  the  government  by 
force  or  violence,  as  well  as  to  sign  an  affidavit  not  to  advocate 
the  overthrow  of  the  government  by  force  or  violence,  or  to 
become  a  member  of  an  organization  or  political  party  which 
so  advocates,  so  long  as  the  person  is  employed  by  the  county; 
(b)  to  state  any  alias  they  have  ever  used  or  have  been  known 
by;  and  (c)  to  indicate  whether  they  have  ever  been  a  member 
of  or  directly  or  indirectly  supported  any  of  the  organizations 
listed  in  the  affidavit  submitted  to  them? 

This  question  must  be  answered  in  the  affirmative.  The  mere 
asking  of  the  question  points  unerringly  to  the  answer  any  loyal, 
sane  citizen  of  the  United  States  would  give  to  it.  It  is  an 
unequivocal  "Yes." 

(2)  The  people  of  the  State  of  California  are  supreme  and 
have  the  undoubted  right  to  protect  themselves  and  to  preserve 
the  form  of  government  which  they  have  adopted  against  any 
and  all  enemies,  whether  they  be  domestic  or  foreign.  It  is  not 
alone  the  right  of  the  people  to  protect  themselves  and  their 
chosen  forms  of  government  against  the  attack  from  all  sources, 
but  it  is  their  duty  to  do  so,  since  they  have  guaranteed  to 
the  people  of  the  LTnited  States  "a  republican  form  of  Govern- 
ment" in  this  state. 

Every  citizen  is  a  minority  member  of  society,  and  the  form 
of  government  which  the  people  of  the  several  states  have 
adopted  guarantees  to  each  minority  member  as  well  as  to  the 
majority,  a  republican  form  of  government  in  his  state.  Such 
form  of  government  has  long  since  passed  through  the  experi- 
mental stage.  It  has  proved  to  be  the  most  satisfying  to  the 
aspirations  of  mankind,  and  at  the  same  time  the  most  practical 
government  yet  devised.  Trial  and  experience  have  demon- 
strated it  to  be  the  best  form  of  government  that  this  world 
has  ever  known.  Our  system  has  maintained  democratic  proc- 
esses, improved  the  condition  of  the  people,  preserved  liberty, 
promoted  justice,  encouraged  the  arts  and  sciences,  and  served 
the  needs  of  changing  peoples  .  .  . 

The  people  acting  through  their  duly  authorized  representa- 
tives have  assumed  the  foregoing  obligation  and  have  plenary 
power  to  perform  it  under  all  conditions. 

The  extreme  limit  to  which  the  people  may  exercise  this 
power  is  found  in  their  undisputed  right  to  require  a  citizen 
to  give  his  time,  be  maimed,  or  even  sacrifice  his  life  in  defense 
of  his  country. 

Chief  Justice  White,  speaking  for  the  CJ.  S.  Supreme  Court, 
says: 

"Finally,  as  we  are  unable  to  conceive  upon  what  theory  the 
exaction  by  government  from  the  citizen  of  the  performance 
of  his  supreme  and  noble  duty  of  contributing  to  the  defense 
of  the  rights  and  honor  of  the  nation  as  the  result  of  a  war 
declared  by  the  great  representative  body  of  the  people  can  be 
said  to  be  the  imposition  of  involuntary  servitude,  in  violation 
of  the  prohibition  of  the  13th  amendment,  we  are  constrained 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  contention  to  that  effect  is  refuted  by 
its  mere  statement." 

Again  Justice  Sutherland  in  discussing  the  question  of  an 
individual  citizen's  allegiance  to  the  government  of  the  United 
States,   succinctly  states  the  situation  in  speaking  of  the  liberties 


guaranteed     to    the     individual     by    the     14th     amendment     in     a 

Massachusetts  case,  said  i 

".  .  .  and  yet  he  may  be  compelled,  by  force  if  need  be,  against 
his  will  and  without  regard  to  his  personal  wishes  or  his 
pecuniary  interests,  of  even  his  religious  or  political  convictions, 
to  take  his  place  in  the  ranks  of  the  army  of  his  country,  and 
risk  the  chance  of  being  shot  down  in  its  defense. 

"When  he  speaks  of  putting  his  allegiance  to  the  will  of  God 
above  his  allegiance  to  the  government,  it  is  evident  in  the  light 
of  his  entire  statement,  that  he  means  to  make  his  own  interpre- 
tation of  the  will  of  God  the  decisive  test,  which  shall  conclude 
the  government  to  stay  its  hand.  We  are  a  Christian  people, 
according  to  one  another  the  equal  right  of  religious  freedom, 
and  acknowledging  with  reverence  the  duty  of  obedience  to  the 
will  of  God.  But,  also,  we  are  a  nation  with  the  duty  to  survive; 
a  nation  whose  constitution  contemplates  war  as  well  as  peace; 
whose  government  must  go  forward  upon  the  assumption,  and 
safely  can  proceed  upon  no  other,  that  unqualified  allegiance  to 
the  nation  and  submission  and  obedience  to  the  laws  of  the 
land,  as  well  as  those  made  for  war  as  those  made  for  peace, 
are  not  inconsistent  with  the  will  of  God." 

(3)  Clearly,  since  the  government  of  the  United  States  has 
the  right  to  force  an  individual  citizen  to  surrender  his  life  in 
the  defense  of  his  country,  any  state  in  attempting  to  perpetuate 
its  loyalty  to  the  union  has  the  unquestioned  right  and  duty  to 
exact  from  its  citizens  adherence  to  all  lesser  measures  which 
have  for  their  purposes  the  preservation  of  our  form  of  govern- 
ment and  the  repression  of  its  enemies.  Therefore,  when  a 
person  enters  the  employ  of  this  state  or  any  subdivision  thereof, 
he  impliedly  surrenders  certain  natural  rights  which  would  re- 
main his  if  he  were  a  private  citizen  only  just  the  same  as  he 
would  surrender  certain  privileges  if  he  were  to  enter  private 
emplo)  ment. 

This  rule  is  well  stated  by  Justice  Holmes  in  McAuliffe  v. 
Mayor  of  City  of  New  Bedford,  then  sitting  on  the  supreme 
court  of  Massachusetts.  He  had  before  him  a  petition  for 
mandamus  to  restore  the  petitioner  to  the  office  of  policeman  in 
the  city  of  New  Bedford.  The  petitioner  had  been  removed  by 
the  mayor  after  a  hearing  because  he  had  violated  a  rule  which 
read:  "'No  member  of  the  department  shall  be  allowed  to 
solicit  money  or  any  aid,  on  any  pretense,  for  any  political  pur- 
pose whatever!'  there  was  also  evidence  thai  he  had  been  a  mem- 
ber of  a  political  committee,  •which  <was  likewise  prohibited." 

The  jurist's  inanswerable  logic  proceeded: 

"It  is  argued  by  the  petitioner  that  the  mayor's  finding  did 
not  warrant  the  removal;  and  that  part  of  the  rule  violated  was 
invalid,  invading  the  petitioner's  right  to  express  his  political 
opinion;  .  .  .  One  argument  to  this  argument  ...  is  that  there 
is  nothing  in  the  constitution  or  the  statute  to  prevent  the  city 
from  attaching  obedience  to  this  rule  as  a  condition  to  the 
office  of  policeman,  and  making  it  part  of  the  good  conduct 
required.  The  petitioner  may  have  a  constitutional  right  to  talk 
politics,  but  he  has  no  constitutional  right  to  be  a  policeman. 
There  are  few  employments  for  hire  in  which  the  servant  does 
not  agree  to  suspend  constitutional  rights  of  free  speech  as  well 
as  of  idleness  by  the  implied  terms  of  his  contract. 

An  analogous  rule  is  found  in  the  case  of  Cristal  v.  Police 
Commissioners.  In  this  case  petitioners  who  were  formerly 
policemen  of  San  Francisco  sought  by  mandamus  to  be  rein- 
stated in  their  positions.  The  cause  for  their  removal  was  predi- 
cated upon  the  fact  that  they  were  subpoenaed  to  appear  before 
the  grand  jury  and  refused  to  produce  their  private  records  or 
to  answer  questions  concerning  their  assets  and  income.  The 
court  said: 

".  .  .  the  main  issue  involved  is  whether  the  appellants,  while 
holding  positions  as  police  officers,  could  exercise  the  constitu- 
tional privilege  of  refusing  to  testify  before  the  grand  jury 
under  the  circumstances  and  still  insist  upon  retaining  their 
positions  of  police  officers  .  .  .  We  need  not  further  discuss  the 
nature  of  said  privilege  here  as  it  is  conceded  by  all  that  said 
officers  could  exercise  that  privilege  in  any  proceeding.  We  are 
concerned  here  only  with  the  result  of  the  exercise  of  such 
privilege,  by  those  holding  the  position  of  police  officers,  in  an 
investigation  by  which  it  was  sought  to  determine  whether  such 
officers  had  been  guilty  of  criminal  activities  in  connection  with 
their  duties  of  police  officers  .  .  . 

"We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  constitutional  privilege  above 
mentioned  which  may  be  exercised  by  all  persons,  including 
police  officers,   in  any  proceeding,  civil  or  criminal.  ...  As  we 
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view  the  situation,  when  pertinent  questions  were  propounded 
to  appellants  before  the  grand  jury,  the  answers  to  which  ques- 
tions would  tend  to  incriminate  them,  they  were  put  to  a  choice 
which  they  voluntarily  made.  Duty  required  them  to  answer. 
Privilege  permitted  them  to  refuse  to  answer.  They  chose  to 
exercise  the  privilege,  but  the  exercise  of  such  privilege  was 
wholly  inconsistent  with  their  duty  as  police  officers.  They  claim 
they  had  a  constitutional  right  to  refuse  to  answer  under  the 
circumstances,  but  it  is  certain  that  they  had  no  constitutional 
right  to  remain  police  officers  in  the  face  of  their  clear  violation 
of  the  duty  imposed  upon  them.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that 
such  a  violation  would  constitute  cause  for  dismissal  even  in 
the  absence  of  any  specific  rule  requiring  such  officers  to  give 
testimony  before  the  grand  jury,  or  of  any  specific  rule  relating 
to  the  'conduct  unbecoming  an  officer.'  That  such  conduct  consti- 
tuted 'conduct  unbecoming  an  officer',  there  can  be  no  doubt." 

There  is  nothing  startling  in  the  conception  that  a  public 
servant's  rights  to  retain  his  office  or  employment  should  depend 
on  his  willingness  to  forego  his  constitutional  rights  and  privi- 
leges to  the  extent  that  the  exercise  of  such  rights  and  privileges 
may  be  inconsistent  with  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
office.  One  of  the  cherished  rights  guaranteed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion is  that  of  freedom  of  speech,  yet  no  one  would  maintain 
that  a  police  officer  could  fully  exercise  that  right  without  violat- 
ing the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  the  acceptance  of  his  em- 
ployment as  a  police  officer.  The  right  of  freedom  of  speech 
might  be  relief  upon  a  police  officer  who  had  disclosed  to  persons 
conducting  an  illegal  establishment,  information  concerning  the 
plan  of  the  police  department  to  conduct  a  raid  upon  such 
establishment,  but  the  furnishing  of  such  information  would  be 
Violative  of  the  duties  of  such  police  officers.  Such  conduct  would 
constitute  cause  for  dismissal,  with  or  without  any  specific  rule 
on  the  particular  subject,  and  in  the  event  of  the  adoption  of  a 
rule  providing  for  the  dismissal  of  any  officer  making  such 
disclosure,  the  claim  that  such  rule  violated  any  constitutional 
right  of  the  officers  would  be  clearly  untenable. 

"In  Hayman  v.  City  of  Los  Angeles,  a  motor  truck  driver 
sought  to  be  reinstated  to  his  position  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles. 
He  claimed  his  discharge  was  improper  on  the  theory  of  the 
violation  of  his  constitutional  rights  of  freedom  of  speech  and 
freedom  of  assembly.  It  appeared  he  had  cause  dissension  among 
employes  by  circulating  handbills  protesting  against  the  rules 
adopted  by  the  board  of  public  works.  The  court  disposed  of 
petitioner's  claim  that  his  constitutional  guarantees  of  freedom 
of  speech  and  assembly  entitled  him  to  conduct  such  activities  by 
the  following  statement: 

"  'The  right  which  is  involved  here  is  not  that  which  the  peti- 
tioner thinks  has  been  denied  him,  but  is  the  right  of  the  re- 
spondents to  exercise  a  reasonable  supervision  over  city  em- 
ployes, to  the  end  that  proper  discipline  may  be  maintained  and 
employes  be  not  allowed  to  engage  in  activities  to  disrupt  or 
impair  public  service.  Such  is  not  the  right  but  the  duty  of  the 
city  and  its  several  departments.  In  the  exercise  of  this  duty 
they  must  be  allowed  a  wide  discretion  and  their  acts  are  not 
subject  to  review  by  the  courts  until  they  have  reached  a  point 
of  illegality.'  " 

Finally,  Chief  Justice  Gibson  in  the  case  of  Communist  Party 
v.  Peek,  speaking  for  the  Supreme  Court  of  California,  states 
the  rule  as  follows: 

"There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  the  remainder  of  section 
2540.4  comes  within  the  legislature's  power  to  prescribe  tests  and 
conditions  for  participating  in  primary  elections.  This  power 
certainly  includes  the  right  to  adopt  tests  designed  to  exclude 
those  political  parties  advocating  the  overthrow  of  the  govern- 
ment by  unlawful  means  or  those  parties  carrying  on  a  program 
of  sabotage,  force  and  violence,  sedition  and  treason.  Such 
groups  constitute  an  immediate  threat  to  the  functioning  of  our 
institutions,  including  the  continued  exercise  of  the  rights  of 
suffrage.  Since  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  state  as  to  such 
groups  to  restrict  even  the  rights  of  free  speech  and  free  press 
it  clearly  was  within  the  reasonable  bounds  of  the  legislature's 
power  to  determine  that  these  bodies  should  be  barred  from 
the  primary  election  ballot.  Under  such  circumstances  we  have 
no  doubt  that  the  legislature's  power  to  exclude  parties  and 
individuals  from  participating  in  a  primary  election  extends  to 
those  groups  whose  political  beliefs  create  a  clear  danger  to 
the  continued  existence  of  our  constitutional  form  of  government. 
Section  2540.4  of  the  election  code,  omitting  the  invalid  portions 
which   are  clearly   severable,  must  be  upheld  as  a  proper  condi- 


tion tor  participation  in  primary  elections  in  this  state  in  the 
following  form:  'Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this 
code,  no  party  shall  be  recognized  or  qualified  to  participate  in 
any  primary  election  .  .  .  which  either  directly  or  indirectly  car- 
ries on,  advocates,  teaches,  justifies,  aids  or  abets  a  program  of 
sabotage,  force  and  violence,  sedition  or  treason  against  the  gov- 
ernment of  the   I'nited  States  or  of  this  state.'  " 

(4)  The  foregoing  cases  support  the  obvious  rule  that  plain- 
tiffs, as  public  servants,  have  the  implied  duty  to  support  the 
form  of  government  lawfully  chosen  by  the  people  whom  they 
are  employed  to  represent,  and  that  they  impliedly  agreed. 
When  they  accept  public  employment,  to  act  as  representatives 
of  the  people  and  not  advocate  the  overthrow  of  the  government 
by  force  and  violence.  It  is  inconceivable  that  they  should  be 
permitted  to  represent  the  people,  Ik-  supported  by  the  people, 
and  at  the  same  time  have  the  privilege  of  advocating  the  over- 
throw of  the  very  government  by  which  they  are  employed  and 
obtain  their  livelihood.  If  they  cannot  subscribe  to  the  prescribed 
affidavit  they  may  join  those  who  serve  themselves  in  the  ranks 
of  private  employment. 

(lb)  There  is  nothing  in  the  foregoing  rule  or  affidavit 
which  in  the  slightest  degree  affects  the  plaintiffs'  right  of 
political  or  religious  beliefs.  Defendants  are  simply  performing 
their  duty  by  making  proper  inquiry  of  their  employes  as  to 
their  loyalty  to  their  employer.  There  is  nothing  in  the  oath 
or  affidavit  which  requires  plaintiffs  to  surrender  constitutional 
rights.  If  they  desire  to  advocate  the  overthrow  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  the  state  of  California  or  Los  An- 
geles county,  they  may  do  so  by  any  and  all  lawful  means  after 
first  resigning  from  their  public  employment.  It  needs  no  argu- 
ment to  support  the  thesis  that  their  employer,  the  State  of 
California,  need  not  wait  until  after  an  employe  has  committed 
some  overt  act  before  making  inquiry  as  to  his  fitness  to  occupy 
the  position  he  holds.  Certainly  it  is  clear  that  a  private  em- 
ployer would  be  perfectly  justified  in  requiring  an  employe  to 
submit  to  questioning  and  examination  before  leaving  his  place 
of  employment  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  the  employe  was 
stealing  property  from  the  employer,  and  he  might  obviously 
question  his  employe  as  to  whether  he  intended  to  take  or  de- 
stroy the  employers  property.  A  servant  employed  by  the  people 
is  held  to  an  even  higher  standard,  and  his  employer,  the  people, 
not  only  may,  but  it  is  their  duty  to  make  proper  inquiry  as  to  his 
fitness  for  the  position  which  he  occupies  as  to  his  intentions 
and  acts  relative  to  his  loyalty  to  the  people. 

Many  fraternal  and  other  organizations  require  that  a 
neophyte  assume  an  obligation  to  the  government  of  the  United 
States  prior  to  his  attaining  membership  in  the  organization. 
It  has  never  been  questioned,  nor  could  it  reasonably  be  ques- 
tioned, that  the  organization  had  a  right  to  exact  such  an  obli- 
gation prior  to  accepting  the  applicant  for  membership.  None  of 
his  constitutional  rights  is  invaded  by  such  requirement.  .  .  . 
for  example,  no  one  would  think  of  claiming  that  a  prospective 
member  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  was 
having  his  constitutional  rights  violated  because  such  order,  be- 
fore admitting  a  member  requires  that  he  take  an  obligation  to 
be  loyal  to  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

If  a  private  organization  can  lawfully  require  a  loyalty  obli- 
gation, without  question  the  people  may  require  such  an  obliga- 
tion from  a  person  seeking  to  remain  in  a  public  position  with 
its  attendant  prerequisites  and  manifold  benefits. 

The  obligation  or  oath  required  of  defendants  is  substantially 
the  same  as  that  which  a  foreign  born  person  is  required  to 
take  before  becoming  entitled  to  the  honor,  benefits  and  privi- 
leges of  being  a  naturalized  citizen  of  the  United  States.  Since 
a  naturalized  citizen  has  the  same  rights  and  duties  as  a  native 
born,  with  certain  constitutional  exceptions,  there  is  not  any 
logical  reason  why  a  native  born  citizen  should  object  to  assum- 
ing a  similar  obligation. 

Judge  Clarence  M.  Hanson,  in  sustaining  the  demurrers  with- 
out leave  to  amend,  filed  an  opinion  in  which  we  concur.  Such 
opinion  with  appropriate  changes  is  adopted  and  made  part  of 
this  decision.    It  reads  thus: 

"The  primary  question  presented,  viewed  in  its  broadest 
aspect,  is  whether  the  board  of  supervisors  may  require  the 
officers  or  employes  under  its  jurisdiction  (1)  to  take  an  oath 
of  allegiance  to  the  federal  and  state  constitutions,  and  the  laws 
of  California  as  against  all  enemies  of  the  United  States  and 
the  state,  and  (2)  require  such  officers  and  employes  to  answer 
upon  their  oath  certain  questions  that  touch  upon  the  oath. 
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"The  plaintifl  in  cause  No,  Si4177  is  a  mil  service  employi 
of  the  county  of  Los  Angeles.  She  alleges  in  her  amended  com 
plaint  that  she  is  not  a  member  of  the  Communist  partj  01  oi 
any  of  the  organizations  listed  in  the  questionnaire  submitted  i" 
her.  Sh,e  avers,  however,  that  the  requirement  thereby  sought 
in  be  imposed  upon  her,  i.e.,  thai  she  take  the  oath  in  the  form 
tendered  and  respond  undei  oath  to  the  questionnaire  submitted, 
violates  her  constitutional  rights  as  an  Aon  rican  citizen, 

"The  fifteen  plaintiffs  in  cause  N'o.  5342SS  allege  in  their 
amended  complaint  that  thej  are  civil  service  employes  "l  the 
county  of  l.os  Angeles.  They  likewise  aver  that  the  requirements 
Bought  in  be  imposed  upon  them,  i.e.,  that  they  lake  the  oath  in 
the  toi m  tendered  and  respond  under  oath  in  the  questionnaire 
submitted  violates  their  constitutional  rights  as  an  American 
citizen. 

"The  form  of  the  oath  here  in  question,  a  pari  of  the  ques- 
tionnaire,  nails  as  follows: 

"  'Without  narrating  in  detail  the  allegations  of  the  two 
amended  complaints  it  will  suffice  to  say  that  they  allege,  in 
almost  every  conceivable  way,  that  the  defendant  hoard  and 
its  agents  are  without  power  to  impose-  the  requirements  in 
question;  that  the  manner,  method  and  application  of  the 
power,  if  power  there  be,  is  without  legal  sanction  and  violative 
of  the  statutory  and  constitutional  rights  of  the  plaintiffs  and 
all  employes  of  the  defendant  county  required  to  submit  to  the 
questionnaire  and  take  the  oath  in  question.' 

(5)  "In  this  state  it  is  well  established  that  the  board  of 
supervisors  exercise  the  power  of  the  county.  The  board  is 
vested  with  the  power  to  appoint  all  county  officers  and  em- 
ployes, not  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  charter.  However, 
with  respect  to  the  classified  service,  the  appointments  must  be 
made  from  the  so-called  eligible  civil  service  list. 

"The  civil  service  commission  has  the  right  to  prescribe,  amend 
and  enforce  the  rules  of  the  classified  service,  to  make  investiga- 
tions concerning  the  enforcement  and  effects  of  its  rules.  More- 
over, the  commission  is  empowered  to  reject  candidates  who 
wish  to  be  placed  upon  civil  service  rolls  where  they  fail  to 
measure  up  to  the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  commission, 
and  likewise  it  is  authorized  to  drop  persons  who  have  attained 
the  eligible  list,  for  like  reasons. 

"In  case  the  appointing  power  wishes  to  discharge  a  civil 
service  employe  the  reasons  therefor  must  be  given  and  there- 
upon, if  the  employe  so  desires,  he  is  entitled  to  a  hearing  before 
the  commission.  If  the  commission  finds  that  the  reasons  are 
not  sufficient,  the  discharge  is  void,  despite  anything  the  ap- 
pointive power  can  do  about  it. 

(6)  "From  what  has  so  far  been  said,  it  is  self  evident  that 
neither  the  board  nor  its  agents  can  discharge  a  civil  service 
employe  for  any  cause  that  the  civil  service  commission  find 
insufficient.  Accordingly,  if  in  the  view  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors, as  the  appointing  power,  a  civil  service  employe  should 
be  discharged  on  the  sole  ground  that  the  employe  is  'subversive', 
the  discharge  or  attempt  to  discharge  on  that  ground  is  of  no 
effect  if,  on  hearing,  the  commission  holds  otherwise. 

(7)  "Section  41  of  the  charter  provides  that  'no  person  in 
the  classified  service  .  .  .  shall  be  appointed,  or  reduced  or  re- 
moved or  in  any  way  favored  or  discriminated  against  because 
of  his  political  or  religious  opinions  or  affiliations.'  Aside  from 
this  restriction  there  are  no  restrictions  by  the  charter  or  by 
law  on  the  appointing  power  of  the  board  of  supervisors  or  its 
agents  in  appointing  or  discharging  civil  service  employes,  ex- 
cept as  noted. 

"It  seems  self  evident,  then  that  aside  from  any  restraining 
constitutional  provisions,  the  board  of  supervisors  itself  or 
through  its  agents  may  investigate  to  its  heart's  content  the  char- 
acter, the  antecedents,  the  viewpoints  and  the  affiliations  of  any 
of  its  employes,  including  those  in  civil  service,  so  long  as  the 
investigation  does  not  touch  upon  the  political  or  religious 
opinions  or  affiliations  of  the  employes.  Moreover,  it  would 
seem  to  follow  that  so  long  as  the  board  does  not  impinge  upon 
the  restrictions,  it  may,  like  any  private  employer,  demand  of 
its  employees  an  oath,  if  it  chooses,  and  a  response  to  a  question- 
naire as  a  basis  in  whole  or  in  part  for  his  discharge.  The  fact 
that  a  person  is  on  civil  service  rolls  does  not  insulate  him  from 
the  lawful  actions  of  the  appointing  power  or  enable  him  to 
restrict  them,  except  for  the  rights  specifically  granted  to  him. 
Like  any  private  employer  the  county  may  question  its  employes 
and  demond  unquestioned  loyalty,  in  the  manner  it  lays  it  down, 
except  as  restricted  by  law.  .  .  . 


I  here  remains  then  to  consider  whether  the  action,  or  the 
alleged  threatened  action,  bl  the  board,  violates  the  rights  of 
the  plaintiffs  under  the  federal  or  state  constitutions.  The  plain- 
till-  contend  that  their  lights  in  this  respect  are  violated  in 
view  of  the  provisions  of  the  first  and  fourteenth  amendment  of 
the  federal  constitution  and  the  cognate  provisions  of  our  state 
constitution. 

"Shortly  stated,  the  plaintiffs  contend  that  the  action  of  the 
boa  id  in  requiring  the  employes  to  take  the  oath  propounded 
and  to  give  answer  to  tin  questionnaire,  under  oath,  violates 
an  employe's  rights  guaranteed  to  him  under  the  federal  and 
state  constitutions.  These  rights  as  set  forth  by  the  plaintiffs 
are  as   follows  ; 

"(1)  'Every  citizen  may  speak  freely  .  .  .  his  sentiments  on 
all    -ubjects,    being    responsible   for   the    abuse   of   that    right  .  .  .' 

"(2)  'The  people  shall  have  the  right  to  freely  assemble  to- 
gether  to  consult  for  the  common  good,  to  instruct  their  repre- 
sentatives, and  to  petition  the  legislature  for  redress  of  griev- 
ances.' 

"(3)  'No  state  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall 
abridge  the  privileges  or  immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United 
Mates;  not  shall  any  state  deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty 
or  property,  without  due  process  of  law;  nor  deny  to  any 
person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws.' 

(8)  "In  viewing  the  constitutional  mantle  thrown  around  an 
individual  it  is  important  to  remember  that  the  mantle  is  a 
safeguard,  not  absolute,  but  relative  and  qualified.  Our  federal 
and  state  constitutional  provisions,  which  guarantee  freedom  of 
speech  and  of  opinion,  freedom  of  press  and  assembly,  are  not 
licenses  to  do  completely  as  one  chooses,  without  regard  to  the 
other  fellow,  who  possesses  exactly  the  same  liberties.  When 
one  purports  to  pursue  the  liberties  granted  by  the  constitution 
he  needs  to  remember  that  the  other  fellow  has  equal  liberties 
and,  what  is  more,  he  has  the  liberty  to  refuse  to  listen  to  an- 
other's speech  or  opinion  and  the  right  to  refuse  to  yield  to 
him  his  own  right  of  assembly.  Conceivably,  a  person  may  be 
of  the  opinion  that  it  is  entirely  proper  to  drive  through  a  stop 
light,  or  on  any  city  streets  at  80  miles  an  hour  in  violation  of 
an  ordinance,  but  even  so,  setting  up  constitutional  provisions 
as  a  defense  will  prove  ill-advised.  So,  too,  one  may  believe 
that  the  14th  amendment  is  a  defense  to  the  acts  that  sabotage 
the  government  or  are  subversive  to  it,  but  one  will  quickly 
find  that  the  constitutional  provision  against  treason  is  not  cut 
down  or  modified,  in  the  least,  by  the  first  amendment  or  any 
other  provision  of  the  federal  or  state  constitutions. 

(lc)  "In  what  manner,  then  do  the  requirements  as  laid 
down  by  the  board,  impinge  on  the  constitutional  rights  of  the 
plaintiffs  or  of  any  other  officer  or  employe  subject  to  the  general 
jurisdiction  of  the  board?  Some  of  the  plaintiffs,  but  not  all 
of  them,  do  say  that  they  have  no  objection  to  an  oath  that 
would  require  them  to  support  the  constitution,  federal  and  state, 
but  that  the  oath  in  question  goes  further  and,  consequently, 
violates  their  constitutional  rights.  The  oath,  it  is  true,  calls 
upon  the  employe  not  only  to  support  the  constitution,  federal 
and  state,  but  to  abjure  enemies  of  the  government,  both  do- 
mestic and  foreign,  but  even  if  that  is  true,  as  it  is,  what  is 
wrong  with  that  in  these  United  States?  Moreover,  where  it  is 
the  constitutional  provisions  which  directly  or  indirectly  prohibits 
the  board  from  demanding  that  an  employe  subscribe  to  the 
oath?  The  answer  is,  there  is  none,  and  therefore  no  more  need 
be  said  on  that  subject. 

"We  come  next  to  the  questionnaire.  It  requires  that  the  em- 
ploye, aside  from  taking  the  oath  submitted,  answer  under  oath 
(1)  whether  or  not  he  advocates  the  overthrow  of  the  govern- 
ment and  whether  or  not,  since  December  1,  1941,  he  has  been 
a  member  of  any  political  party  or  organization  that  advocates 
the  overthrow  of  the  government  by  force  or  violence;  (2)  the 
name  or  names  which  he  has  used  or  been  known  by;  (3) 
whether  or  not  he  has  been  a  member  of  or  directly  or  indirectly 
supported  any  of  the  organizations  listed  in  the  questionnaire. 

"In  respect  to  those  particular  questions  in  the  questionnaire, 
the  plaintiffs  contend  they  violate  their  constitutional  rights,  in 
that,  whether  they  do  or  do  not  personally  advocate  the  over- 
throw of  the  government  by  force  or  violence,  or  belong  or  do 
not  belong  to  organizations  with  such  objectives,  the  provisions 
of  the  two  constitutions  sustain  them  in  their  refusal  to  answer. 
This  is  the  crux  of  the  argument  of  the  plaintiffs  in  this  aspect 
of  the  case.  Accordingly,  we  may  now  proceed  at  once  to  a 
determination  of  the  issue  thus  made. 
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"A  year  ago  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  answered 
these  identical  contentions  in  the  case  of  United  Worker  v. 
Mitchell.     Accordingly   we    may   now    well   turn   to   that   decision 

for  the  light  it  throws  on  the  very  similar  problem  which  is 
posed  in  the  case  before  us.  In  that  case,  instituted  by  civil 
service  employes,  as  in  the  case  here,  it  was  contended  that  the 
so-called  Hatch  act  in  prohibiting  federal  classified  civil  service 
employes  from  taking  'any  active  part  in  political  management 
or  in  political  campaigns,'  violated  their  constitutional  rights 
in  that  it  prohibited  them  from  doing  the  very  thing  which  an 
ordinary  citizen  could  do  with  impunity.  Accordingly,  in  that 
case  as  here,  the  plaintiffs  sought  declaratory  relief  and  an 
injunction.  In  holding  that  the  act  was  constitutional,  the  court 
pointed  out  that  as  early  as  1882  the  court  had  held  that  it  was 
entirely  proper  for  congress  to  prohibit  party  activity  by  federal 
employes  in  the  classified  service.  The  court  said:  'The  convic- 
tion that  an  actively  partisan  governmental  personnel  threatens 
good  administration  has  deepened  since.  .  .  .  Congress  and  the 
President  are  responsible  for  an  efficient  public  service.  If,  in 
their  judgment,  efficiency  may  be  best  obtained  by  prohibiting 
active  participation  by  classified  employes  in  politics  as  party 
officers  or  workers,  we  see  no  constitutional  objection.  .  .  To 
declare  that  the  present  supposed  evils  of  political  activity  are 
beyond  the  powers  of  congress  to  redress  would  leave  the  nation 
impotent  to  deal  with  what  many  sincere  men  believe  is  a  mate- 
rial threat  to  the  democratic  system. 

"'.  .  .  The  determination  of  the  extent  to  which  political  activ- 
ities of  government  employes  shall  be  regulated  lies  primarily 
with  congress.  Courts  will  interfere  only  when  such  regulation 
passes    beyond    general    conception    of   governmental    power.   .  .  . 

"  'When  actions  of  civil  servants  in  the  judgment  of  congress 
menaces  the  integrity  and  the  competency  of  the  service,  legisla- 
tion to  forestall  such  danger  and  adequate  to  maintain  its  use- 
fulness is  required.  The  Hatch  act  is  the  answer  to  this  need. 
We  cannot  say  with  such  a  background  that  those  restrictions 
are  unconstitutional.'  .  .  . 

"In  view  of  the  decision  just  quoted  ...  it  seems  clear  that  the 
acts  of  the  defendant  hoard,  whether  they  go  to  the  extent 
claimed  by  the  plaintiffs  or  not,  are  within  the  scope  of  the 
power  of  the  board  and  are  in  no  sense  unconstitutional.  Whether 
the  appointing  power  will  or  will  not  discharge  employes  as 
claimed  by  the  plaintiffs,  for  causes  of  the  character  enumerated, 
and  whether  the  civil  service  commission  will  uphold  such  dis- 
charges, if  any,  on  such  causes,  are  not  matters  upon  which  this 
court  may  speculate  or  adjudicate  at  this  time  .  .  ." 

(9)  An  order  sustaining  a  demurrer  is  not  appealable  but 
is  reviewable  on  an  appeal  from  the  judgment.  .  .  .  Hence  the 
purported  appeals  from  the  orders  sustaining  the  demurrers  are 
dismissed. 

The  judgments  are  and  each  is  affirmed. 

Moore,  P.  J.  and  Wilson,  J.,  concurred.

MEETINGS  EVERY  MONTH 


Chief  Frank  Kelly,  President 


Captain  Bernard  McDonald,  Secretary-Treasurer 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Chief 
Frank  Kelly,  Chief  of  Police  of  San  Rafael. 

Chief  Kelly  called  upon  the  host  for  this  meeting,  Chief 
Melvin  Flohr  of  Santa  Rosa.  Chief  Flohr  introduced 
prominent  officials  of  Sonoma  Count}  and  other  guests 
present. 

Chief  Kelly  then  introduced  other  prominent  members 
and  guests  who  were  in  attendance  at  this  meeting. 


Chief  Melvin  Flohr  of  Santa  Rosa  Police  Department 

He  then  called  on  Chief  Flohr  again,  who  in  turn  in- 
troduced Superior  Judge  Hillard  Comstock  of  Sonoma 
County. 

Judge  Comstock  introduced  the  speaker  of  the  day, 
Superior  Judge  Donald  Geary  of  Sonoma  County.  Judge 
Comstock  lauded  the  service  that  Judge  Geary  has  ren- 
dered during  his  19  years  as  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court 
and  spoke  of  the  high  regard  with  which  Judge  Geary 
is  held.  Judge  Geary's  subject  was  "Law  Enforcement 
from  a  Judge's  Viewpoint." 

The  judge,  who  presides  over  the  Criminal  Court  in 
Sonoma  County,  stated  that  among  his  problems  are  those 
of  protecting  police  officers  while  testifying  and  protect- 
ing the  rights  of  the  defendant.  The  right  of  a  defendant 
in  a  criminal  prosecution  is  based  upon  certain  funda- 
mental policies  in  our  system  of  government.  We  believe 
in  and  respect  certain  rights  we  are  endowed  with.  The 
average  American  citizen  has  a  sense  of  fair  play.  The 
average  juror  often  senses  a  breach  of  the  rules  on  the  part 
of  the  peace  officer  and  this  causes  a  resentment  which 
works  against  the  law  officer.    He  recalled  a  case  where 


a  safe  cracker  was  caught  in  the  act  in  Healdsburg.  He 
was  kept  in  the  Healdsburg  jail  and  in  some  way  he  de- 
stroyed one  of  the  gloves  he  was  wearing  when  caught 
and  which  was  evidence.  He  appeared  in  court  and 
counsel  was  assigned.  Having  served  time  previously  in 
the  penitentiary,  he  was  up  on  the  law  and  stated  he  did 
not  want  counsel  but  would  plead  his  own  case.  Judge 
Geary  insisted  that  he  have  counsel  to  advise  him  as  to 
legal  procedure  at  the  trial.  The  evidence  against  him 
was  overwhelming.  But  he  had  learned  a  real  lesson  from 
his  prior  contact  with  the  law  and  his  defense  was  an 
attack  on  the  officers  of  Healdsburg  and  much  to  every- 
one's surprise  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  not  guilty. 

He  cited  another  case  of  a  party  who  was  arrested  for 
an  offense  that  was  proper,  but  the  arresting  officers  in- 
formed the  jailor  that  he  was  not  to  be  released  on  bail. 
This  was  against  all  legal  principles. 

He  told  of  another  case  where  a  San  Francisco  lawyer 
phoned  and  asked  him  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  on  a 
man  arrested  for  disturbing  the  peace  and  the  Justice  of 
the  Peace  fixed  the  bail  at  $50,000.  Even  though  the 
arrested  party  had  a  bad  record  from  San  Francisco,  the 
circumstances  did  not  justify  a  violation  of  the  law  by 
law  enforcement. 

When  law  enforcement  officers  violate  the  law  or  the 
spirit  of  the  law,  they  do  not  help  law  enforcement.  He 
spoke  against  the  en  route  charge,  stating  that  it  is  not 
necessary  and  lends  nothing  to  the  proper  and  sensible 
discharge  of  a  law  enforcement  officer's  duty.  Law  en- 
forcement officers  can  discharge  their  duties  without  using 
illegal  methods. 

He  pointed  to  the  F.B.I,  and  stated  that  they  have  not 
found  the  use  of  the  third  degree  necessary. 

It  is  also  not  necessary  to  hold  a  man  as  en  route.  When 
law  enforcement  officers  obey  the  spirit  of  the  law,  we 
do  away  with  the  needless  resentment  which  defeats  the 
needless  treatment  which  defeats  the  very  purpose  for 
the  proper  prosecution  of  a  case. 

The  situation  in  Sonoma  is  different  from  that  in  the 
larger  centers  of  population,  he  said.  Most  of  the  offenders 
in    Sonoma  County   are  casual   offenders,   some  of  good 
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standing  and  when  their  rights  are  infringed  upon  there  is 
a  resentment  created,  not  only  on  the  part  of  the  defend- 
ant, but  also  on  the  part  of  the  public.  If  you  haven't  got 
the  public  support,  you  are  defeated. 

He  recalled  a  case  of  a  Chinese  arrested  for  the  murder 
of  an  old  woman  in  San  Francisco  and  how  the  news 
photographers  were  excluded  from  the  premises.  The 
newspapers  then  commenced  a  campaign  showing  how 
this  Chinese  couldn't  have  committed  such  an  offense.  At 
the  trial  the  Chinese  was  promptly  acquitted. 

Law  enforcement  officers  are  servants  of  the  people 
and  their  duties  to  the  people  cannot  be  properly  dis- 
charged by  any  violation  of  the  special  rights. 

Chief  Kelly  thanked  Judge  Geary  for  his  very  instruc- 
tive and  interesting  speech. 

There  were  no  communications,  no  reports  of  special 
committees  and  no  unfinished  business. 

Chief  Theuer,  Vice  President  of  the  Association,  re- 
quested that  Chief  Kelly  call  upon  Chief  Fred  Penfold 
of  Sunnyvale,  who  wished  to  bring  a  matter  before  the 
Association. 

Chief  Penfold  was  called  upon  and  he  informed  the 
Association  that  the  City  Manager  form  of  government 
was  being  installed  in  Sunnyvale.  Under  this  form  of 
management,  they  are  contemplating  putting  the  Police 
and  Fire  Departments  together  under  one  head.  The 
Police  Department  now  consists  of  14  police  officers  and 
the  Fire  Department  has  one  Captain  and  the  rest  volun- 
teer service.  A  retired  Fire  Captain  from  the  Los  Angeles 
department  is  going  to  be  put  in  charge  of  both  depart- 
ments. This  Fire  Captain  admits  he  does  not  know 
anything  about  police  work  and  Chief  Penfold  stated  that 
he  knew  absolutely  nothing  about  fire  fighting.  But  he 
would  be  second  in  command  and  should  a  fire  occur 
during  his  tour  of  duty,  he  would  have  to  take  charge. 
This  would  also  hold  true  of  the  Police  Sergeants  in  his 
Department.  Chief  Penfold  knows  how  long  it  takes  to 
learn  the  intricacies  of  police  work  and  felt  that  it  would 
take  him  years  to  learn  fire  fighting. 

Also  the  Police  Officers'  Aid  Association  to  which  he 
and  his  men  belong,  have  advised  them  that  they  would 
lose  their  rights  in  the  association  should  they  become 
firemen.  He  stated  that  he  does  not  approve  of  the  con- 
templated plan,  but  if  he  has  to  he  will  get  in  and  work 
and  try  to  make  it  a  success. 

Chief  Kelly  suggested  that  it  would  be  well  for  the 
Chiefs  of  Police  of  the  various  departments  to  address  a 
letter  to  the  City  Clerk  at  Sunnyvale,  advising  him  re- 
garding their  views  of  this  plan. 

Chief  Theuer  then  invited  the  Association  to  hold 
their  next  meeting  at  Coyote  Point,  at  which  time  the 
three  cities,  San  Mateo,  Burlingame  and  Hillsborough 
will  act  as  host  and  have  the  annual  barbecue.  His  invita- 
tion was  promptly  accepted. 

The  names  of  the  new  members  who  had  made  applica- 
tion at  the  last  meeting  were  read  to  the  Association. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

The  most  popular  member  of  the  department,  however, 
is  Mrs.  Edna  V.  Murray,  \\ Im  joined  the  lone  June  22, 
l'>4'>  ms  secretarj  and  fills  in  as  clei  k  oi  the  court  oi  Police 
Judge  I  Ian  \   I  )insmore. 

Nickola  actuallj  carries  the  rank  oi  lieutenant  under 
the  city's  civil  service  system,  but  was  named  acting  cap- 
tain se\  eral  years  ago. 

All  those  holding  rank  were  named  according  to 
seniority,  with  Nickola  as  the  oldest  member  of  the  force 
from  a  standpoint  of  service.  He  joined  the  department 
June  5,  1936. 

Martinez  has  an  extremely  low  crime  rate,  of  which 
Chief  Nielson  is  understandably  proud,  although  he  points 
out  that  in  this  daj  oi  modern  transportation  the  city  is 
practically  landlocked,  having  only  two  highway  entrances 
and  exits. 

This  situation,  in  the  Chief's  opinion,  has  caused  out-of- 
town  crooks  to  take  a  second  look  before  pulling  a  job. 
Few  have. 

Chief  Neilson  was  appointed  in.  1939  to  succeed 
Charles  Palmer  upon  his  retirement  as  Chief  after  20 
years  of  service. 

Neilson  and  his  small  staff  were  faced  with  one  of  the 
toughest  jobs  to  come  before  a  small  Police  Department. 

Martinez  and  its  surrounding  suburbs  constitute  a 
prime  military  target,  being  the  location  of  the  Shell  Oil 
Company's  major  Pacific  Coast  refineries.  With  the  advent 
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of  war  Neilson  and  his  force  worked  16  to  18  hours  a  day, 
every  day,  for  more  than  a  year. 

Most  of  the  department's  work  involved  civilian  de- 
fense and  security  measures,  and  no  member  of  the  de- 
partment had  a  day  off  for  more  than  a  year. 

Neilson  had  the  department's  first  radio  equipment 
installed  February  1,  1940,  established  a  uniform  reports 
system  and  required  that  all  his  officers  hold  second  class 
radio  transmitter's  licenses. 

Chief  Neilson,  now  55  years  of  age,  is  a  native  of  San 
Francisco — birthdate  January  21,  1895.  He  graduated 
from  Marysville  High  School  in  Yuba  County  while  his 
father,  Jim  Neilson,  was  employed  as  a  construction  engi- 
neer for  the  Sacramento  Northern  Railroad  operating  be- 
tween Marysville  and  Chico.  He  moved  with  his  family 
to  Oakland  in  1912. 

Neilson  served  during  the  first  World  War  from  1917 
to  January  1,  1919  with  Naval  Aviation,  first  as  a  gun- 
ner's mate  and  later  as  a  pilot  instructor  at  Ambrose,  Va. 

He  came  to  Martinez  in  1923,  joining  the  Sheriff's 
office  as  a  jailor  and  head  of  the  Bureau  of  Identification. 
Steve  stayed  with  the  Sheriff's  office  for  12  years,  leaving 
to  open  his  own  detective  agency  in  Martinez  which  he 
operated  from  1934  to  1935,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he 
joined  the  local  Police  Department  as  a  patrolman. 

He  holds  credentials  from  the  State  Department  of 
Education  to  teach  law  enforcement  work  and  has  always 
encouraged  his  men  to  attend  all  types  of  training  schools, 
a  policy  the  city  council  has  consistently  supported. 

Steve  is  a  great  joiner,  and  a  list  of  what  he  does  not 
belong  to  would  be  far  shorter  than  a  list  of  organizations 
to  which  he  does. 
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He  is  a  past  president  of  the  Contra  Costa  Peace  Of- 
ficers Association,  past  president  of  the  Peace  Officers 
Civil  Service  Association,  a  member  of  the  county  safety 
council;  Local  1012  of  the  AFL  State,  County  and 
Municipal  Employees  Union;  the  Republican  State  Com- 
mittee, and  past  commander  ot  the  Henry  A.  McNamara 
Post  of  the  American  Legion. 

Steve  also  lists  memberships  in  the  Richmond  lodge  of 
Elks,  California  State  Peace  Officers  Association,  40  et  8, 
California  Congress  ot  Parents  and  Teachers,  in  which  he 
holds  the  honorary  life  membership;  Martinez  lodge  of 
Eagles,  Martinez  Gun  Club,  Kiwanis,  Sharon  Order  of 
the  White  Shrine,  Martinez  Lodge  of  Masons  and  the  Los 
CerritOS  chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

He  is  a  past  department  sergeant-at-arms  and  past  dis- 
trict commander  of  the  American  Legion,  which  he  also 
served  as  department  chairman  of  penal  institutions,  and 
belongs  to  the  Pacific  Coast  International  Association  of 
Law  Enforcement  Officials  and  the  International  As- 
sociation of  Chiefs  of  Police.

Excerpts  from  San  Francisco  Police  Ordinances 


(Continued  from  last  issue) 
Sec.  305 :  Lottery  Tickets.  Possession. 

1.  The  ticket,  etc.  must  purport  to  be  or  to  represent 
a  ticket,  chance,  share  or  interest  in,  or  depending  upon 
the  event  oi  a  lottery. 

2.  Any  tool,  etc.,  that  could  produce  such  tickets. 

3.  Any  contrivances  to  effect  the  printing,  etc.,  of 
lotterj    results. 

Sec.  310:  Possession  and  Distribution  of  Lottery 
Tickets  or  Scrolls.   Unlawful. 

To  have  such  in  possession  or  to  distribute  such. 

Sec.  315:  Circulation  of  Lottery  Drawings. 

It  such  are  in  any  way  connected  with  the  sale,  distribu- 
tion or  results  of  a  lottery  it  is  a  violation. 

Sec.  320:   Visiting  a  Lottery  Place. 

Any  inmate,  visitor  or  supporter  of  such  a  place,  the 
business  of  which  is  to  prepare,  sell,  distribute  such 
tickets,  or  register  same  is  a  violator. 

Sec.  325 :   Slot  Machines. 

!.  Money  must  be  staked  or  hazarded,  upon  chance, 
or 

2.  Into  which  money  is  paid,  etc.,  upon  chance  or  the 
result  of  which  money  or  anything  of  value  is  won  or  lost 
upon  chance. 

The  operator  of  such  a  place  is  also  a  violator. 
Sec.  331:   Pool  Rooms.   Visiting. 

1.  Any  place  making  "books"  or  pools  or  conducted 
as  a  pool  room  where  bets  or  wagers  on :  horses,  dogs,  or 
men,  in  contest,  are  made  is  a  pool  room,  is  unlawfully 
visited  by  any  person  found  therein. 

2.  The  keeper,  operator  or  others  who  handle  such 
wagers  are  responsible  as  is  also  anyone  concerned  with 
such  who  sells  or  buys  such  bets  or  wagers,  or  bets  on 
hores,  dogs,  or  men. 

Sec.  335:   Immunity  from  Prosecution  on  Pools. 

The  person  who  is  competent  to  testify  on  prosecution 
against  pools  and  poolrooms,  etc.,  is  immune  from  further 
prosecution  under  pool  room  sections'  violations. 
Sec.  340 :   Strap  Games,  and  Trick  of  the  Loop. 

1.  The  solicitor  or  operator  of  such  a  game  is  a 
violator. 

2.  The  owner  or  person  in  control  of  the  premises 
where  such  a  game  is  conducted  for  anything  of  value 
is  also  a  violator. 

3.  The  player  is  guilty  if  he  "wins  or  acquires  any 
money  or  thing  of  value"  in  playing  such  game. 

Sees.  365  to  378:   Gatherings  and  Meetings. 

Sec.  365:   Funeral  Processions. 

Without  authority  of  law  funeral  processions  or  as- 
semblies may  not  be  disturbed. 

Sec.  366:   Parades. 

1.  Chief  of  Police  must  get  written  notice  24  hours 
or  less  for  permit. 

2.  Chief  of  Police  designates  route. 

3.  Exception:  In  the  Central  Traffic  District  a  special 


parade  permit  (in  writing)  must  be  obtained  from  the 
Chief  of  Police. 

4.  'Fhe  Police  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors is  the  "Committee  on  Parades";  and  their  findings 
on  parade  questions  are  binding  on  the  Chief  of  Police. 

Sec.  369:    Chief  of  Police  to  Establish  Parade  Lines. 

Even  though  the  Chief  of  Police  has  this  power  there 
are  the  following  exceptions: 

1.  Those  having  accredited  badges. 

2.  The  apparatus  of  the  Fire  Department — respond- 
ing to  a  fire  alarm. 

3.  Vehicles  of  the  Police  Department. 

4.  Fire  Marshal  and  auxiliary  fire  apparatus  belong- 
ing to  any  person — when  such  apparatus  is  responding  to 
a  fire. 

5.  Vehicles  used  in  transportation  business  when  used 
in  transporting  persons  in  reply  to  a  fire  or  burglar  alarm. 

6.  Ambulances — When  used  to  carry  sick,  or  injured 
persons  for  treatment  at  a  hospital  or  elsewhere. 

7.  United  States  mail  wagons. 

Sec.  371:  Chief  of  Police  to  Divert  Parades  around 
Fires,  Etc. 

The  Chief  of  Police,  in  case  of  fires,  accidents  or 
emergencies,  etc.,  is  empowered  to  divert  a  parade. 

Sec.  372:   Parades.    Exception. 

Fhe  provisions  of  sections  on  parades  do  not  apply  to 
funeral   processions  composed  wholly  of   the  military  or

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there  was  but  one  reported,  a  small  one,  of  the  latter,  two. 
They  were  cleared  by  arrests.  There  were  16  petty  thefts. 

Fatal  traffic  accidents  in  Monterey  are  something  the 
city  may  well  take  a  bow.  In  1949  there  was  but  one 
killed  in  an  automobile  accident,  and  so  far  this  year 
one  has  been  noted.  For  five  years  the  rate  has  been  low, 
no  more  than  two  being  killed  in  any  of  these  years.  In 
1946  four  met  their  death.  Chief  Moore  has  a  fine  traffic 
enforcement  program  with  every  man  on  the  department 
able  to  step  in  on  this  problem. 

The  town  has  860  parking  meters  with  three  3-wheelers 
looking  after  them,  as  well  as  keeping  an  eye  on  any 
other  traffic  violations.  Citations  to  the  number  of  1354 
for  meter  violations  were  issued  during  May.  Nine  drunk 
drivers  were  arrested. 

Arrangments  have  been  completed  for  employing  a  full 
time  recreation  director,  as  the  people  of  Monterey  have 
become  impressed  with  Chief  Moore's  Boys  Club,  in  the 
way  of  giving  the  youths  of  the  city  something  to  do  with 
their  spare  time.  However  the  Boys  Club  will  remain 
with  the  Police  Department. 

With  commercial  fishing  promising  great  success  this 
year,  and  already  vacationists  are  converging  on  Mon- 
terey and  surrounding  areas  promising  a  big  year  for  this 
transient  group,  Monterey  will  be  a  busy  place  this  sum- 
mer, and  you  can  rest  assured  Chief  Moore  and  his  Police 
Department  will  be  on  hand  24  hours  a  day  to  see  that 
everyone  enjoys  himself,  and  that  those  with  criminal 
tendencies  will  not  mar  the  outing  of  a  single  man  or 
woman  coming  to  enjoy  the  beauties  and  hospitality  of 
California's  cradle  of  state  government.

in  the  world  today. 

Proving  that  Livermore  is  becoming  an  advanced  city 
the  Trevarno  Fuse  Manufacturing  Plant  is  now  turning 
out  Fiber  Glass  Cloth  at  a  breath  taking  rate  and  receiving 
congratulations  all  across  the  country  for  its  beaut]  and 
usability. 

A  lot  of  motorists  traveling  Highway  40  and  50  miss 
seeing  the  citj  of  Livermore,  as  the  highway  makes  a  turn 
on  the  northwest  limits  that  completely  skirts  the  city. 
But  if  one  takes  the  time  to  drive  into  the  busy  town,  and 
it's  worth  the  time,  he  will  see  a  mighty  busy  little  metrop- 
olis and  some  fine  homes  in  the  residential  section. 

Many  thousands  more  than  the  estimated  5400  popula- 
tion come  into  Livermore  to  do  their  shopping,  enjoy  the 
recreational  attractions  and  just  visit. 

On  June  10  and  11  the  thirty-third  annual  Livermore 
rodeo  was  held.  This  horse  show  is  one  of  the  top  attrac- 
tions of  its  kind  in  America,  and  has  been  for  many  years, 
drawing  the  best  in  riders,  ropers,  branding  and  other 
stunts  of  a  successful  rodeo.  This  year's  attendance  was 
the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  celebration.  Though  the 
city  was  crowded  with  thousands  of  visitors  during  the 
two  days  of  the  show,  there  was  no  crime  whatsoever  in 
Livermore.

bers  and  the  killing  of  a  third  in  a  blazing  gun  battle 
at    Fifth    and    Howard    Streets   during   October,    1949. 
Messerschmidt   was  wounded  during  the  fight.  Two  oi 

the  robbers — Thomas  Walsh  and  Leo  Boster — were  re- 
turned to  Folsom  prison  lor  the  rest  of  their  lives.  I  he 
third,  Frank  Leonard,  was  killed  by  a  deadly  accurate 
shotgun  blast  fired  by  a  fellow  officer,  Patrolman  Milton 
I  lausen. 

Though  Ralph  Lintner  was  bom  and  reared  in  Lint- 
nerville,  he  looks  at  life  with  the  views  of  a  San  Fran- 
ciscan. This  community  actually  voted  in  San  Francisco 
city  elections  as  it  was  within  the  corporate  city  limits. 
We  say  WAS,  because  Lintnerville  no  longer  exists 
as  it  did.   The  Lintners  have  spread  out. 

A  more  official  term  for  the  district  of  Lintner's  birth 
was  "Butchertown" — but  in  a  two-block  area  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  home  of  Frank  Xavier  Lintner,  Ralph's 
father,  were  40  relatives.  The  elder  Lintner's  parents 
originated  from  Tyrol  in  the  Swiss  Alps ;  and  when  they 
came  to  America  in  the  early  1850's  their  name  was 
"Lindner".  U.  S.  officialdom  couldn't  spell  then  either 
— a  "t"  somehow  replaced  the  "d",  and  there  was  no  point 
in  asking  Congress  to  rectify  the  error. 

Ralph's  father,  a  painting  and  papering  contractor, 
married  Margaret  O'Connor.  In  addition  to  Inspector 
they  had  two  sons — Roger,  now  associated  with  the 
post  office  department  in  San  Francisco;  and  Frank,  pres- 
ently an  East  Bay  contractor.  One  daughter  is  now  Mrs.

One  of  Ralph's  school  mates  in  Bayview  Grammar 
School  was  Frank  "Lefty"  O'Doul,  now  the  skipper  of 
the  San  Francisco  Seals  haseball  club.  Stories  exist  that  a 
teacher  developed  the  title,  "Marblehead",  for  O'Doul; 
but  Ralph  says  it  isn't  so. 

Living  across  the  street  from  Ralph's  home  was  a  red- 
head, freckled-faced  Irish  kid  who  was  frequently  pug- 
nacious and  ready  for  mischief.  Today  he  is  known  by  the 
men  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department — Henry 
S.  "Hank"  Peters,  police  reporter  for  the  Chronicle, 
veteran  and  as  capable  newspaperman  as  this  city  lias 
ever  had. 

For  ten  years  prior  to  joining  the  police  department, 
Lintner  helped  his  father  in  the  contracting  business. 

In  1Q25  he  was  married  to  Henrietta  Schuler,  a  girl 
who  was  born  and  reared  in  his  neighborhood.  Her  father 
was  a  stationary  engineer  for  the  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric 
Company  .  .  .  one  of  her  brothers,  Fred  A.  Schuler,  is  a 
well  known  San  Francisco  police  officer — assigned  to  the 
Traffic  Bureau. 

Ralph  and  Mrs.  Lintner  are  the  parents  of  one  son, 
20-year-old  University  of  San  Francisco  Law  School  stud- 
ent. They  now  reside  at  1045  Rivera  Street,  in  the  city's 
Parkside  District.  Until  three  years  ago  the  family  lived 
in  the  home  of  the  Inspector's  birth  at  1363  Palou  Street. 

When  he  was  appointed  to  the  S.  F.  P.  D.  on  December 
23,  1929,  Inspector  Lintner  was  first  assigned  to  Head- 
quarters Company — the  assignment  was  a  wild  introduc- 
tion to  a  police  career.

Lintner's  next  assignment  was  to  traffic  duty  in  the 
financial  district  <>i  San  Francisco.  With  14  other  officers 
he  handed  out  traffic  citations  while  horseback  .  . .  getting 
on  and  off  a  horse  could  be  more  wink  than  mounting  and 
remounting  a  three-wheel  motorcycle. 

During  five  wartime  years  Lintner  was  assigned  to  the 
night  crew  of  the  Bureau  oi  Inspectors.  Then  in  Septem- 
ber, 1946,  when  he  was  promoted  to  inspector,  lie  was 
assigned  to  the  Auto  Detail  under  Inspector  Gilmore. 

Lintner  and  his  men  have  their  hands  full  these  days, 
as  auto  theft  is  one  of  the  heaviest  ciimes  reported  to 
San  Francisco  police.  Every  month  an  average  of  300 
machines  are  stolen  (during  war  years  the  average  was 
500).  That  amounts  to  some  3,600  thefts  yearly.  Their 
recovery  rate,  however,  is  excellent — over  99  per  cent. 

Most  of  the  thefts,  according  to  Inspector  Lintner,  arc 
committed  by  juveniles  of  the  lb-1 7-18-year  group.  He 
sometimes  wonder  if  the  younger  generation  isn't  too 
mechanically  minded.  Recently  one  of  the  inspectors  had 
a  14-year-old  lad  in  tow  who  boasted  while  on  his  way  to 
the  Juvenile  Detention  Home  the  ignition  keys  were 
wasted  metal.  "Just  give  me  a  car,  a  truck — or  anything 
with  wheels.  I  can  start  it." 

That  is  the  Auto  Detail  and  the  men  who  work  in  it — 
and  work  it  is,  though  the  models  change  from  year  to 
year.  There  will  always  be  auto  thieves,  with  more  ingen- 
ious tricks  of  the  trade.  Lintner  and  his  men  will  keep 
pace  with  them,  as  long  as  there  is  room  in  the  City  Prison.

Now  assume  that  this  person  is  confronted  with  the  task 
of  repairing  a  late-model  car  that,  for  unknown  reasons, 
has  broken  down  on  the  highway.  Obviously,  the  unin- 
formed person  would  be  at  a  loss  how  to  proceed.  Under 
the  circumstances,  his  probable  course  would  be  to  push 
the  unfamiliar  machine  off  the  road,  and  continue  on  his 
way  with  horse  and  buggy.  Incidentally,  this  is  precisely 
what  is  being  done  with  most  of  our  defective  human 
machines  at  this  time;  they  are  pushed  off  the  road  and 
into  an  institution,  while  we  continue  on  our  way  with 
the  old  horse-and-buggy  methods  which  should  have  been 
replaced  long  ago. 

It  is  indeed  fortunate  that  the  ranks  of  mankind  have 
included  occasional  members  of  exceptional  ability  and 
imagination.  Were  it  not  for  them  we  would  still  be 
living  in  savagery.  Such  persons  invade  the  unknown,  in- 
trepidly; they  blaze  new  and  better  trails  for  their  less- 
resolute  fellows.  Should  one  of  these  pioneers  discover 
some  strange  conveyance  in  his  path,  he  would  not  be 
content  until  he  had  mastered  all  its  secrets.  He  would 
make  himself  familiar  with  its  every  mechanical  feature 
and  functional  process.  Only  then  would  he  be  prepared 
to  remedy  any  present  damage  or  disorder.  Also,  he  would 
be  able  to  forecast  the  machine's  future  possibilities, 
limitations  and  probable  derangements.  But  such  know- 
ledge, as  he  would  well  realize,  could  not  be  easily  ac- 
quired. It  would  demand  intensive  study  of  the  machine's 
every  part  and  performance — the  materials  of  its  compo- 
sition ;  its  engineering  and  structural  details;  its  metallic 
stresses;  its  potentials  in  momentum  and  inertia;  and  all 
other  data  relating  directly  and  indirectly  to  the  vehicle 
and  its  uses. 

This  holds  true  of  the  analysis  of  human  beings  and

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theii  acts,  both  good  and  bad.  As  analysts  of  mental 
dynamics,  we  face  the  same  problem  as  the  uninformed 
person  who  attempts  to  repair  an  automobile.  We  too  are 
confronted  with  something  which  we  do  not  understand — 
the  mystery  <>f  mind  and  body — and  our  difficulties  are  tin- 
more  perplexing  for  the  fact  that  in  exploring  the  human 
mind  we  are  dealing,  to  a  great  extent,  not  with  the  ob- 
jective realm,  but  with  the  subjective.  Nevertheless,  it 
still  is  possible  to  master  the  mechanics  of  the  mind  as  it 
is  to  learn  automotive  engineering;  providing,  of  course, 
that  we  have  an  adequate  source  of  information.  August 
Vollmer's  hook  furnishes  just  that,  with  precise  clarity. 
It  provides  a  comprehensive  exposition  of  man's  "work- 
ing parts"  and  their  functions — both  mental  and  physical 
— through  a  clear  and  intimate  discussion  of  the  human 
animal's  biological,  physiological,  psychological,  socio- 
psychological,  and  pathological  aspects.  In  effect,  it  is  a 
student's  manual  of  instruction  for  those  who  wish  to 
study  mental  principles  and  processes. 

This  hook  is  the  answer  to  a  long-felt  want — a  revela- 
rionary  guide  in  the  Held  of  social  reform.  Having  as- 
similated all  of  its  included  material,  the  investigator 
will  find  that  this  new  knowledge  may  he  applied  to  the 
solution  of  hitherto  insoluable  problems,  with  the  exacti- 
tude of  a  slide  rule.  As  stated  at  the  outset,  it  is  probahle 
that  no  other  text  dealing  with  the  subject  of  social  regula- 
tion has  ever  contributed  so  generously  to  the  welfare  of 
society  as  does  "The  Criminal",  by  August  Vollmer ; 
and  it  is  certain  that  this  work  is  destined  to  endure  in 
the  future  of  police  service  as  a  final  authority. 
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OFFICER  FOSTER  OF  S.F.P.D. 

The  following  is  a  story  by  staff  reporter,  Nate  Hale 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  appearing  one  day  last 
December.  We  have  known  Officer  Charles  Foster  ever 
since  he  joined  S.F.P.D.  some  30  years  ago,  and  we 
know  of  no  officer  more  deserving  of  a  newspaper  "plug" 
than  Officer  Foster: 

"Get  back  on  the  curb,  kids,"  shouted  Police  Officer 
Charles  Foster  as  a  truck  whipped  around  the  coiner  of 
16th  and  Dolores  streets  the  other  afternoon.  "Just  wait 
for  me." 

And  a  group  of  happy  school  children — their  arms  laden 
with  toys,  cut-outs,  and  candy  —  stood  by  and  waited 
patienth . 

It  was  the  last  day  before  Christmas  vacation  and  they 
were  in  a  hurry.  But  Officer  Foster  doesn't  believe  in 
hurrying — even  before  vacations. 

And  he's  been  giving  the  same  advice  for  the  past  ten 
years  at  the  same  crossing.  In  fact,  he  has  been  shepherd- 
ing other  people's  children  safely  through  traffic  longer 
than  any  other  man  on  the  force. 

Three  times  a  day,  he  guides  the  footsteps  of  youngsters 
to  safety.  They  come  from  Sanchez,  Notre  Dame,  and 
Dolores  schools,  and  they  range  from  toddlers  to 
bobby-soxers. 

"The  kids  never  give  me  any  trouble,"  said  Foster. 
[They  never  play  tricks,  and  they  aren't  defiant." 

Even  the  motorists,  says  Foster,  are  surprisingly  con- 
siderate. 

"People  are  pretty  good  out  here — except  for  some  wise 
guys  who  don't  know  any  better.  The  thing  I  fear  most 
is  to  have  a  youngster  dash  out  from  the  curb  when  I'm 
not  looking  .  .  .  but  thus  far,  thank  goodness,  none  of  my 
youngsters  have  been  hit." 

Foster  likes  children:  he  has  a  daughter  and  three 
grandchildren  of  his  own. 

"Of  course,"  he  will  tell  you,  "I  don't  keep  too  much 
track  of  the  kids  in  school  around  here — they  grow  up 
too  fast." 

Through  the  Christmas  season,  Foster's  home  Mission 
station  and  the  Fire  Department  held  open  house  for 
neighborhood  children.  There  was  plenty  of  candy,  and 
nuts,  and  toys. 

"We've  been  doing  it  ever  since  I  can  remember.  Even 
during  the  depression  we  had  a  small  tree." 

Foster  is  now  60.  He  will  be  eligible  to  retire  in  five 
years — after  30  years  on  the  force. 

"I  don't  know  just  what  I'll  do.  These  last  30  years 
have  gone  pretty  fast."

The  deceased  Inspector  was  a  good  Matured  officer  and 
one  who  served  well  in  the  mam  cases  he  was  assigned. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Mrs-  .Mary  Finlay  and  a 
daughter,  Patricia. 

The  funeral  which  was  held  from  Halsted  and  Com- 
pany was  an  impressive  one  and  attended  by  a  large  con- 
course of  people  from  Ins  native  city  who  mourn  his  pass- 
ing.

Officer  William  J.  Ridgeway  was  found  dead  from  a 
heart  attack  in  his  home  on  February  22.  He  was  62 
years  old.

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Unmasking  the  Communist  Masquerader

.Mankind,  at  the  opening  of  the  twentieth  century, 
stood  at  a  pinnacle  of  achievement.  The  previous  hun- 
dred years  had  witnessed  countless  salutary  developments: 
the  expansion  of  democracy  over  large  areas  of  the 
world;    incredible    scientific    and    technical    discoveries;

the  adaptation  of  science  to  the  needs  of  the  ordinary 
citizen;  the  spread  of  education.  Man  seemed  destined 
to  conquer  still  greater  worlds. 

Unfortunately,  the  first  fifty  years  of  the  present 
century  have  betrayed  many  of  these  hopes.  History, 
in  large  areas  of  the  world,  has  been  rolled  back.  Fana- 
ticism has  replaced  reason ;  terror,  compromise ;  hate, 
friendship.  Science,  education,  and  philosophy,  the  vehicles 
of  progress  to  Western  man,  have  been  perverted,  dis- 
torted and  retooled  into  weapons  against  civilization. 
The  dictator  states,  Fascist  and  Communist,  during  the 
past  generation,  have  renounced — deliberately  and  scorn- 
fully— the  values  of  western  society:  religion,  morality, 
democracy,  the  dignity  of  the  individual.  They  have  tried 
—with    the   Communists   still    in    action — to  create   a   to- 


talitarian  man,  a  man  whose  fawning  servility  would  be 
matched  only  by  his  intellectual  imbecility. 

The  world  situation  today  it  a  rousing  challenge  to 
every  thinking  individual.  The  prophets  of  doom  warn : 
the  future  will  be  darker,  more  hopeless  than  the  present; 
society  will  be  enguulfed  in  a  new  "dark  ages."  '1  his  phil- 
osophy is  defeatist,  untenable,  and  not  in  the  American 
tradition.  The  Communist  attack  upon  the  institutions  of 
free  society  can  be  met — and  turned  back.  How — through 
the  operation  of  the  most  potent  weapon  ever  devised, 
the  spirit  of  free  inquiry.  A  people  nourished  by  the  tra- 
ditions of  liberty  and  insured  by  the  achievements  of  the 
independent  mind  is  irresistible.  Tyranny,  confronted  with 
the  avalanche  of  power  generated  by  a  free  Nation,  can 
only  retreat,  evaporate  and  ultimately  be  destroyed. 

The  educator — grade  school,  high  school  and  univer 
sity  teacher — has  a  vital  role  to  play  in  this  vast  ideolog- 
ical battle  between  the  concepts  of  democracy  and  the 
doctrines  of  totalitarianism.  The  teacher  is  the  spearhead 
of  the  spirit  of  free  inquiry,  the  motive  power  which 
gives  it  strength  and  direction.  He  is  a  leader  of  men,  an 
example  for  his  fellow  citizens.  He  must  encourage,  in 
his  role  as  a  teacher,  the  development  of  the  full  and  com- 
plete facts,  and  then,  through  guidance,  point  out  the  ul- 
timate truth  to  his  students.  For  truth,  and  only  truth, 
is  the  goal  of  free  inquiry. 

Communism  can  be  defeated  by  the  truth — and  only 
the  truth.  Emotional  attacks,  accompanied  by  irrespon- 
sible verbal  tirades  or  vigilante  acts  of  forceful  suppres- 
sion, on  the  one  hand,  or  smug  complacency  and  befud- 
dled intellectualism,  on  the  other,  will  only  increase — not 
decrease — the  danger  of  this  menace.  Private  citizens, 
often  acting  without  the  full  facts,  may,  by  indiscriminate 
sharpshooting,  tarnish  the  reputations  of  the  innocent  and 
smear  the  falsely  accused,  as  well  as  bring  disrepute 
upon  themselves.  The  Communists,  the  real  quarry,  will 
be  forgotten  or  become  martyrs.  Amid  the  verbal  blows 
and  angry  countercharges  of  the  anti-Communist  above- 
ground  battle,  they  will  continue,  with  assiduous  fanati- 
cism, to  bore  deeper  and  deeper  into  America's  economy. 
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This  confusion  and  quibbling  provide  welcome  camou- 
flage and  protection. 

Likewise,  smug  complacency,  the  feeling  thai  Commu- 
nism is  not  a  danger  because,  as  a  matter  ol  fact,  it  reallj 
.Iocs   not   exist,   is  not   conducive  to  the  solution  of  the 
problem.    And,   even    il    Communists   do   exist,   tile   befud 
.lied    intellectuals   Say,    what   ol    it,    these   "pool     Marxists" 

would  not  hurt  anybody — thej  are  onlj  believers  in  an 
abstract  economic  and  philosophical  theorj  which  is  al- 
ready a  hundred  years  old  and  open  for  all  to  see.  I  hese 
attitudes — indicative  of  intellectual  blindness  or  dishon- 
esty— are  serious  "blind  spots"  in  contemporary  American 
thought.  Superficial  thinking  becomes  an  accepted  norm; 
rose-tinted  glasses,  standard  optical  equipment.  I  he  white- 
wash brush  and  the  smear  dauber  are  equall)  reprehen- 
sible— and  dangerous  tor  American  democracy. 

That  is  why  education  is  so  vital  today:  to  light  a  path 
through  the  murk}  darkness  ot  confusion,  conflict  and  in- 
decision. Propaganda,  name  calling,  the  savage  devalu- 
ation of  the  most  cherished  ideals  of  American  life:  these 
Communist  techniques  are  designed  to  shock,  to  stultify, 
to  confuse.  The  citizen,  whose  faith  in  himself,  his  family, 
his  nation,  has  been  shattered,  is  spiritually  and  intellec- 
tually adrift:  a  seed  of  discontent  within  society;  a  prey 
to  the  wiles  of  the  demagogue;  a  potential  recruit  of  the 
Communist  crusade.  A  confused  society  is  a  weak  society  ; 
a  weak  society  is  a  defenseless  society ;  a  defenseless  so- 
ciety is  a  dead  society.  Communist  strategy,  stripped  of 
its  ideological  foliage,  is  clear — through  confusion  and 
subversion,  through  terror  and  conquest,  to  master  the 
world. 

Communist  strength  is  based  on  duplicity,  hypocrisy, 
and  sham.  The  Communists  are  masters  of  mirage,  paint- 
ers of  brilliant  Utopias.  Their  success,  strange  as  it  may 
sound,  has  been  achieved,  to  a  large  extent,  by  making 
calumny  respectable,  deceit  a  virtue,  and  downright 
falsehoods  the  unimpeachable  truth.  Their  false  gods,  clad 
in  the  shining  armor  of  "truth,"  "justice"  and  "mercy," 
are  today  masquerading,  with  a  surprising  degree  of  suc- 
cess, as  the  legitimate  ideals  of  democracy — a  democracy, 
they  say,  which  has  failed  miserably  to  nourish  the  spirit 
of  man. 

The  Communist  strategy,  which  depicts  the  Marxist- 
Leninist  philosophv  as  the  embodiment  of  the  historical 
principles  of  liberalism,  threatens  the  very  existence  of 
democratic  education.  Communism,  this  false  enchantress 
says,  means  the  victory  of  reason  over  prejudice,  the  su- 
premacy of  free  thought,  the  freeing  of  the  individual  from 
the  restraints  of  the  state.  Lust  for  power,  perversion  of 
thought,  selfish  censorship — these  are  the  inevitable  char- 
acteristics of  democratic  society.  The  human  mind,  this 
Communist  masquerader  sings,  can  find  final  contentment 
and  creative  strength  only  in  a  Communist  world. 

The  acceptance  of  Communism  as  "liberalism,"  as 
"freedom,"  can  mean  but  one  thing:  the  utter  destruction 
of  the  spirit  of  free  inquiry,  and  thereby  the  motive  power 
for  the  growth  of  democracy.  The  soul  of  America 
would  be  entombed  ;  her  body  disemboweled.  Communism 


is  tv  ranny,  naked,  brutal  and  terrifying.  The  Commu- 
nist unth  stripped  ol  its  beguiling  and  ersatz  clothes,  is 
a  wicked,  foul,  hateful  story.  The  individual,  in  Com- 
munist society,  is  a  pawn,  subject  to  the  whim  of  the 
ruling  elite.  Civil  rights  are  non-existent;  concentration 
camps  the  symbol  of  justice;  terror  the  order  of  the 
day.  Communism  is  cynically  immoral,  an  abject  disil- 
lusionment— all  the  more  so  because  it  professes  to  be  the 
savior  ot  mankind,  the  architect  of  an  alluring  paradise 
where   injustice,  misery   and   war   will   be  abolished. 

The  task  of  education  is  to  unmask  the  Communist 
masquerader — to  reveal  Communism  in  its  true  light. 
This  is  not  an  easy  task,  nor  a  task,  once  accomplished, 
which  can  be  set  aside  as  completed.  I  he  Communist 
is  protean  in  nature,  assuming  many  shapes  and  forms. 
If  thwarted  in  one  approach,  he  will  try  another.  Com- 
munist philosophy,  in  its  exterior  trappings,  admitted!; 
is  beguiling,  extremely  attractive  to  noncritical  minds. 
The  trained  mind,  the  man  benefiting  by  the  processes 
of  democratic  education,  can,  through  the  glitter  of  what 
appears  to  be  gold,  find  what  is  gold. 

The  educator  must  have  faith  in  democracy.  He  should 
be  ready  to  admit,  as  all  of  us  should,  that  our  contempo- 
rary society  is  not  perfect,  that  serious  defects  impair  its 
operation.  But,  most  important,  we  are  working  to  repair 
these  blemishes.  The  existence  of  inadequacies,  though 
serious,  should  not  impair  his  faith  in  democracy  as  a  way 
of  life.  Democracy,  meaning  the  rule  of  the  majority  and 
respect  for  the  minority,  is  mankind's  best  hope — the  only 
system  of  government  where  the  manifold  creations  of 
man,  under  the  divine  guidance  of  God,  are  used  for 
the  common  good. 

The  years  ahead,  without  question,  will  be  years  of 
critical  decision,  deep  strain  and  serious  thought.  At  times 
the  going  will  be  rough,  the  destination  dimly  lighted, 
the  motive  power  weak.  But  to  surrender,  to  compromise 
in  the  least  iota  with  an  alien  philosophy,  is  to  forfeit 
the  past  and  betray  the  future.  America's  best,  and  only, 
hope  lies  in  an  intelligent  and  well-informed  public  opin- 
ion :  conscious  of  the  evils  of  Communism  and  dedicated 
to  the  validity  and  sanctity  of  the  democratic  tradition. 
Education  must  reknit  the  tattered  threads  of  men's  souls 
and  give  direction  to  the  march  of  progress.  Democracy, 
bke  life  itself,  must  be  conquered  anew  each  day. 
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F.  B.  I.  Handles  All  Subversive  Matter 
Directive  of  the  President 


The  United  States  is  engaged  in  another  war,  a  war 
brought  on  by  an  aggressor  whose  aim  is  the  destruction 
of  American  democracy.  It  is  now  confined  to  the  nation 
of  Korea,  but  no  one  can  fathom  what  this  conflict  may 
lead  to.  1  here  are  in  this  country  a  too  large  number 
of  people  who  are  overly  sympathetic  with  Communist 
leaders,  and  who  have,  by  an  unnatural  desire,  given  much 
aid  to  these  leaders.  These  people  are  those  who  are  ready 
to  take  active  action  against  our  country  as  fifth  colum- 
nists. President  Truman  knows  this  and  he  has  set  forth 
in  the  following  statement  what  should  be  done  to  thwart 
these  potential  fifth  columnists. 

Under  the  heading  'Information  Relating  to  Domestic 
Espionage,  Sabotage,  Subversive  Activities  and  Related 
Matters,"  he  states: 

"On  Sptember  6,  193°-  and  January  S,  L943  a  Presi- 
dential Directive  was  issued  providing  that  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation  of  the  Department  of  Justice 
should  take  charge  of  investigative  work  in  matters  re- 
lating to  espionage,  sabotage,  subversive  activities  and 
related  matters.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  investigations 
must  be  conducted  in  a  comprehensive  manner  on  a  na- 
tional basis  and  all  information  carefully  sifted  out  and 
correlated  in  order  to  avoid  confusion.  I  should  like  to 
again  call  the  attention  of  all  Enforcement  Officers,  both 
Federal  and  State,  to  the  request  that  they  report  all 
information  in  the  above  enumerated  fields  promptly  to 
the  nearest  Field  Representative  of  the  Federal  Bureau 
of  Investigation,  which  is  charged  with  the  rsponsibility 
of  correlating  this  material  and  referring  matters  which 
are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  Federal  agency 
with  responsibilities  in  this  field  to  the  appropriate  agency. 

"I  suggest  that  all  patriotic  organizations  and  individu- 
als likewise  report  all  such  information  relating  to  es- 
pionage, sabotage  and  subversive  activities  to  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation  in  this  same  manner."

STATEMENT  OF  J.  EDGAR  HOOVER 

Director,  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation 

The  internal  security  of  the  United  States  can  be  as- 
sured with  the  cooperation,  aid  and  assistance  of  every 
law-abiding  person  in  our  Nation.  The  President  of 
the  United  States  in  restating  the  responsibilities  of  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  has  called  upon  all  law- 
enforcement  officers,  patriotic  organizations  and  individu- 
als to  report  information  pertaining  to  espionage,  sabotage 
and  subversive  activities  to  the  FBI.  Plans  have  already 
been  made  and  are  in  operation  whereby  the  law  enforce- 
ment agencies  of  the  nation  ar  working  in  close  coopera- 
tion with  the  FBI. 

The  following  suggestions  are  being  made  to  assist 
patriotic  organizations  and  individuals  in  complying  with 


the  President's  request: 

1.  I  he  FBI  is  as  near  to  you  as  your  telephone.  The 
first  page  of  every  telephone  book  in  the  country  lists  the 
nearest  office  of  the  FBI.  You  can  communicate  with  the 
FBI    by    telephone,    letter   or   call   at   our   nearest   office. 

2.  Feel  free  to  furnish  all  facts  in  your  possession. 
Many  times  a  small  bit  of  information  might  furnish  the 
data  we  are  seeking.  If  you  have  any  information  on  sa- 
botage, espionage,  or  subversive  activities,  contact  the 
FBI. 

3.  The  FBI  is  interested  in  receiving  facts;  we  are  not 
interested  in  what  a  person  thinks  but  in  what  he  does 
which  undermines  our  national  security.  Avoid  reporting 
malicious  gossip  or  idle  rumors. 

4.  Do  not  circulate  rumors  about  subversive  activities, 
or  draw  conclusions  from  information  you  furnish  the 
FBI.  1  he  data  you  possess  might  be  incomplete  or  only 
partially  accurate.  By  drawing  conclusions  based  on  in- 
sufficient evidence  grave  injustices  might  result  to  inno- 
cent persons. 

5.  Once  you  have  reported  your  information  to  the 
FBI    do    not    endeavor    to    make    private    investigations. 

1  his  can  best  be  done  by  trained  investigators  who  have 
access  to  data  acquired  over  the  years  on  individuals  en- 
gaged in  subversive  activities.  Hysteria,  witch-hunts  and 
vigilantes  weaken  internal  security.  Investigations  in- 
volving internal  security  require  care  and  painstaking 
effort.  We  all  can  contribute  to  our  internal  security  by 
protecting  the  innocent  as  well  as  by  identifying  the  ene- 
mies within  our  midst.  In  cases  involving  espionage  it  is 
more  important  to  identify  spies,  their  contacts,  sources 
of  information,  and  methods  of  communications  than  to 
make  immediate  arrests. 

6.  Be  alert.  The  greatest  defenders  against  sabotage  are 
the  loyal  American  workmen  who  are  producing  the  ma- 
terials and  weapons  for  our  defense.  They  can  be  the 
"watch  dogs"  of  defense  in  every  walk  of  life. 

7.  The  forces  which  are  most  anxious  to  weaken  our 
internal  security  are  not  always  easy  to  identify.  Com- 
munists have  been  trained  in  deceit  and  secretly  work 
toward  the  day  when  they  hope  to  replace  our  American 
way  of  life  with  a  Communist  dictatorship.  They  utilize 
cleverly  camouflaged  movements,  such  as  some  peace 
groups  and  civil  rights  organizations,  to  achieve  their 
sinister  purposes.  While  they  as  individuals  are  difficult 
to  identify,  the  Communist  Party  line  is  clear.  Its  first 
concern  is  the  advancement  of  Soviet  Russia  and  the  god- 
less Communist  cause.  It  is  important  to  learn  to  know 
the  enemies  of  the  American  way  of  life. 
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BERKELEY'S  POLICE  DEPARTMENT

Berkeley,  home  of  the  Universitj  of  California,  world's 
largest,  occupies  a  land  area  embracing  hill,  vale  and  low- 
lands of  more  than  nine  anil  one-half  square  miles.  In 
addition  it  controls  eight  square  miles  of  water  frontage 
on  San  Francisco  bay. 


Chief  John  D.  Holstrom,  Berkeley  Police  Department. 

Berkeley's  Police  Department  boasts  a  total  personnel 
of  132,  eight  of  whom  are  women  with  one  of  them  a 
policewoman.  They  stand  guard  against  crime  for  a  popu- 
lation of  112,125  which  is  a  far  cry  from  the  13,214  men, 
women  and  children  living  in  Berkeley  back  in  1900. 

The  police  department  really  began  in  1905  when 
August  (Gus)  Vollmer  was  elected  Town  Marshall,  two 
appointed  deputies  under  him.  In  later  years  Vollmer 
was  to  become  world-famous  as  an  outstanding  criminol- 
ogist, as  a  University  of  California  professor  in  police 
administration. 

Today  the  Berkeley  police  department  is  commanded 
by  Chief  John  D.  Holstrom,  rounding  out  six  years 
in  this  position.  He  is  the  third  Chief  of  Police  in  the 
city's  history.  Vollmer  served  27  years;  John  A.  Green- 
ing, now  right-hand-man  for  Alameda  County  Sheriff 
H.  P.  (Jack)  Gleason,  12  years,  and  now  Chief  Hol- 
strom. 

Someone  has  said  that  the  measure  of  a  city  is  largely 
measured  in  the  fact  that  its  peace  officer  administration 
keeps  pace  with  its  population  growth. 

In  Berkeley  this  has  been  amply  exemplified  over  the 
years.  In  1910  Berkeley  had  grown  to  a  population  of 
40,434.  Ten  years  later  it  boasted  56,036.  In  1930  it 
was  85,547  and  the  special  census  of  1944  revealed  a 
population  of   100,024  and  today  the  figure  is   112,125. 

As  in  the  first  days  of  the  police  department  under 
Vollmer,    Chief    Holstrom    and    his    efficient    force    con- 


tinues to  war  on  crime,  scientifically,  efficiently,  at  the 
same  time  giving  thought  and  attention  and  service  to 
crime  prevention  and  juvenile  delinquency. 

juvenile  Crime 

Chief  Holstron  reveals  that  in  Berkeley  as  in  most 
everj  other  metropolitan  community,  juvenile  crime  gives 
the  police  the  biggest  headache.  Thumbing  the  records 
of  the  past  few  years  and  1949  particularly  the  Chief 
said  : 

"Just  about  50  per  cent  of  burglary,  petty  theft  and 
auto  theft  is  committed  bv  youngsters  under  the  age  of 
eighteen.  Of  course,  these  juvenile  delinquents  are  not 
by  far  all  residents  of  Berkeley.  Berkeley  is  really  part 
of  the  entire  East  Bay  metropolitan  area  and  there  are  no 
geographical  boundaries  between  the  nine  contiguous 
communities  tanning  out  of  Oakland.  They,  too,  have 
their  juvenile  crime  problems.  We,  of  the  Berkeley  po- 
lice department,  are  placing  particular  emphasis  on  efforts 
to  curb  juvenile  delinquency.  If  we  can  stop  crime  at  its 
source — in  youth — we  have  made  tremendous  progress  in 
holding  down  the  population  of  our  criminal  institutions." 

Inspector  Riedel  Heads  Juvenile  Detail 

Head  of  the  juvenile  bureau  is  Inspector  Albert  E. 
Riedel,  veteran  of  the  police  department,  a  specialist  in 
juvenile  delinquency  and  widely  known  as  an  expert  in 
the  operation  and  use  of  Berkeley's  famous  "lie  detector" 
which  has  been  responsible  for  getting  confessions  from 
criminals  not  only  taken  into  custody  in  Berkeley  but  in 
outside  cities,  towns  across  the  nation  and  as  far  away 
as  the  Island  of  Guam. 

Riedel  has  21  years  of  police  experience  in  the  Berk- 
eley department  behind  him.  He  has  been  head  of  the 
juvenile  department  for  the  past  5  years.  He  is  ably 
assisted  by  Policewoman  Mrs.  Jean  Tine,  five  years  a 
member  of  the  department  and  one  year  in  the  juvenile 
detail.  Mrs.  Tine  is  married  and  the  mother  of  two 
children,  a  boy  8  and  a  girl  5. 

"The  juvenile  detail  is  doing  splendid  work,"  says 
Chief  Holstrom.  "Theirs  is  a  task  which  requires  tact, 
understanding,  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  workings 
of  the  mind  of  youth  and  insight  into  the  home  and  the 
environment  of  our  youngsters." 

An  Assist  to  Des  Moines 

Over  the  years  the  Berkeley  Police  Department  has 
specialized  in  police  administration.  It  has  furnished 
trained  men,  mostly  university  graduates,  to  assist  other

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FOOTPRINT  CONVENTION 


The  International  Footprint  Association  held  their 
twenty-first  annual  convention  in  Oakland,  California  on 
June  15-16-17,  1950,  and  the  registration  went  beyond  all 
expectations. 

The  convention  was  highlighted  by  a  decision  of  the 
delegates  to  have  the  president  appoint  a  committee  to 
look  into  all  the  phases  of  a  major  objective  for  the  Asso- 
ciation, that  of  starting  a  "Boys  Town"  somewhere  in 
one  of  the  eleven  western  states,  similar  to  the  Boystown 
in   Nebraska  which  was  organized  by  Father  Flanagan. 

Committees  to  be  appointed  shortly  will  cover  such 
things  as  raising  money,  selecting  a  suitable  location,  de- 
ciding on  what  type  of  boys  are  eligible  to  participate, 
kind  and  type  of  buildings  required,  suitable  teachers, 
schooling,  medical  care,  supervisors,  etc.  It  is  hoped  that 
within  the  association's  fiscal  year  of  1950-51  that  all 
the  details  can  be  worked  out  and  actual  construction  of 
the  town  be  well  under  way  before  the  next  annual  con- 
vention. 

The  association  now  has  twenty-nine  chapters  ;  the  new- 
est one  is  made  up  of  men  in  the  Aberdeen-Grays  Harbor 
district  of  the  State  of  Washington  and  their  charter  was 
approved  at  the  Oakland  convention.  With  the  new  chap- 
ter coming  into  the  organization  the  membership  will  be 
close  to  nine  thousand  members  in  good  standing  and  the 
goal   is  to  be  ten  thousand  members  b\   June   1951. 

A  fine  gesture  was  made  by  the  Fresno  Chapter  Num- 
ber Eleven.  James  M.  Thuesen,  former  District  Attorney 
of  Fresno  County,  California  spoke  on  the  subject  of 
Boys  Town  and  stated  that  his  chapter  has  a  fine  summer 
camp  for  underprivileged  boys,  that  they  send  two  hun- 
dred bovs  to  the  camp  each  summer.  It  is  located  at  Bass 
Lake,  situated  in  the  mountains  fifty  miles  east  of  Fresno. 
He  said  his  chapter  would  turn  the  camp  property  over 
to  the  Grand  Chapter  as  a  starter  for  Boys  Town  should 
the  Grand  Chapter  decide  to  take  advantage  of  the  offer. 

Delegates  from  other  chapters  offered  substantial  finan- 
cial aid  to  the  project  and  apparently  the  association  will 
have  no  real  difficulty  in  raising  sufficient  money  to  finance 
the  project. 

It  has  not  been  decided  as  yet  just  what  type  of  boys 
will  be  eligible,  those  who  have  been  in  trouble  with 
the  law,  or  just  those  who  are  underprivileged,  or  or- 
phaned, but  in  any  event  it  will  be  both  the  law  enforce- 
ment officer  and  the  civilian  businessmen  and  professional 
men  who  will  be  behind  the  venture  and  the  Footprinters 
will  see  that  it  is  a  complete  success.

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Law  Enforcement  and  Democracy

It  I  were  to  attempt  iii  speak  to  \ou  todaj  on  the  law 
side  Hi  the  court,  I  would  actually  be  invading  a  Held 
which  is  almost  foreign  to  the  Bureau  which  I  represent. 
A  discussion  ol  the  legal  aspects  oi  any  phase  of  law 
enforcement  is  a  matter  for  those  actually  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  the  law  and  not  for  those  engaged  in  investiga- 
tive pursuits.

It  is  my  belief,  however,  that  all  law  enforcement 
officers  should  have  a  clear  understanding  of  the  position 
of  law  enforcement  in  democratic  society.  For  that  reason 
I  have  chosen  this  for  my  subject  today. 

Law  enforcement  actually  deals  only  in  facts.  The 
evidentiary  or  legal  evaluation  of  these  facts  falls  within 
the  sphere  of  a  separate  division.  It  is  because  we  of  the 
F.B.I,  are  engaged  in  carrying  out  the  mandates  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  that  I  would  like  to  discuss 
with  you  the  place  of  law  enforcement  as  it  operates  in 
America  today. 

Law  enforcement  is  an  integral  part  of  the  democratic 
tradition  which  has  made  America  what  she  is  today.  The 
peace  officer  is  today  the  bulwark  which  stands  between 
the  right  and  the  wrong  and  protects  the  citizens  of  the 
United  States  against  the  inroads  of  the  criminal  and 
against  those  who  would  tear  down  the  institutions  which 
are  the  foundations  of  this  nation.  Since  in  a  democratic 
society  the  individual  is  sacred,  he  must  also  be  protected 
from  the  arbitrary  encroachments  of  the  Government  as 
well  as  the  capricious  will  of  his  fellow  citizen.  This, 
then,  becomes  the  duty  of  the  peace  officer  to  give  this  pro- 
tection and  by  so  doing  to  advance  the  free  spirit  of  man. 

Because  American  law  enforcement  has  since  its  incep- 
tion been  democratic,  it  has,  within  the  democratic  frame- 
work of  Government,  mastered  the  challenges  of  each  era. 


During  the  so-called  "Roaring  Thirties,"  the  Machine- 
( run  Kellys,  the  Alvin  Karpises,  and  the  Pretty  Boy  Floydj 
rallied  on  a  virtual  wave  of  criminal  terror  against  the 
entire  Uuited  States.  These  hoodlums  and  mobsters 
brought  fear  to  the  hearts  of  people  who  believed  in  the 
right  of  property,  the  right  of  freedom,  and  the  right  to 
be  unfettered  in  the  exercise  of  their  daily  pursuits.  It 
was  law  enforcement,  still  acting  within  the  framework  of 
democratic  government,  which  brought  these  hoodlums 
and  mobsters  before  the  bar  of  justice.  A  few  years  later 
new  responsibilities  of  unprecedented  mien  were  cast  upon 
the  shoulders  of  law  enforcement  with  the  outbreak  of 
World  War  II. 

It  was  then  that  the  country  called  upon  these  officers 
for  protection,  not  only  from  the  inroads  of  the  criminal 
hut  also  from  the  intrigues  of  enemy  agents.  The  enemies 
with  whom  we  had  to  deal  were  men  to  whom  morality 
was  a  meaningless  concept.  The  tenseness  of  the  situation 
called  for  immediate  and  firm  action  in  order  to  protect 
the  nation  from  internal  dangers  which  might  split  it 
asunder,  thus  opening  it  to  successful  attacks  on  the  part 
of  the  enemy. 

America's  peace  officers  performed  the  tasks  thus 
engendered  with  dignity,  with  firmness,  and  yet  in  the 
most  democratic  manner.  There  were  no  police  state,  no 
totalitarian  techniques  of  brutality  or  arrests  without 
legal  warrants.  Law  enforcement  at  this  time  of  national 
crisis  and  public  emotion  stood  steadfast  on  the  premises 
of  constitutional  government. 

It  takes  only  a  glance  at  certain  other  countries  of  the 
world  to  confirm  the  desirability  of  having  a  democratic 
form  of  law  enforcement;  for  example,  Germany,  Italy, 
and  Japan,  who  had  law  enforcement  agencies.  These, 
however,  were  cut  to  a  totalitarian  pattern,  which  is  most 
repugnant  to  the  true  tradition  of  American  law  enforce- 
ment. The  police  officer  of  these  countries  was  the  hand- 
maiden of  the  ruling  class,  groomed  only  to  know  the 
latest  fashions  of  cruelty  and  bestiality.  The  smallest, 
most  expendable  unit  within  the  boundaries  of  these 
totalitarian  states  was  the  individual.  By  way  of  contrast, 
during  the  very  years  that  the  Nazis  were  developing  the 
Gestapo  and  the  Italians  the  Ovra  with  their  vicious  con- 
centration camps,  clandestine  arrests,  and  callous  disre- 
gard for  civil  rights,  American  law  enforcement  was  gain- 
ing stature  as  a  protector  of  the  human  personality.  This 
protective  cape  was  flung  about  even  those  who  were 
mortal  enemies  of  the  democratic  nations.  They  were 
arrested,  yes,  but  they  were  arrested  through  the  demo- 
cratic process  and  all  of  their  rights,  both  in  their  person 
and  in  their  property,  were  protected  and  held  in  the 
utmost  sanctity  consistent  with  the  times.  This  fact,  to  me, 
is  an  outstanding  tribute  to  the  integrity  and  the  char- 
acter of  the  peace  officers  of  America.

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THE  BRESLAUER  STORY 

Account  of  Daly  City  s  Murder-Robbery  Case  of  a  Year 

Ago— Chief  Sunderland  Asked  for  and  Got  Aid 

From  Neighboring  Peace  Officers. 


The  big  man  in  the  brown  striped  suit,  wearing  a  suit 
felt  hat,  stepped  from  out  of  a  doorwaj  which  led  to  an 
upstairs  Hat  abovi  a  grocerj  store  at  the  corner  ol  San 
Diego  and  Los  Banos  streets  in  Dafa  City. 


Chief  Wilbur  SUNDERLAND,  Daly  City  Police  Department. 

The  day  was  September  29,  1949,  about  dusk  .  .  . 
5:55  p.m.  to  be  exact. 

As  he  stood  framed  in  that  doorway  for  one  brief  mo- 
ment, the  big  man  cast  furtive  glances  to  either  side  of 
him. 

And  then  he  stepped  toward  the  curb  and  prepared  to 
enter  a  big  Lincoln  sedan  from  the  driver's  side  which 
faced  out  onto  the  street  where  cars  were  passing.  As  he 
reached  the  door  of  the  sedan  a  smaller,  blue  Plymouth 
sedan  pulled  along  side  of  him  .  .  .  and  he  suddenly- 
found  himself  hemmed  in  between  both  cars. 

Two  men  closed  in  on  him  now.  Both  held  automatic 
pistols.  One  was  a  tall,  angular  hook  nosed  man.  1  he 
other  was  just  the  opposite  .  .  .  shorter,  round  faced  and 
fat.  Hemmed  in  between  two  cars  as  he  was,  the  big 
man  in  the  brown  striped  suit  tried  to  break  away  from  his 
assailants.  His  arms  shot  out  in  front  of  him.  He  let 
loose  a  strange,  hoarse,  frightened  cry.  There  was  a  scuf- 
fle. The  fat  faced  man's  gun  barked.  The  big  man  in  the 
brown  striped  suit  felt  a  searing  pain  in  his  left  chest. 
Blood  began  staining  his  clothes.  His  more  than  200-pound 
body  slumped  slowly  to  the  pavement.  He  gasped  .  .  . 
'"Save  me!  Save  me!  I've  been  shot!"  A  second  shot  rang 
out  .  .  .  but  this  time  he  felt  no  new  feeling  of  stabbing 
pain. 

The  big  man's  mouth  hung  open  as  he  lay  in  a  pool  of 
his  own  blood  on  the  pavement.  Somebody  was  snatching 
greenbacks  from  his  pants  pockets.  He  didn't  resist  now. 


lie   was   ton   weak.    He  was  too  scared.    He  was  dying. 

The  fat  faced  man  and  the  hook  nosed  fellow  leaped 
into  the  little  blue  Plymouth  sedan.  It  roared  awaj 
1 1  oin   the   scene.    At   the   wheel   was   a   midget  of  a   man. 

I'be  big  man  in  the  brown  striped  suit  got  to  his 
feet.  He  staggered,  one  hand  to  a  gaping  wound  in  his 
chest  .  .  .  "I've  been  shot  .  .  .  robbed"  and  the  words 
came  through  his  parched  lips  with  great  pain  and  effort, 
lie  staggered  to  the  curb  in  front  of  the  grocery  store 
and  collapsed. 

It  was  dusk  and  just  about  the  time  folks  in  this  resi- 
dential neighborhood  in  Daly  City  were  returning  home 
from  the  day's  work.  Housewives  were  doing  some  last 
minute  shopping  for  their  groceries. 

Nearby  at  the  scene  stood  a  young,  frail  little  woman 
who  wore  spectacles.  She  was  as  pale  as  a  corpse.  Her 
eyes  were  wide  open  with  fright.  She  trembled.  She  war. 
Mrs.  Blanche  Button,  a  young  housewife  of  27  Willits 
street,  Daly  City.  She  had  witnessed  the  shooting  of  the 
big  man  in  the  brown  striped  suit. 

A  crowd  gathered.  Someone  called  the  police  and  an 
ambulance. 

1  he  big  man  in  the  brown  striped  suit  was  still  now. 
His  lips  were  purple.   His  eyes  rolled  back. 

At  the  Junipero  Serra  hospital  where  the  ambulance 
rushed  him,  doctors  pronounced  him  D.O.A. — dead  on 
arrival. 

It  was  at  Junipero  Sena  hospital  while  searching  the 
dead  man's  clothing  for  marks  of  identification  that  Po- 
lice Chief  Wilbur  Sunderland  of  Daly  City  learned  his 
identity. 

He  was  Martin  Breslauer,  convicted  big-time  San  Fran- 
cisco bookie,  who  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  was  on 
probation  from  the  San  Francisco  courts  on  bookmaking 
charges. 

Meanwhile,  on  orders  of  Chief  Sunderland,  Daly  City 
police  rounded  up  all  witnesses  to  the  shooting  and  any 
and  all  persons  who  were  near  the  scene  at  the  time  of 
the  slaving. 

At  the  Lasswell  undertaking  parlors  in  Daly  City 
where  the  body  was  taken  for  an  autopsy,  Police  Chief 
Sunderland  and  deputy  coroners  took  inventory  of  effects 
carried  by  Breslauer  in  his  pockets  at  the  time  he  was  slain. 

Breslauer  was  carrying  $3,895,  thirteen  pennies,  identi- 
fication cards  .  .  .  some  of  which  were  cards  to  several 
bookmaking  and  gambling  joints  now  since  raided  and 
closed  by  San  Francisco  police. 

Chief  Sunderland  immediately  called  a  conference 
with  Chief  of  Inspectors  James  English,  Inspectors  Ca- 
hill  and  O'Hara,  Inspectors'  Bureau  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Police  Department.

The  Association  is  responsible  for  the  frequent  police 
training  schools,  tor  recruits  and'  in  service  refresher 
courses,  mostly  under  the  direction  of  the  FBI  and  the 
State  Educational  courses,  and  the  junior  colleges  con- 
tribute to  this,  activity  by  giving  a  place  where  the  men 
can  get  the  necessary  instruction. 

The  newest  endeavor  of  the  Association  is  the  promo- 
tion of  a  photographic  class  for  police  officers,  and  so  suc- 
cessful was  the  first  one  the  first  of  the  year  it  will  be 
repeated  after  the  summer  vacations. 

The  county  blockade  plan  has  been  improved  on,  and 
under  its  organization  it  is  possible  to  muster  every  man 
and  all  equipment  of  the  entire  county's  law  enforcement 
agencies  in  time  of  an  emergency,  with  each  chief  and  his 
men  knowing  just  what  to  do,  and  where  to  go,  to  appre- 
hend a  wanted  man  or  a  gang  of  bandits. 

No  count\  in  the  state  excels  the  Association  in  its 
mutual  aid  plan,  and  all  members  have  demonstrated 
their  eagerness  to  step  in  and  give  a  helping  hand  to 
brother  members  of  the  peace  officers,  not  only  of  the 
bounty  but  of  the  entire  state. 

In  the  matter  of  juvenile  delinquency  the  Executives 
Association  has  taken  a  definite  and  positive  step  to  beat 
this  problem  that  is  perplexing  police  officials  throughout 
the  country  today.  It  is  to  have  a  camp  handling  delin- 
quents located  in  San  Mateo  or  Santa  Clara  County,  and 
the  hope  of  the  Association  is  that  it  can  be  tied  in  with 
a  statewide  movement  whereby  a  series  of  camps  would 
be  set  up. 

It  is  the  idea  brought  forth  at  the  June  meeting  that 
the  camp  would  be  fashioned  along  the  lines  of  the  CCC 
camps  of  the  '30's,  where  boys  sent  to  it,  would  under 


the  good  of  the  great  outdoors  get  proper  supervision, 
housing  and  education.  This  camp  would  not  be  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  boys  who  got  into  serious  trouble,  but 
for  those  who  showed  by  their  acts  were  showing  a  ten- 
dency to  stray  from  the  straight  and  narrow  paths. 

A  committee  composed  of  Chief  Louis  Belloni,  South 
San  Francisco,  Chief  Walter  Swope,  Jr.,  Milbrae,  O.  H. 
Olson  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  office,  Dis- 
trict Attorney  Dematties,  and  Principal  Joseph  Acheson 
of  the  San  Mateo  High  School,  has  been  appointed  to 
look  into  this  camp  proposition,  and  they  reported  that 
they  were  convinced  that  such  a  camp  should  be  provided. 
They  conferred  with  Santa  Clara  county  officials  and  the 
sister  county  is  likewise  favorably  impressed.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  there  is  no  machinery  set  up  for  the  creation 
of  such  an  institution,  but  the  Association  is  pioneering 
the  idea  and  sooner  or  later  will  surely  have  a  juvenile 
camp  for  the  peninsula  area.  There  are  no  such  places 
in  California  today.  1  he  only  place  where  boys  can  be 
taken  care  of  is  for  those  with  criminal  charges  against 
them.

The  returns  of  the  1950  U.  S.  Census  shows  Red- 
wood  City  lias  25,343   residing  within   its  incorporated

limits,  more  than  double  the  total  of  ten  years  ago.  With 
thousands  of  new  residents,  with  many  new  industrial 
concerns  and  numerous  other  business  activities,  there  has 
been  posed  a  problem  for  the  Police  Department  which 
calls  a  lot  of  attention  as  far  as  law  enforcement  is  con- 
cerned. 

Chief  Stanley  Wood,  who  last  October  1  was  selected 
by  the  city  council  to  succeed  Chief  C.  L.  Collins  who 
served  so  well  for  30  years  as  head  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, has  measured  up  to  all  the  predictions  made  by  those 
who  are  aware  of  his  capabilities.  He  has  met  the  prob- 
lem of  giving  the  best  of  police  service. 

When  he  took  over  charge  of  the  PD  there  had  been 
provisions  made  for  the  appointment  of  two  additional 
commissioned  officers.  Examinations  were  held  and  three 
members  of  the  Department  qualified  and  were  appointed 
to  the  newly  created  offices.  There  was  under  Chief 
Collins  one  commissioned  office,  that  of  Lieutenant,  which 
Chief  Wood  held.  Under  the  new  plan  provision  was 
made  for  a  Captain  and  another  Lieutenant. 

Sergeant  S.  E.  Douglas  has  been  made  a  Captain  and 
the  new  Sergeant  E.  V.  Fogarty  and  Officer  William 
Faulstich  have  been  appointed  Lieutenants. 


Captain  Douglas  was  acting  Chief  during  part  of  May 
and  June  on  account  of  the  absence  of  Chief  Wood  be- 
cause hi  the  serious  illness  and  death  of  the  Chief's  wife, 
who  passed  away,  early  in  June. 

An  additional  Sergeant  was  also  provided  under  the 
change  to  make  the  PD  even  more  efficient.  The  list  of 
men  in  this  rank  now  are:  C.  V.  Stafford,  who  also  serves 
as  inspector,  Robert  West,  I  homas  N.  Moudakas  and 
Dana  Morgan. 

Four  additional  men  have  also  been  added  to  the  PD, 
which  now  number  29,  and  two  women  secretaries  and 
two  part-time  school  crossing  officers.

The  Department  now  has  six  radio  patrol  cars,  three 
motorcycles  and  one  three  wheeler,  which  looks  after  the 
parking  meters. 

During  1949  and  to  June  1  there  has  been  but  one 
murder  in  Redwood  City,  no  armed  robberies,  one  large- 
sized  burglary,  though  there  were  more  of  a  minor  nature. 

For  traffic  deaths  the  record  for  the  year  1949  was  one 
that  earned  Redwood  City  a  first  place  award  by  the  Na- 
tional Safety  Council.  The  number  who  met  their  deaths 
from  traffic  accidents  last  year  was  five,  while  in  1948  the 
number  was  eleven.  When  it  is  considered  that  close  to 
75,000  cars  a  day  pass  over  the  highways  traversing  the 
city  this  reduction  in  traffic  deaths  is  truly  amazing.  On 
the  main  crossing  streets  of  Main  and  Broadway  a  check 
during  the  busy  hours  of  the  day  reveal  that  over  2000 
cars  per  hour  pass  over  this  intersection,  yet  on  the  streets 
of  the  city  the  accidents  are  held  to  a  most  remarkable 
i  linimum.    On   important  street  crossings  traffic  signals

This  is  quite  a  heavy  uppage  from  the  some  4,500  peo- 
ple who  made  up  Burlingame's  population  32  years  ago 
when  Chief  R.  C.  (Jack)  Theuer  first  joined  the  BPI), 
then  consisting  of  three  men.  Today  the  Police  Depart- 
ment has  29  regularly  employed  people  with  six  part-time 
officers.  Included  in  the  29  are  two  women  employees, 
serving  as  matron-secretary  and  clerk,  respectively. 

Chief  Theuer,  who  completed  his  fifth  years  as  a  head 
of  the  Police  Department  on  March  1,  has  made  the  city's 
law  enforcement  agency  one  that  functions  smoothly,  and 
which  has  given  the  great  number  of  people,  in  this  super 
residential  community  all  that  could  be  asked  for  in  law 
enforcement.

During  the  war  years  there  were  a  lot  more  people 
converging  on  South  San  Francisco.  Many  of  them  took 
up  residence  within  the  city  while  thousands  of  others 
came  to  labor  in  the  big  shipbuilding  plant  and  other  war 
industries,  principal  of  which  was  the  Bethlehem  Ship- 
building plant. 

A  lot  of  these  war  workers  liked  the  city  and  located 
there  permanently.  They  found  South  San  Francisco  of- 
fered every  inducement  for  a  man  and  his  family.  Good 
schools,  good  recreational  features,  good  stores,  good  fire 
department  and  a  swell  police  department. 

For  the  latter,  the  credit  belongs  to  Chief  Louis  Bel- 
loni, who  has  served  his  native  city  for  nearly  20  years, 
over  26  of  those  years  as  head  of  the  Police  Department. 
Working  from  his  new  headquarters,  modern  in  every 
way,  Chief  Belloni  with  the  assistance  of  his  17-member 
force  have  given  the  people  of  South  San  Francisco  police 
service  unexcelled  and  rarely  equalled  in  any  city  of  the 
Pacific  Coast. 

These  facts  bear  witness  to  the  truth  of  the  above  state- 
ment. For  the  past  year  there  has  not  been  a  death  from 
traffic  accidents.  There  have  been  no  murders.  One  rob- 
bery was  committed  during  those  12  months,  and  the  gent 
who  pulled  this  job  got  himself  quickly  measured  to  a  set 
of  handcuffs  and  is  now  making  gunny  sacks  over  in  San 
Quentin.  During  the  whole  of  the  year  there  were  but 
FOUR  burglaries  reported,  and  we  all  know  that  when 
a  home  is  burglarized  the  owner  of  that  home  makes 
tracks  plenty  fast  to  the  police  department  with  the  sad 
news  and  demanding  speedy  action. 


I  here  were  308  automobile  accidents  reported  and  but 
49  persons  injured. 

Even  misdemeanors  set  a  reduced  record. 
I  he  tolk.s  of  South  San  Francisco  evidently  appreciate 
the  efforts  of  the  town's  law  enforcement  agency.  Last 
year  saw  the  completion  of  new  police  headquarters  for 
which  the  voters  voted  $150,000.  Last  September  the 
people  voted  the  P.D.  a  40-hour  week,  for  which  four 
new  men  had  to  be  added  to  the  force.  In  addition  Chief 
Belloni  now  has  the  first  woman  employee  of  the  SSFPD. 
She  is  Theresa  J.  Giampoli,  who  acts  as  clerk,  stenog- 
rapher and  radio  operator.  The  latest  addition  of  the 
patrol  force  is  Officer  John  Fabri,  who  went  to  work  on 
May  1. 

Of  course,  Chief  Belloni  and  his  top  commissioned  offi- 
cer, Captain  A.  Terragno  do  not  come  under  the  40-hour 
week.  They  are  on  the  job  all  the  time. 

With  a  complete  patrolling  of  all  sections  of  the  city, 
with  motorcycles  equipped  with  2-way  radio  as  well  as 
the  patrol  cars,  with  all  members  taking  all  regional  police 
training  courses,  South  San  Francisco  is  as  well  policed 
as  any  municipality  on  the  west  coast. 

Chief  Belloni  has  won  great  credit  for  the  manner  he 
handled  the  vast  number  of  men  and  women  engaged  in 
working  in  the  shipyards  and  other  plants  during  the 
years  of  the  last  war.  Thousands  of  cars  came  into  the 
city  at  the  start  of  each  8-hour  shift,  and  thousands  more 
left  at  the  end  of  each  shift,  yet  during  the  entire  period 
of  the  war  there  was  never  any  traffic  jams,  nor  any  acci- 
dents of  workers  arriving  or  leaving  their  places  of  em- 
ployment. Every  man  on  the  force,  even  Chief  Belloni 
took  part  in  this  important  work  of  seeing  that  traffic 
kept  moving.  Every  day  Chief  Belloni  was  out  directing 
traffic  where  it  was  the  thickest.

San  Bruno  Has  Annexed  Lomita  Park 


With  the  1950  census  figures  giving  San  Bruno  a  popu- 
lation of  12,409.  almost  double  that  of  1940.  the  census 
takers  should  have  waited  a  few  weeks  longer  before 
making  the  final  check,  for  the  city  of  San  Bruno  has 
not  only  bad  an  increase  of  some  1500  people,  but  an  in-

crease  in  area  as  well.  For  Lomita  Park  has  come  into 
the  attractive  peninsula  city,  that  is  also  noted  for  its  in- 
dustries. The  new  area  includes  22  square  blocks,  contain- 
ing 300  homes  and  business  buildings. 

Naturally  the  annexation  of  Lomita  Park  will  call 
for  additions  to  the  Police  Department,  which  now  has 
15  men,  and  three  part-time  officers.  During  the  past  year 
Chief  William  Maher  has  been  given  a  woman  clerk, 
the  first  in  the  history  of  the  San  Bruno  Police  Depart- 
ment. Miss  Agnes  Unterein  was  appointed  for  this 
newly  created  position. 

By  September  1  it  is  expected  the  city  council  will  with 
Chief  Maher's  assistance  decide  how  many  new  officers 
will  be  appointed  to  take  care  of  the  newly  acquired  area. 
One  may  rest  assured  the  city  officials  will  see  that  its 
Police  Chief  has  all  the  necessary  men  for  police  protec- 
tion, for  during  the  three  decades  or  more  that  San  Bruno 
has  been  incorporated  the  Police  Department  has  won 
high  approval  for  its  efficiency  from  not  only  the  residents 
of  the  busy  litttle  city,  but  from  people  throughout  North- 
ern California.  Ever  since  Chief  Meehan  was  ruthlessly 
slain  by  a  bunch  of  bandits  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ago  the  members  of  the  SBPD  have  been  confronted  with 
numerous  tough  criminal  situations.  But  through  their 
alertness,  their  courage,  and  their  good  training  they  have 
won  out  in  every  one  of  these  cases,  even  though  a  number 
of  police  officers  were  shot  by  crooks  cornered  in  San 
Bruno. 

For   24   years.    Chief   Maher — who   was  appointed   as 


Police  Chief  in  May,  1926— has  always  had  a  force  of 
officers  well  prepared  for  the  careers  they  selected  as 
their  life's  work,  men  who  have  mastered  every  phase  of 
law  enforcement,  and  keep  learning  as  they  build  up  more 
years  of  experience. 

Through  the  war  years  the  Police  Department  of  San 
Bruno,  under  the  direction  of  Chief  Maher  had  charge 
of  the  Tanforan  race  track  when  it  was  used  to  house  all 
Japanese.  Then  followed  the  coming  of  the  Navy  which 
set  up  a  big  naval  center.  Chief  Maher  worked  with  the 
sea  forces  in  a  manner  that  won  him  many  commenda- 
tions from  high  navy  officials.  Then  horse  racing  was 
resumed  at  Tanforan  and  he  was  the  man  to  see  that 
everything  went  along  in  a  legal  manner.  No  "dips," 
bunco  artists  or  other  thieves  that  sometimes  follow  horse 
racing,  were  allowed  to  light  in  San  Bruno.  The  SBPD 
had  its  hands  full  with  traffic,  but  the  Department  main- 
tained its  reputation  for  high  efficiency  in  these  instances. 

With  all  these  added  duties  imposed  during  the  past 
nine  years,  crime  generally  has  been  kept  well  in  hand. 
The  records  show  that  for  major  crimes  San  Bruno  has 
less  than  the  national  average  for  cities  of  less  than  25,000 
population.  Last  year  there  were  no  murders,  in  fact 
there  have  been  no  homicides  for  several  years  in  Snn 
Bruno.  During  1949  there  were  but  3  robberies  and  only 
17  burglaries,  a  splendid  record  for  any  community.

radio  and  teletype  can  throw  a  lot  of  action  into  any  com- 
plaint of  a  criminal  job. 

That  the  boys  are  functioning  well  can  be  gleaned 
from  the  police  reports  that  show  that  during  the  past 
year  there  have  been  no  murders,  assaults  or  robberies. 
The  few  burglaries  reported  were  quickly  cleared  up  h) 
arrests.  There  were  no  traffic  deaths  last  year  or  any  up 
to  June  30  this  year. 

Last  February  the  three  days  festival  known  as  the 
Chickens  Ball  drew  thousands  of  people  to  San  Carlos 
yet  there  was  not  a  single  crime  reported  and  everybody 
enjoyed   the  novel  programs  presented  each  night.

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BELMONT  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


Since  Belmont  first  became  an  incorporated  city  in  1927 
at  which  time  the  Police  Department  was  composed  of 
one  officer,  to  date,  with  the  rapid  growth  of  the  city  the 
Department  has  grown  to  seven,  including  the  chief;  and 
a  request  of  the  chief  is  on  tile  for  an  additional  two  offi- 
cers and  a  girl  for  office  work  and  to  act  as  matron  and 
court  clerk. 

On  January  1st,  1950,  the  whole  department  was  re- 
ramped  and  a  file  and  record  system  set  up  to  where  it 
is  fast  becoming  one  of  the  top  departments  on  the  penin- 
sula. Prior  to  this  date  and  for  the  past  23  years  of  its 
history  a  total  of  only  369  reports  composed  the  entire 
records  of  police  action.  In  the  past  six  months  and  to 
this  date  the  number  of  reports  now  on  file  to  date  total 
1506.  which  are  backed  by  a  cross  file  system. 

A  daily  watch  report  is  maintained  and  anything  per- 
taining to  or  meriting  police  action  is  logged  in  by  the 
officer  on  duty. 

At  present  the  department  maintains  two  patrol  cars. 

Chief  Lyall  has  detailed  each  officer  a  collateral  duty, 
as  in  the  breakdown  of  the  larger  departments,  such  as 
an  officer  to  specialize  in  investigation  and  identification — 
photography  and  fingerprinting — juvenile  officer — officer 
in  charge  of  traffic  including  the  junior  traffic  patrol — 


officer  in  charge  of  maintenance  of  police  equipment — liai- 
son officer  in  charge  of  reserve  and  auxiliary  force  now 
being  set  up. 

These  duties  keep  each  officer  actively  engaged  and  in- 
terested towards  the  betterment  of  the  department  as  a 
whole. 

A  meeting  of  all  officers  is  called  twice  monthly  with 
the  chief  and  at  which  any  suggestions  for  improvement 
are  heard  along  with  any  grievances  to  be  aired  and  which 
tends  toward  a  better  working  organization  and  coopera- 
tion between  officers  and  chief. 

A  blood  bank  has  also  been  organized  which  will  benefit 
the  immediate  families  of  the  officers  and  also  any  emer- 
gency case  of  a  citizen's  child. 

A  Belmont  Police  Officers  Beneficial  Organization  also 
recently  installed  to  which  each  officer  donates  $2.00  per 
month,  headed  by  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 
This  money  is  placed  in  a  savings  account  to  be  used 
only  on  approval  of  all  officers  according  to  by-laws  placed 
in  effect. 

The  department  headed  by  Chief  James  W.  Lyall,  a 
former  World  War  II  Navy  veteran  holding  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  commander  and  serving  with  the  Seabees  over-

duet  Howard  A.  Zink,  who  foi  over  26  years  has  been 
m  charge  oi  the  Palo  Alto  Police  Department,  again  has 
demonstrated  his  alertness  as  an  outstanding  police  of- 
ficial. With  the  Korean  campaign  but  a  few  days  old 
he  foresaw    the  necessitj   oi  preparing  for  future  events,

and  has  well  under  way  the  organization  of  a  reserve  pool 
of  volunteer  officers  to  replace  regular  police  officers  as 
they  are  called  into  service,  as  well  as  to  be  ready  to  lend 
a  hand  in  case  of  emergency,  during  this  war. 

As  is  well  known  that  under  the  present  draft  regula- 
tions no  exemptions  are  granted  police  officers.  In  the 
Palo  Alto  PD  there  are  a  number  of  the  established  po- 
licemen who  are  members  of  the  armed  forces  reserves, 
and  others  who  are  subject  to  the  draft.  It  might  so  happen 
that  all  these  members  who  are  officers  of  the  reserves  and 
those  subject  to  the  draft  could  be  called  into  the  service  of 
their  country.  Then  there  would  be  a  lot  of  vacant  places 
left  in  the  Police  Department,  and  Palo  Alto,  with  its 
big  population  and  built  up  area  would  be  without  any 
police  protection.  That  is  if  it  was  under  some  less  far- 
sighted  chief  than  Howard  Zink. 

In  announcing  his  plan,  Chief  Zink  said  : 

"It  is  important  to  the  community  that  we  set  up 
and  train  a  corps  of  reserve  volunteers  for  service  in  case 
of  a  great  exigency  or  emergency.  I  appeal  to  all  Palo 
Alto  men  of  21  years  of  age,  or  over,  who  are  in  good 
health  and  not  members  of  the  armed  forces,  or  subject 
to  early  draft,  to  volunteer  their  service  to  the  Police 
Department." 

At  any  time  during  the  24  hours  of  every  day  appli- 
cations may  be  had  at  the  police  headquarters. 

Those  who  volunteer  will  be  given  a  course  of  training 
in  general  police  work,  including  laws  governing  police, 
police  procedure,  and  traffic  control.  This  latter  will  be  a 


major  effort,  tor  those  preparing  foi  national  defense  are 
stiessing  tin-  necessity  of  quick  evacuation  in  case  an 
atomic  bomb  is  loosened  on  any  city  in  America.  In  such 
a  case  it  can  easily  be  imagine!]  what  the  traffic  on  every 
highway  leading  from  the  center  ot  any  such  tragedy, 
Would    be. 

Volunteers,  while  training  and  waiting  tor  an  opening 
would  receive  no  salary,  but  will  be  doing  a  greatly- 
needed  service.  However,  Chief  Zink  stated  that  when 
there  occasions  a  vacancy  the  volunters  called  for  police 
duty  would  naturally  be  paid  for  their  services  as  police 
officers. 

Chief  Zink  ever  since  he  took  over  the  PAPD  has 
always  been  up  among  the  leading  police  executives 
in  any  thing  that  meant  better  law  enforcement.  He  was 
one  of  the  pioneers  in  the  use  of  radio  in  police  work; 
he  was  among  the  first  to  adopt  the  40-hour  week  for 
police  officers;  he  has  worked  for  better  salaries  and 
better  working  conditions  for  the  ii  members  of  his 
department  who  are  well  trained,  and  offered  oppor- 
tunities for  advancement  and  increase  in  salaries  by  a 
system  of  which  he  is  the  originator,  which  by  a  monthly 
work  report  the  qualifications  of  any  member  can  be 
easily  decided. 

Palo  Alto's  25,290  people  have  every  reason  to  be 
mighty  proud  of  its  Police  Department  and  its  Chief. 
They  keep  crime  at  a  low  level,  and  when  any  crime 
occurs  the  members  are  well  able  to  bring  the  law  breaker 
in,  and  prsent  valid  evidence  at  his  trial. 

And  Chief  Zink's  action  in  preparing  for  any  emer- 
gency that  this  Korean  crisis  may  develop  should  give 
the  people  of  the  upper  Santa  Clara  city  a  lot  of  satis- 
faction, satisfaction  to  know  they  will  have  a  police  de- 
partment to  meet  any  eventuality.

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Captain  Cassell,  San  Mateo  County  C.  H.  P.  Chief 


Down  in  San  Mateo  County  there  is  a  California 
Highway  Patrol  captain  who  for  13  years  on  August  10, 
has  handled  the  ever  growing  automobile  traffic  over 
the  more  than  1300  miles  of  highways  that  pass  through 
the  county.    He  is  Captain   Elbert   F.   Cassell. 

Captain  Cassell  was  born  in  North  Carolina  in  1902, 
came  west  with  his  parents  when  he  was  seven  years 
old,  landing  in  Olympia,  Washington.  Two  years  later 
the  family  moved  to  Stockton  and  later  to  Lassen  county, 
where  young  Cassell  finished  his  education.  He  got  a  job 
with  the  Union  Oil  Company,  and  worked  up  during  his 
five  years  with  that  concern  to  city  salesman  for  Sacra- 
mento. He  worked  under  Sidney  Hirkner,  who  by  a 
strange  set  of  circumstances  is  now  distributor  for  the 
Union  Company  with  headquarters  in  Redwood  City, 
where  he  is  also  city  councilman.  That  is  the  city  Captain 
Cassell    now    has    as    his    Highway    Patrol    headquarters. 

In  April,  1^27,  he  joined  the  Highway  Patrol,  then 
in  charge  of  Frank  Snook.  His  first  assignment  was  in 
Sacramento  county.  In  January,  1931,  the  late  Governor 
James  Rolph,  on  assuming  the  office  of  the  state's  chief 
executive  selected  him  as  his  personal  bodyguard,  and 
during  the  term  of  Governor  Rolph  there  was  probably 


Fhe  first  highwa)  passes  through  incorporated  cities 
which  today  are  almost  solidly  built  up  along  both  sides 
of  the  highway, 

When  Captain  Cassell  took  over  San  Mateo  County  he 
had  17  men  working  for  him.  Today  he  has  2(>  patrol 
members,  four  of  whom  are  sergeants,  they  being  Senior 
Sergeant  Otto  Schramm,  Charles  Eagan,  Neil  Porter  and 
Paul  Perussina. 

He  also  has  five  radio  dispatchers;  two  clerks,  and  two 
crossing  guards. 

There  are  12  radio  equipped  patrol  cars  and  seven 
motorcycles. 

Fhe  men  and  equipment  cover  the  1300  miles  of  high- 
ways, roads  and  other  by-ways  24  hours  every  day. 
They  have  made  great  records  for  keeping  traffic  moving 
and  preventing  accidents  at  big  gatherings  in  the  valley, 
such  as  the  football  games  at  the  Stanford  Stadium,  county 
fairs,  Bay  Meadows  and  Tanforan  race  tracks,  Fourth  of 
July  celebrbations  and   annual    rodeo  at   Redwood   City. 

During  1949  there  were  37  traffic  deaths  on  the  high- 
ways under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  CHP  in  San  Mateo 
County.  This  year  to  July  1  there  have  been  16,  which 
is  remarkable  reduction  in  view  of  the  increasing  number

no  man  who  traveled  over  the  state  of  California  more 
than  Cassell.  He  was  with  the  governor  when  he  died 
down   in   Santa  Clara  County  in    1934. 

He  served  in  the  same  capacity  as  governor's  guard 
until  1936  under  Governor  "Frank  Merriam.  In  1933 
he  had  successfully  passed  the  examination  and  was  ap- 
pointed a  Captain,  and  was  for  nine  months  after  leaving 
the  governor's  service,  in  charge  of  traffic  in  Lassen  county. 
In  1937  with  the  opening  of  the  Golden  Gate  bridge  he 
was  placed  in  charge  of  the  CHP  detail  and  served  in  thai 
capacity  for  14  months. 

On  August  10,  1938,  he  was  assigned  to  San  Mateo 
county  and  has  been  there  ever  since,  doing  a  great  job 
of  handling  the  perplexing  problems  of  traffic,  that  flows 
in  increasing  numbers  over  El  Camino  Real,  Bayshore 
Highway,    Skyline    Boulevard    and    the    coast    highway. 


of  automobiles  and  people  who  are  passing  through  the 
county,  particularly  El  Camino  and  Bayshore  highways 
which  are  probably  the  heaviest  traveled  highways  in 
northern  California. 

Enforcement  is  a  major  objective  of  the  men  under  Cap- 
tain Cassell.  During  1949  rhere  were  8501  arrests  for  all 
traffic  violations,  and  6349  warnings  were  issued  to  motor- 
ists. Like  all  members  of  the  CHP  the  San  Mateo  detail 
stresses  courtesy.  No  matter  what  the  violation  may  be 
the  violator  is  approached  in  a  courteous  mannner  and 
given  his  ticket  or  warning  in  a  gentlemanly  way. 

Captain  Cassell  married  I  la  Blackwell,  of  Stockton,  in 
1922.  The  couple  has  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Mary  Lou 
Bartlett,  who  now  resides  with  her  husband  in  San 
Carlos.

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Chief  Wisnom  Has  30  Years  with  Hillsborough  P.  D. 


On  Max  30,  Walter  Wismom  completed  30  years  as  a 
member  of  the  Hillsborough  Police  Department,  nine 
years  as  Chief  of  Police.  He  lias  seen  main  changes  in  law 
enforcement,  nol  only  in  his  own  exclusive  residential  city, 
but   in   the  state   and    nation   as   well.

Thirty  years  ago  there  were  no  police  two  or  three  way 
radio,  no  teletypes,  mighty  few  automobiles  were  used  in 
police  work ;  the  law  enforcement  officials  of  this  state  had 
not  been  organized  as  they  are  today  with  the  State  Peace 
Officers'  Association,  and  even  in  San  Mateo  County  it 
would  be  a  few  years  before  the  Peninsula  Police  Officers' 
Association  was  formed.  The  Bay  County  Peace  Officers' 
Association  was  some  seven  years  away. 

The  F.B.I,  was  an  uncertain  organization  thirty  years 
ago  and  it  was  four  years  later  when  Director  J.  Edgar 
Hoover  assumed  charge  and  made  it  the  greatest  agency 
and  more  successful  of  its  kind  in  the  history  of  the  world. 

Yes,  Chief  Wisnom  has  seen  all  the  changes  that  have 
made  law  enforcement  become  big  business  and  making  it 
mighty  tough  indeed  for  the  evildoers.  And  he  has  had  his 
part  in  these  changes  and  has  applied  them  to  his  eight-man 
police  department. 

He  is  a  graduate  from  the  F.B.I.  National  Police 
Academy,  a  member  of  the  International  Association  of 
Chiefs  of  Police.  The  State  Peace  Officers'  Association, 
the  Bay  County  Peace  Officers'  Association,  the  Peninsula 
Police  Officers  Association — and  is  a  past  president  of  the 
latter  two — and  of  the  San  Mateo  County  Police  Execu- 
tive Association. 

Too  he  has  done  everything  possible  to  make  his  organi- 
zation up  to  date  in  every  manner.  He  is  a  pioneer  in 
radio  as  applied  to  police  operations,  and  has  joined  up 
with    Burlingame   and   San   Mateo   in   a   three  city   radio 


hook  up  that  will  make  available  every  man  of  the  police 
departments  of  the  three  cities  on  a  signal  that  calls  for 
united  efforts  in  case  of  an  emergency.  Already  there  has 
been  spent  £1,800  for  the  change  over  from  his  broad- 
casting station  and  £2,700  more  is  available  to  make  the 
installation  of  all  the  most  modern  equipment  for  the 
converted  channel.  I  his  equipment  is  the  last  word  in 
police   radio   and    is   being  installed   by   the   Motorola  Co. 

When  the  change  is  completed  some  twenty  police  cars 
from  the  three  communities  will  receive  simultaneous 
broadcasts.  Hillsborough  PD's  new  call  signal  will  be 
KMA398. 

Another  new  feature  adopted  by  Chief  Wisnom  is  giv- 
ing a  24-hour-a-day  patrol  to  the  entire  limits  of  the  city 
of  Hillsborough.  This  will  increase  the  mileage  his  boys 
built  up  for  1949  in  patrolling  the  44  miles  of  streets 
within  the  city  limits. 

The  crime  picture  is  a  good  one  for  the  HPD.  There 
were  no  robberies,  murders  or  assaults  and  only  ten  bur- 
glaries during  the  past  year,  and  most  of  them  were  cleared 
by  arrests  and  convictions. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  traffic  accidents  and  only 
fourteen  injured  calls  for  hospitalization. 

A  new  man  taking  the  place  of  one  who  resigned,  is  fin- 
ishing his  probationary  term  and  will  soon  be  appointed  a 
permanent  member  of  the  department.  He  is  Glen  Strug- 
hold. 

The  boys  in  the  station  working  under  Captain  E.  P. 
Funke  are  still  getting  a  chuckle  out  of  a  call  for  police 
help  early  in  June.  Seems  like  Carl  Phillips,  caretaker 
for  the  Robert  B.  Watts  estate,  sent  at  a  late  hour  a  des- 
perate call  for  police  help.  There  had  been  a  burglary  Mr. 
Phillips  stated  over  the  phone.  The  proper  assignment  of 
men  in  patrol  cars  dashed  to  the  Watts  home. 

When  the  armed  force  arrived  they  were  met  by  Mr. 
Phillips  who  informed  them  that  the  burglary  was  not  in 
Mr.  Watts'  home  but  out  in  the  barn.  The  thieves  had 
made  away  with  42  tons  of  baled  hay,  which  is  some  hay 
in  these  times  of  high  prices.  That  is  one  burglary  the 
HPD  has  not  been  able  to  solve  as  yet.  But  you  can  bank 
on  it  that  Mr.  Watts  must  know  he  got  quick  action  from 
the  members  of  the  police  department — the  fast  way  the 
patrol  cars  arrived  at  the  scene  of  the  burglary.

Great  credit  to  this  desirable  record  goes  to  Millbrae's 
first  and  present  Chief  of  Police,  \V.  F.  Swope,  Jr.,  who 
assisted  by  his  four  assistants,  Lieutenant  Lawrence  Pick- 
ett, Officers  James  Urbanski,  George  Albright  and  H.  F. 
Schroeder,  see  that  the  traffic  laws  are  strictly  obeyed. 
Chief  Swope  was  formerly  a  member  of  the  California 
Highway    Patrol,   and   he  has  learned,   and   has  applied, 


many  of  the  things  he  learned  during  his  eight  years  as  a 
member  of  that  splendid  organization,  to  making  the  high- 
ways  safe  for  both  autoists  and  pedestrians.    Principal  of 
these  is  sustained  and  firm  law  enforcement. 

One  of  the  things  that  has  contributed  greatly  to  his 
successful  record  is  Chief  Swope's  maintenance  of  a  24- 
hour  patrol  of  the  streets  and  highways  of  Millbrae.  A 
driver  who  has  been  out  too  late  on  a  poker  party  or  some 
other  party  and  in  his  desire  to  hasten  home  and  face  the 
lady  of  his  house,  or  some  gent  who  thinks  that  in  the 
early  morning  hours  there  is  no  one  bothering  about  how 
fast  he  is  percolating  down  the  highway,  gets  a  big  sur- 
prise to  have  a  siren  pulling  him  to  a  stop  and  make  him 
the  recipient  of  a  ticket  for  speeding  or  reckless  driving. 
The  night  boys  also  pick  up  some  drunken  driver  now 
and  then. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  since  the  incorporation  of  Millbrae 
into  a  city  Chief  Swope  has  reduced  traffic  accidents  by 
65  per  cent,  and  that  is  something  a  police  official  can  take 
great  pride,  in  view  of  the  fact  the  increase  in  population 
throughout  the  state  and  the  increase  of  the  number  of 
automobiles  on  our  highways  has  been  something  that 
brings  in  a  corresponding  increase  of  accidents. 

There  has  been  no  crime  worth  mentioning  since  it  has 
become  a  corporated  city. 

The  report  of  the  U.  S.  Census  Bureau  made  last 
month  places  the  population  of  Millbrae  at  8958. 

New  homes  and  new  business  stores  are  springing  up 
everj  day  and  more  people  are  finding  that  Millbrae  has 
everything  desirable  for  a  contented  home  owner.  And 
prominent  among  these  things  is  a  good  police  department, 
though  small  in  number,  is  made  up  of  men  who  have 
the  experience  and  the  ability  to  give  the  maximum  in  law- 
enforcement.

Hotels,  restaurants, 
coffee  shops  abound  at  all  of  the  many  resorts  about  the 
lake,  serve  meals  ranging  from  a  cup  of  coffee  and  dough- 
nuts to  as  fine  a  bill  of  fare  as  you  would  find  in  any  big 
city  cafe.  The  food  is  good  and  the  prices  more  reasonable 
than  one  would  expect,  often  lower  than  the  cost  in  many 
of  our  large  cafes  and  restaurants. 

There  is  the  Lake  Tahoe  Chamber  of  Commerce  tak- 
ing in  all  the  territory  which  includes  two  states,  five 
counties  and  21    post  offices  in   California  and   Nevada. 


This  wide-awake  Chamber  spearheads  the  campaign  to 
sec  that  everyone  who  visits  the  area  goes  away  satislicl 
and  you  hear  of  no  complaints  from  any  of  the  great 
horde  of  visitors  which  each  year  is  increasing  in  huge 
numbers. 

To  give  an  idea  of  the  hea\  \  traffic  that  is  coining 
to  Lake  Tahoe  here  are  the  figures  given  by  Inspector 
Fritz  Ferry's  office  of  the  State  Quarantine  Inspection 
station  for  the  four  day  Fourth  of  July  holidays: 

There  were  23,000  automobiles  checked  for  the  period, 
of  which  3253  were  out  of  state  cars.  This  is  more  than 
checked  a  year  ago.  At  King's  Beach  there  were  15,000 
cars  checked. 

Then  there  are  more  thousands  who  come  for  winter 
sports,  and  there  are  a  number  of  all  year  round  resorts 
opened  to  take  care  of  these  hardy  visitors. 

There  is  naturally  a  call  for  law  enforcement.  With 
so  many  people  converging  on  the  lake  area,  with  so  many 
homes,  increasing  each  year  in  number,  there  must  be 
organized  law  enforcement  agencies.  On  the  California 
side  there  are  three  townships.  Separate  articles  deal  with 
two  of  these.  Last  year  because  the  area  around  King's 
Beach  and  Brockaway  had  grown  to  such  a  large  number 
of  people  and  places  of  habitation,  Placer  County  created 
another  township,  numbered  12.  Richard  A.  Lavery  was

Constable  Harry  Johanson  of  Tahoe  City  acted  the  part  of  Santa

dming  the  winter  months. 


Speaking  of  snow.  Chief  Johanson  says  the  past  ycai 
has  been  the  most  remarkable  of  any  since  he  came  to  the 
area  in  1932.  From  last  September  to  and  including  this 
June  there  was  snow  every  month,  and  today  there  is 
more  of  this  frozen  water  on  the  surrounding  peaks  than 
is  usually  found  during  July. 

Constable  Johanson  has  cut  down  his  Siberian  husky 
dogs  from  14  to  7.  This  is  because  the  State  Highway 
Commission  now  keeps  the  main  roads  around  the  lake 
and  those  to  the  lake  cleared  of  snow  during  the  winter 
months.  This  lessens  greatly  the  necessity  of  him  going 
out  with  his  dog  team  to  rescue  some  stranded  motorist 
or  pedestrian.  He  rescued  a  lot  of  people  during  the  years 
he  has  been  in  Tahoe  Cty,  until  two  years  ago  when  the 
roads  were  cleared  of  snow. 

However  during  the  winter  months  he  maintains  a  con- 
tinuous patrol  of  all  the  area,  checking  homes  along 
the  lake  front,  and  in  the  back  lands  where  many  new 
residences  have  been  built.  He  needs  his  dogs,  his  snow 
shoes  and  his  skis  to  navigate  this  vast  territory  covered 
with  snow,  which  this  past  winter  reached  seven  feet 
in  depth. 


for  the  swell  service  he  has  rendered  during  his  incum- 
bency as  constable.  He  was  first  appointed  to  the  position 
in  1936.  He  was  unanimously  elected  for  a  four-year  term 
at  the  first  general  election  following  his  appointment 
and  has  been  reelected  every  four  years  since  then. 

Last  year  Placer  County  officials,  taking  cognizance 
of  the  rapid  growth  in  population,  and  the  increasing 
number  that  flock  to  the  Lake  Tahoe  summer  resorts  and 
the  winter  sports,  decided  it  was  too  much  for  one  man  to 
look  after  from  a  law  enforcement  point,  so  they  created 
another  township,  from  the  Nevada  state  line  on  the 
north  shore  of  the  lake,  with  Kings  Beach  as  the  head- 
quarters for  the  township,  which  has  been  numbered 
Township  12.  Account  of  the  new  Constable  and  Justice 
of  the  Peace  in  another  article  in  this  issue  of  the  Journal. 

Constable  Johanson  reports  that  people  are  coming  to 
his  township  in  ever  increasing  numbers  this  year,  and  it 
seems  that  when  the  season  ends  the  record  established  in 
1949  will  have  been  exceeded. 

Yet  there  has  been  no  crime  worth  mentioning,  and 
traffic  accidents  have  been  surprisingly  low. 

Not  only  have  a  lot  of  people  selected  Lake  Tahoe 
for  their  summer  outing  but  winter  sports  have  brought 
an  ever  growing  number  of  skiers  to  the  region.  With  the 
improvement  of  the  Squaw  Valley  ski  run  with  its  super 
up-to-date  ski  lift,  every  week  end  found  upward  of  three 
to  four  thousands  of  enthusiasts  for  this  invigorating 
winter  pastime. 

Squaw  Valley  is  within  Chief  Johanson's  jurisdiction 
and  he  will  be  found  on  hand  on  every  week  end  during 
the  winter  months  when  the  snow  is  deep  enough  to 
furnish  the  best  of  sport.

Celebration. 

During  1949  there  were  no  holdups,  no  strong  arm 
robberies,  no  safe  cracking  jobs,  and  burglaries  were  even 
less  than  the  year  previous.  Even  bad  check  passers  were 
less  numerous  over  the  year. 

For  another  year  Placerville  has  a  clean  slate  as  far 
as  traffic  accident  fatalities  are  concerned.  There  was  no 
one  killed  by  an  automobile  accident  during  the  past  12 
months,  and  this  makes  the  eighth  year  there  have  been 
no  traffic  deaths. 

Over  the  Fourth  of  July  holidays  a  check  of  cars  showed 
the  number  of  automobiles  to  pass  through  Placerville 
reached  a  high  point  of  15,000  on  the  biggest  day  of  the 
five-day  period.  Yet  there  were  no  deaths  and  no  accidents, 
except  a  few  dented  fenders.  Chief  Killian  and  his  force 
of  policemen  worked  12-hour  shifts  during  the  five-day 
holidays. 

The  five-man  police  force  do  a  great  job  of  patrolling 
the  area  of  Placerville,  and  under  the  direction  of  Chief 
Martin  D.  Killian,  they  have  learned  a  lot  about  the 
work  of  law  enforcement  officers.  The  members  are  all 
World  War  II  veterans,  and  they  all  got  a  lot  of  ex- 
perience in  following  orders  during  their  war  service 
and  continually  strive  to  get  more  knowledge  of  the  work 
they  have  turned  to  after  they  served  their  country  so  well. 

One  officer  has  left  the  department  during  the  past 
vear.  He  is  Wallace  L.  Kiker.  His  place  has  been  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Jesse  Hartvickson. 

The  demands  for  lumber  for  construction  of  new 
homes  throughout  the  state  has  called  on  the  big  lumber 


companies  of.  the  area  to  turn  out  a  lot  of  necessary 
building  material.  Today  the  yards  of  the  three  big  lum- 
ber companies  are  down  to  a  low  level  of  cut  lumber. 

Chief  Killian  who  has  served  18  years  as  a  police  officer 
with  the  Placerville  Department  has  completed  eight  years 
as  Chief  of  Police. 

It's  a  far  cry  to  the  early  days  of  the  town,  when  in 
the  late  '-Mi's  it  bore  the  name  of  Hangtown,  because 
the  people  had  an  abrupt  way  of  taking  care  of  murder- 
ers, horse  thieves  and  other  major  criminals.  There  were 
no  penitentiaries  in  California  dining  those  pioneer  gold 
rush  days,  and  a  piece  of  hemp  around  a  gentleman's 
neck  and  slung  over  a  high  limb  of  the  plentiful  supply 
of  big  trees  of  the  area  was  about  the  only  solution  of- 
fered  to   the  pioneers   for  handling  their  crime  problem. 

Placerville  was  a  roaring  town,  the  center  of  thousands 
of  miners  who  poured  into  the  place  following  the  dis- 
covery of  gold  by  John  Marshall  at  nearby  Coloma  on 
January  24,  1848.  They  were  hardy  men,  and  among 
them  were  some  who  later  developed  into  men  of  affairs 
in  this  nation's  historv. 


Officer  Albert  Frev,  eldest  in  point  of  service  on  the  Placerville 
Police   Department. 

Phillip  D.  Armour  got  his  start  in  the  meat  packing 
industry.  He  operated  a  small  butcher  shop  in  Hangtown, 
and  from  there  went  east  and  set  up  the  vast  Armour 
Meat  Packing  Company. 

John  M.  Studebaker  came  to  what  is  now  Placerville 
from  his  Indiana  home.  He  had  no  luck  in  finding  the 
precious  .gold  metal,  but  he  was  a  skilled  mechanic.  He 
saw  a  demand  for  wheelbarrows,  which  were  mighty 
scarce  in  those  early  days  of  this  state.  He  set  about  to 
meet  this  demand  by  making  wheelbarrows.  He  prospered 
in  this  industry,  so  much  so  that  he  saved  up  enough 
money  to  go  back  to  South  Bend,  Indiana  and  started  the 
big  Studebaker  industry  which  was  from  then  on  leaders 
in  buggies  and  other  horse  drawn  vehicles  and  automo- 
biles. 

Mark  Hopkins  opened  up  a  grocery  store  in  Hang- 
town.  He  too  prospered  and  went  on  to  become  one  of 
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the  great  titans  of  wealth  and   railroad  building  of  the 
West. 

1  here  were  others  who  rose  to  eminence  in  the  busi- 
ness, literary  and  farming  world. 

While  there  is  some  mining  in  the  county,  lumbering, 
fruit  and  vegetable  farming,  and  live  stock  raising  have 
taken  the  place  of  gold  production  in  supporting  the 
economy  of  the  area.  Today  some  $12,000,000  a  year  are 
produced  from  the  above  named  activities. 

With  all  this  great  change  Placerville  has  maintained 
law  and  order  in  a  most  commendable  manner,  differing 
from  the  rough  and  ready  days  of  a  century  ago.  It  is 
a  nice  place  to  live  in,  a  nice  place  to  visit,  and  there  are 
a  lot  of  nice  people  making  up  its  population,  and  among 
them  are  Chief  Killian  and   his  police  officers.

The  "San  Quentin  Story"  by  Warden  Clinton  D. 
Duffy  as  told  to  Dean  Jennings,  one  of  San  Francisco's 
noted  writers,  and  put  out  by  Doubleday,  is  a  book  that 
all  should  read.  It  is  the  story  of  San  Quentin,  the  world's 
largest  penal  institution,  and  in  the  telling  Warden 
Duffy  gives  an  entertaining,  enlightening  and  factual  ac- 
count of  this  great  institution. 

I  he  San  Francisco  Examiner  ran  the  following  re- 
view of  the  book,  and  we  know  of  no  better  way  of 
telling  what  a  fine  one  it  is:

"Never  a  coddler,  but  instead  a  penologist  of  top  na- 
tional importance  who  has  long  believed  incarcerated 
men  must  be  given  humane  treatment  if  society  is  to 
expect  anything  from  its  hopes  for  reforming  them, 
Warden  Duffy  has  brought  about  changes  that  make 
San  Quentin  a  model  of  administrative  and  humanitarian 
operations.  The  grand  result:  trouble,  bad  trouble,  that 
is,  such  as  invariably  accompanies  the  ugly  combination 
of  administrative  inefficiency  and  cruel  treatment  of  in- 
mates, is  absent  at  San  Quentin. 

"Warden  Duffy's  book  tells  how  he  did  it.  He  relates 
one  incident  after  another  in  the  style  of  a  raconteur.  He 
takes  us  from  the  receiving  department  to  the  death  cells, 
stopping  all  along  the  route  for  anecdotes  and  explana- 
tions.

The  annual  barbecue  which  for  some  15  years  has 
been  an  outstanding  event,  featured  the  Auguest  meeting 
of  the  Bay  Counties  Peace  Officers  Association.  The  big 
feed  was  held  on  August  3,  at  Coyote  Point,  near  Bur- 
lingame.  Chief  Martin  McDonnell  of  San  Mateo  was  the 
host  being  assisted  by  co-hosts  Chiefs  R.  C.  Theur  of 
Burlingame  and  Walter  Wisnom. 

Despite  the  vacation  month  there  was  a  large  turnout 
of  peace  officers,  and  they  found  that  the  program  and 
the  menu  were  in  keeping  with  the  fine  record  of  past 
barbecues  given  by  the  Association  at  this  beautiful  spot. 

Chief  McDonnell  with  Inspector  Thomas  Connors 
headed  a  detail  of  police  officers  from  the  San  Mateo  Po- 
lice Department  in  preparing  the  chicken,  red  beans 
and  other  necessary  accessories  for  a  big  event  of  this 
kind.  Frank  Pease  who  has  superintended  the  cooking 
part  of  the  occasion  since  it  was  instituted  by  the  late 
Chief  Thomas  Burke,  was  on  hand  in  an  advisory  capa- 
city. As  he  stated  when  called  upon  for  a  few  remarks 
that   he  is  now  80  years  of  age  and   is  taking  it  easy. 

There  was  plenty  of  refreshment  served  before  and 
during  the  luncheon. 

The  Peninsula  Electronics  provided  excellent  sound 
facilities  and  were  thanked  by  Chief  McDonnell  and  the 
president  of  the  Association. 

Following  the  consumption  of  a  lot  of  food,  Associ- 
ation President,  Chief  Frank  Kelly  of  San  Rafael,  called 
the  meeting  to  order.  He  thanked  Chief  McDonnell  and 
his  co-hosts  for  the  wonderful  affair  and  called  upon  each 
to  present  their  respective  official  families.  Then  with 
the  introduction  of  numerous  prominent  guests,  Chief 
Kelly  called  upon  Divisional  Deputy  Sheriff  John  J. 
Greening,  of  Alameda  County. 

He  gave  an  account  of  what  was  being  done  in  the 
matter  of  mutual  aid  and  civilian  defense,  stating  that 
Sheriff  H.  P.  Gleason  was  at  the  time  in  Sacramento  con- 
ferring with  the  governor's  council  that  is  busy  with 
plans  looking  to  caring  for  the  people  of  this  state  if  the 
present  Korean  conflict  grows  into  something  bigger. 
Sheriff  Gleason  heads  the  defense  setup  for  the  nine  Bay 
Area  counties. 

He  said  peace  officers  could  expect  within  the  next 
sixty  days  definite  information  on  important  features  of 
the  mutual  aid   and   defense  plans  being  worked  out. 

Deputy  Greening  also  stated  that  the  Basic  Police 
Training  School  would  start  a  new  class  beginning  Octo- 
ber 2  and  last  to  the  28th  of  that  month.  That  the  offi- 
cers sent  to  the  school  would  be  on  a  six  day  week.  The 
expenses  at  the  Prison  Farm  of  the  Alameda  Sheriff's  office 


at  Santa  Rita,  will  be  three  dollars  a  day  for  each  student 
with  $5.00  registration  fee.  He  invited  all  police  execu- 
tives to  send  in  names  of  men  they  have  selected  for  the 
course.  He  also  said  in  addition  to  the  subjects  covered 
during  the  school  weeks  two  extra  ones  have  been  added, 
including  typing. 

Secretary-treasurer  Captain  Bernard  McDonald, 
SFPD,  presented  the  following  names  that  had  been 
cleared  by  the  membership  committee,  and  they  were 
elected  to  membership : 

Captain  of  Inspectors  Willard  Smith,  Richmond ;  Lt. 
M.  Chief  J.   W.  Lyall,   Belmont  Andrew   Byrd. 

Al  Rhine  entertained  the  assemblage  with  some  good 
sleight  of  hand  tricks  and  could  have  held  the  boys  for  an 
hour  more.  Seems  Al  gets  better  every  year  and  his  wil- 
lingness to  do  his  magic  has  made  him  very  popular  with 
all  peace  officers.  He  brought  with  him  as  guests  Larry 
Barrett;  the  big  garage  and  tire  man  who  used  to  be 
a  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  and 
a  good  one.  Also  Fred  W.  Moe,  president  of  the  Ramp 
Building  Corporation  of  New  York  City,  who  is  out 
west  to  give  ideas  of  off-street  parking,  something  of  which 
he  is  an  expert. 

District  Attorney  Louis  Dematteis,  elected  for  a  four- 
year  term  at  the  June  primary  election,  was  the  principal 
speaker  of  the  meeting. 

While  his  address  was  short  it  was  one  of  the  best 
the  Association  has  heard  in  years.  He  dealt  with  the 
present  Korean  crisis  and  said  the  future  might  spring 
this  conflict  into  a  more  widespread  war.  He  counseled 
every  peace  officer  to  be  ready  to  do  his  share. 

He  said  those  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  law 
would  be  called  upon  to  do  more  than  their  regular  duty, 
they  would  be  called  upon  by  the  public  to  be  an  im- 
portant line  of  defense  and  ready  to  make  any  sacrifice. 
Every  peace  officer  would  be  called  to  duty  to  meet  over- 
whelming obstacles,  and  he  said  it  was  important  that 
they  be  ready  for  that  call  and  fearlessly  meet  that  call. 

We  face  real  dangers  and  must  be  ready  to  face  them, 
he  said,  and  it  follows  that  they  shall  have  added  bur- 
dens. He  was  not  worried  about  the  willingness  of  law 
enforcement  officers  to  do  their  part,  he  asked  that  they 
be    ready    when    and    if    those    dangers    transpire. 

He  got  a  big  hand  at  the  conclusion  of  his  address.

It  has  never  been  a  place  where  criminals  got  a  toe 
hold.  It  has  always  been  a  law  abiding  community,  and 
the  police  department  has  throughout  the  years  seen  that 
it  remains  that  way.

All  facilities  for  a  modern  police  department  will  be 
found  in  the  Menlo  Park  P.  D.  headquarters. 

Chief  Potter  has  applied  main  of  the  worthwhile  thing- 
be  learned  at  the  National  Police  Academy. 

He  holds  regular  meetings  with  his  officers  and  gives 
them  a  complete  course  on  police  procedure  in  all  phases, 
and  the  members  are  enthusiastic  over  these  sessions. 

He  has  also  applied  the  minor  test  for  determining  how 
fast  the  motorists  go  over  the  citj  streets.  These  tests  are 
designed  not  as  enforcement  efforts  but  to  get  data  to  set 
speed  limits  on  heavily  traveled  city  streets.  The  device 
consists  of  two  posts  with  reflectors  placed  at  measured 
distances  and  when  a  car  passed  the  first  post  it  flashes  and 
an  officer  in  a  nearby  parked  car  with  a  stop  watch  gets 
the  signal  ami  when  the  car  passes  the  second  post  he  has 
the  exact  speed  of  the  car.  Thus  was  the  speed  limits 
which  have  been  placed  on  important  streets  in  congested 
areas. 

1  he  three  radio  patrol  cars  give  a  complete  coverage 
through  the  24-hour  dav. 

There  have  been  no  robberies  during  the  past  year,  and 
burglaries  have  shown  a  marked  decrease.  There  was 
one  murder  and  suicide  in  Menlo  Park  during  the  past  12 
months.    I  he  record  for  traffic  deaths  is  one.

Escorts  for  persons  carrying  monej  to  or  from  banks, 
theaters,  postofEce  and  the  citj  are  furnished  by  the 
Police  Department.  During  last  year  there  were  1,111 
escorts.

Burlingame  has  74.1  parking  meters  and  these  have  not 
only  contributed  to  solving  the  traffic  problem,  which  in 
Burlingame,  because  of  its  narrow  streets  and  congested 
business  area  is  a  tough  one,  bur  these  meters  bring  in  a 
lot  nt  money.

have  been  installed  during  the  past  year  and  this  has  con- 
tributed greatlj  to  the  reduction  ol  ai  i  idents. 

At  the  four-da)  Fourth  ol  Jul)  Rodeo  and  parade  held 
ai  Redwood  City,  there  was  a  record  set  up  that  has  made 
the  Police  Department  might)  proud.  With  a  crowd 
ever)  day  oi  the  rodeo,  rising  to  100,000  people  the  da) 
the  parade  was  held,  then'  wasn't  hut  one  minor  traffic 
accident,  there  were  no  burglaries  or  robberies,  in  fact 
there  was  no  report  of  any  crime  being  pulled  within  the 
city  during  the  entire  lour  days. 

1  he  freedom  from  automobile  accidents  is  remarkable 
because  the  i\vw  rodeo  stadium  along  the  bayshore  was 
opened  for  the  first  time  and  the  traffic  was  terrific.  Yet 
the  Police  Department  was  able  to  cope  with  the  great 
number  ol  cars,  and  no  one  got  hurt  and  no  machines 
were  banged  up. 

Following  is  an  account  of  the  lives  and  police  back- 
ground of  the  newly  commissioned  officers: 

Captain  Douglas  was  born  in  Oroville  in   1887.  When 
six  years  of  age  his  parents  moved  to  Santa  Cruz  and  in 
1900   Douglas  came  to  Redwood  City,  where  he  finished 
his  education.     In    1015    he   became   a    relief   man    in    the 
Police  Department,  which  at  that  time  included  the  Mar- 
shal   James    Coleman    and    Officer    C.    L.    Collins.

He  was  not  so  well  satisfied  with  the 
hours,  the  no  days  off  and  the  pay,  so  he  joined  the  Fire 
Department  in  1929.    That  agency  which  served  the  then 
some  3500  people  of  Redwood  City  consisted  of  two  men, 
Douglas  and  William  Werder.   After  being  with  the  FD 
for  three  years  he  came  back  to  the  Police  Department  in 
1923,  and  since  then  has  served  for  27  years  in  a  manner 
that  has  brought  him  high  commendations  from  the  people 
of  his  adopted  city  as  well  as  thousands  of  other  residents 
of  the  ever  increasing  residents  of  San  Mateo  County. 
He  is  a  well-built  man,  well   preserved  and   has,  despite 
the   hardships   of   his   earlier   experience   with    the   Police 
Department,  kept  in  splendid  physical  condition  and  when 
it  comes  to  mastering  the  details  of  law  enforcement  we 
know  of  no  one  who  excels  Captain  Douglas,  in  ability, 
courage,    loyalty,    honesty    and    public    relations.     He    is 
mighty  popular  with  all  classes  of  people  who  make  up 
the  population  of  Redwood  Citv.    He  was  made  Sergeant 
in   1938. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Native  Sons  of  the  Golden 
West  and  the  Odd  Fellows. 

He  is  a  charter  member  and  past  president  of  the 
Peninsula  Police  Officers  Association,  and  has  had  much 
to  do  with   the  success  of  this  organization. 

Captain  Douglas  on  December  30,  1914  married  Miss 
Tessie  Reinhard,  a  Redwood  City  girl.  The  couple  have 
two  children,  a  son,  Keith,  who  resides  in  Los  Altos,  and 
Mrs.  Audrey  Sims  of  Redwood  City.

So  with  this  background  of  successful  police  service,  it 
follows  that  San  Bruno  with  its  enlarged  territory  will  he 
given  more  men  to  handle  any  criminal  situation  and  see 
that  crime  is  kept  at  a  low  level.  Times  being  what  they 
arc.  with  our  armed  forces  mixed  up  in  Korea,  no  one  can 
foretell  just  what  the  Defense  Department  of  the  United 
States  may  do  about  reactivating  the  Tanforan  naval  base. 
If  they  do  reactivate  it,  Chief  Maher  and  his  police  offi- 
',  cers  will  be  ready  to  give  any  help  that  may  be  needed. 

Chief  Maher  is  a  sincere  advocate  of  cooperation,  es- 
pecially as  applied  to  peace  officers  of  neighboring  cities 
and  of  the  state  as  well.  He  is  a  moving  force  in  the  San 
Mateo  County  Law  Enforcement  Officials  Association, 
and  serves  as  treasurer  of  that  organization.  He  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Peninsula  Police  Officers  Association,  the  Ray 
Count)  Peace  Officers  Association  and  the  State  Peace 
Officers  Association.

Lieutenant  William  I..  Andreasen  has  over  ten  years 
as  a  member  of  the  Police  Department,  having  joined 
in  April,  1('40.  He  was  made  a  Sergeant  in  April  1947 
and  elevated  to  his  present  rank  on  May  1,  1950.  While 
he  lias  always  performed  all  duties  assigned  to  him  with 
keen  understanding,  he  is  particularly  noted  for  his  knowl- 
edge nt  the  problems  of  juvenile  delinquency,  and  is  in 
charge  of  that  work  with  the  Department. 

Lieutenant  Henry  Kohnen  became  a  member  of  the 
Police  Department  in  February  19.^8.

Chief  Sunderland  also  put  in  a  call  for  Fred  Wyckoff, 
chief  criminal  prosecutor  oi  the  San  Mateo  County 
district  attorney"s  office  and  Frank  Marlowe,  then  crim- 
inal investigator  for  the  San  Mateo  County  district  at- 
torney's office. 

Because  all  police  agencies  of  the  peninsula  are  co- 
ordinated into  a  bureau  with  Sheriff  James  J.  McGrath 
as  its  head.  Chief  Sunderland  also  requested  assistance 
from  the  Sheriff's  office. 

Deputy  Sheriff  Milton  Minehan  was  assigned  to  tin- 
case  In  Sheriff  McGrath. 

It  didn't  take  the  officers  long  to  answer  the  question: 

What  was  Martin  Breslauer,  coin  acted  bookie  from 
San  Francisco  and  on  probation  (because  he  bad  asked 
for  leniency  due  ro  ill  health)  doing  in  Daly  City? 

Martin  Hreslauer  was  book  making  again  .  .  .  this  time 
in  Dalj  City  in  a  room  in  the  flat  above  the  grocery  store 
at  the  corner  of  San  Diego  and  Los  Banos  streets.  He  had 
posed  as  a  "real  estate  man''  when  he  rented  the  room 
from  the  flat  owners.  He  bad  two  telephones  installed  in 
the  quarters. 

The  grocery  people  and  people  in  the  neighborhood 
knew  Hreslauer  as  a  congenial  big  guy  who  carried  on 
his  "business"  in  the  upstairs  room  of  the  flat.  He  was 
pleasant  but  unmformative  about  his  business  .  .  .  and 
nobody  cared  much  what  he  did  because  he  "was  such 
a  nice  guy.' 

He    had    a    wife,    Grace,    living    in    San    Francisco. 

It  was  his  custom  to  leave  the  Daly  City  flat  at  about 
5:45  or  6:00  p.m.  every  day.  He  was  just  following  rou- 
tine on  the  day  he  was  killed! 

And  what's  more,  in  his  quiet,  uninformative  manner, 
Martin  was  carrying  on  a  lucrative  layoff  betting  book- 
making  business. 

When  the  morning  newspapers  hit  the  streets  in  San 
Francisco  with  the  story  of  the  murder  of  Bookie  Martin 
Brelauer  .  .  .  they  said  he  was  a  victim  of  gang  vengeance 
They  said  he  was  slain  by  rivals  in  the  bookmaking  busi 
ness  whom  he  wasn't  cutting  in  on  his  profits.  They  even 
said   he  had   been   rubbed  out  for  "welching  on  a  bet." 

And  the  theory  of  gang  vengeance  and  a  possible  gang- 
land execution  provided  the  movie-thriller  drama  that 
reporters  like  to  work  into  murder  stories.  And  can  you 
blame  them  ?

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But  Police  Chief  Sunderland  wouldn't  go  for  the  gang- 
land vengeance  theory.  Repeatedly  he  told  newsmen: 

"Breslauer  might  have  been  a  big  shot  bookie  .  .  .  but 
he  was  murdered  for  his  money.  He  was  robbed.  He  was 
not  a  victim  of  a  gangland  feud!" 

Police  turned  up  suspects  by  the  dozens.  One  of  Bres- 
lauer's  former  bookie  associates  was  questioned.  On  the 
afternoon  of  the  shooting  just  a  few  minutes  before  he 
walked  outside  to  his  death  .  .  .  Breslauer  had  taken  a  big 
layoff  bet  over  the  phone  in  his  room  in  the  Daly  City 
flat,  this  former  associate  told  police.  But  everybody  had 
an  alibi. 

The  leads  on  the  Breslauer  murder  case  were  as  cold 
as  a  spinster  at  the  ice  follies. 

Special  Investigator  Ed  Farrell  had  been  called  into 
the  case  by  District  Attorney  Louis  Dematteis  of  San 
Mateo  County.  Farrell,  Minehan  and  .Marlowe  formed 
a  team  that  worked  over  every  clue  in  the  Breslauer  case 
...  no  matter  how  inconsequential  it  might  appear.  And 
they  had  more  leads  than  the  intricate  wire  system  in  a 
telphone  company  switchboard. 

They  followed  these  leads  from  morning  until  the  next 
day's  dawn  for  days  upon  days  with  few  results. 

And  then  it  was  that  an  informer  appeared  on  the  hori- 
zon of  the  Breslauer  case.  He  KNEW  who  killed  Bres- 
lauer. He  KNEW  why  Breslauer  was  murdered.  He 
knew  just  HOW  it  was  planned  and  accomplished  .  .  .  but 
he  wasn't  talking  to  the  cops. 

He  went  to  a  newspaper  with  the  story. 

Screwboxes  who  know  all  the  answers  in  criminal  cases 
are  nothing  new  to  a  newspaper  office.  But  this  informer 
sounded  like  the  REAL  McCoy! 

The  informer,  a  scared  member  of  the  gang  who  ac- 
tually had  not  participated  in  the  shooting  of  Breslauer, 
WAS  telling  the  truth! 

But  in  a  court  of  law  his  story  wouldn't  hold  up  be- 
cause he  had  not  actually  witnessed  the  shooting.  Further- 
more, even  though  he  might  have  been  an  accomplice 
after  a  fashion  .  .  .  an  accomplice's  testimony  is  worthless 
if  it  is  not  corroborated. 

But  the  informer  did  furnish  the  newspaper,  and  the 
newspaper  in  turn  furnished  the  San  Francisco  and  San 
Mateo  County  authorities,  with  names  and  information, 
which  could  be  worked  on.

Inspectors  Frank  Hearn,  head  of  homicide  detail,  Re/nik. 
Chiei  of  Inspectors  English  and  others  had  rounded  up  the 
Teller  gang,  namelj  Roj  and  Joe  Teller,  brothers,  and 
John  (Midget)  Ruano,  as  tough  a  gang  ot  young  hood- 
lums as   San    Francisco   lias  ever   known. 

I  he  suspects  were  taken  to  a  rendezvous  with  San 
Mateo  County  authorities  at  the  San  Francisco  police 
range  at  Lake  Merced.  There,  through  a  window  and 
under  cover  of  darkness  .  .  .  Mrs.  Blanche  Button,  the 
Daly  City  housewife,  identified  Roy  (Fats)  Teller  as  one 
of  the  gunmen  she  had  seen  tussling  with  Breslauer  when 
the  latter  was  slain. 

i  eller,  his  brother  Joe  and  "Midge"  Ruano  sneered 
and  refused  to  talk.  The  case  was  still  far  from  being  a 
cinch  for  conviction. 

And  then  it  was  that  Frank  Marlowe,  San  Mateo 
County  D.A.'s  investigator,  through  a  clever  bit  of 
detective  work,  learned  that  Glen  McMains,  the  hook- 
nosed gunman,  who  was  with  "Fats"  Teller  when  Bres- 
lauer was  killed  .  .  .  was  on  a  ranch  near  Edcouch,  Texas 
...  a  border  town. 

On  December  4th,  1940,  Marlowe  and  Deputy 
Sheriff  Milton  Minehan  left  by  train  for  the  border  town. 
Upon  their  arrival  there  and  with  the  aid  of  Texas  au- 
thorities they   nabbed   McMains   without  a  struggle. 

En  route  back  to  California,  Marlowe  and  Minehan 
impressed  McMains,  a  cold,  calculating  customer,  that  he 
was  neck-deep  involved  in  the  Breslauer  murder  case  and 
that  they  had  the  evidence  to  prove  it. 

'"Okeh!"  said -McMains  in  the  train  compartment 
en  route  to  California,  "I'll  talk."  And  he  did.  And  he 
cinched  the  case  against  the  Teller  gang,  cleared  up  a 
series  of  burglaries  and  strongarm  holdups  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  San  Mateo  County.  He  also  substantiated  the 
theory  of  Daly  City's  Police  Chief  Sunderland  that  Bres- 
lauer was  a  robbery  victim  and  not  the  victim  of  a  gang 
feud. 

Cecil  Alvis,  a  San  Francisco  night  life  figure  still  at 
large,  was  the  "finger-man"  in  the  Breslauer  case,  Mc- 
Mains confessed. 

"He  helped  us  case  Breslauer's  layout  the  day  before 
the  killing,"  said  McMains.  "He  knew  Breslauer  would 
come  out  of  the  flat  loaded  with  money."

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"So  on  the  day  of  the  shooting,  I  rented  the  hlue 
Plymouth  sedan  at  an  auto  rental  agency  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. We  changed  plates  on  the  car  and  "Midge"  Ruano 
drove  it  to  the  scene  of  the  shooting." 

McMains  took  a  place  nearby  as  a  lookout.  He  made 
believe  he  was  reading  a  newspaper.  When  Breslauer 
appeared  McMains  gave  the  signal  that  brought  "Fats" 
Tellei  and  Ruano  in  the  car  to  Breslauer's  side.  McMains 
and  Feller  strong  armed  Breslauer.  In  the  struggle 
Teller's  .380  Beretta  automatic  went  off.  That  was  the 
bullet  which  hit  Breslauer.  A  second  shot  was  discharged 
when  the  gun  fell  to  the  pavement. 

Then  McMains  scooped  $2800  from  the  dying  man's 
pockets  as  he  lay  on  the  pavement.  "And  then  we  beat  it 
in  the  car  with  'Midge'  at  the  wheel!"  .  .  .  concluded 
McMains  in  his  confession. 

They  split  the  #2800  four  ways,  says  McMains.  be- 
tween himself,  Roy  (Fats)  'Feller,  Alvis,  the  "finger- 
man"   and   "Midge"   Ruano,   the  getaway  car  driver. 

Ruano  and  Roy  Feller  the  next  day  took  their  girl 
friends    to    Reno    where    Teller    married    his   companion. 

Last  heard  of  "Finger-man"  Alvis  he  was  headed  for 
interior  Mexico  with  a  red  headed,  green  eyed  girl  friend. 

Joe  Teller,  Roy's  brother,  was  arrested  by  San  Fran- 
cisco police  as  an  accessory  after  the  fact  for  burning  a 
coat  worn  by  "Fats"  at  the  time  of  the  shooting,  which 
because  of  its  gaudiness  might  have  identified   the  latter. 

After  a  four  day  trial  during  which  eleven  witnesses 
identified  Ruano,  Roy  'Feller  and  McMains  as  strong- 
arm  robbers  who  had  robbed  them  ;  still  others  identified 
them  as  the  men  seen  at  the  Breslauer  shooting  scene; 
Mrs.  Blanche  Button  reiterated  her  identification  of 
"Fats"  and  McMains  put  the  finger  on  the  mob  as  a 
prosecution  witness  .  .  .  the  accused  men  changed  their 
pleas  from  "not  guilty"  to  "guilty." 

Rov  Teller  went  to  San  Quentin  for  first  degree  mur- 
der for  life;  Ruano  pleaded  guilty  to  second  degree  mur- 
der and  also  went  to  the  Big  House. 

McMains,  because  of  his  cooperation  with  authorities, 
got  one  year  in  the  San  Mateo  County  jail  for  voluntary 
manslaughter  plus  three  years  probation. 

Convicted  by  San  Francisco  authorities  of  being  an  ac- 
cessory after  the  fact  in  the  Breslauer  case  because  he 
burned  his  brother's  coat  .  .  .  Joe  Teller  was  given  pro- 
bation by  a  San  Francisco  court.  He  went  to  San  Quentin 
a  few  weeks  later,  however,  for  violating  that  probation 
by   staging   another    strong   armed    robbery. 

What  about  the  informer  who  sang  to  the  newspaper 
about  the  killers  in  the  Breslauer  case? 

He's  as  scarce  in  these  parts  as  a  North  Korean  would 
be  at  a  birthday  party  given  by  a  South  Korean!

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GENE  BORZONE 

A  man's  greatest  happiness  comes  from  having  friends. 
Patrolman  Eugene  J.  Borzone  of  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  had  many  of  them. 

For  two  weeks  after  he  suffered  a  heart  attack  fellow- 
police  officers  waited  anxiously  for  some  encouraging 
word.  There  were  also  many  other  men  who  waited ; 
they  were  the  men  down  south  of  .Market  and  out  in 
the  Mission — men  upon  whom  fate  had  not  smiled  too 
kindly.  The  warmest  smile  some  of  them  knew  was  that 
which  came  from  "Gene"  Borzone. 

The  heloved  officer  was  only  49  years  old  when  he 
died  July  28  at  St.  Francis  Hospital.  During  those  4°- 
years  he  had  set  a  shining  example  for  his  fellow  men  to 
follow. 

He  is  survived  hy  his  widow,  Thelma,  and  a  13-year- 
old  son,  Robert.  Born  September  1,  1000,  in  San  Fran- 
cisco of  the  late  Emilio  Borzone  and  Rose  Borzone,  he 
had  three  brothers — Aron,  Lewis  and  Loyd — and  a  sister 
Pauline. 

Borzone  worked  as  a  salesman  before  being  appointed 
to  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  on  June  28, 
1926.  His  service  with  the  department  was  of  the  best. 
Captains'  commendations  in  his  record  attest  to  his  ability 
to  cope  successfully  with  more  hazardous  police  business. 
His  greatest  service,  however,  was  to  the  group  of  men 
short  of  luck  within  his  district. 

Many  of  Gene  Borzone's  unfortunate  friends  saw 
the  interior  of  the  San  Francisco  jail  because  he  knew 
they  would  be  better  off  there.  He  was  never  too  short 
of  money  to  help  them  out  a  little  bit.  They  could  expect 
another  chance  when  they  appeared  in  court. 

Borzone  served  many  years  at  Southern  Station,  and 
his  last  duty  was  at  Mission  Station  under  his  close  per- 
sonal friend,  Aloysius  I.  O'Brien,  now  captain  at  Park 
Station — later  under  the  present  station  commander, 
Captain  Daniel  P.  McKlem.  He  gave  some  significance 
to  his  title — special  duty  man. 

Interment  was  held  July  31  in  the  Italian  cemetery, 
Colma,  following  funeral  services  at  the  Chapel  of  Va- 
lente,  Marini,  Perata  &  Co.,  and  a  Requiem  High  Mass 
at  SS.  Peter  and  Paul's  Church.

money  if  they  wanted   to,  but  not  to  blame  him  tor  it. 

All  the  committeemen  of  the  Oakland  Chapter  Seven 
worked  hard  and  did  a  line  job,  they  were  ably  assisted 
however  by  Walter  J.  Vervais,  Treasurer  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  who  formerly  lived  in  Oakland  and  who  knows 
his  way  around  over  there. 

The  surprise  of  the  entire  convention  was  the  mammoth 
street  parade  on  Saturday  afternoon.  The  delegates  were 
told  there  would  be  a  parade,  but  most  of  them  took  it 
lightly  and  did  not  think  much  of  it,  but  it  turned  out 
to  be  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best  parade  held  in  Oak- 
land for  a  loii£  time  past.

Young  Dyer's  father,  Inspectoi  George  E.  Dyer,  Si., 
48,  in  Lieutenant  Maurice  Reardon's  Bunco  Detail  ol 
the  Bureau  ol  Inspectors,  is  one  ol  the  city's  most  exper- 
ienced officers. 

I  lie  younger  ol  the  Dyer  team  holds  the  position  of 
being  the  S.F.P.D.'s  youngest  youngstei  bj  virture  of  some 
fast  action  last  January,  lie  had  his  twenty-first  birthdaj 
on  Januar)  15.

Inspector  Dyer  was  only  23  years  ol  age  hiniselt  when 
he  was  appointed  to  the  S. F.P.I),  on  November  16,  1925, 
bj  Chiel  ol  Police  Daniel  O'Brien.  There  was  so  much 
of  the  railroader's  hlood  in  the  Dyer  family,  that  it  is 
surprising  that  the  Inspector  and  his  brother,  John,  ever 
joined  the  department.  Sergeant  John,  of  Chinatown  De- 
tail and  Bureau  of  Special  Services  fame,  retired  recently 
because  of  illness. 

Their  father,  the  late  Martin  Dyer,  was  once  assis 
tant  Chief  of  Police  for  the  Southern  Pacific  Company. 
Another  railroad  man  is  Joseph  Dyer,  a  vice  president 
of  the  company. 

For  a  time  Inspector  Dyer  was  a  railroader  too,  work- 
ing as  a  fireman  on  Southern  Pacific  runs  south  of  San 
Francisco.  Veteran  Patrolman  Harry  Gurtler  of  Central 
Station  can  testify  as  to  how  the  love  of  trains  stuck  with 
Dyer  .  .  .  and  Gurtler  was  also  mightily  impressed  by 
the  steam  giants. 

While  both  were  serving  at  Southern  Station,  their 
auto  often  took  them  to  the  vicinity  of  Townsend  Street. 
It  is  doubtful  if  the  S.P.'s  Lark  could  have  made  its 
8  p.m.  departure  on  time  without  the  aid  of  Gurtler's 
watch. 

After  service  from  Headquarters  Company,  Richmond 
Station,  and  Southern  Station,  Inspector  Dyer  was  as- 
signed to  the  Bureau  of  Inspectors  in  1938.  He  had  al- 
ready received  several  commendations  for  outstanding 
police  work  from  his  Captains  and  meritorious  service 
citations. 

One  of  these  citations  followed  his  part  in  the  capture 
of  one  Herman  Nordlund  on  December  5,  1931.  The 
subject,  wanted  for  murder,  had  barricaded  himself  in  a 
room  at  3733  Geary  Street  .  .  .  an  ingenious  shotgun 
booby  trap  had  been  rigged  so  that  opening  the  door 
would  fire  the  gun.  It  wasn't  determined  if  the  man 
wanted  someone  to  help  him  commit  suicide,  or  if  he 
wanted  to  blast  the  first  person  to  come  through  the 
door.  At  any  rate  Inspector  Dyer  went  through  the 
window. 

Young  George  Dyer  will  have  benefited  by  his  father's 


experience  as  a  police  officer.  The  elder  admits  that  he 
might  he  able  to  help  his  son  somehow  along  those  lines. 
But,  he  sa\s.  1 1  is  too  had  every  young  officer  can't  have 
the  advantage  of  close  contact  with  some  man  who  has 
a  lot  of  time  on  the  hooks. 

<  )ne  ot  the  most  important  things  a  young  policeman 
can  remember,  Dyer  maintains,  is  to  accept  the  wisdom 
of  older  officers  and  obey  the  orders  ol  his  superior  offi- 
cers. "A  patrolman's  superiors  know  what  they  are  talk- 
ing about,  and  though  it  may  seem  impractical  some- 
limes,  an  order  is  usually  based  on  sound  thinking  and 
judgment.  The  experience  they  have  teaches  veterans 
how  to  think  ahead  of  the  moment  at  hand."

He  is  a  good  law 
enforcement  official. 

Constable  Lavery  was  born,  reared  and  got  Ins  educa- 
tion in  Sacramento.

police  officers — Harrj   Mallett  and  William  Glenn. 

Chief  of  Police  Michael  E.  Mitchell,  grieved  by  the  loss 
of  the  two  experienced  officers,  said  thej  had  done  as  much 

low  aid   policing  San   Francisco  as  any   other   individuals  in 

the  department. 

Mallett  and  Glenn  both  came  to  the  force  in  1943, 
Malic,  on  November  1  and  Glenn  on  October  I.  The 
action  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  meant  doing  away  with 
all  non-civil  service  officers.

The  two  men  provided  invaluable  contacts  bewteen  the 
Police  Department  and  the  predominantly  Negro  popula- 
tions of  the  Potrero  and  Fillmore  districts,  Chief  Mitchell 
said.

During 
this  affair  Sergeant  James  Erickson,  now  president  of  the 
San  Francisco  Police  Officers'  Association,  and  Patrolman 
Charles  G.  Fowlie  were  critically  wounded  by  gunman 
Louis  Fortier.  Erickson  is  assigned  to  Central  Station, 
and  Fowlie  is  in  charge  of  the  Mechanical  Defects  Bureau. 

Glenn  lives  at  2945  Pine  Street.  Serving  from  Potrero 
Station,  he  covered  the  sprawling  Hunters  Point  area.

They  were  probably  thinking  of  Sergeant  Grover  S. 
Hawkins  when  the  people  began  referring  to  the  S.F.P.D. 
as  "San  Francisco's  Finest.'' 

San  Franciscans  held  a  parade  with  little  or  no  provo- 
cation, but  they  weren't  too  frequent  for  Sergeant  Haw- 
kins— he  led  nearly  all  of  them,  impressing  spectators 
with  his  manner  of  handling  the  horse  he  rode. 

The  sergeant  was  66  years  of  age  when  he  died  July  8 
after  42  years  of  service  as  a  mounted  police  officer. 
He  had   retired   from  service   in  January  of  this  year. 

He  was  a  mounted  officer  when  Golden  Gate  Park, 
his  beat,  was  mostly  sand  dunes  .  .  .  when  he  retired  he 
could  throw  a  lariat  just  as  well  as  when  parts  of  San 
Francisco  still  looked  rural. 

Sergeant  Hawkins  was  a  gentle,  kindly  man  who  kept 
a  protective,  fatherly  eye  on  the  children  who  played  in 
the  park  and  again  as  they  went  to  school  ...  he  never 
tired  of  showing  his  horse  to  the  little  shavers. 

Richmond  Station,  which  includes  the  mounted  patrol, 
was  his  duty  station.  A  bachelor.  Sergeant  Hawkins  lived 
at  1260  Sixteenth  Avenue.  He  is  survived  by  a  sister, 
Mrs.  Thomas  R.  Smith,  of  1626  Forty-fifth  Avenue,  two 
nephews,  and  a  niece.  Funeral  rites  were  held  from 
the  chapel   of  the  Ashley  and   McMuIIen   Mortuary.

SERGEANT  HANLON  RETIRES 

After  25  years'  service  with  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department,  Sergeant  Richard  L.  Hanlon  retired  re- 
cently. 

I  he  husky  50-year-old  officer  took  his  work  seriously 
and  worked  at  it  vigorously.  Never  given  to  seeking 
laurels  for  his  accomplishments,  Hanlon,  on  the  other 
hand,  drove  main'  newspapermen  to  distraction. 

The  press,   often   inclined   to  want   to  let   go  with  ex 
cited   paragraphs  on  some  of   Hanlon 's  arrests  while  he 
was  in  the  Bureau  of  Special  Services,  broke  pencil  points 
with   such   comments   as   .    .    .    "it's  just   another   pinch — 
nothin'  to  it." 

Sergeant  Hanlon,  a  native  San  Franciscan,  received 
several  Captain's  commendations  for  his  work.  An  exam- 
ple ...  in  December,  1944,  when  he  caught  Michael 
Nazarro  and  Earl  Norton  who  were  wanted  as  suspects 
m   several   burglaries  and   robberies  in   San   Francisco. 

A  carpenter  before  entering  the  department,  Hanlon 
was  appointed  June  1,  1925,  by  Chief  of  Police  Daniel 
O'Brien.  He  became  a  Corporal  in  December,  19.^1  ;  and 
in  1937  when  the  city  abolished  the  rank  of  corporal  he 
became  a  Sergeant. 

The  most  typical  opinion  of  H anion's  work  came  from 
Patrolman  John  Folev,  clerk  for  Captain  Jack  Eker  in 
the  Bureau  of  Special  Services,  soon  after  Hanlon  re- 
tired: "He  was  well  respected  by  the  men  as  a  Sergeant 
on  the  street." 

Sergeant  Hanlon  lives  in  San  Francisco  at  296  Col- 
lingwood  Street.  His  hobby  is  his  summer  cottage,  no 
doubt  the  scene  of  most  of  his  future  activities,  at  Forest 
Springs  on   Boulder  Creek  in  Santa  Cruz  County.

On  last  October  l  Lieutenant  LeRoj  Hubbard  was 
made  Chief  oi  the  Atherton  Police  Department,  follow- 
ing the  retirement  of  veteran  Chief  John  E.  Farrell.  Dur- 
ing the  ten  months  he  has  been  in  his  new  office,  Chief 
Hubbard  lias  set  a  fine  record  of  achievements  and  todaj 
lie  lias  a  well  organized  and  enlarged  department  giving 
the  3501  residents  the  best  of  law  enforcement. 

He  has  hern  granted  b)  the  city  council  a  raise  in  salarj 


Chief  Leroy   Hubbard,  Atherton  Police  Department 
for  his  officers,  with  patrolmen  pay  now  $300  a  month. 
He  has  been  given  two  additional  men  for  his  force,  the 
personnel  now  being  the  following. 

Lieutenant  David  Silva ;  Officers  Shirden  Flanders, 
Charles  DeMai,  Richard  Lowe,  Malcolm  Neill,  ap- 
pointed Jan.    1,  and  Wendell  Johnson,  appointed  July  3. 

Lieutenant  Silva  won  his  promotion  on  July  1,  this 
year. 

With  the  present  officers,  Chief  Hubbard  is  able,  with 
his  three  radio  patrol  cars,  to  give  the  Atherton  city 
limits  a  24-hour  coverage.  There  are  1100  homes  in  Ath- 
erton, a  big  increase  from  the  300  when  Chief  Hubbard 
first  joined  the  Police  Department  21  years  ago.  All  these 
homes  are  given  the  closest  service.  The  patrol  is  doubled 
during  the  known  dangerous  hours.  Every  parked  car  on 
the  streets  is  investigated,  and  if  there  is  anyone  in  them, 
they  have  to  be  able  to  tell  why  they  are  there.  These 
alert    activities    have    done    a    lot    to    prevent    crime. 

The  city  council  has  voted  a  monthly  ammunition  al- 
lowance for  the  police  officers,  and  they  are  improving 
their  marksmanship  on  the  San  Mateo  PD  pistol  range 
and  the  range  in  an  old  quarry  back  of  Atherton. 

The  APD  has  also  been  given  equipment  for  an  iden- 
tification bureau,  including  a  camera. 

While  Atherton  has  no  business  stores,  whatever,  it 
does   have    a    school    student    problem.    There   are   seven 

Phone    214-W 
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schools  within  the  city— Menlo  School,  Menlo  Junior  ■ 
College,  Encinal  and  Selby  Lane  grade  schools,  and 
Sacred  Heart  and  St.  Joseph's  parochial  schools,  with 
the  Atherton-Menlo  high  school  costing  $1,199,340  on 
the  old  Joseph  Donohue  estate  rapidly  Hearing  comple- 
tion. There  are  over  3000  pupils  attending  these  estab- 
lished schools.  The  Police  Department  works  closely 
with  the  school  authorities  and  students,  and  through 
these  efforts  has  done  much  to  lessen  juvenile  delinquency. 
'I  here  is  a  Junior  Traffic  school  patrol  of  60  students,  i 
trained  by  members  of  the  APD. 

Mayor  James  B.   Howell,   Police  Commissioner  Harry 
A.  Mitchell,  Councilmen  George  Linsley,  Charles  Merrill 
and   Edward  E.  Eyre,  are  working  with  Chief  Hubbard 
on   plans   for  a   new   police  building.   It   will   be  erected  jj 
across  from  the  present  town  hall,  and  will  be  a  seven! 
room    structure.    There   will    be   quarters    for   the   Chief,  I 
the   lieutenant,   a   main   office,   assembly   room,   identifica-    I 
tion    room,    a    detention    cell,    lockers    and   shower    room 
and  a  place  for  storage  of  evidence  and  equipment. 

New  prismatic  traffic  signs  have  replaced  the  old  ones, 
and  stop  signs  have  been  put  up  in  the  Lindenwood  area 
which  is  all  solidly  built  up. 

Regarding  traffic  it  might  be  stated  here  that  during 
the  past  five  years  there  has  been  no  death  from  traffic 
accidents.  In  fact  there  were  only  69  traffic  accidents  in 
Atherton  during  1949. 

1  he  crime  situation  is  also  well  controlled  in  Atherton. 
I  hough  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  penal  code  of- 
fenses during  the  last  year,  the  record  shows  there  were 
13  burglaries  (house),  four  car  burglaries;  no  robberies, 
one  murder;  bad  checks  1,  grand  theft  5,  petty  theft  50. 
Malicious  mischief  brought  in  101  complaints,  75  of  these 
were  cleared. 

The  department  handled  75,649  records  and  correspon- 
dence during  1949. 

Traffic  violation  cases  to  the  number  of  502  cases  were  i 
handled   by  the  department,  of  which  448   were  cleared 
by  arrests. 

The  patrol  cars  traveled  100,404  miles  during  the  year; 
there  were  89,090  radio  rails  over  the  radio  system,  1 1,536 
teletype  messages  were  handled  through  the  PD  office. 
Police  calls  originating  from  Department  and  local  and 
outside  and  calls  coming  to  the  department  numbered 
15,178. 

Homes  checked  while  owners  were  away  totaled  15,734 
calls. 

There  were  3540  persons  interviewed  regarding  re- 
ported crimes.

San  Mateo  County  had  a  growth  in  population  of  109.4 
per  cent  according  to  the  195  census  figures,  and  the  pre- 
liminary report  sent  in  hy  the  census  bureau  places  the 
number  at  234,030. 


Sheriff  James  J.  McGrath 
The  12  incorporated  cities  have  a  combined  population 
of  183,181,  leaving  over  50,000  in  unincorporated  areas. 
To  look  after  law  enforcement  in  this  unincorporated 
area  Sheriff  James  J.  McGrath  has  organized  a  force 
of  deputies  and  other  assistants  now  numbering  upward 
of  50  men  and  women.  He  has  a  well  organized  body  of 
peace  officers,  clerks,  technicians  and  other  necessary  per- 
sonnel of  a  law  enforcement  agency. 

Since  July  19,  1927,  when  he  was  appointed  to  fill  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  Sheriff,  by  the  untimely  death 
of  Sheriff  McGovern,  Sheriff  McGrath  has  steadily  in- 
creased his  force  of  assistants.  He  has  seen  that  they 
were  well  selected  men  and  women,  and  then  he  insisted 
they  be  trained  in  their  respective  duties.  He  has  put  them 
through  every  course  for  police  training,  courses  furnished 
by  the  FBI  and  the  State  Peace  Officers  Association.  He 
has  sent  a  number  of  his  deputies  to  Washington,  D.  C, 
to  attend  the  courses  of  the  FBI  National  Police  Academy. 
He  has  promoted  radio  communications,  and  furnished 
service  to  many  smaller  cities  who  have  no  broadcasting 
facilities. 

He  has  set  up  headquarters  for  a  state  hookup  of  tele- 
type, and  from  his  quarters  for  months  past  has  been 
serving  all  incorporated  cities  of  San  Mateo  County. 

He  has  experienced  deputies  patrolling,  in  2-way  radio 
automobiles,  every  section  of  the  unincorporated  area  of 
the  county,  and  the  work  of  these  patrols  has  paid  off 
in  reducing  crime  and  in  the  capture  of  burglars  and  rob- 
bers who  pulled  a  few  jobs. 

Sheriff  McGrath  is  past  president  of  the  State  Peace 
Officers  Association  and  the  Sheriffs  Association  of  Cali- 
fornia. He  is  currently  president  of  the  San  Mateo  Law 
Executives  Association,  and  has  contributed  much  to  the 
success  of  that  and  other  associations  he  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of. 

He  has  served  up  to  last  July  19,  23  years  as  chief  law 
enforcement  officer  having  been  elected  each  four  years 
starting  with  1930.  He  is  a  candidate  for  this  year's  No- 
vember election,  E.  B.  Whitmore  on  leave  from  the 
Redwood  City  Police  Department  is  his  opponent.

I  In-  \ .ist  chasm  which  exists  between  democratic  and 
totalitarian  law  enforcement  should  be  the  subject  oi  con- 
siderable  studj  bj  ever}  American  citizen.  These  differ- 
ences are  not  merel)  oi  form  or  gradation,  the)  are  differ- 
ences "I  substance,  principle,  and  the  waj  <>t  life,  rhese 
differences  illuminate  the  giant  ideological  chasm  which 
coda]  inns  through  modern  society,  an  abyss  between  tree 
government  and  dictatorship. 

Under  our  democratic  form  of  government,  the  inaliena- 
ble rights  ni  the  individual  include  among  other  things, 
freedom  of  speech,  freedom  of  religion,  freedom  ol  the 
press,  the  right  ni  habeas  ecu  pus.  and  trial  bj  jury.  I  hese 
rights,  guaranteed  In  law,  provide  a  protective  armor  for 
the  individual.  He  is  inviolate  against  arbitrary  intrusions 
upon  his  personal  liberties.  If  arrested  for  violation  of  the 
law,  he  is  regarded  as  innocent  until  proven  guilty.  More- 
over, if  convicted,  he  may  pursue  well-defined  channels  of 
appeal.  These  rights  are  the  strength  and  sinews  of  citi- 
zenship in  a  democracy.  Most  of  us  take  them  for 
granted.  However  they  should  he  looked  upon  as  the 
sparks  which  light  the  torch  of  human  liberty  and  give 
America  a  perpetual  source  of  moral  strength. 

In  a  dictatorship  these  rights  are  the  first  to  suffer, 
freedom  of  religious  worship  is  drastically  curtailed  and 
freedom  of  speech  and  of  the  press  does  not  exist.  Clan- 
destine arrests  are  made  and  are  followed  by  weeks,  even 
years,  of  brutal  torture,  mental  and  physical.  The  length 
and  the  type  of  this  torture  are  at  the  will  of  individuals 
who  do  not  have  the  faintest  conception  of  the  judicial 
process  or  of  the  sanctity  of  human  beings:  They  are 
merely  pawns  to  carry  out  the  will  of  the  dictating 
masters.  Entire  families,  men,  women,  and  children,  are 
liquidated  or  sent  to  slave  labor  camps.  The  "rights"  of 
the  citizens,  if  they  can  be  called  "rights,"  in  a  totalitarian 
society  are  transcended  or  tailored  to  meet,  in  the  words 
of  the  dictator,  "the  needs  of  the  state" ;  this  whether 
these  needs  be  real  or  fanciful.  The  individual's  life,  his 
liberty,  and  his  personal  actions  are  subject  to  the  whim  of 
the  all-powerful  master. 

The  fundamental  difference  between  democracy  and  a 
dictatorship  is  not  the  dissimilarity  of  institutions  or  the 
mechanical  apparatuses  of  state,  but  a  fundamental  differ- 
ence in  the  human  spirit  which  permeates  the  Govern- 
mental machinery.  A  dictatorship  state  almost  invariably 
desires  to  present  the  face  of  democracy  to  the  world.  In 
doing  this  it  will  set  up  all  of  the  democratic  institutions, 
such  as  a  constitution,  a  system  of  courts,  trial  by  jury,  the 
right  to  appeal,  elections — but  these  institutions  are  ma- 
nipulated, not  on  the  basis  of  law,  but  upon  the  basis  of 
expediency;  not  by  the  tradition  of  fair  play  and  honesty, 
but  by  selfish  personal  or  group  interests.  The  spirit  of 
democracy  glorifies  the  dignity  of  the  individual  and  is 
interested  always  in  ascertaining  the  truth.  The  spirit  of 
the  dictatorship  is  interested  only  in  advancing  a  creed  or 
dogma,  without  regard  to  legal,  moral,  or  human  rights 
or  interests.

thirty-one  states,  the  District  ol  Columbia,  Canada  and 

Puerto  Rico. 

Harry  M.  Kimball,  Special  Agent  in  Charge  of  the  San 
Francisco  Division  ot  the  FBI,  stated  these  graduates  be- 
gan their  studies  in  Washington  on  April  III,  1950. 

These  officers  received  then   twelve  weeks'  training  in 

Washington,    I).   C,   and   at   the   FBI    Academj    located   at 

Quantico,  Virginia.  Classroom  work  in  Washington  in- 
cluded lectures  on  important  subjects  such  as  police  ad- 
ministration and  organization,  scientific  crime  detection, 
traffic  control,  and  main  other  problems  lacing  modern 
law  enforcement.  At  Quantico  the  graduates  participated 
in  the  same  firearms  training  given  to  Special  Agents  of  the 
FBI.  I  raining  at  Quantico  also  included  work  on  a  prac- 
tical level  such  as  crime  scene  searches,  investigation  of  hit- 
and-run  cases  and  training  in  photography. 

The  faculty  at  the  Academy  is  made  up  of  Special 
Agents  of  the  FBI  and  .prominent  lecturers  in  various  spe- 
cialized fields  relating  to  law  enforcement. 

Harry  M.  Kimball,  Special  Agent  in  Charge  of  the  Fed- 
eral Bureau  of  Investigation  office  at  San  Francisco,  an- 
nounced today  that  four  outstanding  law  enforcement 
officers  from  the  Bay  Area  have  been  invited  to  attend  the 
45th  Session  of  the  FBI  National  Academy,  Washington, 
D.  C,  for  a  training  period  of  twelve  weeks  beginning 
July   10,   1950. 

Kimball  stated  that  those  invited  and  who  will  attend 
are  Chief  Melvin  Del  Maestro,  Petaluma,  California, 
Police  Department;  Chief  Kenneth  M.  Hill,  Eureka,  Cal- 
ifornia, Police  Department;  Inspector  Joseph  B.  Engler, 
San  Francisco,  California,  Police  Department;  and  Dep- 
uty Detective  Joseph  J.  Sheehan,  Alameda  County  Sher- 
iff's Office,  Oakland,  California. 

Kimball  stated  that  the  FBI  National  Academy  was 
established  in  1935  and  has,  since  that  time,  trained  more 
than  2,000  local  law  enforcement  officers  from  all  over  the 
United  States  and  many  foreign  countries.  The  course 
covers  a  twelve-week  period  with  emphasis  placed  on  such 
subjects  as  Police  Organization  and  Administration,  Traf-

Jig.  He  stated  the  faculty  of  the  Academy  is  composed  of 
Special  Agents  of  the  FBI,  technicians  from  the  FBI 
Laboratory  and  FBI  Identification  Division,  and  other 
individuals  who  are  specialists  in  various  fields.

WELL  DONE 

Some  500  years  of  good  and  faithful  service  to  the  City 
of  San  Francisco  was  the  contribution  of  seventeen  police 
officers  who  retired  from  duty  on  July  1. 

1  he  list  of  names  of  the  men  included  in  this  group  is, 
in  itself,  an  honor  roll.  Granted  that  no  man  is  indis- 
pensable to  society,  these  men  still  cannot  be  replaced. 
They  were  the  SFPD's  oldest,  most  experienced  hands — 
working  policemen  before  many  of  the  force's  men  were 
born. 

San  Franciscans  hadn't  dreamed  there  would  be  a  world 
war  in  1914  when  some  of  these  retiring  officers  were 
serving  the  city.  The  changing  world  to  them  meant  a 
gradual  evolution  from  the  policing  of  sticks,  guns,  and 
feet  to  patrol  by  radio  cars.  Briefly,  that  is  why  these 
men  can't  be  replaced. 

Here  is  the  honor  roll: 

Lieutenant  Grover  C.  Coats  of  Northern  Station,  who 
joined  the  SFPD  on  December  30,  1908;  Lieutenant 
Nels  S.  Stohl,  head  of  Taxi  Detail,  Headquarters  Com- 
pany, who  joined  July  1,  1918. 

Sergeant  Thomas  J.  Feeney,  Central  Station,  April  20, 
1911;  Sergeant  Ernest  Bortfield,  Mission  Station,  Febru- 
ary 11,  1909;  Sergeant  John  C.  Crofton,  Southern  Sta- 
tion, January  4,  1912;  and  Sergeant  Patrick  J.  Griffin, 
Potrero  Station,  retiring  because  of  disability.

The  harried  young  fellow  on  the  telephone  asking  the 
questions  was  Patrolman  John  G.  Kennedy,  assigned  to 
the  office  of  San  Francisco  Chief  of  Police  Michael  E. 
Mitchell. 

On  the  other  end  of  the  line  was  Dr.  William  D. 
Clark,  who  delivers  babies.  The  time  was  2  a.m.  one 
morning  last  month. 

Kennedy  and  his  wife,  Barbara,  28,  had  been  expecting 
the  stork ;  and  they  knew  how  to  entertain  him.  They  are 
the  parents  of  Karen,  5,  and  Kathleen,  3. 

They  didn't  expect  a  jet-powered  stork,  however.  By 
the  time  Mrs.  Kennedy  had  shaken  John  awake  and  he 
had  dashed  down  the  street  to  summon  an  aunt,  Mrs. 
Margaret  Burns,  the  bird  had  landed.

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GIVE  FIREMEN  AND  POLICEMEN  MORE  MONEY, 
VOTE  YES  FOR  PROPOSITIONS  "A"  AND  "E" 


At  the  election  November  7,  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
will  have  a  chance  to  vote  on  two  propositions  affecting  the 
Police  Department. 

One  is  a  combined  proposition  which  provides  for  a  raise 
in  the  salaries  of  the  personnel  from  the  respective  Chiefs 
down  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments.  This  raise  calls 
for  a  $25  per  month  up  in  salaries  for  each  member  of  the 
two  protective  organizations.  It  is  not  what  these  servants 
deserve,  for  it  is  spread  over  a  five  year  period,  but  in  the 
interest  of  harmony  it  was  agreed  to  go  along  with  the 
progressive  plan.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  with  the  defi- 
nite backing  of  Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinson  voted  to  place 
the  salary  increase  on  the  coming  election  ballot. 

The  city  registrar  has  given  it  a  designation  of  Propo- 
sition A,  so  that  it  will  be  the  first  one  on  the  ballot  for 
other  than  candidates  for  office. 

No  one  can  justly  oppose  more  pay  for  firemen  and  po- 
licemen. With  the  cost  of  living  skyrocketing  as  it  has 
been  for  the  past  many  months,  its  a  wonder  any  man 
would  seek  a  living  in  either  branch  of  the  above  men- 
tioned services. 

In  fact  both  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Police  De- 
partment have  come  face  to  face  with  the  startling  fact 
that  there  is  a  lack  of  competent  young  men  seeking  a 
position  in  their  forces.  The  salaries  are  too  small  when 
compared  with  those  paid  most  all  other  jobs.  So  young 
men  seeking  a  career  job  pass  up  the  Fire  Department  or 
the  Police  Department.  Where  there  used  to  be  thousands 
who  showed  up  for  examinations  held  for  each  of  the 
above  departments,  now  there  are  but  a  few  hundred. 
It  is  so  patent  that  if  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  are 


going  to  attract  young  men  to  cope,  as  firemen  or  police- 
men, with  the  many  hazards  that  attend  the  duties  of  each 
unit  of  the  municipal  government,  they  must  give  them 
sufficient  pay  to  assure  them  of  decent  living. 

Police  officers  have  a  big  investment  to  make  when  they 
enter  the  service  of  the  Police  Department.  They  have  to 
buy  their  uniforms,  their  gun,  their  helmets,  and  other 
equipment.  The  cost  of  all  these  things  have  advanced  to 
a  point  where  it  is  almost  impossible  for  a  young  man 
fresh  out  of  high  school,  college  or  from  some  other  avenue 
to  muster  the  money  necessary  to  pay  for  these  things. 

It  is  heartening  to  see  that  some  of  the  big  organizations 
of  business  men,  merchants  and  labor  are  giving  their  sup- 
port to  Proposition  A.  Other  organizations,  civic,  frater- 
nal, religious  are  falling  in  line,  as  they  should,  for  there 
are  many  of  their  members  from  the  Fire  and  Police  De- 
partments, who  with  their  families  participate  in  their 
activities. 

San  Francisco  has  in  the  past  been  very  good  to  the  two 
departments — let  us  hope  that  its  voters  will  follow  this 
custom  November  7. 

I  he  other  measure  on  the  ballot  in  which  the  police  is 
interested  in  is  Proposition  E.  This  calls  for  an  equaliza- 
tion of  pensions  for  members  who  retired  on  pensions  who 
are  now  drawing  the  pensions  set  over  25  years  ago.  These 
are  seeking  to  have  their  pensions  brought  in  line  with 
those  retiring  after  1947.  It  won't  cost  the  taxpayers 
much  money,  but  it  will  mean  a  lot  to  those  men  and  their 
families  who  are  trying  to  get  along  on  $75.00  per  month, 
the  sum  many  of  them  are  drawing  today.

INVESTIGATIONS 
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FRESNO'S  NEW  POLICE  CHIEF 

By  Opie  L.  Warner 


When  Gordon  B.  Dunn,  last  year,  quit  an  executive 
position  with  the  Associated  Oil  Company — which  he  had 
held  tor  years — on  his  election  to  a  full  time  job  as  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Fresno,  he  announced  he  intended  to  try  to 
put  his  home  town  at  the  top  of  California  municipalities 
as  far  as  good  government  was  concerned.  After  a  year 
and  more  he  has  demonstrated  his  ability  as  a  city  chief 
executive;  He  has  proposed  many  changes  designed  to 
achieve  his  goal.  Some  of  the  changes  have  been  brought 
to  successful  fruition,  some  are  in  the  stage  of  acceptance 
and  others  have  yet  to  meet  with  general  approval. 

This  story  will  deal  with  the  Police  Department,  and 
what  changes  have  been  made  under  Mayor  Gordon,  as 
they  are  today. 

A  year  ago  Mayor  Dunn  and  the  city  commissioners  en- 
gaged William  A.  Wiltberger,  noted  expert  on  police 
administration,  to  conduct  a  survey  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment and  make  such  recommendations  as  he  deemed  neces- 
sary to  put  the  city's  law  enforcement  agency  among  the 
best  in  the  country. 

Last  May  Wiltberger  filed  a  long  report,  making  many 
recommendations.  Principal  of  these  was  the  employment 
of  74  additional  police  officers  and  employees;  creation  of 
10  more  Lieutenants  over  the  present  6,  and  35  sergeants 
instead  of  23  as  of  now;  more  pay  for  personnel;  the 
abolishment  of  the  rank  of  Assistant  Chief,  and  the  rank 
of  Captain,  substituting  new  positions  of  Deputy  Chiefs, 
among  whom  the  duties  of  the  Assistant  Chief  and  Cap- 
tains would  be  apportioned  ;  the  erection  of  a  new  city 
hall,  police  station  and  jail.  Under  the  plan  the  Chief  of 
Police  would  be  taken  off  civil  service  as  would  be  the 
Deputy  Chiefs. 

There  were  other  recommendations,  some  of  which 
seem  impossible  to  implement,  others,  time  may  make  pos- 
sible, and  some  minor  ones  which  may  be  given  a  trial. 

So  far  there  have  been  no  new  Lieutenants  nor  addi- 
tional Sergeants,  as  proposed  by  the  Wiltberger  plan. 
Lack  of  finances  is  a  major  cause.  There  has  been  no 
added  personnel. 

Assistant  Chief  A.  F.  Chapin,  a  veteran  of  the  depart- 
ment for  35  years  as  of  last  March  1,  and  Assistant  Chief 
for  over  10  years,  does  not  want  to  step  out,  and  no  one  in 


charge  wants  him  to  go  for  he  is  recognized  as  an  out- 
standing member  of  the  department,  and  for  years  has 
served  in  his  present  position  with  loyalty  and  efficiency. 

Captain  Dan  Lung,  who  served  as  Acting  Chief  for  six 
months  prior  to  June  15,  is  back  on  his  job  as  head  of  the 
Detective  Division.  He  is  well  satisfied  with  his  job, 
which  he  has  held  so  successfully  for  many  years.  He 
has  a  splendid  record  for  his  27  years  as  a  member  of  the 
FPD.    No  one  wants  to  force  his  retirement. 

Last  June  15,  Lieutenant  Henry  R.  Morton,  winner 
in  the  examinations  held  for  the  position  of  Chief  of  Police, 
in  which  four  other  members  of  the  FPD  part  cipated, 
was  appointed  to  head  the  Police  Department.  At  the 
same  time  two  Deputy  Chiefs  were  appointed.  They  are 
Lieutenant  W.  J.  Mortland  and  Lieutenant  Thomas 
Stine.  They  are  Chief  Morton's  top  aides  with  Assistant 
Chief  Chapin. 

Chief  Morton  was  born  in  Fresno  during  the  year  1912. 
His  father,  the  late  H.  R.  Morton  was  born  on  Telegraph 
Hill,  San  Francisco,  and  went  to  Fresno  in  1896.  The 
elder  Morton  was  the  first  U.  S.  Forest  Ranger  assigned 
to  Fresno,  having  been  stationed  at  Ellis  Meadows  from 
1898  to  1902.  For  20  years  before  his  death  he  was  a 
bailiff  in  the  Federal  Court  in  Fresno,  and  was  highly 
respected  as  an  able  officer  of  the  law  and  an  upright 
citizen. 

Chief  Morton  went  through  the  public  schools,  and  on 
December  12,  1939,  joined  the  Police  Department.  He 
was  promoted  to  Sergeant  on  June  1,  1947,  and  made  a 
Lieutenant  on  July  1,  1949. 

Prir  to  his  selection  for  the  top  police  post,  Chief  Mor- 
ton was  in  charge  of  a  force  of  32  officers  policing  Fresno's 
west  side,  which  is  the  center  where  thousands  of  migrant 
workers  flock  to  the  city  during  the  harvesting  seasons  of 
the  county's  quarter  billion  dollars  crop  of  grapes,  raisins, 
deciduous  fruits,  field  crops,  wool,  honey,  butter  fat,  truck 
crops,  livestock,  poultry,  turkeys,  rabbits,  eggs,  cotton  and 
fertilizer.  These  wandering  workers  call  for  a  lot  of  police 
attention,  though  for  the  most  part  confined  to  minor  of- 
fenses. As  a  Lieutenant  in  charge,  Chief  Morton  did  a 
mighty  good  job  in  keeping  the  hordes  in  line.

One  of  the  innovations  introduced  by  Chief  Morton  for 
the  FPD  is  a  dime  Prevention  Bureau.  This  unit  is  in 
charge  of  Sergeant  A.  L.  Lauder,  and  he  has  five  patrol- 
men and  two  policewomen.  In  addition  to  the  usual  du- 
ties of  such  a  bureau,  Fresno's  Prevention  Bureau  takes 
over  the  handling  of  first  and  even  second  youthful  offend- 
ers, whose  misdeeds  do  not  warrant  imprisonment  or  being 
thrown  on  the  probation  officer.  Instead  an  offender,  who 
is  not  case  hardened  is  turned  over  to  the  CPB,  and  with 
the  agreement  of  the  young  one  and  his  parents  he  is  told 
to  report  at  regular  intervals  for  a  specified  time,  some 
times  two  months  and  others  more.  He  must  show  a  change 
in  his  ways.  Policewoman  Florence  Cary  has  charge  of 
checking  on  this  class  of  offenders.  She  follows  up  each 
case,  sees  that  there  is  cooperation  in  the  home,  that  the 
charged  one  is  living  up  to  the  few  rules  laid  down  and  in 
her  final  report  sets  forth  the  status  of  reformation. 

The  Crime  Prevention  Bureau  also  conducts  a  place- 
ment unit,  for  the  young  boys  and  girls.  They  screen 
each  youth  for  such  jobs  as  baby  sitters,  mowing  lawns, 
running  errands  and  other  such  work. 

Another  activity  turned  over  to  the  CPB  is  the  licensing 
of  bycycles.  Most  bike  riders  are  boys  and  girls.  Hereto- 
fore the  licensing  has  been  done  by  a  civilian.  Under  the 
new  plan  all  bicycle  riders  come  to  the  police  and  get  their 
license.  It  gives  the  police  a  chance  to  impart  to  the  bike 
owners  the  laws  they  should  observe,  and  acting  in  friendly 
manner  afford  a  splendid  opportunity  for  good  public  re- 
lation among  the  youngsters. 

In  the  Bureau  of  Identification  under  Deputy  Chief 
Mortland,  Chief  Morton  has  had  introduced  the  mug- 
ging and  fingerprinting  of  every  one  arrested,  whether  for

Deputy  Chief  H.  J.  Mortland 

Lieutenant  H.  J.  Mortland  who  was  born  in  Minne- 
apolis, Minn.,  but  come  to  Fresno  when  a  young;  boy  dur- 
ing the  year  1922.  He  finished  his  education  in  Fresno 
State  College,  centering  his  study  on  law  enforcement. 
Graduating  from  Fresno  State  he  entered  the  Sheriff's 
office,  being  appointed  a  deputy  sheriff  in  1933.  He  was 
assigned  to  the  identification  bureau  of  the  Sheriff's  office 
and  demonstrated  such  ability  he  rapidly  advanced  to  the 
position  of  being  in  charge  of  this  necessary  unit  of  law 
enforcement.  He  served  in  this  capacity  until  1939,  when 
he  resigned  to  join  the  Police  Department,  then  under 
former  Chief  Raymond  T.  Wallace.  He  was  given  the 
rank  of  Sergeant,  and  from  the  start  he  has  made  the 
B.  of  I.  in  the  Fresno  Police  Department  one  to  be  envied 
by  many  another  Police  Department.  While  with  the 
Sheriff's  office  he  was  sent  to  Washington  where  he  at- 
tended the  FBI  National  Police  Academy,  graduating  in 
1939,  the  year  he  joined  the  Police  Department. 

He  has  incorporated  many  of  the  things  he  learned  at 
the  Police  Academy  into  his  conduct  of  the  FPD  Identifi- 
cation Bureau.  He  streamlined  its  operations  and  was 
able  to  tret  the  most  modern  of  equipment.  No  city  excels 
the  Fresno  department  when  it  comes  to  the  B.  of  I. 

On  July  1,  1949,  he  won  promotion  to  a  Lieutenancy  by 
competitive  examinations.  As  a  Lieutenant  he  had  charge 
of  not  only  the  B.  of  I.,  the  program  for  officers'  training, 
personnel,  records  and  various  courses  of  new  men  and  in 
service  officers. 

Last  June  he  was  made  one  of  the  Deputy  Chiefs  of 
Police  and  retains  all  the  above  activities  as  well  as  looking 
after  the  affiairs  of  the  Department  on  the  8  a.m.  to  4  p.m. 
watch. 

Deputy  Chief  Mortland  was  married  on  August  15, 
1939,  to  Miss  Margaret  Knapp  and  the  couple  has  three 
children,  Bi Hie,  Jay  and  Mary. 

Lieutenant   W.    E.    Ellis   was   born    in    1901,    and    ar- 


rived in  Fresno  in  1912.  He  joined  the  Police  Department, 
then  under  former  Chief  William  Walker,  on  December 
10,  1928. 

He  was  made  a  Sergeant  in  1939  and  one  year  latei 
elevated  to  a  Lieutenant  \ . 

He  has  varied  duties  in  the  SPD,  serving  in  the  De- 
tective Bureau  as  a  Detective  Sergeant.  He  is  highly  re- 
garded for  his  knowledge  and  understanding  of  every 
phase  of  police  work.  He  is  a  good  instructor,  able  to 
impart  his  know  ledge  to  those  he  is  assigned  to  teach. 

He  is  an  expert  on  small  firearms,  and  has  been  loaned 
to  neighboring  San  Joaquin  cities  to  organize  their  Police 
Department-.. 

During  the  last  big  war  he  was  in  the  service  of  the  Air 
Corps,  in  charge  of  the  Technical  Training  Command, 
and  came  out  with  a  fine  record  with  the  Air  Corps. 
He  had  never  worked  on  traffic,  to  which  he  was  appointed 
head  last  June,  but  with  his  training  as  a  police  officer,  his 
vast  knowledge  of  law  enforcement,  and  his  splendid  rec- 
ord as  a  peace  officer  he  is  doing  all  right  in  his  new- 
position.

Deputy  Chief  Thomas  Stine  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Fresno  Police  Department  for  over  1  7  years.  He  was  born 
in  Riverdale  but  moved  to  Fresno  while  a  youth. 

He  served  on  traffic  for  some  time  and  when  he  was 
elevated  to  his  present  position  he  was  put  in  charge  of  the 
4  p.m.  to  midnight  watch. 

As  is  well  recognized,  this  is  a  busy  time  for  a  Police 
Department  in  any  large  city,  but  Deputy  Chief  and  his 
force  of  officers  have  proven  during  the  three  months  he 
has  been  on  the  job  that  it  is  possible  to  stop  a  lot  of  crimes, 
and  yank  out  of  circulation  those  who  would  try  some  il- 
legal moves,  which  they  do. 

On  March  7,  1930,  Deputy  Chief  Stine  married  Miss 
Edith  Dunn.  They  have  a  son,  Richard,  who  is  the  pride 
and  joy  of  the  family,  and  one  who  has  given  his  parents 
much  reason  to  be  proud  of  him.

Returning  to  Fresno  six  months  later  with  the  future 
chief  city  executive,  they  saw  their  son  grow  up,  go 
through  the  public  schools,  then  to  Stanford  University, 
where  a  year  after  he  entered — which  was  in  1932 — he  be- 
came a  star  football  player  and  track  athlete.  From  1933 
to  1936  he  played  tackle  on  the  varsity  team.  He  was 
known  as  "Slugger"  Dunn.

Totalitarian  law  enforcement  has  unlimited  powers.

by  legislative  bodies.  This  is  as  it  should  be.  The  individual 
citizen  in  a  democratic  state  is  protected  by  the  high 
standards  set  by  good  law  enforcement  itself.  The  well- 
trained  peace  officer,  schooled  in  the  democratic  tradition, 
respects  the  civil  rights  of  the  accused  and  observes  the 
rules  of  fair  play  and  decency.  His  efforts  to  solve  the 
criminal  case  are  done  by  hard  work,  intelligent  investiga- 
tion, and  the  location  of  evidence  which  may  readily  be 
used  in  a  court  trial.  Brutality,  third-degree  torture, 
threats  to  terrorize  relatives,  familiar  weapons  to  totali- 
tarian law  enforcement,  are  shunned  by  good  law  enforce- 
ment. In  our  democracy  the  accused  is  innocent  until 
proved  guilty  by  law  and  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  in  the 
minds  of  a  jury  of  his  peers. 

The  powers  of  the  F.B.I.,  for  example,  are  strictly 
limited,  defined  over  the  years  by  Congressional  enactment 
and  Presidential  directives.  It  does  not  decide  what  it  will 
or  will  not  do.  Before  a  case  is  opened,  there  must  be  a 
specific  allegation  which,  if  proved  true,  would  constitute 
a  matter  coming  within  the  investigative  jurisdiction  of 
the  F.B.I.  Investigations  are  not  initiated  promiscuously 
or  indiscriminately.  The  F.B.I.,  as  the  investigative  arm 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Justice,  is  interested 
in  securing  the  facts,  completely,  fairly,  and  impartially. 
The  results  of  their  investigations  are  handed  to  the 
Attorney   General   or   his   assistant   without   comment   or 


recommendation  so  that  he  maj  determine  whether  there 
will  be  a  prosecution. 

In  the  process  of  democratic  law  enforcement  wherein 
the  true  facts  are  found,  these  are  not  only  used  to  convict 
the  guilty  but  are  used  as  well  to  exonerate  the  innocent. 
Good  law  enforcement  is  interested  in  only  one  thing — 
the  determination  of  the  truth,  for  we  know  that  the  truth 
sets  men  free.  In  the  Mattson  kidnaping  case  wherein 
ten-year-old  Charles  Fletcher  Mattson  was  kidnaped 
from  his  home  at  Tacoma,  Washington,  on  December  27, 
1936,  and  later  found  murdered,  the  F.B.I,  has  investi- 
gated nunc  than  25,000  suspects  in  an  attempt  to  bring 
the  culprit  to  justice.  This  case  is  still  unsolved  and  is 
still  under  investigation.  However,  I  point  it  out  only  to 
show  that  the  facts,  as  faithfully  and  accurately  developed, 
have  proved  the  innocence  of  these  25,000  suspects. 

Totalitarian  law  enforcement,  in  its  disdain  of  civil 
rights,  would  never  waste  time  in  proving  the  innocence 
of  the  falsely  accused.  In  fact,  it  is  doubtful  whether  in 
the  totalitarian  state  the  persons  who  heard  the  cases 
coming  before  them  would  have  the  intellectual  equipment 
to  distinguish  guilt  from  innocence.  The  object  of  law 
enforcement  in  a  dictatorship  is  not  to  promote  the  welfare 
of  the  citizenry  but  to  instill  fear,  dread,  and  timidity 
into  the  nation. 

The  value  and  the  service  rendered  to  the  democratic 
United  States  by  law  enforcement  and  its  constant  protec- 
tion of  the  rights  of  society  is  best  exemplified  by  the  fact 
that  America  has  reached  the  highest  pinnacle  of  human 
accomplishment  without  sacrificing  the  civil  rights  of  its 
people.  The  Axis  dictator  states,  by  abandoning  all  of  the 
human  rights  and  by  the  application  of  ruthless  and  in- 
human methods,  have  only  brought  themselves  to  utter 
and  complete  ruin. 

During  the  last  war  we  saw  the  full  activity  of  totali- 
tarian states.  It  was  not  a  pretty  picture — the  prison 
camps,  the  slave  quarters,  the  denial  of  the  rights  of  human 
beings,  the  fear  concepts  instilled  in  human  beings,  the 
father  not  trusting  his  son  and  the  son  not  trusting  the 
father;  the  very  fundamental  God-given  things  of  human 
right  disputed,  torn  asunder,  and  made  cheap  and  tawdry. 
These,  then,  must  be  to  us  lessons  from  the  past  which 
will  set  up  our  guide  posts  for  the  future.  The  ideologies 
which  were  inconsistent  with  the  democratic  way  of  life 
did  not  die  with  the  totalitarian  states.  Western  civiliza- 
tion is  today  yet  being  torn  apart  by  the  existence  of 
ideologies  which  are  as  foreign  to  the  democratic  govern- 
ment as  were  the  policies  of  the  Nazis  and  Fascists. 

American    law    enforcement    faces   a    most   serious 

challenge  today.    At  no  time  in  our  national  history  has 

it  had  the  opportunities  which  it  does  today  to  carry  out 

its  sworn  duties — the  protection  of  American  life,  liberty,

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THE  CANDID  FRIEND

When  a  jury  hands  down  a  verdict  that  we  did  not  at 
all  expect  we  never  are  short  for  words  to  state  our  low 
appraisement  of  their  judgment.  But  how  about  our 
judgment  on  apparently  cut  and  dry  questions?  As  to 
sane  judgment  we  have  onI\  to  look  around  the  office, 
factory,  department  or  concern  of  any  kind  in  which  we 
labor.  And,  what  do  we  find  ?  In  the  newspaper  office  the 
pressmen  think  the  reporters  have  the  life  of  Reilly,  and 
vice  versa.  The  same  weakness  of  judgment  in  the  matter 
of  seeing  the  other  fellow's  job  through  rose  colored  glasses 
is  abundantly  shown  in  a  large  police  department  like  our 
San  Francisco  department;  to  the  rank  and  file  the  In- 
spector is  on  one  pleasant  detail — with  never  a  care,  as  to 
wind,  weather  or  violence!  What  does  the  Inspector 
think?  Let  us  go  into  that. 

With  many  years  attending  trials  in  the  Hall  of  Justice 
to  my  credit  I  am  able  to  speak  with  some  authority  con- 
cerning the  supposed  sinecure  the  inspector  enjoy.  As  an 
opening  statement  I  will  assert  I  never  envied  their  work, 
knowing  that,  just  like  a  police  court  reporter  for  a  big 
daily,  they  had  to  produce.  I  also  realized  that  they  had 
to  produce  against  odds  which  I  did  not  have  to  encounter  : 
and  these  odds,  to  say  the  least,  were  numerous  and  an- 
noying. 

All  men  are  entitled  to  a  fair  and  impartial  trial,  and 
this  leads  a  person  to  believe  that  peace  officers  are  in- 
cluded in  this  fairness  and  impartiality. 

When  the  legislature  enacted  the  penal  laws  and  divided 
crimes  into  the  misdemeanor  and  felony  classess,  and  set 
forth  the  penalties  for  the  individual  breaches  of  the  law, 
it  evidently  was  the  intention  of  its  members  that  convicted 
violators  would  be  punished  according  to  the  stipulated 
law. 

Sitting  in  at  hundreds  of  criminal  trials  of  note,  in  the 
Hall  of  Justice,  I  have  often  wondered  just  whose  duty 
it  is  to  prosecute  men  for  the  commission  of  crime.  I  have 
been  perfectly  familiar  with  more  than  two  score  inspec- 
tors whom  I  have  known  to  have  worked  for  weeks — and 
even  months — to  round  up  some  clever  law  breaker,  and 
secure  the  evidence  on  him  too,  only  to  fail  to  place  him 
in  San  Quentin  or  Folsom.  Inspectors  are  human.  One  in 
fifty  may  say:  "It's  all  in  a  day's  work — better  luck  with 
him  the  next  time  I  bring  him  in."  Yes,  the  "odds''  are 
definitely  a  continuous  and  disheartening  barrier  to  in- 
spectors whose  professional  pride  spurs  them  to  bring  their 
assignments  to  a  successful  conclusion.  But,  let  us  see  what 
the  "odds"  are. 

Amongst  the  "odds"  might  be  mentioned  the  jury,  as  a 
number  one  "hazard."  There  is  as  much  difference  in  the 
ability  of  jurors  as  there  is  in  the  ability  of  attorneys. 
Twelve  jurors  listen  to  the  same  evidence.  On  the  very 
first  ballot  eleven  will  often  be  for  conviction  or  for  ac- 
quittal. On  a  later  ballot  the  eleven  will  vote  with  the  one 
militant  juror  who  held  out  on  the  very  first  ballot.    Sales- 


manship, in  this  instance,  scores  a  signal  victory  over  nor- 
mal mental  functioning.  Then,  in  the  most  important 
felony  cases,  there  is  the  witness  who  lives  out  of  town, 
or  in  another  state,  and — worse  still — the  witness  who  is 
willing  to  leave  town.  The  good  defense  attorne\ ,  in  such 
cases,  will  take  care  of  the  postponements. 

Among  the  flotsam  and  jetsam  aiding  the  defendcnt  to 
avoid  and  evade  the  punishments  set  forth  in  the  penal 
code  are:  Commitment  held  up  until  a  named  hour; 
suspended  sentence;  and  that  terrible  one — to  leave  tow  n. 
Excellent  defense  lawyers,  relatives  and  friends,  family 
and  businss  connections  are  all  to  the  good  generally,  but, 
in  some  crucial  cases  the  person  charged  with  a  felonj  i> 
arrested  when  the  police  have  abundant  evidence  to  con- 
vict.   Let  us  see  what  happens. 

After  his  arraignment  the  claim  is  suddenly  made  that 
he  is  mentally  off  balance,  so  he  is  turned  over  to  the  psy- 
chiatrist, and,  on  the  psychiatrist's  findings,  he  is  sent  to 
the  State  Hospital  where  he  remains  for  a  short  time, 
when — unless  his  crime  was  murder — he  is  turned  loose, 
once  more  to  wend  his  wilful  way.

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Galton-Henry  Pattern  Definitions

The  art  of  personal  identification  by  skin  patterns  is 
well  recognized  as  a  very  old  science,  and  throughout  the 
long  period  during  which  fingerprints  have  served  man 
in  various  capacities,  their  designs  have  been  described 
and  classified  in  many  ways.  More  than  fifty  systems,  or 
methods  of  classification,  have  been  used  in  foreign  coun- 
tries, most  of  them  based  upon  the  Vucetich  or  Argentine 
system,  or  the  Henry  system. 

The  standard  ten-finger  classification  system,  universal 
in  the  United  States,  had  its  beginning  in  1892  when 
Francis  Galton  published  his  first  textbook  on  the  sub- 
ject of  "Finger  Prints."  Later,  Sir  Edward  R.  Henry 
paraphrased  Galton's  material,  and,  in  1900,  published 
his  manual,  "Classification  and  Uses  of  Finger  Prints." 
Since  then,  this  latter  work  has  been  the  recognized 
authority  for  the  so-called  "Galton-Henry"  system.  As 
yet,  no  other  method  has  replaced  this  system  in  America, 
and  for  half  a  century  we  have  looked  upon  its  rules  and 
definitions  as  inviolable. 

There  have  been  but  few  instances  in  which  these  rules 
were  challenged  or  contradicted.  Occasional  opinions, 
however,  have  conflicted  with  the  Galton-Henry  defini- 
tions.   One  of  these  refers  to  a  design  which  has  caused 


some  controversy,  namely,  the  loop.  This  is  unfortunate 
since  loops  constitute  the  majority  of  all  fingerprint 
patterns, 

Under  the  Galton-Henry  rule,  a  loop  is  defined  clearly 
and  simply.  The  conventional  loop  pattern  must  com- 
prise four  factors:  (1)  a  core;  (2)  a  delta  ;  (3)  a  "count" 
of  one  or  more  ridges  between  these  focal  points;  and  (4) 
at  least  one  uninvolved  ridge  that  enters  and  exits  on  the 
same  side  of  the  pattern — or  tends  to  do  so — and  in  so 
doing  passes  between  the  delta  and  the  core.  (See  Fig.  1.) 

By  extending  the  "line  of  count"  beyond  the  core,  as 
indicated  by  the  dotted  line  B — B  in  Fig.  1,  it  will  be 
noted  that  the  recurving  ridge  A — A  is  crossed  by  the 
dotted  line  at  two  places,  X  and  X.  According  to  the 
Galton-Henry  rule,  this  portion  of  the  recurring  ridge — 
from  X  to  X — must  be  free  from  involvements  or  attach- 
ments of  any  kind  in  order  to  qualify  as  the  recurving 
ridge  of  the  loop. 

Disagreement  has  arisen  regarding  this  "recurving 
ridge,"  some  technicians  contending  (contrary  to  the 
Galton-Henry  rule)  that  the  portion  of  the  ridge  between 
X  and  X  need  not  be  uninvolved,  as  indicated  in  Fig.  1, 
and  may  still  be  considered  as  the  recurving  ridge  of  the 
loop  even  though  one  or  more  other  ridges  are  attached 
to  it,  providing  that  the  attachments  are  not  emanating 
from  the  recurving  ridge  "at  right  angles."  (See  Fig.  2.) 

With  no  disparagement  toward  the  advocators,  who 
undoubtedly  have  the  best  intentions,  such  an  assumption 
is  open  to  considerable  criticism.  In  the  first  place,  the 
recurving  ridge  of  a  loop,  regardless  of  all  other  consider- 
ations, essentially  must  be  a  curved  line;  and  a  curved  line 
and  a  straight  line  cannot  be  united  in  any  manner  that 
will  result  in  a  true  "right  angle."  Furthermore,  the 
ridges  composing  friction  skin  are  conspicuously  irregular 
and  serrated,  seldom  if  ever  presenting  a  perfectly  straight 
or  smooth  formation,  and  the  attached  ridge,  here  referred 
to  as  "straight,"  also  will  be  curved,  in  all  probability. 
Thus,  the  patterns  do  not  lend  themselves  readily  to 
exact  analysis  by  the  pure  geometrical  elements  of  straight 
lines  and  right  angles. 

In  addition,  assuming  that  a  true  right  angle  could  be 
formed  with  a  curved  line  and  a  straight  line — or,  more 
precisely,  with  two  curved  lines — and  that  the  recurving 
ridge  was  squarely  opposed  to  the  line  attached  to  it,  any 
deviation  of  the  attached  line  from  that  position  would 
alter  even  the  semblance  of  a  right  angle.  Also,  since 
the  attached  line  inevitably  would  be  very  short,  and  pos- 
sibly crooked,  it  might  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to 
determine  with  certainty  its  actual  "angle"  or  relation 
to  the  recurving  ridge.  In  short,  even  though  the  pattern 
in  question  might  imitate  a  right-angle  formation  as  nearly 
as  could  be,  the  arrangement  would  be  exteremely  un- 
stable,  and  probably  too  indefinite  to  be  classified  with 
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Accuracy. 

To  demonstrate  the  problem  more  clearly,  let  us  con- 
sider the  illustration  in  Fig.  3.  It  will  be  noted  that  the 
recurving  ridge  is  indicated  by  the  curved  line  D — D, 
with  line  E  emanating  from  it  in  as  close  agreement  with 
right  angles  as  is  possible  with  straight  and  curved  lines. 

Let  us  assume  that  line  E  is  a  string  attached  to  a  pin 
at  point  11.  Obviously,  the  slightest  movement  of  the 
string  from  point  X,  either  left  or  right  toward  points 
A  or  C,  destroys  all  likeness  of  "right-angle"  ridge  associa-

tion  at  point  B.  It  is  evident  that  as  we  swing  the  line 
from  point  A  on  the  left  to  point  C  on  the  right,  there  is 
no  degree  on  the  arc  between  points  A  and  C  where  this 
type  of  pattern  can  be  said  to  cease  being  a  loop  and 
become  something  else,  under  the  "right-angle"  theory, 
since  an  actual  right  angle  here  is  a  physical  impossibility 
at  any  time,  as  already  stated ;  and  secondly,  even  at  best, 
the  nearest  point  of  approach  thereto  never  could  be 
placed  with  absolute  precision,  owing  to  the  irregularity 
of  friction-skin  markings.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  if  a 
questioned  skin  pattern  approximates  a  loop,  but  does  not 
include  all  of  the  four  characteristics  required  for  loops 
under  the  Galton-Henry  rule,  it  probably  is  a  tented  arch. 

Throughout  America  and  other  English-speaking  coun- 
tries, there  are  thousands  of  identification  bureaus  which 
together  hold  many  millions  of  fingerprints,  all  classified 
and  filed  according  to  the  orthodox  Galton-Henry  system. 
As  a  rule,  such  bureaus  are  supervised  by  officers  who 
exercise  their  own  discretion  regarding  their  departments' 
policies  and  practices.  Since  all  of  these  bureau  heads 
could  not  be  expected  to  accept  radical  ideas  likely  to 
upset  their  entire  classifying  and  filing  system,  an  inclusive 
transformation  here  would  be  out  of  the  question.  Even 
if  some  executives  might  attempt  to  recognize  the  "right- 
angle"  proposal,  while  others  did  not,  which  would  be 
the  most  one  could  expect,  regardless  of  persuasion,  the 
outcome  would  be  only  added  discord. 

To  summarize  the  foregoing,  it  seems  more  practical 
to  follow  the  Galton-Henry  rule  already  presented.  The 
success  of  identification  by  fingerprints  depends  to  a  great 
extent  upon  unified  procedure.  If  fingerprint  classifiers 
concur  on  the  basic  rules  and  definitions  of  skin  patterns, 
there  is  less  danger  of  mistake,  but  if  conflicting  opinions 
are  allowed  to  intrude,  the  inevitable  result  will  be  con- 
fusion and  failure. 

In  the  interest  of  effective  crime  detection  and  preven- 
tion, the  writer  earnestly  advises  all  who  are  engaged  in 
identification  work  to  adhere  to  the  Galton-Henry  funda- 
mentals. It  is  possible  that  future  research  may  produce 
a  new  superior  method  of  classifying  fingerprints ;  in  the 
meantime,  however,  it  behooves  fingerprint  technicians  to 
agree  on  the  time-tested  rules  in  order  to  maintain  the 
highest  possible  level  of  efficiency  in  the  vital  enterprise 
of  law  enforcement.

W'irli  the  growth  of  population  the  town  has  improved 
in  police  sen  ice.  Chief  James  R.  Evans,  who  after  serv- 
ing with  the  sheriff's  office  of  Butte  county,  has  headed 
the  Police  Department  for  the  past  three  years.  He  has 
done  a  magnificent  job  as  the  city's  chief  law  enforcement 
officer.  With  his  force  of  18  people,  there  having  been 
two  added  during  the  present  year,  he  has  achieved  a 
record  for  crime  prevention  that  is  indeed  outstanding. 
There  has  been  but  very  little  of  the  so-called  higher 
bracket  crimes,  and  those  which  have  occurred  have  been 
speedily  cleared  by  the  arrests  of  the  perpetrators.

On  September  14  Chief  Evans  demonstrated  bis  co- 
operative endeavors  to  all  charged  with  law  enforcement 
in  California.  On  that  date  he  invited  the  members  of 
the  Associated  Public  Communication  Officers  to  hold 
their  monthly  meeting  in  Chico.  There  was  a  goodly 
number  present  anil  thej  wound  up  two  days,  instead  of 
part  of  one  day,  with  the  most  wonderful  gathering  the 
Associated  Officers  have  ever  had  during  its  some  15 
'.ears  existence. 

He  had  provided  a  meeting  place  at  the  picturesque 
Hotel  Oaks.  Assembling  at  11  A.M.  a  business  meeting 
was  held  until  1  P.M.  when  a  fine  luncheon  was  served 
and  after  that  a  short  spell  was  devoted  to  more  business. 

Following  this  feature  all  the  members  were  loaded 
into  a  caravan  of  automobiles,  numbering  10  and  started 
for  the  Feather  River.

The  cavalvade  went  by  way  of  Pyramid  over  a  rough 
and  rugged  road  coming  into  the  Feather  River  Highway 
below  the  Cresta  power  house,  finished  last  year,  the 
latest  and  one  of  the  largest  of  the  six  along  the  river.

Here  a  penstocks  have  a  drop  of  25,000 
feet,  bringing  water  through  long  tunnels  from  Buck's 
Lake.  Rocks  Power  House  is  the  largest  on  the  river, 
with  120,000  capacity.  Big  Ben  Power  House  is  the 
oldest  of  the  system.

personality  than  Ray  Meyer  for  a  place  as  a  line  officer 
which  leads  to  the  presidency.  His  has  been  a  rugged  life, 
one  that  has  taken  him  through  two  World  Wars,  skir- 
mishes in  Mexico  in  1912,  Nicaragua  and  Honduras, 
and  a  nice  submarine  trip  under  the  North  Pole  with 
Sir  Hubert  Wilkins  many  years  ago,  as  radio  engineer 
on  the  submarine. 

In  World  War  I  as  in  World  War  II  and  other  combat 
missions  he  was  in  the  Navy.  His  work  was  with  radio 
communications,  and  he  learned  all  there  was  to  be 
learned,  and  promoted  a  lot  of  new  wrinkles  of  his  own 
that  have  made  radio  communications  more  efficient  and 
less  complex. 

He  retired  from  the  Navy  in  1935  and  went  to  work 
for  the  Vallejo  Police  Department,  setting  up  their  first 
two-way  radio — the  station  and  patrol  car  installations. 
In  1942  he  was  called  back  into  service  and  served  under 
Admiral  Chester  Nimitz,  having  charge  of  all  electronic 


schools  from  San  Francisco  to  Japan.  He  served  until 
1947  when  he  went  out  on  pension  as  a  lieutenant-com- 
mander after  34  years  tenure  as  a  Navy  man.  He  resumed 
his  duties  with  the  Vallejo  P.  I).,  though  during  his 
hitch  with  the  Navy  he  still  had  time  to  keep  that  busy 
police  department  up  to  date  on  radio  communications. 

During  his  Navy  service  he  got  fifteen  citations  for 
his  outstanding  attention  to  duty  and  two  from  the  Army. 
He  was  recommended  for  three  legion  of  merit  by  the 
Commandant  of  Mare  Island,  and  to  further  enumerate 
how  highly  he  is  thought  of  by  all  classes  of  people  it 
might  be  well  to  state  that  he  is  the  only  communications 
officer  to  have  a  place  in  California's  blue  book  "Who's 
Who."

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Mountain  View  -  No  Traffic  Deaths  in  7  Yrs. 


Mountain  View,  the  busj  little  city  along  El  Camino 
Real,  in  Santa  Clara  county,  continues  to  be  an  important 
center  for  farming,  fruits,  berries,  nuts,  vegetables  of 
every  variety,  which  thrive  on  the  sunkissed  and  fertile 
soil  of  the  area,  which  bring  in  many  dollars  to  the  agri- 
culturists, and  furnish  labor  tor  thousands  of  people. 
This  makes  a  prosperous  community,  which  Mountain 
View  is. 

An  idea  of  how  many  people  come  into  the  town  each 
day  can  be  gleaned  by  the  traffic  checks  conducted  by 
Police  Chief  A.  H.  Exccll,  who  for  18  years  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Police  Department,  and  for  12  of  these 
years  lie  has  been  its  boss.  The  survey  shows  that  for  a 
12-hour  period  at  two  of  the  city's  main  intersections, 
Castro  and  Villa  streets  and  Castro  and  Front  streets,  the 
count  for  the  former  was  12,000  automobiles  and  the 
latter  slightly  less  than  13,000. 

Yet  with  this  heavy  auto  travel  there  has  not  been  a 
death  from  a  traffic  accident  in  seven  years,  and  the  num- 
ber of  serious  accidents  have  been  comparatively  small. 
In  fact  during  the  fiscal  year  1949-50  traffic  accidents 
showed  a  decrease  of  nine  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 

Enforcement,  coupled  with  an  educational  program  that 
extends  to  all  classes  of  people  and  organizations,  and 
cooperation  of  the  citizens  of  the  area,  is  responsible  for 
the  splendid  record  achieved. 

The  annual  report  shows  that  for  the  year  there  were 
288  traffic  citations  issued  and  104  arrests  for  traffic  law 
violations.  There  were  991  meter  violations  for  the 
past  year. 

While  there  has  been  an  increase  in  crime  in  Mountain 
View  during  the  past  year,  the  Police  Department  surely 
did  itself  proud  by  establishing  clearances  of  all  felonies 
to  the  extent  of  65  per  cent.  The  clearances  for  misde- 
meanors was  even  higher. 

This  is  a  splendid  record  for  a  Police  Department  of 
ten  people,  made  up  of  Chief  Excell,  Captain  A.  C. 
Nielsen,  Sergeant  Kenneth  Hallmark,  Senior  Traffic  Of- 
ficer Vernon  Lavorini,  Senior  Patrol  Officer  Edward 
Miller,  Officers  Orving  Siegel,  Lawrence  Grilli,  Thomas 
Montague,  Rogert  Malone,  Matron  Ellen  Tucker  and 
Radio  and  Teletype  Operator  Sarah  Garcia. 

There  is  a  force  of  special  police  officers  numbering 
one  for  each  member  of  the  force.  They  cover  special 
events,  such  as  parades  and  there  have  been  seven  during 
the  past  12  months — dances  and  patrol  of  the  residence 
and  business  parts  of  the  city.  Officers  Siegel  and  Grilli 
have  charge  of  this  special  unit,  instructing  them  and 
assigning  them  to  their  various  duties. 

Captain  Nielsen  who  graduated  with  this  year's  first 
class  at  the  FBI  National  Academy  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
has  charge  of  the  investigation  and  general  supervision  of 
the  day-time  activities.  He  was  appointed  to  the  Police 
Department  on  July  15,  1941  and  has  progressed  rapidly 
through  the  ranks  to  his  present  position. 


The  salary  of  patrolman  now  starts  at  $240  per  month 
and  goes  to  $285  after  five  years  service. 

As  further  evidence  of  the  successful  operation  of  the 
MVPD  one  has  but  to  look  at  the  report  for  1949-50 
submitted  by  Chief  Excell  to  the  City  Council.  It  reveals 
that  17,905  telephone  calls  were  received  and  3305  out 
going  calls.  The  two  radio  equipped  cars  which  gives  the 
city   a  24-hour  coverage  handled  40,000  communications. 

There  were  266  local  warrants  for  arrest  served  and 
147  for  outside  jurisdictions. 

There  came  to  police  headquarters  14,965  people  on 
police  business. 

There  were  687  arrests  for  all  crimes,  five  of  which 
were  for  burglary  and  one  for  murder.  There  were  no 
robberies  reported  for  the  past  year. 

The  Police  check  1000  people  for  clearance  on  records 
for  various  civil  service  boards,  employment  applications 
and  other  public  requests. 

All  stores  of  the  business  area  are  given  regular  and 
frequent  checks  and  it  has  been  found  that  from  25  to  35 
of  these  places  have  been  left  unlocked  by  the  proprietors. 

The  Identification  Bureau,  which  has  700  finger  prints 
taken  yearly,  now  has  9000  fingerprint  cards  on  file. 

There  is  in  a  stage  of  preparation  the  erection  of  a  new 
city  hall  to  accommodate  the  city's  personnel  for  the  ever 
growing  population.  The  plans  as  drawn  has  quarters  for 
the  Police  Department.  It  will  be  modern  in  every  par- 
ticular, with  a  place  for  the  Chief's  office,  squad  room, 
with  lockers,  two  rooms  for  the  Sheriff's  deputies  assigned 
to  the  area,  a  lobby  and  radio  room,  record  room  and 
vault,  photograph  and  fingerprint  quarters,  with  dark 
room.  There  will  be  four  cells  for  male  prisoners,  one 
for  women  and  two  for  juveniles. 

When  the  building  is  erected  it  will  be  on  property  at 
the  corner  of  Villa  and  Franklin  streets. 
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Sunnyvale  Merges  Police  and  Fire  Dept's 


Sunnyvale,  a  busy  little  industrial  city,  with  Westing- 
house  Company  occupying  the  old  wartime  plant  of  the 
Hendy  company;  with  large  packing  companies  operating 
plants  processing  the  vast  crops  of  vegetables  and  fruits 
of    the    Sunnyvale    area,    which    is    blessed    with   sublime

climate  and  fertile  soil,  is  now  engaged  in  rare  experiment 
in  its  city  government. 

On  July  10,  this  year,  it  unified  its  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  under  the  name  of  the  Public  Safety  De- 
partment, and  it  is  receiving  the  support  of  the  major  por- 
tion of  the  10,000  people  who  live  in  the  city. 

The  change  over  was  made  after  three  public  hearings 
that  crowded  the  meeting  place  of  the  City  Council.  It 
was  pointed  out  by  the  City  Manager,  H.  K.  Hunter, 
that  Sunnyvale  was  a  city  of  10,000  people,  that  its 
assessed  valuation  for  taxation  was  $13,500,000  with  a 
tax  rate  limited  to  $1.00  per  $100.00.  This  yielded 
$135,000  in  taxes  annually. 

He,  with  Councilman  C.  H.  Howard  and  City  Attor- 
ney Charles  McDonald,  stated  that  the  Police  Department 
was  made  up  of  16  members,  which  cost  $60,000  a  year 
to  run.  The  Fire  Department  had  but  one  paid  man,  the 
Chief  and  there  were  30  men  serving  as  volunteer  firemen, 
without  pay. 

The  City  Manager  stressed  the  fact  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  have  a  paid  fire  department,  which  would  be 
reflected  not  only  in  more  efficient  fire  fighting,  but  bring 
about  a  reduction  in  fire  insurance. 

To  get  a  paid  fire  department  of  sufficient  personnel 
would  more  than  double  the  cost  of  the  police  department, 
which  would  leave  but  a  few  thousand  dollars  from  the 
yearly  taxes,  to  conduct  other  functions  of  municipal  gov- 
ernment in  Sunnyvale. 

The  proponents  of  the  plan  also  acknowledged  the 
fact  that  in  isolated  instances  the  unification  of  the  two 
services  had  been  attempted  in  other  cities  throughout 
the  LTnited  States,  with  but  little  success.  This  they  stated 
was  due  mostly  because  one  department  insisted  on  ab- 


sorbing the  other,  which  brought  about  sufficient  opposition 
that  the  idea  fell  through. 

So,  basing  their  aim,  after  a  comprehensive  investiga- 
tion, the  City  Manager  and  other  city  officials  in  favor 
of  uniting  the  two  forces,  for  the  first  time  it  had  ever 
been  tried,  proceeded  to  integrate  the  two  organizations 
to  a  point  where  all  men  serving  would  be  so  trained 
in  both  fields  and  be  able  to  perform  either  duties  in  a 
satisfying  manner. 

It  was  decided  to  give  the  idea  a  trial  and  it  was  set 
up  under  the  following  four  point  program  : 

1.  An  integrate  Public  Safety  Department,  with  men 
trained  in  both  fields  to  provide  a  well-knit  and  versatile 
group  to  meet  emergencies  in  protection  of  life  and 
property. 

2.  To  provide  a  40-hour  week  for  all  personnel. 

3.  Going   rates    of   pay    for   police   and    fire   services. 

4.  To  keep  the  men  occupied  in  work  of  training  activity 
during  their  entire  shift. 

Going  as  it  is  the  City  Manager  announced  the  total

annual  budget  for  the  unified  services  called  for  the 
expenditure  of  $85,883. 

The  40-hour  week  has  been  established  and  the  pay 
of  the  personnel  of  new  department,  which  consists  of 
24  men  has  been  fixed  at  PS  Officer  $260-$305  per 
month;  Captain  $305-$365 ;  Assistant  Chief  $345-$410; 
PS  Chief  $450. 

The  PS  Chief  selected  for  the  important  post  is  John 
Y.  Cordell,  Texas  born  retired  Battalion  Chief  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Fire  Department  and  its  first  Chaplain,  serv- 
ing in  that  capacity  for  25  years  up  to  his  retirement.  He  is 
a  man  well  trained  in  all  phases  of  fire  fighting,  public

he  has  150  men,  who,  for  nearly  ten  years  have  given 
their  time  and  energy  in  assisting  the  regular  force  of 
140  people  in  enforcing  the  law.  This  latter  number 
includes  122  regular  police  officers,  14  communications 
officers  and  four  casual  grade  crossing  officers. 

Plans  are  already  well  advanced  to  increase  the  num- 
ber and  it  is  Chief  Blackmore's  aim  to  have  300  well 
trained  auxiliary  officers  ready  for  any  emergency  the 
present  war  may  entail. 

The  City  Manager  and  the  City  Council  has  provided 
that  the  members  of  the  auxiliary  do  not  have  to  pay  for 
their  uniforms  and  necessary  equipment,  for  they  all  wear 
distinctive  uniforms  and  have  the  usual  equipment  of 
regular  officers.  Several  thousands  of  dollars  have  been 
appropriated  for  this  purpose,  and  it  is  but  small  pay 
for  the  services  this  public  spirited  and  patriotic  body  of 
men  have  performed.  Last  year  they  contributed  22,000 
hours  to  filling  in  for  days  of  policemen,  serving  during 
various  celebrations  and  parades,  patrolling  districts  and 
otherwise  doing  good  police  work,  representing  a  saving 
of  over  $25,000  to  the  city. 

From  the  Police  Department  Sergeant  Edward  Pranca 
has  charge  and  the  Chief  of  Staff  for  the  Auxiliary  is 
Leland  Borech,  who  is  office  manager  for  the  California 
Packing  Corporation  in  San  Jose.  He  has  been  with  the 
auxiliary  for  nearly  ten  years. 

This  is  not  the  only  thing  that  Chief  Blackmore  de- 
serves great  credit,  for  since  he  assumed  command  of  the 
Police  Department — he  was  appointed  on  March  1,  1947 
— there  are  many  things  that  reflect  on  his  ability  as  a

A  series  of  promotions  and  transfers  affecting  59  San 
Francisco  police  officers  effective  September  16  was  an- 
nounced the  previous  da}  of  Chiet  of  Police  Michael  E. 
Mitchell. 

The  transfers  were  Mitchell's  answer  to  recent  heavy 
inroads  on  the  personnel  of  the  department  by  the  armed 
forces.  Heaviest  hit  by  the  calls  was  the  Accident  Investi- 
gation Bureau  of  the  Traffic  Bureau.  This  unit  and  others 
had  to  be  reinforced  by  pulling  men  from  other  assign- 
ments and  by  the  placing  of  21  newly  appointed  officers 
from  the  Police  Academy. 

Affected  by  the  order  was  popular  Captain  Peter  A. 
Conroy,  who  was  moved  from  the  Police  Juvenile  Bureau 
to  be  head  man  at  Potrero  Station.  The  Juvenile  Bureau 
will  be  headed  by  John  Meehan.  recently  named  a  Cap- 
tain. Conroy  is  a  member  of  a  prominently  known  police 
family. 

Captain  Conroy  and  three  of  his  brothers  in  the  depart- 
ment were  born  in  Galway  County,  Ireland.  He  was 
formerly  a  cabinet  maker  and  was  appointed  to  the  police 
ranks  on  March  15,  1926.  Conroy,  who  lives  at  2432 
Earaval  Street,  became  a  Captain  on  Mav  1  of  this  year. 

His  brothers  within  the  force  are  Lieutenant  Hugh  J. 
Conroy,  a  policeman  since  Max  22,  1922,  now  on  duty  at 
Mission  Station.  Lieutenant  John  H.  Conroy  of  the  Mo- 
torcycle Detail,  who  was  appointed  January  31,  1921. 
Sergeant  Patrick  J.  Conroy,  appointed  August  7,  1922, 
has  been  at  Northern  Station  since  December.  1944. 

Soon  to  be  called  back  into  the  U.  S.  Army  is  Patrol- 
man John  William  (  Bill)  Conroy,  John's  son.  Conroy  at 
27  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  apt  and  brilliant  young 
officers  on  the  force. 

He  served  with  the  Army  during  World  War  II  as  a 
Captain.  Included  in  his  tour  of  duty  was  active  service 
with  a  paratroop  unit  in  the  European  theater.  At  war's 
end  he  was  officer  in  charge  of  the  security  detail  at  the 
Nuremberg  war  crime  trials. 

Lieutenant  Alvin  J.  Nicolini,  conscientious,  capable  and 
well  liked  officer,  was  moved  to  the  Police  Academy  from 
Potrero  Station.  At  the  Academy,  Chief  Mitchell  said, 
Nicolini's  job  will  mainly  be  one  of  public  relations.  For 
the  past  few  years,  the  Lieutenant  has  spoken  before  more 
civic  organizations  than  any  other  member  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Nello  Girolami,  for  several  years  a  competent  Sergeant 
in  the  Bureau  of  Communications,  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Lieutenant  by  the  Chief's  order.  Lieutenant 
Girolami  was  transferred  to  Park  Station.

recreation  facilities  offered  by  the  city,  and  they  are  many 
and  conducted  strictly  on  a  basis  that  precludes  any  un- 
lawful endeavors.  The  Police  Department  under  Chief 
Urban  Pickering  sees  that  everything  is  kept  clean  and 
according  to  Hoyle.  There  is  no  red  light  problem  in 
Modesto,  there  is  no  gambling,  no  race  booking  and 
anyone  with  an  idea  of  horning  in  with  some  illegal 
proposition  is  quickly  spotted,  yanked  out  of  circulation 
and  sent  on  him  way  with  the  admonition  he  had  better 
not  come  back. 

Chief  Pickering  now  has  a  force  of  38  men  and  four 
women  assistants,  and  they  are  well  selected  for  their 
work,  are  properly  and  constantly  trained  in  the  many 
duties  of  a  peace  officer,  and  they  are  a  well-knit  organ- 
ization, all  loyal  to  the  city,  the  Chief  and  their  fellow 
officers.  There  are  five  radio  equipped  patrol  cars,  a  new 
one  being  added  this  year.   All  cars  are  of  the  latest  model. 

With  Chief  of  Inspectors  Elmer  Horan  to  handle  all 
investigations  of  a  felonious  nature,  Chief  Pickering  has 
an  officer  who  knows  the  score  when  it  comes  to  dealing 
with  criminals,  and  Chief  Horan  has  a  well  formed  unit 
of  officers  to  carry  on  the  work  of  his  part  of  the  MPD. 

Another  top  official  is  Captain  William  Paulson,  whose 
work  is  to  look  after  the  patrol  force,  and  he,  like  Chief 
Horan,  is  a  well  schooled  officer  of  the  law. 

The  department  has  four  Sergeants,  John  Mier,  John 
Smith,  Robert  Morton  and  Norman  Sturm. 

There  has  been  but  little  crime  during  the  past  year, 
and  that  mostly  of  a  minor  nature.  With  a  bridge  to 
cross  at  each  end  of  the  city  limits  along  Highway  99, 


the  Modesto  Police  Department  has  stopped  many  a 
fleeing  crook,  wanted  in  some  other  California  city. 
There  are  three  or  four  small  robberies  a  month  reported 
and  burglaries  are  also  in  the  lower  bracket,  a  big  portion 
of  which  were  cleared  by  arrests.  There  has  not  been  a 
traffic  death  during  the  present  year. 

The  city  council  has  made  provisions  to  create  the  rank 
of  Lieutenant  for  the  MPD,  and  an  examination  date  is 
to  be  set  for  this  new  post.  Under  the  plan  any  officer 
who  has  been  a  member  of  the  Police  Department  for 
five  years  can  take  the  test. 

What  Chief  Pickering  is  particularly  proud  of  is  his 
auxiliary  Police.  This  unit  was  formed  during  the  last 
World  War,  and  consists  of  50  members.  It  has  been 
continued  since  the  end  of  the  war,  and  while  there  have 
been  some  vacancies  created  by  sickness  or  moving  away, 
those  vacancies  are  rapidly  replaced  with  energetic  men. 
At  the  present  time  the  Auxiliary  50  members  are  all 
veterans  of  World  War  I  and  World  War  II. 

They  are  drilled  regularly  under  the  direction  of  its 
Captain,  Albert  Pederson.  The  group  is  divided  into 
squads  of  five  men  when  doing  city  police  work,  such  as 
policing  parades,  athletic  events  and  patrolling  the  street 
when  occasion  requires.  Each  squad  has  a  regular  police 
officer  present  to  see  that  their  work  is  done  according 
to  the  rules,  and  to  see  that  the  squad  members  get  the 
recognition  as  law  officers  that  they  deserve  and  are 
entitled  to. 

They  are  uniformed  while  on  duty,  and  they  are  the 
most  enthusiastic  bunch  of  men  you  will  ever  find  in 
this  country. 

They  are  all  ready  to  take  the  Red  Cross  first  aid 
training. 

Once  a  month  Chief  Pickering  is  host  to  a  luncheon  or 
a  dinner  meeting  where  all  gather  in  the  spirit  of  good 
fellowship  and  make  plans  to  make  the  Auxiliary  even 
better  than  it  has  proven  to  be  during  its  over  a  decade 
of  existence.  You  can  rest  assured  Modesto  will  be 
prepared  to  do  its  share  in  civilian  defense  when  and 
if  it  is  needed. 
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OROVILLE-THE  CITY  OF  GOLD 


The  City  of  Oroville,  county  seat  of  Butte,  is  the  west- 
ern gateway  to  the  all-year  Feather  River  Highway  No. 
24,  and  the  ton  lists'  introduction  to  the  fabulous  Feather 
River  recreational  region. 

One  of  the  major  gold  discoveries  of  California  at  Bid- 
well's  Bar  in  1848  brought  an  influx  of  people  into  the 
county  and  communities  sprang  up  overnight.  Some  were 
short-lived  and  others  such  as  Oroville  have  become  mod- 
ern, thriving,  progressive  communities.  Today,  the  city 
in  the  incorporate  limits  has  a  population  of  approximately 
6,500.  However,  the  areas  adjacent  to  the  city's  cramped 
boundaries  have  a  population  almost  double  that  of  the 
city  proper. 

Agriculture  is  the  leading  basic  producing  industry. 
Oroville's  orange  groves  produce  the  earliest  navel 
oranges  in  California  and  its  olive  groves  make  it  one  of 
the  leading  olive  centers  of  the  state. 

Lumbering  and  wood  processing  are  the  leading  manu- 
facturing industries — this  area  being  noted  for  its  magnifi- 
cent pondcrosa  pine  and  cedar  timber. 

The  city  is  located  on  a  main  line  of  the  Western 
Pacific  with  that  company  employing  more  than  350  men 
locally.  Branch  lines  of  the  Sacramento  Northern  and 
Southern  Pacific  provide  additional  railroad  facilities. 

Among  the  prospective  advantages  which  will  make  for 
a  greater  Oroville  is  the  proposed  development  of  the 
Feather  River — the  central  feature  of  which  will  be  a 
gigantic  dam  within  four  miles  of  the  city  limits.  This 
proposed  dam  will  impound  over  three  million  acre-feet 
of  water  and  will  exceed  both  Hoover  Dam  and  Shasta 
Dam  in  height  and  magnitude.  This  vast  project  will  con- 
tinue to  be  the  number  one  project  of  the  Oroville  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  and  will  create  for  the  Oroville  Police 
Department  a  major  problem.  However,  various  civic 
groups  recognize  this  and  are  cooperating  with  their  Chief 
of  Police  A.  F.  Kessler,  in  laying  the  groundwork  to  meet 
the  various  problems. 


A  new  city  hall  and  city  jail  were  completed  in  March 
of  this  year — being  the  first  the  city  has  had  in  the  100 
years  that  Oroville  or  Ophir  meaning  gold,  as  it  was  called 
years  that  Oroville  (or  Ophir  meaning  gold,  as  it  was 
called  in  early  days)  has  been  an  established  community. 
All  city  personnel,  both  elective  and  appointive,  are  housed 
in  the  new  building,  including  the  entire  police  depart- 
ment. Prior  to  its  construction,  the  police  handled  all  pris- 
oners through  the  County  Jail  which  created  a  great  deal 
of  extra  work  and  loss  of  time  for  the  Police  Department 
and  the  Sheriff's  office.  With  the  new  jail  consisting  of  a 
large  drunk  tank,  a  dormitory  and  two  segregated  cells,  the 
handling  of  city  prisoners  is  a  smooth  and  efficient  opera- 
tion. The  present  force  of  eleven  officers  and  one  woman 
clerk,  are  a  well-organized  group — cooperative  and  effi- 
cient and  capable  of  handling  any  emergency  which  has 
been  proven  time  and  time  again.  At  the  present  time,  the 
department  has  one  patrol  car  with  two-way  radio  and  one

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POLICE  AID  DURING  A  GREAT  TRAGEDY 

It  is  one  of  the  quirks  of  their  trade  that  tragedy  seems 
to  endear  policemen  even  more  to  the  hearts  of  the  citi- 
zens they  protect. 

Another  sterling  page  in  the  history  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Police  Department  was  written  as  a  result  of  the 
sinking  of  the  U.  S.  Naval  Hospital  Ship  "Benevolence" 
in  the  Golden  Gate  August  25. 

Acting  Chief  of  Police  James  L.  Quigley  (Michael  E. 
Mitchell  was  vacationing)  first  heard  of  the  ramming 
and  sinking  of  the  mercy  ship  hy  the  freighter  Mary 
Luckenbach  while  hearing  a  newscast  at  7  p.m. 

He  immediately  directed  that  two  men  from  each  dis- 
trict station  be  sent  to  the  area  near  transport  docks  to 
direct  traffic.  Two  motorcycle  patrolmen  were  detailed 
to  each  emergency  hospital  to  escort  ambulances.  Dr. 
J.  C.  Geiger,  San  Francisco  Health  Director,  had  already 
ordered  available  city  ambulances  to  the  docks  at  Fort 
Mason. 

By  the  time  military  authorities  had  called  upon  police 
and  hospital  services,  they  already  had  it.  When  Quigley 
reached  Fort  Mason,  "the  kids  were  already  there,"  es- 
corting ambulances  with  survivors.  Other  police  were 
patrolling  the  beaches  for  survivors  or  bodies.  Officers  of 
Capt.  John  Meacham's  Juvenile  Bureau  had  volunteered 
to  help. 


Main  o)  the  patrolmen,  sergeants,  and  inspectors 
didn'l  need  to  l><-  told  what  to  do,  Quigley  said.  "When 
I  got  there,  they  were  really  pitching  in.  When  you  start 
giving  that  type  of  men  directions,  you  are  being  silly. 
Enough  can't  be  said  tor  the  work  those  kids  did.  They 
were  SO  good  about  it.  and  so  enthusiastic  about  helping." 

Oakland  police  escorts  met  ambulances  escorted  bj 
San  1'iainisiii  niotoi  rule  officers  at  the  Hay  Bridge,  con- 
tinuing their  uninterrupted  trips  to  Oak  Knoll  Naval 
Hospital  in  Oakland.  Officers  of  the  California  Highway 
Patrol  cleared  the  lower  deck  of  truck  and  bus  traffic  in 
order  to  facilitate  the  mercy  convoys. 

Among  officers  of  the  S.  F.  P.  D.  who  could  be  seen 
pitching  in  at  the  docks  were  Lieutenant  Walter  Thomp- 
son of  Northern  Station,  and  Sergeant  Kenneth  Carsten- 
sen  of  the  Accident  Investigation  Bureau,  who  accom- 
panied two  loudspeaker  cars  to  the  scene. 

Military  authorities  were  quick  and  loud  with  their 
thanks  to  the  department.  As  San  Franciscans  heard 
sirens  screaming  back  ami  forth  through  the  city,  they 
didn't  need  to  be  told  what  was  doing.  They  knew  the 
ambulances  were  being  given  a  terrific  right  of  way 
from  the  police. 

BRILLIANT  LAW  MAN  DIES 

Known  throughout  the  nation  as  a  special  agent  of 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  and  especially  in 
San  Francisco  as  a  former  officer  in  the  city's  police 
department,  was  Special  Agent  Myron  Elmore  Guinea 
who  drowned  August  19  in  a  Potomac  River  boating 
accident. 

Gurnea,  48,  on  a  boating  excursion  with  friends  out- 
side Washington,  D.  C,  fell  from  a  cabin  cruiser  while 
attempting  to  extricate  the  craft's  fouled  anchor  from 
the  mud. 

FBI  Director  J.  Edgar  Hoover  described  Gurnea's 
tragic  passing  as  "a  great  loss  to  the  Bureau."  The 
officer's  "performance  went  above  and  beyond  the  call  of 
duty"  on  every  assignment.  Director  Hoover  said. 

Agent  Gurnea  had  contributed  to  FBI  investigations 
of  many  important  cases,  including  the  Amerasia  stolen 
documents  case,  Boston's  ^1,500,000  Brink's  robbery,  and 
the  Roger  Tuohy  case  in  Chicago. 

Gurnea,  a  bachelor,  was  born  in  Medford,  Oregon; 
after  studying  law  at  San  Francisco  Law  School,  he 
joined  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  in  1928.  He 
resigned  in  1935  to  take  his  appointment  with  the  FBI. 

While  with  the  San  Francisco  police,  Gurnea  won 
many  awards  for  pistol  marksmanship  in  both  local  and 
outside  competition. 
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Old  Hands  Retire 


The  retirement  of  six  veteran  patrolmen  and  two  ser- 
geants from  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  was 
announced  recently. 

In  making  the  announcement  Chief  of  Police  Michael 
E.  Mitchell  thanked  the  men  for  their  service  to  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.  "It  always  takes  us  a 
little  while  to  recover  when  we  lose  men  like  these,"  the 
Chief  said. 

The  men  ending  their  long,  faithful  tours  of  duty  are: 

Sergeant  Rudolph  H.  Maier,  Sergeant  Cornelius  F. 
Thornton,  and  Patrolmen  John  O'Leary,  George  T. 
O'Brien,  Daniel  J.  Reidy,  Patrick  Stenson,  William  J. 
Vocke,  and  John  J.  Erasmy,  Jr. 

Sergeant  Maier  is  one  of  the  deans  of  the  department. 
Few  officers  have  served  longer  than  he.  Maier,  who 
lives  in  San  Francisco  at  2582  Fifteenth  Avenue,  was 
appointed  to  the  ranks  of  the  department  on  July  15, 
1909.  He  became  a  corporal  on  July  30,  1923,  and  a 
sergeant  on  November  5,  1934.  Sergeant  Maier,  a  native 
San  Franciscan,  was  born  August  15,  1885. 

Sergeant  Cornelius  F.  Thornton,  congenial  Park  Sta- 
tion officer,  was  once  a  lumber  inspector.  Also  a  native 
of  San  Francisco,  he  was  born  November  28,  1887,  and 
was  appointed  to  the  ranks  on  January  31,  1921.  Thorn- 
ton, always  known  by  most  of  the  people  in  his  districts, 
lives  at  1408  Twenty-first  Avenue.  He  became  a  cor- 
poral July  1,  1933,  and  a  sergeant  in  May,  1937,  when 
the  rank  of  corporal  was  eliminated. 

Richmond  Station's  Patrolman  John  O'Leary,  1218 
Twenty-third  Avenue,  was  appointed  to  the  department 
June  14,  1920,  by  Chief  D.  A.  White.  He  was  born  in 
County  Cork,  Ireland,  on  October  12,  1885.  Before 
joining  the  police  ranks  he  was  a  San  Francisco  fireman.

Reidy,  World  War  I  Navy  veteran 
and  former  warehouseman,  was  born  in  County  Terry, 
Ireland,  April  26,  1891.  He  was  appointed  to  the  force 
January  1,  1923,  by  Chief  Daniel  J.  O'Brien.  His  home 
is  at  579  Sixteenth  Avenue. 

Taraval  Station's  Patrolman  George  T.  O'Brien  was 
appointed  to  the  department  October  4,  1915,  under  Chief 
D.  A.  White.  O'Brien,  who  lives  at  1206  Forty-sixth 
Avenue,  was  born  in  Mill  City,  Nevada,  October  9,  1888. 

Patrolman  Patrick  Stenson,  Richmond  Station,  is  an- 
other Irish  donation  to  the  force.  He  was  born  October 
23,  1885,  in  Slige,  Ireland.  He  was  a  conductor  before 
his  appointment  on  November  10,  1919.  His  home  is  at 
245 1  Twenty-seventh  Avenue. 

Patrolman  William  Joseph  Vocke,  of  the  Traffic  Bu- 
reau, retired  September  1  for  disability.  The  hard  work- 
ing officer  was  appointed  to  the  S.  F.  P.  D.  May  2,  1938. 
He  was  born  in  San  Francisco  on  February  17,  1909.  He 
lives  at  733  Elizabeth  Street. 

Southern  Station  lost  another  of  its  stalwarts  on  Sep- 
tember   1    with    the    retirement    of    Patrolman    John    J. 


Erasmy,  Jr.,  318  Baden  Street,  after  32  years  in  the  de- 
partment. Erasmy,  former  teamster,  was  appointed  July 
1,  1918.   He  was  born  in  San  Francisco  August  18,  1886.

His  knowledge  of  men's  frailties  and  understanding  of 
their  problems  were  the  qualifications  that  made  Walsh 
capable.    He  was  a  good  man  for  policemen. 

Joe  Walsh  is  one  of  the  largest  Irishmen  ever  to  come 
out  of  the  Emerald  Isle.  Well  over  six  feet  in  height,  he 
weighs  closer  to  300  pounds  than  200. 

He  was  born  in  Bantry,  County  Cork,  Ireland  on  July 
27,  1892,  and  became  an  American  citizen  in  a  naturaliza- 
tion ceremony  conducted  February  21,  1918,  in  the  San 
Francisco  Superior  Court  of  Judge  Edmond  P.  Morgan. 

Before  his  appointment  to  the  Police  Department  'Walsh 
worked  as  a  carpet  layer  for  W.  &  J.  Sloane,  furniture 
dealers. 

Chief  of  Police  D.  A.  White  gave  Walsh  his  appoint- 
ment and  Star  No.  271  on  May  5,  1919.  His  first 
assignment  was  to  Mission  Station.  In  the  following 
years  as  he  advanced  to  more  responsible  assignments, 
he  served  under  five  more  Chiefs  of  Police — Daniel  J. 
O'Brien,  William  J.  Quinn,  Charles  W.  Dullea,  Michael 
Riordan  (now  in  the  office  of  the  state  attorney  general), 
and  Michael  E.  Mitchell.

Captain  Walsh  and  his  wife,  Mary,  who  now  reside 
at  84  Collins  Street,  were  successful  in  rearing  a  fine 
family.  Parents  of  two  sons  and  a  daughter,  they  are 
also  grandparents  of  four  children. 

The  elder  son,  Joseph,  Jr.,  is  associated  with  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company.  A  first  lieutenant  in  the 
Army  Medical  Corps  during  World  War  II,  he  and  his 
wife  have  two  children. 

Edward,  Infantry  sergeant  during  World  War  II,  is 
an  attorney  in  the  law  firm  of  Ferriter,  Purcell,  and 
Riordan. 

The  Walsh's  only  daughter  is  Mrs.  Mary  Oilman,  wife 
of  a  San  Francisco  physician  and  mother  of  two  children. 

Many  words  of  praise  could  be  spoken  of  the  Captain, 
and  justly.  But  Captain  Michael  Gaffey  of  the  Richmond 
Station,  close  personal  friend  of  Walsh  and  his  family, 
expressed  himself  completely  with  only  .   .   .

Santa  Cruz'  police  force,  onlj   recentlj   brought  up  to 
full  authorized  strength  bj  rigid  examinations  and  a  care 
t'ul  selective  process,  stands  to  lose  almost  one-third  oJ 
its  manpower  due  to  the  Korean  w  ar. 

This  situation,  doubtless  paralleled  bj  similar  develop- 
ments in  law  enforcement  agencies  throughout  the  nation, 
brings  new  problems  to  Chief  Al  Huntsman  ami  City 
Manager  Neal  I ).  Smith. 

Mobilization  of  national  guard  units  and  reserves  would 
take  from  the  police  department  key  personnel  which,  for 
the  time  being,  would  be  haul  to  replace.  Solutions  are 
now  being  sought  to  step  up  the  training  program  in  order 
to  maintain  full  police  efficiency  in  all  emergencies. 

Two  men  already  have  received  their  calls  for  active 
duty.  Both  are  non-commissioned  officers  in  the  army 
reserve.  Both  are  married  men.  Police  Sergeant  Roland 
Dalman  and  Officer  Paul  Crawford  passed  their  physical 
examinations  and  are  now  standing  hy  waiting  to  change 
from  the  blue  uniforms  of  the  police  department  to  the 
khaki  of  the  army. 

Assistant  Police  Chief  Donald  F.  Lynn,  a  key  figure 
in  the  department,  is  operations  officer  of  the  second  bat- 
talion of  the  National  Guard's  159th  Infantry  regiment. 
Detective  John  Gleason,  a  graduate  of  the  F.B.I.  National 
Academy,  is  executive  officer  of  the  battalion's  Company 
F.  Officer  Sam  Massender  is  the  company's  first  platoon 
leader.  Detective  Gino  Pini  is  a  non-commissioned  officer 
in  Gleason's  company. 

Although  the  recent  mobilization  of  the  40th  division 
tended  to  postpone  active  duty  for  men  belonging  to  the 
Santa  Cruz  contingent  of  the  49th  division,  another  guard 
call  would  be  a  serious  blow  to  the  local  department. 

Army  and  guards  are  not  the  only  components  claim- 
ing local  policemen.  Veteran  Officer  Herman  Nanna  is  a 
specialist  in  the  naval  reserve;  and  three  men,  Detective 
William  H.  Berlin,  and  Officers  Thor  Spindler  and  Dan 
Buckley,  are  veterans  of  the  United  States  Marine  Corps. 

Officer  Claude  Cook,  long  a  member  of  the  police 
department,  is  first  sergeant  in  the  army's  reserve  corps, 
and  might  be  called  at  any  time. 

In  addition  to  these  reservists,  there  are  several  new 
appointees  to  the  force  who  are  of  draft  age  and  may  be 
called  at  any  time,  unless  they  can  obtain  family  depen- 
dency deferments. 

Chief  Huntsman  believes  that  the  best  preparation  his 
department  can  make  now,  lies  in  an  eligibility  list  of 
examined  applicants,  and  in  stepped-up  training  for  all 
members  of  the  department.  After  recent  civil  service 
examinations,  24  names  were  certified  as  eligible  for  ap- 
pointments. Provided  that  the  needs  of  the  armed  forces 
and  the  lure  of  other  jobs  opening  up  in  the  meantime 
does  not  deplete  this  list  too  much,  vacancies  may  be 
expected  to  be  filled  fairly  rapidly  whenever  they  occur.

three-wheeler  which  is  used  to  handle  traffic  in  the  business 
district  and  outlying  areas. 

Miss  Helen  Halsted,  the  chief  clerk  is  a  veteran  of 
World  War  II  and  three  and  one-half  years  service  in  the 
WAC.  Having  had  a  comparable  number  of  years  service 
with  the  Oroville  Police  Department,  she  is  considered 
one  of  its  veterans  too.  The  Women's  Army  Corps  had 
Miss  Halsted  train  women  officers  both  at  Fort  Ogle- 
thorpe, Georgia,  and  Fort  Des  Moines,  Iowa.  She  was 
later  sent  to  Washington,  D.  C,  where  she  worked  in  the 
legislative  and  liaison  division  office,  Chief  of  Staff.  She 
was  born  in  Buffalo,  New  York — has  always  held  respon- 
sible positions  as  evidenced  by  her  Army  career,  which 
explains  her  efficient  and  capable  operation  for  the  Oro- 
ville Police  Department.  Her  duties  are  manifold  and  not 
only  include  clerical  and  secretarial  work  but  necessitate 
daytime  operation  of  the  radio,  acting  as  Police  Matron 
for  all  women  prisoners,  handling  all  of  the  city  judge's 
work  and  acting  as  court  clerk,  and  taking  in  traffic  fines, 
tickets,  etc.  Those  familiar  with  police  work  know  that 
in  practically  all  instances,  police  stations  are  the  central 
points  of  their  communities  for  complaints,  legitimate  or 
otherwise.  Miss  Halsted  copes  with  any  situation  that 
arises  in  a  manner  unsurpassed.  Oroville's  Chief  of  Police, 
Ad  Kessler  and  those  connected  with  police  work  are  more 
than  proud  of  Miss  Helen  Halsted,  the  first  woman  to  be 
appointed  to  serve  in  the  Oroville  Police  Department. 

At  the  time  the  accompanying  photo  was  taken,  one  man 
was  in  the  hospital  undergoing  a  major  operation  and  the 
other  had  passed  away  from  a  heart  attack  at  the  age  of 
sixty-six.  "Arch"  Sadowski,  as  he  was  known  to  his 
friends  had  been  an  officer  for  sixteen  years.  He  was  a 
local  boy  and  will  be  missed  by  his  friends  who  were  le- 
gion and  by  his  fellow  officers.  He  was  always  ready  and 
willing  to  serve  the  public  which  he  did  so  well  during 
his  many  years  on  the  force.

That  the  people  appreciate  the  line  work  <>l  the  Police 
Department  is  reflected  In  the  fact  that  the  members  have 

a  40-hour  week,  and  during  the  past  yeai  there  lias  been 
granted  an  increase  oi  pay  for  all  members  <>l  the  Police 
I  •epaitment.  Notable  among  those  of  the  past  few  months 
are  the  preparation  of  a  manual  for  the  members  of  the 
force.  It  is  being  prepared  under  the  direction  of  Captain 
Donald  S.  DeMers,  who  as  chief  juvenile  officer  with  the 
rank  of  sergeant,  was  promoted  to  the  top  rank  this  year. 
He  now  has  the  designation  of  Traffic  Engineer.  He  is 
well  fitted  for  the  work  of  getting  up  the  police  manual. 
Alter  coming  to  San  Jose  in  1924,  at  the  age  of  ten  years, 
he  went  through  the  public  school  and  graduated  from 
San  Jose  State  College  in  1933,  which  year  he  became 
a  member  of  the  SJPD. 

He  is  studying  the  manuals  of  all  police  departments 
obtainable,  and  with  ideas  of  his  own  and  Chief  Black- 
more  and  his  high  officers,  will  come  up  with  a  guide 
for  the  members  of  the  I'D  that  will  be  comprehensive, 
up-to-date  and  set  forth  in  simple  language. 

Captain  DeMers  is  also,  in  line  with  his  duties  as  traffic 
engineer,  conducting  a  survey  of  railroad  grade  crossings 
with  the  aim  of  seeing  that  streets  in  San  Jose  are  given 
the  utmost  protection. 

Of  course  he  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  traffic  bureau 
of  the  department,  which  is  under  the  able  supervision 
of  Captain  of  Traffic  Mel  Hornbeck. 

Another  fine  feature  of  the  Police  Department  is  the 
installation  and  now  working  to  perfection  of  a  radio 
control  board.  This  board  was  worked  out  by  the  Chief 
and    Supervisor    Henry    Kirby    of    the    Communications

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Bureau.  I  he  radio  operators  have  a  board  which  flashed 
red  and  green  lights  for  each  car  and  it  shows  where 
every  car  is  if  it  is  in  service,  and  if  it  is  now  in  service 
a  light  shows  that  fact.  The  radio  operator  is  able  to 
flash  to  a  similar  board  of  the  desk  sergeant,  \Vho  is  Ser- 
geant Pracna,  any  call  or  order  for  the  men  cruising  in 
the  seven  police  districts  of  the  city,  which  are  outlined 
on  each  board. 

There  is  a  particular  reason  so  many  arrests  are  made 
for  important  crimes  by  the  SJPD  and  that  is  because 
the  Chief  and  Captain  of  Detectives  Thomas  Short  have 
adopted  a  plan  that  sends  to  any  other  city  or  county  in 
the  state  men  to  follow  up  and  work  with  the  police 
department  visited,  on  locating  a  wanted  person  they  are 
convinced  has  wandered  to  that  place.  The  officers  so 
sent  get  the  best  of  cooperation  from  the  visited  city  or 
town  and  as  can  be  easily  seen  takes  a  lot  of  time  off  the 
latter  who  have  plenty  of  work  on  their  own  police 
problems. 

The  police  department  was  highly  pleased  with  the 
arrest  in  Florida  of  Emory  L.  Downs,  listed  as  one  of 
the  ten  most  wanted  criminals  of  the  U.S.  by  the  FBI. 
Mister  Downs  was  wanted  in  San  Jose  for  robbery  and 
burglary  and  was  brought  west  to  face  trial  on  those 
charges. 

Another  thing  that  demonstrates  how  lightly  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Police  Department  is  held  by  those  in  authority 
is  the  granting  to  any  member  who  enters  the  armed 
forces.  When  any  of  them  go  into  the  service  he  is  granted

Lieutenant  \V.  E.  Ellis  heads  the  Traffic  Division,  and 
one  of  his  chief  assistants  is  Sergeant  D.  A.  Jensen,  who  is 
a  graduate  from  the  traffic  course  at  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity.   He  is  in  charge  of  the  motorcycle  detail. 

Traffic  is  a  big  problem  in  Fresno,  being  a  main  point 
on  the  valley  route,  Highway  99,  and  with  highways  com- 
ing into  the  city  from  every  direction.  Yet  with  a  12  per 
cent  increase  the  past  year  in  automobiles  in  the  Fresno 
area,  the  record  of  traffic  deaths  is  way  below  the  national 
average.  For  the  past  year  but  eight  people  have  met  their 
deaths  in  traffic  accidents  against  eleven  the  previous  year. 

Lieutenant  L.  W.  Baker  looks  after  the  Record  Divi- 
sion, one  that  has  an  imposing  array  of  records,  reports  and 
data,  kept  in  the  most  methodical  and  up-to-date  manner. 
The  Patrol  Division  is  handled  by  Lieutenant  Enos  Kra- 
shel,  on  the  midnight  to  8  a.m.  watch,  and  Lieutenant 
E.  W.  Graham  on  the  4  p.m.  to  midnight  shift. 

Lieutenant  J.  A.  Scott  is  handling  subversive  matters, 
working  effectively  with  the  FBI,  Navy  and  Army  In- 
telligence Units. 

Chief  Morton  has  made  a  survey  of  police  headquarters 
and  with   Mayor  Dunn  is  preparing  plans,  estimates  of

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DAILY  DONTS  FOR  POLICE  OFFICERS

Don't  forget  that  "The  Black  Book" — your  copy  of  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Department — is  your  per- 
sonal bible  during  every  day  you  are  in  the  department. 

Don't  stray,  even  slightly,  from  the  path  of  dutj  which 
the  Book  of  Rules  and  Regulations  maps  out  for  you.  Re- 
member it  is  always  safer  to  stay  on  the  main  highway 
between  your  starting  point  and  your  goal;  and  your 
Rules  and  Regulations  definitely  mark  the  boundary  of 
your  highway  as  a  police  officer. 

Don't  ever  display  the  slightest  ignorance  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  book  of  Rules  and  Regulations  when  appear- 
ing before  a  hearing  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners. 
Remember  the  Commissioners  stand  behind  everything  set 
forth  in  that  book. 

Don't  fail  to  carefully  insert,  in  its  proper  place,  in 
your  book  of  Rules  and  Regulations,  the  amendment  slips 
which  are  forwarded  to  your  stations  or  bureaus  from 
time  to  time.  Under  the  power  which  the  Police  Commis- 
sion has,  quite  a  number  of  these  amendments  have  been 
made  during  the  past  few  years. 

Don't  advertise  your  mental  laziness  by  saying  to  a 
fellow  member  of  the  department:  "Isn't  there  some  rule 
against  this  proposition  "  Your  hearers  will  carefully 
consider  that  you  are  not  a  good  police  officer  at  heart. 

Don't  go  to  the  extent  of  memorizing  any  particular 
portion  of  the  book  of  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  book 
may  be  thoroughly  mastered  by  carefully  reading  and 
re-reading  the  various  chapters  occasionally. 

Don't  for  a  moment  consider  that  your  book  of  rules 
is  mere  kindergarten  stuff — a  compilation  of  simple  state- 
ments. Hundreds  of  commissioned  and  non-commissioned 
officers  in  the  department  have  had  the  disagreeable  sur- 
prise of  finding  that  they  made  glaring  errors  in  Civil 
Service  examination  questions  based  on  a  knowledge  of 
the  little  "Black  Book." 

Don't  think  that  you  have  done  your  duty  in  the 
matter  of  knowing  the  department  rules  when  you  have 
completely  mastered  the  chapter  or  two  that  refer  to  your 
particular  rank.  An  efficient  officer  will  realize  the  fact 
that  the  various  rules  and  regulations  of  the  department 
are,  more  or  less,  dependent  upon  each  other. 

Don't  be  foolhardy  enough  to  boast  that  you  are  some- 
what rusty  in  your  knowledge  of  the  book  of  Rules  and 
Regulations;  rather,  take  a  pride  in  being  able  to  boast 
— as  I  have  heard  some  excellent  officers  boast — that  they 
know  the  rules  by  heart. 

Don't  be  satisfied  with  studying  your  book  of  rules 
only  when  a  promotional  examination  comes  along.  A 
good  lawyer  keeps  up  on  his  Codes  and  has  them  on 
his  desk  at  all  times.  The  book  of  Rules  and  Regulations 
is  your  code. 

Don't  lend  your  book  of  rules  to  civilians.  There  is 
no  reason  why  you  should  do  so  and,  besides,  it  shows 
bur  slight  respect  for  your  department  rule  book  which  is 
your  professional  code  of  procedure.

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OLD  MEXICAN  PRISONER  RACKET 
AGAIN  ACTIVE 

The  eighty-year-old  Mexican  prisoner  song  is  being 
sung  again  in  the  hope  of  luring  American  dollars  to 
Mexican  crooks,  tin-  Better  Business  Bureau  revealed 
recently.  Within  the  past  month  many  San  Franciscans 
have  received  letters  from  Mexico  City  which  do  not 
vary  from  the  old  Mexican  and  Spanish  prisoner  letters 
of  eighty  years  ago,  the  Bureau  announced.  The  only 
difference  is  that  a  larger  amount  of  money  is  involved. 

The  swindle  begins  with  the  receipt  by  the  prospective 
victim  of  a  letter  from  which  the  following  are  excerpts: 

"A  person  who  knows  you  and  who  has  highly  spoken 
about  you  has  made  me  trust  you  a  very  delicate  matter 
of  which  depends  the  entire  future  of  my  dear  daughter 
as  well  as  mine. 

"I  am  in  prison  sentenced  for  bankruptcy  and  I  wish 
to  know  if  you  are  willing  to  help  me  save  a  sum  of 
$385,000.00  dollars  which  I  have  in  bank  bills  inside  a 
secret  place  in  a  trunk  that  is  deposited  in  a  custom  house 
in  North  America. 

"As  soon  as  I  send  you  some  undeniable  evidence  it  is 
necessary  for  you  to  come  here  and  pay  the  expenses  in- 
curred in  connection  with  my  process  in  order  to  lift  the 
embargo  on  my  baggage  and  thus  recover  a  suit  case 
which  contains  the  necessary  documents  (a  baggage  check) 
that  we  need  to  take  out  the  trunk  that  contains  the  cash. 

"To  compensate  you  for  all  your  troubles,  I  will  give 
you  the  THIRD  PART  OF  SAID  SUM." 

The  letter  instructs  the  addressee  to  communicate,  by 
wire  or  air  mail,  with  a  "trusted  friend"  of  the  "prisoner." 
If  the  addressee  responds,  he  is  induced  by  further  cor- 
respondence to  come  to  Mexico  and  bring  with  him 
several  thousand  dollars  needed  "to  lift  the  embargo" 
mentioned  in  the  first  letter.  However,  upon  his  arrival 
in  Mexico  the  victim  is  met  by  the  swindlers  and  is  there- 
after quickly  relieved  of  his  funds  by  trickery  or,  if  neces- 
sary, by  physical  force. 

The  phenomenal  success  of  this  scheme  is  doubtless  ac- 
counted for  by  the  easy  accessibility  of  Mexico  City  to 
American  citizens  and  the  lure  of  quick  riches. 

After  indictments  were  issued  against  five  operators  of 
the  Mexican  Prisoner  Scheme  in  1940,  the  racket  almost 
died  out  for  many  years.  However,  recently  it  has 
mushroomed  again. 

In  order  to  learn  the  extent  of  Mexican  Prisoner 
Scheme  operations  in  this  area,  the  Better  Business  Bureau 
of  San  Francisco  urges  recipients  of  such  letters  to  send 
them,  together  with  the  postmarked  envelope  in  which 
they  were  mailed,  to  the  Bureau  office  at  420  Sutter  Street, 
San  Francisco  8,  California.

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NORTHWESTERN  UNIVERSITY   1951 
TRAFFIC  COURSES 

Thirty-two  grant-in-aid  awards  are  available  to  police 
departments  to  enable  them  to  send  officers  to  the  1951 
spring  course  in  traffic  police  administration  at  the  Traffic 
Institute  of  Northwestern  University. 

The  Kemper  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety,  Chicago, 
will  provide  eight  $650  fellowships  and  eight  $250  tuition 
scholarship  for  municipal  police  officers,  and  the  Auto- 
motive Safety  Foundation,  Washington,  D.  C,  will  pro- 
vide the  same  number  and  type  of  awards  for  state  and 
county  police  officers. 

The  spring  course  begins  February  1,  1951,  and  con- 
tinues through  June  11.  Applications  for  this  course 
must  be  submitted  to  the  Traffic  Institute,  1704  Judson 
Ave.,  Evanston,  111.,  by  November  1,  1950. 

"The  1951  spring  course  in  traffic  police  administration 
will  be  the  last  one  of  four  and  a  half  months  duration," 
Franklin  M.  Kreml,  Institute  director,  announced.  "Be- 
ginning in  the  fall  of  1951,  the  Institute  will  offer  an 
expanded  training  program  to  provide  more  fully  for  the 
needs  for  increased  traffic  training  of  police  and  others. 
As  part  of  the  new  program  the  traffic  police  administra- 
tion course  will  be  lengthened  to  nine  months — to  run 
concurrently  with  the  University's  academic  year. 

"As  the  nation's  traffic  problems  become  more  aggra- 
vated by  the  increased  number  of  vehicles  on  our  streets 
and  highways,  the  need  for  professionally  trained  traffic 
administrators  is  clearlv  emphasized.  We  hope  to  meet 
these  heavier  demands  with  our  expanded  training  pro- 
gram." 

Police  officers  are  selected  for  the  traffic  administration 
course  on  a  competitive  basis.  To  be  eligible  to  compete 
for  admission  and  for  award  consideration,  the  applicant 
must : 

1.  Re  a  police  officer  in  active  service  in  a  municipal, 
township,  county,  state  or  provincial  police  agency. 

2.  Have  had  at  least  three  years'  police  experience. 

3.  Have  the  approval  of  his  superintendent,  commis- 
sioner or  chief  of  police. 

4.  Be  assured  of  a  leave  of  absence  ( or  equivalent  tem- 
porary special  status)  from  his  department,  during  which 
his  salary  will  be  paid. 

5.  Have  the  assurance  of  his  superior  that  he  will  be 
returned  to  active  service  upon  completing  the  course. 

6.  Agree  to  return  to  his  department  for  at  least  three 
years. 

7.  Be  in  good  health  and  physically  fit. 

Final  selection  of  candidates  is  made  by  a  Selection 
Board  composed  of  representatives  of  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity, the  International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police, 
the  Kemper  Foundation  for  Traffic  Safety,  and  the  Auto- 
motive Safety  Foundation.  Before  the  Selection  Board 
meets,  all  applicants  are  given  examinations  and  are  in- 
terviewed by  Institute  staff  members. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty-nine  men  have  been  graduated 
from  22  courses  in  traffic  police  administration  held  at  the 
Institute  since  1936.  Thirty  officers  will  attend  the  1950 
fall  course  which   begins  September  7  and   runs  through

The  Stanislaus  County  Sheriff's  Air  Squadron  has  been 
reactivated  and  is  now  a  successful  going  concern.  En- 
couraged hy  Sheriff  Jack  Hammett  public  spirited  flyers 
have  fashioned  an  organization  that  will  do  much  to  assist 
the  chief  law  enforcement  officer  of  Stanislaus  County  in 
many  ways,  and  particularly  in  any  serious  emergency. 

During  a  meeting  August  8  the  members  of  the  squad- 
ron went  over  the  new  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the 
organization  and  at  a  latter  meeting  adopted  a  fine  set  of 
these  rules  and  regulations.

and  property.  In  a  critical  period  there  are  added 
dangers  that  lurk  on  every  hand.  Added  stress,  strain, 
and  increased  burdens  arc  .in  open  invitation  to  the  un- 
derworld to  further  the  interest  of  its  own  invisible 
empire — plunder  and  destruction. 

American  law  enforcement  must  rise  to  meet  the  foe 
on  every  side.  As  never  before,  the  national  well-being 
calls  for,  and  demands,  self-sacrifice  on  the  part  of  all 
of  its  public  servants  and  the  patriotic  unwavering  co- 
operation of  all  of  its  citizens. 

Glaring  irregularities  which  public  apathy  may  have 
glossed  over  in  the  past  will  be  brought  into  the  fore- 
ground in  the  future.  Our  house  must  now  be  put  in 
order  through  vigorous  and  concerted  action,  both  for 
national  defense  and  sel {-defense. 

The  prime  requisite  of  progress  in  law  enforcement  is 
the  urgent  need  of  improvement,  or  the  weeding  out  of 
inefficiency  and  a  spirit  of  grim  determination  to  face  the 
problem  of  all  crime  with  a  resolution  never  before  known 
in  our  history.  This  cannot  be  done  for  us;  we  of  law 
enforcement  must  do  it  for  ourselves. 

You,  as  law  enforcement  officers,  will  hold  in  your 
hands  many  powers.  I  know  that  you  will  use  them  wisely 
and  with  the  utmost  discretion.  That  to  you  must  be  a 
sacred  trust.  In  addition  to  being  the  champion  of  indi- 
vidual rights,  you  must  also  stand  as  champions  of  the 
rights   of   society   as   a   collective   whole. 

Analyze  your  problems  thoroughly.  Be  sure  that  the 
ground  upon  which  you  are  treading  is  not  undermined 
by  a  trap  for  the  unwary.  Be  sure  that  the  cause  you  are 
lending  yourself  to  does  not  violate  the  democratic  tradi- 
tion. Be  sure  that  it  does  not  call  for  extra-legal  activity 
which  is  abhorrent  to  the  concepts  of  justice,  fair  play, 
and  decency. 

Remember  that  when  you  undertake  to  solve  a  crime 
the  reputation  and  much  of  the  future  of  many  innocent 
people  are  in  your  hands.  It  is  your  obligation  to  separate 
from  these  people  the  one  who  is  guilty  and  must  answer 
for  his  misdeeds.  To  do  this  you  must  use  the  utmost 
caution  and  be  keenly  aware  of  your  responsibilities. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  investigative  operations 
of  the  F.B.I,  continued  to  increase  in  volume.  There  was  a 
particularly  heavy  trend  in  criminal  matters,  such  as  bank 
robberies,  national  bankruptcy  matters,  violations  of  the 
Federal  Reserve  Act,  Frauds  Against  the  Government, 
Crimes  on  Government  Reservations,  Thefts  from  Inter- 
state Shipments,  violations  of  the  National  Motor  Vehicle 
Theft  Act  and  of  the  White  Slave  Traffic  Act,  Extortions, 
and  Crimes  on  the  High  Seas.  The  post-war  volume  of 
work  has  already  exceeded  the  work  load  that  we  were 
carrying  during  the  peak  war  years. 

We  all,  of  course,  must  re-adapt  our  program  to  fit 
progress  and  the  changing  times  and  to  meet  new  situa- 
tions as  they  arise.  But  always  we  must  come  back  to 
fundamentals  for  the  fundamentals  of  life  remain  immuta- 
ble. When  they  are  tampered  with,  adulterated,  twisted 
and  distorted,  disaster  follows.

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FORMER  CHIEF  GEORGE  WITTMAN 
PASSES  ON 

September  15  of  this  year,  forty-five  years  after  he  ended 
his  service  as  Chief  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Depart- 
ment, George  Walter  Wittman  was  buried  in  Alameda. 
He  died  September  13  at  the  age  of  91  years  in  his  home. 
2159  Alameda  Avenue,  Alameda. 

One  of  the  most  colorful  figures  in  the  adventure-laden 
history  of  the  S.  F.  P.  D.,  Chief  Wittman,  had  been  in 
poor  health  for  many   months. 

Wittman  was  eight  years  of  age  when  his  family  brought 
him  to  California  from  Hastings,  .Minnesota.  The  family 
settled  in  the  historic  mining  community  of  Jackson  in  the 
Mother  Lode  country.  They  later  moved  into  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

After  having  worked  at  the  trade  of  tinsmith,  Walter 
Wittman,  joined  the  San  Francisco  department  in  1883. 
There  were  only  300,000  people  in  the  city  at  that  time, 
but  twice  the  present  police  strength  would  not  have  been 
sufficient  to  police  it.  No  one  was  surprised  to  hear  that 
the  body  of  a  policeman  had  been  found  in  some  darkened 
alleyway.  That  was  the  kind  of  policing  George  Wittman 
was  accustomed  to.  By  its  nature,  it  fashioned  the  police 
tactics  needed — the  officers  were  rough. 

In  five  years  Wittman  became  a  sergeant  of  police — 
and  seven  years  later  was  a  captain.  That  was  considered 
a  fast  rise  through  the  ranks  then  .  .  .  even  now. 

Wittman,  a  huge  six-foot,  four-inch  policeman,  needed 
all  his  size  for  the  job  when  he  was  appointed  Chief  of  the 
S.  F.  P.  D.  in  1901.  His  tour  in  the  Chief's  office  was  to 
be  a  rugged  one. 

Tong  wars  were  raging  in  Chinatown,  and  killings  were 
common.  The  Barbary  Coast  was  filling  the  city  with 
vicious  outlaws.  On  top  of  that  the  city  was  shocked  by  a 
violent  strike  by  teamsters. 

Chinatown  proved  one  of  the  biggest  headaches ;  and 
Wittman  personally  led  many  raids  on  the  gambling  dens 
and  opium  dens.  He  was  an  awesome  picture  as  he  waded 
into  his  work  with  a  fireman's  axe. 

In  1905,  following  a  disagreement  with  leaders  in  the 
city's  administration  who  were  opposed  to  such  vigorous 
law  enforcement,  Wittman  resigned. 

He  became  chief  watchman  on  the  docks  of  the  Pacific 
Mail  Company,  and  later  was  associated  with  a  brokerage 
house.   Twenty-five  years  ago  he  retired. 

His  widow,  Mary  Long  Wittman,  had  preceded  him  in 
death  15  years. 

Ex-Chief  George  Walter  Wittman  is  survived  by  two 
cousins,  Bertha  Froehlich,  Alameda ;  and  L.  B.  Polski, 
Oakland;  three  nieces  and  a  nephew.  May  Bottariani,  Sa- 
linas, and  Elsie  E.  Roberts,  Preciosa  L.  Shea  and  Harold 
W.  Pracht,  San  Francisco. 

Wittman  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Police  Widows' 
and  Orphans'  Aid  Association.  He  kept  his  membership 
in  good  standing  throughout  his  life.

relations,  organization  of  fire  fighters  for  their  tasks,  and 
an  authority  on  fire  prevention.  He  worked  out  the 
selective  alarm  system  used  in  most  all  big  cities,  which 
gives  alarms  to  only  those  stations  going  out  on  a  fire. 
He  led  the  medical  department  of  the  LAFD  and  did 
exhaustive  research  to  get  pensions  for  survivors  of  men 
who  died  from  contributary  diseases  while  still  a  member 
of  the  fire  department  but  were  not  on  duty  at  the  time 
the\  died.  He  drove  the  last  horse  drawn  fire  engine 
in  Los  Angeles. 

He  was  hired  for  six  months,  it  being  the  intention  of 
the  city  officials  to,  at  that  time,  hold  a  civil  service  ex- 
amination for  a  man  to  permanently  fill  the  post.  Candi- 
dates from  both  units  of  the  PSD  will  have  a  chance  at 
the  test,  and  if  they  have  the  necessary  qualifications,  par- 
ticularly that  of  an  executive. 

Assistant  Chief  is  former  Police  Chief  Fred  Penfold, 
who  on  January  1,  1947,  was  appointed  to  head  the 
Police  Department,  and  who  has  proven  himself  an  able 
and  conscientious  official. 

He  has  entered  wholeheartedly  into  the  unification 
plan,  and  has  completed  a  course  at  the  special  fire  fight- 
ing school  conducted  last  September  by  the  Los  Angeles 
Fire  Department  under  the  direction  of  John  Alderson. 

The  men  are  divided  into  three  platoons,  those  detailed 
for  fire  duty  have  a  seven  pointed  star  with  the  designa- 
tion of  fireman  and  the  police  the  same  with  that  of 
Police.  A  Captain  is  in  charge  of  each  platoon. 

The  men  have  all  gone  through  preliminary  training 
for  their  respective  jobs,  and  will  continue  to  get  this 
training  every  day  they  are  on  duty.  Those  for  fire  duty 
are  instructed  by  Chief  Cordell  and  for  police  duty  by 
Assistant  Chief  Penfold. 

As  it  works  Chief  Cordell  pointed  out  a  recent  fire. 
There  were  four  men  on  duty  at  the  Fire  Department 
but  13  men  responded  to  the  alarm,  both  policemen  and 
firemen  off  duty.  The  police  officers  put  on  their  coats 
and  firemen's  helmet  and  went  about  the  work  of  putting 
out  the  fire  alongside  the  firemen.  Chief  Cordell  explains 
that  the  men  are  not  required  by  orders  to  respond  to  a 
fire  or  police  call,  but  when  one  goes  out  they  are  wel- 
comed and  for  such  extra  duty  they  are  paid  $3.00  a  call.

Officer  Reichling,  nemesis  oi  the  narcotics  peddler  dur- 
ing lii-.  assignment  to  the  Bureau  oi  Special  Services,  had 
been  attached  to  Park  Station  where  he  was  on  light  dutj 
Mine  Januai  \   13,  1948. 

Barnej  Reichling,  50,  was  responsible  for  exploding 
one  ot  the  city's  biggest  dope  «an^  in  1938,  when  he 
and  othei  officers  followed  a  suspect  to  a  house  on  Cahrillo 
Street.  The  posse  searched  for  a  cache  of  morphine  in 
vain,  until  Reichling  noted  a  chipped  screw  head  in  a 
panel  in  an  ice  box.  Inside  the  compartment  was  an 
estimated  $100,000  in  narcotics. 

Reichling  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Mary,  and  two 
sons — .Michael,  1 .1,  and  Thomas,  12 — who  live  at  1361 
Francisco  Street. 

The  popular  officer  was  laid  to  rest  at  Holy  Cross 
Cemeter)  alter  sen  ices  in  Sr.  Bridget's  Church. 

Harney  was  horn  in  San  Francisco  August  20,  1899. 
Before  he  was  appointed  to  the  department  on  January 
11,  1932,  he  was  employed  as  a  lumber  salesman.  In- 
spector Jeremiah  Desmond  of  the  Bureau  of  Inspectors 
worked  with  him  at  that  time. 

Reichling's  service  was  mostly  in  the  Bureau  of  Special 
Service.  There  he  trained  many  young  officers  in  the 
ways  ot  vice  law  enforcement.

28.  The  felonious  taking  of  domestic  fowls  of  the  value 
of  $75.00  is  grand  theft. 

29.  It  is  a  felony  to  bribe  a  witness. 

30.  Every  burglary  committed  in  the  night  time  is  bur- 
glary of  the  first  degree. 

31.  The  playing  of  roulette  is  legally  prohibited  in  San 
Francisco. 

32.  In  the  case  of  certain  crimes  classified  as  felonies  the 
defendant  may  not  be  so  charged  if  the  alleged  crime 
was  committed  while  he  was  in  a  drunken  condition. 

32.   Felonies  are  never  punishable  in  a  county  jail. 

34.  An  error  in  the  decision  of  the  court  given  on  any 
question  of  law  arising  during  the  course  of  a  criminal 
trial  is  basis  for  a  new  trial. 

35.  In  a  criminal  action  the  defendant  must  be  personally 
present  before  the  trial  can  proceed. 

36.  Service  of  a  subpoena  is  made  by  showing  the  original 
or  a  copy  to  the  witness  personally  and  informing  him 
of  its  contents. 

37.  In  a  criminal  action  in  a  Municipal  Court  an  appeal 
may  be  taken  by  either  side  from  an  order  denying  a 
new  trial. 

38.  The  refusal  of  a  defendant  in  a  criminal  action  to  be 
a  witness  against  himself  cannot  in  any  manner  preju- 
dice him  in  the  trial  or  proceeding. 

39.  In  a  criminal  action  neither  husband  nor  wife  is  a 
competent  witness  against  the  other. 

40.  Upon  an  order  of  the  court  a  bench  warrant  is  issued 
by  the  clerk. 

41.  An  accessory  to  the  commission  of  a  felony  may  not 
be  prosecuted  until  after  the  principal  has  been 
brought  to  trial. 

42.  The  officer  who  executes  a  warrant  must  take  the  de- 
fendant before  the  nearest  or  most  accessible  magis- 
trate. 

43.  A  warrant  of  arrest  must  be  executed  by  a  peace 
officer. 

44.  An  indictment  for  burglary  must  be  found  or  infor- 
mation filed  within  three  years  after  its  commission.

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History  of  S.  F.  Police  Department

Throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  these  United 
States,  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  lias  maintained 
a  reputation  for  over  a  century  Up  to  the-  present  time,  for 
ncy,  tor  swfftness  of  action,  for  valor  and  for  integrity 
that  is  and  has  been  the  envy  of  more  than  one  city,  smaller 
or  larger.  The  reputation  extends  away  beyond  the  far-flung 
borders  of  the  United  States,  and  a  mention  of  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department  in  more  than  one  European 
metropolis  will  call  to  mind  of  the  police-  authorities  of  the 
old  world  and  organization  that  not  only  reflects  all  the  ro- 
mance and  picturesque  ncss.  that  attaches  to  the  far  Western 
frontiers  of  America,  but  one  which  keeps  well  abreast  of 
pvery  modern  development  in  the  preservation  of  peace,  the 
apprehension  of  the  criminal  and  efforts  to  prevent  crime — 
Which  latter  function  has  come  to  be  recognized  throughout 
the  world  as  one  of  the  primary  duties  of  an  efficient  police 
department. 

Not  by  chance  has  this  distinction  and  glory  come  to  the 
San  Francisco  Police  Department.  Luck  has  had  nothing 
to  do  with  it — except  in  cases  where  the  department  has  had 
to  combat  and  rise  above  thick  streaks  of  so-called  "bad 
luck,"  which  are  usually  directly  traceable  to  some  other 
factor,  than  the  vagaries  of  fate.  The  outstanding  reputa- 
tion of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  has  been  won 
by  the-  hardest  kind  of  work,  the  indomitable  will  of  (he- 
men  who  have  commanded  it,  the  earnest,  unflagging  deter- 
mination to  win  on  the  part  of  the  men  who  make  up  the 
personnel  of  the  department. 

No  mere  laudatory  words  are  these,  as  a  glance  into  the 
history  of  the  department  will  quickly  show.  Let  us  take 
just  a  glance  at  the  early  history  of  the  department,  and 
then  strive  to  recall  another  city  in  the  entire  world  the  size 
of  San  Francisco  or  larger  which  has  been  called  upon  to 
face  such  problems  as  the  SFPD. 

The  first  peace  officer  in  San  Francisco  under  the  Stars 
and  Stripes  was  a  Naval  Officer,  Lieutenant  Washington  A. 
Bartlett,  who  in  the  forties,  was  alcade,  in  addition  to  his 
other  duties.  Now  an  alcade  was  the  "whole  works"  when 
it  eame  to  municipal  government.  He  was  the  chief  of 
everything  in  the  community — including  the  police  foro 
(if  any), — in  addition  to  being  the  "Mayor"  and  the  city 
government  as  well.    He  maintained  law  and  order  and  not 


only  apprehended  the  wrongdoers,  but  tried  and  punished 
them.  Practically  the  only  important  act  of  Lieutenant 
Bartlett  that  lives  today,  was  his  manifesto  published  Janu- 
ary 30,  1847,  which  dee  reed  that  from  that  time  on,  Yerba 
Buena  should  be  known  as  San  Francisco. 

I  t^^  than  a  month  after  Lieutenant  Bartlett  issued  that 
historic  order,  he  was  succeeded  by  Edward  Bryant,  who 
in  turn  was  succeeded  after  a  few  months,  by  George  Hyde. 
And  it  was  under  Hyde  that  the  first  Police  Department 
began  to  take  tangible  shape,  for  Hyde  was  instructed  by  the 
military  governor  to  hold  an  election  for  the  purpose  of 
choosing  six  constables  to  assist  him.  It  was  done,  and  thus 
the  first  organized  Police  Department  came  into  existence. 

Now  we  begin  to  get  somewhere.  At  that  election  time 
the  population  of  San  Francisco  was  exactly  459.  Let  us 
bear  that  figure  in  mind.  Then  we  look  along  to  the  earlj 
part  of  1849,  and  we  find  that  the  population  of  San  Fran- 
cisco has  leaped  to  5,000 — as  the  magic  word  "gold"  spread 
across  the  world — and  the  police  department  still  consisted 
of  seven  men.  Then  one  year  later,  the  population  had 
risen  to  30,000  wild  and  wooly  individuals  from  every 
corner  of  the  earth,  coming  to  seek  their  fortune  in  the  gold 
bearing  areas  of  California — and  still  the  police  force  re- 
mained at  seven  men,  and  was  expected  to  preserve  the 
pen  e-  among  the  wild  and  lawless  gathering  of  men  as  ever 
gathered  together  in  a  single  community.  What  other  city 
in  the  world  has  ever  faced  such  a  situation? 

That  little  force  of  those  early  days  sure  had  its  troubles 

plenty  of  them,  and  they  came  in  bunches  of  real  grief. 
The  historic  and  notorious  gang  knowrn  as  "The  Hounds" 
same  into  existence,  led  by  Sam  Roberts,  of  infamous  rec- 
ord. The  Hounds  committed  such  desperate  and  brazen 
depredations  that  the  citizens  arose  in  their  fury  and  held 
an  indignation  meeting  in  Portsmouth  Square,  opposite-  the 
present  Hall  of  Justice.  They  all  chipped  in  to  a  fund  to 
buy  rirlc-s.  250  organized  themselves  into  a  posse  of  volun- 
teer policemen,  and  the  roundup  of  the  Hounds  was  quickly 
accomplished. 

This  apparently  brought  about  a  realization  on  the  part 
of  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  that  they  were-  asking  quite 
a  chore  of  the  little  group  of  seven  peace  officers,  and  so, 
when  a  city  charter  was  adopted  in  1850,  the  police  force 
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loubled  in  size — 12  nun  under  Malachi,  former  keeper 
in  New  York's  'Tombs,  '  who  was  called  city  Marshal,  took 
over  on  May  i,  L850,  the  job  of  policing  the  city.  At  the 
same  time  Colonel  John  W.  Geary,  San  Francisco's  last 
alcade,  became  her  first  mayor.  Just  imagine  a  police  force 
of  12  men.  The  citizens  thought  they  had  something  won- 
derful. 

Then  came  a  period  of  storm  and  strife  for  the  little 
Police  Department.  Fallon  was  succeeded  in  April  of  1850 
by  Robert  G.  Crozicr.  Vigilantes  were  on  the  rampage  and 
they  forcibly  took  Crozier's  duties  into  their  own  hands, 
until  in  desperation  he  demanded  he  be  given  a  larger  and 
better  organization  with  which  to  perform  the  duties  ex- 
pected  of  him.  His  desperate  appeal  was  heeded,  and  on 
fuly  26,  1951,  the  police  force  was  increased  to  46  men, 
and  three  captains,  three  assistant  captains  and  six  sergeants. 

Crozier  was  elected  again  in  1852,  but  the  year  after  was 
succeeded  by  Brandt  Sesuine.  New  appointments  came  to 
the  growing  force,  and  some  who  served  in  those  wild  days 
of  the  gold  rush,  when  life  was  lived  at  a  breakneck  pace, 
made  names  for  themselves  that  live  to  this  day.  Among 
these  famous  names  is  that  of  Isaiah  W.  Lees,  who  became 
one  of  the  most  famous  detectives  in  America,  was  later 
Captain  of  the  Detective  force  and  still  later  Chief  of  the 
Department. 

Things  went  along  in  this  fashion  for  a  few  years,  until 
in  1856  the  Vigilantes,  still  active  upon  occasion,  captured 
Charles  Cora,  a  gambler  who  murdered  United  States  Mar- 
shal W.  R.  Richardson,  and  Supervisor  James  Casey,  who 
murdered  James  King  of  Williams,  famed  editor  of  the  old 
San  Francisco  Bulletin.  Perhaps  the  word  "captured"  is 
used  inadvisedly,  because  what  they  actually  did  was  to  take 
these  two  men  away  from  the  police,  and,  unwillingly,  to 
await  the  turning  of  the  wheels  of  organized  justice,  gave 
them  a  swift  trial  and  hanged  them  in  front  of  the  Vigi- 
lantes Building  on  Sacramento  Street. 

There  was  ructions  aplenty,  following  that  act,  as  the 
"Marshal,"  as  head  of  the  city  police  was  still  called,  bit- 
terly opposing  the  Vigilantes.  A  private  police  force  was 
formed  as  a  result,  and  James  F.  Curtis  was  named  its 
Chief.  The  same  year,  1856,  the  office  of  "City  Marshal" 
was  abolished  by  the  terms  of  the  Consolidation  Act,  and 
the  office  of  "Chief  of  Police"  was  officially  created.  The 
force  was  increased,  and  Curtis  was  elected  as  head  of  it, 
the  first  man  to  hold  the  post  under  the  title  of  Chief  of 
Police. 

With  Curtis  as  the  head  of  the  organized  Police  Depart- 
ment, the  Vigilantes  gradually  died  out.  Curtis  had  once 
been  head  of  the  Vigilantes.  They  trusted  him  and  his  in- 
fluence was  great.  With  him  to  lead  the  official  police  force, 
most  of  the  Vigilantes  felt  that  the  need  for  their  organiza- 
tion no  longer  existed,  and  that  historic  and  picturesque 
body — Vigilantes  or  anything  of  their  kind  being  utterly 
incomprehensible  to  Easterners,  who  had  never  experienced 
the  need  of  anything  of  that  kind — passed  into  memory. 

From  that  time  on  the  rise  of  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department  was  rapid.  Curtis  seemed  to  know  his  busi- 
ness, he  straightened  out  wrinkles,  increased  efficiency,  lub- 
ricated the  whole  department  with  discipline,  and  generally 


made  a  smoothly  working  organization  of  it.  He  was  suc- 
Ki  d<  d  in  1858  by  Martin  J.  Burke  who  held  the  office  until 
1866,  to  be  followed  by  Patrick  Crowley  who  was  Chief 
until  1874,  when  Theodore  G.  Cockrill  took  charge.  He 
was  followed  two  years  later  by  W.  H.  Ellis,  famous  de- 
ti  i  tive  who,  with  Lees,  caused  to  be  postponed  for  one  day 
thi  famous  duel  betwen  United  States  Senator  David  Bred- 
cm.  k  and  Chief  Justice  of  the  State  Supreme  Court,  David 
Terry.  Ellis  and  Lees  arrived  at  the  scene  of  the  duel  just 
as  pistols  had  been  taken.  They  arrested  both  men,  who 
were  later  released  on  bonds  and  met  again  on  the  follow- 
ing day.  Nothing  intervened  the  second  time  and  Broderick 
was  killed.  Then  Ellis  and  Lees  arrested  Terry  for  the 
killing. 

On  other  pages  of  the  Police  and  Peace  Officers' 
Journal  will  be  found  the  entire  list  of  San  Francisco's 
Chiefs  of  Police,  so  there  is  no  need  of  mentioning  them 
all  here,  although  the  temptation  is  great,  because  in  the 
administration  of  every  one  of  those  grand  public  spirited 
and  fearless  men  of  the  wild  old  days  there  are  stories 
galore  that  would  hold  the  interest  of  any  reader. 

There  was  the  so-called  Kearny  riots,  marked  by  strikes, 
panics,  bloody  battles,  and  acts  of  sabotage,  until  a  commit- 
tee of  5,000  citizens  was  formed  to  leap  into  the  breach 
and  quell  the  trouble  once  and  for  all.  At  this  time  it  must 
be  remembered  the  police  force  was  still  limited  to  150 
men,  but  following  these  riots  it  was  seen  that  the  city  must 
have  a  department  able  to  cope  with  any  emergency,  so  in 
1878  a  bill  was  passed  raising  the  size  of  the  force  to  a 
maximum  of  400  men,  and  that  was  regarded  as  a  tre- 
mendous force  in  those  days,  a  young  army  and  the  largest 
law  enforcement  body  in  the  entire  West.  What  would 
some  of  those  valiant  oldtimers  think  if  they  could  see  the 
magnificent,  well-organized  and  huge  Police  Department 
of  today  numbering  upward  of  1800  men  and  women. 

And  so  it  went  until  1897,  when  the  famous  Isaiah  Lees 
referred  to  above,  became  the  Chief.  Forty-five  years  he  had 
been  a  member  of  the  department,  and  in  that  time  he  had 
become  a  nationally,  yes,  an  internationally  known  figure. 
He  unravelled  some  of  the  most  difficult  crime  cases  in  the 
history  of  the  country  including  the  world-celebrated  Dur- 
ant  murder  case.  Chief  Lees  retired  after  leading  the  de- 
partment for  two  years,  and  his  name  was  almost  a  house- 
hold word  when  he  sought  a  well-earned  rest  in  private  life. 

So  it  went,  until  San  Francisco  was  faced  with  its  most 
awful  crisis,  the  devastating  fire  of  1906.  Jere  Dinan  was 
Chief  of  Police  when  the  calamity  descended  upon  the  city. 
Faced  with  a  task  that  was  almost  beyond  human  capabili- 
ties, Chief  Dinan  even  thought  to  save  the  police  records, 
as  walls  of  smoke  and  flames  roared  across  the  city.  He  had 
them  carried  to  Portsmouth  Square,  where  they  were  cov- 
ered with  rubber  blankets.  And  there  he  stationed  a  guard, 
who  when  flying  embers  descended  upon  the  precious  rec- 
ords, extinguished  the  flames  by  pouring  confiscated  beer 
on  them,  there  being  not  a  drop  of  water  available. 

Chief  Dinan  experienced  many  another  tempestuous  pe- 
riod, among  them  an  orgy  of  murder  and  robbery  under  the 
infamous  Dabner  and  Simpson,  known  as  the  "gaspipe

where  he  had  gone  to  confer  with  General  Douglas  M.u 
Arthur  on  our  far  East  problems,  he  landed  at  the  San  I'ran- 
cisco  Airport  at  5  p.  m.,  October  26.    Then  there  was  set

in  action  the  greatest  plan  for  the  security  of  the  President 
while  he  was  in  our  midst,  that  has  ever  been  known  in  San 
Francisco  before,  and  this  city  has  received  a  lot  of  presi- 
dents in  its  hundred  years  history. 

Under    the    direction    of   Chief   William    Merrill,    who 


since  October  1 1,  L942,  has  been  head  of  the  U.  S.  Secret 
Service  in  this  area,  1299  specially  selected  and  trained  offi- 
cers of  the  law  had  been  assembled  to  give  every  protection 
so  necessary  for  the  welfare  and  safety  of  our  President. 

These  1  299  men  included  the  force  of  Secret  Agents  who 
accompany  the  President  on  all  trips,  and  the  force  of  25 
under  Chief  Merrill.  The  others  were  from  Sheriff  James 
McGrath's  San  Mateo  Office,  Chief  Louis  Belloni's  South 
San  Francisco  Police  Department,  the  California  Highway 
Patrol  and  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department. 

From  the  latter  the  greatest  number  was  obtained.  Head- 
ing the  organization  of  the  SFPD  unit  was  Henry  C.  Ma- 
ginn,  President  of  the  Police  Commission,  Chief  Michael 
E.  Mitchell,  Chief  of  Inspectors  James  English,  Director  of 
Traffic  Jack  Eker,  Supervising  Captain  Jeremiah  Coughlin, 
Captain  Walter  Ames  of  the  Northern  District  and  In- 
spector George  Wall  of  the  Hotel  Detail. 

From  the  Airport  a  cavalcade  of  open  automobiles  led, 
followed  and  guarded  on  both  sides  by  a  52  motorcycle  de- 
tail, started  for  the  Fairmont  Hotel,  where  the  President 
was  to  remain  during  his  stay  in  the  city. 

President  Maginn  of  the  Police  Commission  was  in  the 
old  top  down  Lincoln,  for  the  past  20  years  used  for  parade 
purposes,  with  Commissioner  Washington  Kohnke  and 
Chief  Mitchell  in  the  back  seat,  were  the  lead  car  in  the 
parade,  following  six  motorcycles.  As  the  car  progressed 
up  through  the  cemetery  road  from  South  City  to  Mission 
Street  on  down  town  to  the  hotel,  this  lead  car  drew  great

Perhaps  it  will  be  of  interest  to  the  new  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  Police  Department  and  there  have  been 
many  of  these  in  the  List  few  years — to  learn  something  of 
the  history  of  this  huge  judicial  machine  of  which  they  have 
become  a  cog. 

Hence,  it  is  considered  appropriate  that  the  first  issue  of 
"Douglas  2-0"  contain  a  history  of  San  Francisco's  Chiefs 
of  Police,  which  is  a  miniature  history  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment itself. 

Perhaps  it  will  be  of  interest  to  the  new  members  of  the 
Department,  for  who  can  say  that  one  or  several  from 
among  the  ranks  of  the  new  police  officers  of  this  Depart- 
ment are  designed  by  Fate  or  their  "Lucky  Star"  to  some- 
day in  the  future  to  wear  the  diamond-studded  shield  of  the 
Chief  of  Police. 


Being  Chief  of  Police  isn't  the  only  ambition  that  young 
police  officers  can  cherish.  The  San  Francisco  Police  De- 
partment is  a  grand  old  institution  and  has  graduated 
numerous  successful  men  whose  achievements  have  been 
marked  in  various  lines  of  endeavor. 

The  fact  is  that  the  Department  is  a  wonderful  school 
and  a  wonderful  stepping  stone  for  the  men  who  will 
appreciate  it  as  such.  The  new  police  officers  of  today  have 
the  advantage  over  the  oldtimers,  who  were  cubs  when  poli- 
tics rather  than  true  merit  had  prior  claim  over  all  things. 
Besides  being  a  good  business,  the  police  business  is  a  fas- 
cinating one  that  gets  into  the  blood. 

But  a  few  of  the  former  Chiefs  are  living  today.  Notable 
among  these  are  Jere  Dinan,  William  J.  Quinn,  Charles  W. 
Dullea  and  Michael  Riordan.  Most  of  the  biggest  arrests  in 
burglary,  robbery  and  safe  cracking  cases  in  San  Francisco  of 
a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  if  traced  back,  invariably  proves 
that  Jere  Dinan  had  a  "finger  in  the  pie"  or  some  angle  in 
the  case. 

The  office  of  Chief  of  Police  of  San  Francisco  has  always

It  has  been  hereditary  that  each  chief  finds  Ins  office  a  most 
difficult  task.  A  Chief  of  Police  is  ever  before  the  public 
eye.  and  at  times  his  most  earnest  and  sincere  efforts  often 
are  regarded  with  suspicion  and  distrust.  This  seems  to  have 
become  a  custom  of  the  American  people.    The  error  or  neg-

ligence  ot  a  subordinate,  a  crime  wave,  or.  any  civic  disturb- 
ance thai  excites  the  public  eventually  reverts  to,  or  reflects 
upon  the  Chief. 

The  same  trying  tasks  were  faced  by  the  pioneer  Chiefs 
of  San  Francisco,  by  the  few  City  Marshals  before  them, 
and  by  the  Spanish  Alcades,  who  first  guided  the  destiny 
and  preserved  the  peace  of  the  city. 

The  most  difficult  tasks  faced  by  the  early  Chiefs  and 
old  City  Marshals,  it  seems,  was  to  hold  their  reserve,  dig- 
nity, and  even  official  authority  against  the  people.  In  those 
trying  days  the  Police  Departments  was  such  a  minority 
that  it  was  at  times  at  the  mercy  of  the  law  abiding  citi- 
zenry." who  often  meted  out  its  own  justice,  to  the  despair 
and  shameful  embarrassment  of  the  police  head.  In  other 
words,  the  Vigilante-  Committee  was  the  nemesis  of  the  City- 
Marshals  and  the  first  Chiefs. 

The  first  peace  officer  in  San  Francisco  under  the  Ameri- 
can flag  was  Lieutenant  Washington  A.  Bartlett,  USN.  who 
held  the  office  of  Alcade  during  the  "forties."  Under  the 
Mexican  laws  .in  Alcade  had  supreme  control  of  municipal 
affairs,  and  he  administered  justice  pretty  much  as  he  saw 
fit.  The  only  historic  note  of  Barlett's  administration  was 
that  he  signed  and  caused  to  be  printed  in  the  California  5 
on  January  30,  1847,  an  ordinance  directing  that  the  cove  of 
Verba  Buena  should  thereafter  be  officially  known  as  San 
Francisco. 

I  he  following  month.  February  ^^.  he  was  succeeded  by 


I .  I  win  Bryant,  who  resigned  a  few  months  later,  and  George 
Hyde  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Shortly  after  he- 
took  office  Hyde  was  instructed  by  the  military  Governor

to  hold  an  election  and  select  six  constables  to  assist  him. 
The  population  of  the  town  at  that  time  numbered  459. 

In  the  early  part  of  L849  the  population  jumped  to  ">000, 
and  still  there  were  only  six  constables,  virtually  undisci- 
plined, to  preserve  the  peace.  A  criminal  band,  known  as 
the  "Hounds"  came  into  existence  at  that  time,  under  the 
leadership  of  a  notorious  Sam  Roberts,  and  committed  such 
brazen   crimes   that   the  citizens   held   an    indignation   mass

meeting  in  Portsmouth  Square,  across  from  the  present  Hall 
of  Justice.  A  subscription  was  taken  to  buy  rifles.  Two 
hundred  and  thirty  became  volunteer  policemen  and  swifth, 
rounded  up  the  "Hounds."

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Of  all  the  Slates  in  the  American  Union  there  is  none 
whose  history  is  so  romantic  as  thai  of  California,  and  the 
most  interesting  portion  of  that  history  is  the  Spanish 
period. 

With  the  arrival  at  San  Diego,  in  1769  of  Father  Juni- 
pero  Scrra,  O.F.M.,  and  Ins  zealous  missionaries,  togethei 
with  Don  Gasper  de  Portola  and  his  gallant  soldiers  and 
settlers,  began  the  Spanish  period  of  California. 

The  chief  events  of  this  period  were  the  establishment  of 
the  Missions,  the  Christianizing  of  the  Indians,  and  the 
exploration  and  colonization  of  Calitornia. 

It  is  from  the  Spanish  period  that  the  history  of  this  state- 
dates,  and  the  record  left  by  the  Spanish  settlers  is  one  of 
which  any  country  might  be  proud. 

It  was  during  this  period  that  many  of  the  present  cities 
in  California  were  founded. 

The  Mission  of  San  Diego  was  the  first  of  the  21  built 
along  El  Camino  Real  (the  Royal  road,  called  the  King's 
Highway),  of  California;  then  followed  in  succession  San 
Carlos,  Monterey;  San  Antonio  de  Padua;  San  Gabriel,  San 
Luis  Obispo;  Saint  Francis  de  Assisi,  San  Francisco;  San  Juan 
Capistrano;  Santa  Clara;  San  Buenaventura;  Santa  Barbara; 
La  Purisima,  Cancepcion;  de  Neustra  de  la  Soledad;  Santa 
Cruz;  San  Jose;  San  Juan  Bautista,  San  Miguel;  San  Fer- 
nando, Rez  de  Espana;  San  Luis,  Rez  de  Francia;  Santa 
Ynes;  San  Rafael;  the  last  mission  was  San  Francisco  Solano 
founded  in  the  year  1823. 

The  plan  of  the  Missions  was  most  wonderful;  they  were 
situated  in  the  most  beautiful  spots,  the  journey  of  one  day 
from  one  to  the  other,  and  the  seats  of  learning  and  well 
earned  prosperity  in  California;  their  architecture  was  the 
best  imitation  of  the  Spanish  Gothic  style  which  the  Spanish 
laborers  could  build  with  the  tools  and  materials  which  were 
then  possible  in  the  New  World. 

Besides  the  Church  proper,  the  Missions  consisted  of 
groups  of  buildings  set  aside  for  converted  Indians  and  their 
families,  a  monastery  and  spacious  quarters  for  guests. 

Among  the  light-hearted  and  easy-tempered  Californians 
the  virtue  of  hospitality  knew  no  bounds.  They  literally 
vied  with  each  other  in  devoting  their  time,  their  homes, 
and  their  means  to  the  entertainment  of  strangers. 

On  arriving  at  a  rancho  the  traveler  was  received  with 
joy  and  the  best  of  things  were  prepared  for  him.  He  was 
pressed  to  remain  as  long  as  he  would,  and  when  he  went 
on  his  way,  horses  and  servants  were  furnished  to  take  him 
to  his  next  stopping  place.  He  was  never  asked  where  he 
came  from  nor  where  he  was  going.  It  was  the  same  with 
the  Missions.  The  Padres  gladly  received  and  entertained 
all  travelers,  irrespective  of  their  religious  leanings,  and  set 
before  them  the  best  of  meats,  fruits,  and  native  wines;  pro- 
vided them  with  good  beds,  and  on  their  departure  fur- 
nished them  with  fresh  horses  and  guides,  caring  for  the 
tired  animals  of  the  travelers  until  the  owner  came  or  sent 
for  them.  No  pay  was  expected  and  none  given. 

Such  was  the  hospitality  and  such  were  the  men  and 
women  of  the  Spanish  period  in  California. 


In  the  year  1820,  Mexico  revolted  against  Spanish  rule, 
and  set  up  an  independent  empire  of  her  own. 

In  1822,  the  Mexican  authorities  sent  several  vessels  to 
the  port  of  Monterey,  and  by  military  and  naval  force  for- 
mally took  possession  of  California. 

In  1923,  Mexico  overthrew  her  empire  and  esablished  a 
republic. 

In  1826,  1829  and  1835  the  act  of  secularization  of  the 
Missions  passed;  the  Missions  were  dispossessed  of  their 
lands  and  all  wealth  confiscated. 

Mexican  rule  in  California  was  noted  for  the  making  of 
large  land  grants,  and  an  easy,  careless  existence  of  the  peo- 
ple; feasting  and  making  merry  was  the  order  of  the  day;  it 
was  the  period  of  the  sweet  "Manana,"  and  everyone  seem- 
ed to  have  time  to  enjoy  it,  and  exercised  an  open-handed 
generosity. 

By  reason  of  the  inexperience,  inefficiency,  envy  and  jeal- 
ousy predominating  among  the  governing  authorities,  Mexi- 
can rule  in  California  came  to  an  abrupt  end. 

The  year  1846  saw  the  Mexican  government  in  California 
struggling  with  a  poor  exchequer,  and  some  of  its  leaders 
in  an  unfriendly  mood  toward  one  another,  while  France, 
England  and  the  United  States  waited  eagerly  for  an  oppor- 
tunity to  seize  California. 

When  circumstances  shaped  themselves  for  the  worst,  a 
party  of  Americans  at  Sonoma,  headed  by  Captain  Merritt, 
resolved  to  establish  an  independent  government,  and  raised 
the  "Bear  Flag"  of  the  "California  Republic." 

On  July  7,  1846,  Commodore  Sloat  at  Monterey  unfurled 
the  American  flag,  and  in  the  name  of  the  United  States 
took  possession  of  California. 

A  few  days  later,  Captain  Montgomery,  of  the  United 
States  Sloop  of  War  Portsmouth  again  raised  the  resplendent 
banner  in  the  Plaza  at  San  Francisco. 

And  then  followed  in  quick  succession  interesting  events 
of  our  State's  history. 

On  June  3,  1849,  General  Bennett  Riley,  Military  Gov- 
ernor of  California,  issued  a  proclamation  calling  for  the 
election  of  delegates  to  a  convention  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  a  state  of  California. 

The  election  was  held  on  August  1,  1849,  and  the  con- 
vention met  in  Colton  Hall,  Monterey,  on  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember, 1849.  The  convention  was  one  of  the  keenest  and 
most  intelligent  that  ever  assembled  for  the  fulfillment  of  a 
legislative  responsibility. 

On  November  13,  1848,  an  election  was  held  at  which 
the  Constitution  previously  adopted  by  the  convention  was 
ratified,  and  at  the  same  election  an  entire  state  and  legisla- 
tive ticket,  with  two  representatives  to  Congress  was  chosen. 

On  December  20,  1849,  the  State  Government  of  Cali- 
fornia was  established,  and  Governor  Peter  H.  Burnett  was 
inaugurated  as  the  first  chief  executive  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  soon  thereafter  William  M.  Gwin  and  General 
John  C.  Fremont  were  elected  the  first  United  States  Sena- 
tors of  the  State  of  California.

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Vigilance  Committee  Of  Early  Days  In  S.  F.

In  the-  early  days  of  San  Francisco,  theft  and  crimes  of 
every  kind  and  degree  made  the  social  atmosphere  lurid  in 
the  eyes  ot  all  good  men. 

San  Francisco  was  thrust  suddenly  into  existence  and  it 
took  many  years  and  much  trouble  before  it  gained  tair  and 
just  proportions.  This  could  only  he  accomplished  by  heroic 
treatment  and  hazardous  experiments  in  self  government 
on  the  part  of  the  better  portion  of  its  citizens  There  were 
no  general  laws  in  fact  save  that  lor  self  preservation  in  the 
assemblage  of  people  who  came  here  at  the  time  ot  the  dis- 
COvery  of  gold.  For  several  years  succeeding  that  event  the 
better  portion  of  the  American  residents  became  a  law  unto 
themselves,  and  by  the  strength  of  union,  discipline  and 
rectitude  of  purpose,  succeeded  in  saving  the  city  at  different 
intervals,  from  the  hands  of  gangs  who  observed  the  role  of 
robber-knights. 

There  was  an  organized  gang  of  ruffians,  who  called 
themselves  the  "Hounds."  They  became  a  terror,  especially 
to  the  Spanish-American  population.  The  nucleus  ot  this 
desperate  gang  had  the  nickname  ot  "Plug-Uglies"  who  had 
arrived  at  this  port  on  a  ship  tailed  the  Greyhound,  from 
which  they  derived  their  name.  The  probability  was  that 
the  name  was  given  because  they  went  in  packs,  and 
wrought  destruction  in  concert.  Whatever  may  have  origi- 
nated these  raids  on  the  lives  and  property  of  the  defenseless 
people,  the  ranks  ot  this  gang  was  soon  swollen  by  the  riff- 
raff and  desperate  characters  of  all  nationalities,  who  made- 
war  on  all  alike. 

The  headquarters  ot  this  gang  was  in  a  building  called  the 
(  itv  Hotel.  At  the  tap  of  a  drum  this  motly  crowd  at  war 
with  fortune  and  right,  would  assemble  readily,  for  what- 
ever outrage  their  leaders  would  suggest  and  direct. 

Their  attacks  were  chiefly  against  Chileans.  These  unfor- 
tunate people  were  treated  without  mercy.  The  Hounds  in- 
vaded their  tents  and  beat  and  robbed  them  of  all  they 
possessed. 

Another  outrage  of  this  kind  happened  again  a  little 
later  and  it  brought  matters  to  a  crisis.  The  better  elements 
of  the  community  were  wont  to  hug  themselves  in  the  se- 
curity of  their  own  dwellings,  when  they  heard  yells,  shrieks 
and  groans  accompanying  the  work  of  destruction  by  the 
Hounds.  The  good  people  determined  to  suppress  at  all 
hazards  this  self-constituted  brutal  gang.  They  organized 
for  self  protection. 

A  citizen  police  was  formed  and  armed.  After  some  re- 
sistance many  of  these  Hounds  were  captured  and  placed 
aboard  a  sloop  of  war  for  safekeeping.  The  leader  of  the 
gang  with  several  ot  his  followers  were  brought  to  trial  by 
a  jury  composed  of  24  citizens.  After  a  patient  investiga- 
tion the  leader  was  sentenced  to  ten  years  imprisonment,  at 
hard  labor.  The  rest  of  the  gang  for  lesser  periods.  The 
city  then  saw  itself  getting  rid  of  this  bad  element,  who  be- 
came afraid  as  the  word  got  around  that  there  would  be  a 
lot  of  neck  stretching  if  this  undesirable  order  of  things  pre- 
vailed longer. 


In  subsequent  emergencies  the  city  was  not  SO  lenient, 
as  a  great  influx  of  population  from  all  parts  of  the  world 
kept  coming  from  all  parts  of  the  world  kept  coming  into 
the  port  and  from  the  east.  Matters  became  worse  than  be- 
fore, in  tact  every  man  was  almost  compelled  to  hold  his 
life  and  property  at  the  muzzle  of  guns. 

There  was  no  purgation  to  be  gained  from  law,  and  the 
only  panacea  for  the  ills,  a  vigilante  committee  had  to  be 
resorted  to.  The  citizens  formed  this  committee,  numbering 
300  of  the  most  reputable  and  prominent  men  in  the  com- 
munity. These  pledged  their  lives,  fortunes  and  sacred 
honor  to  protect  each  other,  and  to  save  the  property  of  the 
people  from  spoliation  by  hordes  of  marauders,  embold- 
ened by  the  absence  of  justice. 

Much  of  this  violence  and  outrage  were  attributed  to 
numbers  of  convicts  who  had  emigrated  from  other  coun- 
tries. They  herded  with  the  off-scourings  of  all  nations,  had 
a  rendezvous  in  the  district  called  Clark's  Point,  which  lay 
in  the  vicinity  of  Broadway  and  Front  Street.  This  place 
was  the  hot  bed  of  all  crimes  that  disgraced  human  nature, 
and  these  denizens  carried  on  their  nefarious  work  through- 
out the  town. 

It  was  then  that  the  Vigilante  Committee  got  busy.  It 
was  called  on  to  act  in  the  case  of  a  thief  who  was  captured 
while  robbing  a  safe  in  a  store.  He  was  immediately  tried

The  celebration  and  commemoration  of  the  inauguration 
ot  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  which  took  place 
in  1S()0,  call  to  our  attention  the  striking  changes  thai  have 
taken  place  in  this  citj  of  the  <  Jolden  West. 

About  nearly  a  hundred  years  ago  the  city  of  San  Fran- 
cisco was  a  mere  village.  The  city  proper  extended  from 
Market  Street  to  Broadway,  and  from  Dupont  Street  to 
East  Street,  which  section  was  really  the  main  part  of 
town.  The  remainder  of  the  region  that  comprises  our 
striking  metropolis  of  toda}  was  a  barren  waste  of  rock 
and  sand  dotted  here  and  there  by  a  few  shanties.  I  lie 
populace  in  the  old  days  assembled  in  Portsmouth  Square, 
adjacent  to  which  was  the  city  jail. 

Think  ot  the  change  that  has  been  wrought.  The  world- 
famous  Golden  Gate  Park  has  been  created;  other  beau- 
tiful parks  abound  in  the  city ;  the  Marina,  St.  Francis 
Woods,  Forest  Hills,  Sunset,  Richmond,  Parkmerced, 
and  other  sections  have  become  real  cities  in  themselves. 
Tall  buildings  which  loom  like  giants  on  the  horizon  have 
been  erected,  while  all  types  of  transportation  have  been 
installed  and  developed  for  the  convenience  of  the  public. 
The  transformation  seems  truly  to  be  one  promoted  by 
fairies  or  genii. 

How  does  the  San  Francisco  Police  Repartment  of  a 
hundred  years  ago  compare  with  the  force  of  today?  A 
century  ago  San  Francisco  had  in  the  neighborhood  of 
twenty  men  on  the  police  force,  and  the  policemen  of  that 
period  had  real  jobs  on  their  hands.  They  had  to  cope 
with  tough  characters,  the  riffraff  from  the  four  corners 
of  the  globe.  After  arresting  his  man,  each  officer  had  to 
take  the  crook  to  the  jail  unassisted,  lacking  the  conveni- 
ence of  the  telephone  or  patrol  wagon.  The  old  time  "cop" 
suffered  real  hardships,  for  he  had  to  "hoof  it"  through  the 
rain  and  mud  during  inclement  weather.  Picture  him, 
with  his  pants  tucked  in  his  boots,  trudging  along  the  side 
of  the  road  where  there  was  supposed  to  be  a  sidewalk. 
Today  the  policeman  answers  a  "hurry-up"  call  over  the 
telephone  or  police  radio,  then  proceeds  in  an  automobile 
to  the  scene  of  the  trouble.    How  times  have  changed ! 

Years  ago  the  methods  of  apprehension  of  the  criminal 
and  the  means  for  the  production  of  an  effective  system 
were  rather  crude.  All  arrested  individuals  were  taken 
to  the  jail  near  Portsmouth  Square.  Today  the  city  is 
districted.  Thing  how  much  time  is  saved  and  how  sys- 
tematically the  work  of  the  department  is  made  because 
of  the  Central,  Northern,  Southern,  Mission,  Park,  Rich- 
mond, Ingleside  and  Potrero  stations.  In  spite  of  crude 
methods,  poor  facilities,  etc.,  the  policemen  of  the  old  days 
carried  out  their  duty  with  the  same  spirit  and  sense  of 
loyalty  as  the  minions  of  the  law  in  our  present  day. 

Today  our  police  department  has  over  1800  men  and 
women.  This  efficient  force  has  an  identification  bureau, 
unsurpassed  by  no  others,  a  homicide  squad,  detective  bu- 


reau, auto  detail,  hotel  detail,  robbery  detail,  pickpocket 
and  bunco  detail,  check  detail,  juvenile  bureau,  traffic; 
bureau  and  other  bureaus  for  promoting  an  effective  sys- 
tem. The  numerous  changes  and  innovations  in  police 
departments  indicate  how  well  this  important  part  of  our 
city  organizations  has  kept  pace  with  the  march  of  civili- 
zation; the  increase  in  population  has  created  a  need  for 
a  larger  department;  the  amazing  growth  of  business  and 
industry  has  produced  the  need  for  protection;  the  smart 
and  clever  crook  of  today  has  resulted  in  the  development 
of  better  technique  in  dealing  with  the  clever  criminal. 

As  a  boy  I  watched  the  policeman  on  his  beat,  talked 
with  him,  admired  him  for  his  spirit,  and  became  inter- 
ested in  police  work  as  a  vocation.  I  decided  that  I  would 
become  a  "cop"  if  the  department  would  have  me. 

When  I  became  a  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department  thirty-eight  years  ago,  there  were  about  four 
hundred  men  on  the  force.  I  soon  discovered  that  each 
man  had  a  variety  of  duties  to  perform.  Conditions  were 
such  that  a  patrolman  had  to  be  ready  to  act  in  various 
capacities.  His  initiative  and  versatility  were  constantly 
called  upon  by  his  multifarious  duties.  The  policeman  of 
fifty  years  ago  did  not  have  any  special  qualifications  or

By  an  Oldtimer

An  ancient  philosopher  daily  repeated  to  his  students: 
"Learn  to  look  for  natural  eauses  in  extraordinary  events. 

Now,  our  San  Francisco  is  nationally  known  as  The 
Citv  that  Knows  How.''  Throughout  the  nation  our  Police 
Department  has  been  rated  as  being  first  class  in  every  re- 
spcit,  and  here  in  San  Francisco  its  personnel  has  been 
classed:  "The  City's  Finest." 

Alone,  neither  our  city  nor  the  Polite  Department  could 
be  great.  Together  they  started  to  grow  about  the  begin- 
ning of  the  century,  so,  from  there,  we  will  try  to  show 
how  they  became  what  they  are  today, 

We  will  first  consider  the  city,  and,  in  doing  so,  we  will 
follow  the  example  of  a  great  national  figure  who,  on  being 
presented  with  a  knotty  problem,  always  said:  "Let  us  look 
at  the  record." 

One  hundred  years  ago  a  straggling  seaport  town,  of 
some  "SOOO  souls,  suddenly  jumped  to  30,000;  and  its  erst 
while  quiet  harbor  as  suddenly  became  a  mecca  for  crafl 
from  all  of  the  seven  seas.  All  this,  but  San  Francisco  took 
the  consequences — of  riots,  robberies,  murders,  and  so  on, 
in  stride. 

In  stride  also  were  taken  the  city's  destruction  by  fire  and 
the  nation's  most  bitter  labor  troubles — including  the  dras- 
tic, communistic-engineered  waterfront  strike  of   1934. 

San  Francisco  is  not  a  boom  town.  For  more  than  fifty 
years  its  growth  has  been  normal  and  natural.  It  did  not 
have  to  press-agent  itself  as  a  great  city,  peopled  by  a  splen- 
did citizenry,  deservedly  noted  for  their  sublime  fortitude 
and  their  matchless  courtesy.  No,  the  people  who  came 
here  did  that. 

During  three  wars — the  Spanish-American,  and  World 
Wars  I  and  II — fighting  men  from  every  state  in  the  Union 
saw  our  San  Francisco.  Tourists  and  persons  composing  the 
thousands  of  conventions  held  here  have  also  made  our 
city  their  home  for  a  brief  period. 

The  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  of  1915,  the  Fair  of 
1940,  and  the  World  Peace  Conference  of  194";  each 
brought  officials  from  every  nation  in  the  world  to  San 
Francisco. 

To  this  vast,  discerning  group  San  Francisco  is  a  city  to 
marvel  at — a  city  not  duplicated  in  the  whole  world.  Such 
whole-hearted  unanimity  is  not  an  accident.  Evidently  San 
Francisco  and  San  Franciscans  have  everything  worthwhile 
in  the  eyes  of  the  strangers  within  our  gates. 

Steadily  the  millions  of  unbiased  admirers  of  San  Fran- 
cisco increase.  This  universal  admiration  must  be  based  on 
very  definite  reasons.  The  composite  of  all  the  reasons  for 
the  universal  admiration  of  our  city  and  its  people  is  very 
well  expressed  in  the  five-word  name  our  city  has  acquired 
— The  City  that  Knows  How. 

Now,  as  to  our  nationally  great  Police  Department. 

Well,  to  begin  at  the  beginning,  we  must  admit  that  the 
department  is  quite  a  modern  organization  compared  with 
the  older  metropolitan  police  departments  throughout  the 


nation.    But  we  do  claim  our  department's  histor)    foi   th( 
past  forty  year-,  has  been  one  of  steady  progress. 

Seventy  years  ago  our  department  was  handled  by  the 
Governor;  and  the  100  members  of  the  department  were 
political  appointees.  The  three  members  of  the  Police  Com- 
mission were  also  appointed  by  the  Governor.  The  official 
efforts  of  appointees,  the  world  over,  generally  reflect  the 
wishes  of  those  who  appointed  them;  so  that  system  of 
long-distance  policing  was  not  the  best  possible  one  for  that 
throbbing  era  of  San  Francisco. 

The  harbor  was  crowded  with  shipping.  By  the  thousand 
the  world's  worst  came  here  and  made  the  notorious  Bar- 
bary  Coast  their  stamping  ground.  The  famous — or  in- 
famous— Barbary  Coast  flourished  until  within  the  actual 
police  experience  there  of  some  of  the  older  members  of 
our  present  force. 

The  department  then  being  more  or  less  a  political  foot- 
ball, and  the  duties  to  be  performed  being  definitely  of  a 
trying  nature,  the  personnel  turnover  was  naturally  very 
high.  Even  chiefs  came  and  went  with  clocklike  regularity. 
This  being  the  case,  only  a  courageous  man  who  was  natu- 
rally good  police  material  remained  on  the  force. 

Most  of  the  immense  floating  population  was  composed 
of  reckless  adventurers,  deserters  from  sailing  ships  or  ac- 
tual criminals  from  other  parts.  It  was  a  time  of  turbulent 
local  politics,  too. 

With  the  adoption  of  the  Charter,  in  1900,  the  politn.il 
or  spoils  system  of  police  appointment  ceased.  Thus,  for 
the  past  fifty  years,  a  candidate  tor  our  San  Francisco  Police 
Department  does  not  first  have  to  become  beholden  to  any- 
one in  political  power — either  local  or  state. 

The  Charter  stipulates  the  age,  education  and  other  re- 
quirements. If  the  candidate  is  able  to  comply  with  all  the 
requirements  he  becomes  a  San  Francisco  police  officer. 

This  selection,  under  the  Charter,  is  the  duty  of  the  (  ivil 
Service  Commission.  Thus,  when  we  are  summing  up  the 
reasons  for  the  splendid  national  reputation  our  department 
holds,  the  big  part  played  by  our  Civil  Service  Commission 
calls  for  careful  consideration. 

After  the  adoption  of  the  Charter,  in  1900,  and  before 
the  appointment  of  Chief  D.  A.  White,  in  1911,  the  in- 
cumbencies of  Chiefs  Dinan,  Biggy,  Cook.  Martin  and  Sey- 
mour were  of  short  duration. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  members  of  the  department  at 
the  present  time  were  appointed  off  Civil  Service  lists  of 
eligibles  during  Chief  White's  incumbency.  From  experi- 
ence they  know  the  difference  between  department  routine 
of  those  days  and  now. 

The  so-called  book  end  of  policing  then  was  at  its  sim- 
plest minimum — no  ringing  in,  no  radio  calls,  no  typing 
of  reports,  only  a  "miscellaneous"  report  occasion. illy;  .unl 
once  in  a  great  while,  a  lull  sheet  report  on  some  very  im- 
portant police  happening,  such  as  a  streetcar  collision  or  a

zine several  years  ago,  In  the  late  Sergeant  Patrick 
McGee.) 


During  the  strenuous  days  of  the  gold  rush,  when  tin- 
water  came  up  to  Montgomerj  Street  and  the  Sydney 
ducks  and  their  ilk  were  playing  hoh  in  the  village  of 
Yerba  Buena,  the  respectable  element  of  the  village,  de- 
cided that  the  law  must  come.  In  furtherance  of  this 
laudable  desire  they  decided  to  secure  a  marshal. 

There  had  recently  come  out  from  the  Atlantic  States, 
a  man  who  had  been  a  jailor  in  one  of  the  prisons  and  so  on 
May  1,  1850,  M.  Fallon  became  the  hist  marshal  of 
^  ci  ba  Buena. 

Fallon  was  succeeded  in  1851  by  R.  G.  Crozier  and  it 
was  during  Crozier's  term  that  20  were  appointed  con- 
stables, deputy  marshals  or  what  have  you.  The  names  of 
these  men  copied  from  old  records,  in  which  each  man 
signed  his  name,  are  as  legible  as  the  day  he  signed  it,  in 
those  dear  dead  days,  and  are  as  follows: 

Roll  call :  Phineas  Blunt,  captain  ;  H.  D.  Moss,  assistant 
captain ;  Thomas  Eadie,  captain ;  L.  Treanor,  assistant 
captain  ;  W.  C.  Byrne,  Charles  Howard,  Richard  Robin- 
son, Wm.  Garvin,  F.  Appelitt,  S.  G.  Phillips,  Peter 
Sherry,  Wilson  Worthy,  Jas.  Adams,  J.  Purdy,  A.  Dor- 
kin,  Wm.  Woodward,  Jas.  Leonard,  H.  G.  Lord,  Jas. 
Patterson  and  P.  Lindenherger,  the  names  being  set  down 
as  originally  signed.  D.  W.  C.  Thompson  became  marshal 
in  1852  and  was  followed  again  by  Crozier  also  in  1852. 
B.  Seguine  became  marshal  in  1853,  followed  by  John  W. 
McKenzie  in  1854  and  Ham  North  in  1855. 

In  1856  appears  the  name  of  J.  McElroy  as  Chief  of 
Police  and  so  far  as  the  record  discloses,  this  is  the  first 
time  the  title  of  chief  was  used. 

Under  the  title  of  chief  from  that  day  to  the  present, 
the  succeeding  chiefs  are  here  set  down  : 

J.  F.  Curtis,  1856  and  1857;  M.  J.  Burke,  1858  to 
1866;  P.  Crowley,  1866  to  1874;  T.  G.  Cockrill,  1874 
to  1875;  H.  W.  Ellis,  1876  to  1877;  John  Kirkpatrick, 
1878  to  1879;  P.  Crowley,  1880  to  1897;  Isaiah  L.  Lees, 
1897  to  1800;  W.  P.  Sullivan,  1900  to  1901;  George 
W.  Wittman,  1901  to  1905;  Jeremiah  Dinan,  1905  to 
1907;  W.  J.  Biggy,  1907  to  1908;  J.  B.  Cook,  1908  to 
1910;  J.  B.  Martin,  1910;  J.  F.  Seymour,  1910  to  1911  ; 
D.  A.  White,  1911  to  1920;  D.  J.  O'Brien,  1920  to  1929 
and  William  J.  Quinn,  1929  to  1Q40;  Charles  Dullea, 
1940  to  1947;  Michael  Mitchell,  from  1948. 

The  ancient  tome  from  which  these  notes  were  taken 
were  those  kept  by  Captain  Charles  Skelly,  secretary  of 
the  board  of  Police  Commissioners,  (Editor's  Note — Cap- 
tain Skelly  now  dead,  was  secretary  for  over  a  quarter  of 


a  century,  and  was  deputy  chief  under  former  Chief  Wil- 
liam J.  Quinn),  gives  one  an  insight  of  the  history  in  the 
making  of  this  our  glorious  San  Francisco,  the  most  loved, 
lovable,  generous  and  romantic  city  that  ever  a  poet 
dreamed  of. 

It  shows  that  the  Board  of  Health  was  convened  at 
2  o'clock  P.  M.  November  6th,  1850,  in  the  office  of 
Mayor  John  W.  Geary,  mayor  and  ex-officio  president 
of  the  board.  On  the  same  day,  "at  a  joint  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  the  following  gentlemen  were 
elected  members  of  the  Board  of  Health": 

Dr.  Dinsmore,  Dr.  Gibbons,  Dr.  Harris,  physicians; 
Wm.  Greene,  Abner  Bartol,  aldermen;  H.  W.  Carpen- 
ier.  Col.  J.  D.  Stevenson,  J.  P.  Hoff,  citizens,  signed 
J.  P.  Bispham,  clerk,  Board  of  Aldermen. 

That  they  were  having  their  troubles  at  that  time  with 
(ill  and  cover,  is  evidenced  by  a  resolution  introduced  by 
Col.  Stevenson,  "that  an  ordinance  be  recommended,  com- 
pelling every  house  to  have  a  privy  and  that  scavengers  be 
appointed  by  the  council."  Col.  Stevenson  also  recom- 
mended "that  the  bill  of  Chas.  Minturn  for  the  use  of  the 
house  on  the  hill,  used  as  a  cholera  hospital,  be  paid." 

A  hiatus  occurs  in  the  record,  as  between  the  years  1854 

and   1866.    March  29th,   1866,  we  find  the  first  record  of

San  Francisco  and  the  organizer  of  its  Police  Department, 
Malachi  Fallon,  Robert  Crozier,  John  McKenzie,  Isaiah 
W.  I.ees,  James  Curtis,  Martin  Burke,  Patrick  Crowley, 
Theodore  Cockrill,  H.  H.  KIlis,  John  Kirkpatrick,  captain 

the  shadow)   companies  as  they  pass. 

I  he  men  who  were;  those  who  dared  Start  San  Fran- 
cisco on  the  straight  and  narrow  path  that  leads  to  right 
and  might.  A  salute  to  the  name  James  King  of  William 
and  other  pioneers  who  "poured  out  the  red  sweet  wine 
of  youth  ;  gave  up  the  years  to  be"  as  willing  sacrifice  for 
the  good  of  the  great  city  by  the  Golden  Gate. 

Turn  back  the  pages  and  look  upon  the  cirv  of  that  day. 
Portsmouth  Scpiarc  facing  the  City  Hall  and  Post  Office, 
among  brick,  stone  and  wooden  shacklike  buildings,  was 
the  center  of  interest.  Beyond  the  Clav  Street  hill  in  back 
of  it  was  a  little  settlement.  The  leading  hotel  was  the 
International  on  Jackson  Street  and  Woodward's.  What 
Cheer  House  was  noted  for  its  hospitality  and  appetizing 
meals. 

Such  things  were  needed  to  strengthen  the  body  as  well 
as  the  spirit  for  the  criminal  class  of  immigrants  swarm- 
ing the  planked  walks  and  streets  of  the  city  at  that  time 
terrorized  its  law  abiding  citizens.  Plundering  shop-keep- 
ers. Murdering  people.  Setting  fires  were  mere  incidents 
in  a  "hound's  lawless  day."  The  Vigilantes'  work  in  clean- 
ing up  the  city  is  well  known  and  their  chief  was  elected 
S.m  Francisco's  first  Chief  of  Police. 

The  character  of  the  men  who  organized  that  famous 
Committee  of  Vigilance  whose  constitution  held,  "the 
maintenance  of  peace  and  good  order  of  society  and  the 
presrvation  of  the  lives  and  property  of  the  citizens  of 
San  Francisco"  has  been  and  is  a  heritage  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Police  Force.  With  men  of  such  honor  and  ideals  to 
lead  them  they  have  performed  their  duties  well. 

They  have  guarded  the  thoroughfares  of  the  city  pos- 
sessing one  of  the  most  magnificent  harbors  of  the  world. 
In  1856  W.  W.  Scott,  speaking  before  the  Mercantile 
Librarj  of  San  Francisco  predicted: 

"This  metropolis  of  commerce  in  its  antecedents  and 
prospects  is  absolutely  without  a  parallel  in  the  histor) 
of  cities  and  nations.  Here  mountains  are  made  plains. 
And  instead  of  sand  hills,  luxurious  houses,  marble  palaces 
and  costly  marts  have  risen  up.  Here  I  see  long  wharves 
stretched  out  burdened  with  the  rich  and  useful  products 
of  all  climes,  and  noble  ships  wearing  the  crest  of  ever) 
nation  locked  to  them  or  resting  on  their  bosom.  A  busy, 
adventurous  enterprising  population  throng  your  city  ex- 
hibiting complexions  and  costumes  of  many  lands.  And 
with  wealth  and  intellect  and  daring  spirit  I  see  here  the 
taste,  the  refinement  and  elevation  of  character,  mental  and 
moral,  which  will  make  San  Francisco  not  only  the  Tyre 


of  the  New  World  but  also  its  Athens." 

San  Francisco  has  always  encouraged  the  best  in  man. 
Fine  public  schools.    Associations  oi  Christian  young  men, 

libraries,  scientific  and  literary  institutions,  good  news 
presses  show  she  had  other  thoughts  than  that  oi  the  call  ot 
gold.  I  he  desire  to  awaken  her  citizens'  minds  so  that 
the)  may  get  the  best  ot  lite  is  but  one  ot  San  Francisco's 
admirable  qualities.  Great  cities  intuse  into  modern  s,, 
cietv  main  opportunities  tor  improvement.  1  lie  race  owes 
a  debt  to  cities,  for  civilization  and  civil  liberty.  At  the 
beginning,  man's  love  tor  society,  the  necessit)  oi  defense 
against  wild  beats  and  powerful  neighbors  together  with 
pin  poses  nt  traffic  led  to  men  establishing  cities.  It  is  w  here 
men  are  gathered  in  masses  and  must  contend  with  each 
other's  sympathies  and  rivalries  ami  are  brought  undei  the 
humanizing  effects  of  civilization  that  you  find  progress. 

Hut  without  the  struggles  of  San  Francisco's  veteran 
police  department  she  might  not  be  what  she  is  today.  It 
brought  about  the  Legislature's  passing  on  April  .},  1876 
"An  Act  to  create  a  city  criminal  court  in  San  Francisco." 
All  cases  where  persons  charged  with  misdemeanors  de- 
manded jury  trials,  and  all  persons  indicted  for  demeanors 
were  assigned  to  this  court. 

Then  in  1878  after  John  Kirkpatrick  was  elected  Chief 
of  Police  the  Kearny  riots  occurred  and  the  need  of  a 
larger  police  department  was  felt.  When  the  Chief  ot 
Police  office  was  made  elective  in  1856  the  Consolidation 
Act  provided  that  the  police  force  should  not  exceed  one 
hundred  and  fifty  officers,  and  so  Frank  McCoppin,  who 
had  once  held  the  position  of  Superintendent  ot  the  steam 
road  which  ran  out  Marker  and  Hayes  Street,  and  who 
was  State  Senator  at  the  time  of  the  riots,  introduced  a 
bill  which  provided  "That  the  Hoard  of  Supervisors  of 
San  Francisco  be  granted  power  to  increase  the  force  from 
one  hundred  and  fifty  to  four  hundred  officers." 

At  this  time  a  Police  Commission  was  formed  and  the 
office  of  chief  made  an  elective  one.  Whatever  was  needed 
in  those  early  times  was  furnished  with  the  same  gallant 
spirit  which  characterizes  the  San  Francisco  Police  De- 
partment of  the  present  day.  Then  as  now  they  sometimes 
paid  the  supreme  penalty  serving  the  city  and  its  citizens. 
Upon  the  early  day  Honor  Roll  are  the  names:  Police 
Officer  John  Coots  (substitute  officer).  Police  Officer 
John  Nicholson,  Police  Officer  F.  J.  Osgood,  Police  Of- 
ficer Alexander  Grant,  Lieut  of  Police  Win.  Burke,  Police 
Officer  Eugene  Robinson,  Police  Officer  James  Cook, 
Police  Officer  George  (  )'ConnelI  (  retired).  Police  Officer 
Edward  McCartney,  Police  Officer  Wm.  Heins,  Sergt. 
Anton  Nolting. 

Not  onlv  to  the  memory  of  San  Francisco's  founders 
but  to  the  memory  of  these  men  and  the  man)  Others  who 
have  followed  in  their  wake  we  bow  our  heads.  Their 
honor  and  loyalty  to  San  Francisco  have  helped  make  it 
what  it  is  today.  Hats  off  to  San  Francisco's  Pioneers. 
They  cleared  the  way.

( >n<-  ill  the  most  colorful  oi  the  earlj  Police  Commis- 
sioners, and  a  man  who  exerted  all  his  ability  to  make 
the  police  department  capable  of  coping  with  the  criminal 

and  crime  hi  the  '90's,  «  as  the  late  M.  A.  Gunst. 

Appointed  bj  Governoi  Markham  in  1889  he  found  a 
department  with  less  than  SOU  men,  under  the  ehiefship 
oi  Patrick  Crowley,  and  with  six  captains. 

With  the  exception  of  one  man,  all  these  captains  were 


distinguish  policemen  from  holdup  men,  the  only  distinc- 
tion being  the  star  worn  by  the  minions  of  the  law. 

Again  after  a  lot  of  opposition  Commissioner  Gunst 
won  out  and  the  men  were  required  to  appear  on  duty 
in  dressy  uniforms,  belt  and  helmets.  It  took  the  people 
some  time  to  get  used   to  this  radical  change. 

Being  successful  in  his  determination  to  make  the  force

After  a 
bitter  fight,  in  which  he  was  opposed  by  the  chief,  the 
captains  interested,  as  well  as  their  powerful  political 
and  personal  friends,  he  finally  succeeded  in  getting  the 
venerable  district  commanders  retired. 

It   is  a  matter  of  record  that  from  that  date  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  department  took  an  immediate  rise.

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Why  Bandits  Don't  Like  This  City

In  [924  Detective  Sergeant  Petei  J.  Hughes  and  I  were 
partners.  The  official  name  of  oui  detail  was  the  "shotgun 
squad."  The  shotgun  squad  ai  that  time  had  the  use  oi 
one  car,  a  Studebaker.  Although  officially  known  as  the 
"shotgun  squad,"  we  called  it  the  "prowling  gang."  We 
toured  the  citj  hither  and  yon  nightly,  from  5:00  p..  m. 
to  1  :00  a.  m.  Onlj  two  men  went  out  nightly,  but  as  we 
were  all  under  Sergeant  Arthur  McQuaide  of  the  Auto 
Detail,  the  pair  on  the  prowling  gang  remained  six  nights 
a  week  on  the  detail.  On  Saturdas  nights,  two  pairs  went 
out,  the  extra  ear  being  what  was  known  as  the  "Armored 
I  liaison"  ear.  Thus  Sergeant  Charles  W.  Dullea  (now 
retired  Chief  of  Police)  and  Detective  Sergeant  Phil  Lin- 
deckei  were  one  team;  Detective  Servant  John  J.  Cannon 
and  Gorge  Wall  another  and  Detective  Sergeant  William 
Milliken  and  George  Tompkins  being  a  fourth  "prowling 
gang"  as  occasion  required  it. 

Saturday  and  Sunday  nights  were  "open  season"  for 
hold-ups  by  auto  bandits,  and  on  these  nights  we  divided 
the  city  into  districts  and  reported  in  hourly.  Thus,  every 
15  minutes  one  or  the  other  of  the  details  phoned  the  De- 
tective Bureau. 

The  year  1924  was  a  red  hot  one  for  us  of  the  Auto 
Detail.  Not  a  week  passed  that  some  one  of  our  four 
teams  did  not  have  a  shooting  affair  with  visiting  auto 
bandits.  Auto  banditry  at  that  time  was  a  national 
pastime  and  San  Francisco  was  very  popular  with  would- 
be  professional  auto  bandits.  These  ambitious  young  men 
representing  every  state  in  the  Union  tried  San  Francisco 
from  every  angle.  A  well  dressed  citizen,  a  bank,  a 
healthy  payroll,  a  drug  store,  a  factory  or  a  theatre — in 
fact  any  person  or  place  looked  good  to  them  in  the  matter 
of  securing  unearned  money  in  large  quantities  and  mak- 
ing a  quick  get-a-way.  The  bandits  were  so  persistent  in 
their  endeavors  to  make  good  in  San  Francisco  that  the 
keenest  rivalry  sprang  up  between  the  members  of  the 
Automobile  Detail  as  to  what  team  could  have  the  most 
gun  battles  with  these  visiting  gangsters  per  week  or  per 
month. 

You  will  notice  I  use  the  word  "visiting"  bandits. 
I  do  this  because,  strange  to  relate,  very  few  indeed  of 
our  local  boys  seemed  to  take  up  that  means  of  liveli- 
hood in  San  Francisco.  Probably  some  San  Francisco  boys 
did  try  their  luck  along  this  line  of  endeavor  in  other 
cities,  but  I  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  they  certainly 
did  not  get  an  auto  to  go  out  and  get  rich  quick  by  forcibly 
robbing  our  fellow  citizens. 

My  partner,  Detective  Sergeant  Peter  J.  Hughes,  and 
I  had  many  "close  calls"  during  the  five  years  that  we 
cruised  San  Francisco  nightly  with  the  business  end  of  our 
sawed-off  shotguns  constantly  in  readiness.  Many  a  time 
tired  citizens  were  rudely  awakened  from  their  sound 
slumbers  by  the  barking  of  these  same  shotguns  at  late  and 
unusual  hours  of  the  night.    We  punctured  many  a  tire 


and  sprinkled  many  a  car  with  buckshot.  Sometimes  the 
buckshot  would  persist  in  ricocheting  and  find  a  lodging 
place  in  the  shoulder  or  neck  muscles  of  the  fleeing  bandit. 
We  always  tried  to  give  them  a  noisy  warning,  and  1  am 
happy  to  say  we  never  did  have  to  kill  a  single  bandit  while 
chasing  him.  As  I  said  before,  quite  a  few  of  them  got  pep- 
pered, but  that  was  their  own  fault  in  not  heeding  our 
first  shot  or  two. 

It  seems  strange  that  the  gang  that  gave  us  the  closest 
run  in  our  game  of  "touch  and  go"  with  death  was  a  bunch 
who  were  not  even  in  an  automobile  when  we  first  "spot- 
ted' them.  They  had  an  automobile  with  a  "lookout"  at 
the  wheel  and  the  engine  purring  nicely. 

I  might  as  well  tell  the  story  from  the  beginning.  About 
this  time  (1924)  there  had  been  an  epidemic  of  hold-ups 
in  various  parts  of  the  city  nightly.  There  was  a  drug- 
store hold-up  almost  every  night.  They  were  clever,  that 
group.  They  changed  the  hour  of  the  hold-up  nightly  and 
they  changed  the  location. 

If  ever  they  pulled  off  two  drugstore  hold-ups  in  one 
night  the  time  that  elapsed  between  the  hold-ups  was  just 
sufficient  to  rush  from  one  drugstore  to  another  many 
blocks  away,  and  generally  in  a  different  district  of  the 
city.  They  worked  fast.  They  were  cruel.  Even  a  slight 
delay  on  the  part  of  the  drugstore  clerk  or  any  patron  who 
happened  to  be  in  the  drugstore  when  they  were  pulling 
off  the  hold-up,  meant  that  the  party  guilty  of  the  slight 
delay  to  their  orders  was  mercilessly  struck  with  a  gun 
butt  or  blackjack,  or  anything  that  was  handy.  The  party 
who  showed  the  disobedience  was  either  rendered  uncon- 
scious or  was  made  to  see  the  light — that  it  was  safer  to 
obey  the  bandits  promptly.

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Our  Early  Fakers --Their  Tricks  and  Devices 


The  earl)  history  of  San  Francisco  would  be  incomplete 

without  sonic  reference  to  the  street  takers  that  infested 
our  town  prior  to  the  enactment  of  laws  prohibiting  per- 
sons from  practicizing  medicine  or  dentistrj  without  a 
license.  Until  that  time  it  was  possible  foi  a  person  to 
have  his  hair  cut,  corns  01  warts  removed,  teeth  extracted 
or  polished  ;  in  fact  almost  any  minor  operation  was  per- 
formed, tree  of  charge  while  seated  on  a  wagon  in  full 
\  iew  of  the  public. 

Little  wonder  is  it  then,  that  Frank  Morris  chose  San 
Francisco  for  the  scene  of  his  wonderful  story  of  "Mc- 
Teague,"  that  had  been  filmed  under  the  title  ot  "Greed." 
rhe  character  of  McTeague,  you  must  understand,  was 
that  ot  a  drunken  brute  who  established  himself  in  San 
Francisco  and  practiced  dentistry  without  the  formality 
of  spending  even  one  daj  in  a  dental  college.  Everything 
went  along  nicely  with  Mc  1  eague  until  the  State  Board 
of  Dentistry  put  an  end  to  his  career. 

But  Norn's'  drunken  hero  of  fiction  was  not  the  onlj 
faker  that  the  earlier  residents  of  San  Francisco  had  to 
deal  with.  They  all  seemed  to  be  guided  by  the  favorite 
expression  of  P.  T.  Barnum  "that  there  was  one  sucker 
born  every  minute"  and  for  some  reason  or  other  they 
picked  our  our  fair  city  as  a  place  to  practice  their  grafts. 

Within  the  memory  of  some  of  us  was  the  character 
known  as  the  King  of  Dentists.  I  his  individual  appeared 
in  our  midst  during  the  early  eighties,  and  surek  lived 
up  to  his  name,  dressed  in  all  the  regal  splendor  of  a  king 
even  to  the  crown.  He  rode  around  in  an  open  carriage, 
driven  by  a  liveried  coachman,  and  extracted  the  teeth 
of  the  suffering  public  free  of  charge,  even  going  so  far 
as  to  present  the  children  with  money  and  winding  up 
his  demonstrations  b\  scattering  a  handful  of  small  change 
among  the  audience.  Just  what  the  graft  was.  and  how  he 
benefited  by  his  exhibitions  is  beyond  the  writer  to  explain. 

The  traveling  medicine  show  was  also  an  annual  oc- 
currence. Those  fakirs  pitched  a  tent  in  a  lot,  and  sold 
medicine  guaranteed  to  cure  anything  from  ingrowing 
toenails  to  outcropping  nostrils.  Most  every  prominent 
corner  had  its  Phrenologist  who  felt  the  bumps  of  one's 
head  and  told  what  his  brain  was  best  developed  for. 
And  there  are  some  who  may  remember  the  old  fellow  at 
Bush  and  Kearny  Streets  who  sold  a  small  wooden  vessel 
called  a  quasha  cup.  that  you  tilled  with  water  and  drank 
and  as  a  result  of  its  medicinal  properties,  remained  close 
to  home  for  a  day  or  two? 

And  dwelling  for  a  moment  on  our  street  fakers,  don't 
let  us  forget  for  an  instant  the  brand  of  faker  known  as 
the  "come  on"  who  performed  outside  of  the  various 
museums  along  Market  Street.

And  who  does  not  remem- 
ber the  Wild  Man  from  Borneo,  a  simple  soul  who  al- 
lowed himself  to  be  plastered  with  hair,  and  stood  in  a 
cage,  while  the  visitors  prodded  him  with  canes.  And 
Signor   Forestell,    the  sword   swallower,   who   performed 


outside  ot  a  museum  in  the  old  St.  Ignatius  building  on 
Market  Street  where  the  Emporium  now  stands.  This 
indisidu.il  actually  slid  canes,  bayonets  and  swords  down 
his  throat  to  the  amazement  ol  tin-  gathered  throng. 

f "5 1 1 r  this  class  ot  faker  was  onlj  doing  his  bit  as  .tn 
entertainer,  and  harmed  no  one  but  himself,  while  the 
real  simon  pure  medical  taker  was  the  individual  w  ho  did 
untold  in j u r  \    to  all  those  who  sought  relief  from  him. 

Such  a  person  was  he  who  advertised  to  cure  rupture 
without  the  aid  ot  a  knife.  His  method  was  simple  and 
to  the  point.  First  you  put  up  one  hundred  dollars  in 
escrow,  then  he  injected  something  into  your  groin,  and 
w  ained  you  to  be  very  careful  tor  at  least  three  months 
and  at  the  end  ot  that  time  when  you  fell  you  were  cured, 
you  signed  rhe  monej  over  to  him.  and  went  on  your  waj 
rejoicing,  but  the  first  time  you  lifted  anything  heavy,  the 
rupture  opened  and  you  were  as  badl)  off  as  before,  and 
by  this  tune,  the  "Doctor"  had  your  money  and  you  had  no 
comeback.  Now,  all  this  "faker"  did  was  to  inject  some 
tannin  into  your  groin  which,  as  an  astringent  contracted 
the  hernia,  but  did  not  heal  it.  hence  his  advice  to  be  very 
careful  until  the  money   was  in  his  possession. 

But  just  about  the  time  that  the  State  Board  ot  Den- 
tistry, put  all  the  "Mc  leagues"  out  of  business,  the  Medi- 
cal Board  descended  on  all  other  takers  and  drove  them 
back  to  the  farms. 

Living  in  San  Francisco  in  those  days  was  like  living 
through  our  earthquake  and  tire.

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San  Francisco's  First  Richest  Citizen 


I  here  are  mow  onlj  a  few  San  Franciscans  who  know 
something  oJ  the  life  storj  <>  ntric  San  Francisco 

philanthropist,  foi  so  manj  m  most  important  organi- 
zations—scientific, cultural  and  social — owe  their  verj 
ii  to  his  great  genei ositj . 

It  was  in  1819  that  he  started  westward  via  Buenos 
Aims,  from  Fredericksburg,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  bit- 
in  U  wounded  in  his  heart  and  pride,  while  a  single 
dollar  in  his  pocket,  the  clothes  he  wore  and  a  grim 
determination  to  prove  to  the  father  of  the  girl  he  loved 
that  he,  too,  could  succeed  and  prosper,  were  his  total 
assets.  He  was  just  23  years  old  and  he  had  been  dis- 
missed with  the  curt,  contemptuous  reply:  "What?  My 
daughter  marry  a  penniless  cabinet  worker?  No!  When 
you  can  show  me  as  fine  a  Hour  mill  as  mine,  then  come 
back!" 

For  17  years  he  worked,  first  in  Buenos  Aires,  then 
later  in  Lima.  The  pianos  he  manufactured  became  fa- 
mous and  he  became  wealthy.  Besides  he  built  and  oper- 
ated a  theatre  and  an  amphitheater  for  bull-fighting,  and 
dabbled  in  main  mercantile  pursuits. 

Thus  ir  was  that  James  Lick  arrived  in  San  Francisco 
on  January  S,  1948.  He  carried  with  him  in  an  iron  safe 
thirty  thousand  dollars  in  Peruvian  doubloons.  This  curi- 
ous old  strong  box  was  long  remembered,  for  it  completely 
upset  the  routine  of  the  Custom  House  and  greatly  wor- 
ried Captain  Folsom.  Certainly  it  was  not  usual  for  any- 
one to  arrive  at  this  port  with  so  much  gold. 

Land  poor  residents  who  had  been  languishing  in  the 
depths  of  a  financial  slump,  looked  on  with  an  air  of  alert 
expectation  as  James  Lick  walked  about  town,  his  keen 
eyes  studying  the  cove  and  rolling  meadows  beyond. 

Seventeen  days  after  his  arrival  gold  was  discovered  at 
Colpma,  but  it  sleems  not  to  have  interested  Lick  particu- 
larly. Everyone  prophesied  great  commercial  success  to  the 
little  San  Francisco,  but  no  one  was  investing  as  yet  in  its 
real  estate.  In  fact  land  could  be  bought  for  little  more 
than  its  value  under  the  Alcade  Grants. 

Lick's  first  purchase  was  an  adobe  house  on  a  fifty-vara 
lot  on  Montgomery  and  Jackson  Streets.  He  paid  three 
thousand  dollars  for  it,  and  so  far  as  it  is  known  that  was 
the  highest  price  he  ever  paid  for  any  of  his  holdings. 
On  the  other  hand  he  paid  sixteen  dollars  for  the  south- 
east corner  of  California  and  Powell  Streets !  As  soon  as 
possible  he  moved  his  iron  safe  and  his  Peruvian  doubloons 
into  the  cellar  of  his  new  home.  On  top  of  the  safe  he 
piled  his  bench  and  tools  and  other  belongings,  and  then 
satisfied  that  his  money  was  safe,  he  went  out  to  look  for 
new  investments. 

The  gold  rush  came  and  left  the  city  deserted,  but  he 
went  right  on  buying  land,  some  of  it  six  or  eight  feet  under 
water  at  high  tide.  His  first  purchase  was  made  the  latter 
part  of  January,  1848,  and  by  December  he  had,  probably, 
the  largest  real  estate  holdings  of  any  man  of  his  time  in 
San   Francisco.     However,  his  investments  were  not  con- 


lined  entirely  to  San  Francisco.  He  also  acquired  a  large 
acreage  in  Santa  Clara  County. 

In  May  that  same  year  he  did  try  his  luck  with  pick  and 
cradle  at  Mormon  Island.  He  wore  a  long  overcoat  which 
flapped  far  below  his  knees,  almost  hiding  his  squeaking 
rubber  boots,  and  on  his  head  a  tall  plug  hat.  With  Cap- 
tain W.  F.  Swasey  he  sat  in  the  shade  of  a  live  oak  tree 
and  chatted,  and  declared  that  "while  he  was  profoundly 
impressed  with  the  enormous  value  in  his  mines,  his  field 
of  future  operations  would  be  in  San  Francisco." 

Then  for  several  years  San  Francisco  did  not  see  him. 
The  mill  he  hail  built  at  Alviso  and  his  gardens  and 
orchards  in  Santa  Clara  absorbed  him.  Thousands  of 
plants  and  trees  were  brought  there  from  all  over  the 
world  for  experimentation,  and  Lick's  contribution  to  the 
knowledge  of  agriculture  alone,  is  immense.  In  1860  he 
replaced  his  shabby  little  shanty,  which  stood  in  the  midst 
of  his  luxuriant  gardens,  with  their  shaded,  winding  paths, 
with  a  splendid  new  home.  But  someone  killed  his  interest 
in  it,  and  except  for  one  room  he  neyer  furnished  it. 

Though  he  lived  like  a  pauper,  he  paid  his  workmen 
well.  One  minute  he  would  shun  the  simplest  expendi- 
tures, the  next  he  would  spend  hundreds,  often  thousands 
of  dollars  on  some  person  or  project  that  had  aroused  his 
interest  or  sympathy.  He  rode  about  the  country  in  a 
rickety  old  wagon  that  creaked  as  the  warped  wheels  rum- 
bled over  the  roads.  Bits  of  rope  flopped  loosely  from  a 
dozen  mended  parts.  A  greasy  bear  skin  folded  on  the  hard 
seat  served  as  a  cushion.  He  cared  little  for  the  opinions 
of  others,  and  lacked  those  qualities  which  attract  friends. 
He  was  rich,  and  that  too,  set  him  apart.  So  his  neighbors, 
furtively  watching  his  every  move,  left  him  strictly  alone. 

Practically  all  of  his  properties  were  in  the  hands  of 
his  agents.  He  built  the  red  brick  Lick  House  in  the  late 
fifties.  With  its  glittering  crystal  chandeliers,  its  Keith 
and  Hill  paintings,  its  great  mirrors  whose  frames  had 
been  carved  by  Lick  himself  of  the  finest  rosewood,  its 
heavy  linens,  and  shiny  silver,  its  lovely  inlaid  floors,  it 
was  said  to  be  the  most  beautiful  hotel  west  of  New  York. 
Yet  the  man  who  owned  it  all  lived  in  an  unfurnished 
house,  alone  with  his  books,  quite  happy  among  his  trees 
and  flowers. 

Finally,  though,  when  illness  and  weakness  came  upon 
him,  he  was  quite  ready.  His  plans  were  made,  and  he 
placed  in  the  hands  of  some  trusted  friends  all  his  great 
fortune  to  be  spent  for  the  poor  and  needy,  for  scientific 
and  cultural  research,  for  monuments  in  memory  of  brave 
soldiers  and  pioneers,  and  for  countless  other  human  bene- 
fits. His  requests  were  to  the  Protestant  Orphan  Asylum, 
the  Ladies'  Protestant  Relief  Society,  the  San  Jose  Or- 
phans, the  Mechanics'  Institute,  the  Society  for  Preven- 
tion of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  for  Public  Baths,  to  the  Old 
Ladies  Home,  the  Francis  Scott  Key  Monument,  the  Cali- 
fornia School  of  Mechanical  Arts,  the  Academy  of  Sciences 
and  the  Society  of  California  Pioneers.

maniac,  than  which  there  are  tew  things  more  dangerous 
in  all  the  world. 

Outside  the  building  the  streets  were  thronged  with 
people.  Ambulances  and  patrol  wagons  had  carried  a 
number  of  them  bleeding  to  the  hospital.  They  had  been 
wounded  by  the  maniac,  who  fired  through  the  window 
into  the  crowd  from  time  to  time. 

Yet  the  crowd  increased,  instead  of  diminishing,  in  spite 
of  the  madman,  his  gun  and  his  apparently  inexhaustible 
supply  ot  ammunition.  There  was  a  reason  for  this.  Any 
act  of  extraordinary  courage  strikes  a  responsive  chord  in 
the  breasts  of  western  people.  And  it  was  an  act  ot  out- 
standing heroism  that  held  this  vast  throng  of  San  Fran- 
ciscans within  the  range  of  the  madman's  gun. 

Rreathlessly  they  watched  while  Officer  Hiram  Hutch- 
ings  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  crept  closer. 


It  was  some  years  ago  that  this  drama  was  enacted  with 
hundreds  of  San  Franciscans  looking  on,  but  to  those  who 
witnessed  it,  the  story  has  lost  none  of  its  savor  with  the 
passing  years. 

The  madman  had  barricaded  himself  in  a  room  in  the 
Tinted  States  Hotel  on  Eddy  Street.  He  began  firing  his 
shotgun  at  random  through  the  window.  Wildeyed  and 
screaming  in  a  demented  frenzy,  he  hurled  furniture,  mir- 
rors, clothing  from  the  window  ,  at  intervals  picking  up  his 
gun  to  (ire  a  shot  into  the  street  below.  He  was  on  the  tilth 
floor,  and  could  sweep  practically  the  entire  block  with

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SAN  FRANCISCO  POLICE  CENTENNIAL 

Setting  forth  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  history  of  the 
San  Francisco  Police  Department  during  the  past  hundred 
years,  this  issue  of  the  Police  and  Peace  Officers'  Jour- 
nal is  dedicated.  Dedicated  to  those  valorous  men  who 
pioneered  the  great  organization  of  protection  that  marks 
the  department  of  today. 

The  history  of  the  Police  Department  of  this  city  is  a  story 
filled  with  romance,  deeds  of  valor,  acts  of  courage  and 
accomplishments  unequalled  in  any  city  or  country. 

Founded  a  hundred  years  ago,  following  the  gold  rush  of 
the  late  1840's,  when  overnight  San  Francisco  burst  into  a 
city  of  thousands  from  a  mere  handful  of  people  eking 
out  a  more  or  less  uncertain  livelihood,  there  were  drawn  to 
the  little  settlement  by  the  Golden  Gate  men  and  women  of 
every  race,  color,  creed  and  condition. 

The  daring,  the  outlaw,  the  crook  quick  to  sense  the  op- 
portunities offered  for  their  nefarious  work,  joined  in  the 
march  to  the  land  of  promise.  There  was  no  organized  au- 
thority, and  we  are  told  by  the  historians  that  conditions 
were  indeed  deplorable. 

However,  there  were  men  with  foresight,  courage  and 
understanding  who  realized  such  a  condition  could  not  go 
on,  and  they  set  about  to  bring  order  out  of  chaos.  Theirs 
was  not  an  easy  duty,  and  it  was  only  after  much  opposition 
that  they  were  able  to  establish  some  form  of  law  and  order. 


But  this  was  the  beginning.  From  1850  until  the  present 
day  the  law  enforcement  body  of  San  Francisco  has  contrib- 
uted more  than  its  share  of  the  upbuilding  and  progress  of 
this  great  city. 

If  some  of  those  pioneer  policemen  of  a  hundred,  75  or 
SO  years  ago  could  drop  into  this  city  today  and  see  what 
progress  has  marked  the  police  department  they  would  be 
amazed. 

Contrasted  with  the  conditions  of  their  time,  they  would 
sec  the  department  modernized  in  every  respect. 

Instead  of  giong  afoot  or  by  horsedrawn  vehicles  they 
would  observe  our  men  today  riding  around  in  highspeed, 
three-way  radio  equipped  automobiles  and  on  motorcycles. 
Of  the  former  there  are  now  159,  of  the  latter  154. 

They  would  see  a  department  numbering  nearly  2000 
men  and  women,  trained  to  cope  with  any  emergency,  and 
with  a  majority  of  the  personnel  able  to  mobilize,  at  any 
point  in  the  47  square  miles  marking  the  city's  area,  in  less 
than  15  minutes.  In  their  day  it  would  take  a  man  that  long 
to  get  over  four  blocks  of  his  beat. 

They  would  see  the  city  divided  into  nine  police  districts, 
connected  by  telephone,  teletype  and  radio. 

They  would  find  a  Chief,  a  Deputy  Chief,  a  Director  of 
Inspectors,  a  Director  of  Traffic  and  others  heading  import- 
ant units  of  the  organization. 

They  might  see  highly  trained  men  dashing  out  to  some 
emergency,  prepared  to  combat  criminals  with  tear  bombs, 
smoke  screens,  machine  guns  and  other  modern  weapons 
adopted  by  the  department. 

They  would  see  crime  held  in  hand  each  year,  as  the 
population  increases  and  the  laws  multiply. 

They  would  realize  that  the  men  of  today  live  up  to  the 
traditions  of  the  past,  and  that  the  same  spirit  underlying 
the  peace  officers  of  the  last  century  prevails  today. 

They  would  find  in  this  city  by  the  great  Pacific  the  as- 
surance of  complete  police  protection  to  all  law  abiding 
citizens,  and  they  would  go  back  to  their  spirit  world  con- 
vinced and  satisfied  that  as  the  world  progresses  in  every 
other  line,  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  progresses; 
that  its  members  today  have  the  same  loyalty,  courage,  in- 
tegrity and  ambition  to  excel  in  their  work,  which  is  so  nec- 
essary to  the  preservation  of  civilization,  that  they  possessed.

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The  Killing  of  Joe  Tanko  Notorious  Bandit  Killer

It  was  around  noontime  on  a  November  morning  in 
1926,  in  a  dimly  lit  basement  fiat  of  a  house  on  McAllister 
Street,  repugnant  with  the  smell  of  gun  powder  and  the 
sight  of  a  bullet-ridden,  blood  splotched  walls  that  Joe 
Tanko.  arch-bandit  and  murderer,  with  ferociousness  ot  a 
cornered  rat,  fought  a  duel  with  Detective  Sergeant  Earl 
Roney.  It  was  with  the  traditional  courage  ot  the  police- 
department  and  the  individual  heroism  of  a  brave  man  that, 
Ronev,  dangerously  wounded  wrote  "finis"'  to  the  bandit's 
career  of  crime,  and  collected  in  full  the  debt  Tanko  owed 
soi iety. 

Abruptly,  accidently,  and  with  invariable  uncertainty  that 
accompanies  the  duties  of  a  policeman.  Sergeant  Roney  and 
his  brother  officers.  Detective  Sergeants  Vernon  Van  Matre, 
Jack  Palmer  and  Edward  McShchv.  unwittingly  walked  in 
to  the  lair  of  the  lion,  Tanko,  sought  by  100  posses  through- 
out the  country,  following  his  escape  from  the  state  prison 
at  Folsom.  Before  the  bare  twinkling  of  an  eye  the  law  and 
banditry  met  and  fought  it  out. 

The  tragedy  was  enacted  when  the  officers  went  to  the 
McAllister  Street  address  to  search  for  Willie  DeBardela- 
ben and  his  gang,  wanted  for  an  assault  on  a  man  and  his 
wife.  DeBardelaben  was  well  known  to  the  police  and  no 
trouble  was  expected.  DeBardelaben,  it  was  thought,  how- 
ever,  might  make  a  break  for  liberty.  Precautions  to  spike- 
such  a  move  were  taken.  The  officers  surrounded  the  house. 
Two  doors,  a  window  and  an  upstairs  flat  were  guarded  by 
the  four  officers  as  they  closed  in  on  their  prey.  McSheehy 
guarded  the  rear  door;  Palmer  a  side  door;  Van  Matre  was 
stationed  at  the  only  window  to  the  place,  while  Roney 
guarded  the  upstairs  outlet,  to  close  in  behind  the  men  who 
were  sought. 

When  all  men  were  stationed,  Van  Matre  raised  the  win- 
dow and  peering  through  a  screen  discerned  the  figure  of 
DeBardelaben  stretched  out  on  a  bed. 

"Willie,"  called  Van  Matre,  "come  out  with  your  hands 
up — we  have  the  place  covered." 

DeBardelaben  leaped  to  his  feet,  fully  dressed  and  ap- 
peared to  comply  with  the  command,  when  suddenly  he  re- 
coiled in  horrer,  and  hands  stretched  high,  backed  slowly 
toward  the  interior  of  the  room. 

"I  can't,"  he  choked,  "he's  got  me  covered." 

His  question  went  unanswered.  Van  Matre  then  thrust 
aside  the  screen  and  put  his  leg  through  the  window  and 
started  to  enter. 

A  shot  rang  out.  Van  Matre  gasped  and  slumped  from 
the  window.  He  drew  the  first  fire  from  Tanko's  gun  in  the 
bandit's  last  stand  for  his  life.  The  bullet  found  its  way 
deep  into  the  officer's  groin. 

Before  Palmer  and  McSheehy  could  raise  the  fallen  Van 
Matre  to  his  feet  a  volley  of  shots  reverberated  throughout 
the  house,  and  the  officers  knew  the  battle  was  ended. 
Roney  and  Tanko  had  shot  it  out.  But  they  were  not  sure 
which  had  won. 


When  Tanko  tired  at  Van   Matre  he  ran  to  tin-  Stairwa 
leading  to  the  flat  above.   That  was  his  last  means  "l 
His  flight  was  nit  short,  however,  for  at  the  top  of  the  nar 
row  unlit  staircase  stood   Rone)    waiting   for  such  a  move 

Tanko  paused  ' 

Roney  instantly  recognized  his  adversary!  He  orderei 
him  to  surrender. 

Not  the  old  Tanko,  who  following  Ins  escape  from  th 
state  prison  had  carried  on  a  reign  of  terror  in  the  Sacra 
mento  Valley,  but  an  emaciated,  haggard  Tanko  with  th 
look  of  a  hunted  deer. 

For  a  fleeting  second  officer  and  criminal  faced  ead 
other!    A  dramatic   tableau  and  then  it  was  over. 

Tanko  fired  the  first  shot  and  with  the  same  deadly  ain 
he  had  exhibited  throughout  his  comparatively  short  lift 
sent  a  bullet  ripping  into  Roney's  abdomen.  Then  Rone 
answered. 

Five  shots  were  tired  by  the  officer.  The  first  plungei 
close  to  the  bandit's  heart,  and  was  probably  the  shot  tha 
saved  Roney's  life,  for  Tanko  mortally  wounded,  was  m 
longer  the  "dead"  shot,  and  his  other  bullets  went  wild 
Roney  emptied  his  gun,  and  four  of  his  five  shots  enterei 
Tanko's  body. 

As  the  final  lead  pellet  tore  through  the  bandit's  body 
Tanko,  king  of  his  underworld,  ingloriously  toppled  ove 
and  rolled  heavily  to  the  bottom  of  the  stairs,  his  limi 
trigger  finger  stayed  forever  from  his  murderous  career. 

Then  Roney,  with  Tanko's  bullet  in  his  abdomen,  showei 
the  grit  and  courage  exacted  from  police  officers.  Witl 
tenth  clenched  to  lessen  the  agonizing  pain,  and  with  trem 
bling  fingers,  Roney  reloaded  his  empty  gun  in  antic ipatioi 
of  further  combat.    It  never  came.    Tanko  was  dead. 

It  was  because  of  this  that  Detective  Sergeants  Roney 
Van  Matre,  Palmer  and  McSheehy  were  highly  commendei 
by  Mayor  Rolph,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Police  Com 
mission  and  good  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  and  all  pravc-c 
for  the  recovery  of  Roney  and  Van  Matre.  These  two  offi 
cers  and  their  two  companions  were  shining  examples  o 
real  policemen,  and  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  city  of  Sat 
Francisco. 

The  law  won,  though  at  a  great  sacrifice,  for  two  bravi 
and  courageous  officers  wer  shot  by  a  cold-blooded  mur 
derer.  Roney,  who  unflinchingly  met  Tanko  on  his  owl 
grounds  and  terms  was  felled  by  a  bullet  in  his  abdomen 
Van  Matre  with  a  shot  in  his  groin. 

Van  Matre,  though  badly  wounded,  rushed  as  best  h< 
could  to  the  assistance  of  Ronev,  being  outdistanced,  on  ac 
count  ot  his  injury,  by  Palmer  and  McSheehy.  They  sav 
their  comrade  was  badly  hurt.  He  told  them  the  bandit  w.i 
dead  at  the  foot  of  the  stairs,  that  he  had  asked  Tanko  t< 
surrender,  but  Tanko  tired  the  first  shot.  Ambulances  wen 
summoned  and  a  general  alarm  send  to  police  headquarter 
which  brought  automobiles  loaded  with  Detectives  arme<

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The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  APCO,  Inc.  was  held 
al  the  Mare  Island  Naval  Shipyard  at  Vallejo  on  October 

12th.     Our   hosts  being   (  01 aiuler  T.   W.   Rogers  of  the 

shipyard  and  Ray  Myers  of  the  Vallejo  Police  Department. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  1 1 :50  a.  m.  by  Presi- 
dent Walter  Keller  with  34  members  and  guests  in  attend- 
ance. Captain  Ellison  of  Mare  Island  then  welcomed  the 
members  to  the  yard. 

The  minutes  of  the  September  meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. The  Secretary  then  read  a  copy  of  FCC  Docket 
9779    amending    Section     I0.107e(l)     of    the    rules. 

An  application  for  associate  membership  from  Leslie 
Drury  of  the  PG&E  was  received  and  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

Treasurer  Simpson  then  read  a  financial  statement  show- 
ing a  balance  of  $236.77  in  our  treasury. 

The  Frequency  and  Engineering  Committee  Chairman 
had  no  requests  for  frequency  clearances.  Ray  Myers  re- 
quested a  clearance  on  the  frequencies  of  153.49  Mcs  Base 
and  1  58.79  Mcs  Mobile  for  the  city  of  St.  Helena.  This  was 
approved  pending  receipt  of  an  official  request  from  the  city 
of  St.  Helena  on  a  motion  by  Myers.    Seconded  by  Bailey. 

President  Keller  then  appointed  Ray  Myers  as  the  "Ad- 
vertising in  the  Directory"  Chairman.  Ray  then  explained 
the  advertising  setups  for  the  directory. 

Captain  McMurphy  then  explained  what  has  taken  place 
since  the  Communications  School  last  April.  The  State  De- 
partment of  Education  has  hired  Lt.  Fred  Crowder  of  the 
LAPD  for  a  six-month  period  to  formulate  a  course  in  Com- 
munications for  use  in  the  State  Schools.  A  committee  from 
this  group  will  be  requested  to  attend  a  week  session  in  Sac- 
ramento with  CPRA  members  to  assist  Lt.  Crowder  in  the 
overall  plans. 

President  Keller  again  called  on  Capt.  McMurphy  to  give 
us  a  report  on  the  point-to-point.  He  stated  that  the  Division 
of  Communications  had  promised  a  report  on  the  72  Mcs 
application  prior  to  the  meeting,  but  none  was  received. 
Those  original  13  applying  agencies  now  have  their  CP's  on 
155.67  Mcs.  George  Burton  then  told  of  the  72  Mc  protest 
by  KPIX  and  the  survey  work  being  done  on  Diablo  in  re- 
gard to  the  same.  Mac  then  advised  the  group  of  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  P-T-P  be  placed  in  service  on  a  limited  basis, 
operating  simplex  on  155.67  due  to  the  urgent  need  for 
Civilian  Defense  Air  Raid  Alarm  transmittal  has  been  made. 
This  would  give  coverage  to  the  Bay  Area  and  to  the  Val- 
ley, but  not  between  the  two  areas.  The  72  Mc  repeater  on 
Mt.  Diablo  would  be  placed  in  operation  when  CP's  are  re- 
ceived. On  a  motion  by  Mason,  seconded  by  McDole  the 
above  suggestion  was  approved.  Santa  Clara  County  stated 
they  would  be  on  the  air  in  10  days. 


The  meeting  was  then  adjourned  for  lunch. 

During  lunch  Commander  Rogers  introduced  his  guests, 
Captain  Ellison,  Commander  Conklin  and  Elmer  Freeman. 
Freeman,  who  is  the  Engineer-in-Charge  of  the  Internal  Se- 
curity Communications  System  for  the  yard  spoke  briefly  on 
its  operation. 

The  meeting  was  again  called  to  order  by  President  Kel- 
ler and  a  discussion  on  Auto  Registration  from  Sacramento 
then  followed.  George  Burton  stated  that  rush  registration 
was  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  also  that  requests  for  citation 
information  should  go  by  mail.  Mr.  Simpson  then  gave  a 
very  interesting  report  on  the  method  of  obtaining  the  regis- 
tration at  DMV.    The  following  points  were  brought  out. 

1 .  The  files  are  open  24  hours  a  day  to  any  accredited 
law-enforcement  officer  with  a  letter  from  his  chief  request- 
ing that  he  be  given  permission  to  search  the  files. 

2.  Rush  (30  to  60  second)  information  can  be  obtained 
by  calling  DMV  by  landwire.  The  phone  number  is  avail- 
able from  SAC  Control. 

3.  Any  requests  for  out-of-state  information  should  be 
made  up  in  the  proper  form  and  addressed  to  the  desired 
agency  and  sent  via  CHP,  Sacramento.  These  requests 
should  not  be  addressed  to  CHP  Sacramento  as  the  addressee 
as  a  delay  in  transmittal  and  reply  will  result  should  the 
information  be  returned  via  one  of  the  other  CW  stations. 

On  a  motion  by  McDole,  seconded  by  Myers,  the  secre- 
tary was  given  a  vote  of  thanks  by  the  membership  for  his 
effort  in  making  the  new  revisions  to  Part  10  available  to 
the  members. 

On  a  motion  by  Myers,  seconded  by  Mason,  the  facilities 
of  the  Point-to-Point  System  as  offered  to  the  FBI  and  to  the 
Armed  Forces  for  coordination  with  the  municipal  agencies. 

Bob  Mason  then  stated  that  Santa  Clara  County  now 
holds  two  CP's  for  repeater  and  control  station  operation 
in  the  950  Mc  band. 

President  Keller  called  next  for  Commercial  Member  re- 
ports from  the  following:  Craig  Belk,  RCA;  Barney  Olsen, 
Motorola;  Mario  Chirone,  Electric  Supply;  Clyde  Daven- 
port, Frank  Edwards  Co.,  and  E.  H.  Robertson,  W.  D.  Brill 
Company. 

Jim  Lewis  then  offered  "Marvelous  Marin  County"  for 
our  next  meeting  and  was  accepted. 
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Officer  Everett  Hansen  Gets  His  Man 

Account  of  .i  brave  deed  />)  ./  young  policeman,  who  is  now  tin  Inspector  with  a  great  i  member 

of  the  SFPD.    'ibis  account  happened  on  February,  1926. 


Police  Officer  Everett  Hansen,  personal  messenger  for 
Chief  Daniel  J.  O'Brien  added  another  star  to  the  constella- 
tion of  police  heroes,  on  a  late  afternoon  of  February 
(  1 l J 2 < > ) .  when  he  came  to  the  rescue  of  crowds  of  working 
people  coming  from  work,  and  who  were  being  terrorized 
by  a  drink  crazed  ex-convict.  In  a  gun  duel  which  followed, 
Hansen  aided  by  the  citizen  who  had  hailed  him,  was  on 
one  of  his  many  missions  for  his  Chief.  Officer  Hansen  was 
shot  in  the  left  wrist,  but  with  a  shattered  arm  he  fought  it 
out  with  his  brutal  adversary,  after  ordering  the  latter  to 
throw  down  his  gun.  Levelling  his  gun  at  the  former  con- 
vict, Hansen  fired  his  first  shot  piercing  the  heart  of  his  as- 
sailant, Willa  "Red"  Doran,  killing  him  instantly. 

Hansen  not  sure  his  man  was  dead,  picked  him  up  with 
the  aid  of  Clarence  Lavori,  loaded  him  in  his  police  tar, 
and  started  for  the  Mission  Emergency  Hospital.  A  traffic 
jam  at  Seventeenth  and  Mission  caused  a  blockade  that 
Hansen  could  not  avert,  and  rather  than  crash  into  the 
crowd  of  people  in  the  street  he  let  his  car  crash  into  a 
streetcar.  He  was  unhurt,  but  Lavori  was  badly  injured. 
Fellow  policemen  came  to  the  rescue  and  Hansen,  Lavori 
and  Doran  were  rushed  to  the  hospital  where  Doran  was 
pronounced  dead.  The  officer  and  his  assistant  were  treated 
for  their  wounds. 

Hansen  was  riding  in  the  police  car,  bound  for  the  Hall 
of  Justice,  when  he  was  hailed  by  Lavori  who  said  a  man 
was  "shooting"  things  up  at  Fourteenth  Street  near  Mission. 
Turning  his  machine  around,  Hansen  went  post  haste  to  the 
scene  of  the  rampage,  and  found  Doran  shooting  at  pedes- 
trians and  motorists  with  utter  abandon,  and  threatening  the 
lives  of  everyone  in  his  hearing. 

The  officer  approached  the  drink  crazed  man  and  told  him 
to  drop  his  gun.    Instead  of  complying  with  the  request 


Doran  had  been  in  trouble  for  some  eight  years  and  had 
faced  many  charges.  He  was  known  as  a  dangerous  man, 
and  more  dangerous  when  drinking.  Had  not  Ollucr  Han- 
son come  along  when  he  did,  it  is  hard  to  tell  just  uli.it 
mortal  damage  he  would  have  wrought. 

Officer  Hansen  is  one  of  the  most  unassuming  young  men 
in  the  department.  A  trained  athlete,  lie  attracted  much 
favorable  .mention  for  over  two  years  as  one  of  the  out- 
standing products  of  the  training  course  given  to  new  police 
officers.  He  is  a  splendid  boxer,  has  mastered  all  the  tricks 
of  handling  lawbreakers,  and  if  he  could  have  gotten  within 
arms  length  of  Doran  he  would  have  ben  able  to  disarm 
him  without  any  difficulty.  But  as  he  was  shot  at  first  there- 
was  nothing  for  him  to  do  but  protect  himself,  as  bad  as  he 
disliked  to  take  the  lite  of  a  human  being. 

His  action  was  highly  commended  by  the  Police  Commis- 
sion and  Chief  O'Brien,  as  well  as  his  fellow  officers. 

When  he  was  able  to  appear  he  was  summoned  before  the 
Police  Commission  for  special  commendations  and  was  re- 
warded in  a  substantial  manner. 

Hansen  was  married  but  a  few  months  before  the  above- 
shooting  and  his  young  bride  was  steadily  at  his  bedside 
and  her  presence  is  credited  with  hurrying  up  his  recovery. 

Lavori  was  pretty  badly  hurt  and  spent  some  time  in  the 
hospital.  A  subscription  was  taken  up  among  the  men  of 
the  Police  Department  to  take  care  of  his  expenses  and  pro- 
vide for  his  family.  Several  hundred  dollars  were  raised 
tor  this  plucky  citizen  who  was  not  afraid  to  come  to  the 
assistance  of  a  police  officer,  though  the  citizen  was  unarmed 
and  subjected  to  being  shot  to  death. 

It  is  a  great  tribute  to  our  department  when  men  such  as 
Everett  Hansen  respond  so  readily  to  the  call  for  help,  and 


Doran  turned  the  gun  on  Hansen  and  fired  several  shots.      at  the  risk  of  their  lives  perform  their  duties  so  faithfully 


One  took  effect  in  the  wrist,  inflicting  a  dangerous  and  pain- 
ful wound,  one  that  did  not  respond  to  treatment  for  many- 
days. 

Seeing  that  it  was  his  life  or  that  of  the  maniac,  Hansen 
pulled  his  gun  on  Doran,  who  still  refused  to  quit,  in  fact 
fired  another  shot.  Hansen  pulled  the  trigger  of  his  gun  and 
the  battle  was  over. 

While  the  crowd  stood  awed  by  the  splendid  display  of 
valor  and  bravery,  Hansen  disdained  to  summon  help, 
hoping  that  by  losing  no  time  he  could  get  his  man  to  the 
hospital  where  he  might  be  saved.  He  did  not  know  who 
the  dangerous  man  was;  his  duty  done  in  the  protection  of 
the  lives  of  many  people  endangered  by  the  crazed  man, 
and  with  the  shooting  of  Doran,  Hansen  turned  to  an  errand 
of  mercy,  forgetting  his  own  suffering. 

Given  assistance  in  getting  the  man  to  the  police  car, 
Hansen,  driving  with  one  hand,  started  on  the  trip  to  Po- 
trero  Avenue,  the  site  of  the  S  F.  Hospital  As  has  been 
said,  the  above  trip  was  interrupted  by  a  traffic  jam. 


and  unselfishly.    It  is  acts  like  these  that  make  one  mighty 
proud  of  the  membership  of  the  Police  Department.

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Frank  McCann  A  Real  Policeman 

Thought  Fast,  Acted  Quick.   Shot  One  Man,  Nabbed  Another. 


Into  the  lives  ol  mosl  policemen  there  comes  the  om  big 
chance  to  demonstrate  they  an  real  police  officers.  Some- 
times  tin  i  hance  comes  after  years  oi  service,  years  ol  study, 
years  oi  pounding  a  heat.  When  the  time  does  tome  the 
members  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Departmenl  invariably 
meet  the  opportunity  by  doing  the  right  thing  at  the  right 
time,  eliminating  all  though!  oi  personal  safety,  and  demon- 
strating a  couragcousness  that  has  beeomc  a  legend. 

Frank  Mc<  arm,  in  the  summer  of  1928,  then  25  years  of 


Inspector  Frank  McCann 

age,  with  two  years'  service  as  a  member  of  the  department 
behind  him,  did  not  wait  long  for  opportunity  to  wander 
by.  He  ups  one  night  and  makes  the  opportunity  for  him- 
self. And  when  his  night's  work  was  over  he  had  given  an 
exhibition  of  police  efficiency,  police  knowledge  and  forti- 
tude, that  makes  one's  blood  tingle  with  pride  that  he  is  a 
member  of  the  S.  F.  Police  Department.  But  as  the  writers 
say,  let's  tell  the  story  chronologically: 

Officer  McCann,  assigned  to  patrol  duty  in  the  old  Bush 
Police  District,  was  on  the  12  to  8  watch  on  the  morning  of 
August  15,  1928.  He  was  pounding  his  beat  along  Larkin 
Street.  About  1 :  30  a.  m.  he  observed  a  couple  of  men  who 
aroused  his  suspicions.  He  did  not  dash  up  to  them  and  ask 
a  lot  of  questions.  Nor  did  he  grab  them  and  ring  for  the 
patrol  wagon.  He  wanted  to  be  sure  he  was  right  in  his  sus- 
picions. 

He  watched  the  pair  board  a  taxicab.  He  hailed  a  citizen, 
Clinton  Hererra,  got  into  the  latter's  car  and  trailed  the 
taxicab  in  which  the  suspects  were  passengers.  Near  Larkin 
and  Sacramento  Streets  the  taxi  halted.  Officer  McCann  got 
out  of  his  car,  unobserved,  and  took  his  place  in  a  doorway 
and  awaited  developments.  They  were  soon  forthcoming. 
He  saw  the  two  men  under  suspicion  tussel  with  the  taxi 
driver.    He  saw  the  driver  break  and  run.    Stepping  out  of 


his  hiding  place  Officer  McCann  ordered  the  two  pursuing 
men  to  halt.  They  paid  no  heed  to  the  order,  instead  one 
identified  as  a  man  known  as  "Blackie"  Lawrence,  turned  as 
he  ran,  pulled  a  gun  and  fired  two  shots  at  the  officer.  Both 
shots  missed  and  before  "Blackie''  could  loosen  a  third  shot, 
Officer  MeCann  had  whipped  out  his  and  got  into  action. 
Five  shots  sped  forth.  One  hit  Lawrence  as  he  turned  in  his 
running,  piercing  his  heart.    He  fell  to  the  sidewalk  dead. 

Seeing  that,  Lawrence's  companion,  who  was  identified  as 
Thorne  Dunlap,  26-year-old  bond  salesman,  was  unarmed, 
and  was  pleading  not  to  be  shot,  Officer  MeCann  withheld 
fire  on  him.  He  handcuffed  Dunlap,  called  an  ambulance 
and  took  Lawrence  to  the  Central  Emergency  Hospital 
where  he  was  pronounced  dead. 

Dunlap,  after  confessing  to  robbing  the  driver  of  the  taxi- 
cab,  and  of  holding  up  another  cab  driver,  was  charged  with 
two  counts  of  robbery,  and  with  assault  to  commit  murder, 
and  locked  up  in  the  city  prison. 

Gambling  and  gin,  he  said,  caused  him  to  associate  with 
Lawrence.  Dunlap  has  a  steady,  good  paying  job,  and  wil- 
fully sought  companionship  with  such  a  tough  looking  char- 
acter as  Lawrence,  and  he  paid  a  mighty  high  price  for  that 
association. 

The  splendid  work  of  Officer  MeCann  was  highly  com- 
mended by  all  members  of  the  police  department  from  the 
Commissioners  and  Chief  down  to  the  newest  recruit.  In 
less  than  24  hours  after  he  had  shown  of  what  stuff  he  was 
made,  Captain  of  Detectives  Duncan  Matheson  had  asked, 
and  his  request  was  granted,  that  McCann  be  transferred 
from  the  Bush  Street  station  to  the  Detective  Bureau.  It  was 
speedy  recognition  of  a  speedy  and  splendid  act  of  police 
work. 

Officer  McCann  has  been  in  the  bureau — now  the  In- 
spectors Bureau — ever  since.  Through  the  last  more  than 
20  years  he  has  added  to  reputation  as  a  capable  officer.  He 
has  been  an  Inspector  for  the  past  15  years  or  more.  He 
served  well  with  many  details,  and  while  a  member  of  the 
Robbery  Detail,  working  with  such  past  able  officers  as  the 
late  Inspector  William  McMahon  and  retired  Inspector 
Vernon  Van  Matre,  he  participated  in  many  big  cases,  bring- 
ing about  the  arrests  of  many  a  tough  gunman  and  seques- 
tering them  in  one  of  our  various  penal  institutions.  He  is 
now  a  member  of  Lieutenant  Maurice  Reardon's  Pickpocket 
and  Bunco  Detail  and  with  his  years  of  experience  is  a  valu- 
able member  of  that  unit  of  the  department  which  keeps 
"dip"  and  "bunks"  out  of  this  town. 

When  interviewed  by  reporters  following  his  first  big 
case  Officer  McCann  proved  himself  further  a  man  when 
he  said:  "I  am  sorry  I  had  to  kill  the  man,  but  it  was  he  or 
me."  Inspector  McCann  is  not  the  sort  to  gloat  over  the 
killing  of  a  human  being,  even  one  who  is  a  felon.  He  had 
done  his  duty  and  satisfied  all  that  he  had  done  that  duty 
well.

If  //A  equally  bravi   Officei   H         ins,  corner  sale  crackers — One  dead  one  jailed — a  saga  of  SFPD  enacted  in 

May  1921 


Living  up  to  the  traditions  of  the  numbers  of  the  San 

Francisco  Police  Department,  Officer  Patrick  Conroy,  on  the 

morning  oJ    Maj   9,    L927,  threw  .ill  thoughts  of  personal 

ifi  i\  and  life  to  the  winds,  when  he  fought  a  duel  with  a 

saf<    opener,  killing  his  man  and  capturing  his  confederate. 

This  life  and  death  battle  took  place  in  the  Excelsior 
Theater  on  Mission  Street  at  3  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

(  onroy  and  Officer  Graeme  Wildgans,  were  patrolling 
their  beats.  They  went  in  back  of  the  theater  and  found  the 
rear  door  open.  Gripping  their  guns  they  went  in.  Wild- 
gans downstairs,  Conroy  upstairs. 

No  sooner  had  the  two  policemen  parted  on  their  search 
for  burglars  when  Officer  Conroy  felt  the  muzzle  of  a  gun 
pressed  against  his  back,  and  a  hissed  order  "throw  up  your 
hands,  and  go  back  out  ot  here.'' 

Apparently  complying  with  the  orders  of  the  unknown 
foe,  Conroy  started  out.  Suddenly  he  pressed  an  electric 
button,  whirled  around,  grabbed  for  the  thief's  gun,  and 
began  to  shoot.  Jerking  loose  from  the  policeman,  the  thug 
returned  the  fire.  Each  fired  five  shots.  Conroy's  five  shots 
found  their  mark  three  times.  The  would  be  safe  opener's 
shots  went  wild. 

As  a  bullet  pierced  the  crook's  heart,  causing  him  to  top- 
ple over,  Officer  Conroy's  attention  was  attracted  by  a  fright- 
ened voice  pleading  "don't  shoot  me,  I've  got  my  hands 
up."  The  officer  assured  the  owner  of  the  voice  he  would 
not  shoot,  and  slipped  on  the  handcuffs.  Wildgans,  attracted 
by  the  shooting,  came  post  haste  to  the  rescue  of  his  partner, 
but  found  the  work  all  completed. 

The  dead  man  proved  to  be  Harry  Tubb,  20  years  of  age, 
deserter,  and  the  prisoner,  Roland  Biggio,  16-year-old  boy, 
and  tool  of  Tubb. 

To  the  officers  and  Lieutenant  Richard  Foley  of  the  De- 
tective Bureau,  the  boy  prisoner  stated  that  he  and  Tubb 
had  "pulled"  some  15  jobs  in  this  city,  San  Jose,  across  the 
bay  and  down  the  peninsula. 

He  took  the  officers  to  the  apartment  of  the  duo  on  Turk 
street  where  some  loot  was  recovered,  and  where  officers 
found  a  veritable  arsenal.  Rifles,  shotguns,  pistols,  and  am- 
munition sufficient  to  carry  on  a  long  siege  was  stored  in  the 
rooms. 

Biggio  was  booked  for  robbery. 

Patrick  Conroy  is  of  a  family  of  policemen.  At  the  time 
of  this  great  job  of  police  work  he  had  three  brothers  in  the 
police  department.  Hugh,  now  a  Lieutenant,  Peter,  now  a 
Captain  in  charge  of  Potrero  Station,  and  John  H.,  now  a 
Lieutenant. 

A  fifth  brother,  a  police  officer,  was  killed  one  night  in 
1933  by  a  reckless  automobile  driver.  Joseph  Conroy  had 
been  in  the  department  but  a  short  time.  He  was  doing 
crossing  duty  at  Third  Avenue  and  Geary  Street  during  a 
fire  when  he  was  struck  down. 

He  has  two  brothers  in  the  fire  department. 


Mayor  James  Rolph  publicly  commended  both  Conroy 
and  Wildgans  for  their  work  and  bravery. 

This  slaying  of  one  safe  robber  and  the  capture  of  another 
is  a  demonstration  of  splendid  police  service.  These  two  offi- 
cers in  the  still  hours  of  early  morning,  followed  their  orders 
to  see  that  all  doors  to  business  establishments  were  securely 
locked.  Most  people  might  wonder  what  would  prompt  an 
officer  to  try  doors  at  3  a.  m.,  but  a  policeman  during  his 
duty  cares  not  of  the  hour.  He  tries  doors  anyway,  front 
and  back  when  he  can  get  to  them. 

Then  going  inside,  spreading  as  they  did  to  close  in  on 
the  possible  intruder,  the  officers  used  extremely  good  judg- 
ment. Then  when  confronted,  unexpectedly  by  a  murder- 
ous bandit  with  a  loaded  gun,  the  officer  did  not  wilt,  did 
not  stop  thinking,  did  not  beg  for  mercy,  did  not  hesitate. 
He  used  his  head,  and  though  knowing  it  might  mean  his 
life  he  picked  a  psychological  moment  to  turn  the  tables  on 
the  crook.  How  well  his  spur  of  the  moment  plan  worked, 
how  quickly  he  acted,  how  sure  was  his  shooting  was  indi- 
cated by  the  fact  that  under  all  these  circumstances  and 
under  fire  himself  Officer  Conroy  registered  three  out  of 
five  shots. 

It  was  an  exhibition  of  courage  and  coolness  that  but  few 
men    in    any    other   calling    would    be    able   to    match. 

Officer  Conroy  told  interviewers  that  he  had  thought  out 
just  what  he  would  do  under  such  circumstances  as  this 
episode,  and  just  how  he  would  act. 

This  is  something  for  young  policemen  to  think  over — 
always  be  prepared  for  any  eventuality.  It  is  something  they 
should  develop  and  work  out.  One  might  plan  it  for  years, 
and  nothing  come  of  it,  yet  the  one  big  moment  might  come 
unexpectedly  when  such  preparedness  would  turn  the  tide 
in  the  planner's  favor. 

In  closing  let  this  fact  sink  in:  "Let  no  one  waste  sym- 
pathy on  the  youthfulness  of  the  prisoner  and  his  confeder- 
ate. These  "boys  of  tender  years"  who  engage  in  crime  are 
the  most  ruthless,  murderous,  coldblooded  and  brutal  type 
of  criminals  known.  They  think  no  more  of  snuffing  out 
the  life  of  a  human  being,  especially  that  of  a  police  officer, 
than  the  ordinary  citizen  has  of  killing  a  rabbit.  They  shoot 
to  kill,  and  they  gloat  over  their  deed  if  they  succeed. 

Here  are  two  boys,  one  20,  the  other  15,  who  started  on 
a  career  of  safe  opening;  who  planned  and  pulled  many 
jobs,  and  who  intended  to  shoot  it  out  with  anyone  who 
interfered  with  them.  They  are  good  examples  of  the  type 
of  crooks  the  police  have  to  deal  with  in  these  times.  They 
shoot  in  the  back  and  they  shoot  with  hatred  and  malice. 

Officer  Conroy  does  not  rejoice  because  he  was  forced  to 
kill  a  man,  but  he  had  to  do  it  to  save  his  own  life  and  pro- 
tect the  property  of  the  theater  people.  It  is  so  much  better 
that  way.

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thugs.''  He  resigned  as  Chief  in  1907,  but  retained  his  rank 
as  sergeant  and  entered  on  a  career  as  a  detective,  that  added 
to  the  great  record  he  had  formerly  achieved.  As  a  detective 
sergeant — later  changed  to  inspector — he  worked  on  many 
noted  cases  until  nearly  20  years  ago  he  took  his  pension 
and  today  is  enjoying  life  in  the  city  he  was  born  and  con- 
tributed so  much  to  its  well  being. 

Chief  Dinan  was  followed  by  William  J,  Biggy  former 
police  commissioner,  who  met  his  death  suddenly  and  mys- 
teriously one  night  on  San  Francisco  Bay. 

Sergeant  Jesse  B.  Cook,  then  property  clerk,  and  later  to 
become  a  member  of  the  Police  Commission,  where  he 
served  for  some  years,  followed  Chief  Biggy.  He  held  the 
office  for  two  years,  resigning  with  a  change  of  administra- 
tion in  1910.  That  same  year  Captain  of  Detectives  John 
Seymour  became  Chief,  but  due  to  political  upheavals  in  the 
city  government,  David  A.  White  was  appointed  Chid  in 
June,  1911.  For  some  reason  Chief  Seymour  was  not  offici- 
ally notified  that  White  had  been  appointed  to  office,  and 
as  a  result  there  were  for  a  few  days  two  Chiefs  of  Police- 
on  duty  at  the  Hall  of  Justice,  Chief  White  winning  out. 

Chief  White  also  experienced  some  tempestuous  times, 
among  them  was  the  Preparedness  Day  bombing,  when  ten 
people  were  killed  and  50  others  injured.  Warren  Billings 
and  Tom  Mooney  were  sent  to  state  prison  for  the  bomb- 
ings, but  as  the  wartime  hysteria  subsided,  a  widespread 
doubt  grew  as  to  whether  they  were  really  guilty,  and  they 
were  finally  released  from  the  state  penitentiaries  they  re- 
spectively were  serving  their  time. 

Chief  White  had  a  lot  of  difficult  tasks  to  perform  be- 
cause of  World  War  I,  but  so  ably  did  he  perform  them 
that  his  ability  was  recognized  throughout  the  land,  and 
when  King  Albert  of  Belgium  visited  San  Francisco  in  1918 
he  knighted  Chief  White  and  bestowed  two  royal  orders 
upon  him.   Chief  White  died  three  years  later. 

In  the  light  of  later  events,  one  of  the  most  important 
acts  of  Chief  White  was  the  raising  of  Daniel  J.  O'Brien 
to  the  rank  of  Captain  and  making  him  his  righthand  man 
as  Chief  Clerk.  For  Captain  O'Brien  followed  Chief  White 
as  head  of  the  Police  Department.  Illness  forced  his  retire- 
ment in  1927,  but  later  he  served  as  Police  Commissioner 
and  later  on  important  posts  under  Governor  James  Rolph. 

From  the  time  James  Rolph  took  over  as  Mayor  of  San 
Francisco,  the  Police  Department  began  to  grow  not  only 
in  numbers  but  in  efficiency. 

Today,  through  the  leadership  of  former  Chiefs  O  A. 
White,  O'Brien,  Quinn,  Dullea,  Riordan,  and  the  present 
Chief  Michael  E.  Mitchell,  it  has  grown  to  be  one  of  the 
best  Police  Departments  in  this  nation.  Being  the  second 
largest  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  nowhere  will  you  find  any  law

surpassed  by  no  other  Police  Department.    Every  means  of 
giving  newly  appointed  polio  benefil  of  every- 

thing necessary  to  their  hazardous  jobs,  is  found  at  the 
academy,  directed  by  experienced  and  capable  officers  and 
other  experts  on  police  administration. 

Nowhere-  in  this  land  will  you  find  a  better  pistol  range, 
than  the  one  located  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Merced.  Here 
every  memb<  c  ol  the  force  has  to  take  regular  practice  in  the 
use  of  firearms.  They  have  to  qualify  in  marksmanship, 
under  the  direction  of  Rangemaster  Emil  Dutil  and  a  com- 
petent eorps  of  officers. 

Nowhere  will  you  find  a  better  mobile  unit.  Over  160 
automobiles  and  160  motorcycles  are  used  throughout  the 
city's  streets.  The  former  cover  nearly  three  million  miles 
of  streets  a  year,  the  latter  over  one  million. 

We  know  of  no  laboratory.  Bureau  of  Identification  or 
photograph  gallery  in  any  other  police  department  that 
can  equal  that  of  the  SFPD.  Presided  over  by  one  of  the 
most  intelligent  officers  of  the  law  to  be  found  in  any  state 
— veteran  Criminologist  Francis  X.  Latulipe. 

Where,  we  ask,  will  you  find  a  better  Bureau  of  In- 
spectors, headed  by  Chief  of  Inspectors  James  English. 
There  are  now  1 50  members  in  this  unit  of  the  department, 
divided  up  into  details  handling  every  class  of  crime  and 
lawbreaking.  Each  detail  is  in  charge  of  a  competent  lieu- 
tenant or  inspector.  Each  and  every  one  of  these  bureaus 
has  contributed  much  to  the  great  history  of  the  SFPD. 

You  will  now  find  good  and  capable  men  heading  the 
district  stations.  These  Captains  have  come  up  through  the 
ranks  and  they  are  well  schooled  in  every  angle  of  law  en- 
forcement. 

San  Francisco  has  the  best  in  radio  communications  and 
the  best  in  sending  and  receiving  equipment,  and  the  men 
who  handle  this  important  branch  of  the  department  are 
men  who  have  been  trained  for  their  work. 

There  are  Bureaus  handling  the  most  important  activities 
of  the  department.  These  Bureaus  are  headed  by  men  who 
have  reached  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  though  many  of  them 
are  Captains.  Each  Bureau  has  contributed  its  share  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  department. 

San  Francisco  has  a  most  desired  place  in  the  records  of 
the  country  as  to  traffic.  With  a  city,  compact  in  size,  with 
millions  of  cars  entering  and  leaving  during  the  year,  the 
Traffic  Bureau  has  established  a  record  for  traffic  control 
that  has  won  high  praise  from  traffic  experts,  the  press  and 
the  public.  Through  the  untiring  and  round  the  clock 
efforts  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  the  small  death  rate  from  traffic 
accidents  established  last  year  promises  to  be  less  for  1950. 
Captain  Jack  Eker  was  but  reecntly  put  in  charge  of  this 
important  department,  following  the  retirement  of  Director 
of  Traffic  Edward  Pootel. 

The  City  Prison,  recognized  as  one  of  the  best  in  the 
country,  not  only  for  security  of  the  some  70,000  men  and 
women  brought  in  under  arrest  yearly,  but  for  its  cleanli- 
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ness,  propel  treatment  ol  prisoners,  and  management.  Cap- 
tain Bernard  J,  McDonald  is  in  charge  ot  the  city  prison 
and  its  staff  of  officers. 

Captain  McDonald  also  has  charge  of  the  Property 
Clerk's  office.  Here  around  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars 
worth  of  property  is  handled  annually.  All  evidence  is 
brought  to  this  office,  catalogued,  tiled  for  court  action,  re- 
turned and  kept  for  safe  keeping  until  its  use  has  run  out 
by  years  passed.  There  is  never  a  single  article  lost  or  a 
single  penny  missing  in  this  section  of  the  department. 

(  aptain  McDonald  served  nearly  ten  years  as  Captain  of 
Inspectors  and  did  a  mighty  good  job. 

One  might  ask  how  has  the  SFPD,  year  alter  year  main- 
tained such  a  splendid  record  that  has  been  so  well  estab- 
lished. The  answer  might  well  be  that  it  is  a  matter  of 
teamwork.  Every  man  who  becomes  a  policeman  is  a  man 
who  must  measure  up  to  a  certain  standard.  When  he  goes 
through  his  period  of  indoctrination  he  is  imbued  with  the 
importance  of  the  work  he  has  selected  as  his  life's  ob- 
jective.  Those  who  do  not  measure  up  to  the  standards  are 
soon  separated  from  the  rolls.  This  condition  of  good  men 
would  not  alone  suffice  to  give  the  best  in  law  enforcement. 
Mayors  like  James  Rolph.  Angelo  J.  Rossi,  Roger  Lapham 
and  the  present  Mayor,  Elmer  E.  Robinson  have  given  a 
lot  of  attention  to  the  needs  of  the  Police  Department,  and 
have  gone  all  out  to  see  that  they  are  provided  with  the 
necessary  tools  to  combat  crime.  They,  each,  have  appointed 
Boards  of  Police  Commissioners  from  successful  men  of  the 
city  and  these  men  have  brought  to  the  Department,  dignity 
and  administration  that  marked  with  success,  their  divers 
activities  in  the  business,  professional  or  industrial  life  of 
the  municipality.  They  have  in  every  instance  selected  as 
Chief  of  Police  a  man  well  qualified  for  the  leadership 
necessary  to  head  a  metropolitan  police  department. 

Each  police  commission  introduced  some  changes  in  the 
management  of  police  force,  but  they  all  followed  the  same 
pattern  to  give  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco  the  maximum 
of  police  protection.  How  well  they  have  achieved  this  ob- 
jective is  written  on  the  pages  of  the  history  of  the  depart- 
ment. Another  article  tells  of  the  freedom  from  racketeers, 
gangsters,  crime  waves  of  any  kind  and  of  the  well  organ- 
ized police  department,  with  each  bureau,  detail  and  unit 
coordinated  in  such  a  manner  that  the  fullest  cooperation 
is  obtained  in  suppressing  and  preventing  crime  within  the 

Mayor  Robinson  in  his  present  commission,  made  up  of 
H.  C.  Maginn,  J.  Warnock  Walsh,  and  Washington  I. 
Kohnke,  has  maintained  the  excellent  traditions  of  the  past 
and  through  the  efforts  of  these  four  gentlemen  San  Fran- 
cisco has  a  better  police  organization,  and  the  people  are 
assured  of  the  best  in  law  enforcement. 

For  almost  a  century  the  San  Francisco  Police  Depart- 
ment, under  more  than  a  score  of  men  taking  charge  of  this 
city's  law  enforcement  officers,  has  been  faced  with  many 
problems,  many  of  which  have  never  been  faced  by  any 
other  city  in  these  United  States,  but  the  history  of  the 
Police  of  this  Golden  Gate  community  has  always  risen  to 
the  occasion  and  has  re-established  law  and  order  when  it 
was  broken  down,  and  handled  many  criminal  outbreaks 
successfully.    It  is  doing  this  even  better  today.

lor  the  very  nature  ol"  their  business  was  such,  and  still  is, 
that  the  light  of  publicity  in  most  instances  would  undo  the 
good  work  these  sincere  public  servants  performed  day  in 
and  day  out. 

However,  they  were  often  called  in  to  lend  their  experi- 
ence in  unravelling  some  tough  major  crimes,  and  in  every 
instance  they  measured  up  to  the  standard  of  their  mascu- 
line co-workers. 

Deserted  families,  unwed  mothers,  missing  girls,  mis- 
treated maidens,  all  these  cases  were  turned  over  to  Police- 
women O'Connor,  Sullivan  and  Eisenhart.  They  with  their 
knowledge  and  womanly  intuitions  got  to  the  bottom  of  a

Three  members  of  the  opposite  sex  headed  the  list,  and 
there  were  many  trying  for  the  newly  created  police  job. 
The  successful  contestants,  were  Katherine  O'Connor,  Kath- 
lyn  Sullivan  and  Katherine  Eisenhart  who  after  passing  all 
other  tests  entered  upon  their  duties.  From  the  start  they 
were  so  successful  in  all  cases  assigned  them  that  they  justi- 
fied the  judgment  of  those  who  pioneered  the  idea  of 
women  police  officers. 

Their's  was  not  a  service  that  called  for  the  spectacular, 


case  quicker  and  more  correctly  than  a  policeman  could  ever 
hope  to  do. 

While  they  maintained  that  human  sympathy,  so  marked 
in  women,  yet  they  were  never  misled  nor  was  any  man  able 
to  put  one  over  on  them  when  it  came  to  working  on  a 
crime.  They  knew  what  it  was  all  about,  and  many  a  "wise" 
young  man,  and  sometimes  an  older  one,  finding  a  woman 
working  on  his  case,  anticipated  how  easily  he  would  "beat 
the  rap,"  had  his  calculations  shot  to  pieces  by  the  rapidity 
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with  which  he  was  surrounded  with  an  entangling  mass  of 
evidence  gathered  by  women  "cops." 

There  was  nothing  rough  or  unladylike  on  the  appearance 
or  demeanor  of  the  Three  Kates.  On  the  other  hand  they 
were  not  the  clinging  vine  type.  Just  three  well  set  women, 
wise  to  the  ways  of  the  world  and  plenty  ot  savvy  stored 
up  under  their  bonnets.  They  were  courageous,  knew  how 
to  use  their  intellect,  and  they  tit  well  into  any  gathering. 

Policewoman  Sullivan,  now  retired  had  devoted  many 
years  of  her  life  to  social  welfare  work.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  the  late  Detective  Sergeant  Thomas  Ryan,  who 
as  a  veteran  member  of  the  Detective  Bureau  before  his  re- 
tirement, enjoyed  a  reputation  for  his  fearlessness,  honesty 
and  ability  that  is  one  of  the  legends  of  the  department. 

Policewoman  O'Connor  devoted  many  years  around  the 
courts  looking  after  social  welfare  cases,  and  her  husband, 
the  late  Jack  O'Connor,  was  for  years  chief  jailor  at  the 
county  jail. 

Policewoman  Eisenhart  was  also  engaged  in  social  welfare 
work  aroud  the  criminal  courts  of  the  city. 

When  first  inducted  into  service  the  three  policewomen 
were  under  the  command  of  the  Detective  Captain,  and  as 
such  did  invaluable  work  in  handling  women,  subpoenaing 
witnesses  in  cases  involving  the  gentler  sex,  and  going  out 
after  runaway  girls.  Women  under  such  circumstances  as 
that  of  being  a  witness  of  accused  or  accused  of  a  crime 
would  rather  confide  in  another  woman  than  a  man  they  had 
never  seen  before. 

All  these  women,  who  pioneered  police  careers  in  San 
Francisco  faced  many  dangers,  and  it  was  never  ever  hinted 
that  they  shirked  from  any  danger  and  it  was  well  known 
that  they  asked  no  odds  when  confronted  by  such  danger. 
Each  took  her  chances  just  as  a  man  would  do. 

Policewoman  O'Connor  was  present  when  three  Howard 
Street  gangsters  shot  and  killed  Detective  Sergeants  Miles 
Jackson  and  Lester  Dorman,  and  Sheriff  Petty  of  Sonoma 
County  in  the  early  '20's  in  Santa  Rosa.  The  three  murderers 
were  taken  from  the  county  jail  and  hanged  by  a  mob  the 

Policewoman  Sullivan  had  many  hairbreadth  escapes. 
Once  down  south  of  Market  Street  she  was  looking  for  a 
young  woman  and  her  quest  took  her  to  a  dive  where  some 
lady  hopheads  were  gathered.  These  fiends  started  to  put 
an  end  to  Officer  Sullivan's  life,  but  a  woman  she  had  years 
before  befriended  came  to  the  rescue,  and  Policewoman 
Sullivan  got  off  without  any  more  serious  injuries  than  some 
scratches  and  some  black  and  blue  marks  over  her  body. 
She  found  the  girl,  and  the  mob  of  "female  snow  birds"  all 
got  a  ride  to  the  Southern  Station. 

Policewoman  Eisenhart  was  brutally  kicked  and  beaten 
while  participating  in  the  arrest  of  a  man  wanted  for  rape. 
She  was  in  the  hospital  for  several  weeks. 

The  Policewomen  now  work  in  the  Juvenile  Bureau  in 
charge  of  newly  created  Captain  John  J.  Meehan. 

There  are  now  eight  young,  intelligent  young  women 
serving  the  city  as  Policewomen.  They  were  all  appointed 
and  sworn  in  as  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  De- 
partment last  June,  after  others  who  have  served  during  the 
past  20  years  have  taken  their  retirement. 

These  new  officers  had  to  go  through  the  same  procedure 


as  set  up  for  men  who  join  the  department.  They  had  to 
have  a  high  school  education,  meet  physical  and  mental  test-,, 
pass  a  written  examination  as  well  as  an  oral  one.  The)  have- 
to  be  of  the  ages  of  from  21  to  35.  After  induction  they 
have  to  qualify  for  the  handling  of  firearms  and  have  to  take 
regular  training  in  marksmanship  and  participate  in  mad  lies 
at  the  pistol  range. 

Among  these  new  policewomen  is  Miss  Margaret  Dolan, 
daughter  of  Sergeant  John  Dolan  of  Central  Station,  and  a 
granddaughter  of  the  late  Inspector  John  Dolan,  who  like 
his  son  carved  a  niche  for  himself  for  efficiency,  courage  and 
honesty  as  a  police  officer. 

The  other  members  of  the  force  of  policewomen  are: 

Dorothy  Arriola,  Shirley  Barisone,  Genevieve  Bayreuter, 
Virginia  Cullen,  Mary  Loftus,  Claire  Lutz  and  Margaret 
Spraggins. 

They  report  to  Captain  Meehan  at  the  Juvenile  Head- 
quarters on  Greenwich  Street  with  the  16  men  who  make- 
up the  bureau's  corps  of  officers. 

These  young  women  work  on  all  cases  involving  boys  and 
girls  under  the  age  of  18;  lend  a  hand  in  watt  lung  public 
dance  halls,  have  duties  involving  broken  homes;  attend 
operas  and  other  outstanding  events  where  a  lot  of  people- 
gather,  and  many  other  cases  that  come  to  the  Juvenile 
Bureau. 

They  are  and  have  been  assigned  to  cases  where  their  abil- 
ity to  cope  with  their  fellow  officers  has  been  more  than 
one  would  expect.  They  have  served  with  the  Robbery 
Detail,  the  Homicide  Detail,  the  Burglary  Detail  and  Miss- 
ing Persons  Detail  of  the  Bureau  of  Inspectors  and  in  each 
and  every  case  they  have  participated  they  have  come  out 
with  flying  colors  and  high  praise  from  the  men  officers  they 
worked  with.  They  are  subject  to  call  for  assistance  by  any 
unit  of  the  department. 

For  the  first  time  they  have  been  given  uniforms,  which 
they  wear  on  occasions,  but  the  very  nature  of  their  duties 
requires  that  they  dress  in  their  everyday  civilian  clothes  for 
the  most  part  of  their  hours  of  duty. 

Policewoman  Bayreuther  has  charge  of  12  women  special 
officers  assigned  to  dance  halls.  She  has  a  very  fine  crew  of 
energetic  and  efficient  women  doing  this  work,  and  she 
spends  many  hours  at  night  work  checking  the  dance  halls 
and  once  a  week  has  a  meeting  of  the  twelve  to  go  over  their 
work  and  make  any  changes  in  procedure  necessary.  It's 
well  known  the  public  dance  halls  do  not  pose  any  great 
problem  in  this  city,  and  the  cooperation  of  the  owners  of 
the  various  halls  is  something  brought  about  by  the  under- 
standing manner  the  women  assigned  to  watch  over  them 
operate. 

The  Juvenile  Bureau  is  open  from  8:00  a.m.  to  1 :00  a.m.. 
and  there  are  always  a  number  of  policewomen  present  to 
handle  any  complaint  that  comes  in. 

Policewomen  from  the  start  to  the  present  day  have  all 
faced  dangers  in  the  line  of  duty,  and  it  has  never  been  even 
hinted  that  they  asked  any  odds  when  dangers  confronted 
them.  Each  has  taken  her  chances  just  as  the  men  do  and 
so  well  have  they  worked,  and  so  necessary  have  they  proven 
that  the  people  of  this  city  years  ago  voted  to  put  them 
under  the  same  salary  and  same  privilege  as  policemen.

Senators  and  members  of  Congress  started  lor  Washington 

to  help  get  the  state'  admitti  d 

On  September  9,  1850,  "California"  was  born  in  the  fam- 
ily oi  the  nations,  and  (  ongress  of  the  United  States  placed 
the  it  st  star  in  the  constellation  that  aelorned  our  country 
"Flag"— "The  Star  Spangled  Banner." 

Under  American  occupation  San  Franc  isco  took  on  all  the 
aspects  of  an  American  city.  On  September  15,  1846,  the 
first  election  was  held  and  Washington  Bartlett  was  elected 
Alcade  (our  first  mayor). 

In  the  years  that  followed,  the  pioneers  with  character- 
istic genius  and  courage  builded  a  great  city;  they  encour- 
aged religion  and  education;  improved  society,  and  devel- 
oped commerce,  industry  and  trade;  and  within  half  a  cen- 
tury San  Francisco  had  attained  the  height  of  civic  greatness. 

The  grace  and  beauty  of  her  women;  the  gallantry  of  her 
men;  and  the  unstinted  hospitality  of  all,  was  heralded 
around  the  world,  and  she  was  affectionately  referred  to  as 
"The  Queen  City  by  the  Golden  Gate." 

Her  progress  continued  and  her  prestige  increased  until 
that  fateful  hour  on  the  morning  of  April  6,  1906. 

When  the  leviathan  of  destruction,  truant  from  the  realms 
of  chaos,  darkness,  and  death,  stooped  from  the  night,  and 
kissed  the  sleeping  San  Francisco;  the  beautiful  San  Fran- 
cisco awoke,  paled  and  blushed  to  ashes. 

Before  the  cooling  of  the  ashes  of  the  burned  city,  her 
sons  and  daughters  standing  upon  her  seven  hills,  inspired 
by  the  spirit  of  the  pioneers,  pledged  themselves,  and  proph- 
esied, that  out  of  the  ashes  would  rise  a  city — bigger — bet- 
ter— and  busier  than  the  old. 

In  1915,  ten  years  after,  San  Francisco's  resurrection  was 
celebrated  with  an  international  exposition. 

The  people  building  a  jewelled  city  within  the  portals  of

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the  Presidio,  and  within  view  of  the  spot  where  San  Fran- 
cisco was  born  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  years  before. 

San  Francisco  was  hostess  to  the  peoples  of  the  nations 
of  the  earth. 

What  a  contrast — 1776,  one  road  known  only  to  the 
Spanish  explorers,  led  to  the  Golden  Gate;  in  191  5  all 
roads  led  to  the  Golden  Gate. 

Had  Anza  been  gifted  with  prophetic  vision  as  he  stood 
on  the  summit  of  Presidio  Hill,  what  a  strange  sight  would 
meet  his  eyes. 

He  would  see  spread  before  him  to  the  East  and  South  a 
great  city,  and  under  the  shelter  of  the  hills  he  would  see  a 
great  military  camp,  floating  above  it  a  strange  flag,  the  flag 
of  a  nation  he  knew  not  of. 

Beyond  he  would  see  on  the  waters  of  the  bay  the  traffic 
of  a  great  seaport,  spanned  by  two  bridges,  carrying  millions 
of  people  annually  to  and  from  the  city  of  San  Francisco. 
On  the  shores  of  Alameda  and  Contra  Costa  Counties  he 
would  see  other  cities  all  modern  and  busy  citadels  extend- 
ing back  as  far  as  the  eyes  can  see. 

A  mighty  change  has  taken  place  since  he  looked  upon 
the  solitude  of  San  Francisco  Bay  and  its  environs. 

Plumed  cavalier  and  the  barefooted  friar  are  alike  gone; 
the  power  of  Spain  has  departed,  and  the  youngest  of  great 
nations  possesses  the  land. 

In  conclusion  it's  well  that  all  be  reminded  that  San  Fran- 
cisco of  today  is  the  City  of  Opportunity,  and  all  who  ob- 
serve the  law  and  respect  constituted  authority  are  welcome 
within  its  gates.

and  condemned  al  once.  When  asked  if  he  had  anything  to 
;aj  foi  himself,  he  cooly  replied:  '  I  have  nothing  to  say, 
only  !  wish  to  have  a  iig.tr  and  a  drink  of  brandy."  It  was 
.,  short  shift  and  a  long  rope  for  him.  His  crime  was  com- 
mitted in  the  evening,  and  at  2  the  next  morning  he  was 
dangling  from  a  projecting  beam  of  an  adobe  house  in 
Portsmouth  Square. 

I  lu  next  case  was  a  culprit  taken  into  custody  for  murder 
and  robbery,  which  had  been  his  almost  constant  employ- 
ment while  in  the  city.  He  was  hanged  on  a  derrick  from 
the  Market  Street  wharf. 

Several  othei  hangings  took  place  afterwards  in  the  same 
manner,  and  quietness  prevailed  (or  a  time. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  town  council,  which  had  been  estab- 
lished, an  application  was  made  to  the  governor  of  the 
state  for  a  loan  of  money  from  the  public  funds,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  city  jail.    This  request  was  granted. 

About  a  week  afterwards,  Malachie  Fallon  was  appointed 
Chief  of  Police  and  a  number  of  citizens  appointed  police 
officers.  The  Chief's  salary  was  fixed  at  $500  per  month, 
and  the  policemen,  $7.00  per  day. 

The  council  purchased  the  brig  Euphemia  for  the  purpose 
of  a  prison  ship,  and  it  was  moored  at  the  Clay  Street  wharf. 
The  commissioner  of  streets  was  authorized  to  procure  the 
sails  of  this  vessel,  so  as  to  use  them  as  tents  for  housing 
purposes,  and  to  prevent  the  ship  from  sailing  away. 

On  the  slope  of  the  hill  between  Montgomery  and  Kearny 
Streets  from  Jackson  to  Broadway  were  located  a  number  of 
public  houses. 

These  shabby  dens  over  whose  doors  swung  signs  bearing 
such  familiar  titles  as  "The  Magpie,"  the  "Noggin  of  Ale," 
the  "Bird  in  Hand,"  the  "Bay  of  Biscay,"  the  "Tarn 
O'Shanter,"  the  "Boar's  Head"  and  "Hilo  Johnnie."  They 
were  always  well  patronized  by  those  who  happened  to  pass 
after  nightfall.  They  did  not  feel  as  safe  in  that  locality  as 
in  the  populous  streets  below.  In  the  locale  of  the  above 
dens  the  sand  bag  was  the  great  weapon.  It  was  sure  death 
if  the  blow  was  heavy.  It  left  no  mark,  no  fracture,  no 
trickling  blood  or  swelled  abrasion.  It  jarred  the  brain  to 
utter  and  eternal  oblivion. 

In  short,  these  places  were  ruled  by  gamblers,  rowdies  and 
ex-convicts.    A  visit  to  this  locality  was  made  by  the  Vigi-

through  fright  left  town. 

Another  double  tragedy  took  pl.uc  helorc  the  committee 
ceased  its  labors  and  two  more  sac  nines  were  made  in  the 
work  of  regeneration.  Joseph  Heatherington  shot  Dr.  An- 
drew Randall,  who  was  forcing  him  to  satisfy  a  judgment 
of  some  $20,000.  He  was  promptly  arrested,  and  on  trial 
it  was  shown  that  he  had  also  shot  a  Dr.  Baldwin  on  account 
of  a  land  quarrel.  He  was  condemned  to  die,  and  in  com- 
pany with  a  man  named  Brace,  who  had  been  in  the  com- 
mittee's custody  for  some  time  for  murder,  was  hanged 
from  a  scaffold  erected  in  the  center  oi  Davis  Street,  near 
Sacramento  Street.  The  scene  of  the  execution  was  horrible. 
Heatherington  essayed  to  make  a  speech,  but  was  interrupted 
at  almost  every  sentence  by  Brace,  who  appeared  to  be  crazy 
drunk,  until  someone  muffled  Brace's  head  and  face  in  a 
handkerchief,  but  even  then  he  cursed  and  blasphemed. 

This  dreadful  scene,  'twas  said,  ended  what  might  be 
called  the  most  effective  purgation  in  San  Francisco  at  the 
time. 

The  committee  adjourned  following  the  hanging,  with  a 
great  parade,  numbering  about  4,000  men  under  arms.  It 
was  an  imposing  display  of  physical  might,  combined  with 
moral  strength,  and  was  accepted  by  all  as  a  proof  that  no 
such  armed  parade  in  favor  of  good  government  would  ever 
be  needed  again. 

With  this  numerical  strength  the  committee  took  a  wise- 
course,  and  formed  an  organization  which  controlled  the 
municipal  offices  for  a  number  of  years.

Other  commissioners  followed  among  them  bein^  Judge 
Purmines,  Judge  Ferral  and  others. 

In  187S  we  come  to  the  Board  of  Police  Commission- 
ers as  then  constituted:  Win.  Alvord,  R.  P.  Hommond 
and  R.  J.  Tobin.  This  board  held  office  until  the  adop- 
tion of  the  charter  in   1 '*()(). 

That  police  officers  had  their  trials  and  tribulations  in 
those  days,  as  the]  do  now,  proceedings  of  the  police 
commissioners  will  show.  Officer  Z  was  brought  to  trial, 
so  the  charges  quaintly  state,  "for  tyranny  to  hackmen." 
One  of  the  witnesses,  at  that  time  a  hack  driver,  in  after 
years  became  hack  inspector,  the  position  held  by  the  man 
against  whom  he  was  testifying. 

( )fficer  H.  was  tried  for  "being  rude  to  a  lady."  1  his 
occurred  in  KSb4.  The  lady  was  riding  on  a  horse  car  and 
the  conductor  took  offense  at  the  idea  that  she  would 
dare  board  his  car  and  called  Officer  H.  to  put  her  off 
and  he  did.  This  may  not  appear  to  be  a  very  gentlemanly 
act  on  the  part  of  the  conductor  and  the  officer,  but 
when  you  stop  to  think  that  it  was  the  year  1864  and 
that  the  huh  ejected  was  the  well-known  colored  woman, 
Mammy  Pleasant,  well  at  the  time  it  seemed  all  right. 

It  is  the  custom  these  days  on  the  retirement,  appoint- 
ment or  promotion  of  a  public  official,  or  for  some  meri- 
torious act  performed  by  him,  to  present  him  with  a  set 
nt  resolutions,  wrist  watch  or  some  other  token  of  peace. 

As  a  commentary  of  the  times,  let  us  go  back  to  the 
he  man  days  of  the  '50's  and  '60's.  M.  J.  Burke  at  that 
time  Chief  of  Police,  while  walking  along  Montgomery 
Street,  heard  an  outcry  in  a  doorway  and  being  a  good 
police  officer  quickly  responded  to  the  cry  of  help.  It  de- 
veloped that  the  editor  of  a  German  language  paper  had 
been  attacked  by  two  thugs  and  the  arrival  of  Burke 
probably  saved  his  life.  The  editor's  friends  got  together 
and  subscribed  to  a  fitting  token  for  the  gallant  rescuer. 
And  did  they  give  him  a  wrist  watch?  They  did  not. 
But  they  did  present  him  with  a  suitably  inscribed,  gold 
handled  Bowie  knife:  O  tempora  O  mores. 

It  has  been  ever  a  mystery,  one  which  the  writer  has

Prioi  to  1878  chiefs  of  police  were  elected  by  a  vote 
,,i  the  people.  In  1878  the  Consolidation  Act  was  adopted 
and  under  this  act  the  governoi  oi  the  state  was  empow- 
ered to  appoint  a  police  commission,  who  in  turn  appoint- 
ed a  chief.  Until  the  adoption  ol  the  charter  in  1900, 
police  officers  were  quasi  state  officials  and  the  legislature 
determined  the  number  of  officers  to  be  appointed  and 
fixed  the  salaries.  Under  this  system  every  legislator, 
whether  he  came  from  San  Diego  or  Siskiyou,  had  an 
appointment  to  the  force.  The  commissioners  acceded  to 
these  demands  as  they  were  fearful,  that  if  they  refused, 
ih.it  legislation  would  he  enacted,  voting  them  out  of 
office.  'I 'his  brought  about  a  system  of  graft,  as  political 
bosses,  having  control  of  nominations  of  senators  and 
assemblymen,  garnered  the  plums  by  trafficking  in  these 
jobs,  selling  them  tor  £.500.00  to  $600.00,  or  to  use  the 
words  of  the  former  railroad  president,  "all  the  traffic- 
would  bear." 

The  charter  put  an  end  to  this;  where  men  from  every 
country  and  every  clime,  (this  with  reservations)  were 
formerly  appointed,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  know,  that  of 
the  last  500  men  appointed  to  the  police  force,  65%  are 
native  sons  of  San  Francisco.

Crime  Trends: 

Crime  increased  7.4  per  cent  in  rural  areas  of  our  nation 
during  the  first  six  months  of  1950  when  compared  with  the 
first  half  of  1949.  This  is  in  contrast  to  a  1.9  per  tent  in- 
i  rease  in  the  cities  during  the  corresponding  period. 

An  upswing  in  rural  crime  was  registered  in  every  cate- 
gory except  negligent  manslaughter  and  auto  theft.  In  these 
two  categories  decreases  of  3.7  per  cent  and  3.9  per  cent, 
respectively,  occurred  in  contrast  to  increases  of  19.8  per 
cent  and  3.2  per  cent  for  such  crimes  in  urban  communities. 

While  burglaries  rose  1.9  per  cent  in  the  cities  such 
crimes  increased  14.9  per  cent  in  the  rural  areas.  Larceny 
offenses  in  rural  areas  increased  5.6  per  cent  and  robberies 
in  those  areas  went  up  3.  *  per  cent  as  compared  with  figures 
tor  the  cities  which  reflected  a  2.2  per  cent  rise  for  larcenies 
and  a  decrease  of  3.8  per  cent  for  robberies. 

The  number  of  rapes  in  rural  areas  increased  4.8  per  cent 
in  contrast  to  a  4.6  per  cent  decline  in  urban  communities. 
Aggravated  assaults  and  murders  in  the  rural  districts  rose 
L7  per  cent  and  1.6  per  cent,  respectively,  as  compared  with 
a  0.4  per  cent  increase  in  aggravated  assaults  and  a  1.1  per 
cent  decline  in  murders  in  the  cities. 

Offenses  Cleared  by  Arrest,  1949: 

During  the  calendar  year  1949  police  made  arrests  in  27.9 
per  cent  of  reported  crimes.  For  crimes  against  the  person 
78.7  per  cent  were  cleared  by  arrest  and  for  crimes  against 
property,  24.7  per  cent.  Of  the  murders  and  negligent 
homicides  last  year,  93.7  per  cent  and  85.1  per  cent,  re- 
spectively, were  cleared  by  arrest,  while  80.2  per  cent  of  the 
rapes  and  77.2  per  cent  of  the  aggravated  assaults  were  re- 
ported as  cleared  by  arrests.  Arrests  were  made  in  39.5  per 
cent  of  the  robberies,  29.0  per  cent  of  the  burglaries,  21.6 
per  cent  of  the  larcencies  and  27.3  per  cent  of  the  auto 
thefts. 

Persons  Charged,  1949: 

An  average  of  one  out  of  every  four  persons  living  in 
urban  areas  was  formally  charged  in  1949  with  some  traffic 
violation  and  one  out  of  20  was  charged  with  some  other 
violation  such  as  drunkenness,  disorderly  conduct,  assault, 
larceny  and  the  like,  according  to  the  annual  reports  received 
from  1.652  cities  representing  a  combined  population  of 
49,618,922. 

Persons  Found  Guilty,  1949 

Almost  two-thirds  of  the  persons  formally  charged 
(booked)  by  the  police  during  1949  were  found  guilty,  ac- 
cording to  reports  received  from  205  of  the  nation's  larger 
cities    (combined    1940    population,    22,750,544).     Those 


found  guilty  ranged  from  44.7  per  tent  for  negligent  man- 
slaughter  and    53.5    per  cent    for  aggravated  assault   up  to 
80.5  per  cent  for  licjuor  law  violations  and  8 
driving  while  intoxicated. 

Police  Empi  en  1 1:  Data: 
Fifty-five  urban  police  employees  were  killed  in  line  of 
duty  during  1949  for  a  rate  per  five  million  inhabitants  of 
3.75,  the  lowest  figure  for  the  past  five  years.  City  police 
departments  as  of  April  30,  1950,  reported  an  average  of 
1.95  employees  per  1,000  inhabitants. 

Fingerprint  Data,  January-June,  1950: 

Examination  by  the  FBI  of  402,383  arrest  records,  as  evi- 
denced by  fingerprint  cards,  during  the  first  six  months  of 
1950  reflected  more  than  42  per  cent  of  the  arrests  were  for 
major  violations.  The  arrests  of  males  increased  1 .0  per 
cent  over  the  first  six  months  of  1949  while  fingerprint  cards 
for  females  declined  3.3  per  cent.  Fingerprint  arrest  records 
for  women  represented  9.4  per  cent  of  the  total  examined. 

During  January-June,  1950,  approximately  one-half  of  all 
crimes  against  property  were  committed  by  persons  under 
2s  years  of  age.  Persons  under  21  years  of  age  arrested  and 
fingerprinted  totaled  63,615  or  15.8  per  cent  of  the  total 
arrests.  The  predominating  it^e  among  persons  arrested  was 
21,    followed   by   22,   23,    19  and   20   in   that  order. 

An  examination  to  determine  the  number  of  criminal  re- 
peaters reflected  60.1  per  cent  of  the  arrest  records  repre- 
sented persons  who  already  had  fingerprint  arrest  cards  on 
file  at  the  FBI.

We  were  working  overtime.  The  reputation  of  the 
whole  auto  detail  was  at  stake.  We  rode  miles  and  miles 
nightly.  We  strained  our  eves  trying  to  get  a  glimpse  of 
a  machine  with  three  or  four  likely  looking  prospects,  but 
w  c  oevei  saw  them.  Luck  seemed  to  have  completely 
deserted  us. 

Hut  there  is  an  end  to  everything.  About  9:30  on  the 
night  of  March  12,  1924  (can  I  ever  forget  that  date), 
while  cruising  along  Potrero  Avenue,  going  out  toward 
San  Bruno  Avenue  direction,  we  observed  a  touring  car, 
license  number  7441,  standing  about  50  feet  south  of  a 
drugstore  at  the  corner  of  Twenty-second  and  Potrero 
Avenue,  with  a  man  at  the  wheel  and  the  engine  running. 
We  never  overlooked  a  chance  on  our  cruising  trips,  so, 
without  slackening  our  speed  we  kept  right  on  to  Twenty- 
third  Street,  made  turn  and  came  back  to  Twentieth 
Street.  Now,  you'll  wonder  win  we  did  this.  Well,  we 
did  it  knowing  that  there  was  a  possibility  that  the  "look- 
out" was  a  good  bright  young  fellow  and  might  have  no- 
ticed our  first  maneuver.  By  going  to  Twentieth  Street 
we  did  not  lose  many  seconds  and,  besides,  we  knew  no 
matter  how  lynx-eyed  the  "lookout"  was  it  would  be  utterly 
impossible  for  him  to  notice  us  slip  around  the  back  of  one 
of  the  municipal  cars  that  traverse  Potrero  Avenue,  with 
a  view  of  coming  on  full  speed  on  the  parked  car.  If  the 
occupant  of  the  parked  car  ahead  was  just  a  servant  of 
some  shopping  wife  all  well  and  good;  and  if  he  were 
what  we  thought  he  was,  we  had  the  "drop"  on  him,  be- 
cause we  slid  right  up  behind  him  and,  of  course,  had  him 
covered. 

The  car  was  a  Chevrolet  touring.  The  gang  we  were 
looking  for  had  been  using  that  type  of  car.  Peter  Hughes 
kept  our  engine  running  with  the  shotgun  covering  the 
man  at  the  wheel  of  the  Chevrolet.  As  I  hopped  out  of 
the  car,  I  noticed  a  couple  of  unusual  things.  For  one 
thing,  the  drugstoie  front  door  was  closed  at  that  early 
hour  (9:30  p.  m. ),  and  in  the  second  place  I  noticed  two 
of  the  most  unusual  looking  "clerks"  running  the  store. 
They  seemed  to  be  busy  doing  something,  but  I  noticed 
they  did  not  have  a  single  customer  there. 

I  had  to  act  fast.  Those  two  "clerks"  might  become 
tired  of  working  so  late  and  decide  to  come  out  and  start 
working  their  guns  on  Pete  and  myself  at  any  moment. 
I  said:  "Pete,  they  are  sticking  up  this  place."  So  both 
Pete  and  I  covered  the  "lookout,"  and  at  the  same  time 
keeping  our  eye  on  the  store.  While  Pete  had  the  shotgun 
covering  him,  I  handcuffed  the  man  to  the  left  rear  wheel 
of  his  own  car.  We  let  him  sit  on  the  running  board  while 
there  handcuffed  and  told  him  that  all  he  had  to  do  was 
to  make  no  outcry  as  he  had  his  machine  to  protect  him 
from  any  shots  his  pals  might  fire  on  coming  out  of  the 
drugstore.  'This  he  most  gratefully  promised  to  do.  We 
killed  the  motor  on  both  cars  and  took  the  key  of  the  Chev- 
rolet. We  had  just  finished  doing  this  when  the  two 
"clerks"  emerged  from  the  store  and  put  their  revolvers 
(45's)  inside  their  pants'  belt.  They  had  just  completed 
a  good  night's  work.    They  had  secured  money,  watches

I  l„-\  had  not  yet  mi  ed  th  absent  brother. 
When  a  second  later  thej  did  gli towards  their  ma- 
chine, thej  were  looking  int..  the  barrels  of  a  shotgun  and 
.1  pistol,  and  were  order  to  "stick-  them  up."  One  of  them 
made  two  attempts  to  reach  to  the  gun  in  his  belt,  but 
thought  better  oi  it  when  he  saw  a  finger  on  a  trigger  of 
a  revolver  a  few  inches  away  from  him,  and  was  told  what 
would  happen  if  his  hands  did  nol  go  up  and  stay  up.  We 
„,,.■  doing  fine,  so  we  thought,  whereas,  in  a  second  or 
two,  we  were  to  he  the  target  for  a  fourth  member  of  the 
gang  from  within  the  store.  To  add  to  our  misery,  the 
people  on  the  sidewalk  thought  we  were  moving  picture 
actors  pulling  off  a  fake  hold-up,  and  thinking  so,  they 
passed  hack  and  forth  between  the  drugstore  and  the 
parked  machines.  After  firing  a  volley  of  shots  point  blank 
at  us  the  fourth  bandit  disappeared  in  the  rear  of  the  store, 
Seeing  this.  1  left  the  two  "clerks"  with  Peter  Hughes.  I 
should  have  said  that  we  were  in  the  act  of  disarming 
the  two  "clerks"  when  the  fourth  one  came  from  within 
the  store  and  opened  fire  on  us.  The  "clerk"  whom  I 
was  disarming  was  clever.  He  threw  himeslf  on  the  side- 
walk on  hearing  the  first  shot  and  grabbed  his  gun.  He 
groaned  and  pretended  he  was  shot.  Fortunately,  1  did 
not  fall  for  this  ruse,  but  reached  down  and  grabbed  his 
gun. 

When  the  bandit  who  had  remained  in  the  store  had 
ceased  firing,  I  ran  to  the  side  door  on  Twenty-second 
Street  and  found  it  locked.  Then  I  ran  back  and  went 
in  through  the  front  door  while  Peter  Hughes  guarded 
the  side  and  kept  his  eye  on  our  three  handcuffed  prisoners. 
I  came  in  the  front  door  and  made  a  hurried  search  of  the 
office  and  the  little  yard  in  the  rear  of  the  storeroom,  and 
made  a  man  with  an  overcoat  put  up  his  hands,  because 
the  man  that  fired  the  shots  at  us  had  on  an  overcoat,  but 
I  found  the  man  I  was  holding  up  was  the  real  clerk  in  the 
store  whom  the  bandits  had  locked  up  in  the  rear  room 
along  with  the  customers  as  they  came  in  while  the  looting 
was  in  progress. 

Now  we  come  to  the  strangest  part  of  the  story.  How 
was  it  that  the  clerk  had  an  overcoat  on?  Well,  the 
fourth  bandit,  whose  part  in  the  holdup  was  to  compel  the 
regular  clerk  in  the  store  and  all  the  customers  who  en- 
tered the  store  to  go  into  the  storeroom  at  the  rear,  had 
compelled  the  regular  clerk  to  don  an  overcoat  and  hat. 

The  fourth  bandit  was  clever.  When  he  had  robbed  the 
customers  of  their  money  and  valuables  while  he  herded 
them  in  the  storeroom,  he  evidently  was  ready  to  leave 
with  his  two  pals,  who,  in  the  meantime,  were  rifling  the 
cash  register  and  rounding  up  narcotics.  In  leaving  the 
storeroom,  however,  he  saw  that  their  plans  had  gone 
wrong  somehow  and  opened  fire  on  us.  Having  emptied 
his  gun  he  darted  back  to  his  group  of  captives  in  the 
storeroom. 

That  bandit  would  have  made  a  good  army  general.  He 
certainly  knew  how  to  retreat.  In  hurried  words,  and 
brandishing  a  gun  he  instructed  the  clerk,  the  proprietor 
of  the  store  and  the  assembled  customers  to  make  their

exit  with  him  through  the  rear.  He  told  them  to  appear 
happy  and  contented  while  going  down  the  street  with 
him.  Also,  he  told  them  to  pass  such  remarks  as:  "Nice 
evening  we  are  having  this  evening."  The  group  gave  him 
read]  compliance  and  formed  what  would  he  called  in 
football  parlance,  "interference."  He  was  in  the  center 
of  the  affable  group  with  his  gun  in  plain  feeling — just  to 
remind  them. 

When  this  fourth  member  of  the  gang  had  no  further 
use  for  the  "huddle"  composed  of  the  unwilling  players 
above  mentioned,  he  made  a  fast  get-a-way  to  Hayes  Val- 
lej  District,  where  we  located  him  a  week  later.  The 
name  of  this  gentleman  who  so  adroitly  made  his  escape 
was  John  Deering.  John  had  just  come  from  the  State 
Prison  a  week  before.  He  had  done  seven  years  in  solitary 
confinement.  He  is  now  serving  life  in  Folsom  for  having 
worked  so  assiduously  during  his  seven  days  of  freedom. 
His  first  trip  to  San  Quentin  was  occasioned  by  his  com- 
mittal of  arson  in  Marysville,  resulting  in  the  death  of  a 
Japanese. 

The  capture  of  this  gang  brought  us  a  little  ease  fox 
a  week  or  two,  but  what  Barnum  said  about  suckers  is 
also  true  about  hold-up  men,  and  our  respite  was  very 
short. 

Hold-up  men  and  auto  bandits  are  gamblers  at  heart. 
They  will  take  a  chance — and  will  use  any  automobile  they 
see  idle  to  put  over  a  hold-up  and  make  a  quick  get-a-way. 
We  have  one  of  the  nation's  best  "prowling"  gangs.  Year 
in  and  year  out  the  men  of  this  department  detailed  to 
this  work  have  made  the  auto  bandit  brotherhood  under- 
stand that,  as  far  as  San  Francisco  is  concerned  each  unit 
of  the  brotherhood  better  "Get  out ;  and  stay  out."

his  gun.    lie  smashed  tin-  windows  in  a  passing  streetcar 
with  a  charge  of  shot.    Hits-  I  $ 100  bills,  which 

he  had  used   for  wadding,  fluttered  down  to  the  street. 
Then  everybod}  knew    foi  certain  that  he  was  a  maniac. 

At  the  first  shot  attaches  of  the  hotel  notified  the 
detective  Inn  ran  that  a  crazj  man  had  barricaded  himself 
in  his  room  and  was  firing  ml.,  the  street.  Other  hotel 
employees  rushed  out  and  tried  to  warn  the  crowds,  al- 
ready beginning  to  gather,  to  keep  away. 

The  late  Lieutenant  lied  Green  mustered  a  squad  of 
officers,  armed  them  with  rifles  and  hurried  to  the  scene.

Thus  it  was  that  Hutchings  had  an  opportunity  to 
demonstrate  before  a  large  throng  <>t  people  the  stuff  oi 
which  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  is  made,  lo 
the  watching  throng  the  time  it  took  Hutchings  to  descend 
that  fire  escape  seemed  interminable. 

Finally  he  reached  the  window.  Adhering  rigidlj  to  the 
plan  arranged,  he  fired  the  signal  shot — tired  into  the  air, 
rather  than  chance  injuring  one  of  his  brother  officers! 
With  a  scream  the  madman  spun  around,  saw  Hutchings 
at  the  window.  There  was  another  report  inside  the  room. 
It  followed  Hutchings'  signal  shot  so  closely  that  it  sound- 
ed like  an  echo  of  the  signal.  Something  flew  through  the 
window  past  Hutchings.  It  was  part  of  the  maniac's  brain. 

Hutchings  bounded  through  the  window,  just  as  the 
other  officers  crashed  into  the  room.  It  was  a  sickening 
spectacle  that  confronted  them.

In  the  List  of  is  [9  and  the  early  part  of  L850  th<  popu- 
lation of  San  Eraiicisco  readied  si), OOO,  caused  by  the  gold 
rush,  and  a  new  city  charter  was  adopted.  Colonel  John  W. 
Gear)-.  San  Francisco's  last  Alcade,  was  elected  her  first 
mayor,  and  Malachi  Fallon,  once  keeper  of  the  famous  New 
York  "Tombs,"  became  her  first  city  marshal  on  May  1, 
1850,  with  a  force  of  twelve  men. 

In  April  of  1851.  Robert  G.  Crozier  was  elected  to  suc- 
ceed Marshal  ballon,  but  the  famous  Vigilantes  organized 
about  the  same  time,  and  forcibly  took  the  new  marshal's 
official  duties  off  his  hands,  until  in  despair  he  demanded 
and  reorganized  and  strengthened  his  command.  His  de- 
mand was  heeded,  and  on  July  26,  L851,  the  force  was  in- 
creased  to  fifty  men  with  two  captains  and  two  assist. ml  cap- 
tains. 

Crozier  was  re-elected  the  following  year,  and  finalh  was 
succeeded,  a  war  later,  by  Brandt  Sequine.  New  appoint- 
ments were  made  on  the  police  force,  and  among  the  men 
appointed  was  Isaiah  W.  Lees,  who  later  became  recognized 
as  one  of  the  greatest  detectives  in  America.  J.n<\  served  as 
Captain  of  Detectives  and  finally  as  Chief  of  the  Depart- 
ment. 

In  1856  the  Vigilantes  took  Charles  Cora,  a  gambler,  who 
murdered  United  States  Marshal  W.  R.  Richardson,  and 
Supervisor  James  Casey,  who  murdered  James  King,  editor 
of  the  Bullet///,  away  from  the  police,  tried  and  convicted 
both  in  the  Vigilante  Committee  court.  They  were  hanged 
at  the  same  time  in  front  of  the  Vigilante's  building  on  Sac- 
ramento Street. 

The  Marshal  was  opposed  to  the  Vigilantes  after  this 
demonstration  that  the  committee  formed  a  private  police 
and  named  James  Curtis  as  Chief. 

In  July,  1856,  by  the  consolidation  act,  the  office  of  City- 
Marshal  was  abolished  and  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police 
created.  The  force  was  increased  to  150  men,  and  James 
Curtis,  erstwhile  Vigilante  leader,  was  elected  San  Fran- 
cisco's first  Chief  of  Police,  on  November  4. 

The  Police  Department  was  whipped  into  better  shape 
and  ran  smoothly  from  then  on,  because  of  the  gradual 
dying  out  of  the  Vigilantes  spirit,  and  the  better  regulated 
Department. 

Curtis  was  succeeded  as  Chief  by  Martin  Burke,  of  the 
Madison-Burke  Realty  Company,  and  Patrick  Crowley  fol- 
lowed in  L865  and  held  the  office  until  1874,  when  Theo- 
dore Cockrill  was  elected  in  his  place.  Two  years  later  Cock- 
rill  was  succeeded  by  H.  H.  Ellis,  who  was  considered  a 
brilliant  detective,  and  who  served  many  years  with  the 
world-renowned  Lees. 

Indeed  it  was  Lees  and  Ellis  who  delayed  the  famous 
Broderick-Terry  duel  between  United  States  Senator  David 
Broderick,  and  David  Terry,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court.  Learning  that  the  duel  was  to  take  place  on  the  morn- 
ing of  September  12,  1859,  Lees  and  Ellis  went  to  the  scene 
— Lake  Merced — arriving  just  as  the  weapons  were  being 
handed  to  the  principals.  They  placed  the  pair  under  arrest, 
but  the  case  was  dismissed  that  day  by  Judge  Coon,  and  the 
following  day  the  duel  was  fought  on  the  same  scene  and

Ellis  was  succeeded  as  Chief  by  John  Kirkpatrick  in  1878, 

dthough  S.in  Francisco  had  grown  into  a  city  of  no 

*  size,  the  provisions  of  the  Consolidation  Act  still  held 

that  the  Police  Department  should  not  exceed  150  men. 

Shortly  alter  Kirkpatrick  took  office  the  "eKarny  riots"  took 

These  were  teallj  race  riots  directed  at  the  Chinese 

.nils,  against  whom  the  white  laborers  could  not  com- 

pete,  and  were  so  named  after  Dennis  Kearny,  a  drayman 

and  leader  of  the  movement.    Strikes,  panics  and  acts  of 

sabotage  marked  that  era  until  a  committee  of  public  safety, 

consisting  of  5000  citizens,  was  formed,  and  they  quelled 

the  riots. 

After  that  it  was  conceded  that  the  police  force  was  too 
small,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  a  bill  increas- 
ing the  force  to  400  men,  and  causing  the  office  of  Chief  to 
cease  to  be  elective,  and  became  appointive  by  the  Mayor 
and  Police  Commission.  The  bill  became  effective  in  April, 
1878,  and  at  the  end  of  the  next  year  Kirkpatrick's  term 
expired  and  former  Chief  Patrick  Crowley  was  appointed 
in  his  place.  Crowley  held  office  until  April  1,  1897,  when 
he  retired  and  was  succeeded  by  the  veteran  Captain  of  De- 
tectives  Isaiah  W.  Lees,  then  forty-five  years  a  member  of 
the  Department.  Lees  retired  in  glory  two  and  a  half  years 
later,  January  1,  1900,  with  a  brilliant  record  of  having  un- 
raveled some  of  San  Francisco's  biggest  cases,  including  the 
world  celebrated  Durrant  murder  case. 

The  office  was  filled  by  temporary  appointment  until  Feb- 
ruary 13,  the  same  year,  when  Colonel  William  P.  Sullivan 
was  made  Chief.  He  died  the  following  year,  November  11, 
1901,  and  Police  Captain  George  Wittman  was  appointed 
to  his  place  the  same  month. 

Detective  Jeremiah  Dinan  succeeded  Wittman  on  April 
5,  1905. 

While  Dinan  was  in  office  San  Francisco  passed  through 
the  most  strenuous  times,  from  a  police  standpoint,  since 
the  days  of  the  Vigilantes.  On  April  18,  1906,  San  Fran- 
cisco was  reduced  to  ruin  by  the  fire.  Controlling  a  Police 
Department  and  preserving  the  peace  then  was  a  serious 
business  in  truth.  In  a  word,  the  days  of  the  Vigilantes  had 
come  again,  in  a  sense. 

Chief  Dinan  saved  the  old  and  invaluable  police  records 
by  moving  them  into  Portsmouth  Square,  facing  the  Hall 
of  Justice,  covering  them  with  rubber  blankets,  and,  when 
flying  cinders  ignited  them  from  time  to  time,  poured  con- 
fiscated beer  on  them  to  put  out  the  flames,  for  there  was  no 
water  available. 

Chief  Dinan  also  passed  through  the  famous  upheaval  of 
civic  administration,  known  as  the  graft  prosecution."  Like- 
wise during  Chief  Dinan's  administration  came  the  reign  of 
Dabner  and  Simpson,  "the  gas-pipe  thugs,"  who  terrorized 
San  Francisco  for  many  weeks  with  a  series  of  murders  and 
robberies. 

Chief  Dinan  resigned  his  office  on  August  22,  1907,  but 
retained  his  rank  of  sergeant  in  the  Department. 

On  September  13  of  the  same  year,  former  Police  Com- 
missioner William  J.  Biggy  was  appointed  Chief.  Then,  a 
mysterious  tragedy,  which  to  this  day  has  not  been  satisfac-

Biggv  Drops  From  Sight 

On  the  night  of  November  30,  1908,  Biggy  took  the 
polue  launch  across  the  bay  to  Belvedere,  to  confer  with 
Police  Commissioner  Hugo  Keil.  Biggy  and  Engineer 
Murphy  were  the  only  persons  aboard  the  launch.  They 
started  back  from  Belvedere  about  11:20  at  night  and, 
when  the  launch  reached  the  dock  on  this  side,  Biggy  was 
not  aboard.  His  body  was  found  floating  near  Goat  Island 
on  December  14.  There  still  is  speculation  as  to  whether 
Biggy  committed  suicide,  or  whether  he  was  accidentally 
washed  overboard. 

Sergeant  [esse  B.  Cook,  property  clerk,  was  appointed 
Chief  in  his  place  on  December  26,  1908.  He  resigned 
with  a  change  of  administration  January  27,  1910.  He  was 
appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners 
in  1912  and  served  until  1930.  Retired  Captain  John  B. 
Martin  was  made  Chief,  resigning  on  October  3  of  the  same 
year.  Immediately  Captain  of  Detectives  John  Seymour, 
who  took  a  leading  part  in  the  Durrant,  Hoff  and  Nora 
Fuller  murder  cases,  which  are  remembered  by  most  San 
Franciscans,  and  the  Beckcr-Creegan  forgery  case,  as  well  as 
the  famous  Selby  Smelter  gold  bullion  burglary,  was  ap- 
pointed Chief  in  his  stead. 

The  municipal  government  was  in  a  state  of  unrest  during 
Seymour's  term  as  Chief,  and  on  June  15,  1911,  David  Au- 
gustus White  was  appointed  Chief  to  succeed  Seymour.  Sey- 
mour was  not  officially  notified  of  the  change  of  administra- 
tion, and  for  more  than  a  week  the  Hall  of  Justice  was 
graced  by  two  Chiefs  of  Police. 

White  went  into  office  at  the  age  of  36,  without  any 
knowledge  of  police  work.  Before  his  appointment  he  had 
been  manager  of  the  construction  department  for  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company.  He  took  up  his  new  duties, 
unafraid,  however,  and  embraced  the  police  business  as  a 
new  study. 

When  in  office  a  few  years,  Chief  White  made  Lieutenant 
Daniel  O'Brien,  his  chief  clerk,  with  the  rating  of  Captain. 
Chief  White  harbored  strenuous  times  through  serious  labor 
strikes  and  the  tragic  Preparedness  Day  bomb  explosion  of 
July  22,  1916,  when  ten  persons  were  killed  and  fifty  others 
injured. 

In  1915  he  closed  the  notorious  Barbary  Coast  and  just 
after  a  commission  abated  the  town's  redlight  districts,  acts 
that  brought  him  high  commendations  from  the  law  abiding 
and  wails  from  those  who  profited  from  these  "pitfalls." 

During  the  period  of  the  first  World  War,  Chief  White 
was  called  upon  to  do  a  great  deal  of  personal  investigation 
work  for  the  War  Department.  The  police  neutrality  squad, 
created  to  handle  affairs  of  international  importance,  was 
organized  by  Chief  White,  and  given  to  the  command  of 
the  late  Captain  John  J.  O'Meara. 

Chief  White  was  reappointed  on  June  15,  1915,  and 
again  reappointed  to  office  under  the  appointive  city  charter. 

In  1918  Chief  White  was  knighted  and  received  two 
orders  from  King  Albert  of  Belgium,  who  on  a  visit  to  San 
Francisco  in  that  year  took  a  great  liking  for  the  kindly, 
well  met  police  executive.

It  is  said  that  he  was  the  first  Police  Chief  of  San  Francisco 
chosen  without  "political  pull"  or  something  of  the 
,oii.  He  was  chosen  by  the  Police  Commissioners  because 
ol  In.  record  as  a  police  officer.  He  was  45  years  of  age 
when  he-  was  appointed  to  the  top  rank  of  the  Police  De- 
partment. 

In  fanuary,  1928,  Chief  O'Brien  retired  because  of  ill 
health,  and  lor  some  years  served  as  Police  Commissioner 
and  when  Mayor  James  Rolph  became  Governor  of  Cali- 
lornia  Dan  O'Brien  went  with  him,  filling  a  number  of 
important  offices. 

Succeeding  Chief  O'Brien  was  Sergeant  William  J. 
Quinn,  who  through  the  turbulent  days  of  the  Barbary 
Coast  was  a  team  mate  of  Chief  O'Brien,  and  had  served  as 
(  hief  Clerk  to  the  man  he  succeded. 

Sergeant  William  J.  Quinn,  who  had  served  Chief 
O'Brien  as  Chief  Clerk,  with  the  rank  of  brevet  Captain, 
was  selected  by  the  Police  Commission  as  O'Brien's  suc- 
cessor. He  served  for  over  12  years  as  Chief — longer  than 
any  other  with  the  exception  of  Chief  Crowley,  who  during 
his  two  terms  as  head  of  the  SFPD  built  up  a  record  of  22 
years — 1866  to  1875  and  1884  to  1897. 

He,  like  Chief  O'Brien,  had  the  prohibition  era,  and  San 
Francisco  didn't  like  the  act.  They  kept  the  racketeers  and 
the  gangsters  out  of  the  city  and  did  a  forthright  job  of 
rounding  up  illicit  stills  and  bootleggers. 

Chief  Quinn  introduced  radio  to  police  work,  improved 
and  increased  his  mobile  unit,  installed  teletypes  and  many 
other  innovations  that  have  been  improved  and  enlarged 
during  the  past  20  years.  Like  Chief  O'Brien  and  Chief 
Charles  W.  Dullea  who  followed  he  is  a  past  president  of 
the  International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police.  Today 
he  is  in  the  insurance  business. 

Chief  Dullea  who  was  brought  up  from  the  Inspectors 
Bureau  where  he  had  made  a  name  for  himself  as  a  working 
member  on  various  details  to  Captain  of  Inspectors,  was 
appointed  Chief  in  1939. 

His  most  important  task  was  during  World  War  II,  and 
like  Chief  White  he  added  not  only  to  the  splendid  record 
he  had  achieved  personally,  but  for  the  entire  Police  De- 
partment as  well.  His  record  for  handling  all  criminal  cases 
that  arose  during  his  administration  is  one  that  will  live  for 
a  long,  long  time  in  the  memories  of  all  law  abiding  citizens. 

Chief  Dullea  was  ready  to  step  out  with  a  change  of 
municipal  administration  in  San  Francisco  when  Governor 
Earl  Warren,  faced  with  a  vacancy  on  the  Adult  Authority 
Board  offered  the  post  to  Chief  Dullea,  who  accepted  the 
offer.  He  immediately  put  in  his  application  for  retirement 
having  the  years  of  service  to  entitle  him  to  a  pension. 

Deputy  Chief  Michael  Riordan  who  had  served  in  that 
capacity  through  Chief  Dullea's  term  of  office  was  ele- 
vated to  the  top  job.  He  served  less  than  three  months  with 
the  city  government  being  put  into  new  hands.    He  is  at 
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present  assistant  to  the  Attorney-General,  being  an  attorney- 
ut-law  of  proven  ability. 

Michael  E.  Mitchell,  a  veteran  of  40  years  with  the  Police 
Department.  Ik  was  appointed  a  police  officer  in  1908. 
Chief  Mitchell  is  a  man  of  the  highest  honesty,  and  few  equal 
him  in  the  knowledge  of  law  enforcement.  As  a  patrolman 
and  as  a  member  of  the-  Bureau  of  Inspectors  he  became 
recognized  for  his  courage  and  not  few  were  the  narrow 
escapes  he  had  in  battles  with  bandits  and  other  murderous 
thugs.  Of  his  honesty  we  know  of  no  higher  tribute  to  a 
man  than  that  paid  by  the  late  Chief  White.  During  the 
wide  open  days  of  San  Francisco  with  a  tenderloin  running 
down  around  Turk,  Eddy,  Mason  and  Taylor  Streets  and 
other  spots  in  the  city,  the  Chief's  office  had  a  special  duty 
detail  working  directly  under  the  Chief.  Patrolman  Mitchell 
was  one  of  a  pair  assigned  to  the  downtown  tenderloin  area. 
An  assignment  that  offered  much  to  a  police  officer  on  the 
take,  but  the  easy  winners  of  that  area  soon  learned  that  Offi- 
cer Mitchell  was  not  on  the  take.  One  morning  visiting  the 
Chief  with  a  fellow  police  reporter,  Frank  Sheridan  of  the 
Bulletin,  Sheridan  asked  Chief  White  what  in  the  world 
he  had  such  a  young  fellow  as  Mitchell  on  such  a  detail. 
Chief  White  replied: 

"Sherry,  if  I  had  a  hundred  more  men  as  honest  and  as 
able  as  young  Mitchell  there  would  be  nothing  in  the  Police 
Department  that  would  disturb  my  night  sleep." 

That's  Chief  Mitchell  down  to  this  day  and  there  are  those 
who  say  he  will  have  to  step  out  coming  January  1,  because 
he  has  reached  the  age  of  65.  There  are  others  who  hope- 
there  will  be  found  a  way  that  he  may  be  retained  in  his 
present  post.  You  cannot  look  lightly  on  42  years  of  service 
by  a  man  who  because  he  has  taken  the  best  care  of  himself 
is  still  tit  to  carry  on  the  tough  duties  of  the  coast's  second 
largest  Police  Department. 

It  would  not  be  proper  to  close  this  resume  of  the  history 
of  the  Police  Department  without  paying  deserved  tribute 
to  a  man,  a  civilian,  who  had  more  to  do  with  organizing 
the  SFPD  into  the  potent,  well  organized  and  trained  body 
it  is  today.  That  man  is  Joseph  Murphy  now  a  vice  president 
of  the  American  Trust  Company  and  in  charge  of  its  Six- 
teenth and  Valencia  branch.

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Back  in  the  early  days  of  Chief  White,  Joseph  Murphy 
was  selected  by  the  then  Chief  as  a  sort  of  confidential  sci 
retarv.  The  appointment  was  made  and  Joseph  Murphy 
took  over  the  newly  created  post.  He  had  never  had  any 
police  experience.  From  the  day  he  took  over  his  duty  things 
began  to  happen.  Not  only  in  the  behavior  of  the  personnel 
but  in  organization  matters.  There  had  been  no  workable- 
system  of  managing  the  affairs  of  the  Police  Department 
which  had  grown  to  over  900  men.  Members  of  the  Dctec- 
tnc  Bureau  had  no  special  assignment,  covering  different 
"kuks"  as  they  came  in. 

Blanks  for  reports  of  various  kinds  were  something  noted 
for  their  absence.  Those  in  use  were  greatly  outmoded. 
Young  Murphy  pitched  in  to  correct  this  condition.  He 
studied  other  departments  throughout  the  country  and  came 
up  with  some  good  ideas  of  his  own  about  a  system  under 
which  each  and  every  unit  of  the  department  could  function. 
He  set  the  pattern,  and  the  years  that  have  followed  have 
seen  the  fruition  of  plans  started  more  than  35  years  ago. 
Yes,  the  SFPD  owns  a  lot  to  Joseph  Murphy. 

Looking  back  to  the  times  described  at  the  beginning  of 
this  article  on  the  progress  of  the  Police  Department,  and 
comparing  them  with  the  present  day  should  and  does  give 
San  Franciscans  just  pride  in  their  police  force.  Few  are 
there  to  be  found  who  are  not  proud  of  it,  and  justly  so.

murder.   Overtime  was  out  of  the  question  then — and  days 
off  and  vacations  were  postponed  for  strikes.    And  strikes 
always  did  seem  to  come  in  the  summer  months. 

The  number  of  our  present  department  members  who 
were  appointed  off  eligible  lists  previous  to  191  1  is  very 
small  indeed,  so,  in  considering  the  department  growth 
under  Civil  Service  we  will  commence  with  191  I. 

Chief  White  came  into  the  department  as  a  civilian — a 
unique  Occurence  in  our  department  to  date.  He  was  se- 
lected by  the  Police  Commissioners  because  of  his  known 
executive  ability.  As  head  of  the  department  for  eleven 
years,  up  to  his  death  in  1922,  his  every  move  proved  his 
worth  as  an  able  and  humane  executive. 

Coming  into  the  department  with  an  excellent  business 
background,  Chief  White  was  quick  to  recognize  the  fact 
that  complete  and  correct  records  are  a  prime  necessity  in 
police  work.  At  once  he  set  about  the  task  of  closing  the 
great  void  then  existing  in  the  department  setup  between 
the  work  being  done  by  the  department  and  the  written  and 
segregated  records  of  such  work. 

At  that  time  the  work  performed  in  each  police  station 
was  kept  in  written  form  at  the  particular  station — and  in 
whatever  form  the  captain  and  his  clerk  desired.  At  desig- 
nated times  the  captains  brought  a  period  summary  report 
to  the  Hall  of  Justice.  These  reports  varied  in  size,  style, 
and  amount  of  information.  Looked  at  today  they  are 
sketchy,  to  say  the  least. 

The  Chief's  first  move,  in  the  matter  of  rinding  out  what 
the  entire  department  was  doing,  was  to  have  all  reports, 
for  each  twenty-four  hours,  ending  at  8:00  a.  m.,  sent  di- 
rectly to  his  office,  there  to  be  summarized,  instead  of  each 
police  district  doing  its  individual  recording  and  virtually 
operating  as  an  independent  police  unit. 

In  connection  with  his  unification  of  the  department  rec- 
ords the  chief  often  said:  "We  spend  the  people's  money 
and  we  are  doing  good  work  but  we  must  have  the  figures 
to  show  our  worth." 

Chief  White  was  really  the  father  of  the  wonderful  rec- 
ord system  we  have  today.  Our  records'  system  is  one  of  the 
principal  reasons  making  our  department  of  such  high 
standing  nationally,  so  the  Chief  spoke  prophetically  in  his 
appraisement  of  the  necessity  of  correct  and  complete  police- 
department  records. 

The  alphabetical  index  shows  more  than  three  score  head- 
ings covering  the  records  of  the  various  phases  of  our  de- 
partment activity.  Amongst  its  many  outstanding  features, 
the  report  shows  a  minute  breakdown  of  the  department 
annual  budget  allowance,  as  to  salaries,  equipment,  sup- 
plies, etc.,  not  alone  for  the  present  year,  but — for  compari- 
son purposes — for  the  previous  ten  years. 

The  routine  work,  of  the  department  generally,  is  shown 
in  detailed  figures.  Thus,  among  numerous  other  details 
shown  for  them,  the  Police  Academy  will  show,  for  in- 
stance, 912  men  trained;  the  Pistol  Range  1,046  members 
qualifying  in  target  work;  the  Bureau  of  Criminal  Informa- 
tion 4,941  "family  disturbances"  attended  to;  the  Radio 
Room  166,124  messages  sent  out  to  the  radio  cars;  the  Traf- 
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handling  653,498  violations  a  year;  and  the  City 

mi    141,585  meals  were  served  there. 

a  casual   glance  at  our  department  annual  report 

s  that  our  San  Francisco  Police  Department  is  definitely 

,iin  on  modern  business  lines;  and  that  it  has  a  forest  ol 

res  to  prove  that  fact  beyond  a  question  of  doubt. 

Like  big  business  institutions  in  those  days,  and  like  other 
police  departments,  in-service  training  for  department 
members  was  not  given  much  consideration  during  Chief 
Whites  incumbency.  That  was  to  come  later  under  Chief 
O'Brien  and  his  successors. 

Being  a  good  pistol  shot  himself,  Chief  White  realized 
the  necessity  of  target  practice  and  placed  the  pistol  range, 
located  underneath  the  sidewalk  at  the  Hall  of  Justice,  in 
charge  of  the  department's  crack  target  shot.  Sergeant 
Christensen.  There  is  no  written  record  of  wrongly  directed 
bullets  having  come  up  through  that  sidewalk.  The  Ser- 
geant was  in  a  position  to  compile  quite  a  list  of  "unquali- 
fied" marksmen  if  that  kindly  gentleman  had  felt  in  the 
mood. 

As  soon  as  sworn  in  a  rookie  was  put  on  police  duty,  with 
his  star  on  his  civilian  dress.  It  was  up  to  his  chosen  tailor 
to  hurry  to  make  him  look  like  a  police  officer.  Our  tailor 
took  seventeen  days! 

The  very  first  day  in  our  station  the  patrol  wagon  driver 
had  an  accident;  and  the  oldish  day  patrolman  who  was 
usually  assigned  to  wagon  duty  sent  in  a  sick  report. 

My  partner  and  I  were  told,  after  roll  call,  to  handle  the 
patrol  wagon  for  the  watch,  he  as  driver  of  the  team  and  I 
as  the  regular  officer.  We  had  our  stars  on  the  lapels  of 
our  civilian  suits — and  my  partner  wore  a  derby  hat.  The 
wind  blew  it  off  two  or  three  times.  The  audiences  on  our 
various  pickup  stops  expressed  their  personal  dislike  for 
civilians  doing  police  work.  We  were  the  butt  of  jibes  on 
all  sides  during  the  4:00  p.  m.  to  midnight  of  that  July 
date.  The  following  afternoon,  again  as  civilians  with  stars 
pinned  on,  a  belligerent  crowd  of  young  men  from  Colma 
who  were  attempting  to  rush  a  fireworks'  salesroom  on  Bat- 
tery Street,  gave  us  a  merry  time.  Next  day  was  July  4th 
and    they   were   bent   on   a   proper   celebration   of   it. 

Police  routine  then  was  learned  from  the  older  members; 
and  they  were  a  kindly  lot.  We  found  them  fine  men — 
some  of  them  from  the  pre-Charter  period — who  did  every- 
thing they  possibly  could  to  help  any  recruit  who  showed  a 
willingness  to  follow  their  instructions,  and  particularly, 
their  advice. 

Our  San  Francisco  police  officers  of  today  are  doing  a 
very  fine  job,  but  they  are  merely  following  in  the  footsteps 
of  those  thorough  San  Franciscans  who  wore  the  uniform 
some  thirty  odd  years  ago. 

Highlights  of  Chief  White's  administration,  in  addition 
to  his  modernization  of  our  records,  were  the  policing  of 
the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  of  1915  and  his  handling  of 
the  Mooney  case,  in  connection  with  the  murderous  bomb 
explosion  during  the  Preparedness  Day  Parade  of  July 
22nd,  1916;  and  last,  but  not  at  all  least,  his  closing  of  the 
world  notorious  Barbary  Coast. 

In  a  simple  order,  over  his  signature,  he  told  the  Cap- 
tain of  the  Central  District  to  close  the  Barbary  Coast. 
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The  order  came  as  a  shock  to  anyone  who  thought  he 
knew  ,m\thing  about  polities  or  politicians.  His  order  could 
not  stuk  they  said;  hut  it  did — and  Chief  White,  by  that 
order,  dethroned  San  Francisco  from  being  the  top  sin  city 
of  the  world. 

It  does  seem  quite  a  coincidence  that  Chiefs  O'Brien, 
Quinn,  Dullea,  and  our  present  Chief  M.  E.  I.  Mitchell,  all 
worked  directly  from  Chief  White's  office  in  their  early 
police  days,  each  one  to  later  become  chief  and  to  success- 
fully keep  the  department  at  top  efficiency,  in  every  respect, 
as  he  had  done. 

Daniel  J.  O'Brien  was  appointed  chief  on  the  death  ot 
Chief  White,  to  whom  he  had  been  chief  clerk. 

Before  entering  the  department,  in  1908,  he  was  well 
known  in  local  labor  circles  as  a  gifted  organizer. 

Realizing  the  necessity  of  organization  among  peace  offi- 
cials he  became  one  ot  the  founders  of  the  present  Califor- 
nia State  Peace  Officers   Association. 

With  the  chiefs  of  police  and  the  sheriffs  of  the  seven 
counties  surrounding  San  Francisco  Bay  Chief  Quinn 
founded  our  Bay  Counties'  Peace  Officers'  Association.  Both 
these  organizations  have  been  prime  factors  in  enabling 
California  to  function  as  virtually  one  police  department. 

Through  the  efforts  of  these  organizations  California 
pioneered  in  radio  and  teletype  hookups — mighty  bulwarks 
against  organized  crime. 

An  outstanding  member  of  the  International  Association 
of  Chiefs  of  Police,  of  which  he  later  became  president — as 
did  Chiefs  Quinn  and  Dullea  in  later  years — Chief  O'Brien 
constantly  advocated  a  Federal  clearing  house  of  crime.  His 
efforts  along  this  line  were  so  successful  that  he  was  called 
to  Washington  to  personally  aid  in  the  formation  of  our 
present  FBI.  At  its  later  inception  our  San  Francisco  de- 
partment made  a  contribution  of  over  200,000  photographs 
and  fingerprints  to  the  newly  formed  bureau. 

Chief  O'Brien  stressed  physical  and  routine  police  train- 
ing and  established  our  department  police  school  in  1923. 
He  also  established  a  Public  School  Traffic  Reserve  the  same 
year. 

Today  this  local  school  organization  has  grown  from  five 
public  schools,  with  forty  volunteer  boys,  to  129  public  and 
parochial  schools,  and  3,500  School  Traffic  Reserve  boys,  at 
over  600  school  crossings;  and  our  School  Safety  Patrol 
System  has  been  copied  and  is  being  used  throughout  the 
United  States  and  Canada. 

Two  other  national  firsts  our  department  boasts  are  our 
Police  Academy  and  our  San  Francisco  Police  Rifle  Range. 

Our  Police  Academy  is  a  beautiful.  Mission  style  build- 
ing, located  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  It  is  conducted  by  a  staff 
from  our  department,  in  charge  of  our  Director  of  Person- 
nel, as  an  all-year  school. 

In  addition  to  being  our  regular  recruit  training  school 
and  used  for  department  refresher  courses,  it  has  been  regu- 
larly attended  by  members  of  police  departments  from  the 
Bay  Counties,  also  civil  and  military  groups. 

In  1945,  at  the  request  of  the  United  States  Government, 
the  San  Francisco  Police  Academy  trained  commissioned 
officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy  in  police  organization  and 
administration.

Limited  tenure  police  recruits  were  trained  along  the 
same  lines  .is  regular  polio  appointees  to  the  department. 
Tins  training  resulted  in  their  being  profitably  absorbed  in 
the  department's  regular  strength  during  their  term  ol 
service. 

Refresher  courses  are  compulsory  for  all  ranks;  and  are 
continuous  in  the  Academy. 

In  addition  to  our  refresher  courses  members  of  the  de- 
partment are  allowed  to  attend  extra-curricular  courses  at 
Northwestern  University,  also  at  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia and  tlu  FBI  School  of  Washington,  D.  C;  and  several 
members  of  the  department  have  taken  advantage  of  this 
privilege. 

There  is  no  finer  pistol  range  in  the  world  than  our  San 
Francisco  Police  Department  Pistol  Range,  built  on  beauti- 
ful and  spacious  city  owned  land  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Mer- 
ced, by  San  Francisco  police  officers. 

The  range  is  open  to  law  enforcement  officers  from  out- 
side counties  and  to  members  of  the  U.  S.  Armed  Forces. 
It  is  also  open  to  civilians  (with  a  permit  from  the  Chief  of 
Police) . 

In  addition  to  instruction  in  pistol  target  shooting,  both 
regular  and  reserve  officers  are  instructed  in  shotgun  and 
machine  gun  handling,  re-assembling,  etc. 

Chief  Dullea  made  qualification  in  pistol  shooting  com- 
pulsory on  all  members  of  the  department.  Their  scores 
are  carefully  checked  and  recorded,  and  members  qualifying 
are  divided  annually  into  four  classes:  master,  expert,  sharp- 
shooter, and  marksman.  Those  falling  into  the  "unquali- 
fied" class  are  notified  to  show  up  for  tests  at  regular  peri- 
ods until  they  qualify. 

Steadily  our  department  marksman  efficiency  improved 
until  at  the  present  time  more  than  200  members  of  the 
department  are  in  the  master  class  and  almost  as  many  in 
the  expert  class. 

The  range  is  open  seven  days  each  week,  Sunday  being 
the  popular  day  for  tournament  shooters. 

The  range  caters  annually  to  an  average  of  8000  persons 
competing  in  various  tournaments,  in  addition  to  those 
competing  in  the  National  Rifle  Association  Registered  Pis- 
tol Tournaments. 

The  records  show  that  the  average  number  of  persons 
using  the  range  for  shooting,  practice  or  competition  is  over 
28,000,  the  annual  tournament  matches  averaging  88. 

World  War  II  presented  immense  difficulties  to  our  very 
much  undermanned  department  when  many  of  the  younger 
men  of  the  force  were  in  the  Armed  Forces,  and  San  Fran- 
cisco was  the  world's  busiest  seaport.  To  remedy  this  situa- 
tion at  a  time  when  things  looked  black  for  this  and  other 
Pacific  Coast  communities  Chief  Dullea  trained  a  fine 
Auxiliary  Police  Force.    He  also  organized  the  Air  Raid 
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Wardens,  a  splendid  body  of  patriotic  citizens  who  trained 
t.iithrully  tor  impending  emergencies. 

In  glancing  down  along  the  periods  of  incumbency  of 
the  five  duets  under  which  us  older  members  served,  we 
see  Chief  White  brought  business  methods  and  stability  to 

the  department;  Chief  O'Brien  stressing  training,  depart- 
ment motorization,  the  acquirement  and  use  of  radio,  tele- 
type, etc.,  and  a  close  tie-in  with  state  and  national  peace 
officers'  associations;  Chief  Quinn,  Dullea,  Riordan,  and 
our  Chief  Mitchell  —  each  an  understudy  and  personal 
friend  of  (  hief  O'Brien — doing  a  splendid  job  of  keeping 
our  San  Francisco  Police  Department  in  the  top  rank  in 
this  country,  and,  for  that  matter,  in  the  whole  world. 

Throughout  the  nation  the  outstanding  merits  of  our  de- 
partment are  recognized  for  various  reasons.  In  fact,  at 
meetings  of  the  International  Chiefs  of  Police,  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department  has  constantly  been  referred 
to  as — The  Gang  that  Beat  Gangsterism. 

Yes,  gangsterism  terrorized  millions  of  Americans,  open- 
ly ignored  local,  state  and  Federal  laws — was  virtually  a 
billion  dollar  robber  gang  to  which  murder  was  just  an  in- 
cident— and  Capone  and  his  ilk  were  active,  cruel  despots, 
at  whose  mere  hint  property  was  despoiled  and  lives  snuffed 
out. 

San  Francisco  looked  like  green  pastures  to  the  killer 
kings  in  Cicero  and  eastern  strongholds  of  the  wanton  kill- 
ers— just  theirs  for  the  taking  over.  But  people  here  in  the 
florist  business,  the  taxi  business,  the  garage  business,  or  any 
other  method  of  making  a  living,  did  not  have  to  quail 
when  suddenly  approached  and  propositioned  by  one  or 
more  moronic  gang  operators.  No,  our  San  Francisco  police- 
personnel,  from  our  Chiefs  down  to  the  last  man  sworn  in 
to  wear  a  San  Francisco  police  star,  saw  to  that. 

King  Capone  and  his  army  wanted  San  Francisco,  and 
tried  hard  to  get  it.  Capone  and  some  of  his  men  finally 
secured  a  location  from  which  they  could  see  our  city,  and 
perhaps  think  of  our  inhospitable  and  priceless  police  per- 
sonnel— Alcatraz. 

Yes,  our  department  is  great.  It  is  great  because,  under 
that  eminently  wise,  charter  residence  clause,  the  men  who 
wear  the  uniform  are  San  Franciscans.  To  each  one  of 
"Our  City's  Finest"  our  San  Francisco  is  and  has  been 
home;  and  policing  its  streets  means  to  each  man  wearing 
a  San  Francisco  Police  Department  star  something  vastly 
more  than  just  a  steady  job.

for  combat,  but  there  was  no  need.  Roney  had  done  his 
work  well.    DeBardelaben  was  in  shackles  and  Palmer  and 

NfcShcehy  turned  the  prisoner  over  to  a  patrolman  and  as- 
sisted in  the  work  of  caring  tor  the  injured. 

Every  attention  was  given  the  two  wounded  detectives. 
Chief  Daniel  J.  O'Brien,  Captain  of  Detectives  Duncan 
Matheson  and  other  officials  high  in  police  circles  rushed 
to  the  hospital  where  the  shot  men  were  taken,  and  they 
asked  that  nothing  be  spared  in  the  tight  for  Roncy's  life 
and  the  relief  of  Van  Matre. 

At  the  San  Francisco  Hospital  quarters  were  made  ready 
for  the  two  men  and  they  were  given  the  best  modern  sur- 
gery was  able  to  afford.  Roncy's  mother  came  from  across 
the  bay  and  took  her  place  at  the  bedside  of  her  son,  she 
being  a  trained  nurse.  Her  care  as  a  mother  and  nurse 
helped  greatly  to  pull  Sergeant  Roney  through  the  great 
ordeal  that  had  befallen  him. 

Van  Matre  had  to  have  his  leg  opened  to  get  out  the 
bullet  imbedded  in  it,  as  well  as  a  piece  of  clothing  that  was 
carried  into  the  bullet  hole  by  the  leaden  missile  that  nearly 
cost  him  his  life. 

No  one  would  claim  Tanko's  body  and  he  was  buried  in 
the    "Potters''  field,  unhonorcd,  unsung  and  in  disgrace. 

Other  members  of  the  DeBardelaben  mob  were  rounded 
up — "Crep"  Wilson  and  Theodore  Johnson.  All  faced 
robbery  charges  and  indictments  for  harboring  a  criminal. 

They  admitted  they  knew  their  guest  was  Tanko,  and  that 
he  had  been  hiding  out  with  them  for  weeks.  Tanko,  after 
his  escape  and  his  Sacramento  escapades,  went  to  Colorado 
where  he  got  a  "roll''  and  came  back  to  the  Capital  City  a 
sick  man.  He  laid  low  in  an  oriental  hideout  unable  to 
travel  and  came  to  San  Francisco  a  mere  shadow  of  his 
former  self. 

Once  again  were  the  people  of  San  Francisco  brought 
face  to  face  with  the  unwavering  bravery  and  courage  of 
our  Police  Department.  Every  member  is  ready  to  meet 
their  duty  without  fear  of  personal  injury  or  death  itself. 

Helpless  desperation  of  the  law,  reports  of  various  crime 
commissions,  the  maudlin  viciousness  of  pacifism  in  the  war 
on  criminals — all  these  are  graphically  dramatized  in  the 
Tanko  affair.   Consider  these  facts. 

On  September  19,  1923  Tanko  and  Floyd  Hall  murdered 
Chief  of  Police  Arthur  Meehan  of  San  Bruno.  The  pair 
were  quickly  captured.  There  was  no  question  as  to  their 
guilt.  They  boastingly  confessed  the  murder  and  more  than 
40  robberies.

Tanko  and  Hall  had 

othei  ideas  on  the  subject.   They  made  a  desperate  attempt 

to  escape  while  on  their  way  to  prison.    In  less  than    18 

i.  after  their  arrival  they  did  succeed  in  breaking  out 

of  then  prison,  and  they  began  another  long  series  of  crimes 

which  included  at  least  one  murder. 

To  this  record  of  slaughter  is  added  the  shooting  of  two 
San  Francisco  Detective  Sergeants,  one  almost  to  death. 

Students  of  criminology  who  approach  the  subject  from 
iIk  poinl  of  protection  of  the  public  are  virtually  unanimous 
in  their  conclusion  that  the  extermination  of  the  Tankos 
in  the  first  instance  would  have  done  more  than  save  their 
later  victims.  Swift,  inexorable  punishment — captial  pun- 
ishment for  capital  crime — would  deter  these  youths  who 
now  see  in  the  activities  of  the  Tankos,  heroic  exploits  to 
be  emulated,  and  who  are  urged  to  crime  by  the  amply  jus- 
tified hope  that  they  can  get  away  with  it. 

The  vitiating  influence  of  these  false  heroics  on  a  certain 
light-minded  portion  of  the  public  was  illustrated  in  the 
scandalous  outbreaks  of  sympathy  for  Hall,  a  confessed 
murderer,  during  his  trial  for  a  killing  committed  after  his 
escape  from  the  penitentiary.  He  was  convicted,  but  the 
verdict,  was  overturned,  and  he  got  a  second  trial.  In  this 
he  escaped  the  noose  he  was  so  justly  entitled  to  get. 

Detective  Sergeants  Roney  and  Van  Matre  spent  many 
months  in  hospital  beds,  and  even  to  this  day  they  suffer 
from  their  injuries,  for  no  other  reason  that  they  had  the 
courage  to  face  a  killer  coddled  by  the  law.  The  answer  is 
obvious.  It  seems  idle  to  point  it  out,  but  there  it  is.  Had 
Tanko  and  Hall  been  swung  off  for  their  first  known  mur- 
der they  would  have  committed  no  more  crimes.  There  can 
certainly  be  no  argument  on  that  point  even  from  the  most 
perverted  sob  sisters. 

Of  the  four  men  of  the  Inspectors  Bureau  figuring  in  the 
Tanko  case,  Inspector  Palmer  is  dead.  The  others  all  re- 
tired, have  scattered  somewhat.  Roney  who  had  to  take  his 
retirement  as  the  result  of  his  serious  injury  from  Tankos 
gun,  now  resides  at  Sunol.  Van  Matre  lives  in  San  Bernar- 
dino. He  suffered,  and  still  suffers  from  the  wound  he  re- 
ceived in  that  historic  battle.  Edward  McSheehy  resides  at 
2158  Grove  Street,  in  his  native  city,  San  Francisco.

This  history  of  the  American-Hawaiian  Steamship  Com- 
pany is  a  long  and  interesting  one.  Founded  M)  years  ago  in 
1899,  the  Company  in  1900  inaugurated  its  Coast-to-Coast 
Service  with  four,  then  modern  steam  vessels,  succeeding  .1 
dipper  ship  line  established  in  L855. 

The  fleet  was  gradually  increased  until  it  totaled  26  at  the 
tune  service  was  discontinued  in  1916  due  to  World  War  I. 

After  this  war,  American-Hawaiian  again  entered  the 
intercoastal  trade  and  just  prior  to  World  War  II  had  built 
its  fleet  up  to  39  vessels.  It  offered  the  most  frequent  serv- 
ice in  the  trade,  including  one  route  between  Boston,  Phil- 
adelphia, Port  Newark  and  New  York  and  the  Pacific  Coast, 
with  sailings  on  a  twice-weekly  schedule,  and  another,  a 
Baltimore.  South  Atlantic-Pacific  Coast  service  every  ten 
days. 

In  1942,  the  United  States  Government  requisitioned  the 
entire  fleet  for  the  war  effort  and  once  again  the  intercoastal 
trade  became  dormant. 

In  the  late  fall  of  1945,  American-Hawaiian  re-establish- 
ed its  intercoastal  service,  handling  a  fleet  of  vessels  as  Gen- 
eral Agents  for  the  War  Shipping  Administration — later  the 
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United   States   Maritime  Commission.     In   the  summer  of 
19-47,   this  arrangement   was  discontinued  by  the  (  ommis 
sion,  and  the  Company  has  been  employing  vessels  chartered 
from  the  Government  on  a  bareboal  basis 

At   the   present   time  American-Hawaiian   is  operatil 
large  modern  C-4  freighters.    These  vessels  were  designed 
by  the  Company  especially  for  the  intercoastal  trade,  and 
the  plans  were  turned  over  to  the  United  States  Maritime- 
Commission  when  it  inaugurated  its  war  shipbuilding  pro 
gram. 

Service  is  maintained  betwen  Boston,  Philadelphia.  Port 
Newark  and  New  York  and  Pacific  Coast  ports,  with  sail- 
ings every  14  days. 

In  addition  to  its  intercoastal  route,  American-Hawaiian 
also  operates  a  Far  F.ast  Service,  with  monthly  sailings  from 
New  York,  Norfolk,  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco  to 
Yokohama,  Kobe,  Saigon,  Haiphong  anil  Bangkok.

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domes  has  no  perceptible  effect  on  color  values,  although 
the  glass  slightly  reduces  the  intensity  of  the  light  and  ne- 
cessitates an  increase  or  one  stop  in  diaphragm  setting  or  a 
decrease  of  approximately  50$   m  length  of  exposure. 

Another  service  popular  with  the  passengers  is  the  uni-

No  train  is  complete  without  motive  power,  and  the 
smooth  silent  power  of  the  4500-horsepower  diesel-electru 
locomotive  quickly  and  easily  carries  the  long  streamlined 
train  along  the  steel  rails,  around  curves,  through  mountains 
and  across  deserts  with  little  effort.  The  ease  with  which 
the  train  smoothly  starts  and  steadily  picks  up  speed  is  sec- 
ond only  to  man's  ingenuity  in  being  able  to  manufacture 
such  a  compactness  of  power.

In  the  dramatic  scene  were  the  engine  Jupiter 
fresh  from  the  "meeting  of  the  rails "  scene  at  the  Chicago 
Railroad  Fair;  engine  No.  94  which  pulled  the  first  passen- 
ger train  down  the  Feather  River  Canyon,  and  the  new 
streamliner  California  Zephyr  representing  passenger  serv- 
ice through  the  decades  from  the  oldest  to  the  newest  and 
most  modern.

money  for  the  purchase  of  a  patrol  wagon,  so  Commis- 
sioner Gunst   bought  one,  paying  for  it  out  of  his  own 
funds.    It  was  shipped  west  and  put  into  commission,  the 
first  such  wagon  to  be  used. 

Instead  of  making  the  officers  sick,  the  first  six  months 
cut  down  the  sick  list  25  per  cent.  The  shelter  proved  a 
protection  against  the  wind  and  fog. 

Commissioner  Gunst  introduced  many  other  innova- 
tions that  were  the  foundation  for  the  excellent  depart- 
ment we  enjoy  today.

A  great  citizen,  devoted  to  the  end  to  the  great  American 
game  of  baseball,  died  September  18. 

He  was  Thomas  Francis  Fitzpatrick,  76,  former  San  Fran- 
cisco polite  officer,  .uid  a  well-known  baseball  player  oJ  Ins 
era.  His  son,  Thomas  F.,  Jr.,  is  an  inspector  of  the  SFPD, 
in  charge  of  the  Subversive  Detail  of  the  Bureau  of  In- 
spectors. 

"Fireman  Fitz.  as  Tom  was  known  in  the  days  when  he 
was  a  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  and 
pitched  tor  their  baseball  team,  was  a  native  of  the  city  by 
the  Golden  Gate.  He  was  laid  to  rest  in  Holy  Cross  Ceme- 
tery, following  Solemn  Mass  of  Requiem  at  St.  Ignatius 
Church. 

Fitzpatrick,  who  lived  at  3545  Market  Street,  was  a  for- 
mer professional  baseball  player.  He  had  everything  on  the 
ball  as  a  pitcher,  when  it  could  be  seen.  He  pitched  for  the 
old  Tacoma,  Washington,  club  when  it  was  operated  by  the 
late  Mike  Fisher,  a  prominent  West  Coast  sports  figure. 

Later  he  worked  for  the  San  Francisco  Seals  .  .  .  pitched 
to  the  late  Charles  Graham.  Sr.,  at  that  time  a  catcher  for 
his  beloved  ball  team. 

Men  played  ball  different  in  those  days,  Fireman  I  it  \ 
tised  to  say.  There  wasn't  so  much  clowning  around  between 
opposing  players — everything  was  serious.  Pitchers  had  to 
work  harder  for  a  living  in  those  days  also.  Fitz  and  the 
great  "Ham"  Iberg  pitched  on  alternate  days. 

Fitzpatrick  had  a  wicked  fast  ball  with  a  hop.  drop. 
in,  or  anything  else  on  it.    Iberg  was  a  slowball  artist.   The 
two  of  them  together  gave  Seals  opponents  main   a  hard 
day  at  bat. 

Fitz  was  also  an  expert  at  throwing  the  now  illegal  "spit 
ball."  He  was  a  demon  in  Seattle,  the  oldtimers  said.  With 
his  stuff,  the  fog,  or  damp  air  .  .  .  "why,  they  couldn't  even 
see  the  ball !" 

Then  the  ballplayer  joined  the  San  Francisco  Fire  De- 
partment, and  while  he  pitched  for  its  baseball  team,  the 
PoIkc  were  just  out  on  a  limb.  They  couldn't  beat  him. 
But  .  .  . 

Fireman  Fitz  decided  he  wanted  to  be  a  policeman.  His 
former  mates  on  the  Fire  Department  team  were  then  on 
the  other  side  of  the  fence.  They,  too,  were  unable  to  hit 
his  pitches. 

From  that  time  on,  according  to  his  son,  Tom,  |r.,  he 
lived  and  breathed  baseball  in  the  two  departments. 

Fitzpatrick  was  retired  because  of  service  connected  dis- 
ability April  6,  1914.  He  had  been  appointed  to  the  Police- 
Department  on  December  29.   190V 

He  was  a  member  of  the  famous  Police  Ball  Team  that 
made  a  successful  barnstorming  tour  of  the  United  States  te> 
provide  funds  for  the  then  young  Widows'  and  Orphans 
Aid  Association. 

The  old  ballplayer  was  delighted  when  police  baseball 
was  revived  by  Chief  of  Police  Michael  E.  Mitchell;  and  he- 
had  the  right  method  of  explaining  why. 

It's  mostly  for  the  youngsters,  he  explained.    Unfortu- 


nate ly.  the  children  seem  never  to  think  oi  a  policeman  or 
fireman  as  an  athlete.  When  they  put  on  the  uniform  of  a 
ballplayer  that  makes  them  regular  fellows  in  the  eyes  of 
young  admirers.  Sports  is  the  mam  approach  to  com- 
plete understanding  between  children  and  firemen  and 
policemen. 

Tom  Fitzpatrick  saw  much  of  the  history  of  the  I  nited 
States.  He  was  born  in  1876  (June  7)  when  General 
Ulysses  S.  Grant  was  President.  He  was  a  young  man  of 
twenty-two  at  the  time  o!   the-  Spanish-American  War. 

Among  his  mourners  was  the  manager  of  that  old  ball 
club — Officer  Walter  Harrington,  veteran  member  of  the 
SFPD  who  now  works  the  day  watch  at  Central  Station.

Like  most  of  the  firms  that  started  in  the  exciting,  un- 
certain days  of  the  gold  rush,  N.  Gray  &  Co.  had  a  very 
humble  beginning.  Coming  to  San  Francisco  in  1849, 
Nathaniel  Gray  had  brought  with  him  from  New  York  a 
small  supply  of  items  for  the  funeral  home  he  wanted  to 
establish.  Storing  his  supplies,  he  went  in  toward  the  "dig- 
gin's"  to  seek  out  the  best  location  for  his  business.  His  trip 
convinced  him  that  San  Francisco  offered  the  best  long- 
range  possibilities,  and  he  returned  only  to  find  that  his  stock 
of  funeral  supplies  had  been  destroyed  by  fire. 

Undeterred,  he  located  an  established  undertaker  and  pur- 
(  based  his  business  consisting  of  a.  small  house,  a  few  coffins 
and  a  wagon  covered  with  black  cambric  and  drawn  by  two 
mules. 

Gray's  business  expanded.  Soon  he  was  able  to  move  to 
a  brick  building  on  Sacramento  Street,  near  Dupont  ...  as 
Grant  Avenue  was  then  called.  About  this  time  his  only 
daughter  married  Cyrus  S.  Wright,  who  became  a  partner 
in  the  business  and  who  succeeded  Nathaniel  Gray  as  head 
of  the  firm  at  the  time  of  the  latter's  death  in  1889. 


In  1900  the  firm  moved  to  Sutter  Street  between  Grant 
Avenue  and  Stockton,  and  in  190")  to  Van  Ness  Avenue  be- 
tween Golden  Gate  Avenue  and  Turk  Street.  When  the 
great  fire  of  1906  destroyed  this  building,  emergency  head- 
quarters were  opened  in  a  residence  at  the  corner  of  Geary 
and  Divisadero  Streets.  This  property  became  the  new  home 
of  the  business,  and  after  the  crisis  had  passed,  a  chapel  was 
erected  adjoining  the  residence  providing  one  of  the  earliest 
examples  of  modern  funeral  establishments. 

In  1919,  this  became  inadequate  and  the  large,  beautifully 
appointed  structure  now  occupied  by  the  Company  was  built 
at  Post  and  Divisadero  Streets. 

Cyrus  Wright  died  before  the  new  building  was  occupied, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Harold  L.  Wright.  Carrying 
on  the  tradition  established  by  his  grandfather  and  father, 
Harold  Wright  further  expanded  the  business  to  meet  the 
growing  needs  of  the  peninsula.  In  July,  1947,  the  Crosby 
N.  Gray  &  Co.  mortuary,  one  of  the  finest  in  America,  was 
completed  in  Burlingame. 

On  the  death  of  Harold  Wright  in  September,  1949, 
Kendrick  Miller,  nephew  of  Mr.  Wright  became  president 
of  N.  Gray  &  Co. 

Thus,  since  1850  when  Nathaniel  Gray  made  his  modest 
start,  this  pioneer  firm  has  kept  pace  with  the  growth  and 
requirements  of  the  area  it  serves.  Unlike  most  other  firms 
of  its  age,  it  has  always  preserved  in  the  family  of  its  foun- 
der, unbroken  ownership  and  control  of  its  affairs.

of  this  state  during  the  nearly  a  third  of  a  century  history 
of  the  Association.

Chief  of  Police  Clarence  Morris  was  host  of  the  conven- 
tion and  as  co-hosts  he  was  ably  assisted  by  Chief  of  Detec- 
tives Samuel  Decker  and  Sheriff  Eugene  W.  Biscailuz  of 
Los  Angeles  County.  They  put  on  a  swell  program  and  a 
great  show. 

Sheriff  Daniel  C.  Murphy  of  San  Francisco  called  the 
sessions  to  order  at  9  a.  m.  October  25,  and  after  invocation 
by  Rev.  A.  J.  Soldan,  Chaplain  of  the  L.  A.  Police  Officers' 
Association,  a  welcoming  address  by  Mayor  A.  Roy  Bene 
diet,  and  introduction  of  distinguished  guests,  he  got  down 
to  the  business  of  the  convention, 

First  he  appointed  as  assistant  sergeants-at-arms  Sheriff 
John  L.  McCoy  of  Monterey  County,  Chief  William  Pflaum 
of  Piedmont,  Chief  John  C.  Cutting,  South  Gate  and  Sher- 
iff John  D.  Ross,  Santa  Barbara  to  assist  Sergeant-at-Arms 
J.  A.  Bennett  of  Riverside,  to  see  that  great  audiences  were 
properly  seated.  Civilian  defense  and  those  problems  cor- 
related with  this  present  necessity  for  our  country  consti- 
tuted a  major  portion  of  the  program,  and  there  were 
speakers,  well  skilled  on  their  subjects,  introduced  to  the 
many  officers  of  the  law  present. 


more  to  police  a  state  of  three  and  one-half  million  people 
— as  it  has  today. 

"Our  California  population  has  increased  by  3,500,000 
since  1940,  and  we  should  have  enough  additional  officers 
to  police  the  state  with  some  10,000,000  people,"  he  stated. 

He  said  despite  but  little  reinforcement,  far  from  keeping 
pace  with  the  growth  of  the  past  decade,  California  law  en- 
forcement officers  have  done  their  job  and  done  it  exceed- 
ingly well.

The  FBI  sent  one  of  their  top  force  of  special  agents, 
Supervisor  Wm.  C.  Sullivan,  from  Washington.  D.  C.  to 
present  an  address  on  Civil  Defense,  present  and  future 
plans  at  a  federal  level. 

Burton  Walton,  executive  secretary  State  Disaster  Coun- 
cil handled  the  subject  on  a  state  level,  and  Chief  John  D. 
Holdstrom  on  a  municipal  level.  Their  papers  were  full  of 
instructing  and  worthwhile  information  on  what  is  being 
done  and  what  must  be  done  to  prepare  this  country  for  any 
eventuality. 

Prior  to  these  numbers  District  Attorney  J.  Frank  Coak- 
ley  presented  his  Law  and  Legislative  Committe's  report  on 
the  needs  for  legislation  to  meet  the  situation  of  internal 
security  and  civilian  defense.  His  was  a  well  prepared  paper 
and  was  as  highly  received.

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  an  address  by  Chief 
Special  Agent  Richard  B.  Hood,  FBI,  in  the  Los  Angeles 
area,  representing  Director  John  Edgar  Hoover.  He  said 
all  law  enforcement  agencies  should  cooperate  in  every 
m. inner,  and  that  consolidation  of  these  forces  were  not  in 
proportion  to  the  preparation  for  any  national  disaster.

Chief  John  D.  Holstrom,  of  the  Berkeley  Police  Depart- 
ment, who  has  served  as  head  of  the  college  city's  law  en- 
forcement agency  ever  since  Chief  John  A.  Greening  re- 
tired some  years  ago,  will  make  the  State  Peace  Officers' 
Association  a  wonderful  president.  Installed  after  being 
elected  at  the  convention  last  month  in  Pasadena  he  received 
high  commendations  for  the  manner  he  has  conducted  the

He  has  carried  on  the  pioneering  work  of  former  Chief 
August  Vollmer.  who  is  recognized  throughout  the  world

With  a  force  of  132  men  and  women  Chief  Holstrom.

He  is  a  recognized  authority  on  scientific  application  in  the 
war  on  crime  and  criminals;  his  personnel  is  efficiently 
trained  for  their  work,  and  they  are  also  capable  in  crime 
prevention  and  juvenile  delinquency.

important  post,  for  since  his  appointment  as  a  police  officer 
on  November  5,  1928,  he  has  made  a  reputation  for  him- 
self by  ably  handling  every  assignment  given  him. 

He  has  had  many  important  details  and  he  has  accom- 
plished the  work  of  these  assignments  with  speed  and 
understanding,  something  he  does  with  any  work,  big  or 
small,  that  his  superiors  may  give  him  to  do. 

He  proceeded  through  the  ranks  in  a  rapid  manner, 
reaching  the  topmost  in  March,  1947.  His  first  detail  was 
with  the  Juvenile  Bureau,  then  followed  as  liaison  captain 
in  charge  of  the  department  after  6  p.  m.  through  the  night, 
for  two  months.

It  was  published  for  the  San  Franc. isco  Police  Depart- 
ment, at  the  urging  of  the  then  Chief  of  Police,  the  late 
Daniel  J.  O'Brien,  who  served  for  nearly  a  decade  as  head 
of  the  department. 

It  was  conceived  for  the  purpose  of  setting  forth  the 
good  deeds  ot  the  city's  police  officers,  giving  helplul  hints, 
changes  in  police  administration,  and  readable  and  inter- 
esting stories  having  to  do  with  law  enforcement  officers. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Polio;  Journal  many  things 
have  transpired.  The  city  has  grown  tremendously;  the  Po- 
lice Department  has  grown  as  well;  new  methods  of  com- 
bating crime  and  making  municipalities  safer  for  its  citizens 
have  also  progressed  amazingly,  and  we  find  today  in  addi- 
tion to  the  automobiles  and  motorcycles  of  28  years  ago, 
we  have  better  motive  power,  we  have  radio,  we  have  tele- 
vision, we  have  the  teletype,  we  have  the  lie  detector  and 
the  latest  in  camera  equipment.  There  are  other  innovations 
that  have  been  adopted  by  the  department  that  help  solve 
and  prevent  crimes. 

No  longer  is  the  preparation  of  a  young  man  tor  police 
duty  ot  the  hit  and  miss  nature.  Today  he  must  meet  higher 
intelligence  tests — a  high  school  graduate,  at  least — he 
must  be  physically  fit;  and  then  he  must  be  put  through  a 
course  of  training  at  the  S.  F.  Police  Academy  where,  in  less 
than  three  months  he  will  learn  more  of  the  fundamentals 
as  well  as  the  higher  aspects  of  what  a  peace  officer  must 
know,  than  he  would  get  from  years  of  working  out  of  a 
police  station. 

In  1922  James  Rolph  was  mayor  of  San  Francisco.  Noted 
attorney  Theodore  J.  Roche  was  president  of  the  Police- 
Commission,  and  his  fellow  commissioners  were  Jesse  B. 
Cook,  Andrew  F.  Mahony  and  Dr.  Thomas  Shumate. 

Daniel  J.  O'Brien  was  Chief  of  Police. 

Duncan  Matheson  was  Captain  of  Detectives. 

Other  c aptains  were:  John  J.  Mooney,  Henry  Gleason, 
in  charge  of  traffic;  Eugene  Wall,  Henry  O'Day.  Marcus 
Anderson,  Bernard  Judge,  Harry  J.  Wright,  Arthur  D. 
Layne,  Patrick  Herlihy  and  Charles  Goff. 

William  J.  Quinn,  with  rank  of  Captain  was  Chief  Clerk 
to  (  hief  O'Brien. 

All  of  the  above  listed  have  passed  on  with  the  exception 
of  Attorney  Roche,  Dr.  Shumate  and  Quinn.  Each  and 
everyone  contributed  their  share  to  making  the  SFPD  the 
well  organized  law  enforcement  agency  it  is  today. 

Retired  Chief  August  Vollmer  of  Berkeley,  now  residing 
in  the  college  city  across  the  bay  from  San  Francisco  was 
junior  past  president  of  the  International  Associations  of 
Chiefs  of  Police. 

It  was  but  natural  that  the  scope  of  the  Police  Journal 
should  be  increased  to  give  courage  to  all  police  agencies 
of  the  state,  and  for  the  past  decade  or  more  the  editor  has 
devoted  much  time  and  space  to  other  agencies  along  with 
the  SFPD.

CHRISTMAS  THIEVES 

Some  people  seem  to  have  been  born  without  a  heart. 
They  are  the  ones  we  find  beating  and  starving  babies,  tor- 
turing dumb  animals,  wrecking  trains  and  setting  tire  to 
homes. 

From  this  group  comes  the  army  of  Christmas  thieves 
who  loot  automobiles,  at  this  period  of  the  year  especially. 
ot  large  and  small  bundles  bought  to  bring  cheer  to  near  and 
clear  ones — or  perhaps  to  the  poor  and  needy. 

These  human  rats  have  been  known  to  drive  an  automo- 
bile behind  delivery  trucks — and  even  behind  U.  S.  Mail 
delivery  vans — at  Christmas  time  and  gather  in  anything 
and  everything  they  can  snatch,  mindless  of  the  disappoint- 
ments, actual  sorrow  and  possible  breaches  of  lifelong 
friendships  they  are  causing. 

We  should  do  our  utmost  to  make  Christmas  a  failure  for 
such  inhumans.  There  are  a  few  moves  we  can  make  to 
thwart  their  heartless  efforts. 

We  can  lock  our  cars  before  we  leave  them  partially  or 
fully  loaded  with  bundles. 

Before  leaving  our  car,  even  though  we  do  lock  it.  we 
can  place  our  bundles  as  much  out  of  sight  as  possible.  A 
hophead  sneak  thief  thinks  nothing  of  breaking  into  a  car. 

A  good  place  to  store  valuables  is  in  the  trunk  compart- 
ment.   Be  sure  it  is  locked  when  you  leave  your  car. 

If  it  is  impossible  to  have  someone  at  home  during  the 
hours  Christmas  packages  usually  arrive  we  should  make  it 
a  point  to  have  a  neighbor  take  in  goods  arriving  for  us 
during  our  necessary  absence. 

At  all  times  a  practical  citizen  will  telephone  the  police- 
department  on  noticing  suspicious  parties — male  or  female, 
young  or  old — around  a  residential  district. 

Such  loafers  bode  no  good;  and,  to  members  of  the  police 
department,  they  are  always  welcome — for  ejuestioning,  and 
perhaps  for  an  immediate  trip  to  the  Hall  of  Justice,  for 
further  ejuestioning  and  hnger  printing. 
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Beloved  Cop,  Harry  P.  Gurtler,  Dies

He   had    jusl    finished   sh  Washington    Irving 

Grammar  School  youngster:  ross  the  Montgomery  and 
Broadwaj  intersection  aftei  the  noon  recess,  for  the  ump 
te<  n-thousandth  time,  when  h<  collapsed  and  died. 

He  died  a  fe\n  feet  from  the  billboard  that  school  young- 
sters look  over  at  one  time  and  emblazoned  in  his  honor: 
"The  Best  Cop  in  the  (  ity." 

He  died  aftei  60  years  -ill  his  life— in  San  Francisco 
and  36  years  on  the  fori  e 

He  had  patrolled  the  city's  streets  out  of  Central,  South- 
ern and  Mission  stations,  gradually  fashioning  a  legend  out 
Hi  a  thousand  little  incidents. 

There  was  the  tune  in  1925  when  two  gunmen  thought 
they  could  outrun  any  "fat  cop"  and  discovered  that  Gurtler 
managed  his  230  pounds  like  a  bantamweight  on  the  ap- 
proach and  a  heavyweight  wrestler  at  the  finish. 

There  was  the  Castro  Street  cable  car  wreck  in  1940, 
where  Gurtlcr's  heroic  rescue  work  won  commendation. 
And  on  December  2,  1947 — when  Gurtler  was  57— the 
Police  Commission  and  the  department  commended  him 
for  another  phenomenon  of  gallantry — finding  two  people 
pinned  under  a  wrecked  car  at  Kearny  and  Clay  Streets,  he 
hunched  his  shoulders  under  the  wreckage  and  lifted  it  on 
his  back  to  let  the  victims  escape. 

By  then,  however,  he  had  been  on  his  specialty  for  years 
— winning  the  confidence  and  friendship  of  thousands  of 
school  youngsters  going  to  and  from  school.  On  August  1, 
1945,  the  School  department  and  Police  Chief  thanked  him 
for  his  outstanding  record  with  children. 

Last  April  29  in  Collier's  magazine,  Howard  Witman 
wrote  of  Harry  Gurtler: 

"  'Harry,'  as  every  kid  in  the  area  knows  him,  is  a  neigh- 
borhood cop.    He's  around  Washington  Irving  School  in 


the  morning,  greeting  the  kids  by  name,  joking  with  them, 
waving  to  their  mothers  and  fathers  as  they  go  down  the 
street.   Everyone  on  the  beat  knows  Harry. 

"He's  the  modern  counterpart  of  the  old  neighborhood 
cop  whom  the  kids  respected.  If  he  puts  his  arm  on  a  kid's 
shoulder  and  says,  'Now  what's  this  I  hear  you've  been 
doing,  Joey?'  .  .  .  that's  worth  a  dozen  visits  to  the  Juvenile 
Home  ...  As  one  businessman  puts  it,  "These  kids  delin- 
quent?  Oh,  no.   That  would  be  letting  Harry  down!" 

Letter  of  Thanks 

When  San  Francisco's  juvenile  authorities  were  asked 
the  most  effective  way  of  combating  juvenile  delinquency, 
they  said  it  was  by  preventing  it  before  it  began — and  when 
they  asked  the  best  way  of  preventing  it,  they  invariably 
pointed  to  Harry  Gurtler. 

Gurtler's  Police  Department  file  contains  scores  and 
scores  of  letters  of  thanks  and  commendation  from  organi- 
zations and  individuals — including  some  of  the  very  junior 
individuals  who  attended  his  semi-annual  ice  cream  and 
pound  cake  parties  at  Washington  Irving  School. 

He  leaves  his  widow,  Anita  Gurtler,  who  lives  at  the 
family  home,  251  -  15th  Avenue;  a  son,  Vincent  F.  Gurtler, 
and  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Anita  Watts,  all  of  San  Francisco. —

ovations  from  the  people  gathered  along  the  sidewalks  to 
greet  their  distinguished  \isitor.  It  turned  out  that  the  mul- 
titudes along  the  route  thought  Commissioner  Maginn  was 
President  Truman  and  they  were  most  generous  with  their 
cheering. 

Representatives  from  Sheriff  McGrath's  deputies,  and 
from  the  (  HP  under  command  of  Sergeant  Otto  Schramm 
joined  with  the  SFPD's  motorcycle  detail  in  getting  the 
presidential  party  to  the  Fairmont.
